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PBEFACE. 


The  chief  object  of  the  Handbook  for  Paris,  which  Is 
DOW  issued  for  the  sixteenth  time,  and  coTresponds  with  the 
sixteenth  French  edition,  is  to  render  the  traveller  as  nearly 
as  possible  independent  of  the  services  of  guides,  conmission- 
naires,  and  innkeepers,  and  to  enable  him  to  employ  his  time 
and  his  money  to  ^e  best  advantage. 

Objects  of  general  interest,  described  by  the  Editor  from 
his  personal  observation,  are  those  with  which  the  Handbook 

frineipally  deals.  A  detailed  acoonnt  of  all  the  specialties  of 
aris  would  of  coarse  far  exceed  the  limits  of  a  work  of  this 
character;  but  it  will  be  found  that  the  present  volume,  while 
recording  the  gigantic  transformations  in  the  external  ap- 
pearance ot  the  city  since  the  beginning  of  the  Second  Empire, 
has  also  bestowed  considerable  attention  on  the  hiBtorical 
Mid  srchfeological  aspects  of  the  French  metropolis. 

The  Haps  and  Flans,  upon  which  the  utmost  care  has 
been  bestowed,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  found  serviceable.  Those 
irhich  relate  to  Paris  itHelf^(one  clue-map,  one  large  plan, 
five  special  plans  of  the  most  important  quarters  of  the  city, 
uid  one  omnibus-plan)  have  been  collected  in  a  separate  cover 
»t  the  end  of  the  volume,  and  may  if  desired  be  severed  from 
the  Handbook  altogether.  The  subdivision  of  the  Plan  of  the 
dtv  into  three  sections  distinguished  by  different  colours 
irill  be  found  materially  to  facilitate  reference,  as  it  ob- 
viates the  necessity  of  unfolding  a  large  sheet  of  paper  at 
each  consu'tation. 

A  short  acconnt  of  the  rontes  from  London  to  Paris,  and 
of  the  principal  towns  of  Northern  France,  with  their  magni- 
ficent Gothic  churches,  will  be  acceptable  to  loost  travellers. 
In  the  Handbook  are  enumerated  both  th*  ^"*'  '^'***

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charges.  Houses  of  a  more  modest  character,  when  good  of 
their  class,  are  described  as  %ood*  or  Very  fair*.  At  the  same 
time  the  Editor  does  not  doubt  that  comfortable  quarters  are 
to  be  obtained  at  houses  both  of  the  first  and  second  class  that 
he  has  not  recommended  or  even  mentioned.  It  should,  how- 
ever, be  borne  in  mind  that  hotels  are  liable  to  constant 
changes,  and  that  the  treatment  experienced  by  the  traveller 
often  depends  on  circumstances  which  can  neither  be  fore- 
seen nor  controlled. 

The  Editor  begs  to  tender  his  grateful  acknowledgments 
to  travellers  who  have  sent  him  information  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Handbook,  and  hopes  that  they  will  continue  to  favour 
him  with  such  communications,  especially  when  the  result 
of  their  own  experience.  Hotel-bills,  with  annotations  showing 
the  travellefs  opinion  as  to  his  treatment  and  aceommodation, 
are  particularly  usefid. 

To  hotel-proprietors,  tradesmen,  and  others  the  Editor 
begs  to  intimate  that  a  character  for  fair  dealing  and  courtesy 
towards  travellers  is  the  sole  passport  to  his  commendation, 
and  that  advertisements  of  every  kind  are  strictly  excluded 
from  his  Handbooks.  Hotel-keepers  are  also  warned  against

Lanouaob.  For  those  who  wish  to  derive  instruction  as  well 
as  pleasure  from  a  visit  to  Paris,  the  most  attractive  treasury  of 
art  and  industry  in  the  world,  some  acquaintance  with  French  is 
indispensable.  The  metropolis  of  France,  it  is  true,  possesses  Eng- 
lish hotels,  English  professional  men,  English  ^valets  de  place', 
and  English  shops ;  but  the  visitor  who  is  dependent  upon  these  is 
necessarily  deprived  of  many  opportunities  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  most  interesting  characteristics  of  the  place. 

Monet.  The  decimal  Monetary  System  of  France  is  extremely 
convenient  in  keeping  accounts.  The  Banque  de  France  issues 
Banknotes  of  5000,  1000,  500,  200,  100,  and  50  francs,  and 
these  are  the  only  banknotes  current  In  France.  The  French 
Oold  coins  are  of  the  value  of  100,  50,  40,  20,  and  10  francs ;  Silver 
coins  of  5, 2, 1 ,  and  1/2  franc ;  Nickel  of  25  centimes  j  Bronze  of  10  and 
5  centimes  (100  centimes  =  1  franc).  ^Sou*  is  the  old  name,  still 
in  common  use,  for  5  centimes ;  thus,  a  5-franc  piece  is  sometimes 
ealled  *une  piice  de  cent  sous',  2  fr.  =  40  sous,  1  fr.  =  20  sous, 
1/2  fr.  =  10  sous.  Italian,  Belgian,  Roumanian,  and  Swiss  gold  coins 
are  also  received  at  their  full  value,  and  the  Austrian  gold  pieces 
of  4  and  8  florins  are  worth  exactly  10  and  20  fr.  respectively. 
Belgian,  Swiss,  and  Greek  silver  coins  (except  Swiss  coins  with  the 
seated  figure  of  Helvetia)  are  also  current  at  full  value  ;  but  Italian 
silver  coins,  with  the  exception  of  5-lira  pieces,  should  be  refused. 
The  stranger  should  also  be  on  his  guard  against  counterfeit  silver 
coins,  and  should  refuse  obsolete  coins  such  as  those  with  heads  of 
Lonis  Philippe  or  of  Napoleon  without  the  laurel  wreath. 

English  banknotes,  gold,  and  even  silver  are  generally  received 
at  the  full  value.  The  table  at  the  beginning  of  the  book  shows  the 
comparative  value  of  the  French,  English,  American,  and  German 
currencies,  when  at  par.  The  currency  of  Belgium,  Switzerland, 
Italy,  and  Greece  is  the  same  as  that  of  France. 

The  traveller  should  always  be  provided  with  small  change 
(petite  monnaie) ,  as  otherwise  he  may  be  put  to  inconvenience  in 
giving  gratuities,  purchasing  catalogues,  etc. 

ExpBNSBS.  The  cost  of  a  visit  to  Paris  depends  of  course 
•n  the  tastes  and  habits  of  the  traveller.  If  he  selects  a  hotel  of  a 
'dgh  class,  dines  at  the  table  d'h6te,  visits  the  theatres,  drives  in 
\»  parks  and  environs,  and  finally  indulges  in  suppet^  di  la  catU^

Sbason.  Spring  and  antumn  are  the  best  seaeoas  for  a  visit  to 
Paris,  the  former  perhaps  deaerriiig  the  preferenne  aa  having  fewer 
rainy  days.  The  long  days  of  summer  are  in  some  respects  admir- 
ably adapted  for  eight-aeelng;  bat  the  heat  is  often  exceaslve,  and 
the  absence  after  June  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  ordinary  resi- 
dents deprives  the  city  of  one  of  its  moat  characteristic  featares. 

Pasbfobtb  are  now  dispensed  wllh  in  France,  but  they  are  often 
uaefiil  in  proving  the  traveller's  identity,  procBiing  admission  to 
museams  on  days  when  they  are  not  open  to  the  pnblie,  obtainiDg 
delivery  of  registered  letters,  etc.

Ardclos  liable  to  duty 
should   always   be  'declared'.     Books  and  newspapers  oaoaslonally 
give  rise  to  suspicion  and  may  in  certain  casra  be  confiscated.  Lug- 
gage registered  to  Paris  la  examined  on  arrival  there.  —  The  ootroi 
is  a  duty  on  comestibles  levied  at  the  entrance  of  Paris  and  other 
large  towns,  bnt  Crave!Iera'  luggage  is  usually  paased  on  a  simple 
declaration  that  It  contains  none.

tion of  20-25  per  cent;  those  issued  on  Sat.  and  the  eyes  of  great 
festivals  are  available  for  three  days.  On  some  of  the  suburban  lines, 
however,  there  is  no  reduction  on  return-tickets.  Tickets  are  usu- 
ally collected  at  the  ^sortie\  The  mail  trains  (^treuna  rapidei) 
generally  convey  flrst-class  passengers  only ,  and  the  express  trains 
(Hraina  express')^  flrst-class  and  second-class  only.  The  carriages 
are  inferior  to  those  in  most  other  parts  of  Europe.  The  trains  are 
not  always  provided  with  smoking  carriages,  but  in  the  others 
smoking  is  allowed  unless  any  one  of  the  passengers  objects. 

Before  starting,  travellers  are  generally  cooped  up  in  the  close 
and  dusty  waiting-rooms,  and  are  not  admitted  to  the  platform  until 
the  train  is  ready  to  receive  them ;  nor  is  any  one  admitted  to  the 
platform  to  take  leave  of  friends  without  a  platform-ticket  (10  c.) 
which  may  be  obtained  from  the  ticket-checker  or  in  some  cases 
(e,g.  at  the  Gare  de  Lyon)  from  an  automatic  machine. 

Travellers  within  France  are  allowed  80  kilogrammes  (66  EngL 
lbs.)  of  luggage  free  of  charge;  those  who  are  bound  for  foreign 
countries  are  allowed  26  kilogr.  only  (65  lbs.) ;  10  e.  is  charged 
for  booking.  At  most  of  the  railway-stations  there  is  a  eontigne, 
or  left-luggage  ofiGlce,  where  a  charge  of  10  c.  per  day  is  made  for 
one  or  two  packages,  and  5  c.  per  day  for  each  additional  article. 
Where  there  is  no  eonaigne^  the  employees  will  generally  take  care 
of  luggage  for  a  trifling  fee.  The  railway-porters  (faeUura)  are  not 
entitled  to  remuneration,  but  it  is  usual  to  give  a  few  sous  for  their 
services.  The  occasionally  extortionate  demands  of  the  Parisian 
porters  should  be  flrmly  resisted.  —  Dog  TUketa  cost  30  c.  for  20  kilo- 
metres (12i/s  M.)  or  less,  and  6  c.  for  each  additional  3  kilometres 
(l«/4  M.),  with  10  c.  for  ^registration'. 

Railway  RestavranU  (usually  dear  and  often  poor)  are  found  at  the 

principal  stations,  but  the  stoppages  of  the  trains  are  usually  so  short 

that  travellers  are  advised  to  carry  the  necessary  provisions  with  them. 
Sleeping  Carriage*  (Wagom-liU)  and  Reitaurant  Carriagee  (Wagom- 
restauranU)  are  mn  in  the  chief  night  and  day  expresses  respectively. 
D^j.  8Vs-5,  D.  4Vs-T  fr.  (wine  extra),  according  to  the  line;  2nd  d.  on  cer- 
tain lines  in  Normandy,  d^j.  2V4,  D.  8V2  fr.  —  PiUows  and  CoverleU  may 
be  hired  at  the  chief  stations  (1  tr.).

At  the  time  of  the  conquest  of  Oaul  1iy  Julius  Cacnat  (B.  C. 
fil),  the  Parieii  wore  b  ttlbe  settled  on  the  banks  of  the  Stquana  or 
Seine,  and  their  chief  Tlllsge  was  Luitiia,  situated,  on  the  pcesent 
Island  of  La.  CilS.  In  oouiio  of  time  Lntetia  gtadaaUy  Increased 
iu  Importance  and  became  the  occasional  residence  of  seveial  RO' 
man  emperors,  among  whom  were  Conitantiua  Chlonii  [QQ3-3CI6), 
who  built  the  palate  of  the  Thtrmae,  t,nA  Julianlht  Apoitale  (^Ql- 
363],  who  referred  to  It  as  his  'dearLatetla'.  Gratlan  was  defeated 
and  alain  by  Mailmns  in  the  Tietnlty  (383). 

GLriaCianity  was  iutrodneed  hy  St.  Deal)  aboot  IbO  A.D. ;  and 
in  360  a  council  was  convened  iu  the  town  under  the  name  of 
Pariica  Chltai,  whence  the  modern  name  is  derived.  —  In  the 
4th  cent.  France  was  Invaded  by  tbe  Franks  the  Burgandianai,  and 
Visigoths ;  the  Roman  power  i;oUBpaed ;  and  (eudallsm  began. 

MerovinBianDyiiBBty,  —  Clovi8I.(481-M1),  sod  at Childerie, 
kljig  of  the  KipuariaD  Franks  of  Tonrnal,  flUKlly  expelled  SyagriDB, 
EOn  of  the  last  Roraan  governor,  embraced  Ghiistlanit;,  and  nnited 
oil  the  Flanks  under  the  Merovingian  Dynaeiy.  which  was  so  named 
from  Meroveu)  ot  Merieig,  grandfather  of  Olovls.  This  dynasty, 
however,  t&pidly  degenerated,  the  Fraukieh  kingdom  was  aeveril 
limes  divided,  and  a  bitter  liveliy  arose  butweenAusCrasia,  the  king' 
dom  of  the  E.  Franks,  and  Nenstria,  that  of  the  W.  Pranks.  The 
ilescendants  of  Pepin  of  Heiiatal,  the  chief  nobles  of  Austrasia  and 
mayors  of  the  palace  in  that  kingdom  and  afterwards  In  Neustrla  and 
Ourgnndy  also,  seized  the  Buprome  power,  In  732  CharUi  Mattel 
defeated  the  daraccas  at  Poitiers. 

Oftrlovingitui  Dynasty.  —  Pbpi.v,  le  Brej  (752-768),  son  oC 
Charles  Martel,  founded  the  second  dynasty,  the  greatest  member 
ot  which  was  CHAni.HMAQSB  (708-814).  Oharlemagne  warred  mic- 
cessfally  asainst  the  Saracens,  the  Longobards,  the  Saions,  and  the 
Avars,  and  was  crowned  emperor  by  the  pope  in  SOD.  On  the  death 
of  his  son  Lotus  I.,  le  Dihonaire  (814-840),  hU  possessions  were 
divided  by  the  Treaty  of  Verdon  (8i3),  France  fell  to  Chaelbs  II., 
U  CkaMut  (840-877),  while  Lovls  the  airman  became  king  of  Ger- 
many, and  Lothatre  received  Italy,  Eurgundy,  nnd  Lorraine.  Charles 
le  ChauvB  was  succeeded  by  Louts  U.,  U  Bigvt  (877-879},  Lonrsin. 
and  Caeloman  (879-882),  then  by  CAntoMiB  alone  (88'i-S84),  all 
of  whom  proved  unable  to  defend  their  country  against  the  incur' 
sloDS  of  the  Normans.  GaAB.LBB  in.,  le  Orot,  son  of  Loais  the  Qerman 
■[id  German  emperor,  was  Invited  in  864  to  sacceed  Carloman.  He, 
however,  left  the  defence  of  Paris  to  Govirr  0t>0,  or  Eades.  in  whose 
favoni  he  was  deposed  in  887.  Oeaelbs  m.,  le  Simple  ('898-923), 
'On  of  Loiila  ie  BSgue,  succeeded  Eudes  and  founded  the  ."     '

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Normandy,  but  had  to  yield  hia  throne  to  Bobb&t  (922-23),  brother 
of  £adeB,  who  was  followed  by  his  son-in-law  Baoul  (923-936).  The 
last  three  Oarlovingians,  Louis  lY.,  d'Outremer  (936-954),  Lothaisb 
(954-986),  and  Louis  V.,  le  Fainiant  (986-987),  were  less  powerful 
than  the  Dukes  of  France,  Hugh  the  Qreat^  son  of  Robert,  and  HtAgh 
Capet. 

Capetiaii  Dynasty.  Hugh  Gapbt  was  the  founder  of  the  third 
or  Capetian  Dynasty  (987).  He  began  the  construction  of  the  old 
royal  palace  on  the  site  of  the  present  Palais  de  Justice  (p.  261).  — 
Under  Kobbbt  U.,  le  Pieux  (996-1031),  Hbnri  I.  (1031-60),  and 
Philif  I.  (1060-1108),  France  suffered  from  internal  discord  and 
wars  with  the  dukes  of  Normandy.  First  Crusade,  under  Godfrey  de 
Bouillon,  1096.  —  Louis  VI.,  U  Oro8  (1108-1137),  encouraged 
the  establishment  of  ^communes',  as  a  check  upon  the  power  of  the 
nobles.  His  minister  was  Suger^  Abbot  of  St.  Denis  (p.  381).  This 
king  built  a  palace  on  the  site  now  occupied  by  the  Louvre.  — 
Louis  YII,  le  Jeune  (1137-80),  takes  part  in  the  Second  Crusade 
(1147).  His  divorced  wife,  Eleanor  of  Guienne  and  Poitou,  marries 
Henry  Plantagenet,  afterwards  Henry  H.  of  England.  —  Philip  II, 
Afigtute  (1180-1223),  undertakes  the  Third  Crusade,  in  company 
with  Richard  Coeur^de-'Lion,  1189.  On  his  return  he  attacks  the 
English  possessions  in  France,  and  defeats  the  English,  Flemish, 
and  German  troops  at  Bouvinea  in  1214.  Paris  was  considerably 
extended  in  this  reign  and  surrounded  with  a  wall.  —  Louis  YIII, 
U  Lion  (1223-26). 

Louis  IXy  8t,  Louia  (1226-70).  This  reign  may  be  regarded  as 
the  most  flourishing  period  in  the  medieval  history  of  France.  None 
of  the  four  legitimate  estates — king,  barons,  church,  municipalities — 
were  unduly  strong.  Architecture  (Gothic  style)  and  poetry  flourished. 
Seventh  and  Eighth  Crusades  (to  Egypt  and  Tunis).  Foundation  of 
the  Sorbonne  (p.  280).  —  Philip  III.,  le  Hardi  (1270-86),  acquires 
Provence  by  inheritance.  —  Philip  IV.,  It  Bel  (1285-1314),  continues 
the  struggle  against  England,  and  conquers  Flanders.  Financial  dif- 
ficulties complicated  by  disputes  with  Pope  Boniface  VIII.,  leading 
to  the  suppression  of  the  order  of  Knights  Templar  and  the  trans- 
ference of  the  papal  residence  to  Avignon.  Public  authority  (*pouvoir 
publique')  takes  the  place  of  feudal  and  ecclesiastical  jurisdictions. 
The  Etats  Qiniraux  convoked  for  the  first  time.  —  Louis  X,  It 
HuUn  (1314-16).  —  Philip  V,  It  Long  (1316-22).  —  Chahlbs  IV, 
It  Bel  (1322-28),  dies  without  issue.

IT.   Qflnwal  Bemarks  on  Farii. 

Puis,  the  uplul  and  by  fu  the  lugest  toirn  of  Franee,  it  iita- 

ated  in  48°&0'N.  lat  and  2°20' E.  long,  ou  the  Sitne,  which  flows 
thiough  It  trom  8£.  to  S.W.,  after  leceiTlog  iU  prineipil  affluent, 
the  Jlfarn<,  just  above  tbe  city.  The  beiglit  of  Paris  above  the  aea- 
level  Tailea  bom  80  ft.  at  Oieiielle,  to  420  fL  at  MontmartTe.  The 
city  covert  an  area  of  abont  20,000  awes,  of  whleh  1760  are  ooeu- 
pjed  by  tbe  river.  Aa  early  aa  the  beginning  of  the  13th  cent,  the 
popolation  wai  nearly  200,000;  In  1675,  under  Loaia  XIT,  It 
reaohed  540,000;  In  1789  it  was  600,000 ;  In  1821,  763,000;  in 
1836,  868,000;  In  1862,  1,053,262;  in  1860,  after  the  Inolualon 
of  the  faubourgs,  1,525,255;  In  1870,  1,826.274;  and  In  1901, 
2.714,068.  The  last  <:enaus(1906)ahowedapopQlatiDii  of  2,763,393, 
tnolnding  about  250,000  foreigners.  If  wa  add  the  population  of 
environs  practically,  though  not  offlclally,  forming  part  of  the  cap- 
ital, we  And  that  Paris  is  really  a  commnnity  of  neatly  3'/4  million 
inhabitants. 

The  part  of  the  Seine  within  the  dty  t>  ahont  7  M.  long  and  1« 
CTOiied  by  81  brldgea.  It  contains  two  islands  of  some  size,  the  lU 
St.  Louit  and  the  lU  dt  la  Citi,  each  fotmed  hy  the  union  of  eevetal 
islets.   Parla  is  thus  naturally  divided  into  three  parts ;  the  quarters 
on  the  right  bank,  the  Clt£  with  the  island  of  St.  Louia,  and  the 
quarters  on  the  left  bank.   The  old  distinctiona  between  Old  Paii«, 
the  Fanbonigs,  and  the  Communes  Annexdea  have  entirely  dis- 
appeared,  aud  the  only  sensible  difference   between  the  varloua 
diitrlcts  now  consists  in  the  greater  tratflc' observable  in  the  central 
qaaitecB.    A  glance  at  the  Plan  will  show  the  limits  of  Old  Pabib, 
bonnded  by  the  first  circle  ot  boulevards,   the  eO'Called  Grand) 
Botdevardt  [p.  ^S).   It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  on  the  left 
'  b^Dk  the  old  city  of  Pails  eitended  as  fal  as  the  boulevards  to  the 
S.  of  the  garden  of  the  Luiemhonrg.   Outside  the  Great  Boulevards 
lie  the  Olo  Faubovbos  ot  suburha,  the  names  of  which  are  still 
preserved  in  those  of  the  chief  streets  radiating  from  the  centre 
of  the  city,  and  ettendtng  to  the  Outtr  BouUvardi  (BauUvaids 
BairleuTi,  p.  78).  The  FauboDrgs  themselves  are  gen enlly  named, 
aftei  the  oonespondlng  district  of  the  old  town.  The  most  Importsnt 
on  the  right  bank,  named  from  E.  to  W.,  g^^g  t^e  Fmibourga  St.

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St.  Denis,  and  FolBaoniiiere  arc  latber  commecnist  thsM  induatrial, 
and  fotm  the  centre  of  the  wlioleaale  and  export  tride  of  the  great 
eapitsl.  The  Btreeta  near  the  centre  nf  the  town,  howo'er,  partic- 
nlarly  the  Great  Boulevarde,  contain  m&ny  of  the  Qneat  retail  shops 
in  Palis.  The  Fauboiirj  Montmartre  and  the  quarters  of  the  Ei- 
ehsnge,  the  Pitals-Koyal,  and  the  Op^ra  are  the  financial  quarters 
of  the  toira,  and  also  iwutain  uearly  all  that  is  neceisary  foe  the 
comfort  and  entertainment  of  visitorB  to  Paris.  The  Faabonig  St. 
HonoT^  and  the  G b amps- Elys i^es  are  occupied  by  the  manaionB  of 
the  ariatocracy  of  wealth,  while  the  Faubourg  3l.  Gomiflin  Ib  more 
or  less  sacred  to  the  aristonacy  of  blood,  and  containa  moat  of  the 
emliasaieB  and  ministerial  offices.  The  Quartier  Latin  or  Quartitr 
rfe>  EcoUi,  which  adjoina  the  l^'anbonrg  St.  QeimaiQ  on  the  E,, 
owes  itg  name  to  the  fact  of  its  being  the  eeat  of  the  nniveraity  and 
of  many  of  the  acientlfle  itiatltations  of  Paris.  It  aUo  containa  Ber- 
eral  of  the  chief  librariea. 

The  principal  CotrHUNBB  AnNsxiss,  or  ontlying  districts  within 
the  foitiflcationa,  bat  not  incorporated  with  the  aity  till  1860,  are 
the  following,  cnnmeiated  from  E,  toW, :  Bera/,  carrying  on  an  ei- 
tansivB  wine  and  export  tradei  Charonne,  M£nilmonlant,  BclUvilU, 
La  VitUtie,  La  Chapelle^  and  Montmartre,  the  principal  qnarteia  of 
the  vroTliing  classes  and  the  seat  of  the  largcat  workshops  ;  Lei  Ba- 
tignoUei,  with  the  Etudios  of  numerous  artists  aud  many  handsome 
private  houses  (^an  the  aide  next  the  Park  of  Moneean);  Patiy  and 
Auteull,  with  their  villas ;  Orentlle,  with  iron  foundries  and  chemical 
worka ;  Yaugirard,  Montrouge,  etr„ ,  inhabited  by  persons  of  moderate 
means,  amall  shopkeepers,  and  artisans,  aud  containing  nnmerons 
large  market -gardens. 

The  AuKiMisTUATiDN  of  PaiU  is  shared  between  a  Prefect  of  the 
Seine,  appointed  by  government,  and  a  Toim  Council  (Conteil  Afu- 
nicipal),  elected  by  the  citizens.  The  annual  budget  amonnta  to 
350,000,000  fr.  {upwards  ot  10,000, 000 J.).  The  I'ity  is  aubdlvided 
Into  twenty  AaaomnssBMBNTs,  separated  from  each  other  by  the 
principal  arteries  of  traffic,  and  each  governed  by  a  Maire  and  two 
councillors:  i.  Louvre ;%.  Bount;  3.  Temple;  A.  SStel  de  VUU; 
5.  Panthion;  6.  Luxemboarg ;  7.  Patoii '  Bourbon ;  8.  Ely)ie ; 
9.  Opera;  10.  Encloi  8t.  Laurmt;  11.  Poplncourt;  12.  ReuiUy; 
13.  Ooiefins,-  U.  Observatoire ;  16.  Vavgirard;  16.  Patty;  17. 
Batignollii-Monceati ;  18.  Built- ISonlmartre ;  IQ,  Butlei-ChaumotU ;

The  FoKTipioATiDKB  of  Paria,  constmrted  in  1640-44,  were 
greatly  extended  after  1871.  The  inner  Enceinte  is  31  M.  in  length, 
and  fa  strengthened  by  bastions,  a  moat,  and  a  glacis.  A  seriea  ot 
Forlt  Bitaehis,  at  different  distances  from  the  city,  np  to 
jm  of  2  M.,  forma  a  second  enceinte,  while  a  second  line 
of  forts,  at  a  greater  distance  from  the  rampartB,  has  also  been  oon- 
Btcootsdon  the  heights  commanding  the  valley  of  the  Seine.  The  uw 
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indaded  'witMn  this  elaborate  system  of  fortifications  is  400  sq.  M. 
in  extent,  and  besides  the  capital  itself  embraces  the  seven  towns 
of  Versailles,  Sceanx,  Villeneuve-St-6eorges,  St.  Denis,  Argentenil, 
Enghien,  and  St.  Germain-en-Laye.  —  The  garrison  of  Paris  consists 
of  40  regiments  of  infantry,  12  of  cavalry,  and  5  of  artillery. 


As  a  rale  the  Parisian  may  be  said  to  invite  and  deserve  the 
confidence  of  travellers.  Accnstomed  by  long  nsage  to  their  pre- 
sence, he  is  skilful  in  catering  for  their  wants,  and  recommends 
himself  to  them  by  his  politeness  and  complaisance.  In  return  the 
traveller  in  France  should  accustom  himself  to  the  inevitable  *8^il 
V0U8  plaU\  when  ordering  refreshments  at  a  caf^  or  restaurant,  or 
making  any  request.  It  is  also  customary  to  address  persons  even  of 
humble  station  as  ^Mon3ieur\  ^Madame\  or  ^MademoiselW. 

The  SergenU  de  VilU^  or  Oardiens  de  la  PaiXy  who  are  to  be 
met  with  in  every  street  and  public  resort,  are  always  ready  to 
give  information  when  civilly  questioned.  Visitors  should  avoid  the 
less  frequented  districts  after  night-fall,  and,  as  a  general  rule,  it  is 
not  advisable  to  linger  even  in  other  quarters  later  than  1  a.m.  They 
should  also  be  on  their  guard  against  the  huge  army  of  pickpockets 
and  other  rogues,  who  are  quick  to  recognize  the  stranger  and  skilful 
in  taking  advantage  of  his  ignorance.  It  is  perhaps  unnecessary 
specially  to  mention  the  card-sharpers  sometimes  met  with  in  the 
suburban  and  other  trains,  or  the  various  other  dangers  to  purse  and 
health  which  the  French  metropolis  shares  with  other  large  towns. 

The  Parisian  directory,  published  annually,  and  familiarly  known 
as  the  ^Bottiri'y  which  may  be  consulted  at  the  principal  hotels  and 
caf^s  and  also  (for  a  fee  of  10-15  c.)  at  various  book-shops,  will  often 
be  found  useful  by  those  who  make  a  prolonged  stay  at  Paris.  It  con- 
sists of  two  huge  volumes,  one  of  which  contains  a  list  of  the  streets 
and  their  inhabitants ,  while  the  other  gives  the  addresses  of  the 
most  important  persons  in  the  provinces,  and  even  of  a  number  of 
persons  in  foreign  countries. 

All  strangers  intending  to  settle  in  Paris  must  make  a  Declaration  of 
their  intention,  with  proof  of  their  identity,  within  fifteen  days,  at  the 
Prefecture  de  Police,  36  Quai  des  Orf^vres  (Palais  de  Justice),  between 
10  and  4.  Foreigners  who  intend  to  practise  any  trade,  business,  or  pro- 
fession in  Paris  or  other  part  of  France  must  also  m^ve  a  declaration  to 
that  effect  within  a  week.

Paris  has  long  enjoyed  the  reputation  of  ^       \    V^  ^^'^^  to%m«i- 
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politan  dty  In  Europe,  vbere  the  artist,  the  schoUc,  the  meichint, 
i>nd  the  ODtary  of  pleisnre  alike  find  the  most  abundant  scope  foT 
their  puraaits.  Nor  does  thla  baaal  apply  to  modern  tlmea  only;  aa 
early  ag  the  I'Jth  cent,  the  'Twelve  Masters  of  Pari^'  played  In 
mediffival  poetry  a  rfiie  analngooa  to  that  of  the  Seven  Sages  in  ancient 
Greece.  For  its  early  cosmopolitan  character  the  city  was  ohiefly 
indebted  to  its  University,  to  iihich  students  of  all  nationalittea 
(locked  in  order  to  be  initiated  Into  the  mysteries  of  the  scholastioism 
whinh  was  tanght  here  by  its  most  accomplished  profeaaors,  At  the 
■ame  time  iDdustrlal  and  commercial  pursuits  made  rapid  strides, 
in  consequence  of  which  the  population  increased  rapidly,  and  an 
eitension  of  tlie  municipal  bonndaries  vna  repeatedly  rendered  ne- 
oessary.  The  early  economic  development  of  Paris  is  farther  attested 
by  the  great  'Folre  dn  Lendit'  (p.  281],  which  was  held  each  Jane 
in  the  plain  between  Paris  and  St.  Denis,  and  by  the  famous  'Llvre 
des  M^tlecs',  or  tradeB-regnlatious,  edited  t>y  £fienne  Boyteau  in 
1268.  Of  the  great  buildings  of  that  period  little  now  remains  but  a 
tew  rellgiooj  edifices  (Noite-Damf,  Ste.  Chapclle,  Tour  St.  Jacquci). 
Towards  the  close  of  the  middle  ages  the  adverse  fortunes  of  the 
Fronch  kings  frequently  compelled  ihem  to  give  lip  their  realdetice 
In  the  capital;  but  the  mnnictpal  element  continued  all  the  more 
steadily  to  develop  itself,  and,  as  the  preponderating  characteriatie, 
gaie  birth  to  that  'esprit  piriaten',  which  found  expression  in  French 
literature. 

Far  a  brief  period,  with  the  beginning  of  the  Benaissance  at  the 
end  of  the  i5th  cent.,  the  arts  threatened  to  desert  Paris;  nameroui 
lordly  chateani  were  built  in  the  provinces,  especially  in  ToDiaine. 
But  by  the  middle  of  the  16tb  cent,  the  capital  had  already  regained 
all  ite  prestige  In  this  domain.  The  Xouure,  the  TuiferJM,  and  the 
SStel  de  ViUt,  the  three  master-pieces  of  the  second  Renaissance  and 
the  centres  of  political  life,  date  from  this  period,  as  do  also  the  Patau 
du  Ltixembourg  and  the  Pataii^Cardinal  (the  present  Fataii'Royat). 

The  zenith  of  the  monarchy  under  Louis  XIV  {p.  ivii]  was  natur- 
ally favourable  to  the  extension  and  embellishment  of  the  capital.  If 
the  king  was  in  a  position  to  say  'I'Etal  c'est  moi',  Paris  no  less  truly 
absorbed  all  the  vital  forces  of  the  nation.  Many  of  tbo  moat  chaiac- 
teiiBttciDDaumentsofParlE  date  from  this  reign,  including  the  Colon- 
nade of  the  Louvre,  the  P^ace  VendSme,  the  BStel  des  InvaUda,  and 
upwards  of  thirty  cbnrches.  Characteristic  of  this  period  also  are  the 
great  'hotels'  or  mansions  of  the  nobility,  which  proudly  stand  back 
from  the  streets  and  transport  Into  the  very  heart  of  the  city  some  of 
the  majestic  isolation  of  a  country-seat.  Aiming  at  no  exterior  effect, 
11  the  more  sumptuous  and  luxurious  within,  tliey  stand  In  ab- 
e  contrast  with  the  Italian  palaiii  (e.9.  Mul  LomSert,  p.  268). 

The  Pantheon  and  the  Palali-Botirbon  sre  among  the  chief  build- 
ings of  the  18th  century. 

Dnring  the  Rbyoi.dtion  and  the  period  Imroedlatelr  inwwdJagj 
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It  (1789-1804)  the  DDqaestloaed  piedomtauice  of  PaiiB,  ie«eiied  t, 
tempoisTy  check  fiom  the  politic*!  dlsorganlsatlDa  of  the  di; ;  but 
under  the  Dibbctcwt  (1795),  »nd  pwtionlMly  doting  the  Fiajt 
EirplBB  (ISOJ-ll),  the  city  epeedlly  regstned  ita  pre-eminence.  The 
utiBtic  and  other  booty  of  the  Napoleonic  campaigns  wi«  devoted  to 
the  emllalllehaient  of  the  c&pital,  while  tlie  empeioi  BOnglit  to  distract 
the  lestlesB  political  spirit  of  the  Parisians  by  a  feverish  acdrtty  in 
the  coDBtrnctiOQ  of  public  ediflces.  He  begin  the  N.  wing  oniting 
the  LoQvie  and  the  Tnileries,  laid  ont  the  But  de  Bivoii,  and  bnilt  tbe 
BouTit.  Undet  hia  otderg  new  sqaaies,  bridges,  and  quays  were  every- 
irheie  begun,  though  most  of  them  were  left  uoflnished. 

During  the  somewhat  inglorious  period  of  the  BBSTOBATroN 
(1814-30),  ParEa  enjoyed  a  golden  era  of  prosperity.  France  bad 
entered  upon  the  enjoyment  of  the  rich  heritage  of  glory  bequeathed 
by  the  RevoiutioQ  and  the  First  Empire,  wlthont  feeling  the  he»Ty 
■aciifices  that  It  had  cost.  The  blessings  of  peace  appeared  doubly 
desirable  aftei  their  long  absence.  At  this  epoch  liberal  polilloisns 
achieved  their  greatest  triomphe,  French  literature  and  art  used  theii: 
utmost  endearonis  to  resume  theii  wotld-vide  sway,  and  French 
society  ssbiblted  itself  in  Its  most  re&ned  and  amiable  aspect.  In 
more  than  one  of  the  sciences,  Paris  led  the  way. 

The  JuiT  Monahcht  (1830-46)  conrinned  the  same  general 
MQise,  though  with  less  success.  Louis-Philippe  resumed  with  new 
ardom  the  comple'ion  of  the  modeni  Paris  began  by  Napoleon.  Over 
100  million  franc*  were  spent  In  his  reign  on  new  streets,  chnrches, 
public  buildings,  bridges,  sewers,  squares,  etc. 

Bat  under  NiPoiiOM  HI.  (President  of  the  Republic  in  1848, 
Emperoi  1852-70],  Paris  underwent  a  transformation  on  a  scale 
of  magnificence  hitherto  unparalleled.  Napoleon  appointed  Gtorgca 
Engine  Haanmann  (1809-91)  to  be  Prefect  of  the  Seine,  and  under 
hU  directions  dense  masses  of  houses  and  numbers  of  tortuous  streets 
nere  replaced  by  broad  boolevuds,  spacious  squares,  and  palatial 
ediflces.  A  beginning  was  made  with  the  great  arteries  of  traffic 
running  N.  and  S.:  the  Bouftnardi  dc  Strathourg  and  dt  Sibaitopol 
(p.  84)  on  the  right  bank,  and  the  lioulevardi  du  Palalt  (p.  281) 
and  .91.  MkIuI  [p.  269)  in  the  Ue  de  !a  Cite  and  on  the  left  bank. 
These  were  followed  by  tbe  Boutmarde  Hausimann  (p.  330)  and 
ii  Magenta  (p.  86)  on  the  right  bank,  the  Boul.  St.  Qermain  (p.  300) 
OD  the  left  bank,  the  prolongations  of  the  Rues  de  Rivoii  (p.  173), 
de  Turblgo,  de  Lafayette,  etc.,  and  the  laying  out  oE  fhe  magnificent 
quarter  aronnd  tbe  park  of  the  Cliamps-Elyiitt.  The  Louvre  (p.  93) 
and  the  BiUiolhiqut  liationaU  (p.  201)  were  ,,\at6'j4\  '^^  BaUa 
Cenlroki  (p.  194)  and  the  Tribunal  de  Commtr^  ,  'i^i^wetebidlt;

,B  monicipal  debt  Incurred,  by  tleae  exttnBive  aJtera- 
ttons  wu  futhei  increased  by  the  vit  of  1870-71  and  by  the  excesses 
of  the  Oommuiic,  TMb  sufllcientlf  accounts  for  the  slackened  acUvltf 
under  the  THmn  Bbfublio.  Yet  Paris  was  not  content  with  ad- 
equately completing  wocks  already  begun,  such  as  the  Opirai  import- 
ant new  streets  weie  laid  out,  the  BStei  de  YiUe  (p.  176)  wai  tebollt 
on  an  enlarged  scale,  and  the  Pufaii  ilu  Trocadiro  (p.  2^0),  the  new 
Sorbonne  (p.  280),  and  many  educational  structures  were  erected. 
The  Faiiiiiiuc  dti  8am~  Cotur  at  Montniaitie  fp.  3I4|  is  the  moat 
imposing  reiigiouE  edifice  of  this  period.  The  Pure  it  JUcmltourb 
(p.  336),  many  new  squires,  and  the  important  andertnking  of  the 
Mllropolitain  (p.  90)  also  date  from  this  period.  Finally,  the  pnblk 
parks  and  gardens  have  been  converted  Into  a  kind  of  museum  of 
modem  art,  by  the  erection  in  them  of  the  SculflMren  purrkssed  by 
the  city  at  the  annnal  exhibitions  fp.  44). 

Modem  Paris  has  been  criHciBed  for  the  uiiifor(iilly  of  Kg  general 
appearance.  But  the  truth  is  that  the  more  closely  the  dty  Is  studied 
the  more  striking  becQloeB  il«  e^traordiaar;  variety.  Some  qnarten, 
with  theli  sombre  and  deserted  palaces,  are  vaguely  leroinisceni  of 
old  Italian  towns;  others  are  noisy  and  gay  with  an  outdoor  life 
recalling  the  ennny  eouthj  while  otkeis  again  [t-g.  Rue  de  Venise, 
Bne  des  Francs-Bonrgeois,  etc.),  picturesque  or  gloomy,  tianspott  na 
back  to  the  middle  ages.  The  Seine,  with  its  flotilla  of  merchant 
ships  and  barges,  conveys,  especially  after  dark,  the  impression  of  a 
eea-pnrt.  The  bouleiards  at  night,  with  their  electric  lights  and  bril- 
liant illuminations,  suggest  a  city  of  pleasure,  always  en  f^te.  And  the 
charming  environs, with  the  woods  of  Boulogne,  Vimennes,  Meudon, 
and  Montmorency,  add  a  final  touch  to  the  variety  that  is  one  of  the 
charms  of  the  seductive  capital,  which  no  one  quits  withoat  regret. 

The  beauty  of  Paris  has  been  celebrated  by  French  writers  of  all 
ages  and  by  many  foreigners.  We  finish  by  quoting  Montaigne,  whose 
quaint  and  plchireGque  language  is  tliUB  translated  by  John  Fbrio: 
'Paris  hath  my  hart  from  my  infancy,  whereof  it  hath  befalne  me  as 
iicellent  things:  the  mote  other  faire  and  stately  cidea  I  have  seene 
:o,  the  more  hir  beauty  llath  power  and  doth  still  nsurpingly  gaine 
upon  my  affection.  I  love  her  so  tenderly,  that  even  htr  spotts,  her 
blemlshcB,  and  hir  warts  ate  deare  unto  me'.

Tbetmometiie  Stalea. 
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TH.  Remarks  on  Northern  France. 

The  Dujorlty  of  viitton  to  Pule  vlll  find  compuitively  little  to 
tnterest  them  in  the  proTlhces  ot  Northern  France.  The  icenery  It 
leldom  10  ittractlve  u  to  indoM  ■  piolonged  et&y,  while  the 
tovnB  are  mere  lepetitioni  of  the  metropolia  on  a  Bmall  acale. 
The  modern  tiste  for  improvemonC,  which  bu  been  bo  BtroDgly 
dsveJoped  uid  bd  magDiflcently  gcatifled  in  Pans,  hae  *Iso  manl- 
fnted  Itself  in  the  proTincial  towng.  Broad  and  straight  atreet) 
with  attractiTe  Bhop-windowB  are  rapidly  BupeiEedlDg  old  and 
troeked  lanea;  whole  qaartera  of  towns  are  being  demolished,  and 
larfe,  regnlar  iqnarea  taking  their  place;  while  the  rampattB  of 
ancient  fortlflcatlona  baie  been  converted  into  honlevarda,  faintly 
reBembling  thoae  at  Paris.  Admirably  adapted  as  these  utilitarian 
ohaogea  donbtleas  are  to  the  lei^nirementa  of  the  age,  it  cannot 
bat  be  deeply  regretted  that  the  feir  characCeriatic  remnants  ot 
antiquity  which  BUTvlied  the  Btcims  it  the  wars  of  the  Huguenots 
and  the  gnat  Revolution ,  and  have  bitheito  reaisted  the  mighty 
centralising  inQuence  of  the  metropDUa,  are  now  rapidly  vanishing. 

The  towns  of  France,  as  a  rule,  present  lesa  variety  than  those 
of  most  other  canntTles.  They  almost  invariably  rejoice  in  their 
boalevards,  glasB-atcades,  'Jardius  des  plantes',  theatres,  and  caffs, 
all  of  which  are  feeble  reproductions  of  their  great  Parisian  models. 
Bach  also  possesses  ita  museum  of  natural  bistoiy,  its  collection 
of  easts  and  antlqultie?,  and  its  picture-gallery,  the  latter  usually 
conalBting  of  a  few  modern  pictures  and  a  number  of  mediocre 
works  of  tie  17th  and  18th  centuries. 

The  magnificent  churches,  however,  wtiich  many  of  these  towns 
possess,  offer  attractions  not  to  be  disregarded  by  even  the  moat 
hasty  traveller.  The  Qothic  style,  which  originaitei^''^'^'^''^'  ^'^ 
tttalned  a  high  degree  of  perfection  in  the  northprO  -provinces,  espe- 
cially In  Normandy,  which  was  a  district  otgj  .  ^,nyiitiiioe  in  the 
middle  ages.    Architects  will  find  abundant  i>-<\^  \fii6  loi  the

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pies  of  Reason'.  The  task  oF  lestorlng  and  preeeiving  these  nobte 
monaments  baa  Ijeen  begun  and  la  now  avecynfaeTB  pcogresslng. 

HoTBLE  of  the  highest  class  and  fitted  ap  with  every  modern 
comfort  ue  foand  In  »uch  towns  only  aa  Havie,  Rouen,  Dieppe,  ai^d 
ToQiB,  where  the  influx  of  visitora  U  very  great,  and  vheie  the 
charges  ue  quite  on  a  Parisian  a<^ale.  In  other  places  the  inna 
generally  retain  their  primitive  provincial  characteristics,  which, 
were  It  not  for  their  freqnent  want  of  cleanliness,  might  prove 
Tather  an  attractlOD  than  atharwiae.  The  uaaal  charges  at  housea 
of  the  latter  description  are  —  room,  incl.  light  and  4tternian(;e,  2'/a- 
3  fr.  The  table  d'hSte  dinner  [3-4  tr.)  at  5.30  or  6  o'clock  is  generally 
better  than  a  repast  procured  at  other  places  or  hours.  The  dejeuner 
CIV2-2  fr.)  at  10  or  11  o'clock  will  be  regarded  aa  auperfluona  by 
most  English  travellers,  eapeclslly  aa  it  occupiea  a  considerable 
time  during  the  beat  part  of  the  day.  A  slight  luncheon  at  a  caf^, 
which  may  be  partaken  of  at  any  honr,  will  be  Found  far  more 
convenient  and  expeditious.  In  southern  diatricta,  as  on  the 
Loire  ,  wine  ia  usually  included  In  the  charge  for  dinner.  In 
Normandy  a  kind  of  cider  la  frequently  druuk  in  addition  to,  or 
as  a  substitute  for  wine.  The  usual  fee  for  attendance  at  hotels 
is  1  fr.  per  day,  if  no  charge  is  made  in  the  bill;  if  service  is 
chajged,  50c.  a  day  In  addition  is  generally  expected.  At  the  cafis 
also  the  waiters  expect  a  trifling  gratuity,  but  the  obnoxious  system 
is  not  carried  to  such  an  extent  aa  in  the  metropolia. 

The  GHnBCHES,  especially  the  more  important,  are  open  the 
whole  day;  bat,  as  divine  service  is  usually  performed  in  the 
morning  and  evening,  the  traveller  will  Ond  the  middle  of  the  day 
or  the  afternoon  the  oiost  favourable  time  for  visiting  them.  The 
attendance  of  the  sac^riatan,  or  'Suisse',  is  seldom  necessary; 
the  ueual  gratuity  la  50  c. 

OonBldorabla  English  communities  are  resident  In  many  of  the 
towns  mentioned  in  the  Handbook,  and  opportunities  of  attending 
English  churches  are  frequent  (e.g.  at  Calais,  Boulogne,  Dieppe, 
Havre,   and  Kouen). 

The  HuBBUHE  are  generally  open  to  the  public  on  Sundays 
and  Thursdays  from  12  ti>  4  o'clock,  when  they  are  often  crowded. 
Viaitors  may  always  obtain  access  at  other  timca  for  a  gratuity 
(1  fr,).    Catalogues  may  be  horrowed  from  the  fioncierge.

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Tbe  ewllMt  >GMeieiiieata  of  art  in  Erance,  ■■  IlluBtTatad  In  the 
htitoiioKl  moieain  at  Silat-Qcrmaia'en-La^e,  poBseii  1jDt  little 
iQlereet  tot  the  majority  of  Tlaitore  to  Parii ;  even  the  monnmeDti 
Df  the  Oallo-RoiDUi  period  and  of  tlie  Meroiiagian  aad  Carlovlagian 
epoehi  are  of  letl  Importance  onl;  to  the  profeased  aidieologitt. 
Tht  oidinstf  art-lover  finds  little  to  attract  him  In  freocb  art  before 
the  close  of  tlie  9th  century.  About  the  year  1000,  hoireYer,  ita 
Bomaneaqne  chnrchea  and  Bcalptnres  placed  France  In  the  front 
rank  of  artiatlc  nationg ;  a  ceotary  and  a  half  later  Oothlc  art  aroaa 
in  tTonhem  France,  where  it  speedily  attained  ita  earlleat  and 
IneBt  perfection^  during  the  Benaiasance  period  French  artlata 
piodaced  works,  notably  In  the  domains  of  profane  architecture 
and  BCnlpture,  which  need  not  shrink  from  compaiiaon  with  Italian 
vorka  of  the  same  date;  in  the  17th  and  iStb  centnrlea  Paria 
vaa  the  home  of  an  Imposingly  gorgeous  decoratl<e  art,  which  com- 
pelled the  admiration  and  emalation  of  the  rest  of  Enrope;  and 
since  the  Bevolation  tbe  dominant  currents  of  modem  art  haie 
flowed  from  the  same  centre.  The  course  of  the  vast  deTelopment 
thus  Indicated  abounds  in  Ticissitndes,  and  it  is  tbe  object  of  the 
following  sketch  to  throw  some  light  npon  tbe  larlous  atagea.  Foi 
the  study 'of  French  architecture  Paris  by  itself  is  Iiisnf&cient;  but 
tor  painting  and  tenlptare  an  exceptionally  rich  field  of  study  ia 
afforded  by  the  Lod^re,  the  Luiembonrg,  tbe  TrocadSro,  and  the 
iiuttea  de  Oluny,  Carravalet,  and  Qalli^m,  supplemented  by  Ver- 
lalllea,  St  Denis,  and  ChantiUy  in  the  Immediate  esTirons,  and 
Fontalneblean  and  Gompi&gne  a  little  farther  off. 

Among  the  many  causes  that  contributed  to  tbe  development  of 
ROMANBSOCB  ABCBXTBcmoB  may  be  noted  the  enormous  growth  in 
tie  power  of  the  chnrch;  the  need  of  providimr  ftttinj  shrines  for 
the  relics  brought  home  by  the  numerous  pUfclifljB;  the  neoosslty 
of  rebuilding  the  churches  burned  by  the  NorSril^n,  and  ttie  eilort 
to  make  the  new  churches  larger  and  mure  i  "^  t\,iin  ft6\i  pie-

The  transepts  projout  butsliglitly  beyond  tha  aislee,  and,  In  the 
Fieneli  examples,  slniDit  Invariably  tenuiTiste  in  a  etraight  line. 
The  simple  apse  Is  developed  into  i  choir,  fieqnently  with  ladiating 
chapeU.  Many  churches  posse  bs  s  lostlbnle,  In  sonic  cases  forming 
practically  an  snteiioi  nave.  Tbe  edifice  is  crowned  by  a  sqatre, 
ati  octagonal,  or  (more  rarely)  a  ciccular  tower,  rising  abo<e  Ibe  cioss- 
iog,  01  on  one  side  of  the  choir,  or  in  tha  centre  o(  the  facade. 
Occasionally  two,  three,  or  even  sii  towers  are  found.  Bat  the  main 
distingnlshing  feature  of  the  Tully  developed  Romanesqae  style  is 
the  vault.  The  tnuii el- vaulting  of  antiquity  is  Qniyeisal  in  South 
Eastern  France  and  was  Iheie  most  persistently  adhered  to;  hut  in 
Bnrgondy  and  Northern  France,  <nhere  at  first  the  choir  and  aisles 
only  were  TanltEd,  the  nave  receiving  a  Bat  root,  a  transition  was 
made  at  an  early  period  to  the  grolnod  Tialt,  the  fall  importance  of 
vrhich,  however,  was  not  at  Urgt  recognized.  Finally,  in  South 
Western  France  we  find  domed  ttructures,  recalling  San  Marco  at 
Teiiice,  the  most  pTOminent  of  which  is  the  church  of  St.  Front  at 
Perigueux.  The  most  celebrated  Romanesque  churches  In  France  are 
StSeminat  TouiouMaiiii  Ste.  Foy  at  Corujuea  in  thoS.,  Notro-DuDB- 
du-Poit  at  Clermont-FcTTand  and  St.  Paul  at  Ijsofre  in  Anvergne, 
St.  Fhilibert  at  Taumuj  and  Ste.  Madeleine  at  Viielay  in  Burgundy, 
St.  Etienne  and  the  Trinity  at  Caen  In  the  North  West,  Natie- 
Dame  at  Poitiers  in  the  West,  and  Ste.  Croix  st  Bordtaux  In  the 
South  West. 

Tha  substitution  of  heavy  stone  vaulting  for  the  earlier  wooden 
roofi  involved  a  substantial  Increase  In  the  thicknesE  of  the  walls 
and  a  very  great  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  windows  and  other 
llghc-openlngs.  The  result  was  somewhat  heavy  and  eoinbre,  and 
an  endeavour  to  relieve  this  effect  was  made  by  tbe  free  use  of 
painting  and  Bculpluie.  In  the  Interior,  sculptuies  were  chiefly 
placed  on  the  capitals  of  the  pillars;  on  the  exterior,  at  drsl  In  the 
pediment,  or  tympanum,  over  the  portal,  but  later  on  the  entire 
facade.  Byzantine  Influence  manife  ts  itself  iu  Santhern  France  not 
only  in  the  eiaggerated  length  of  the  flgurea  and  in  the  peculiar 
arrangement  of  the  folds  of  the  drapery ,  but  also  in  the  preference 
shown  for  cMmnras,  dragons,  quadrupeds  with  human  heads,  and 
simllat  monsters.  The  eciilptors  of  Burgundy  and  Auvergne,  however, 
early  developed  a  certain  measure  of  indepeiidence  and  began  to 
utilize  the  native  Sola  and  fanna  as  patterns  for  carvings.  The  exe- 
cution Is  itiU  genoraJly  clumsy,  bat  the  dignity  of  the  general  letult, 
tha  feeling  for  decorative  effect,  the  rich  play  of  fancy,  theprofonnd 
sincerity  and  delightful  abandon  of  the  scnlptors,  all  lead  as  to 
prize  these  'Bibles  in  stone'  as  the  slgnlOcanl  heralds  of  a  great  art.

Tbe  trinaltion  fiam  Komanesqae  to  Galbic  may  b 
abbey  churcb  of  8t.  Denli ,  cooBecrated  by  Abbot  Sngor  In  the 
year  1 140.  Tbe  eaiUest  purely  Ootbic  cathedral  of  large  liie  la  that 
ofXaon,  «ith  Its  incomparably  epacloua  interioc.  Notre  Dame  at 
Parii  and  tbo  cathedral  of  Chartres  were  both  founded  in  tbe  12th 
century,  while  Rheimi  and  Amiens  belong  wholly  to  tbe  13tb.  In  all 
these,  as  contrasted  with  laterbuildings,  tbe  horizontal  line  la  etrongly 
emphasized.  The  facade  of  [4otre  Dame  riees  In  See  diatinct  stoiiei. 
One  cannot  too  much  admire  the  taste  and  skill  with  whloh  the 
architect  baa  graduated  these,  from  tbe  elaborate  portals  lying  cloaeat 
to  the  eye,  op  to  the  severely  simple  towers.  Un fortunately  much  of 
tbe  original  effect  has  been  lost ,  onl[ig  to  tbe  lU-idvised  modern 
Isolatiau  of  the  chorcb,  which  deprives  it  of  tia  foil,  andalao  owing 
to  the  erection  of  huge  modern  pllea  In  the  ueigbhourbood.  All  the 
same,  Notre  Dame  and  the  eatbedtala  of  Cbarttes,  Bhelmt,  and 
Amlena  attain  the  bIgh-watLr  marli  of  early  Gothic.  The  older 
bell-tower  and  the  spaciona  interior  of  Charlra  produce  a  sin- 
gnlarly  Impressive  effect,  while  Sht'ims  la  Imposing  from  the  bound- 
lesB  we&lth  of  Its  sculptures;  but  Amiena  is,  perhaps,  the  most 
hnrmoniouB  of  the  large  cathedrals  and  one  of  the  most  perfect 
buildlngB  of  tbe  middle  ages,  in  tbe  consistency  aod  tbe  uni- 
formity of  its  construction  and  in  its  union  of  boldness  with  self' 
restraint,  of  dignity  with  grace.  Amongst  tbe  other  chief  mon- 
nments  of  this  fabulously  aetlve  period  WB  may  mention  the 
cathedrals  of  £«a)tvai«,  Bouen,  Le  JUant,  2burg,  Beurgti,  Troya, 
Auierrf,  sjid  Sijon.  The  moat  famous  eiamplee  of  Ute-QotblD 
('style  rayonnant';  14tb  cent.)  are  the  chtiicb  of  St.  Ouen  at 
Smicn  in  the  North,  and  the  cathedral  of  Albi  in  the  South.  Free- 
dom  has  been  fully  anbleved ;  the  general  effect  suggests  a  conanm- 
mate  mastery  over  the  dilQculties  of  the  forms.  The  horizontal 
line  seeiDB  to  have  disappeared  from  view ;  the  building  towers 
towards  beaven  as  if  detached  from  earth.  But  this  development 
concealed  within  itself  the  getm  of  decline.  The  cleverest  irith- 
metidan  became  at  last  tbe  greatest  builder,  works  of  art  degene- 
rated into  artful  devices,  ovei-elabo ration  usurped  the  place  of 
simple  delight  In  riobneas,  and  tbe  loving  handling  of  detail  Bank 
into  pottineaa  and  pedantry. 

Secular  architentore  developed  more  slowly  and  therefore  enjoyed 
a  longer  period  of  bloom  than  eccleGlastical.  The  most  imposing 
Gothic  castlea  belong  lothe  14th  century:  dt,  the  palace  of  tbe  Popea 
at  Avignon  and  the  castle  of  FUrrf finds ,  so  EUDceBBfnlly  restored 
by  Viollet-le-Dno.  No  other  civic  palace  can  bear  comparison  with 
the  noble  Palais  de  Justice  at  Bouen,  founded  u  late  as  the  elms 
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of  the  15th  eentury.  The  most  beaatlfal  prlyate  mansionB  are  the 
H6tel  Jacques  Ogboi  at  Bourgea  (details  at  the  Trocadtfio)  and 
the  Parisian  residence  of  the  Abbots  of  Olnny  (now  the  Mns^e  de 
Cluny)  at  Paris, 

As  the  13th  century  marks  the  zenith  of  Gothic  architecture  in 
France,  so  it  also  marks  the  first  great  period  of  French  Soulpturb. 
'I  am  convinced*,  says  the  Marquis  de  Laborde,   Hhat  the  Gothic 
sculptors  would  have  advanced  to  the  ideal  beauty,  and  even  to  the 
boldest  study  of  the  nude,  had  that  been  the  object  sought  by  their 
contemporaries;  but  the  desire  then  was  for  typical  forms  of  search- 
ing truth,  suffering  and  mystic  in  aspect,  clad  with  the  conventual 
shyness  that  was  the  fashion  of  the  time/  These  works  are  not  at 
first  easily  understood  by  those  who  approach  them  direct  from  a 
study  of  the  antique  or  of  the  Renaissance.  We  must  lose  ourselves 
in  contemplating  them,  before  they  will  begin  to  speak  to  us.  These 
Ghrists,  Madonnas,   and  Apostles  are  monumental  figures  in  the 
truest  sense  of  the  phrase ,  with  their  supramundane  expression  of 
countenance ,  their  simple  yet  significant  gestures ,  and  the  scanty 
folds  of  their  robes ,  which  adapt  themselves  so  wonderfully  to  the 
architecture.  The  Death  of  the  Virgin  in  Notre  Dame  at  Paris y  the 
figures  on  the  fa9ade  of  ChartreSy  and  the  *Beau  Dieu'  of  Amiens 
are  among  the  most  pregnant  sculptures  of  all  time  (casts  at  the 
Trocadtfro).    But  so  strict  a  feeling  of  style  cannot  maintain  itself 
long.    Either  it  will  degenerate  into  a  system  of  empty  formula,  or 
it  will  be  broken  down  by  the  victorious  pressure  of  realism..  The 
latter  was  the  case  here.  The  Natvsalistio  Rbaotion  which  set  in 
in  the  14th  century  exercised  a  destructive  effect  upon  ecclesiastical 
sculpture,  but  on  the  other  hand  wrought  for  good  on  the  sepulchral 
monuments,  as  may  be  traced  in  the  crypt  of  St.  Denis,   It  may, 
however,  be  questioned  whether,  left  to  themselves,  the  French 
sculptors  could  have  attained  the  high  level  on  which  we  find  this 
new  tendency  at  the  close  of  the  14th  century.  Salvation  came  froui 
the  north,  the  same  north  in  which  a  little  later  the  painters  Van 
Eyck  produced  their  masterpieces.  A  number  of  Flemish  artists  v^exe 
then  working  at  the  court  of  the  French  kings  —  Pipin  of  Hxl^  tv^^"^ 
Li^ge,  Beauneveu  of  Valenciennes,  Paul  of  Limburg,  Jacqueraavi  ^^ 
Hesdin.  The  most  renowned,  however,  was  the  Borgundiaiv  %^v  qCA  *» 
with  Claux  Sinter  at  its  head.

of  Cbarlea  1.  of  Bouiboii  and  his  contioct  at  Souvtyny,  Casts  of  moat 
of  these  worka  may  be  seen  at  the  Trucail<(io. 

DBboaATTTB  ScuLPTUBB  naturall7  found  its  most  favourable 
field  for  dBTDlopment  In  tbe  cathedrals,  eaper.ially  lu  the  i^hoir- 
apeea.  In  late-GolMc  I^Flamboyaut  Style;  15tb  ueiit.)  tbe  work  of 
the  atone-cacter  OTershadowed  and  almost  amolbErEd  that  of  the 
architect.  The  rood-acreeoB  il  Troijea  and  J.imogis  and  the  library 
atalroago  in  Rouen  may  be  mentioned  among  famoog  wotlis  in  the 
interior  of  csthedrale.  Side  by  side  vith  scolpCure  in  stone  advances 
wood-c&rving ,  which  manifeats  its  finest  t'eaults  in  the  fagades  of 
private  hoQsea,  on  screens  and  chests,  but  above  all  on  cboir-slalla 
MtnlnuJ.  Finally  some  good  carving  in  ivory  waa  also  achieved, 
e.g.  the  Coronation  of  the  Virgin  in  the  Lonvre. 

The  BXtraotdinary  poverty  that  prevailed  In  the  departuieiil  of 
Paintino  at  this  time  stands  in  onriouB  contrast  to  the  well'belng 
enjoyed  by  acnlpture  and  aichitecture,  though  thia  remark  must  be 
limited  to  fresco-painting  and  aaael-p^tliig.  While  tbe  Van  Eycks, 
Tan  der  Weyden,  and  Memling  were  busily  ejigaged  in  Flandent, 
and  nbtle  in  Italy  the  qoattronento  beheld  Iheae  brancbca  of  painting 
advancing  from  stage  to  stage,  we  can  discover  in  France  only  a 
few  names  and  almost  fewer  works.  On  tbe  other  hand  the  [ong- 
eatablishod  art  of  minlatn re-painting  now  reached  its  bigheat  point 
Tbe  MSS.  Illuminated  about  1400  for  the  Duke  of  Beni,  the  mnel 
but  no  less  splendouT'lovIng  third  son  of  John  II.,  are  veritable 
gems.  Tbe  Onest  of  these,  now  one  of  the  most  pierioas  tressDtea 
at  Chantiily.  la  beyond  qaestian  the  Livre  d'Heures,  with  its  land- 
scapes, viewa  of  caatJes,  and  genre-scenoa.  But  even  iu  this  case 
the  artists  were  'Franco-Flemings'  —  the  above-mentioned  Beau- 
ntveujJacquentaTt,  and  Paul.  Glass  PAiNTiNa  also  enjoyed  ahrUllant 
developmeiitin  the  Gothic  period.  The  iUominationponring  from  all 
sides  into  the  charnhes  through  the  tall  upright  lights  and  the  great 
rose-vindowe  that  bad  been  developed  from  the  ancient  'oculi',  re- 
qnired  io  be  subdued,  nhile  the  windows  themselves  had  to  be 
embellished.  The  finest  stained  glasa  of  the  12th  century  InFiance  Is 
In  the  windows  of  the  ff.  facade  of  Chartrci,  and  the  finest  of  the 
13th  century  is  in  the  roae-windows  of  Nolre-Dame  (north  portal), 
Bhtimi,  Biyurgci,  and  Toura,  and  In  the  wlndowH  of  the  cathedrals 
.atLtlHam  and  Chartra  and  of  tbe  exquisite  Sainte  Cbapelle  at  Paris. 
The  connection  between  glass- pain  ting  and  painting  proper  is,  how- 
ever, not  very  close  ;  the  glass -paintera  are  more  con cemed  with  iho 
colour-effect  of  the  whole  than  with  accuracy  In  the  drtving  and 
colouring  of  details;  they  think  nothing  of  giving  a  man  yellow  hair 
green  beard.  The  mors  technically  perfect  the  painting  be- 
later  period,  the  more  eomplotoly  was  the  naive  sense  of

n  of  Emauulliko  la  Bnntbor  branch  of  painting  that  Mj^ 
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AhapelofOlitteaaGslllon;  In  1616  Leonardo  ila  Tincl  came  to  Fiuiee, 
la  1518  Andrea  del  Sarto,  In  1630  Roaio,  In  1631  Primaticcio. 

The  result,  the  Fbsnoh  Rrnaibsanch,  did  not  wholly  corns  np 
to  eipeetition  —  losat  of  all  in  the  domain  of  pslntliig.  The  plant, 
vhich  In  Italy  Itself  h&d  psssed  its  best,  oould  put  forth  only  a  fev 
feehlo  blosaoms  when  transplanted  to  a  foreign  soil.  The  freely 
restored  paintings  by  Rosso,  Primaticcio,  and  Niccola  deW  Aibaie  at 
Fontaineblean  (School  of  Fontalruihau)  reveal,  It  may  be,  a  strong 
sense  of  der^rative  effect,  but  in  the  details  they  are  steeped  in  af- 
fectation. The  Frencbman  Jtan  Cousin,  whose  Last  Judgment  in 
the  Louvre  has  been  extolled  beyond  its  merila,  was  really  little 
more  than  a  skilful  master  of  foreshortening.  The  only  really  at- 
tractive painters  of  this  century  are  Jean  Clauet  (d.  ca.  1540)  and 
his  son  ^anfois  Clouel  (d.  1572),  sornamed  JiituE,  and  both  are 
lemaikable  for  having  remained  almost  entirely  free  fiom  Italian 
inBuenee,  manifesting  a  certain  early-Fiench  dryness  in  their  por~ 
tialts  [BibliothSque  Nationals,  Lonvce,  Chantilly). 

The  fate  of  AacBiTBOTDE*  was  more  fortunate.  The  nativB  art, 
instead  of  Bimply  abdicating  In  favour  of  the  foreign  mode,  was  strong 
enough  to  combine  with  It  to  form  a  new  and  distinctive  style.  The 
architectural  styles  under  Francis  1.  and  Henri  II  have  a  chataoter 
of  their  own.  If  an  error  was  formerly  oiade  in  ascribing  all  the 
BumptuouB  buildings  of  Franolel.  to  Italian  architects,  such  as  Fra 
Oiocrmdo  and  Boecadoro,  modern  critirism  seems  to  have  overshot 
the  mark  in  denying  these  foreigners  almost  any  sliarc  in  them  Some 
buildings  indeed,  such  as  FontainebleaD,  seem  now  to  have  been 
dednitively  restored  to  native  architects,  but  In  the  case  of  others, 
e.g.  the  H6tel  de  Vllie  at  Paris,  it  le  still  uuceitaiu  whether  the 
'maitre  mafoa'  mentioned  in  the  original  documents  was  not  merely 
the  builder  or  the  successor  of  the  Italian  'architecte'.  Among  the 
most  Ulusttioas  names  of  theFrentihRenaiasance  are  those  of  PfCTr* 
Leicot  (Louvre,  Musee  Gsrnavalet),  Pfdlibert  de  I'Orme  (Ohtteaa 
d'Anet,  the  portal  of  which  is  now  In  the  court  of  the  Ecole  dea 
Beant-ArtSiTnileries),  PierreC'fcnnjiijesfFontainebleauand  St. Ger- 
main-en-L  aye),  Jean  BulJanl  (OhSteau  d'Econen;  Ohantilly],  and 
the  Ducerceau  family,  headed  by  the  famooE  theorist  and  draughts- 
man of  that  name.  Building  was  most  actively  carried  on  in  Tou- 
raine,  where  there  arose  in  rapid  succession  the  ch&teaux  of  Cham- 
bord,  Cltenonceaui,  and  BloU,  with  its  trans cendently  beantltllt 
staircase.  The  chitean  of  Baillon  near  Rouen,  now  utterly  demol- 
ished, must  have  been  one  of  the  flnest  caatlBs  of  Us  tim«. 
Eoclesiaatlcal  architecture  claims  few  important  works  at  this 
period,  with  the  exception  of  St.  Enstacha  at  Puri>,  the  church  of 
Olton,  and  the  noble  eboir  of  St.  Pierre  at  Caen,  the  masterpieoe 
of  BeclorSohitT.  The  HGlel  Boorgtb^roulde  at  iiouen  (partly  Gothic) 
and  the  Maison  Francois  Premier  in  Paris  are  conaplcuons  eiamples 
of  domestic  aichitecture.    Under  Francis  I  traces  of  the  old  nallTe 
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architectaie  are  still  abundant;  turrets  and  comer-payilions,  lofty 
chimneys,  round  and  elliptical  arches,  all  occur  in  conjunction 
with  columns  and  pilasters.  But  the  style  of  Henri  II  has  already 
passed  wholly  into  the  region  of  the  classical  orders,  albeit  with  a  few 
modifications  in  the  earlier  French  taste.  A  calm  and  measured 
regularity  has  taken  the  place  of  the  former  gay  fancy. 

The  number  of  Italian  Soulftobs  engaged  in  France  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  16th  century  is  almost  larger  than  that  of  the  architects. 
Oirolamo  deUa  Rohhia  embellished  the  Ghlteau  de  Madrid  (now 
destroyed)  on  the  confines  of  the  Bois  de  Boulogne ;  CellirUj  who 
sojourned  in  France  in  1537  and  again  in  1540-45,  there  chiselled 
his  great  Nymph  of  Fontainebleau  (now  in  the  Louvre) ;  and  there 
were  others  only  less  famous.  The  three  Juste  (property  Betti) 
were  Florentines,  who  flourished  at  Dol  about  1500  but  afterwards 
succeeded  to  the  inheritance  of  Michel  Colombo  at  Tours.  Their 
chief  work  is  the  tomb  of  Louis  XII  at  St.  Denis ,  with  two  re- 
presentations of  the  deceased  (nude  recumbent  figure  below;  kneel" 
ing  figure  clad  in  ermine  above),  bas-reliefs,  and  allegorical  figures 
at  the  comers.  This  arrangement  was  the  model  for  many  later 
tombs.  But  the  three  greatest  sculptors  of  the  French  Renaissance 
are  Frenchmen  —  Pierre  Bontemps,  Jean  Ooujon,  and  Germain 
Pilon.  To  Bontemps,  less  well-known  than  his  contemporaries 
but  certainly  not  inferior  to  them,  is  due  the  exquisite  urn  contain- 
ing the  heart  of  Francis  I. ,  and  perhaps  also  the  execution  of 
most  of  the  tomb  of  that  king  at  8t.  Denis,  designed  by  Phil,  de 
rOrme.  No  lover  of  art  will  forget  Goujon*s  bas-reliefs  or  his 
charming  nymphs  on  the  Fontaine  des  Innocents  at  PariSy  whose 
slender  forms  with  their  masterly  drapery  harmonize  so  wonderfully 
with  the  space  allotted  to  them.  His  caryatides  in  the  Louvre  are 
perhaps  the  most  beautiful  works  in  all  modern  art.  The  famous 
^Diana'  in  the  Louvre  is  especially  characteristic  of  his  style  as  well 
as  of  the  taste  of  the  period.  Finally  we  may  mention  the  ^gisant' 
on  the  monument  of  Cardinal  de  Brez^  at  Rouen,  as  a  wonderfully 
realistic  youthful  work  by  Goujon.  The  magnificent  counterpart  oi 
this  monument  (which  was  executed  by  Jean  Cousin)  is  the  ad^a* 
cent  tomb  of  the  two  Cardinals  d'Amboise ,  the  bewilderingly  tVcVv 
arehiteeture  of  which  was  designed  by  Rolland  Lcroux  {X^^^-^^tiD  "

art  of  eniraelliiig  enterud.  upgii  i  new  itage  with  tha  ItiTenMon  of 
enamel  paintlDg  and  liesBDie  BecnUrized  J  i,e.  instead  of  enamelled 
altar-plecea,  paxes,  and  reliqnaTies  we  find  plates,  vases,  and  cups. 
The  aew  Limoga  Schooi  was  founded  by  Motioaemi  and  Tfardim  Pint- 
cmid  and  reached  ita  zenith  nndec  LSonard  Limoiiiln,  Pierre  Bey- 
mnnd,  and  Jean  Pinieaud  l\e  Yottnger,  The  now  growing  inolination 
lowaTds  portraits  in  enamel  and  the  repiodnction  of  entire  pictures 
cannot  but  seem  a  mistake,  and  even  the  abavH-msntioned  mastera 
were  most  snocessfnl  when  tbay  toetrlcted  themeeivea  to  purely  de- 
coraliTe  work.  While  Italian  Inflnence  soon  made  itself  evident 
amongst  the  enamels,  ceramic  art  remained  purely  French.  The 
prodncts  of  Qubbio,  Demta,  or  Urblno  have  little  In  comnjon  with 
the  elegant  ivory-lika  fayeuee  of  Saint  FciTchalre,  or  with  the 
dUhea  dewrated  with  monsters,  flsh,  and  the  like  by  Bernard  Paliity 
(d.  1690),  unique  both  as  a  man  and  as  an  artist,  oi  with  the  pot- 
tery  of  Rouen,  Neuera,  or  MmiitieTs.  We  now  also  meet  with  ad- 
mirable workfl  in  the  domains  of  cabinet-making,  goldsmith's  work, 
and  pewter  work  (jV.  Brfol;  d.  after  16D0],  as  well  as  among  bronzes 
and  medalfl,  while  the  arts  of  glass- painting  (Pinaigtier  and  Jtan 
Cousin;  in  St.  Gervnii,  St,  Eliennc-dn-IHani,  etc.)  and  tapestry- 
weaving  show  no  falling  off.  The  Renaissance  nobly  continued  the 
traditions  of  the  Gothiu  period  In  investing  even  the  humblest  ob- 
jects with  an  artistic  charm,  and  Chat  in  a  higher  degree  than  ever 
before. 

The  Rbiqnb  Of  Hhnbi  IV  ahd  l.ocis  Sill  were  not  very  rich  in 
great  works  of  art.  The  ecaleelastical  Akghitbcturb  of  the  period 
la  character itad  by  the  fajade  of  SI.  Servais,  in  which  the  colonnades 
of  dilTerent  orders  placed  one  above  the  other  suggest  a  grammatical 
exercise.  Salomon  Debraase,  its  builder,  was  also  Che  architect  of 
the  Palais  da  Lmembourg,  which  is  imposing  in  splce  of  ita 
heaviness.  Debrosse  was  older  than  the  two  more  celebraCed  ai- 
ohltecta,  Jacques  Lemtrcitr,  builder  of  the  Palais  Cardinal  (now  the 
Palais  Royal),  the  church  of  8C.  Roch,  and  the  Sotbonne,  and  JIfon- 
larl,  who  deaigned  the  older  poiHon  of  the  Blbllothoqe  Nationale 
and  the  dome  of  (he  Val-de-Qrsce,  though  h!a  repuCation  is  obieDy 
as  a  builder  of  palaces  (Malaona  UBar  St.  Germain,  etc.).  MansBTt 
was  Che  inventor  of  'mansard'  ronfs.  The  oldest  parts  of  ParU  now 
existing  owe  their  characteristic  appearance  to  this  period,  from 
which  also  date  a  considerable  number  of  Che  older  private  man- 
sions, with  facades  uniformly  rising  from  enclosed  courts  entered 
by  loFty  gateways.  A  charaJteriatlc  survival  of  the  period  is  the 
Plaoe  del  Voagea,  which  presents  an  exceedingly  monotonoua  stfecC 
in  spite  of  the  alcemallon  of  brick  and  stone. 

The  most  influential  Soouiobb  were  now  Jtan  Bnlogne  or  Sio- 
vanni  da  Bologna  (b.  at  Dousi;  d.  1603)  and  his  pupils  (FVanehe- 
vllte,  De  Vrlea,  Duguemoy,  Van  Opilat;,  all  of  whom  were  com- 
pletely Italianized.    A  more  individnal  and  ■  more  Frenck 
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was  Bhown  by  BarthiUmy  PHeur  (d.  1611 ;  Montmorency  monument 
in  the  Louvre)  and  by  Pierre  Biard  (d.  1609),  to  whom  we  find  a 
difficnlty  in  attrihntlng  two  such  different  works  as  the  elegant 
rood-loft  in  St.  Etienne-dn-Mont  and  the  energetically  realistic 
Goddess  of  Fame  in  the  Louvre.  In  the  succeeding  generation  these 
were  followed  by  Simon  Guillain  (d.  1668;  bronze  statues  from  the 
Pont  au  Change,  in  the  Louvre),  Jacquet8arra%in (d.  1660 ;  caryatides 
in  the  Louvre),  OitlesOuMn  (d,1678),  and  finally,  and  above  all,  the 
brothers  Francois  and  Michel  Anguier  (d.  1669  and  1686).  The  chief 
works  of  Francois,  which  vary  in  excellence,  are  his  numerous  tombs 
(e.g.  those  of  De  Thou  and  Longneville  in  the  Louvre);  Michel's 
best  work  is  now  to  be  seen  in  the  external  and  internal  embellish- 
ment of  the  Val-de-Grslce  (the  Nativity  is  now  in  St.  Roch)  and  in 
the  sculptures  on  the  Porte  St.  Denis.  Almost  all  the  sculptors  of 
the  *Si^cle  Louis  XIV*  studied  the  works  of  these  sculptors,  who 
themselves  saw  the  beginning  of  that  age. 

Practically  only  one  of  the  Coubt  Paintbbs  of  this  time  has  re- 
tained his  fame  through  the  succeeding  centuries,  viz.  SimonVouet 
(1690-1649),  who  formed  himself  in  Italy  on  Paolo  Veronese  and 
Guide  Reni.   The  scanty  remains  of  Vouet's  decorative  painting  re- 
veal a  love  oi  bold  colour  and  considerable  skill  in  dealing  with  large 
surfaces,  but  his  religious  easel-pictures  are  for  us  devoid  of  all  at- 
traction.  Nicolas  Poussin  (1594-1665)  and  Claude  Lorrain  (1600- 
1682),  the  two  greatest  painters,  worked  in  Rome,  far  from  France 
and  the  French  court.  It  is  not  easy  to  mete  out  justice  to  the  works 
of  Poussin,  at  one  time  extravagantly  over-praised  and  now  fre- 
quently under-estimated.    The  elegant  expression  of  a  high-bred 
sentiment  was  his  chief  aim,  and  in  contrast  to  the  superficiality 
of  most  of  his  contemporaries,  this  effort  is  doubly  grateful.    But 
his  religious  pictures  seem  cold  to  us,  owing  to  his  frequent  borrow- 
ings from  the  antique  and  the  Renaissance,  and  the  over-elabor- 
ation  of  his   composition ,   in   which   we  might   almost   inscribe 
geometrical  figures.    His  landscapes,  such  as  the  'Orpheus',  tbe 
'Diogenes',  and  the  'Seasons*,  are  more  inspiring,  though  their  colowt- 
ing  has  unfortunately  faded.   Claude  Lorrain's  scene-paintiu^ft  ^^^ 
as  Indifferent  to  us  to-day  as  his  petty  mythological  flguxea^   "^"^^ 
he  depicted  atmospheric  phenomena  with  a  bolduess,  au^  ^\^VV^^^ 
local  colours  into  a  general  tone  with  a  skilly  ^v  *  \^ad  no  xW^    iX^" 
til  the  days  of  Turner  and  Corot.

It  la  difflonlt  to  select  tbe  rlgbt  standpoint  to  view  Che  Abt  of 
LouiB  XIV.  After  the  hing'e  aSBumplion  of  the  rains  of  gacefnnient 
(1661),  a  thoiaughly  [donKrehic  ait  begins.  Oppoaition  to  all  Inde- 
pendent sSoTts,  and  an  abrupt  bostillCy  to  everything  foreign  and 
even  to  the  maBsnr  the  people  at  home  di^tlngnish  thia  'golden  age'. 
The  'Roi  Soleil'  is  a  Roman  luiperator,  the  heroes  of  the  tragedies 
are  Romans,  art  also  most  be  Ronian.  The  'Acad^mie'  founded  in 
1648  developed  In  sharpest  contrast  with  the  '  msitrises'.  or  old 
gnllda.  Everything  was  reduced  to  formulae.  Bat  this  cold  and 
pompOBB  art  had  something  grand  In  its  unifoiraity,  its  aelt-con- 
ddence,  and  Its  deflnlteneas  of  aim  ;  and  the  elTect  was  heightened 
not  Duly  hy  the  personalities  of  the  king  and  his  minister  Colbert, 
hnt  Btlll  more  by  tbe  art-dictatorship  of  Churlei  le  Bron  (1619-90), 
However  unmoved  Le  Bcnii's  paintings  may  leave  us,  there  ll 
something  sln|ularly  imposing,  almost  recalling  the  onlversal 
geniusea  of  the  Keiiaissance,  in  (he  Bianner  in  which  he  designed 
the  magnldceut  decorationB  of  the  Oslerie  des  Glaces  at  Tersailles 
and  tbe  Oalerle  d'ApoIlon  In  the  Louiie,  sketched  gronpa  In  bronze 
and  marble  for  tbe  sculptors,  and  painted  and  drew  patterns  for  his 
Manofacture  des  Qobelina,  which  then  Included  nearly  every  branch 
of  induatttal  art.  The  bronzes  by  Coyievox,  the  cabinets  by  Baide, 
the  mirrors  by  Cued,  the  arabesques  by  Bcrain  all  harmonize 
with  Le  Brun's  ceillng-palutingi.  Just  as  these  harmonize  with  the 
buildings  of  Msnaart  and  the  gardens  of  Le  Mtn,  and  as  the  entire 
creative  art  of  the  period  harmonizes  wit b  tbe  tragedies  of  Racine. 
Art  as  a  whole  must  be  regarded  as  a  setting  for  the  oonrt  ot 
Louis  XIV,  but  it  is  a  decorative  art  of  the  very  highest  rank. 

The  AitoQrrECTUBB  of  the  period  is  much  leas  satisfactory ■ 
PcrrauJf'i  famona  colonnade  at  the  Louvre  now  exoltes  as  little 
enthusiasm  as  the  fatiguing  facade  of  the  palace  at  Veisalllea  by 
J.  Hardouin-MansaTt  (1645-1709)  oraa  the  Palais  des  Invalides  by 
Bruaal.  The  great  dome  of  the  Invalidss  by  Mausart  and  that  of 
the  Val-de-Qr^ce,  now  at  last  completed,  are,  however,  honourable 
Biceptiona  to  the  mle.  With  Paikitoo  it  is  much  the  same.  Who 
now  cares  for  La  Fosii,  Joavenei,  or  Coyftlt  The  portrait-painters 
Mlgnard,  LarglUiln,  mi  Eigaud  —  all  admirably  represented  at 
the  Louvre  —  are,  however,  slill  interesting.  Sodi.ftcbb  occupies 
s  much  higher  position.  However  absurd  Voltaire's  dictnm  may 
now  appear,  that  Franfoii  Oiiftrdoa  (1628-1715)  had  'attained  to 
all  the  perfection  of  tbe  antiqne',  we  rannot  refuse  our  admiiation 
to  that  sculptor's  tomb  of  Richelieu  (in  the  ohurch  of  the  Sor- 
bonne),  hie  'Rape  of  Proserpine'  and  atstnes  ot  rivers,  and  above 
all  to  his  charming  leaden  relief  of  'Diana  at  the  bath',  in  the  puk 
of  Veraallles.  With  bim  may  be  named  a  crowd  of  otheia:  Ltgroi, 
Lt  Hongre,  the  two  Jforsy,  DeiJaTdlni,  Lepaulrr,  Van  CUvt,  I 
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The  eaHieat  aod  also  the  greatest  painter  of  the  'Dlx-Hnltllme' 
Antoine  Wattesu  (168i-1721),  who  <amo  to  Patla  in  his  Bi|hteHntl| 
year  to  assiBt  In  the  decoration  of  the  Opera  Boose  and  spesdilj 
rose  to  fame  bj  hla  repieEentatioDS  ot'Fllea  Galanles'.  la  Ms  acenei 
of  rural  festlvale  and  In  his  flgnrea  from  Italian  r.omedy  ('ILmharlt^ 
Btion  for  Cythen';  'Gilles';  both  in  the  Louvre)  this  muter  1^ 
nnipproacbed.  In  both,  he  Is  the  faithful  mirror  of  his  age  ,  bol 
hia  magical  <ioloarlng  aheds  snah  a  poetic  glamour,  that  we  eeem  hi 
be  transported  into  n  fairyland  full  of  roguish  gracie  and  pleasant 
dalliance.  His  soceessora,  Lamcrei  and  Poter,  »ra  akllful  and  charm-i 
ing  artists  ,  but  are  seldom  inspired  by  even  a  breath  of  tha  poetrjj 
of  Watteau.  The  truest  representitlve  of  the  Pompadour  epoch  ll 
Fran^oia Bouoher  (1703-70).  A  study  of  his  nnmeroua  pictnrea  it 
the  Louvre  is  not  enough  for  a  proper  estimation  of  this  artist,  ten 
it  is  chiefly  as  a  decorative  painior,  in  bis  ceilings  and  panels,  tlu 
he  reveals  bis  character.  Mett  to  Koochei  rank  Fragonard  ani 
Baudouin,  whose  drawings  especially  are  prized.  The  lijth  eeDtnr] 
was  rich  in  portrait- piiutera  also,  the  flr»t  plai'.o  being  nlalined  b] 
the  pastel  painter  Qucniin  de  La  Tow  [1701-83),  'the  magician',  u 
Diderot  calls  him.  The  strikingly  lif el iie  and  characteristic  poitniU 
by  this  master  are  the  chief  boast  of  the  mn^de  of  St.  Quentin, 
his  iiilive  town;  while  the  charmingly  graceful  female  pottriita  by^ 
NatliiT  are  among  tbe  attractions  of  Versailles. 

Here  also  reaotion  set  In  early,  Boucher  himself  lived  to  bea^ 
the  thundering  philippic  of  Diderot,  who  re-christened  the  'palntaij 
of  the  graces'  as  the  'painter  of  demireps'.  But  tMa  verdict  waf] 
moral,  not  nstbetin.  Emotionalism  wag  aimply  the  transition  fronij 
frivolity  to  the  Spartan  virtue  of  the  Revolution.  Diderot  had  faaikll 
a  man  after  his  own  heart  in  Jean  Saptlste  Oreiue  (1735-1605), 
whose  'Rnatlc  Brtde'  and  'Prodli^al  Son'  practically  aynchranbed 
with  Diderot's  'Natural  Son'  and  Rousseau's  'Hriloiae'.  Grauze  re- 
moiuB  to  this  day  a  popular  favonrite,  not,  however,  on  account  a 
these  moral  pioturcs  tvlEh  their  hard  colauring,  but  on  account  oi 
his  paintings  of  gitls  {'The  Broken  PItcher'j  the  'Milkmaid',  eto.) 
in  whose  grace  there  are  still  traces  of  the  sensuous  charm  of  tlu 
preceding  epoch.  More  iioportaat  as  a  painter  is  Oreiue's  eldftl 
contemporary  Jerui  Baptiste  Simton  Chardin  (I6S9-1779).  one  ■> 
the  best  painters  of  still-life  that  ever  lived,  an  excellent  portialtt 
painter,  and  an  acute,  amiable,  and  original  observer  o(  simpl) 
domestic  scenes  ('Grace',  the  'Industrious  Mother',  etc.,  in  thi 
Louvre).  The  troe  forerunners  of  the  later  classicism  were,  howSTeq 
at  this  period  Vita,  the  teacher  of  David,  Cochin,  and  Habtrl  BoUri, 
with  his  views  of  Roman  ruins. 

The  rococo  style  never  thoroughly  permeated  the  art  of  Scoi* 
TuBB.   Allegfain,  with  hia  nymphj,  and  Clodion,  with  his  sensuous^ 
_  animated  terracotta  groups  of  Bacchantes,  Satyrs,  and  Copida,  toi 
JfenltsontskirtslQ  the  soft  grace  and  'moibidezza'  of  thei 
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of  ttMtment;  but  iMe  by  tide  with  them  sUnd  lueh  artliU  u 
Bouehardon,  tbe  'Frsnoh  FhldUa',  with  hit  Qtenelle  FonnUln, 
which  mty  tlmoEt  bo  teimsd  aevere.  PigaiU  (1714-^0)  ptyi  aa- 
Testulaed  homage  to  the  pictorial  taate  of  the  period  In  the  tombs  of 
HiTShil  Saxe  (StTUebitigJ  and  the  Gamte  d'Haico  art  (Notre  Dime), 
u  welt  ■■  la  the  monameat  ol  LohIb  XV  at  Rhelmg,  but  he  &!«> 
eipiestes  iti  phlloBophlcal  ideas  in  hii  allegorical  compos itioiig,  and 
mtkei  his  bow  to  the  antique  in  the  nude  statue  of  Toltalre  (p.  290). 
The  unltble  Pajou  (17^0-1809]  vaclllatea  between  antiqae  Beveiit; 
aad  French  giice,  betweeo  fiiTolity  and  sentiment,  in  his  Pluto, 
B«echulte,  and  statne  of  Queen  Mule  Lesczinska  as  Carltas  (In  the 
Loavre).  A  slmtlu  v«.ailUtioD  Is  shown  by  Fateonet,  who  may  be 
battel  studied  in  St.  Petenbnig  than  in  Puis.  Lemoynt  (LouTre, 
TersalUes)  and  Ca/Jteri  (d.  1792;  basts  o(  Rotrou,  La  ChausB«e, 
J.  B.  Bonssesu,  etc.)  are  admirable  poTtrait-scnlptor*,  bat  both  are 
far  excelled  by  Jeia  A&tolne  Eondoa  (1741-1628),  whose  seated 
ttatne  of  Toltaire  it  one  of  the  muteipleces  of  realistic  portcsitnie. 
and  whose  'Diana'  (bionie  replica  in  the  Louvre  of  the  original 
marble  in  St.  Petersburg)  is  among  tbe  most  perfect  nnde  flgures 
In  modern  art. 

The  transition  to  classIcUm  was  molt  easily  sGcomplIahed  In 
AscBrrHciTDB.B.  To  be  convlnGed  that  at  least  in  the  case  of  great 
religious  and  secular  ediflces  the  frivolous  fashionable  taste  was  left 
f>r  behind ,  we  need  glance  only  >t  the  faijade  of  St.  Salplce  by 
Servandard  (1733)  ,  the  portal  of  St.  Eustacbe  by  Maniarl  de  Sony 
(1765),  the  EMleMUitalre  (1756),  the  buUdlnga  on  the  Place  de  ia 
Concorde  by  Qabriti  (1772),  and  the  Pantheon,  begun  by  Sovf/Iot 
in  1764.  The  writings  of  the  Jesuit  Langler  (1753),  the  architect 
Btondel  (1756),  and  tlie  srehieologists  Marielte  and  Caylus,  and 
flnalty  and  above  &11  tbe  eicivations  at  Pompeii  and  HeruuUneam 
and  the  reports  of  visitors  to  these  spots,  speedily  assisted  the 
clasiieal  tendency  to  g>in  a  decided  victory. 

Thus  tbe  appearance  of  Jkcques  Louis  DkTid  (1748-m36)  do«s 
not  signalize  a  complete  revolution,  aa  was  at  one  time  assumed,  but 
tbe  close  of  a  decade  of  development  ('Belisarlus',  1781;  'Oath  of 
the  Horatli',  1786).   His  signiflcance  lies  In  the  fact  that  he  deduced 
the  logical  consequences  and  elevated  them  with  kdauiantine  GXiiei.- 
ness  into  a  Isw  of  universal  applioatloQ.  Individ Qjlity  vfas  ones  looie 
repressed ,  and  all  art  once  mote  reduced  to  ^  tnriDi'*'   Tbo  Utv^.* 
of  this  new  Eellalsaance  are  before  US  everyivj,        ,.  tlii«*»'V-   'S"'^'^ 
lhemo»tfamouspictucea(David'B'Leon!da('ari^'®      .o!ttie^a.\i\^e»'^ 
loot  like  painted  copies  of  bas-reliefs.

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VendAne  CDlumn  is  a  [epiDdactioD  of  Trajan'a  Oolnmn,  and  Oe 
Madeleine  is  t  temple  which  might  be  dedit'sted  without  alteiation 
to  Jupiter  Capltollnas'.  Once  as  ench  aeenied  to  be  bsniBhed  ftom 
>[t.  Oreoze  uid  GlodlOD  died  in  peoiiiy,  and  Fragonard  spent  his 
last  daya  In  paiutlng  large  allegorical  and  deooratlie  pieoes. 

At  flitt  glance  the  Ninetbemth  Centukt  pieaeiits  the  appearance 
of  a  veritable  chaos.  In  proTiona  times  tiie  architect  either  adapted 
the  pTBTiiling  Etyle  to  the  alleied  circumetanccs  or  developed  a 
new  one  from  it.  IJow,  however,  lie  buildi  in  the  Greek  style  to- 
day ,  In  the  Renaiagance  to-morrow ,  or  pasaea  nnconcocoedly  from 
Qothlc  to  haroqae.  In  the  eame  way  the  painter  imitatea  the  Oieelca 
or  the  Itallana,  Enbena  or  Rembrandt,  the  Pro-Rap haelttei  or  the 
Japanese.  In  the  realm  of  sculpture  we  And  oaTaelves  at  one  time 
(ace  to  face  with  the  most  exalted  idealism,  at  another  with  the 
moat  iiticampromisiug  realism.  Our  judgment,  too,  is  rendered  all 
the  more  dlfQcnll  because  many  of  the  artists  still  stand  so  near  na 
in  point  of  time,  that  we  cannot  wholly  free  ouraelvea  from  the 
influence  of  personal  inclinations  or  antlpalhtes. 

In  the  iiret  quarter  of  the  oentury  the  controlling  influence  in 
the  sphere  of  FAiNTnia  was  that  of  Darid.  In  the  year  1801)  GuMn 
(d.  1B33],  the  most  thoiough-going  pupil  of  David,  attained  an  ettta- 
ordinar;  success  with  his  'Marcus  Sextos',  Afterwards  he  devoted 
himself  main  It  ta  thepaintingortragicecenes.  Oirodttfi.  1324),  it  is 
true,  aelectad  romantic  anhjects  [the  'Deluge',  'Burial  of  Atala'j,  httt 
adhered  to  the  relief-tike  execution  and  statuesque  repeae  of  his 
master.  Oirard  (^d.  1637),  who  appeals  to  us  mainly  by  his  attraetlYe 
portraits  of  women ,  is  aomewliat  freer  In  style.  Bis  'Cupid  and 
Fsycbe'  natarally  excited  universal  admiratioa  in  a  generation  for 
whom  Oanova'a  groop  of  the  aame  sohjeot  was  the  highest  eipieasloB 
of  art.  Groa  (d.  1836}  parses  for  a  forerunner  of  romanticism;  hut 
the  warmer  Golauriiig  and  livelier  movement  of  hla  battle-acenes  do 
not  blind  us  to  his  numerous  weaknesses.  An  exceptional  position 
is  cccapted  by  iVud'hon  (d.  1823),  who,  In  hia  charming 'Psyche' 
and  his  dramatic  'Revenge  and  Justice',  produced  a  novel  and  pleai- 
ing  eftact  by  combining  tbe  artistic  traditions  of  the  18th  century 
with  Buggeitions  borrowed  from  Gorregglo. 

The  first  great  innovator,  the  flrst  lomantiolst  properly  so  eaJled, 
was  Thlodore  GMcault  (1791-18124),  whose  paintings  of  soldiers 
and  horses  announce,  etill  more  duarly  than  his  'Raft  ol  the  Me- 
dusa', the  dawning  of  a  new  conception.  There  is  practically  no 
(enae  tn  the  expression  'Romantic  School'  unless  we  translate 
'romaatictsm'  as  meaning  simply  'love  of  liberty'.  A  batter  appel- 
lition  is  School  of  1830.  Tbe  one  common  bond  among  the  masten 
of  this  period,  many  of  whom  carried  on  violent  feuds  vrith  each 
other,  was  their  pasaion  tor  Independence.  With  few  aicepllons, 
however,  they  sought  for  freedom  In  form  and  colour  only;  thty 
did  not  dare  to  take  their  subjects  from   the  life  around  tham.  ^nX 
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found  them  in  the  hiBtory  4nd  legend  of  the  middle  agea,  In  th* 
pages  of  the  poets  (Dante,  Tasao,  Shakespeare,  Ooetlke,  B^n), 
01  In  tike  Bcenea  of  the  dfatant  Orient.  Raphael  iraa  the  model  fbr 
one  Get,  Bubena  and  TeTonese  foi  another. 

EngfaneDeloeroix  (1798-1863)  and  Jeui  Angnite  Dominiqtta 
lagzei  (1780-1867)  are  not  only  the  tiro  greatest  maateia  of  thU 
period  bnt  also  repieaent  Its  opposite  poles.  For  Delaciaii  every 
pietare  aaBamed  the  form  of  a  brilliant  symphony  of  caloon,  lo  that 
his  eaemlei  aiaeited  that  he  painted  with  'an  intoiicated  broom'; 
Ingres,  on  the  eontruy,  coaiidered  that  the 'integrity  of  ut' depended 
npon  the  diairing.  While  th«  formei  honoured  Rnbena  above  all 
other  muters,  the  latter  saw  in  the  great  Fleming  'something  ot  a 
bntcboi'  and  held  it  blasphemy  to  compare  Reiobrandt  with  Raphael. 
The  eteiDsl  antithesis  between  colociiag  and  drawing  was,  perhaps, 
-never  so  forcibly  emphasized  aa  now.  Oar  taste  has  decided  die 
eontToreis;  in  favour  of  Delacroix.  We  feol  keen  admiration  for  the 
vigorous  colooring  of  'Dante's  Boat'  (1822),  the  'Massacre  of  Chios', 
the  'Barricade',  and  the  'Cmuders',  and  connt  the  paintings  of  the 
Palais  Bontbon  and  St.  Snlplee  as  among  the  greatest  monnmentll 
works  of  the  century.  The  'Apothesis  of  Homer',  on  the  other  hand, 
leaves  as  cold  in  spile  of  its  admirable  drawing  j  the  beautiful  flgurei 
of  '(Edlpus'  and  'The  Source'  etdte  but  a  half-hearted  admiration; 
and  It  is  only  in  his  portraits  that  Ingres  makes  any  strong  ImpresHlon 
on  M.  Perhaps,  howoTer,  the  time  will  come  when  this  master  will 
be  again  accorded  a  mora  prominent  place. 

The  fame  of  Horace  Veniel  (d.  1863),  Paul  DelaroeU  (d.  1856), 
Devtriit  (d.   J86&),   Coviure  (d.   1879),  and  the  other  historleal 
painters  of  the  period  has  paJed  very  considerably.     The  lecon- 
itraction  of  a  historical  scene,  soch  as  the  'Death  of  Elizabeth'  or 
'Itaphael  In  the  Vatican',  can  aalisfy  OS  only  when  the  [mmedlate 
effect  causes  the  artiQciality  of  the  process  to  be  forgotten ;  but  none 
of  these  masters  had  the  strength  to  accomplish  this.    The  longest 
life  win  doubtless  belong  to  Veruet's  pictures  of  contemporary  history 
It  Tersallles.    Among  other  masters  of  the  period  may  be  men~ 
tiooed  the  somewhat  sentimental  Ary  Sche/fet  (i.  18&8) ;   Lf opold 
Robert  (d.  1836),  who  died  prematurely  bat  not  before   te  tia.A 
Tscelved  unlvers^  admiration  for  his  cheerful  hut  rather  too  KniC^" 
ind-span  scenes  of  Italian  life;  Dtcatnft  (d.  IggO") ,  ^^^  "P'^Vftl*^^

(iil  bnnkg  of  the  OiBej  NarciiK  Dio>  ('1.  1876)  revelled  in  rustling 
fori:gf  glades  threaded  by  |litteriiig  heami  of  sunlight.  The  greateit 
poet  of  this  ;iroup,  generally  knovn  bb  the  Schooi.  of  Babbiboh, 
ia  Jean  BapUste  Coiot  (1796-1876).  No  other  painter  either  hefore 
01  since  has  regarded  nature  with  such  &n  Intimate  and  genial  gaze. 
In  hta  pictures  the  meadows  rnetiB,  the  birds  twitter,  the  bees 
hum,  and  the  BQiibeams  glance  and  pUy.  LoTPly  nynipba  dance  in 
morning  dew  to  the  muala  of  soft- breathing  flutes.  Other  members 
of  the  Barhison  group  are  Corutani  Ttoyon  (d,  1865) ,  'ying  with 
Bom  Bonft(ijr|_d.  1899)  aa  (be  greatest  of  the  Freneh  animal- paint- 
en,  and  Jean  Francois  Millet  (1SI4-1875),  the  vigorous  painter  of- 
peasant-li/e,  who  incarnalea  so  powerfully  the  spirit  of  the  teit  'in 
tite  sweat  of  thy  fare  shall  thou  eat  bread'. 

Under  the  Second  Empire  a  number  of  new  tendencies  made 
thetnielvea  felt.  The  historical  painters,  such  as  Sylvcltre  and  Xu- 
mlnais  i_i..  1896),  tickled  Ibe  Jaded  palates  of  their  rontempotarles 
with  scenes  of  hotroi  like  'Nets  and  LocDBia'.  ffamon  (A.  1874), 
GtrSme  I'd.  1904).  and  the  other  'Neo-Oreeks'  painted  genro-geenee 
in  antique  costume,  wbich  allowed  them  to  display  their  masterly 
tteMment  of  the  nnde.  Calami  (d.  1839),  the  more  talented  Boudri/ 
(d.  1886  ;  decoration  of  the  Opera  House]  and  Btlaunay  (d.  1891), 
Henna  (d.  mOG),  and  the  aClll  lining  Ltfehort  sought  for  fame  In 
the  most  finished  portraialof  the  female  form  divine.  Coatemporary 
military  life  was  illnstrated  by  De  NaiviUt  (d.  1886)  and  Bepnoull, 
the  tatter  of  whom  fEll  lu  the  Franco  -  German  war  (1871).  The 
great  popular  favonrites  were,  however,  Ernat  Meititmler  (1813-91) 
and  Alfred  Sttveni  (1828-1906)  of  Belgium,  two  painters  of  the 
flue  and  minute  who  can  be  coaDdently  rauked  with  the  Dutch 
masters  ol  the  17th  centnry.  The  former  loT^d  to  depict  the  heroes 
of  his  Clnj?  cauvasBS  In  the  more  brllHaut  costume  of  by-gone  days; 
tbe  latter  gavo  a  faithful  picture  of  the  dresa  and  manners  of  the 
fashionable  women  of  his  own  time.  An  imporlaot  event  for  the 
development  of  art  in  the  following  period  was  the  appearance  of 
GuUnve  CouT4el(1819-77),  who  revealed  an  eitraordinary  power  of 
realism  in  his  'Burial  of  Ornana'  and  other  scenes  of  common  life, 
as  well  as  pre-umlnent  colouristlc  lalenta  in  his  great  'Studio',  but 
■bo  nevertheless  did  not  possess  one  spaik  of  poetry. 

Between  1870  and  1890  four  artists  are  specially  prominent: 
Edauard  Mmet  (1833-83).  Juki  Baslien-Lepagt  (1818-84)  ««iy« 
PuriJ.  dt  ClidMnn*)  (1824-98),  and  OujIom  Mortau  (1836-98). 
Manet  made  a  skilful  combination  of  what  he  learned  from  Yelaz- 
and  from  the  Jspauese,  and  in  his  vigorous  portraits  and 
sketches  of  Paris  life  became  the  most  zealous  protagonist  of  the 
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and  tli«  MollSre  Fanntaiti,  aud  his  Victoilei  st  the  Doms  des  Is- 
•alldei;  but  tbJB  master  poeaeeaea  s  ceiUiu  grice  and  vlTacity  of 
conception  which  atill  esereiae  their  chsTm,  Romanticlam  proper 
pla7ed  a  yery  sabordinato  role  in  scniptnre,  where  the  doaiilve 
part  Tiasnndoabtedly  that  taken  by  lesliem.  Three  masteta  beie  aland 
In  the  foreftout :  Fr.  Rude.  P.  J.  David  d'Angtr!,  and  A,  L.  Barye. 
FTan90ia  Bnde  (1784- 185&)  1b  the  etrangest  nature  of  the  three; 
he  inTariabI;  Interests,  even  if  he  does  not  alaays  satiity  U9.  Host 
of  bis  uieations  ace  tainted  vith  something  a  little  too  nnqniet,  too 
theatrical.  Alangaida  bii  most  eipresaive  atatne  of  Monge  at  Beanoe 
stands  the  restless  Ney  of  tlie  Place  derobservalolrei  bis  admirable 
Oavaignao  in  Montpamasse  Cemetery  contrasts  witli  the  very 
qneatlonable  flgnie  of  'KspoleoD  awaking  to  immortality'  at  Fizln, 
near  Dijon.  Hla  moat  Catnoua  work  is  the  'March  Out'  on  the  Arc  de 
I'Etoile,  which  breathes  the  most  fiery  enthusiasm.  The  'Fisher 
Boy'  siid  'Joan  of  Arc'  in  the  Louvre  also  deaerye  special  remark. 
His  religions  efforts  are  the  least  pleasing  ('Baptism  of  Christ'  at  the 
Madeleine].  — FlBTTe  Jean  D«Tidil'AiigBrB(l  788- 1856;  tliugnamed 
from  his  native  town,  tn  contradistinction  to  the  painter  J.  L.  Darid), 
unlike  Rude,  always  retains  a  certain  air  of  sober  reality.  He  has 
muoh  in  common  with  Itauob,  aud  like  him  was  fond  of  representing 
generals  in  their  DDiforms  and  scholars  and  artists  In  ideal  coatnme. 
Bis  busts  and  medallions  occur  by  the  hundred  at  P^re-I.schalse  and 
elsewhere,  hat  It  is  Impoaalble  for  ua  to  ahare  the  enthusiasm  with 
which  they  were  regarded  by  bis  contemporaries.  The  fame  ut  the 
great  animal  sculplor  Antoine  Lonia  Berja  (iT9G-lS75)  haa,  on  the 
other  hand,  steadily  Increased.  His  larger  works,  ancb  as  the  'Lion 
and  Serpent'  in  the  Oarden  of  the  Tuileriea,  have  became  popatai 
idols ;  and  the  original  casts  of  his  small  bronies  fetch  nearly  their 
weight  in  gold.  His  meat  snccesstid  followers  are  FrfmUt  (Jardin 
des  Plantea],  Cain  (Tuileriea],  and  Cardel  [Luxembourg,  Chantilly, 
etc.).  By  fir  the  most  eminent  popil  of  Rude  Is  Jean  BapUite 
Oarpeauz  (182T-75),  who  died  at  a  comparatively  early  age.  Hii 
'Triumph  of  Flora'  at  the  Louvre,  his  'Ugolino'  at  the  Tnilerias, 
bis  vivacloos  busts,  and,  most  of  all,  bis  groop  of  'Dancing*  at  the 
Opera,  which  la  inspired  by.  a  truly  Bacchic  gust  of  existenoe,  and 
bis  'Quarters  of  the  Qlobe'  on  the  Fontaine  de  VObservstoire  usoie 
him  one  of  the  highest  places  in  the  history  of  modem  aculptpie. 
(The  last  can  bo  best  studied  in  the  models  at  the  Louyre,  which 
clearly  reveal  the  feverish  energy  of  the  hand  that  made  them.] 
With  the  great  public  the  gentle  maidens  of  his  contemporary  CAopu 
(1833-91)  are  still  more  popular  (tomb  ofltegnault  in  tbe  Ecole 
des  Beaui-Arts).  Among  the  popils  of  David  may  be  mentioned 
CafTitT-Bellttise,  Caveiler,  Statndron,  and  Afmi!  Millel. 

As  we  walk  to-day  throogh  the  Luiemhonrg  Gallery,  thepnbUe 
parks,  tbe  cemeteries,  atid  the  exhibitions  we  And,  It  la  troe,  liiiwh

the  London  Exhibition  of  1851  induced  a  great  improyement,  which 
at  first  took  the  form  of  a  reversion  to  earlier  styles.  It  was  not  nntil 
later  that  a  really  modem  industrial  art  sprang  up,  in  conjunction 
with  the  United  States,  England,  and  Belgium,  and  under  the  in- 
fluence which  the  products  of  Japan  began  to  exert  in  Paris  about 
1867.  The  visitor  to  Paris  will  enjoy  tracibg  this  development  in 
the  works  of  the  pewterei  (Deshois,  Baffler)^  the  glass-maker  (^Galli 
of  Nancy),  and  the  potter  (Delaherehe,  Dalpeyrat^  Bigot),  as  well  as 
in  furniture,  tapestry,  textile  fabrics,  and  ornaments  (LaUque),  This 
field  also  is  the  scene  of  a  varied  and  promising  activity.

After  reeelTing  the  driver'a  number  (maniTO),  tbe  traTelier,  If  be 
faM  an;  registered  luggage,  tella  him  to  wait  for  it  ('reitet  pour 
atlendrt  la  bagagei'}.  Hand-baga  and  rugs  abould  not  be  left  UQ- 
guarded  in  tbe  cab,  at  any  rate  not  without  making  the  driver  notice 
the  number  of  articles,  as  thefts  are  not  infrequent.  —  If  the  tra- 
Teller  prefers  to  secure  hie  registered  luggage  before  calling  a  cab 
be  will  avoid  the  slight  eipense  entailed  by  wiitlng,  but  if  vieiling 
Paris  for  the  first  time  he  will  do  well  to  engage  one  at  once  [by  the 
lionr ;  aee  below).  Then,  in  the  event  of  not  finding  accommodation 
at  the  hotel  be  has  chosen,  he  can  at  once  proceed  to  another,  incur- 
ring little  or  no  increase  of  fare  by  eo  doing. 

The  SalU  da  Bagagei  (Dotiane)  is  opened  10-1&  mln.  after  the 
arrival  of  the  train.  The  cnstom-house  examination  is  generally 
lenient  (comp.  p.  sil).  After  it  le  over  the  porter  conveys  the 
luggage  to  tbe  cab,  receiving  50  c.  or  mote,  according  to  the  weight 
and  nnmber  of  the  packages.  The  octroi  official  bas  again  to  be 
ateured  that  the  contents  include  nothing  eatable.  As  a  role,  the 
Uiroogh-passenger  from  England  will  not  be  able  to  leave  the  station 
until  20-26  min.  after  his  arrival.  If  preferred,  however,  he  may  tell 
the  porter  to  carry  hia  hsnd-biggage  direct  to  one  of  the  hotels  near 
the  railway-stations  [see  p.  10)  and  return  afterwards  for  hia  trunk.

The  large  hotels  of  the  f  rst  class,  which  are  among  the  finest  in 
the  world,  are,  of  course,  provided  with  all  modern  luxuries  and 
comforts,  such  as  electric  light,  passenger  lifts  or  elevators,  steam 
or  hot-water  heating,  and  baths.  The  charges  correspond  to  the  ac- 
commodation. Our  list  includes  many  other  hotels  of  more  modest 
pretensions,  and  even  of  the  second  class,  where  good  accommodation 
is  found  at  a  more  moderate  rate.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to 
enumerate  them  all.  The  traveller  who  arrives  in  Paris  in  the  evening 
will  probably  find  the  best  chance  of  accommodation  at  one  of  the 
large  hotels  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  such  as  the  Hotel  Continental, 
Grand-II6tel,  Terminus,  H6tel  du  Louvre,  which  have  hundreds  of 
rooms.  These  hotels  have  also  the  advantage  that  one  pays  for  what 
one  consumes  at  the  time,  without  being  bound  down  to  regular  meals. 

The  prices  given  below  have  been  furnished  by  the  landlords  or 
managers,  and  refer  to  one  person  for  one  day.  Though  they  doubt- 
less vary  somewhat  from  time  to  time,  they  will  at  least  serve  as 
a  guide  to  the  class  of  house  one  may  expect.  The  double-bedded 
rooms  are  invariably  the  best,  and  the  charge  made  for  them  Is  not 
always  double  that  for  a  single  room.  If  desired,  breakfast  is  served 
in  the  visitor's  own  room  at  an  extra  charge  of  50  c.  or  more. 
Luncheon  (dejeuner;  12  to  2)  and  dinner  (diner;  between  6.30  or  7 
d  9)  are  served  in  the  hotels  of  the  first  class  at  separate  tables.

Id  the  most  faahioaable  restsorants  meals  are  served  onlf  i  la 
carte,  and  CTenlug  dress  is  nsuil.  The  portioDS  are  geaeraU.;  so 
ample  that  one  portion  aufdces  for  %vo  peraons ,  or  two  poitiona 
foi  ihrae.  The  visitor  Bhonld,  tliecefore,  ivold  dining  alone.  It  is 
even  allowsble  in  the  case  of  the  more  oipensive  dishes  to  order 
one  portion  for  three  persona.  The  waiter  Is  always  ready  to  give 
Information  on  this  point.  As  a  rule,  only  the  principal  'plnti'  are 
priced  in  the  bill  of  fare-  The  'hors  d'auvre'  placed  on  the  table  at 
the  beglDoing  of  a  meal,  while  the  soup  is  being  prepared,  generally 
add  1-2  fr.  per  bead  to  tlie  bill,  if  not  expressly  decliued.  The 
exquisite  fruit  offered  for  dessert  is  also  a  coetly  laiury,  is  macb  as 
3-D  fr.  being  sometlmee  charged  for  a  single  peach  or  pear.  Various 
'spedaltieB'  and  raritlei  are  aUo  very  eipeneivo.  —  Tbo  reatanraiits 
mentionod  immediately  below  enjoy  the  highest  reputation  for  their 
Cuisine  and  cellar.  Tha  Mil  for  a  small  dionei  focthreepeiEODB,coa- 
gtsting  of  soup,  fish,  toasl,  salad,  sweet,  and  desaett,  with  a  couple 
of  bottles  of  fair  wine,   will  probably  amount  t«  at  least  40-50  ft.

Vieltois  may  join  the  table  d'hote  at  any  of  tho 
large  hotels,  withont  being  a  gueat  there. 

The  Reitaurantt  A  la  Carte  are  generally  more  expenslie  than 
the  Btelauranti  A  Prix  Fbt,  the  prices  of  which  are  generally  posted 
up  ootside  and  are  incluBlTe  of  table-wine.  The  'lands  at  the  latter 
are  nenally  good  and  the  portions  adequate,  and  the  choice,  thongh 
more  restricted  than  at  the  &  la  carte  hoQsea,  alTordB  a  greater 
variety  than  table  d'hSte  meala.  Being  run  on  eronomical  lines, 
they  can  supply  luncheons  or  dinners  tor  1-3  fr.  or  more,  of  very 
fail  quality  thongh  perhaps  not  atwaya  so  well  served  as  in  a  hotel. 
Such  honses  are  marked  in  oor  list  with  the  prices. 

The  Bouillon*  Duval,  BouiUoia  BoulanI,  etc.,  are  restaurants  i. 
la  carte  of  a  cheaper  kind,  managed  in  a  peenliai  way.  The  food 
is  generally  good  bnt  the  portions  are  rather  smaH,  and  the  cost 
of  a  meal  can  scarcely  be  leag  than  ^'/j-S  fr.  (26  o.  eitra  for  a  napkin). 
The  goests  are  waited  on  by  women.  These  honaes  are  very  popular 
with  the  middle  and  even  upper  classes,  and  may  without  hesitation 
he  viglted  by  ladlea.  Each  guest  on  entering  is  furniahed  with  a  card 
(fieht),  on  which  the  account  is  afterwards  marked.  A  fee  (see  p.  14) 
Is  left  on  the  table  for  attendance;  the  bill  ia  then  paid,  either  ai 
tho  desk  or  through  the  waitress,  and  receipted,  and  is  finally  given 
up  to  the  'contrSleur'  at  the  door.  The  Bouillons  Chortier,  whcre> 
the  waiting  la  done  by  men,  are  plainer  and  cheaper.

The  termini  of  the  Uuos  are  plucardod  on  the  sidea  of  both  omnl- 
bnaee  and  trsmway-clrs,  and  another  board  is  hung  behind,  showing 
tbe  destination  towards  which  the  vehicle  is  proceeding.  The  prin- 
cipal places  passed  en  route  are  also  indicated,  and  the  letter  of  the 
tine  is  marked  on  different  parts  of  the  vehicle.  The  vehicles  sre 
also  distinguished  by  their  own  colour  and  thit  of  their  lampt.

3.  Htoopolitain  (familiarly  ^Afetro').  This  electric  railway, 
begnn  in  1898,  now  takes  precedence  of  all  otber  modes  of  locomotion 
in  the  interior  of  the  city.  Three- fourths  of  the  entire  system  have 
been  constructed,  at  an  average  cost  of  193,000^.  per  mile.  With 
the  exception  of  a  few  elevated  sections  carried  on  viaducts,  the 
line  is  entirely  underground.  The  stations,  except  on  the  elevated 
portions,  are  below  the  level  of  the  streets,  like  those  of  the  *Tube' 
railways  in  London  but  not  so  deep  (no  lift),  and  the  atmosphere  is 
similarly  oppressive  to  susceptible  people. 

Trains  run  every  3-4  min.  and  the  stoppages  are  very  brief. 
Uniform  fares:  1st  cl.  25  c,  2nd  cl.  15  c.  (2ud  cl.  return-ticket  be- 
fore 9  a.m.,  20  c).  Books  of  10  tickets  available  by  any  line  may 
be  obtained.  At  certain  stations  Istcl.  passengers  take  precedence 
of  others.  —  Routes  and  list  of  stations,  see  Appendix,  p.  29.

9.    Theatrei.  Muiio  Halli.  Balls.  Circuiei. 

Paris  possesses  about  20  large  theatres ,  in  the  proper  sense  of 
the  word,  and  the  traveller  doing  the  ^sights'  of  Paris  should  not 
omit  to  visit  some  at  least  of  the  principal  houses.  Performances 
generally  begin  between  8  and  8.30  p.m.,  and  last  till  nearly  mid- 
night; details  are  given  in  the  newspapers  and  the  posters  on  the 
advertisement-pillars  devoted  to  theatres,  concerts,  balls,  etc.  At 
most  theatres  matinSes  are  given  in  winter  on  Sundays  and  holi- 
days, and  sometimes  on  Thursdays.  Many  of  the  principal  theatres 
•  are  closed  in  summer. 

An  intimate  acquaintance  with  colloquial  French,  such  as  can  be  ae- 

?[uired  only  by  prolonged  residence  in  the  country,  is  absolutely  necessary 
or  the  thorough  appreciation  of  the  acting  \  visitors  are  therefore  strongly 
recommended  to  purchase  the  play  (la  pihee;  1-2  fr.)  to  be  performed,  and 
peruse  it  beforehand.  Dramatic  composilinns  of  every  kind  are  sold  at 
the  LihraiiHe  Stocky  Bue.de  Rivoli  27,  by  Ollendorff^  Rue  de  la  Ghauss^e- 
dAntin  50,  at  the  Magaein  Thi&tral^  Boulevard  St.  Martin  12,  etc  The 
plays  may  also  be  procured  in  most  instances  at  the  theatres  themselves. 
Play-bills  (le  programme^  le  programme  d^tailU)^  or  theatridU  newspapers 
with  the  programme  of  the  evening  (PEntre-Aete^  POrchettre^  and  others), 
are  sold  in  and  outside  the  theatres,  and  often  contain  a  r^sum^  of  the 
I)iece. 

The  best  seats  are  the  fauteuils  d'orcheatrCj  or  seats  next  to  the 
orchestra,  behind  which  are  the  stalles  d'orchestrcy  and  farther 
back,  the  parterre,  corresponding  to  the  pit.  The  fauteuils  de  hal- 
con,  or  de  la  premiere  galerie^  corresponding  to  the  English  dress- 
circle,  are  good  seats,  especially  for  ladies.  At  the  Opera  House, 
between  the  fauteiiils'd'orchestre  and  the  faiiteuils  de  balcon,  which 
are  the  best  seats  for  ladies,  are  the  Stalles  de  Parterre  (numbered

Ladiee  [without  bata)  are  admitted  to  the 
stalls.  —  The  'ComiTdie  Pran;aiBe'  oves  its  origin  to  the  amalgam- 
ation in  1680  (,by  command  of  Louis  XIY)  of  the  two  companies 
of  players  directed  by  Molifre'a  widow  after  his  death  (1673),  The 
plays  reptoseoted  at  the  inangurai  performance  were  Racine's  Fhgdre 
and  Mollire'a  'I.a  M^di'cin  malgiB  lui'.  The  'Tha'atre  Franjaia' 
dates  from  the  French  Re'volutlon,  when  the  company  was  divided 
.  into  two  camps,  and  was  the  name  taken  by  (he  SBcessioniEtl,  vho 
were  headed  by  the  great  tragedian  Talma.  The  theatre  owes  iti 
present  organisation  to  a  decree  Issncd  by  Napoleon  at  Moscow  in 
1812.

Newspapers.  The  oldest  Parisian  newspaper  is  the  'Gazette  de 
France*,  which  was  founded  in  1631  by  Renaudot  (p.  264).  No  fewer 
than  150  journals  appeared  in  1789,  140  in  1790,  and  85  in  1791, 
but  most  of  these  were  suppressed  at  various  times  by  govern- 
ment, Napoleon  finally  leaving  only  thirteen  in  existence.  On  the 
restoration  of  the  monarchy  about  150  newspapers  and  periodicals 
were  published,  but  only  eight  of  thesMoncerned  themselves  with 
political  matters.  Since  then  the  number  has  been  constantly  on  the 
increase ,  and  now  amounts  to  about  2600.  The  political  papers 
number  ovei  160,  and  are  sold  In  the  streets  or  at  the  ^kiosques* 
in  the  Boulevards  (p.  78)  at  5,  10,  15,  and  20  c.

The  Views  enjoyed  from  certain  elevated  points  are  no  less 
beautiful;  e.g.  from  the  top  of  the  Arc  de  Triomphe  de  VEtoUe 
(p.  76),  the  towers  o£  Notre -Dame  (p.  267),  the  basilica  of  the 
Sacri'Coeur  de  Montmartre  (p.  214),  the  Tour  Eiffel  (p.  313),  the 
Tour  S^.  Jacques  (p.  173),  the  Buttes-Chaumont  fp.  240),  etc.,  and 
from  the  terrace  of  the  park  at  St.  Cloud  (p.  347);  or  lastly  from 
the  terrace  of  St.  Oermain-en-Laye  (p.  379),  whence,  however,  the 
view  of  Paris  itself  is  restricted. 

Of  places  in  the  Envibons  VersaiUea  (p.  349)  and  Chantilly 
(p.  397)  stand  first  in  interest;  the  former  for  its  park  and  palace  of 
Louis  XIV  (now  a  historical  museum),  the  latter  as  a  modern  princely 
residence,  also  with  a  park,  and  containing  the  Mus^e  Conde.  The 
Boyal  Tombs  at  St.  Denis  (p.  383)  convey  only  a  fleeting  impression, 
so  swiftly  is  the  visitor  hurried  through.  The  same  remark  applies  tb 
the  palace  of  Fontainebleau  (p. 421),  with  its  admirable  Renaissance 
interior.   The  forest  of  Fontainebleau  deserves  a  whole  day  to  itself. 

The  following  Preliminary  Drive  will  occupy  272-3  l^rg.  and 
cost  6-10  fr.  in  a  cab  hired  by  the  hour  (see  Appx. ,  p.  47).  From 
the  Place  de  la  Concorde  (p.  65),  through  the  Rue  deRivoli  (p.  90) 
to  the  E.,  passing  the  Louvre  (p.  92)  and  the  H6tel  de  Ville  (p.  175) ; 
then  through  the  Rue  St.  Antoine  as  far  as  the  Place  de  la  Bastille 
(p.  180) ,  returning  along  the  Grands  Boulevards  (pp.  78  et  seq.) 
and  past  the  Madeleine  (p.  77)  to  the  Place  de  la  Concorde.  We 
next  ascend  the  Champs-Elystfes  (p.  71)  to  the  Arc  de  Triomphe 
de  TEtoile  (p.  75  ;  view).  Thence  we  drive  via  the  Pont  de  TAlma 
(p.  225),  to  the  Champ-de-Mars  (p.  312),  the  H6tel  des  Invalides 
(p.  303),  and  the  Pantheon  (p.  283).  Then  down  the  Boulevard 
St.  Michel  (p.  269),  passing  the  Sorbonne  (p.  280)  and  the  H6tel  de 
Oluny  (p.  271)  on  the  right;  across  the  Pont  St.  Michel  (p.  269) 
into  the  'Cit^,  where  Notre-Dame  (p.  265)  is  observed  on  the  right 
"We  regain  the  right  bank  of  the  Seine  by  the  Pont  d'Arcole  (p.  176), 
at  the  Place  de  rH6tel-de-Ville  (p-  176).  "We  may  conclude  out 
excursion  with  a  steamboat-trip  on  the  Seine  (see  Appx.,  p.  48). 

A  good  idea  of  Paris  may  be  obtained  also  by  taking  the  follow- 
ing round  on  the  tops  of  omnibuses  and  tramway-cars  (Sun.  should 
be  avoided),  which  would  cost  only  1-1^2  ^r.  but  would  take 
twice  as  long  as  the  drive  by  cab.  We  first  take  the  Madeleine' 
Bastille  omnibus  (line  E;  without  correspon dance;  16  c.)  along 
the  Boulevards  to  the  Place  de  la  Bastille  (p.  180);  thence  we  take 
the  Louvre-Vincennes  tramway  (TC-,  15  c.)  as  far  as  the  H6tel  de 
Ville  (p.  175),  whence  the  Hotel  de  Ville-Porte  de  Neuilly  motor- 
omnibus  (C;  15  c.)  conveys  us  to  the  Place  de  VEioile  (p.  75 ;  ascent 
of  the  Arc  de  Triomphe;  view).  Returning  by  the  same  route  to 
the  Place  de  la  Concorde,  we  thence  take  the  Courcelles'PanthSon 
line(-4i?'),  without  correspondance,  to  the  Pantheon  (p.  283).  Thence

A  day  or  two's  rest  at  intervals  will  add  to  the  enjoyment. 


Hours  of  Admission.  The  table  at  pp.  62,  63  shows  when  the 
different  collections  and  objects  of  Interest  are  open  to  visitors.  The 
days  and  hours  enumerated,  though  correct  at  present,  are  liable  to 
alteration;  and  the  traveller  is  therefore  referred  to  The  Daily 
Mail  (p.  54)  and  to  the  principal  French  newspapers.  The  museums 
and  collections  are  apt  to  be  uncomfortably  crowded  on  Sundays  and 
holidays. 

Most  ofthe  public  collections  and  museums  are  closed  on  Monday, 
and  also  on  the  principal  holidays,  viz.  Ascension  Day,  July  14th, 
Assumption  (Aug.  15th),  and  AH  Saints  (Nov.  1st),  unless  these 
happen  to  fall  on  a  Sunday.  The  Louvre,  Luxembourg,  and  some 
others  are  closed  also  on  Shrove  Tuesday. 

Chuuchbs  may  be  best  inspected  in  the  afternoons  of  week-days, 
as  no  service  is  then  held.  The  Madeleine  (p.  77)  is  not  open  to 
visitors  till  1  p.m.,  and  several  other  churches  are  closed  at  5  or 
6  p.m.  Sundays  and  festivals  afford  an  opportunity  of  witnessing 
the  religious  ceremonies  and  frequently  of  hearing  excellent  music 
(see  p.  44).  High  mass  is  usually  at  10a.m.  The  masses  at  midday 
and  1  p.m.  are  especially  attended  by  the  fashionable  world;  and 
the  scene  on  the  conclusion  of  service  at  the  Madeleine  (p.  77) 
and  other  leading  churches  is  both  interesting  and  characteristic. 
Chairs  within  the  churches  are  let  for  5  c.  each;  on  festivals  10  c. 

Parks  and  Public  Gardens  are  usually  open  until  6  p.m.  in 
winter,  and  until  10  or  11  at  other  seasons.  The  hour  of  closing  is 
announced  by  a  crier  or  (in  cemeteries)  by  a  drum  or  bell.

Betvaea  2l9t  Jan.,  1793,  and  Srd  Mi;,  t79G,  upwtTda 
of  8800  portons  pcriahed  here  by  the  Bnlllodne. 

The  'Otiiisk,  which  rises  in  the  centre  at  ibe  Place,  onee  slood 
in  front  of  a  'pylon',  or  gateway, sdded  hy  Bamses  n.  (14th  cent.  B.C.] 
to  the  great  temple  st  Luxor  (Thebes)  in  Cppei  Egypt.  It  wu 
presented  to  Louis  Philippe  In  1831  by  Mohammed  All,  Tlcaniy  of 
Egypt.  This  tB  a  monolith,  or  single  block,  o(  teddisb  giu>lte  oi 
gyeolle  trom  the  qnattiel  of  Syene  [the  modem  Assuin).  It  ia  76  ft. 
in  height  and  weighs  "240  tons.  The  padegtsl  of  Breton  granite  is 
13  ft.  high,  and  also  consiita  of  a  siogle  block,  white  the  step*  by 
which  it  i*  approached  raise  the  whole  3>/4  ft.  above  the  gionnd. 
The  biero^lypbloB  an  the  four  sides  narcate  the  deeds  of  Ramses  II. 
The  representations  on  the  pedestal  refer  to  the  embarkation  of  (be 
obelisk  in  Egypt  in  1831  and  to  Its  erection  In  1836  at  Paria,  nndet 
the  Bnpeiiiiteiidenoe  of  the  engineer  J.  B.  Lebo».  —  Cleopatra'i 
Needle  in  Loudon  ia  TO  ft.  in  height,  and  the  Obelink  in  the  Piazia 
di  Sao  Giovanni  In  Laterano  at  Rome  is  104  ft.  high. 

Eai^h  of  the  'Fowitaim  beside  the  obelisk  consists  of  a  round 
baaln ,  S)3  ft.  in  diameter,  aboTB  which  rise  two  smaller  basins, 
surmounted  by  a  spout  from  which  a  Jet  of  water  rises  to  a  height 
of  28  ft.  The  fountain  on  the  S.  side  is  dedicated  to  the  Sou,  the 
other  to  the  Broert. 

Dpou  lofty  pedestals  around  the  Place  rise  eight  stone  flgurea  re- 
piesenting  the  chief  towns  of  France ;  Lille  and  Strassburgby  Pradttr, 
Bordeaui  and  Nsntei  by  Cailouet,  Rouen  and  Brest  by  Qoribt.  Mj- 
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HwneUIet  and  Ljont  ^f  PtUtot.  The  Stiuibnig  U  <uii»Ur  bong 
idth  cnps  anil  maoTnliig  gnlindt,  In  reference  to  tlie  lost  Aluoe. 
TwBiitT  btonied  rostcU  colnmae  completfl  the  decoration. 

Tba  two  impoilng  adlflces  of  nearly  nniform  exterior  on  the  N. 
■Ida  at  the  square,  leparated  from  each  other  by  the  Bns  Koyale 
(p.  77],  vera  ereoted  In  1762-1770,  from  OdbrUti  plan*,  for  the  le- 
captloa  of  ambaagadort  and  other  dUtlngntshed  personages.  That  to 
the  Tight  (Ko.  2],  the  former  'garde-menble*  orgtore-rooa  of  tbe  royal 
effncte,  <*u  restored  in  1693-1900 ;  it  Is  now  occupied  by  the  Miniitire 
d«  la  Marmt.  That  to  the  left  (No.  4),  once  the  residence  of  ths 
Harqaise  de  Coltlln(1776),  la  partly  occnpled  by  the  Cercie  de  la  Rue 
Bog<iIc(p.4T).  AdJolDlngit,  No. 6,  aoyf  ttiB  AutomobUt Club (^.ilX 
is  the  houae  which  formerly  belonged  to  RonllW  de  TEeting  (1776). 
In  the  Sue  de  Bivoli  (p.  90),  which  begioa  here,  on  the  right,  nearly 
opposite  the  Roe  de  MondoTi  and  Roe  dn  Vingt-Nenf-Jcillet  re- 
speitlTely,  are  the  'Place  de  la  Connordo'  and  'Tnlleries'  stations  of 
the  Mtftropolllain  (p.  30;  Appi.  p.  29).  On  the  left,  at  the  coiner 
of  tba  Roe  Castigllone  (p.  86),  ia  the  HSul  Contituntal  (PI.  R,  18;  11), 
whiob  oeoupies  the  site  of  the  toimei  Hfuiatire  dea  Finances,  de- 
stroyed by  the  Commnnards  In  1871.  A  tablet  on  oneof  the  pillars 
of  the  railing  of  the  Garden  of  the  Tnilerlei,  nearly  opposite  this  spot, 
leeordfl  that  here  was  sitaated  the  famans  ridlng-sohool  (Manige) 
Died  u  a  place  of  meeting  by  the  Conatitaent  Assembly,  the  Legii- 
lativa  Assembly,  and  the  National  Confenllon  from  1789  to  1793. 
The  Raptiblic  was  IneHtuted  there  on  Sept.  21at,  1792.  Farther  to 
the  E.  is  the  small  Place  de  Rl«oli  (p.  67). 

The  Font  de  la  Goneorde  (Fl.  R,  16, 14;  11),  which  crosses  the 
Seine  from  the  Place  de  la  Ooncorde  to  the  Ghanibre  des  DtfpntJs 
(p.  299),  was  bnllt  by  Perronet  in  1787-90,  the  material  for  the 
npper  part  being  famished  by  the  atonea  of  the  Bastille.  The  piers 
are  in  the  form  of  half-colnmna,  and  were  adonied  with  statnes 
(now  Bt  Versailles,  aee  p.  363).

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Place  da  Oinoiiael  and  the  centi&l  btsin  ue  of  liter  origin,  Tin 
gTeater  part  of  the  Jardin  des  Toilerleg  is  almya  open;  but  ths 
leservsdportioii  clnsesbetveen  6  and  11  p.m.,  acoording  to  Che  eeseon, 
the  Bignal  being  given  by  a  drum.  On  each  side  the  garden  is  encloaed 
by  terraces.  That  on  the  [4.,  called  the  Ttrratst  da  FeuOtantt, 
derives  Its  name  from  ■  monaster;  ot  the  Fenlllant  Order  (lefOmied 
Cistetdans),  dUgnlved  in  1791.  Jn  Jnly  of  Mie  iame  year  it  vraa  tlie 
meetlrig-placo  of  the  club  of  the  moderate  party  ('Les  Feuillanta'), 
led  by  Lameth,  Lafayette,  etc.,  In  oppoaition  to  the  coore  violent 
Jacebina  (Manege,  aee  p.  67].  The  apace  at  the  end  of  thia  terrace 
ia  known  ag  the  '  Jeu  de  Paume',  the  game  whence  it  derives  ite  name 
being  still  played  here.  The  monastery  of  the  Capuchins  was  situ- 
ated to  the  W.  of  the  pieaent  Bue  CastiglioQe.  —  On  the  S.  is  the 
Terrasse  du  Bord  dc  I'Eau,  with  the  Orangcrie,  near  which,  on  the 
S.E.  towaida  tiie  Seine,  is  a  Sne  bronite  gionp  of  a  lion  and  serpent, 
by  Barye. 

Not  far  from  the  entrance  to  the  garden  la  an  octagonal  baain. 
300  yds.  in  ciranmference ,  with  a  fountain  In  tlie  centre,  where 
ohildieu  sail  email  boata.  On  the  W.  aide  are  marble  atatnet  of  the 
fonr  aeasoni.

In  the  middle  of  (he  garden  is  a  grove  of  fine  trees,  where  a 
military  band  plays  in  summer  on  Sun.,  Tnes.,  and  Tbori.  frontits 

6  or  from  5  tu  6  (chair  15  c,  arm-chair  20  c.]-  On  the  N.,  near  tb* 
Terrasse  des  Feuillanta,  are  aevera!  bronze  groups:  Herunies  sub- 
duing the  Hydra,  by  Bijtio;  and  by  the  flight  of  sCepa  opposite  the 
Bue  CaatigUone,  two  groups  of  animBla,  by  Cain.  —  Under  tha 
trees,  on  eaeh  side  of  the  broad  walk,  are  the  Carrii  d'Atalante  oi 
Jardin  de  Bobtipierrr,  embellished  with  marble  hemicyclea,  eon- 
itrncted  in  1793  for  the  accommodation  of  the  conncll  of  old  men 
■who  were  to  preside  over  the  floral  gamea  in  the  month  of  GMmln^

and  aaimals  in  hconze  by  Cain.  —  The  £.  porlion  of  the  garden 
also  contains  Bculptnres;  'Quand-mfime',  by  MercW  (1883),  rapie- 
eenting  an  Alsitfan  Tram&n  seizing  the  gnn  of  a  dying  Boldier,  sym- 
bolic of  the  defence  of  Belfort  in  the  Franco-Gecmaa  war.  On  each 
Bide  of  the  broad  walk,  Qanymede,  by  Barihilemyi  Eve  after  the 
Fall,  by  Dflapl/muhe;  Flora,  by  Boldi-Colbtrt  (1903),  etc, 

TLb  E.  annexe  of  the  gaiden,  beyond  the  Rue  des  Tuileri^s,  ■ 
Btieet  coDBtmcted  in  1878,  occaples  the  Bite  of  the  Paiaia  des  Tutttriei, 
vfalch  ^u  bnnied  by  the  Oommanards  in  1871.  Its  only  lemaiuB 
BIB  the  wings  which  connected  It  with  the  Lonvie.  Tliat  on  the 
side  neit  the  tiiet,  indndlng  the  Pavilion  dt  Flore,  waa  teatoiad  in 
1863-68  and  again  after  the  Bre  of  1871.  It  U  partly  occapied  by 
the  AffntoliM  de»  Colonia  (p.  68).  On  the  side  nest  the  quay  are 
excellent  aculpturea  by  Carpeaux.  The  right  wing,  in  the  Rue  de 
RlToli,  with  the  Pavilion  dt  Marian ,  was  rebuilt  In  1675-73,  and 
aince  1903  has  sccoounadated  the  Mns^e  des  Arts  D^coratlfs  (p.  170). 

Tba  PalaU  dti  TuiUrin  (comp.  tlie  FIbd,  p.  93),  fouodcd  by  Catherlno 
de  Mfdlclj,  iridDW  of  Benrl  II,  was  beean  In  ISSi,  beyond  the  citT-walla 
of  thkt  period.  It  derived  lU  nama  rrom  tbe  tile-kOn)  «hrilfri«;  that  oHg- 
loaUy  oeenpiad  Its  >!ts.  Tbe  BrtI  itcbitect  was  miiierl  Dtiorme,  wbo 
wu  anceceded  by  Jtaa  StiUant.  The  abcve-Bientiuned  pavlUoci  were 
■abaequently  Incorporated  with  it. 

Befora  the  B&TDlntiOD  the  palace  waa  only  occaAionally  oecnpied  by 
(he  Frenoh  (overeigiui  bal  It  wu  the  habiinal  realdence  of  Hapoleon  1., 
Lonls  SVm,  Charles  X,  Lunis  Philippe,  and  Napoleon  JLl.

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The  Ato  ia  Triomphe  dn  CanoQiel  (PI.  B,  IT;  II),  ichith  nov 
boands  the  garden  on  the  E.,  was  formerly  the  principal  entrance 
to  the  Tutleriea.  It  vas  erected  by  Fontaine  and  Pcrcicr  to  com- 
memoralB  the  -victories  won  bf  Napoleon  I,  in  1805.  It  is  an  iml- 
UtiOD  of  theAich  ofSeverna  at  Rome,  18  ft.  In  height  and  63>/i  ft. 
in  width  (Arch  of  Se<eraa  75  ft.  high  and  82  ft.  wide). 

Tba  arch  la  perfnralea  by  threo  anadss  ud  cmbeUlslied  with  Gorln- 
tbUn  columna  with  baaci  and  capitala  in  bronze  suppDTtlngaiarbla  ilalnei 
nprsisnting  (oldiera  of  tbe  empirs.  Ths  marble  relief]  on  lbs  Bidea 
repreient:  in  front,  on  tlis  right   the  BatllB  of  Auslerilti ;  on  the  left,  the 

of  It.  Uark'i  in  Venica,  but  Ibla  was  Tsplaced  in  1815  hj  a  QDiCKiaa 
deilened  bj>  BoHo:  Tiiumpb  of  tbe  Bsstonllon. 

The  open  space  between  the  Old  Loovre  and  the  Arc  de  Triomphs 
du  Catroaael  was  occupied  until  the  middle  of  the  mth  cenL  by  a 
labyrinth  of  narrow  streets.  Tbe  Plate  da  Corrounl  (PI.  R,  17,20;  JJ), 
on  the  E.  Bide  of  the  arcli,  was  then  a  small  si^uare,  which  deiived 
Its  name  fiom  a  kind  of  cqueEtilan  hall  gi^ea  here  hy  Lonia  XTT 
in  1662.  Louis  Philippe  began  the  remoial  of  the  houaea,  and  the 
work  of  demolition  was  completed  by  Napoleon  III.  to  make  roam 
for  the  constrDCtion  of  the  New  Louvre  (p.  93).  The  Placa,  levallod 
and  enlarged  under  the  latter  monarchy  retained  its  former  name. 

The  Hannment  of  Oambetta ,  opposite  the  arch,  coniisti  of  a 
lofty  Btene  pyramid  with  a  bronze  group  in  high  relief  represent' 
ing  Oambetta  (1838-82)  as  organiser  of  the  national  defence.  At 
the  sides  are  decorative  statues  representing  Truth  and  Strength, 
and  OD  the  top  is  Democracy  [a  maiden  seated  on  a  winged  lion). 
The  numerous  inscriptions  are  chiefly  passages  from  Qambetta'l 
political  speeches.  The  general  design  of  ihe  monument  is  by 
Boittau,  the  sculptures  by  Aube.  —  The  Utile  garden  immediately 
behind  is  to  be  embellished  with  scnlptnrea  eialting  the  arts  (by 
Segoffln,  Fsgel,  Landovakl,  Octobre,  and  others).  —  The  EijueitTlan 
Statue  of  Lafaytlte  (by  P.  W.  Bartlett),  which  stands  on  a  lofty 
pedestal  in  the  second  grass-plot  of  the  Carrousel  square,  is  a  gift 
from  the  sbildren  of  the  United  States.  Around  this  plot  are  to  be 
placed.  Etatnes  representing  Poetry,  Literature,  Music,  and  SoIeDce. 

In  the  PayiUon  Denon,  to  the  8.E.  ot  Gambetta's  monument,  Is 
the  entrance  to  the  Louvre  (see  p.  9&). 

Qttittlng  the  Place  hy  the  gates  ('guichots')  near  the  Pont  du 
Carroutel  (p.  293),  we  notice  the  fine  eiterior  facades  of  the  Louvre 
(see  p.  92).  —  Immediatoly  beyond  the  N.  gales  we  reach  the  Roe

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tality  TanqaisMng  Time),  by  Eieipon.  Behind  the  colonnade  is  a 
fideze  in  glass-mosaic,  representing  the  Great  Periods  of  Art,  by  O, 
Martiny  after  Ed,  Fowmiet,  The  cupola  of  the  vestibule  is  to  be 
painted  by  Btsnard.  In  this  palace  are  held  the  annual  exhibitions 
of  paintings  and  sculptures,  horse -shows,  motor- oar  and  cycle 
shows,  agricultural  exhibitions,  and  the  like. 

Near  the  Grand  Palais  Is  the  Champs- Ely sies  Station  of  the 
M^tropolitainfAppx.,  p.  29),  beyond  which,  to  the  left,  is  the  Palais 
de  Olaee  (p.  46).  —  On  the  other  side  of  the  ayenue  are  the  Pavilion 
de  tEhfsie  (p.  i7)  and  the  handsome  Thidtre  Marigny  (p.  41).  — 
On  the  grass-plot  to  the  right  of  the  Pavilion  de  I'Elys^e  is  a  marble 
Statue  of  Alphonse  Daudet  (1840-97),  the  novelist,  by  De  St.  Mar- 
ceaux,  erected  in  1902. 

The  park  oi  Carri  des  Champs-ElysSes  extends  as  far  as  the 
Bond'Point  de»  Ckamps-Elysies  (PI.  R,  15;  11)  y  a  circular  space 
adorned  with  beds  of  flowers  and  six  fountains,  situated  at  the  inter- 
section of  the  Avtnut  d'Antin  and  the  Avenues  Matignon  and 
Montaigne,  —  In  the  Avenue  Matignon  (to  the  right  of  the  Rond- 
Point)  is  the  house  (No.  3)  where  the  poet  Heine  died  in  1856,  with 
a  large  balcony  on  the  5th  floor,  where  he  often  sat.  —  The  Avenue 
Montaigne  leads  towards  the  Place  and  Pont  de  TAlma  (p.  225).  At 

the  S.  end  of  the  Avenue  d'Antin  is  the  Pont  des  luvalides  (p.  225). 
In  the  opposite  direction  (N.)  the  Avenue  d'Antin  extends  to  St.  Philippe- 
du-RouU  (PI.  B,  15*,  77),  a  basilica  in  the  classic  style,  built  in  1769-1784 
from  designs  by  Ghalgrin.  The  cupola  is  decorated  with  a  Descent  from 
the  Gross,  by  Chass^riau. 

Farther  on,  to  the  left  of  the  Champs-Elys^es,  extends  the  mod- 
ern QuaHier  Marheuf  (M^tro  Stat.,  Appx. ,  p.  29),  consisting  of 
handsome  private  residences.  Then,  on  the  left  side  of  the  Avenue, 
is  the  vast  Elytie  Palace  Hotel  (p.  3),  just  beyond  the  Avenue  de 
VAlma  Station  of  the  M^tropolitain. 

The  Place  de  VEtoile  (PI.  B,  12 ;  2),  so  named  from  the  star 
formed  by  the  twelve  different  boulevards  or  avenues  which  radiate 
from  it  (see  p.  76),  occupies  a  slight  eminence,  formerly  known  as 
the  Montague  du  Roule.   In  the  centre  rises  the  —

!■  bnilt  In  the  styla  of  a  Romaii  temple.  It  wbb  began  In  1806,  on 
Ihe  fbnndatloni  of  a  choreh  of  the  18th  cent.,  by  Napoleon  I.,  who 
Intended  it  for  a  'Temple  of  Qlocy',  The  arehltect  was  P.  Yignon. 
Louie  XVUI  deeired  to  make  it  an  expiatory  ebnrch  with  monuments 
to  Lonia  XTI  and  Marie  Antoinette.  It  wu  flnlihed  in  1642,  from 
ieaigna  by  Hurt.

The  "Qronda  Bonlerarda,  or  BouUvardi  InUriatTs,  oiei  30  yds. 
til  width  at  places,  e:itend  in  a  semicircle  lonnd  the  old  towD,  from 
the  Madeleine  to  the  Place  de  la  Baatllle,  and  owe  their  origin  to 
the  embelltehment  of  the  cit;  nnderlaken  by  Louis  XJV.  The 
name,  which  recalls  the  'bulwarks',  oi  tortifl cations,  that  surroanded 
th  e  city  in  tUe  middle  ages,  recurs  In  the  'BnDlevarde  ExtiFiieiirs' 
thi-t  encircled  the  capital  ontil  1860,  and  In  the  'Boulevards  d'En- 
ceinte'  (encloanre)  which  skirt  the  fortiflcMiona  in  the  interior  of  the 
city.  Since  1852  the  name  has  been  applied  to  numbers  of  thoioagh- 
fares  which  have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  'bulwarks'.  Tbe  'Great 
Bouletards',  commonly  known  par  exetllenee  as  Tie  BoiiioTards", 
constitute  the  cenb^  of  Paris  liTe.  A  walk  from  the  Madeleine  to  the 
Plaoe  de  la  Kitpubliiine  at  about  four  o'clock  in  tba  afternoon  will 
afford  the  strnnger  an  admirable  Insight  into  the  general  obaraetet  of 
Paris.  The  pavemenla  are  then  crowded  with  passengers,  -whllo 
elegant  carriages,  motor-cars,  cabs,  and  omnibuses  throng  the  load' 
way.  The  top  of  an  omnibus  (Madeleine -Baatllle  line)  will  afford  a 
pleaaant  rest  in  case  of  need. 

Many  of  the  boulevards,  as  well  asBomeottheavBDQes  and  other 
piinclpal  streets,  are  paved  with  wood.  Tbe  side-walks  f oi  f oot 
passengers  are  of  asphalt  and  flanked  with  trees.  'When  a  tree  dlei, 
as  froquenlly  happens,  the  gap  is  sppedily  filled  by  a  full-grown 
BDb»titnte.  Outside  the  caf^s  and  brasseries  ate  rows  of  ebait*  and 
lUtle  tables.  Public  benches  are  placed  at  intervals  along  the  pave- 
ment, bIbo  cliairs  at  10  c,  while  there  Is  a  constant  suocesBlon  Dl 
newspaper  and  flower  klosqnes,  advertislng-colnmns,  etc.  At  sevenl 
of  the  crossings  'refuges'  have  been  erected  for  pedeatrlans^  ani 
;lis  police  arrest  the  traffic  fiom  time  to  time. 
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The  Boolerud  de  la  Kkdeleine  (PL  R,  18;  II),  the  fliat  of  tlie 
leries,  U  »lea  one  of  the  ahoTt«it  (240  yd*,).  In  ihe  Rne  de  Size, 
Ko.  8  (r.),  which  diveigee  bom  It  to  the  left,  ii  ihe  QaUrU  Qeorga 
PtUi  (p.  441. 

Tbe  boniu  at  (be  J!.S.  antm  of  the  fine  Cinmartia  Md  the  BouU 
des  CapiLCliieB  mte  admlrabU  apedmeni  of  tbe  early  Empire  ftrcblifcture. 
Tbaj  form  a  rBouunt  at  tbt  Xvi  Baue-du-SimpaTi,  laid  ont  opon  Ha  w»U 
of  tbe  old  maal  at  Ibe  baeinning  nf  tbe  IHb  centurT. 

The -^DiLlevatd  deg  Capnoinsa  [PI.  R,  18,  21;  11),  which  comes 
next,  extends  toleyond  the  Place  del'Opfia.  On  the  left,  [&rtheTon, 
the  Cafi  de  la  Pals  and  the  Otand-Htul  [p.  S). 

Tbs  Tuos  SB  L'OrtioA  (Fl.  R,  18;  7/),  which  1b  Intersected  \y 
the  BoaleTard  des  Capndnes,  Is  one  of  the  flneet  In  Puis.  Five 
biMd  stieets  radiate  from  It.  To  tbe  S.  mn  the  But  dt  la  Paix  [on 
the  right)  with  the  TendSme  Column  in  the  hackgtoiiDd  fp.  86); 
ibe  Avenue  dt  rOp/ra(p.88i  Inthecentte),  with  the  CewfaJIfiiHaire 
at  the  acute  angle  which  It  forma  with  the  Rue  de  la  Palx;  and  the 
Bue  du  QtmtTt-SepttnJire  (on  the  left;  M^tro  Stat,),  leading  to  the 
Bonrae  (p.  208).  To  tbe  N.,  on  the  right  and  left  of  the  Opera,  are 
the  But  Bativy  and  the  But  Atibtr,  the  latter  leading  to  the  Qsre 
St.  Lazare  (p.  313).  The  Bue  Bovdreau,  to  the  left  of  theRueAuber, 
leads  to  the  smail  Square  de  I'OpSra,  adorned  with  a  Pegasna  by 
FatguUrt.

In  Ihe  ecnbe  of  tba  Plate  da  I'Op^ra  ii  a  itatlon  of  the  Uitrtptlitola

vti,  Idnu  S,  7,  and  S  (the  two  )aat  still  unanlibed);  lee  Appi.,  p.  29. 

The  ■Open  Hooie  (PI.  B,  18;  J/),  a  anrnptnoaa  edifice  bearing 
the  Inscription  ^Aeadirait  Natitinale  dt  JtftMlguc'  designed  by  Clua. 
Qamitr,  waa  begnn  in  1861  and  completed  in  1874.  It  !b  the  largest 
theatre  in  the  world,  ooreiing  an  area  of  13,596  aq.  ydg.  (nearly 
thiee  acTea);  hnt  It  contains  aeats  lor  21&6  persons  only  (La  Scsla 
at  MUaD,  9600).  No  adequate  idea  of  its  vast  dimensions  can  be 
ohttlnBd  without  walking  roond  the  exterior,  or  viewing  It  [mm 
■ome  elevated  posttion.  The  site  alone  coat  420,O0Ol.  and  the  coat 
of  tmlldlDg  amounted  to  1,460,0001.  There  la  hardly  &  va.Tlet^  ^ 
mtcble  or  costly  itooe  that  has  not  been  used  in  its  constracUon.

Id  the  centre  of  the  baild 
lisea  a  low  dome  (visible  from  a  distance  only),  and  behind  it  a  h 
triangular  pediment,  above  the  Btage,  crowned  witt  an  Apollo  t 
a  golden  lyre,  by  A.  JUilUI,  and  flanked  with  two  Pegaai  by  . 
qutMt.  —  There  ie  also  a  piiillon  inthecentreaf  eachaf  tbeLAiBi 
FAOA.DBB,  that  on  the  left  side  ['Payillon  d'llonneur'}  haviag  a  don 
carriage-approach.

The  'Fona  on  Fublio,  one  i^  tbo  moit  striking  festnies  ot  the 
Opera  Home,  U  entered  by  the  'Aiint'Foyei',  the  vanltlng  of 
vhioh  it  adorned  with  molalci  dealgned  by  Cuncn,  and  executed 
by  SalTiati,  leprMentlng  Diana  and  Endymion,  Orphene  and  Eury- 
diee.  Anion  and  Cephalos,  and  Fiyche  and  Heionry.  The  foyer  itaelf 
U  175  ft.  long,  42  ft.  wide,  and  59  ft.  In  height  Five  windows  and 
two  doors  lead  ftom  the  foyer  to  the  loggia  [ylewj.  Opposite  the 
wlndowB  are  huge  mirrort,  23  ft.  high,  separated  by  twenty  colomnt 
bearing  statnes  emblematieal  ot  the  qnalltiei  required  by  an  artist.

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The  Boidevard  FoiMonni^re  (PI.  B,  21,  24;  III)  owes  its  name 
to  the  Rne  Poissonnidie,  through  which  most  of  the  fish  was  formerly 
brought  to  the  market  At  Nos.  2-6  are  the  offlces  of  the  Jlfotif^ 
where  photographs  of  personage^  of  the  day  are  always  on  view. 
Farther  on,  to  the  left  of  the  Boulevard,  diverges  the  small  Bue 
de  Bougemontj  at  the  end  of  which  is  seen  the  Comptoir  National 
d^Etcompte  (p.  69),  rebuilt  in  1883,  with  a  facade  surmounted  by 
a  dome.  At  the  end  of  the  Boulevard  are  the  Rue  Poissonnihre  and 
But  du  Faubourg'Poissonnihfej  on  the  right  and  left. 

In  Ihe  Bue  da  Fauboui^  -  Poiwonnifere,  "So.  15,  ia  the  Oonaerv«toir« 
de  Xusique  et  de  Declamation  (PI.  B,  21,  24 ;  ///),  which  stands  on  the 
site  of  the  old  Acad^mie  Royale  de  Musique,  founded  in  1795,  and  exists 
for  the  purpose  of  training  singers  and  actors  fbr  the  national  stage.  It 
has  a  teaching -staff  of  81  and  aboat  700  pupils.  Pupils  are  admitted  by 
competition  and  receive  their  training  gratuitously.  Winners  of  the  Grand 
Prix  are  awarded  an  annual  allowance  of  3000  fr.  for  four  years,  during 
which  they  visit  Italy  and  Germany  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  them- 
selves in  their  art.  The  Conservatoire,  which  is  now  under  the  management 
of  Qdbriel  Faure^  has  been  at  various  times  presided  over  by  Cherubini 
aiW-lSOi),  Auber  (1842-70),  Ambroise  Thomas  (1871-9d),  and  Theodore  Du- 
bois  (1897-19U5).  —  Concerts,  see  p.  43. 

The  Conservatoire  possesses  a  valuable  CoUe«(iono/JftMica2/*u</t0n«f)<«, 
open  on  Mon.  and  Thurs.,  12-4  (closed  from  mid -July  to  the  1st  Mon.  in 
Oct).  It  contains  numerous  instruments  remarkable  either  as  works  of 
art  or  for  their  historical  associations.  —  There  is  also  a  Mfuical  Library^ 
the  most  important  of  its  kind  in  existence  (open  10-4,  closed  Sun.  and 
holidays). 

A  little  farther  on,  at  the  comer  of  the  Bue  Ste.  C^oile  and  the  Rue 
dm  Conservatoire,  is  the  church  of  8t.  Xug&ne  (PI.  B,  21,24;  ///),  a  Gothic 
edUlce,  huilt  in  1854-55  from  the  designs  of  L.  A.  Boileau.  The  interior 
il  supported  by  cast-iron  columns. 

The  Boulevard  Poissonni^re  is  succeeded  by  the  Boulevard 
BoB&e-Kouvelle  (PI.  R,  24;  III),  On  the  left  are  the  Thi6Are  du 
Ov^nncLU  (p.  39),  the  iSue  d^HauteviUe  (at  the  end  of  whioh  is  seen 
tke  church  of  St.yincent-de-Pau],  p.  210),  and  the  ^grand  magasin^ 
of  La  Minaglre  (p.  48). 

A  few  paces  to  the  right  of  the  houlevard,  in  the  Rue  de  la  Lune,  is 
Kib*-Dame-de-Bonne-NottveUe  (PI.  B,  24-,  ///),  a  church  built  in  1624  on 
^  site  of  the  Chapel  of  Ste.  Barbe,  which  was  destroyed  during  the  si^e 
of  Paris  by  Henri  IV  (1593)  and  reconstructed  in  1823-30.  It  contains 
ihindsome  marble  group  in  high-relief  by  Ch.  Desvergnes,  representing 
^  Kemory  of  the  Dead  (in  the  first  chapel  on  the  right).  The  large  chapel 
^fhe  Virf^,  to  the  left  of  the  nave,  is  painted  in  fresco  by  Aug.  Uesse. 
'Htt  other  paintings  are  by  Schnetz,  Alaux,  and  A.  de  Pujol.  —  The  sbop 
of  the  Brioche  de  la  Lune  in  this  street  is  noted  for  its  ^brioches'.  —  Andr^ 
<«<aier  the  poet  (1762-9i)  Uved  at  No.  97  in  the  Bue  de  Cl^ry  (inscription), 
*Ueh  erosses  the  Bue  Poissonni^re  (see  above). 

I  The  Boulevard  St.  Denis  (PI.  R,  24 ;  I/i),  which  comes  next, 
^the  Bue  du  Faubourg-St-Denis  on  the  left,  and  the  Rue  St.  Denis^ 
*Qe  of  the  oldest  streets  in  Paris,  on  the  right. 
^1  The  Porta  St.  Denis,  between  the  two  last-named  streets,  is  a 
^1  tdunpii^  aroh,  erected  after  1673,  from  designs  by  Fr.  BUmdel,  to 
Id  BHiunemorate  the  Tlctories  of  Louis  XIY  in  Holland  and  the  district 
^^  tf  the  Lower  Rhine.  It  is  81  ft.  high  and  has  a  single  archway. 
*'    ^e  piers  are  adorned  on  both  sides  with  obelisks  in  relief  c^^xet^^ 
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with.  militUT  trophiea.  At  the  baeeB  of  the  oheliska  on  the  front  mn 
lepieeeated,  on  the  left,  luiqaiihed  Bit&Tis  (Holluid),  uid  on  the 
right  the  liver-god  of  the  Rhine.  The  lellef  nboTe  the  >Tch  on  the 
«Mne  aids  repre3enla  the  Piaiage  of  the  Rhine  by  Lnuia  XIV  In 
1672;  the  relief  on  the  other  side,  the  Capture  of  Maaatricht  (1673). 
The  scolptorea,  designed  by  Girardon  and  eiecntcd  by  the  brother! 
Anjruier,  were  almost  entirely  remodelled  Id  1886-87. 

The  huidsomo  streets  which  diverge  a  little  farther  oti  to  the  left 
and  right  are  tba  BouUvardi  de  SlraibouT^  and  dt  Sibaitopol  (eee 
p.  208).  The  Oare  de  I'Est  (p.  209]  ia  visible  at  the  end  of  the 
foimer.  Beyond  ibe  end  of  the  Boulevard  de  Sibaslopol  rises  the 
dome  of  the  Tribanal  de  Commerue  (p.  2G4), 

We  neit  reach  the  Boidevard  Bt.  lUrtln  [Pi.  R,  27,  24i  HI). 
The  eaniage-way  was  lowered  in  1845,  to  facilitate  traf&o,  vhile 
the  foot-pavements  retain  their  oiiginal  height.  Several  thettres 
(tee  p.  36]  are  aitnited  on  the  left  side  of  this  boulevard,  vfs.  th« 
ThiStn  dt  la  Renaiiiana  (p.  40),  the  ThiStn  de  la  ForU  Bl.  Mam» 
(p,  39),  burriEd  by  (he  Communarda  but  rebuilt  in  1873,  the  Ambigu 
and  the  foliei  Dramatiqtiei  (p.  40;  the  laat  in  the  Rue  de  Bandy). 

The  Porte  Bt.  JCwtln  (PI.  K,  21;  f«),  a  triumphal  arch,  via 
three  openings,  57  ft.  in  height,  designed  by  Pitrre  SuUet,  yrti 
erected  by  the  city  in  honour  of  Louis  XIV  after  1675.  The  reliefs, 
on  the  S.  Bide  by  Lc  Songn  and  Legroi  the  EUUt  and  on  the  N.  side 
by  M.  Dc^arditu  and  0.  Afarfij,  represent  the  Capture  of  Besan^on, 
the  Capture  ot  Liinhurg,  and  the  defeat  of  the  Germans,  Spaniards, 
and  Dnti:h. 

A  Utile  to  the  S.,  ia  tbc  Rue  SL  Karlin,  Is  Ibe  Ccmirtnlolrt  di,  ArU 
1  XUitrt  (p.  197). 

TbE  Ibirla  af  the  10th  ArTDndiiiement  ITl.  K,  31  <.  Ill)  with  Iti  eon- 
■plcuooa  towu,  in  the  Hue  du  Faubourg-St-Kutia,  abost  SOOida,  tram 
IbB  Forte,  19  a  taalernl  structure  of  1893-9B,  duined  by  £.  Sauftr  tu  a 
RcnBiMancs  strle  not  unUke  that  of  the  Hotel  de  Ville.  Id  the  interior 
(ba  Btaiccue  aod  the  gallery  In  three  atoriei  may  be  mentioned.  The  SaUa 
del  FStes,  on  tbe  Bnt  floor,  lo  the  back,  containi  a  large  hleh.reller  bf 
Daloo,  rBprBSeDliDg  the  hrolhertauod  of  cationB. 

The  Boulevard  St.  Martin  terminates  In  the  Fl&ee  da  la  S4- 
pnblique,  formerly  called  Oi&Place  cfu  Chdleati-d^Eau(_P].  R,  27;  III), 
This  handaome  square  occupies  the  site  of  an  ancient  bastfon  be- 
longing to  the  fortiflcationa  removed  by  Looia  XIV,  but  did  not 
receive  its  pietent  regular  shape  nntU  1880.  —  On  the  N.K  aid«  il 
the  CmsmcduOiiitenu,  formerly  called  the  Caserne  duPrinceEngine 
(1868),  a  harraci  construiited  by  Napoleon  III.  to  command  the  boulfr- 
vdida.  Near  it  is  the  H6ltl  Modrme  (p.  9).  —  The  centre  is  embel- 
liehed  with  a  broniio  Statub  of  xqe  Bjipublic,  by  the  brothers 
Morice,  erected  to  1883,  which  is  32  ft.  high  to  the  top  of  the 
olite-biancb.  The  stone  pedeatal,  50  ft.  In  height,  ia  aurroonded 
*llh  aeated  hronxe  figures  of  Liberty,  Bqnallty,  and  FtateiDitjr,  and 
adorned  with  twelve  bas-reliefs  in  bronze,  by  Daloa:  Taking  the  oath 
In  the  Jeu  de  Paume;  Capture  ot  the  Bastille;  RannnnUtha  al 
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privUegn;  F«8tlT«I  of  the  FedsntioD;  Abolition  of  the  mouueliy 
Mid  proelBiDBtloii  of  tlie  lepnbllc;  Battia  of  T&lmy;  TolantMtt 
flDTolUng;  Combkt  of  the  'Tengenr';  Regomptlon  of  the  trloolorln 
iSaO;  Provision*!  goreramBnt  of  1848;  Septambei:  ith,  1870j 
Natioiul  Ffte,  Jnlf  14th,  1880.

It  wu  at  one  time 
the  fafhionable  promenade  at  the  cltizene,  when  the  ceotre  of  PaTla 
lay  more  to  the  E.  than  at  present,  and  contained  nnmeTona  theatres 
(wmp,  the  Tie™  In  the  MnsSe  OamaTalet,  p.  190),  —  The  IKWi»« 
Oejaxtt  (p.  41),  at  No.  41,  wai  bnUt  In  1861 

The  Boulavud  dai  FiUes-dit-CiJvftire  (PI-  K>  26 ;  III],  irhlch 
comei  next,  derlTeg  ita  name  from  an  ancient  nanaery  (1633-1700), 
At  Its  y.  end,  to  the  left,  la  the  Cirgue  d'Bher  (p.  43). 

Tbe  Bonlerard  Baanmarehsis  (PI.  R,  26 ;  III,  F),  named  after 
Otxon  deBeanm  arch  ale  (1732'99],  the  aathoT,  who  owned  a  consider- 
able part  of  the  E.  side  of  the  street,  the  last  of  the  Great  Bonleiarda, 
la  also  the  longest  (320  yds.).

The  Plare  Vendfime  lies  sTiont  midway  between  Iho  W.  bonie- 
lards  and  tho  Bne  de  KiToll  {p.  90].  It  fa  rearlied  from  the  Plwe 
de  I'Op^ta  by  the  broad  Rue  db  la  Paix  (Pi.  S,  18;  11),  which,  prior 
to  1814,  wts  called  tbe  Rno  Napoleon  and  bus  long  been  famana  for 
its  JBWcllera'  shops  and  great  rtteEsniaking  establiehmentB. 

The  bnildinga  in  the  Flaos  Tendtme  (PI.  R,  16 ;  II)  wero  partly 
Donstrncted  b;  J.  Hardouin-Uamart  (170S).  Tho  PUce  vu  then 
embellished  with  in  eqaestiian  stitne  of  Louis  XIV  b;  Gliudan, 
and  WHS  kiio'wn  as  the  Plare  Louis -le-Qt&nd.  Tbia  statne  wu 
repUred  at  the  ReTolntion  by  a  etatne  of  Liberty,  and  the  name  gf 
the  sqaara  changed  to  Place  dee  Piques.  In  1800  Che  election  of  a 
colnmii  in  momory  of  the  soldiers  who  (ell  in  the  first  cacnpaignB  of 
the  Republic  was  contemplated,  hut  in  1806  the  Senate  decided  for 
the  present  column  in  honour  of  Napoleon  I.  The  Place  owes  its 
name,  which  never  fell  entirely  out  of  ubo,  to  a  palace  erected  heia 
by  Henri  IT  for  his  son,  the  Due  de  Vendfime.  In  the  centre  rlBoa 
the  — 

Ooloime  TendCme,  an  imitation  of  Trajan's  column  at  Borne, 
142  ft.  in  height  and  13  ft.  in  diameter.  It  nas  designed  by 
Oondouin  and  Lepin,  ita  erection  being  supervised  by  Denon,  The 
column  is  conBtrnoted  of  maaoniy,  encmsted  with  plates  of  broniB 
(^designed  by  BtTgeTet)  forming  a  spiral  band  nearly  300  yds.  in 
length ,  on  which  are  represented  memorable  scenes  of  tbe  eam- 
paign  of  1805,  from  tbe  breaking  up  of  the  camp  at  Boulogne  down 
to  the  Battle  of  AoBteiilti.  The  flgntes  are  3  ft.  in  height  and 
many  of  them  are  portraits  (reduced  model  at  tbe  Mint,  see  p.  291). 
The  metal  was  obtained  by  melting  down  1200  Russian  and  Ansttian 
cannons.  At  the  top  Is  a  statue  of  Napoleon  in  his  imperial  robet, 
after  Chaudet.    VlsltoTB  are  no  longer  permitted  to  ascend.

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the  Tuileries.  Seeolariaed  in  1798,  it  waa  conyerted  into  the  barracks  of 
the  'Cent-SuisBes*.  —  Farther  on.  Ifo.  398,  ia  the  house  of  the  carpenter 
Duplay,  where  Robespierre  lodged ;  the  last  two  windows  of  the  entresol, 
on  the  left  at  the  end  of  the  dark  liUle  court,  are  those  of  Bobespierre's 
apartment.  At  No.  271,  at  the  corner  of  the  Bue  St.  Florentin,  is  the  an- 
cient tavern  of  the  ^Saint  Esprit*,  famous  under  the  Be  volution,  with  a 
fine  wrought  iron  grille  on  which  is  a  representation  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Retracing  our  steps,  we  notice  on  the  left  a  series  of  old  houses  tastefully 
decorated  (specially  ITos.  S66  and  802).  On  the  right,  "So.  231,  the  former 
noyitiate-eonvent  of  the  FeuiUants  (p.  68),  with  a  pediment  on  the  fagade. 

St.  Boeh  (PI.  R,  18;  11)^  in  the  E.  part  of  the  Rue  St.  Honors, 
erected  in  1653-1740,  is  the  floest  religions  edifice  in  the  haroqne 
style  in  Paris.  It  was  hnUt  from  designs  hy  Jacques  Lemerciefj  but 
the  facade,  with  its  two  rows  of  Doric  and  Oorinthian  columns,  was 
designed  by  Bohert  de  Cotte  and  executed  by  his  son  Jules  de  CoiU, 

IxnrxBiOB.  The  vault  over  the  nave  is  of  remarkable  width.  On  the 
pillar  to  the  left  of  the  main  portal  is  a  medallion  of  ComeUle  (d.  1684), 
and  near  it  is  a  tablet  in  memory  of  Diderot  (d.  1784),  both  of  whom  are 
buried  in  the  church.  The  chapels  of  the  aisles  were  decorated  in  the 
early  part  of  the  19th  cent,  with  frescoes,  now  faded  and  visible  only 
in  bright  weather.  The  subjects  of  the  paintings  are  indicated  by  the 
names  of  the  chapels;  vit.^  on  the  left,  Chapelle  des  Fonts,  St.  Nicolas, 
de  la  Compassion,  Ste.  Suzanne,  St.  Denis,  St.  Vincent-de-Paul,  St.  Joseph, 
St.  Francois  Xavier,  and  St.  Carlo  Borromeo;  on  the  right,  as  we  return, 
Chapelle  Ste.  Madeleine,  Ste.  Catherine,  Ste.  Th^r^e,  Ste.  Clotilde,  Ste. 
Oanevifeve,  of  the  Apostles,  St.  Stephen,  and  Chapelle  des  Monuments.  In 
ihe  lit  ehapel  to  the  left:  Baptism  of  Christ,  a  group  in  marble,  by 
L«moine,  —  ii\k  Chapel :  Monument  of  the  Ahbi  de  VEpie  (1712-1789),  founder 
of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum  (p.  330),  by  PriavU. 

The  chapels  of  the  ambulatory  contain  lai^e  reliefs  by  Deeeine,  represent- 
ing scenes  from  the  histor7  of  the  Passion.    In  the  Lady  Chapel  (behind 
the  high-altar),  added  in  1783  but  afterwards  altered :  ^Nativity,  a  group  in 
marble  by  MicJtel  AngvUr,  —  In  the  Chapelle  du  Calvaire  (door  on  the  left) : 
the  Orueifizion,  by  Dvutigneur^  Christ  on  the  Cross,  by  M^h.  Anguier^  with 
a  Mi^idalen  by  Lemoine  (bearing  the  features  of  the  daughter  of  the  painter 
lOgnard,  from  whose  monument  it  was  taken) ,  and  the  Entombment,  by 
Dmeine, — In  the  last  chapel  but  one,  as  we  return  towards  the  entrance:  Mon- 
ument of  Charles  II  de  Cr^quy,  Governor  of  Paris  (d.  1687),  by  Coyeevox.  — 
Last  ehapel:  Monuments  of  Marshal  Fr.  de  Cr^quy  (d.  1637),  of  Cardinal 
Dubois  (d.  1729).  by  GuUl.  CotuUm,  and  of  Comte  d'Harcourt,  Henri  de 
Lorraine  (d.  16o6),  by  Renard;  busts  of  Mignard  (d.  1696),  by  Deejardint^ 
and  of  the  landscape-gardener  Le  l^otre  (d.  1700),  by  Coytevox;  monument 
of  the  astronomer  Maupertuis  (d.  1759),  by  d*Huet^  etc.  —  St.  Boeh  is  note^ 
for  its  musie  (10  a.m.  on  Sun.).

It 
it  embelUshed  with  ecnlptulea,  vis.,  from  S.  to  N.,  Status  of  Camille 
Deimonlltu  (see  above),  by  Bovtrie  (1905);  Eurydice  bitten  by  ■ 
lerpent,  by  Nanteuit ;  Mercury,  by  Cvgnal;  Snake  Charmer,  by  Tbtt- 
iaTd;  Boy  Btruggling  with  goat,  by  Lemoine;  the  Vereaillea  Diana, 
after  the  antlqae;  and  a  Youth  bathing,  b;  Etptreitux.  Up  to  the 
time  of  the  second  Empire  a  constant  atreani  of  people  coming  or 
going  from  the  Oittf  (p.  259)  to  the  W.  bonlevards  passed  through  the 
garden,  which  was  surronnded  with  large  cat£B  and  handsome  shops, 
i  few  Jewellers'  and  similar  shops,  in  the  QaUrit  de  Taioii  and  ike 
Salerie  de  Btanjolaii  on  the  E.  and  N.,  are  still  dimly  reminiscent 
<r  the  past,  but  oren  among  these  are  some  'to  let'.  The  Cafis  are

The  Flaoe  dn  FnlaU-Boyal  (Tl.  B,  21 ;  //) ,  which  ticei  the 
S.  fstade  of  the  Falsia,  InTsriably  presenta  an  animated  scene,  prin- 
eipally  oTfing  to  the  nnmberB  of  omnlbusei  which  traroraa  it,  Almoat 
in  the  centre  ia  e  station  of  tbe  Mitropalilain  (see  Appx.,  p.  29), 
On  tlie  W.  Bide  are  the  Grand- HUel  du  Louvre  [p.  4),  to  the  E. 
ere  Che  Grand)  JlfuyaiiTM  du  Louvre  (p.  48),  and  to  the  S.,  on  tha 
farther  aide  of  the  Rue  de  Kivoll,  is  the  Idiniitry  of  finance,  occnpy- 
iiig  a  portion  of  the  New  Loavro  (p.  93). 

The  'Ene  de  HiroU  (P!.  R,  18,  30,  23;  //,  UI,  V),  one  of  the 
main  arteriea  of  Paria,  wsa  began  in  1802,  and  woe  so  named  in 
honour  of  Bonaparte's  victory  over  the  Anstriana  at  RiToU  in  i797. 
It  was  not  i^ompleted  nntll  1866,  under  Napoleon  HI.  Begirmlnp  at 
the  Plane  de  la  Ooncotde  it  inne  to  the  E.,  paiallel  with  tbe  Belne, 
as  far  a>  the  Rne  St.  Antoine,  which  connects  It  with  tbe  Place  de 
la  Baattlle.  The  iiouses  in  the  W.  portion  of  tbe  street  (as  far  aa  the 
Lonvre)  are  all  modelled  on  the  Einie  lines,  i.e.  with  an  atcaded 
gallery  below  and  balconlea  on  tbe  upper  atories.  ' 

Following  tbe  Rne  de  Rivoli  to  the  E.  from  the  Palaia-Royal,  wo 
obaeive  on  tbe  right,  beyond  the  Finance  Ministry,  the  N.  fa^de  of 
the  Vieux  Louvre  (aee  aleo  the  hiatorlc  plan,  p,  93).  To  the  left, 
farther  on,  and  partly  concealed  by  tha  areades,  la  the  Temple  i 
de  t'Oratoire,  t  chnich  erected  by  the  priests  of  the  OratolTe  in 
1621-30,  bnC  now  nsed  as  a  Protestant  place  of  worship  (p.  bT). 
A  etatae  of  Admiral  Coligny,  one  of  tbe  lictima  of  the  Night  of 
St.  Bartholomew  (p.  173),  by  Crank,  was  erected  here  in  1889;  It 
represents  the  admlial  between  Fatherland  and  Religion.  Ths 
fa(;ada  of  this  chnrch  ia  in  the  Rne  St.  Honortf  [p.  87;  No.  145),  oa 
the  site  of  the  fonnec  Hfitd  da  Boaoliage,  where  Jean  Cbilel  made 
an  anempt  on  the  life  of  Henri  IV.

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Colossal  bust  of  Maeeenaa,  —  *1207.  Roman  Orator  as  Mercury, 
formerly  called  Oermanicas  or  Julias  Caesar.  It  bears  the  name  of 
the  sculptor  Cleomenes  of  Athens  (on  the  tortoise  at  the  foot)  and 
dates  from  the  reyiyai  of  Greek  art  under  the  early  Roman  emperors.  — 
1208.  Bust  otAgrippa;  1209.  Colossal  boat  of  BomOj  with  Romulus 
and  Remus  on  the  sides  of  the  helmet,  each  suckled  by  a  she-wolf. 
In  the  middle  of  the  end-wall,  in  a  niche,  *1212.  Statue  of  Augustus, 
with  finely  executed  draperies;  in  front,  1210,  1211.  Tvjo  Young 
Romans  with  the  Bulla  (a  gold  medallion  worn  by  young  patricians). 
Along  the  sides  of  the  hall,  Staines  and  busts  of  the  Julian  emperors 
and  empresses ;  some  of  the  female  heads  are  executed  with  great 
delicacy.  —  This  room  was  decorated  in  the  reign  of  Napoleon  III. ; 
ceiling  by  Matout  (Assembly  of  the  Gods). 

We  now  return  to  the  Rotonde  (p.  97) ,  whence  we  enter  the 
other  rooms  to  the  right. 

The  *Salls  G&BcaiTE,  or  Salle  de  Phidias  (Xn),  contains  works 
of  the  cnlminating  period  of  Greek  plastic  art  and  of  that  immediately 
before  and  after  it  (5th  cent.  B.C.).  Everything  here  is  worthy  of 
careful  inspection,  though  for  the  most  part  sadly  mutilated. 

During  the  restoration  of  this  room  (ISCTT)  some  of  the  sculptures  have 
been  temporarily  removed  to  the  Rotonde  (p.  97)  and  Booms  IH  and  V  (p.  101). 

In  the  centre,  three  mutilated  statues,  in  the  archaic  style: 
*686.  Juno,  from  Samos.  This  statue,  of  which  the  head  is  missing, 
illustrates  the  primitive  type  of  idols,  which  were  at  first  carved  in 
wood,  with  the  arms  close  to  the  body,  the  lower  portion  being  barely 
more  than  a  round  column.  The  folds  of  the  drapery  alone  impart 
a  little  life  to  the  bust  oi  this  rigid  figure.  An  inscription  on  the  front 
names  Cheramyes  as  the  donor.  687,  688.  Two  male  torsos  (6th  cent. 
B.C.),  fonnd  in  the  shrine  of  Apollo  at  Actium,  both  in  the  style  of 
the  so-called  archaic  statues  of  Apollo,  i.e.  a  youth  (ephebos)  standing 
up,  with  left  leg  advanced.  —  Adjoining,  under  glass,  691.  Head  of 
Apollo  (after  an  original  of  the  5th  cent.  B.C.) ;  695.  Archaic  head, 
with  wreath  and  traces  of  colour  (6th  cent.  B.C.). 

•696.  Three  ReUefs  from  the  Island  of  Thasos,  found  in  1864. 

These  three  reliefo  originally  formed  one  whole,  which,  as  we  learn 
from  the  ancient  inscriptions,  belonged  to  a  sanctuary  sacred  to  Apollo,  the 
Charities  (Graces),  and  the  Kymphs.  The  inscription  in  larger  letters  at 
the  top  is  of  later  origin,  and  refers  to  the  use  of  the  reliefs  in  adorning 
a  tomb  in  the  Boman  period.  From  each  side  of  the  central  niche  step 
four  goddesses ,  holding  garlands  and  blossoms  in  their  hands ;  those  on 
the  left  are  accompanied  by  Apollo,  those  on  the  right  by  Hermes.  In 
form  and  movement  the  stifiniess  and  angularity  of  the  archaic  school  are 
still  visible,  but  the  vitality  and  variety  of  the  motives,  as  well  as  the 
fine  arrangement  and  execution  of  the  drapery,  betoken  the  period  of 
transition  to  a  more  perfect  style.  The  work  thus  probably  dates  from 
the  end  of  the  6th  or  the  beginning  of  the  5th  cent.  B.C.

The  arms  are  missing,  but  it  seems  as  though, 
if  they  were  found,  they  would  be  a  hindrance  to  our  enjoyment  by  masking 
the  vision  of  this  superb  bust  and  noble  bosom.  And  it  was  a  small  l&V^'oA.- 
tmnple  that  harboured  this  glorious  masterpiece  by  kh  \x.xiy.ncmw  ^^jX-^Vcte^ 
wofiby  of  the  greatest  period  of  Hellenic  artr  (^Thdophile  Gaulxer^.

at  Magnesia,  near  Ephesus,  of  a  lata  period.  The  fdeza,  one  of  tbt 
most  extensive  relief-compositions  of  ancient  times,  about  83  yds. 
Id  length,  represents  wild  contests  between  Greeks  and  Amaions. 
We  observe  also  iYaie  prom  Fergamim,  with  roUefs  of  yonng  Grsaki 
on  horseback ;  and  a  statne  of  Diana  from  Phrygla  (replica).  —  Bf 
the  Scat  window,  nnder  glass,  Terracottas  from  Smyrna.

Adjacent  is  the  small  Salle  Pdniqub,  with  antiquities  from  Carthage, 
and  the  Sallb  Ib^biewnb,  with  antiqnities  discoTered  in  Spain;  but  both 
rooms  are  usually  closed.  The  most  important  Spanish  antiqnities  are 
exhibited  in  the  3rd  room  of  the  Asiatic  Antiqnities,  on  the  first  floor  (p.  169).

The  *Egyptian  Maseom  (Musie  des  Antiquity  EgypUermes ;  open 
at  11)  has  its  entrance  opposite  that  of  the  Asiatic  Museum,  to  the 
right  when  approached  from  the  court  (A  on  the  Plan,  p.  96).  One 
of  the  most  Important  collections  of  the  kind  in  Europe,  it  affords, 
so  far  as  is  possible  without  the  appropriate  architectural  surround- 
ings, an  almost  complete  survey  of  the  religion,  customs,  and  art- 
life  of  the  most  ancient  of  civilised  nations.  The  exhibits  are  provided 
with  explanatory  labels.  Short  illustrated  catalogue  (1897 ;  1  fr.  55  c). 

We  first  enter  the  Sallb  Hbnbi  Quatrb,  which  contains  the  largest 
objects  in  the  collection.  Among  these  are  the  Sphinxesy  fantastic 
figures  with  lions^  bodies  and  human  heads  (gods  or  kings),  symbols 
of  power  united  with  intelligence,  which  were  usually  erected  in 
pairs  on  the  avenues  leading  to  the  temples;  Monuments  com- 
memorating special  events ;  8tdt8,  or  votive  stones  erected  to  the 
memory  of  deceased  persons,  bearing  inscriptions  and  representations 
of  the  infernal  deities  (Osiris),  to  whom,  as  well  as  to  the  deceased 
themselves,    offerings  were  presented  by  the  bereaved  relatives; 

8taiue8y  from  tombs  or  temples ;  Bas  Beliefs ;  and  Sarcophagi, 

Egyptian  chronology  being  scarcely  an  exact  science,  the  monuments 
of  this  collection  are  dated  merely  by  DynatHet,  This  mode  of  reckoning 
rests  on  the  authority  of  the  Greek  writer  Manetho^  who  reckons  thirty-one 
Bueli  dynasties  between  the  beginning  of  Egyptian  history  and  the  conquest 
of  £gypt  by  Alexander  the  Great.  The  first  dynasty  is  placed  by  Mariette 
at  6004  B.C.  and  by  Lepsius  at  3892  B.C.  The  fourth  dynasty  flourished 
about  2500  B.G.,  the  12th  about  1996-1783,  the  18th  about  1545-1350,  the 
19th  about  1860-1200  B.C.  Exact  dates  begin  to  be  possible  with  the  accession 
of  Psammetichus  I.  in  663  B.C.  (26th  dynasty). 

The  large  Bphinx  in  pink  granite  at  the  entrance  is  in  better  preser- 
vation but  is  not  so  interesting  as  its  pendant  at  the  other  end  of  the  room.

Sallb  Akdb^  Beaunbybu  or  Room  I  contains  statues  from 
tomhs  and  statuettes  of  the  French  school  of  the  14-15th  centuries. 

Monument  of  Philippe  Pot,  grand-sene- 
schal of  Burgundy  and  favourite  x>f  Philip  the  Good,  who  was  buried 
at  the  Abhey  of  Citeaux ;  the  recumbent  statue  reposes  on  a  slab 
supported  by  eight  mourning  figures  (1477-83).  By  the  window 
towards  the  Seine,  *219.  Calvary  from  Nivelles  in  Flanders  in  wood 
(early  16th  cent.).  At  the  window  towards  the  Place,  218.  Brass  of  a 
Catalan  merchant  (1400) ;  Crown  of  Thorns  (French  school,  ca.  1500). 
In  the  centre,  94.  Tomb-figure  of  Blanche  de  Champagne,  in  embos- 
sed copper  (14th  cent.).  224.  Sepulchral  monument  of  Philip  YI.  of 
France,  attributed  to  Andri  Beauneveu  of  Yalenciennes  (14th  cent.) ;

fulness of  form  and  other  attributes  characterlstln  of  French  taste.

These  statues  stand  on  the  right  and  left  of  the  entrance  to  the

The  Picture  Oallery  of  the  Lonvre  comprises  about  3000  works, 
klmost  every  school  being  represented  by  nnmerons  masterpieces. 
There  are  Indeed  some  masters  whose  acquaintance  can  be  satis- 
iictorily  made  in  the  Louvre  alone.  We  recommend  the  visitor  to 
read  the  following  general  review  of  the  most  important  works,  as 
^ell  as  the  various  incidental  notices  of  particular  pictures  by  the 
ate  Sir  Joseph  Crowe  and  other  distinguished  authorities,  before 
proceeding  to  view  the  gallery  itself. 

Most  visitors  to  the  Louvre  will  of  course  be  chiefly  interested  in 
;he  Italian  Paintbas.  The  works  of  the  14-16th  cent,  are  all  recent 
icquisltions.  Those  of  the  Florentine  School  first  attract  our  notice. 
The  gallery  possesses  one  authentic  work  of  Cimabue  (No.  1260) 
md  one  of  Oiotto  (No.  1312).    An  excellent  example  of  the  tender 
ind  saintly  style  of  Fra  Angdieo  da  Fiesole  Is  his  Coronation  of  Mary 
^0.  1290),  while  Benozzo  OotsoWa  Glory  of  St.  Thomas  Aquinas 
^No.  1319)  aifords  an  Instance  of  the  persistence  with  which  the 
artists  of  that  age  dung  to  medisval  ideas.    Fra  Filippo  Lippi  is 
admirably  represented  by  a  Madonna  and  Child  (No.  1344);  and 
JDomenieo  Ohirlandaio  by  his  powerfully  conceived  Yisitation,  of 
the  year  1491  (No.  1321).    Sandro  Botticelli  is  worthily  Illustrated 
by  a  charming  Madonna  of  his  early  period  (No.  1296)  and  by  the 
noble  frescoes  from  the  Villa  Lemmi  (Nos.  1297, 1298).  The  Madonna 
(No.  1263)  of  Lorenzo  di  Credi,  Verrocchio's  great  pupil,  is  regarded 
M  his  masterpiece.    The  authenticity  of  Piero  delta  Francesca's  Ma- 
donna (No.  1300b)  is  contested.  The  strong  and  tonic  art  of  his  pupil, 
^ea  Signorelli,  the  foremost  painter  of  the  Tuscan-Umbrian  school, 
^y,  perhaps,  be  almost  better  studied  in  the  small  but  luminous 
Nativity  of  the  Virgin  (No.  1526)  and  in  the  firagment  of  a  large 
composition  (No.  1527)  than  In  the  Adoration  of  the  Magi  (No.  1526), 
^Mch  is  a  work  of  his  old  age.  —  PeruginOj  the  chief  master  of  the 
^mbrian  school.  Is  well  represented  by  an  Important  early  work,  a 
lonnd  picture  of  the  Madonna  with  SS.  Rose  and  Catharine  (No.  1564), 
^y  the  Conflict  between  Cupid  and  Chastity  (1505;  No.  1567),  by 
*^e  St.  Sebastian  from  the  Sciarra  Gallery  (No.  1566  a),  and  by  several 
other  works.  —  The  Louvre  also  possesses  several  important  creations 
oUftdrea  If  ant«pna,  a  master  of  Upper  Italy :  Mt.  Parnassus  QSqA^^'X^'^ 
Ij  perhaps  the  most  harmonious  of  these,  but  the  NieXox'^  .^iilKfli«^^^^ 
Madozizw  della  Vittoria,  and  the  small  Otuciilxioii  ^^^«  V^'^^^ 
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1374,  1973)  deiarve  csrefol  Btndy,  —  The  Bvolotlon  ofTanatUn 
painting  may  be  tiacad  in  the  Sm  Oidvanni  Cspiatnno  and  St. 
Bernard  o(  Bart.  Yivarini  and  CriviUi  (Nos.  1607,  1288),  the  ibly 
indlTidnsUied  Condottlere  of  Antnneilo  da  Marina  (No.  1134),  the 
fine  donblB-portrait  o(  Bloeanni  BeilinlfNo.  1166),  the  Preicbing  of 
St.  Stephen  of  Carpaccia  (No.  1211),  and  the  Madonna  of  Cima  da 
Conegliano  [No.  1359),  with  its  magnificent  Alpine  landscape.  ~ 
Among  the  Fenaiesewoiki  we  note  the  reillBtIc  bat  deeply  fell  Fietl 
of  Cmimi  Tura  (No.  1556)  and  the  Conit  of  the  Museg  by  Lortnio 
Coila  (No.  1261). 

Jnpictnres  of  the  great  Italian  maateis  of  the  16th  oent.('Clnqiie- 
cento')  the  LoaTte  la  licher  than  any  other  gallery  on  this  side  of  tbe 
Alps.  Many  of  theee  wero  acquirod  by  Francis  1.  In  the  first  plaos 
Btanda  Ltortardo  da  Vinci,  who  spent  the  latter  years  of  his  life  In 
France  (1516-19).  It  is  tme  that  the  anChentlcity  of  some  of  the 
works  attributed  to  him  here  is  contoaied.  The  amall  Annuncifttlon 
of  his  early  period  (No.  1602a)  is  one  oftheso.  Others  are  the  'Vieige 
ant  Eocheri'  (No.  li)99),  which  many  critics  hold  to  be  a  eopy, 
executed  under  the  artist's  superi'ision,  of  the  picture  in  London, 
and  the  portrait  known  as  'La  Belle  Ferrontililie'  (No.  1600),  bnt 
there  is  a  growing  tendency  to  bold  all  these  works  gennlne.  The 
figorons  St.  Anna  (No.  1598),  which  long  passed  for  a  cartoon 
executed  by  a  pupil,  dates  from  Leonardo's  second  sojourn  in  Florence. 
The  great  work  of  Leonardo  in  the  Louvre  Is,  however,  bis  Mona  Lisa 
(No.  1601),  the  most  celebrated  female  portrait  In  the  worid,  the 
sphini-like  smile  of  which  has  eierdsed  the  wita  of  generatloni  at 
paeta  and  artists  and  still  fascii^ates  in  spite  of  the  darkened  oon- 
dltion  of  the  canvas,  A  ohaiacteristic  illustration  of  the  state  of 
religion  in  Leonardo's  time  is  alTorded  by  the  fact  that  he  has  uaed 
the  same  model,  iTid  almost  In  the  same  attitude,  for  John  the 
Baptist  and  for  Bacchus  (Nos.  1597, 1602).  —  Among  the  DumeroDB 
eicellent  pictures  of  Leonardo's  school,  fioIIr<i/)So'i  Madonna  of  the 
Oasio  family  (No.  1169)  and  the  works  of  Bemardiaf)  Luinl  (frescoet 
in  the  Salle  Duchatol)  and  Andrea  Solano  (Nos.  1630-33)  meHt 
especial  atteallon. 

Mo  gallery  in  Europe  is  so  amply  supplied  with  works  of  Raphael 
as  the  Louvre,  nor  affords  such  an  opportunity  for  studying  the  various 
phases  of  his  development.  To  his  earlier  period,  before  he  had 
shaken  off  the  inHueiice  of  Perugino's  school,  belong  the  charming 
litUe  pictures  of  St.  Qeorge  and  St.  Michael  (Nos.  1603,  1502))  the 
Ull«r  is  even  thought  U>  date  from  his  Initial  stage  with  Timoteo  ViU. 
A  gem  of  his  Florentine  period  is  the  'Belle  Janlini^re',  painted  tn 
1507  (No.  1496).  The  espression  o(  maternal  Joy,  the  prevailing 
chatactertitic  of  his  numerous  Madonnas,  is  here  most  happily 
reaierBi.  To  his  early  Uonian  period  belongs  the  'Vierge  lu  Voile' 
f'jVo.  Jd97).  Bis  best  period  is  illastrated  by  the  portrait  of  Oonnt 
CutlgUoae  (No.  1605),  painted  in  1616.  'nieBo\'i'gtmai^«i).149S) 
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and  the  large  St  Hiohael  conquering  Satan  (1518 ;  No.  1504)  belong 
to  RaphaeVs  last  period,  when  lie  aspired  to  rival  Michael  Angelo  in 
dramatle  conception,  relying  for  his  colour-effects  on  violent  con- 
trasts. These  two  works,  however,  were  executed  with  considerable 
haste  and  with  the  help  of  pupils.  The  famous  portrait  of  the  beau- 
tiful Johanna  of  Aragon  (No.  1507)  appears  to  have  been  chiefly 
executed  by  Giulio  Romano.  —  Andrea  del  8arto  and  Fra  Bartolomeo 
are  well  represented,  the  former  especially  by  his  celebrated  Caritas 
(No.  1514),  the  latter  by  a  large  Holy  Family  (No.  1164). 

Correggio  is  seen  at  the  Louvre  in  two  works  only,  but  both  of 
these  are  fine :  the  Marriage  of  St.  Catharine  (No.  1117)  and  Jupiter 
and  Antiope  (No.  1118). 

Of  all  the  great  masters  Titian  is,  perhaps,  the  most  brilliantly 
represented  in  the  Louvre.  The  religious  scenes  are  the  most  im- 
portant The  Madonna  with  the  rabbit  and  the  Rest  on  the  Flight 
into  Kgypt(Nos.  1578, 1580)  reveal  the  artist  as  a  sympathetic  delin- 
eator of  domestic  idylls.  The  Christ  at  Emmaus  (No.  1581),  in  the 
genre  style,  is  full  of  life,  while  the  Entombment  (No.  1584),  perfect 
alike  in  lighting  and  colouring,  in  grouping  and  action,  and  the 
imposing  Christ  crowned  with  thorns  (No.  1583)  are  full  of  the  most 
effective  and  dramatic  pathos.  A  work  over  which  the  master  has 
shed  a  radiant  poetic  halo  is  the  Jupiter  and  Antiope  (No.  1587). 
The  landscape  in  the  backgroand  here  is  very  fine ;  while  in  the 
St.  Jerome  (No.  1535)  the  landscape,  with  its  solemn  and  effective 
lightingf  has  practically  become  the  most  important  element  in  the 
composition.  But  to  appreciate  fully  the  genius  of  Titian,  the 
portraits  by  him  must  also  be  considered,  e,g,  the  picture  known 
as  Titian  and  his  Mistress  (No.  1590),  representing  Alfonso  of 
Ferrara  and  Laura  de'  Bianti.  One  of  Titian's  most  curious  character- 
studies  is  the  Portrait  of  Francis  I.  (No.  1588).  The  Young  man 
with  the  glove  (No.  1592,  ^L*homme  an  gant')  is  another  excellent 
portrait.  That  of  Alfonso  d'Avalos,  Marchese  del  Vasto,  the  famous 
general  of  Charles  Y.  (No.  1589),  is  allegorical  in  treatment.  —  Palma 
Veeehio  is  represented  by  a  fine  Adoration  of  the  Magi  (No.  1399). 
An  injustice  would  be  done  to  Oiorgione  if  we  judged  him  by  the 
Bnstic  Festival  (No.  1136),  highly  as  this  work  has  been  praised.  — 
For  the  study  of  Paolo  Veronese  the  Louvre  is  second  only  to 
Yenice,  though  several  of  the  thirteen  canvases  attributed  to  him 
in  the  former  are  certainly  by  pupils.  His  large  banqueting  scenes 
and  his  admirable  Christ  at  Emmaus  (No.  1196)  greatly  influenced 
the  work  of  Delacroix. 

The  renown  of  the  Spanish  pictures  in  the  Louvre  had  its  origin 
in  a  time  when  Spain  was  seldom  visited  by  travellers,  and  when 
the  treasures  which  Madrid  and  Seville  possessed  were  known  only 
in  limited  circles.  However,  the  Louvre  still  contains  more  S^auvi^ 
works  than  any  other  gallery  out  of  Spain.  3  usli  m^.m\.^m^  ^^\>  'Oc^^ 
small  sketch  (ifo.  1734)  of  thirteen  figures  aud.  t\ifc  t5jq\^.x^\\.  ^^  ^^ 
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Infanta  Margaret  (No.  1731)  ate  the  onl;  gennine  examplea 
Vetaaquet  in  (he  LoQvre,  bat  the  portrait  of  the  Infanta  [No.  1T36] 
from  the  La  Caze  collaetion  is  prohably  anthentlo  also.  MurUlo,  on 
the  otiier  hand,  is  eplendidly  represented.  The  most  fimoua  of  hla 
worka  In  this  coUeetlon  is  The  'Conception'  (No.  1709],  while  tbe 
btllliantNitivity  of  the  Virgin  (No.  17101,  the  'Coieine  del  AngM' 
(No.  1716),  and  the  Beggn  Boy  (No.  1717)  are  also  adniirable  ape- 
cimens  of  his  powe(.  Ribira  »nd  Zurbaran  are  well  represented. 
Among  the  recent  kcquisitlons  are  the  Poitrtit  of  Ferdinand  of 
AragoQ,  by  Daaienico  Theolocopuli  (tt  Grtco),  and  two  portraits 
(Noa.lTOQa,  1705  b)  ty  Ooj/o,  the  greatest  of  the  Spanish  resliats  of 
the  early  19th  cent.,  who  was  preiiously  reprosented  by  ■  single 
canvas  only  (No.  1701). 

TheLonTTO  la  nans nalJy  rich  In  paintings  of  theFLBMlBBSuHOoi., 
mainly  of  its  later  period.  Among  the  earlier  works  the  most  note- 
worthy W  Jem  van  Eytk'i  Madonna  revered  by  the  Chaneellor  Kollio 
(^No.  1936).  With  this  may  be  ranked  Memling'i  largeMadonna  in  the 
Daohiltel  Collection  (No.  2036),  a  Descent  from  the  Cross  by  Rogier 
van  dn-  Weyden  {Ho.  2196),  and  the  Banker  and  his  wife  (No.  2023) 
and  the  Madonna  (No.  2030»)  by  QMinUm  Matiys.  —  The  Ute- 
Flemish  snhool  is  magnificently  represented  by  Bubeni ,  by  whose 
brush  the  gallery  passeeses  2t  large  scenes  from  the  life  of  Marie 
de  M^dieis  (p.  133).  These  large  decorative  works  are  remarkable 
for  their  licbnesa  of  colonrlng,  their  lifelike  vigoai,  and  their 
strangely  eftective  combinatiou  of  allegory  and  realism.  The  olhet 
pictures  by  Bubens,  though  somewhat  inferior  to  those  at  Antwerp, 
Munich,  and  Vienna,  a&ord  ample  opportunity  for  a  study  of  the 
great  painter.  The  broad  bnmonr  of  bla  Flemlah  Fait  (No.  2115) 
exhibits  him  to  us  in  an  entirely  new  light.  —  The  large  and 
splendid  portrait  of  Charles  I.  of  England  (No.  1967)  and  that  of 
FranclEco  de  Moncada  (1971]  are  the  best  of  the  many  Sne  wolk»  of 
yon  Dyek  whloh  the  Louvre  possesses.  —  The  eolleatlon  of  34 
pictures  by  the  ever- green  David  Tenieti,  on  whom  Louis  £IV 
looked  with  contempt,  stigmatizing  his  works  as  daubs  ('otei-mol 
tons  ces  magots'),  now  forma  one  of  the  chief  boasts  of  the  gallery. 
Morethanhalfof  them  were  presented  by  La  Caze  (p.  l&l)  in  1869. 
—  Snyder)  and  Jordaem  are  also  well  represented. 

The  DcTOH  MasTHBS  of  the  17(h  cent,  can  be  thoroughly  appre- 
ciated only  on  their  native  soil,  but  the  Louvrs  gallery  possesses 
good  specimens  of  the  handiwork  of  all  the  most  celebrated .  Ban' 
brandl  contribntes  no  fewer  than  twenty  works.  The  beat  of  tbe 
religious  paintings  are  the  Christ  at  Emmans  (No.  3539 1  of  striking 
power)  and  the  Angel  and  Tobias  (No.  2536),  a  work  of  marvelloas 
poetry  and  unexcelled  in  lighting  and  harmony  of  motion.  Tbe  twD 
Philosophers  and  the  'Carpenter's  Family' (Nos.2&40-42)  are  charm- 
'/4f  laterior$;  lie  Ballislieba  (No.  2649]  is  an  eiceUont  though  I 
tealistio  female  study.   The  poTtiaits  are  ^tne^i  q1  Vi^Utei  psrtod,  I 
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he  moit  effectlYe  being,  perhaps,  that  of  himself,  painted  in  1660 
Ko.  2656).  The  portraits  of  a  yonng  man  and  young  woman 
Nos.  2545,  2547)  are  admirable  examples  of  his  later  period.  — 
bhe  -vigorous  brush-work  of  Frans  HdU  is  illustrated  in  his  por- 
laits  of  theBeresteyn  funily  (Nos.  2386-88),  the  portrait  of  Descartes 
No.  2383),  and  the  Laughing  Girl  (No.  2384).  Van  der  HeUt  also  is 
if  ell  represented  by  his  Guild  Masters  (No.  2394).  —  The  most 
!iamous  of  the  small  genre  pictures  are  Tcrhurg^M  OMcer  and  Girl 
No.  2587),  Metsu's  Officer  saluting  a  lady,  Dou's  Woman  with  the 
bopsy  (No.2348)  and  Tillage  grocer  (No.  2350),  Jan  Steen'i  Tayem 
B'estival  (No.  2578),  A,  van  Ostad^a  Schoolmaster  (No.  2496),  and 
in  Interior  by  P.  de  Hoogh  (No.  2414).  —  The  bequest  of  Baron 
ilothschild  in  1904  added  several  magnificent  landscapes  by  /.  vah 
Ruyadael  and  Hobbema  to  those  already  in  the  LouTre.  Salamon 
Ruysdael,  on  the  other  hand,  has  not  been  worthily  represented 
intil  quite  recently. 

The  only  EiiBLT  Gb&man  painter  adequately  represented  in  the 
[jOUYre  is  Holbdn,  the  best  of  whose  eight  portraits  are  those  of 
Kratzer  the  astronomer  (No.  2713),  Erasmus  (No.  2715),  Abp. 
W^arham  of  Canterbury  (No.  2714),  and  Anne  of  Cleves  (No.  2718). 

There  are  but  twenty  British  Pictubes  in  the  Louvre.  The 
itkentive  student  of  the  landscapes  of  Wilson,  Oaini^oroug\  Con- 
ttable^  and  Bonington,  and  of  the  portraits  of  Raebum,  Hoppnefy  and 
Lawfimcej  may  nevertheless  form  an  idea  of  the  singular  rdle  played 
t>y  this  school  as  in  some  measure  the  connecting  link  between 
P^noh  art  of  the  18th  cent,  and  the  school  of  1830. 

Our  notes  on  the  Fbbnoh  School  will  be  found  in  the  Intro- 
luetion  (p.  xxxiii). 

From  the  Yestibule  (p.  116),  which  is  reached  by  the  Escalier 
Dam,  we  enter  (opposite)  the  —

[n  the  radiating  stands  are  drawings  by  Italian  masters,  from  the 
BUs  de  la  Salle  Collection  (p.  155).  —  On  our  first  visit  to  the  gallery 
It  is,  however,  advisable  to  traverse  the  Salle  Buchfttel  without 
itopping  and  begin  our  inspection  with  the  —

'The  light  is  concentrated  with  nniuaal  force  upon  the  face  and  bast 
of  the  girl,  whilat  the  form  and  features  of  the  man  are  lost  in  darkness. 
We  pass  with  surprising  rapidity  from  the  most  delicate  silTery  grada- 
tions of  sunlit  flesh  and  drapery  to  the  mysterious  depth  of  an  almost 
unfiathomable  gloom,  and  we  stand  before  a  modelled  balance  of  light 
and  shade  that  recalls  Da  Vinci,  entranced  by  a  chord  of  tonic  harmony 
as  sweet  and  as  thrilling  as  was  ever  struck  by  any  artist  of  the  Vene- 
tian school/  C.  A  C.

The  musicians  are  portraits  of  Venetian 
painters  of  the  day.  Paolo  Veronese  himself,  in  white,  plays  on  the  viol, 
behind  him  Tintoretto  with  a  similar  instrument,  on  the  other  side  Titian 
with  a  bass-viol,  and  the  elder  Bassano  with  a  flute.

;umed  to  Antwerp  and  executed  the  pictures  there  with  the  aid  of 
lis  pupils.  In  1625  the  completed  works  were  brought  to  Paris, 
Inhere  they  received  a  few  final  touches  from  Rubens  himself.  The 
iffect  of  the  paintings  has  been  considerably  enhanced  by  the  taste- 
'ul  deooration  of  the  room  and  the  favourable  lighting  from  above.

From  tbe  Sscaller  Daru  we  paas  tbioagh  tbe  door  to  the  left 
ot  the  Mike  of  Samotbrace  (p.  116]  into  ths  — 

B<itonded'ApoUan(XXXn),  adorned  with  eeillng-paintinga  by 
SJanii(i(FallofIca[UB),  Couder  (the  Four  Elements),  and  JHauaobM. 
In  the  centre  is  a  handsome  marble  vasa.  Imitated  from  an  antique 
vase  in  the  Vatican,  and  surrounded  with  a  modern  mosaie  by 
F.  BtUani.  By  the  r.entrai  window  are  bronze  ttstnetles;  also, 
beautiful  head  of  a  r.hild  in  marble,  in  the  style  of  Prailtelex,  — 
Facing  ua  la  the  SaUt  des  Bi.ow:  Anliqui!  (p.  149).  —  A  tnt 
wrouglit-ltoii  door  of  the  17th  cent,  on  the  right  ieida  to  the  — 

*a&leTfe  d'Apollon.  This  aaloon,  which  U  over  200  ft.  fn 
length,  was  constructed  In  the  reign  of  Henri  IV,  burned  down 
under  Loals  XIV  In  1661,  and  reboilt  from  designs  hy  CharUt  U 
Bnin,  who  left  the  doeoration  unfinished.  It  was  then  entirely 
neglected  for  a  century  and  a  half,  but  was  at  length  completed  in 
1848-51  by  Fiiii:  Oufron.  11  la  the  most  beautifnl  hall  in  the  Louvre, 
and  la  ODnaldered  one  of  the  flnest  in  the  world.  The  name  dales 
frora  Ibe  time  ot  Le  Brnn,  who  bad  Intended  a  Bgure  of  Apollo  to  be 
I    tie  caatnl  point  of  his  decorations,  In  tonoM  otftia''UoV5ateU',biitthfl'  J 
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celebrated  *Oeiling-painting,  representing  Apollo's  Victory  over  the 
Python,  was  not  execnted  until  1849,  by  Eug.  Delacroix,  The  vault 
is  divided  into  five  large  fields  depicting  the  periods  of  the  day. 
Sorroimding  it  are  four  other  paintings  representing  the  seasons 
(second  half  of  the  18th  cent.),  while  the  twelve  medallions  in 
grisaille  portray  the  months.  The  principal  subjects  are:  Aurora 
or  Dawn,  by  Ch,  MuUer^  after  Le  Brun;  Castor  or  the  Morning  Star 
by  A,  Benou  •,  then,  beyond  the  Apollo  (which  represents  Noon), 
Morpheas  or  Evening,  Night  oi  Diana,  both  by  Le  Brun,  On  the 
vaulting  above  the  entrance  is  the  Triumph  of  the  Earth,  by  J.  Qui- 
chardy  after  Le  Bran.  In  the  vaulting  over  the  window,  Triumph  of 
the  Waters  (Neptune  and  Amphitrite),  by  Le  Brun.  The  panels  of 
the  walls  are  adorned  with  portraits  of  twenty-eight  French  kings 
and  artists,  in  Gobelins  tapestry  (see  p.  332).  —  Fine  view  from 
the  windows.  The  door  at  the  end  on  the  right  opens  into  the  Salon 
Cair6  (p.  121). 

The  beautiful  tables  and  other  furniture  in  this  room  date 
chiefly  from  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV.     The  glass-cases  contain

Cass  II  0^  the  centre)  mainly  contains  church- vessels  of  the  Gothic 
period,  enamelled  gold  vases,  and  vessels  in  rock-crystal.  On  the  top  shelf: 
at  each  end,  enamelled  Venetian  basins ;  reliquary  (12th  cent. ;  German) 
for  an  arm  of  Oharlemagne ;  casket  known  as  the  ^coffret  de  St.  Loais\ 
from  the  abbey  of  Lys  (Limoges :  iSth  cent.) ;  enamelled  brass  casket  oi 
the  14th  cent. ;  *Amason  on  horseback.  Centaur  carrying  off  a  woman,  in 
sHrer^lt  of  the  i6th  century.  —  On  the  middle  shelf:  next  the  windows, 
Enamelled  crosiers  of  the  middle  ages ;  engraved  rock-crystal  naz  of  the 
late  iOth  cent  (German);  two  reliquaries  in  the  form  of  Madonnas  (15th  cent.) ; 
reliquary-cross  of  8t.  Vincent  of  Laon  (French;  end  of  12th  cent.).  — 
Lower  shelf:  at  the  right  end  and  opposite  the  window,  two  reliquaries 
inti&e  form  of  angels,  and  other  objects,  from  the  Chapel  of  the  Order  of 
the  EEoly  Ghost  in  the  Louvre,  but  dating  from  the  loth  cent,  and  there- 
fore anterior  to  ttie  founding  of  the  order  by  Henri  III  (1579) ;  reliquary 
of  St.  Francis  of  Assisi (French;  13th  cent.);  small  Romanesque  enamelled 
reliquaries ;  chalices,  including  two  of  the  13th  cent. ;  book  of  hours  be- 
longing to  Catherine  de  H^dicis  (16th  cent.);  holy-water  basin  in  agate 
luid  silver-gilt  (16th  cent.);  reliquary  in  the  form  of  a  statuette  of  St.  Law- 
rence lying  on  a  gridiron  (French;  15th  cent.).  —  On  the  other  side  of 
the  caae  are  enamelled  vases,  reliquaries,  Polish  goblet,  rock-crystal  vases, 
etc.  —  At  the  left  end,  'Reliquary  for  an  arm  of  St.  Louis  of  Toulouse, 
in  silver-gilt  and  enamel  (Italian ;  ca.  1337) ;  reliquary  from  the  Chapel  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  (German;  15th  cent.). 

Cass  III.  Chiefly  objects  of  the  16th  century.  *Pax,  with  enamels 
aad  rubies,  from  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  two  urns  in  basalt  and  agate, 
formerly  in  the  possession  of  Cardinal  Mazarin;  *Ciborium  of  crystal, 
with  silv^x^^t  base  and  cover,  adorned  with  chasing,  cameos,  and  gems ; 
*Ring8;  cups  of  sardonyx;  rock-crystal  vessel,  shaped  like  a  chimeera. 

Cass  IV.    Objects  of  the  16-17th  centuries.    On  the  top  shelf:  *Epergne 
of  the  time  of  Louis  XIV,  consisting  of  a  boat  in  lapis-lazuli  mounted  in 
gold  and  enamel;  OobleU  in  rock-crystal  and  ^Ewert^  beautlfall'^   Oda.%^^ 
(traiwlacent.  best  seen  from  the  other  side  \  the  lian^e  oi  oii^  \&  %^N*  y V^ 
eaameig  ana  rubies) ;  sweetmeat-dishes  in  pietra  duta.  —  O-a  \3qa  tivv^^'^ 
skelf:   •Ewer  of  sardODyx,   with  enamelled  mount\Tv^\  ^iuaVa   <^i  ^^^aa.'^v 
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when  the  compartments  are  sank  into  the  thickness  of  the  plate;  Trans- 
lucides  or  Transparmitt  when  the  design  is  incised  on  the  plate  and  covered 
with  transparent  enamel;  and  P€iinted  (peints)  when  the  entire  surface  of 
the  plate  is  covered  with  coloured  enamel.  Cloisonne  and  champlevd 
enamels  were  made  by  Bysantine  and  mediaeval  artists;  the  translucent 
process  was  not  invented  until  the  l4th  cent. ;  while  painted  enamels 
occur  for  the  first  time  about  1620.  The  art  of  painting  on  enamel  was 
practised  in  France,  more  especially  at  Limoges,  as  early  as  the  12lh  cent* 
ury.  It  culminated  in  the  16th,  and  died  out  in  the  18th  century.  The  most 
famous  artists  in  enamel  were  Nardon  Pinieaud^  Leonard  Lirnotin^  Jean  and 
Fierre  Courteift,  and  Pierre  Reymond  (see  also  p.  276). 

By  the  Fibst  Window,  near  the  entrance:  Transparent  enamels  of 
the  14-15th  cent.;  French,  Italian,  and  Byzantine  enamels  of  the  14- 16th 
centuries.  —  Second  Window  ;  Champlevi  Enamels  of  the  12-13th  cent. 
(Rhenish  and  Limoges  work),  CruciGx  in  gilt  bronze,  chased  (Romanesque 
style;  12th  cent.).  —  Third  and  Fodkth  Windows:  *  Painted  Enamel*  from 
the  studio  of  the  P^icaude  (16th  cent.).  —  Fu-th  Window:  'Goldsmiths' 
work:  ^tuis,  medallions  with  miniatures,  rings,  chains,  crosses,  pendants, 
and  other  ornaments  enamelled  or  set  with  pearls  and  gems;  cameos;  in- 
taglios. —  Sixth  Window  :  lAmoffet  EnameU  (16th  cent. ;  from  the  Leroux 
bequest,  1896).  —  Seventh  Window:  Articles  used  at  the  coronation  of 
the  French  kings:  sword  of  the  end  of  the  12th  cent.;  mantle  clasp  (14th 
cent.);  gold  spurs  (12th  cent.J;  'Sceptre  of  Charles  V  (14th  cent.);  'Hand  of 
Justice"  of  the  kings  of  theSrd  dynasty;  ring  of  St.  Louis,  from  the  abbey 
of  St.  Denis.  —  Mirror  and  sconces  of  Marie  deMcdicis,  set  with  sards  and 
cut  and  engraved  agates,  presented  to  the  queen  by  the  Venetian  Republic; 
poniard  of  the  grandmaster  of  the  Order  of  Malta  (German;  2nd  half  of 
the  16th  cent.).  —  Eighth  to  Twelfth  Windows  :  Limoges  enamels  of 
the  16-17th  cent.,  by  L.  Limosin^  P.  Reymond^  Jean  de  Court^  Coulit  Noa  lhe)\ 
Suz.  de  Covrt^  and  the  Pinicauds.  Also,  line  green  and  white  draught-board 
(11th  window). 

Cases  XIII-XVII,  opposite  the  windows,  contain  enamels  by  P.  Rey- 
mond, P.  Courteyiy  and  L.  Limosin  (in  the  2nd  and  3rd),  and  other  Limoges 
enanaels.  In  the  2nd:  L.  Limosin^  Portraits  of  Melanchthon,  Francis  of 
Lorraine,  a  Rhinegrave,  Francis  II.  and  Henri  II  of  France,  and  Limosin 
himself ;  in  the  3rd :  Portrait  of  Constable  Anne  de  Montmorency.  In  the 
last  case  also  is  goldsmiths'  work:  "Shield  and  "Heimet  of  Charles  IX 
(d.  1574)  in  gold  and  enamel  \  silver  ewer  and  platter  in  repoass^  and  chased 
work,  representing  the  expedition  of  Emp.  Charles  V.  against  Tunis  in  15cl6. 

We  return  to  the  Rotonde  and  thence  (right)  enter  tbe  — 

Salle  des  Bijoux  Antiques ,  ^v^hich  is  adorned  with  a  ceiling- 
painting  by  Mauzaisse^  representing  Time  showing  the  ruins  that  he 
causes  and  the  works  of  art  he  brings  to  light;  below,  Seasons, 
Elements,  etc.  The  Ancient  Ornaments  exhibited  here  show  the 
perfection  to  which  the  goldsmiths'  and  silversmiths'  art  of  antiquity 
had  attained. 

In  the  cases  to  the  right  and  left  arc  fibuUt?,  bracelets,  rings,  necklace?, 
and  earrings. 

1st  Cbmtbal  Case.  At  the  top :  Gilded  iron  helmet  (Gallo-Roman), 
with  enamel  ornamentation  (found  in  the  Seine  near  Koueu);  conical 
Btmscan  helmet,  with  golden  circlet  and  wings;  golden  quiver;  three 
golden  crowns,  the  last  of  which  is  specially  fine.  —  Below  are  golden 
crowns,  necklaces  of  gold ,  silver,  enamel,  and  pictra  dura,  some  with 
delicate  and  artistic  pendants.  Side  next  tbe  Seine:  ^lOS  (5th  division, 
2nd  row).  Golden  Etruscan  necklace  adorned  with  a  head  of  Bacchus  (?) 
with  the  horns  and  ears  of  a  bull.  —  2sd  Ckstkal  Case.  *" Treasure  of 
Boseo  Reale  (near  Pompeii),  consisting  of  94  silver  articles  discovered  in 
1895  on  the  site  of  a  house  destroyed  by  the  eruption  of  ^U.  N e,*\\N\v\S!>  \.\\ 
79  A.D.  These  objects  are  Alexandrian,  Greek,  aivtV  ^^xcvTSi-a  v^v^TV.s.  vjl  'Osvvl 
l^t  cent.,   though  some  are  in  such  admirable   pTesfeivabWoxk.

Salle  Henri  Deux,  or  Room  II,  a  badly-lighted  room,  with  a  ceil- 
ing-painting by  BUmdel,  representing  the  strife  of  Minerva  and 
Neptune,  Mars  (left),  and  Peace  (right).  This  room,  also,  contains 
works  by  French  painters  of  the  19th  century.

Ck>llection  La  Case  (Room  I).  This  collection,  which  was  be- 
queathed to  the  museum  in  1869  by  Dr.  La  Gaze,  chiefly  comprises 
French  paintings  of  the  time  of  Louis  XIY  (Rigaud,  Largilli^re), 
and  of  the  rococo  period  (Watteau,  Lancret,  Pater,  Boucher)  and 
realistic  school  (Ghardin)  of  the  18th  century.  There  are  also  several 
paintings  by  Tintoretto,  Velazquez,  and  Ribera.

in.  Sallb  Fun^baibb,  interesting  as  illustratiiig  the  Egyptian 

-worship  of  the  dead,  the  belief  in  the  immortality  of  the  soul  being 

a  fundamental  dogma  of  the  ancient  religion.  —  The  ceiling-painting, 

by  Abel  de  Pujol,  represents  Joseph  as  the  saviour  of  Egypt  (1827). 
The  belief  in  immortality  explains  the  extreme  care  which  the  Egyptians 
took  to  preserve  tbeir  dead,  the  time  (as  much  as  70  days)  hestowed  on 
the  embalming,  and  their  spacious  and  magnificent  tombs.  Our  information 
regarding  the  Egyptian  notions  of  the  soul's  condition  after  death  is  chiefly 
derived  from  the^Book  of  the  Dead\  a  copy  of  which  was  laid  beside  each 
body.  This  work  contains  hymns,  prayers,  and  instructions  as  to  the 
behaviour  of  the  deceased  in  the  next  world,  what  answers  they  are  to 
make  to  the  judges,  etc.  —  To  the  right  of  the  entrance,  Limestone  head  of 
.Amenophis  IV.  At  the  entrance  is  a  painted  statue  of  a  woman  presenting 
an  offering  to  the  dead.  Left  wall :  Papyri  with  texts  from  the  Book  of  the 
I>ead.  Above  the  fire-place:  Mural  and  other  paintings  of  the  2nd  Theban 
epoch.  In  front,  under  glass,  Statuette  in  polished  acacia- wood.  To  the 
right  and  left  or  the  fire-place  \  3072-3.  *Fra<nnents  of  a  royal  papyrus,  a 
magnificent  specimen  in  linear  hieroglyphics  of  the  Book  of  the  Deaid,  26  ft. 
in  length,  and  alttiough  upwards  of  3000  years  old  in  remarkable  preservation. 
In  the  middle  of  the  room :  **8tatueite  of  an  Egyptian  Scribe,  painted  red, 
'With  eyes  inserted  (5th  or  6th  dyn.;  18th  cent.  B.C.),  probably  the  hest 
example  of  ancient  Egyptian  sculpture  (found  at  Sakkara).  The  octagonal 
case  round  it  contains  ink-horns  and  palettes,  weights.  Egyptian  measures 
(with  hieroglyphics),  etc.  Cases  on  the  right  and  left :  Well-executed  statuettes ; 
sculptured  fragments  in  stone  and  wood  of  various  periods ;  reliefs.  —  Case  to 
the  right  (from  the  entrance):  Sculptors'  models  of  the  Sai'tic  period.  To  the 
left  (from  the  entrance):  Statuettes,  etc.  (Memphian  and  first  Theban  periods). 
By  the  Ist  window :  Sepulchral  statuettes  in  wood.  Right  wall,  two  cabinets 
with  mummy  cases  and  cartonnages  covered  with  painting.  The  flat  cases 
contain  amulets.  In  the  left  corner  (from  the  entrance):  Wouden  statuette 
of  a  functionary.  In  front  of  the  2nd  window,  *Statuette  of  Tui,  priestess 
of  Min,  god  of  Goptos  (Tbebes),  of  delicate  workmanship  (acacia- wood)  and 
admirably  preserved  (20th  dyn.  \  12th  cent.  B.  C).  By  the  3rd  window  are 
stone  statuettes  of  Sekhmet,  figures  of  cynocephali,  etc.  In  front  of  the 
exit.

1  fr.].  —  The  ceillng-paiii tings  date  from  the  middle  of  the  IStbee   ' 
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lY.  Boom  (D).  Geiling-paintlng  by  Fragonard:  Francis  I.  receiving  pic- 
tarea  and  ftatnea  brought  by  Frimaticdo  from  Italy.  —  Greek  and  Etrtuean 
Antiq«Uiu  found  at  Gervetri,  the  Geere  of  the  ancient  Etruscana,  more 
especially  a  'Sarcophagus,  on  which  are  two  painted  lifesise  figures  of  a 
man  and  woman  on  a  couch,  clumsy  in  execution,  but  not  without  a  cer- 
tain natre  grace.  —  Left  wall:  in  front,  Athena  and  Hercules  (painted  re- 
lief); ^funeral  couches*  and  reliefs  representing  funeral  rites.  —  Bear  wall: 
Vases  with  painted  figures  and  geometrical  ornamentation.  —  Exit-wall: 
Fragment  'of  a  mural  painting,  representing  the  gods,  etc.,  in  the  most 
artless  fashion.

y.  Boom  (E).  Ceiling-painting  by  Heim:  The  Benaissance  in  France.  — 
Vaset  in  the  Corinthian  StyU^  found  in  Greek  islands  and  in  Italy.  To 
the  left  of  the  central  door,  Vase  with  the  mourning  for  Achilles  (643). 
In  the  glass-case  on  the  same  side,  Jewels  from  the  excavations  at  Curium 
(Cyprus),  from  Phoenicia,  and  from  Carthage.  —  By  the  central  window: 
Painted  sarcophagus  in  terracotta  from  ClazomenoD  (Asia  Minor),  in  the 
Ionian  style  of  the  6th  cent.  B.C.  To  the  left  of  the  exit,  *  Jewels  (some 
of  gold)  from  Lydia,  Sardes,  ^olis  (Myrina),  Spain  (Caceres),  Bhodes,  etc.  — 
To  the  right  of  the  exit,  Perseus  slaying  tiie  Gorgon. 

Another  short  passage,  with  archaic  Greek  vases  and  a  sarcophagus 
similar  to  the  one  just  described,  leads  to  the  — 

VI.  Boom  (F).  Ceiling-painting  by  Fragonard:  Francis  I.  knighted  by 
Bayard.  —  Attic  Vtuet  trith  Black  Figwes^  found  in  Italy  and  Sicily.  In  the 
centre  of  the  room  are  some  bearing  the  name  of  Mcoethenes.  la  the  small 
case  in  front  are  wine -vessels  (oinoehoes)  signed  Exekias,  Theozotot,  and 
Amtui*.  Most  of  the  scenes  are  from  the  myths  relating  to  Hercules  and 
Theseus.  The  types  of  the  gods  differ  greatly  from  tho'^e  of  the  classic 
period.  In  the  case  on  the  left  are  the  oldest  known  representations  of  the 
Judgment  of  Paris. 

VII.  Boom  (G).  Ceiling-painting  by  Schnetz:  Charlemagne  and  Alcuin, 
the  founder  of  the  university  of  Paris.  —  *  Attic  Vases  with  Red  Figures^  found 
in  Italy,  the  finest  in  the  collection,  many  with  the  name  of  the  maker. 
In  the  centre,  ^104.  Goblet  with  Theseus,  Amphi trite,  and  Athena,  by 
£uphro(ntos) ;  159-  Goblet  with  Briseis  and  Phoenix,  by  Brygos.  In  the 
middle  of  the  rear  wall,  a  little  to  the  left,  *228.  Sphinx,  with  meditating 
Greeks.  Bacchic  scenes.  The  subjects  of  the  large  vases  in  the  central  case 
are:  Death  of  the  Children  of  Niobe  (Orvieto);  Apollo  slaying  the  giant  Tit- 
yos;  Hercules  and  Antaeus;  ^Mourning  of  Achilles. 

VIII.  Booh  (H).  Ceiling-painting  by  Drolling:  Louis  XII  hailed  as 
father  of  the  people  by  the  Estates  at  Tours  (1506).  —  Vases  with  Reliefs  .^ 
found  in  Itidy.  In  the  centre  are  rhyta,  or  goblets,  in  the  form  of  horns, 
with  heads  and  other  ornaments;  on  each  side  are  goblets  with  the  makers* 
names  (DouriSy  Epolykoe^  etc.).  Left  wall:  Arezzo  ware,  of  purely  archaeo- 
logical interest. 

IX.  Boom.  Ceiling-painting  by  Lion  Cogniet:  Bonaparte  in  Egypt.  —  Mural 
PaMings  from  Herculanewn  and  Pompeii.  To  the  left,  on  a  gold  ground, 
Apollo  and  the  Muses;  large  frescoes:  Two  women  and  a  goat;  Biver-god 
between  two  Kaiads.  —  Bear  wall  (left):  Landscape  with  architecture;  Sea- 
piece,  both  from  Bosco  Reale  (19C0).  —  Beyond  the  door:  Frescoes  and 
muraJ  decorations  from  Borne  and  Tusculam;  Boman  patron  with  his 
clients;  Man  and  woman;  Bacchus  crowned  with  ivy.  To  the  left  of  the 
exit  are  antiquities  found  in  Egypt,  especially  at  Alexandria;  ^Greeco- 
Egyptian  portraits  on  wood;  •Plaster  busts  (painted);  Greek  steles;  •Fa- 
mily of  twelve  persons,  with  names  in  Greek  characters.  —  In  the  glass- 
cases  in  the  centre:  very  interesting  collection  of  Ancient  Glass. 

The  exit-door  leads  to  the  rooms  containing  the  small  Egyptian  an- 
tiquities (p.  160),  whence  we  reach  the  nearest  staircase  to  the  second  floor 
by  re-traversing  the  rooms  to  the  left  (pp.  160-153).

Returning  to  the  vestibule  (through  the  last  three  rooms),  we 
enter  on  the  left  the  — 

XuB^e  de  Marine,  a  very  valuable  collection  of  objects  and 
models  connected  with  ship -building  and  navigation:  models  of 
ships  and  machinery,  plans  in  relief  of  harbours,  drawings,  armour, 
and  historical  objects.  Most  of  the  exhibits  have  full  descriptive 
labels.   This  museum  is  to  be  transferred  to  the  Invalides  (p.  303). 

The  Ethnogpraphieal  Museum  (Musie  Ethnographique),  which 
occupies  several  glass-eases  in  the  large  saloon  at  the  end  on  this 
side,  is  a  collection  of  curiosities  brought  home  by  French  navi- 
gators, and  the  spoil  captured  in  the  course  of  military  expeditions 
in  Indfia,  China,  and  Japan.  Much  better  collections  of  the  same 
kind  may  be  seen  at  the  Mus^e  Guimet  (p.  227)  and  the  Trocadero 
(p.  232).  At  the  end  of  the  large  saloon  is  a  model  of  the  'Belle 
Poule',  the  frigate  that  brought  home  the  body  of  Napoleon  I.  from 
St.  Helena  (p.  311). 

The  Chinese  Musenm  (to  the  left  on  leaving  the  Naval  Mu- 
seum), which  may  be  regarded  as  a  continuation  of  the  Ethnographical 
collection,  is  also  of  secondary  importance,  being  surpassed  iw\vA.^T%.<»X 
by  the  collections  at  the  Mus^e  Guimet  (p.  227),  'w\i\ie  \\.%  ^qt^^^^sCwv 
is  far  iafeiior  to  that  of  the  Collection  Grandidiet  (^^.  i^^"^.    Vcv  VX^^ 
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laA  loom  are  objects  In  carved  iroiy,  Fcom  Jspaji;  !a  the  3rcl,  tira 
Una  OMaesB  picogues. 

LeaTing  tMsFOom  ^e  enlar  a  corridor  containing  marine  draw-' 
Inga  and  (by  tbe  windows,  ander  glass)  flgurlnes  represE^nting  a 
JavaDese  dance  and  marriage.  On  tlie  riglit  U  the  former  Salle  det 
Bo!teB,  witli  models  ot  FteiKh  Shiys  cf  the  IS-lOth  Ctnturlts.  —  Ths 
stain; aae  leads  to  the  Salle  dee  Bronzes  Antiques  (p.  16'2). 

Entiasol  next  the  Seine. 

Two  other  collections  have  been  arranged  in  a  kind  of  second 
entresol  on  tlie  aide  next  the  Seine,  viz.  tlis  ChaicogTaphie  and  the 
CoUxclion  QrandidicT.  The  principal  entrance  to  tbese  is  by  tha 
Portt  Jean-Oaujon,  opposite  the  Pavilion  Denon,  but  there  ia  an- 
other la  that  Pavilion  yia  the  SalU  del  Moulago  (see  p.  96  ami 
the  groand-planj  open  on  Tues.  and  Sat  afternoons  only).

piavinceB  of  pniniing,  iculptare,  and  aicbl lecture,  are  exhibiled  uid  nU 
here.  11  is  open  dally,  eicepl  Ban.  and  bolilsri,  from  9  or  lU  lo  4  c  ' 
(entrance  hj  (be  Salic  dea  Hunlagcs,  >ei  p.  US),   and  eoDlaint  three 
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PaviUon  de  La  TiimelUa. 
The  PaviUoii  de  La  Tre'moUle  (Beo  Plan,  p.  93),  situated  to  tht 
left  of  the  Sts.  Petes  entrance  (p.  93),  a  few  paces  from  the  Ohal- 
cographle,  baa  been  occupied  since  1905  by  the  8aiU  du  Mastaha 
and  the  Galtrit  de  Morgan.  A.  tMrd  room  is  about  to  be  opened, 
contalalog  a  reprodnctlon  of  a  Ooptic  convent  of  the  13th  cent,  and 
two  chapels,  from  Cairo.  The  payilioii  is  open  on  Wed.  &  8un., 
1  to  4  01  D J  entrance  in  the  Place  du  Carrousel,  nearly  opposite 
the  Ale  de  'I'rlomgihe. 

I,  Salle  da  HuMba,  containing  the  continuation  of  the  Effvp- 
lian  Anilqfiities  (pp.  107, 160).  At  the  entrance,  Painted  wooden  cof- 
Uns  of  a  lady  named  Uunen  and  of  an  official  named  Nakhti,  from 
Cairo.  On  the  walls,  Sepulchral  statues,  including  those  of  Nakhti 
{•rood)  and  Sepa  (Hmestone;  in  the  archaic  style).  To  the  right, 
under  giMss,  "tftele  of  King  Serpent  (more  correctly  King  Z»)  o( 
fA-bydoa,   or  the  Thioiee  period  {at..  ^OQQft.CV  Qt»  'iho  pi 
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is  a  repiodnction  of  the  *8acrificial  Chamber  from  the  Mcutaha 
(i.e.  tomi))  ofAkhutHotep^  a  functionary  of  the  6th  dynasty,  brought 
from  Sakk&ra  in  1903.  This  quadrangular  monument  of  limestone 
is  embellished  with  coloured  ^Reliefs  of  scenes  in  the  life  of  the 
deceased.  To  the  left,  by  the  window,  large  sacrificial  table  from 
the  same  mastaba;  B  51.  Nofru  receiying  funeral  offerings,  a 
relief  from  the  mastaba  of  this  functionary  (5th  dyn.).  To  the  right 
of  the  mastaba  is  a  relief  from  the  tomb  of  Tahutua,  a  functionary 
of  the  Ancient  Empire.  By  the  walls  are  groups  of  sepulchral 
statues,  including  No.  42  (at  the  end)  Scribe  (5th  dyn.)  in  the  same 
crouching  attitude  as  the  famous  figure  mentioned  on  p.  161. 

n.  Oalerie  de  Morgan,    containing  farther  Antiquities  from 
Suiiana  (pp.  105,  158).    Large  monuments  and  miscellaneous  ob- 
jects brought  from  ancient  Susiana  by  M.  de  Morgan,  leader  of  the 
mission  to  Persia  (1897-1905),  mostly  dating  from  a  period  an- 
terior to  the  rule  of  the  Modes  and  Persians.    Above  the  entrance, 
large  Persian  inscription  of  Artaxerxes  II. .Case  to  the  right :  Steles 
and  inscribed  tiles,  containing  the  earliest  texts  relating  to  the 
history  of  Elam,  in  vertical  columns.     On  the  wall  to  the  right: 
*Large  Relief  of  Chosroes  II,  y  depicting  that  monarch;huDting  (6th 
cent.  B.  C).  In  front,  votive  bronze  columns  (more  probably  the 
barriers  of  a  sanctuary),  with  Anzanite  inscriptions  of  King  Shil- 
khak-in-Shushinak.    Table- Gases  on  this  side:  Bronze  can ephors 
and  stone  tablets  of  King  Dungi,  from  the  temple  of  Shushinak ; 
Chaldaeo-Elamite  ♦Seals  and  cylinders  of  the  Old  and  New  Empires. 
—  Cases  by  the  left  wall :  Tiles,  ornamental  hilts,  knobs  of  sceptres, 
chaiter  granted  by  Kassite  kings,  enamelled  stoneware,  horns  in 
alabaster.  Table-Case:  Fragments  of  very  ancient  vases  and  bronze 
objects  from  the  excavations  at  Tepeh-Mukian,  near  Susa.    Cases 
by  the  left  wall :  Elamite  and  Acbsemenian  alabaster  vases  (with 
trilingual  or  quadrilingual  inscriptions)  and  other  objects;  pottery 
of  the  Grseco-Persian  and  Arab  periods.     The  last  case  on  the  left 
contains  weapons  and  ornaments  in  bronze  and  iron,  necklaces  of 
glass,  etc.,  from  the  necropoles  of  Talishe  and  Ghilan.

—  On  the  window-side, 
as  we  return :  Bronze  sarcophagus  in  which  the  Achaemenian  jewelry 
mentioned  on  p.  158  was  found;  fountain-basin  of  Idalu Shushinak, 
patesi  of  Susa,  a  bronze  relief  (known  as  the  Wariioi^'  ^«b\\fe^^ 
with  an  Anzanite  inscription ;  stele  of  victory,  ahomiv^  \Xvei  ew^xsi\a'i> 
of  the  kin^  taken  in  a  net;  stele  of  Sargon  th.e  Blde^i  •,  t^^\.^  ^^^  ^'^ 
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liluges  of  B  door,  itith  importtiit  ingnri pilous.  Under  gli 
TDtWe  offering  of  King  SlillliliBk-in-ShiLshlntk,  Table  Oieu  b;

Chaldnona.  the  moat  ancient  code  uf  Uwa  known  (ca.  "IDOl)  B.  C). 
At  the  top  i»  a  celief  showing  the  god  Shamaah  handing  to  the  ki lie 
the  style  mth  which  to  write  the  lawe  dictated  (o  him.  *ObeliEk  a( 
King  Manisbtneo  (p.  169),  inecTibed  with  a  title-deed ;  Hon  in  ena- 
melted  tetranotta;  bronze  *Statue  of  Qntcn  Napir-Aiu  (head  wint- 
iQg],  a  work  of  the  14th  cent.  B.  C.  In  tbia  room  are  also  seTsnl 
'Kudnrus',  or  laud-marlja,  laige  egg-shaped  atones  ioacribed  wilt 
tltle-deeda  and  divine  emblemo  (comp.  p.  206).

B,  18,  17,  11)  DCCDpit-s  the  groundDooi  and  two  other  etories  of 
the  Paiillon  do  Marsan  (see  Plan,  p.  93),  which  was  originaUy  bulll 
by  Lefuel  (p.  93)  for  the  Cour  dts  Comptea,  but  has  been  Ingeniouslj 
adapted  to  its  present  porpoee  by  M,  09,«lon  Itedon,  the  presenl 
architect  of  the  Louvre.  Entrance  Rue  do  RiToli  107,  opposite  (hs 
Ella  de  I'EcheUB.  The  museum  is  open  daily  from  10  to  IS  (10-4  In 
winter);  adm.  1  fr.,  .Snn.  free,  other  holidays  50  c.  Lift,  near  the 
Eswller  de  Marsan  (PI.  D),  10  c.  Catalogue  (1906),  60  c.  —  TMi 
collection  embtaPOB  specimen!  of  Entopean  and  Oriental  dacoratiye 
art  from  the  Oothic  period  to  the  present  Jay,  and  a  number  of 
paintings  also  ate  temporarily  eihlbitod  here  (p.  171).  Changes  In 
Ihe  arrangement  of  the  exhibits  are  not  Infregnent.

The  E.  part  of  the  Rub  db  Rivoli  (p.  90),  beyond  the  Rue  du 
Lonvre,  traversing  a  congeries  of  narrow  streets,  was  constructed  by 
Napoleon  HL,  who  desired  to  facilitate  the  access  of  his  troops  to 
the  H6tel  de  Yille.  It  intersects  the  Rue  du  Pont-Neuf,  leading  from 
the  bridge  of  that  name  to  the  Halles  Centrales  (p.  194),  then  the 
Rue  des  Halles  and  the  Rue  St.  Denis^  and,  finally,  the  Boulevard  de 
Sihastopol  (p.  84).  —  The  8iaii(m  du  Chdtelet  on  the  Mitropolitain 
is  at  the  comer  of  the  Rue  des  Lavandi^res  (see  Appx.,  p.  29). 

At  No.  144,  at  tbe  corner  of  the  Rue  de  I'Arbre-Sec  (PI.  R,  30;  ///),  an 
inscription  records  that  the  Edtel  de  Montbaton,  where  Admiral  de  Goligny 
was  Idlled  (9ee  p.  90),  once  stood  there.  Here  abo  lived  G.  Van  Loo,  the 
painter,  and  the  Duchess  of  Montbazon,  mistress  of  Rancd  (d.  1700),  who 
retired  at  the  death  of  the  duchess  and  reformed  the  Order  of  the  Trappists. 

In  the  square  at  the  S.E.  comer  of  the  Rue  de  Rivoli  and  the 
Boulevard  de  S^astopol  rises  the  *Toxir  St.  Jacques  (PI.  R,  23 ;  ///, 
JTQ,  a  handsome  square  Gothic  tower,  175  ft.  in  height,  erected  in 
15(i8-22,  and  now  under  restoration.  This  is  a  relic  of  the  church 
of  St.  Jacques  -  la -Boucherie J  which  was  built  in  1508-22  on  the 
site  of  an  earlier  church,  and  sold  and  taken  down  in  1789.  The 
chnrch  was  a  place  of  refuge  for  criminals.  The  tower  is  now  used 
as  an  observatory.  In  the  hall  on  the  groundfioor  is  a  statue  (by  Gave- 
liei)  of  the  philosopher  Pascal  (1623-62),  who  is  said  to  have 
repeated  from  the  summit  of  this  tower  (or,  according  to  other  author- 
ities, from  the  tower  of  St.  Jacques-du-Hant-Pas,  p.  330)  his  ex- 
periments with  regard  to  atmospheric  pressure.  On  the  summit  are  a 
statue  of  St.  James  the  Great  and  the  symbols  of  the  Evangelists  (re- 
plicas ;  originals  at  the  Thermes  de  Oluny,  p.  280).  The  ♦Vibw  from  the 
Tour  St.  Jacques  is  one  of  the  finest  in  Paris,  as  the  tower  occupies  a 
very  central  position,  but  the  public  are  not  allowed  to  ascend  except 
with  a  permit  obtained  gratis  at  the  Hotel  de  Ville  (daily  11-5).  A 
fee  to  one  of  the  keepers  of  the  square  will,  however,  usually  secure 
admission  (preferably  between  12  and  3).  The  spiral  staircase  has 
291  steps.  —  The  Square  de  la  Tour-St-Jacques  is  embellished 
with  bronze  sculptures  of  the  Breadbearer,  ^Ducks  and  Drakes'  (^Le 
Ricochet*),  and  Gyparissus,  by  Couian^  Vital  ComUj  and  H.  Pie. 

The  iSf^arM  of  Paris,  like  the  great  majority  of  the  other  promenades 
of  the  city,  are  both  useful  and  ornamental.  Though  they  have  been  con- 
structed on  the  model  of  the  London  squares,  the  enjoyment  of  the  gardens 
with  which  they  are  laid  out  is  hy  no  means  confined  to  a  few  privileged 
individuals,  but  is  free  to  all-comers.  The  formation  of  squares  of  this  sort 
has  been  a  prominent  feature  of  the  modem  street  improvements  of  Paris. 

In  the  Bue  St.  Martin,  a  little  to  the  N.E.  of  the  Tour  St.  Jacques,  rises 
the  church  of  St.  Kexry  (PI.  R,  23;  ///),  formerly  St,  Mddiric,  in  the  hest 
Gothic  style,  although  dating  from  1520-1612.    It  po3se<:ses  a  heautiful  thou%.\!^ 
nnfiniflhed  portal  in  the  Flamboyant  style.    The  intwioT  w«.a  ^V^^^^axfeft^  vci 
a  pseudo-elassical  style  by  Bo ff rand  (18th  cent.),  who  wa%  «kVao  \Ai^  wOoLW^t^.

0'^cnpiBd  till  1602  by  the  notorloaa  Prison  du  Qrand-Ckaulel,  the 
plan  at  which  may  he  seen  od  the  left  sido  of  the  facade  of  the 
Oh&mhre  dea  NotaitES.  The  Fontaine  de  la  Victaire  and  Ihe  Colonne 
du  Palmier,  with  Its  bronze  cordonB,  were  erected  here  in  1807.  The 
names  of  fifteen  battlee  won  by  Napoleon  I.  are  inaciihod  above.  On 
Che  summit  is  a  gilded  statue  of  Victory,  holding  a  wreath  In  each 
hand.snd  below  are  foarflgnresrepraaentingFidelity,  Vigilance,  Law, 
and  Power,  by  Bafsol.  The  monument  was  removad  to  Its  present 
position  in  1868)  the  padestai  with  its  double  basin  adorned  with 
four  sphinxes  was  added  on  that  occasion.  It  was  rastored  in  1S9&- 
1900.  ~  On  the  tight  aod  left  of  the  Place  dn  Chatelet  are  aituatsd 
the  TUatre  du  Ch&ttlet  Cp.  40)  and  the  Thmrt  Sarah  BemAardt 
(p.  39]  respectively,  both  designed  by  DaTloud,  The  former  build- 
ing occupies  the  site  of  the  house  where  the  painter  Daiid  was  bom 
in  1748  (liiBuription).  The  square  is  boanded  on  the  S.  by  the  Seine, 
whioh  here  flows  under  the  Pont  o«  Change  (p.  200). 

Is  the  builillng  oi'.cupied  by  the  Asiiilanet  Publlgui  (Fl.  R,  33i  V),  a 
pobUu  onlablliliinent  for  the  relief  nf  (be  poor,  in  the  Atooub  Vieloria,  II 
in  propoged  to  found  a  Hureum  of  Bygiene,  together  with  aVui^e  dt  I'At- 
riilance  PubliHao,  in  which  (lie  Bpecimenl  nf  fayance,  piclurei,  eto,,  now 
■cwiMred  In  the  larioui  branohei  of  this  imiilulion,  would  be  cotlecUd. 
from  the  Place  du  Chilletet  llie  bioad  A-vcnue  Victoria  eitenda 
M  Ae£.  totbrt  — 
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Place  de  rH6tel-de-Ville  (PI.  B,  23;  F),  once  named  Place  de 
Orh>e  (*bank  of  the  livei*),  a  name  that  evokes  many  a  tragic  le- 
eoUection.  Puhllc  execntlons  took  place  here  from  1310  to  1832. 
In  1572,  after  the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew,  Catherine  de  M^dicis 
caused  the  Huguenot  chiefs  Briquemont  and  Cavagnes  to  he  hung  in 
this  Place  amid  the  jeers  of  an  enraged  moh;  and  in  1574  she 
ordered  the  Gomte  Montgomery,  captain  of  the  Scottish  gnard,  to  be 
executed  here  for  having  accidentally  caused  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band Henri  H  at  a  tournament  (jp.  191).  On  this  spot,  too,  EMonore 
Galigai,  foster-sister  of  Marie  de  Medlcis,  convicted  of  sorcery,  was 
beheaded  and  afterwards  burnt  in  1617.  In  1766  the  Oomte  de  Lally- 
Tollendal,  governor  of  the  French  Indies,  unjustly  condemned  for 
treason,  suffered  the  extreme  penalty;  he  was  followed,  in  1798,  by 
Foulon,  general  comptroller  of  finance,  and  the  latter's  son-in-law 
Bertier,  both  hanged  by  the  mob  on  the  lamp-posts  of  this  Place. 
Among  famous  criminals  who  have  here  paid  the  penalty  of  their  mis- 
deeds are  Ravaillac,  the  assassin  of  Henri  lY  (1610),  the  Marquise 
de  Brinvilliers  and  'La  Voisin\  the  poisoners  (1676  and  1682),  Car- 
touche, the  highwayman  (1721),  and  Damiens,  who  attempted  to 
assassinate  Louis  XV  (1757).  —  The  Place  de  rH6tel-de-Ville  is 
connected  on  the  S.  with  the  Oit^  (p.  259)  by  the  Pont  d'Arcole. 

The  *H6tel  de  ViUe  (PI.  R,  23 ;  V)  was  rebuilt  in  its  original 
form,  but  on  an  enlarged  and  more  ornamental  plan,  by  Ballu  and 
Deperthes  in  1876-84.  It  is  a  magnificent  structure  in  the  French 
Renaissance  style ,  with  dome  -  covered  pavilions  at  the  angles 
(recalling  the  mediaeval  towers),  mansard  windows,  and  lofty  de- 
corated chimneys.  The  building  is  entirely  detached  and  is  sur- 
rounded by  an  area  with  a  railing,  affording  light  to  the  sunk  floor. 
The  groundfloor  is  adorned  with  pilasters,  and  the  first  floor  with 
engaged  pillars  of  the  composite  order.  Above  the  first  floor  is  a 
kind  of  entresol,  while  the  pavilions  have  an  extra  story.  The 
constniction  of  the  old  H6tel  de  ViUe  was  begun  in  1533,  probably 
on  the  plans  of  the  Italian  Domenico  da  Cortona^  surnamed  II  Boc- 
cador,  under  the  direction  of  Pierre  Chamhiges ;  subsequent  additions 
quadrupled  its  extent.  The  H6tel  de  ViUe  is  the  headquarters  of  the 
municipal  government  of  Paris,  controlling  the  'mairies'  of  the  twenty 
arondissements  or  wards.  At  the  head  is  the  Prefect  of  the  Seine,  who 

up  to  1789  bore  the  title  of  Pr^v6t  (provost)  de  Paris  or  des  Marchands. 
The  Hdtel  de  Ville  has  played  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  different  re- 
volntions,  having  been  the  usual  rallying-place  of  the  democratic  party, 
as  opposed  to  the  court -party,  whose  centres  were  the  Louvre  and  the 
Toileries;  and  it  was  within  its  walls  that  the  Tiers  Etat  developed  its  power. 
On  14th  July,  1789,  the  captors  of  the  Bastille  were  conducted  in  triumph 
into   the  great  hall.     Three  days    later   Louis  XVI  came    in  procession 
from  Versailles  to  the  H6tel  de  Ville  under  the  protection  of  the  mayor 
Bailly  and   other  popular  deputies,  accompanied  by  a  dense  mob,  whom 
he  succeeded  in  calming  only  by  showing  himself  at  the  window  'wok'^tvcw^ 
the  tri-coloured  cockade,  which  Lafayette  is  said  to  ha^v^  cotsv^o^^n  ^^^ 
blue  and  red  standing:  tor  the  City  of  Paris  and  the  whiW  ?Qt  Wift'BaxjLs^aQvv's..

In  the  niches  of  the  pilnclpsl  stoiiea  (and  olra 
on  ill  tlie  pavilions^  i-'"  elaCiies  of  celebiited  men,  while  on  the 
eoniioes  are  flgurea  representing  the  to-wns  of  Fiance,  eto.  Tlie 
fa[ade  ia  farther  adorned  with  a  handsome  clock  snrroDDded  vilb 
aeTeii  statues,  a  campaiiilB,  and  (on  the  roof)  ten  gilded  flgurea  of 
heralds.  Jui'Jndiiie  a.  few  stitnes  In  the  courts,  there  are  ibout  200 
statues  and  groups  on  the  eiCeiJor  of  the  H6tel. 

The  other  facades  also  are  worthy  of  iuapection.  The  small 
gaiden  on  the  side  neit  the  Seine  coatains  a  bronze  Eqattlrian 
Btatue  of  Elienne  Marcel  (p.  xv),  by  Idrao  and  Marqueste.  Thi 
entraiieeB  on  the  rear  are  gnafded  by  bronie  iluiis,  by  Coin  and 
Jacqvcmart.

The  Salon  d* Introduction  Nord  has  ceiling-paintings  by  Bonis 
(Nature  as  educator,  Physical  Exercises,  Study  and  Philosophy), 
while  the  PorUque  Nord  is  painted  by  F,  Bofriatj  and  contains  two 
marble  figures  (Horace  and  Lesbia)  by  Ouillhume, 

Then  follows  the  main  hall,  or  Grande  Salle  dee  Fetee^  164  ft. 
long,  42  ft.  wide,  and  42  ft.  high.  On  the  side  of  this  hall  next 
the  Place  Lobau  is  a  gallery,  above  which  is  another  smaller  gal-^ 

lery,  continued  also  on  the  remaining  three  sides.

(scenes  firom  the  history  of  Paris,  festivals,  etc.)i  by  Ficard  (F^te  of  iith 
July,  on  the  left)),  Clabrin^  Catiny  Berteaux,  Battdouiny  DeJahajft^  and  Blan- 
ehcm,  and  the  small  cupolas  contain  interesting  frescoes  by  Ficard  and  Bitter. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  Salle  are  the  Portique  Sud^  decorated  by 
H,  Uvy  (Hours  of  the  Night  and  Day),  and  the  Salon  d' Introduction 
Sad ,  decorated  by  Henri  Martin  (Apollo  and  the  Muses ,  on  the 
ceiling ;  Music,  Sculpture,  Painting,  Poetry,  on  the  frieze).  —  We 
now  enter  the  SaUe  h  Manger  de  Riception,  which  has  three  fine 
ceiling-paintings  by  Oeorgea  Bertrand  representing  the  Hymn  of  the 
Earth  to  the  Sun ;  at  the  sides,  Agriculture,  Harvest,  Vintage ;  and 
six  marble  statues:  Hunting,  by  E,  Barriae;  the  Toast,  by  Idrac; 
Fishing,  by  Falguilre;  Wine,  by  A,  Crauk;  Song,  by  balou;  and 
Harvest,  by  Ckapu,  The  beautiful  marquetry  should  not  be  over- 
looked. —  At  the  angle  of  the  side  next  the  Seine  is  the  Salon  Lobau 
or  Salon  Historique^  with  paintings  by  J,  P.  Laurens:  Louis  YI 
(le  Gros)  granting  the  first  charter  of  Paris;  Etienne  Marcel  pro- 
tecting the  Dauphin;  Repression  of  the  revolt  of  the  Maillotlns 
(1383) ;  Anne  Dubourg  protesting  in  Parliament  before  Henri  II 
against  the  oppression  of  the  Huguenots  (1559);  Arrest  of  Broussel 
(1648);  Pache,  Mayor  of  Paris  in  1793;  La  Reynie  (1625-1709), 
lieutenant  of  police  under  Louis  XIY;  Turgot  quitting  the  ministry 
at  YersaiUes;  LovU  XYI  at  the  Hdtel  de  Yllle  (see  p.  175 ;  1789), 
a  composition  known  as  the  *arch  of  steel*. 

In  the  S.  wing,  next  the  Seine,  are  three  large  rooms  (*Salons 
dee  Scicneee,  dee  Artty  and  des  Lettres);  four  small  rooms  (Salons  dt 
FaeBOffeJ,  two  at  each  end;  and  the  Qalerie  de  la  Cour  du  Sud.^  ikA 
farther  end  of  which  adjoins  the  Escalier  d'Honneur.

In  the  FiBOB  Lohau  (PI.  B,  23 ;  V] ,  at  the  back  of  the  Hfltel  de 
Ville,  aie  two  largo  barracks,  bniit  by  Napoleon  IH.;  those  o  " 
S.  Eida  ire  now  need  as  ofllces  for  the  bo.ird  of  edncatioD.  On  the 
N.  Biia  it  ilia  H6td-dc-Vilte  Station  of  the  Afiffra  (Appx.,  p.  29). 

The  church  of  Bt,  Gnraii  (Tl.  R,  23;  V),  or  Bt.  Gtrvais  tt  8 
Frotaii,  which  itanda  at  the  end  of  the  Place  between  the  t« 
binacks,  was  begnn  In  1213,  but  was  completely  remodelled  In  the 
IBth  oent. ;  It  now  preaenti  a  combination  of  the  Flamboyant  and 
BenaluiDce  styles.  Tbe  pottal  wu  added  by  Debroue  In  1616, 
and,  thoDgh  Inharmonioas  with  the  rest,  is  not  withont  Interesti  tl 
Ulaatrmte*  tbe  Doric,  lonk,  ^tid  Corinthian  oiden,  one  aboTe  tl 
etbar,  logetber  with  ttiingulai  and  iemidttnim  -jailmonts.

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The  Intbbiob  U  remarkable  for  its  height.  8t.  Oervab  is  rich  in 
paintings  and  other  works  of  art,  most  of  which  are,  however,  as  is  usual  in 
tibe  churchM  of  Paris,  very  badly  lighted.  The  names  of  Uie  yarions  chapels 
are  sufficiently  explanatory  of  the  subjects  of  their  mural  paintings.  Chapels 
on  the  S.  side:  3rd,  Frescoes  by  Jobbi-Duval;  ith,  by  Qendron:  5th  (opposite 
the  altar).  Painting  by  Coftder  (St.  Ambrose  and  Theodosius) ;  6th  and  7th  (am- 
bulatory), stained  glass  of  the  16th  cent.;  8th,  Frescoes  by  OMxe;  9th,  Mau- 
soleum of  Michel  Le  Tellier  (d.  1685),  minister  of  state  under  Louis  XIV, 
by  Maulin€  and  Swtrelle,  frescoes  br  Al.  ffeut  (SS.  Gervais  andProtais),  and 
(on  fhe  altar)  a  statue  of  the  Virgin  (iith  cent.).  The  clerestory  of  the  choir 
and  fhe  Lady  (3hapel  have  stained-glass  windows  by  /.  Cotuin  (16th  cent.), 
paintings  by  Dehrme^  and  a  Madonna  by  Oudini.  The  vault  with  coronal 
and  pendentive  (i  ft.  by  6V2  ft.)  is  by  Jacquet  (1517).  Chapels  to  the  N. 
as  we  return :  Ist  and  2nd,  PietJt  by  NamUuii  and  Cortot^  paintings  by  Norhlin 
and  Ouiehard;  3rd,  a  Passion  painted  on  wood,  attributed  to  Aldegrever; 
-Ith,  Beredos  (16th  cent.);  6th,  Reredos  and  altar  (with  relieQ,  16th  cent.; 
7th,  Beredos  reproducing  the  facade  of  the  church  (17th  cent.).  —  Above 
the  stalls  of  the  clergy  is  a  medallion  of  God  the  Father,  by  Perugino^ 
belonging  to  an  altajvpiece  of  the  Ascension  (the  chief  panel  of  which  is  at 
Lyons).    The  candelabra  and  bronze  crucifix  on  the  high-altar  (18th  cent.) 

Cere  brought  from  the  abbey  of  Ste.  Genevieve.  The  choir-stalls  (i6th  cent.) 
ave  fine  misericordin.    Organ  of  the  17th  cent.,  with  organ-loft  in  stone. 

To  the  N.  of  St.  Qervais,  beMnd  the  barracks,  is  the  small  Place 
Baudoyer,  between  the  Rue  deRlvoli  on  theN.  and  the  Rue  Francois- 
Miron  on  the  S.  This  Place  was  the  scene  of  a  sangoinary  encounter 
in  June,  1848.  The  Mairie  of  the  dihArrondUsement,  (H6tel-de-Ville), 
on  the  E.  side  of  the  Place ,  is  an  edifice  in  the  style  preyalent  at 
the  end  of  the  16th  century.  The  Salle  des  Mariages  and  Salle  des 
Fetes  are  embellished  with  paintings  by  Cormon  and  Oomerre. 

The  neighbouring  Rue  Fran;ois-Miron,  which  up  to  1836  was  part  of 
the  Rue  St..Antoine,  contains  some  ancient  buildings.  The  BdUl  dt  Beauvai* 
(No.  68),  dating  from  1666-1660,  was  designed  by  Ant.  Lepautre,  and 
possesses  a  fine  circular  court  with  a  carved  staircase;  the  H6tel  du  Frisi- 
dent  BinauU  (No.  82)  has  a  balcony  supported  by  a  Moor^s  head.  The  Rue 
de  Jouy  and  the  Rue  GeofTi oy-rAsnier,  both  to  the  S.,  also  contain  several 

food  specimens,  the  finest  being  the  Hdtel  dMtifnon^,  built  by  Mansart  in 
600,  and  now  the  Pharmacie  Centrale  (Rue  de  Jouy  7),  and  the  17th  cent. 
Hdlel  d4  ChaloM-Luxtmbourg^  with  a  handsome  door.  Rue  Geofiroy-rAs- 
nier  26.  —  At  the  corner  of  the  Rue  de  rH6tel*de-Ville  and  the  Rue  du 
Fignier  (the  S.E.  prolongation  of  the  Rue  de  Jouy,  see  above)  rises  the  Hdtel 
d€  Sent  (now  private  property),  where  the  archbishops  of  Sens  resided  when 
they  were  metropolitans  of  Paris,  at  that  time  a  simple  bishopric.  It  is 
buih  in  the  15th  cent,  style,  with  turrets  at  the  angles  and  a  donjon,  or 
ke^,  in  the  courtyard.  The  Hotel  de  Cluny  (p.  771)  is  the  only  other 
speamen  in  Paris  of  tbe  domestic  architecture  of  this  date.  —  Farther  on 
lies  the  Quai  des  C^lestins  (p.  182).  —  Curious  houses  may  be  seen  also  on 
the  Quai  de  r Hdtel- de-Ville  (Kos.  li,  12,  10,  2,  etc.). 

Beyond  the  E.  end  of  the  Rue  Frangois-Miron  the  Rue  de  Rivoll 
takes  the  name  of  Rub  St.  Antoinb  (PI.  R,  23,  26,  26;  7),  from  tl»e 
former  abbey  which  stood  there. 

In  the  Rue  St.  Antoine,  on  the  right,  is  the  former  Jesuit  church 
of  8t.  Paul  et  St.  Louis  (PI.  R,  25,  26 ;  V),  erected  in  1627-41 ,  by 
Phre  Fr,  Derand.  The  handsome  baroque  portal  was  added  by  Pere 
Marcel  Ange,  The  dome  of  this  ohurch  was  one  of  the  earliest  in 
Paris.  The  architecture  of  the  ohurch  is  obTiowiV^  m^^VL^^Vi 
Italian  works  of  the  iBth  cent.f  and  retaina  iV\«  d\%\.\Ti%^N^^^% 
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ibitiiCteri atlas  of  moat  Jeeult  chucclica.  The  gdnerat  effect  of  tfce 
Interior  ii  imposlog,  but  tlie  style  ie  somewliat  florid  and  the  de- 
coration ovHTdooe.  In  the  left  transept  is  ■  pointing  of  Chrlat  In  the 
GaideD,  hy  Eug.  Dtlacroii  (1827).  —  The  bnilding  behind,  to  the 
right,  formerly  a  Jeauit  college,  is  now  the  Lyale  Charltmoi/ne.  — 
Station  of  the  Mi^tropotitain,  eee  Appendix,  p.  39. 

In  tlie  Bae  Si.  Anioine  (Nn.  119)  is  the  Paiagt  Charlimasiit,  CDDtaining 
(he  BSia  d«  Prioau,  m  ancienl  tuireted  building  with  Bplral  Btaircaseg,  etc. 
—  At  Wo.  66  is  the  Pauam  SI.  Firrn.  Al  the  npijs  of  the  anEle  toimei  it 
Ihii  puisge  ace  Ihe  scaoty  remain!  of  Ibe  archway  rormiaE  Ihs  entraoce  to 
llie  lemBieri  at  ihg  church  of  St.  I'aul,  destroyed  In  1133.  nabelali  asd 
Haosart,  tbs  oicbilul,  wcic  burled  here. 

IntheBne  SevignS,  which  liegins  oppoaitc  the  church  of  St.  Paul, 
ia  the  Musiie  Oamavalet  (p,  187}. 

On  the  left  in  the  line  St.  Antoine,  No.  62,  is  the  old  Eetel  de 
BilAttne  or  de  Sully,  built  in  1624  by  Jean  Andronet  Du  Cerceiu 
for  Mailmlllen  de  Bithone,  better  known  as  the  Due  de  Sully  sn& 
minister  of  Henri  IV.  The  court  is  interesting  —  On  lie  right, 
Ko.21,  at  the  comer  of  the  Rue  du  Petit- Mubo,  is  tbe  Hoect  de 
Maytnne  or  d'Ormason,  built  by  Jacqocs  Androuet  Du  Ceioeau, 
now  a  Bcbool.  It  has  a  pretty  faulted  etairoase  and  a  turret,  and  con- 
tains the  room  wbero  the  Ltgue  met  to  decide  the  death  of  Henri  lU 
(nothing  to  be  seen).  —  Tlie  Rue  de  Blrague,  on  the  left,  leada  to 
the  Place  des  Vosges  (p.  191). 

Farther  on  in  the  Rue  St.  Antoine,  to  the  right,  la  the  Egtite  dt 
la  Fiiitation,  now  Uis  Temple  Ste.  Marie  (CaMoist),  conatracted  In 
the  17th  cent,  by  Fr.  Mansart.  Then,  to  the  left,  at  the  comer  «t 
the  Bue  des  Toumelles,  Is  a  bronzeSlotue  o^BramnareAoia [1732-99), 
the  author,  by  L.  Olauaade  (1B9D). 

No.  38  in  the  Eus  iet  Touniellej  wu  bulll  by  Uardoula-UanurC  fn 
himaclf.    The  Drst  Uoor  was  oace  accupiad  by  Uluon  ds  Lcncloi  Cd.  HOB), 

The  Itoe  St,  Antoine  tarminatea  in  the  Place  de  la  Bastille.  An 
Inscription  at  No.  5  (on  the  left)  relates  to  the  taking  of  the  Bastille. 

The  Flue  de  la  BiitiUe  (PI.  R,  25;  P),  or  simply  La  BatliUt, 
aa  it  is  Dsually  called,  was  I'ormerlytbesiteof  theB(u(iUeSl..AnloiiU| 
a  castle  enlarged  from  the  Baalilia,  aii  ancient  fortiAed  oity-gstoway, 
m  1371-83  by  Einga  Charles  V  and  VI,  and  left  standing  when  tbc 
old  fortifti^atluna  were  swept  away  under  Louis  XIV.  It  was  sitttated 
to  the  W. ;  part  of  its  perimeter  is  tnLced  by  a  line  of  white  stonel 
running  along  tho  ground  between  the  BueSl.  Antoine  and  the  Boole- 
varii  Henri  IV,  On  the  house  at  No.  3  is  an  insisriptlouwith  the  plan 
of  the  Bastille.  This  fortress,  which  commanded  the  nver  and  iti 
approaohea  and  at  the  same  time  menaced  the  populous  q^uaiter  of 
St.  Antoine,  waa  afterwards  used  as  a  state-prison,  where  the  vloUnu 
of  a  despotism  so  unjust  that  irourt  faTourltes  had  merely  to  procDtB 
t  'lettre  de  cachet'  to  senure  their  imnjodiate  arrest  were  often  con- 
aned.  This  prison  of  odious  memnij  attainad  a  -world-wide  celebrity 
"  "-sqabnee  of  Il»  desltnotton  ooUttvSiiY'),  V\®,»tf!ia  '    '-'- 
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ning  of  the  French  Reyolntion.  A  ramom  having  spread  that  the 
regiments  from  St.  Denis  were  marching  on  the  city,  and  that  the 
Bastille  was  ahont  to  bombard  the  Fanboarg  St  Antoine,  the  populace 
flew  to  arms.  The  goyemor  Delaunay,  who  had  only  a  handful  of  men 
under  his  orders,  could  make  no  prolonged  stand  against  the  multi- 
tude, and  both  he  and  hie  soldiers  were  massacred.  The  fortress  was 
razed  to  the  ground ;  and  some  of  its  stones  were  afterwards  used  to 
buUd  the  Pont  de  la  Concorde  (p.  67). 

The^Colonne  de  Juillet,  which  now  adorns  the  Place,  by  Alavoine 
and  Due,  was  erected  in  1831-40  in  honour  of  the  heroes  who  fell 
in  the  Beyolution  of  July,  1830.  The  total  height  of  the  monument 
is  154  ft.,  and  it  rests  on  a  massive  round  substructure  faced  with 
white  marble.  On  this  rises  a  square  base,  adorned  on  each  side  with 
six  bronze  medallions,  which  supports  the  pedestal  of  the  column. 
On  the  W.  side  of  the  pedestal  is  represented  a  bronze  lion  in  relief 
(the  astronomical  symbol  of  July),  by  Barye,  At  each  of  the  four 
comers  is  seen  the  Gallic  cock  holding  garlands.  The  column  itself 
is* of  bronze,  13  ft.  in  diameter,  and  partly  fluted.  It  is  divided  by 
bands  into  five  sections,  on  which  the  names  of  the  fallen  (615)  are 
emblazoned  in  gilded  letters.  The  summit  is  crowned  by  a  bronze 
Genius  of  Liberty  standing  on  a  globe,  holding  in  one  hand  the 
torch  of  civilization  and  in  the  other  the  broken  chains  of  slavery, 
by  J.  Ditmont, 

The  Imtbsiok  (adm.  gratis)  contains  an  excellent  staircase  of  238  steps 
leading  to  the  top,  whence  a  nne  view  is  enjoyed. 

The  Vaults  (open  10-i  or  5:  gratuity)  consist  of  two  chambers,  each 
containing  a  saroophagns,  45  ft  in  length  and  7  ft.  in  width,  with  the  re- 
mains of  the  fallen.  In  the  same  receptacles  were  afterwards  placed  the 
▼ictinks  of  the  Revolution  of  February,  1848. 

The  Place  de  la  Bastille  played  a  part  also  in  the  troublous  times  of 
18)8  and  1871.  In  June,  1848,  the  insurgents  erected  their  strongest  bar- 
ricade at  the  entrance  to  the  Bue  dn  Faubonrg-St-Antoine.  It  was  there 
that  Arekbi§hop  Affrt  (p.  267),  while  exhorting  the  people  to  peace,  was 
killed  by  an  insurgent^s  ball.  In  May,  1871,  the  site  of  the  Bastille  was 
one  of  the  last  strongholds  of  the  Communards,  by  whom  every  egress  of 
the  Place  had  been  formidably  barricaded. 

To  the  N.  of  the  Place  de  la  Bastille  are  the  Boulevard  Beaumarchais 

(p.  85)  and  the  wide  Boulevard  Richard^  Ler^oir ,  running  above  the 

MitropoHtain  (Line  5)  and  the  Canal  St  Martin  (p.  241),  which  is 

vaulted  over  for  a  distance  of  nearly  II/4  M.  —  To  the  E.  begins  the 

Rue  du  Fauhourg-St'Antoine  (p.  252),  leading  to  the  Place  de  la 

Nation  (p.  252).  —  On  the  S.W.  is  a  station  of  the  Mitropolitain 

(Lines  1  ft  5;  Appx.,  pp.  29,  33),   and  on  the  S.E.  the  Gare  de 

Yincennes  (p.  255).    The  Rue  de  Lyon  ends  at  the  Gare  de  Lyon 

(p.  182).  — ^  The  Bassin  or  Oare  d'Eau  de  V Arsenal,  in  which  the 

Oanal  St.  Martin  ends,  stretches  to  the  S. 

Behind  the  Gare  de  Vincennes,  at  No.  28  Rue  de  Charenton,  is  the 
Hospice  det  4ninze-Vingt8  (PI.  B,  25;  F),   one  of  the  most  yenerable 
institations  in  Paris,  founded  before  1260  by  St.  Louis  for  '15  timea'Ky  ^^^^ 
blind  people.    Originally  standing  on  the  site  of  the  P a;ia\B-Uo^'  e^.^  VVicv  \iQ«v^«.^ 
hM  since  1780  occupied  the  Hotel  dea  Mousauetaire&-'Ko\x&«  \^\uWi  \>i  Q^c^XN^ 
in  1703. 
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The  BouleTard  Hsnrl-Qaatie  (PI.  R,  !26;  V)  eiiends  to  the  t^^l 
of  (he  Plare  de  U  BastiJla,  and  affords  a  fine  "lata  termln»ted  bydw 
dome  of  ths  Psnthfon  (p.  283).  On  (he  left  aide  of  thia  boalevard 
rises  the  Castrne  dei  C^liEiliru,  oq  the  site  of  >  celebrated  monastery, 
which  onne  nontsined  the  gronp  of  the  three  TheologltMl  Vlrtuea  by 
Oetmaln  Filan  (sec  p.  UO).  Opposite,  nesr  the  bridge,  sie  the 
remBlOB  of  a  tower  of  the  B&atille  ^  ^"ur  dt  la  LibertS'),  which  were 
discoveied  hene>,th  tbe  Rue  St.  Aatoine  in  eieaTatlng  the  Miftro' 
paiitaiQ  ind  ti&nsferred  hither  in  1899.  —  In  the  Rne  de  Solly, 
No.  1,  l9  the  Tilnible  BiiHolftijue  de  VArstnal  (Pi.  R,  25;  V), 
occupying  part  of  the  old  araenal  of  Paris ,  -which  extended  from 
the  Seiae  to  the  Bastille.  The  library  is  open  daily,  10-4,  except 
on  Snndays  snd  holldaye  and  dndng  the  vacation  (15th  Ang.  to  let 
Sept.).  After  the  Blbtiothiqne  Nationale  It  U  the  richest  libruy  in 
Paris  (548,000  YOla, ;  9876  MS8.),  especially  in  theatrical  litecatote 
(35,000  plays  ate  psWlogued). 

The  Boulevard  Henri  IV  crosses]  the  t^co  arma  of  the  Seine  and 
the  E.  end  of  the  lie  St,  Louis  (p.  268)  by  meana  of  the  Pont  Bnllj 
(PI.  R,  22;  V),  near  whl'^h,  en  the  island,  la  a  One  Afonttnwnt  to  Baryc 
(1786-1876),  the  animal  scaiptor,  with  leprodnctiaDa  of  Mb  chief 
works  (see  p.  166)  and  a  medallion  hy  Marqueato. 

On  the  right  bank,  below  the  bridge,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Quai 
BBS  C£i,ESTtNB(Pl.  B,26,32;  V),  is  tbeold  ffileldejC^  PofcH*,  now 
the  CoUigt  ManiUon,  a  handsome  bnlldlng  erected  by  J.  Har- 
doniii'Mansart  (IGTj),  with  a  monnmeutai  fa;ade  restored  in  the 
19th  century.  It  was  the  residence  of  Fienhet,  chancellor  of  Anne 
of  Austria  (1602-66),  Farther  on,  on  the  right,  in  the  Bne  St.  Paul 
(No.  4),  is  the  HSiel  dt  La  VUuiiilU,  once  the  lesidence  of  the  Due 
de  La  Vieavllle,  who  was  minister  of  finance  in  1649. 

Al  No.  32  Qoai  dea  CSltstina  was  (at  the  imcriplion  recoraa)  th« 
iBnnis-conrt  of  the  Oroii-Noi™,  whEro  Ihe  UliulrB-TlifSlra  of  MolitrB  wu 
esUbliahed  in  16i5.  The  ilago-eBirante  of  Ihis  theatre  and  paM  uf  a  w^- 
uurh  ami  ealil  at  Bne  de  I'Av^-Miria  15,  juM  round  Ibe  corner.  —  Port 
of  the  qn^  dea  Cdlestlnt,  etc.,  lee  p.  338. 

On  the  right  bank,  npstieiin,  between  the  Qvit  Hbnbi-Quatbk 
and  the  Bonlevard  Morland  (PI.  R.  26 ;  P),  is  the  former  ib  Louvlrri, 
united  with  the  quay  in  1840.  Here  are  sitaated  the  Afapasint  de  la 
VUU  and  the  Archivta  de  ta  Priftctnrt  de  la  Stint. 

Farther  to  the  S.E.,  beyond  (he  Oare  d'Ean  de  I'Arsenai  (p.  iSl), 
are  the  Place  Mava  (UAco  Stst. ;  Appn.,  p.  33)  and  tbe  PonI 
d'AuilcrUtt  (p.  337).  The  BotJi,BVAiti>  Didhhot  (PI,  R,  26,  28,  31) 
ends  at  the  Place  de  la  Nation  (p.  262).  The  Qare  de  Lyon  (PI.  R, 
G,  26,  23),  at  the  beginning  of  the  bouli:vard.  has  a  tower  210  ft, 
in  height.  Buffet  on  the  let  floor,  gorgeouaiy  painted  and  decorated. 
The  itatnea  on  Ihe  main  platform  are  those  of  S(guin  (l786-i87&), 
Inventor  of  ttie  tubular  boiler  (p.  199),  aud  Ta^6ol  (1799-1886),  Srst  I 
dlreatoi  of  (he  Psri»-Lyon-ML'diterranSe  Eailway  Oo.  —  In  froi 
tbJs  terminus,  to  the  left,  is  a  Mttto  6tal\t>iit_K-5^.,?.  29). 
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Quartier  du  ICaraii. 

MfiTBOPOLiTAiN  STATIONS  (Line  1;  see  Appz.,  p.  29):  Hdia-de-Vitte 
Btathn  (p.  178),  for  the  Archives;  8U  Paul  Station  (p.  180),  for  the  Mas^e 
Camsvalet. 

The  Quartier  du  Marais  is  the  district  to  the  N.E.  of  the  Hotel 
de  Yille,  bounded  l>y  the  Rue  de  Rivoli,  Rue  St  Antoine  (p.  179), 
Roe  da  Temple,  and  Boul.  Beaumaicliais  (p.  85).  Down  to  the  18th 
cent,  a  fashionable  quarter  with  several  still  handsome  mansions, 
it  is  now  quite  given  over  to  trade  and  manufactures.  —  In  the  Rue 
des  Francs-Bourgeois,  in  the  W.  of  this  quarter,  are  the  — 

Arehivei  Hationalei  (PL  R,  23 ;  III),  established  in  the  old 
Bdtel  de  Soubise.  Tbis  building  occupies  the  site  of  the  mansion  of 
theConntftable  Olivier  de  Clisson,  the  companion-in-arms  of  Dugues- 
clin,  erected  in  1371,  of  which  there  still  exists  in  the  Rue  des  Ar- 
cbives  (No.  58),  to  tbe  left  of  the  facade,  a  handsome  gateway  flanked 
with  two  turrets  (restored  in  1846).  Down  to  1696  the  mansion 
belonged  to  the  powerful  Guise  family ,  after  whioh  it  oame  into 
tbe  possession  of  tbe  family  of  Soubise.  Tbe  present  Palais  des 
Archives  chiefly  consists  of  buildings  erected  in  1706-12  by  G.  Boff< 
rand  for  Francois  de  Rohan,  Prince  de  Soubise,  and  others  added 
or  reconstructed  in  the  19th  century.  The  entrance  is  in  the  Rue 
des  Francs -Bourgeois.  The  court  is  surrounded  by  a  handsome 
Corinthian  colonnade  by  P.  A.  Delamair;  the  pediment  is  adorned 
with  sculptures  by  R.  Le  Lorrain. 

The  national  archives  were  deposited  here  in  1808.  They  are 
divided  into  four  departments  —  the  ^Secretariat",  the  'Section 
Historique*,  the  'Section  Administrative',  and  the  'Section  Legis- 
lative et  Judiciaire'.  Students  are  admitted  for  purposes  of  research 
daily,  10-5  o'clock,  except  on  holidays,  on  previous  application  at 
the  Bureau  dea  Benseignements.  The  'Mus^e'  consists  of  a  collection 
of  the  chief  treasures  of  the  Archives,  but  several  documents  are 
represented  only  by  facsimiles. 

The  Mnsio  des  Arohives,  or  Mtuie  PaUographique^  is  open  to  the  public 
on  San.,  and  visitors  are  admitted  also  on  Thurs.  (12-3)  on  presentation 
of  their  card.  The  principal  objects  are  labelled ,  and  there  is  an  illus- 
trated catalogue  by  J.  Guifirey  (i  fr.)-  The  mus^e  is  not  heated  in  winter. 
There  is  no  *vestiaire\  —  The  decorations  of  some  of  the  rooms  are 
among  the  best  examples  of  the  style  of  Louis  XV  in  Paris.

*pabriot'  Palloy.  The  documents  preserved  in  the  Ddpdt  and  the  iron  safe 
containing  the  legal  standards  ox  the  m^tre  and  kilogramme  can  be  seen 
only  by  special  permission.  —  The  pretentious  unrailed  staircase  leads  down 
into  the  court,  at  the  other  side  of  which  is  the  exit. 

Lovers  of  old  Paris  will  enjoy  a  stroll  through  some  of  the  neigh- 
bonring  streets.  In  the  Bae  des  Arehives,  No.  78,  is  the  Hdtel  du 
MariehiU  Tallard  (1728 ;  line  staircase  by  Ballet  in  the  conrt  to  the 
right);  at  the  comer  of  the  Bne  des  Haadriettes  is  a  Fountain^ 
erected  by  the  Prince  de  Bohan  (1706),  with  a  na'iad  by  Mlgnot; 
the  fine  Gothic  doorway  at  No.  68  was  the  former  entrance  to  the 
mansion  of  the  Glisson  family,  now  the  Archives  (p.  183) ;  No.  24 
was  the  ChapelU  du  CouvtrU  des  BiUetUi,  built  in  1764,  and  now 
(since  1808)  a  Protestant  place  of  worship  (the  sacristy  may  be  seen). 
In  the  Bne  des  Qnatre-Fils,  to  the  right  of  the  Bae  des  Ajrchives,  is 
the  house  (No.  22)  where  Mme.  du  Deffand  entertained  Voltaire, 
Montesqaifiu,  d^Alemhert,  Ilornce  AValpole,  etc 

The  Bub  des  Fbancs-Bgurobois  (PI.  B,  26,  23 ;  ///,  V),  to  the 
S.  of  the  Archives  Nationales,  leads  to  the  Mas^  Camavalet  (p.  187). 
The  na.me  of  ^fhincs  boorgeois*  was  given  to  those  citizens  who  were 
free  to  change  their  domicile,  the  *petltfi  bourgeois*  not  being  allowed 
to  do  so,  and  the  ^grands  bourgeois*  being  tied  to  their  seignories.  At 
No.  86  liB  the  Moni^de-PUtS  (entrance,  Bue  des  Blancs-Manteaux  18), 
^  or  great  pawnbroking  establishment  of  Paris,  which  enjoys  a  mono- 
poly of  lending  money  on  pledges  for  the  benefit  of  the  ^Assistance 

Pnblique\ 

The  loans  are  not  made  for  less  than  a  fortnight,  but  articles  may  be 

redeemed  within  that  time  on  payment  of  the  fees.    Four-fifths  of  the 

value  of  arUoles  of  gold  or  silver,  two-thirds  of  the  yalue  of  other  articles, 

ftre  advanced,  the  maximum  lent  being  10,000  fr.  at  this  establishment, 

and  500  fr.  at  the  branch- offices.    The  interest  and  fees,  which  before  1885 

were  as  high  as  9V2  P^'  cent,  are  now  reduced  to  6  per  cent,  with  a  minimum 

of  1  ft.    The  pledges  are  sold  after  fourteen  months  from  the  time  when  the 

borrower  has  failed  to  redeem  tiiem  or  to  renew  his  ticket;  but  within

The  director's  room  eontalna  two  landscapes  by 
BDUcher,  a  beautiful  clock  in  the  Boule  style,  and  in  the  middle, 
Cardinal  de  Rohan's  table.  The  'Cabinet  des  Folntons'  has  a.  carved 
and  gilded  cornice  with  deilgns  of  birds,  and  the  'Salon  dea  Singei' 
is  deoorated  with  paintiaga  by  Huel.

Beyond  the  Bue  Yieille-du-Temple  the  Bue  des  Francs-Bourgeois 

passes  on  the  right  the  old  H6UI  Lamoignon  (No.  26),  built  after 

1680  fkir  Diane  de  France,  Duchess  of  Angonleme,  the  legitimised 

daughter  of  Henri  11  and  Philippine  Due,  his  Piedmontese  mistress. 

Her  crest  (crescents,  hunting  symbols,  and  the  letter  D  repeated)  may 

still  be  seen  in  the  handsome  court,  the  entrance  to  which  is  in  the 

Bue  Paytfe  (No.  24),  diyerging  to  the  right. 

Farther  on,  to  the  left,  in  the  Rue  Stfyigntf,  is  the  — 

*Mwi^  CanuiTalet  (PI.  B,  26;  V),  or  Musie  HUtorique  de  la 

ViUe,  containing  a  collection  illustrating  the  history  of  Paris  and 

of  the  Bevolution.  It  was  at  one  time  the  H6tel  des  Ligneris,  and 

then  the  H6tel  de  Eemeyenoy,  whence  the  present  name  of  Gama- 

yalet.  It  was  the  residence  of  Mme.  de  S^vign^  for  eighteen  years 

(1677-96).  The  building  was  begun  in  1644  from  designs  hy  Le$eot 

and  Buttoffit,  continued  by  Dti  Cereeau,  and  enlarged  in  1660  by 

F,  Mansart,  who  built  the  principal  fa^de  in  the  Bue  de  S^Tigntf. 

The  portal,  however,  with  sculptures  by  Jean  Ooujonf  is  earlier. 

The  JAuevm  (carator,  M,  Oeo.  Cain)  is  open  to  the  pablie  daily  (ex- 
cq[>t  Hon.  and  holidays),  10-6  (4  in  winter).  Sticks  and  umbrellas  most 
be  giren  up  (no  fee).

O.  Michel,  Dagnan  (Boul.  Poissonniure),  Corot,  VoUon,  etc.  Also,  a  col- 
lection of  Sevres  porcelain  from  the  time  of  the  Revolution,  with  yiews 
and  emblems,  and  more  than  200  historic  snnfT-boxes  (1789-1848).  —  BalU 
Dtmgtctu  (PI.  YII).  Ceiling -painting  (attributed  to  Le  Bmn)  and  gilded 
panelling  brought  from  the  former  Hdtel  Dangeau  (time  of  Louis  XIV). 
Porcelain  and  tapestries.  Wax  portrait  of  Henri  IV,  mod^ed  by  Boor- 
din  (f)  on  the  day  after  the  king^s  assassination  (1610).  —  Sallt  de  la  Ligtte 
(PI.  Vni).  To  the  left.  Caricature  of  the  Procession  and  Orgy  of  the  Ligne 
(see  aboTc).  By  the  next  window,  collection  referring  to  the  history  of 
balloons  (1783-1880);  Dubois  giving  a  lesson  to  the  Duke  of  Orleans  (per- 
haps by  Jouvenet);  Romance  of  the  Chevaliers  de  la  Gloire  (tournament 
under  Louis  Xni.),  by  Claude  Chastillon  (?).  Revolutionary  porcelain  and 
•tone-ware,  including  the  inkstand  of  Camilla  Desmoulins.  Ceiling-paint- 
ing by  Le  Bmn  (restored  by  Maillot):  Olympus,  Mei*cury  presenting  Hebe  to 
Jupiter;  in  the  angles,  Muses. 

llie  adjacent  Staireast  descends  to  the  Salle  du  Palais-Royal  (19th  cent, 
memorials,  see  p.  188).  Here  and  on  the  landing  are  wood  carvings,  old 
Paris  signs  in  wood  and  wrought  iron,  ornamental  plates  for  fireplaces,  etc. 
—  Farther  on,  on  the  right,  is  the  — 

Galekik  DC  LA  REVOLUTION  (PI.  IX  A  XI),  Containing  memorials  of 
the  Revolutionary  period :  Portraits  of  De  Launay,  Louis  Philippe  Egalitd, 
Ch^nier,  Marat,  Danton,  Robespierre,  and  revolutionary  Poreelainy  chiefly 
made  at  H'evera.  In  the  third  ease  (left),  ^Tasse  k  la.Guillotine\  in  Berlin 
porcelain.  The  glass-cases  by  the  windows  contain  busts ,  statuettes, 
autographs,  ete. ;  to  the  right  of  the  exit,  painted  mask  of  Voltaire.  — 
The  StOon  des  Stuarts  (PI.  X)  has  fine  panelling  and  a  ceiling  of  the  18th 
century  from  the  Hdtel  des  Stuarts.  S&vres  vases  of  the  Revolutionary 
period.  Opposite,  glass-ease  containing  various  relics  (Marafs  snuff-box, 
ete.)>  1*0  the  left,  bust  of  Delille  (d.  1813),  by  Pajou ;  harp  in  carved  wood. 
To  the  right,  Voltaire^s  arm-chair  in  which  he  died,  and  the  small  ad- 
justable arm-chair  of  Couthon.  —  Oaierie  de  la  Revolution  (PI.  XI).  Among  the 
Sortraits  are  those  of  Desmoulins,  Mirabeau,  St.  Just,  Hoche,  Th^roigne 
e  M^ricourt  (the  ^Amazon  of  Liberty' ;  1762-1817),  Marat  after  his  assassin- 
ation (by  David),  and  Philippe  Egalit^  (by  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds);  to  the 
left  of  the  entrance  is  a  clock  satirizing  the  Revolution ;  original  sketch  for 
David's  painting  of  *The  Death  of  Marat' ;  *Preparations  for  the  Festival 
of  Federation  in  the  Champ-de-Mars  in  1790,  by  Debucouri;  Oath  in  the 
Jen  de  Paume,  completed  reduction  of  the  painting  sketched  by  David; 
Funeral  of  Marat;  decorations,  miniatures,  fans,  watches,  revolutionary 
buttons,  and  so  forth.  In  the  cases  to  the  right  are  autographs  of  Robes- 
pierre, Mirabeau,  Fonchd,  etc.;  documents  relating  to  the  execution  of 
Louis  XVI  (*Louis  Capet'). 

Salle  de  la  Bastille  (PI.  XII).  Revolutionary  period  continued.  In 
the  centre,  Model  of  the  Bastille,  made  from  a  stone  of  that  building.  In 
the  glass-case  surrounding  it,  relics  of  various  kinds  connected  with  the 
Bastille;  next  the  fireplace,  lettres  de  cachet  (see  p.  180);  Louis  XVI's 
autograph  order  for  the  defenders  of  the  Tuileries  to  cease  firing  (Aug.  10th, 
1792;  see  p.  69);  medallion  of  Louis  XVI  with  a  Phrygian  bonnet  and 
tricolour  sash.  Hanging  fW)m  the  ceiling  is  a  banner  of  the  Emigrds,  with 
the  arms  of  France  and  the  Allies  and  the  Hydra  of  the  Revolution.  By 
the  entraace-waJl :  Cabinet  with  a  representation  of  the  fall  of  the  Bastille ; 
table  of  the  Rights  of  Man  (on  the  wall);  weapons,  playing-cards,  and  bind- 
ings of  the  Revolution,  including  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  1793  bound 
in  human  skin.  Another  cabinet  with  portraits,  including  one  of  *La  Veuve 
Capet*  (Marie  Antoinette)  during  her  incarceration  in  the  Conciei^erie,  by 
Prienr,  and  a  miniature  of  Charlotte  Corday,  taken  from  life  d\rnii%  \i«c 
trial,  by  Q^dverdo;  window-curtains.  Fireplace-wall:  WeapOTva^VnaVroTOL^oNa 
of  punishment;  portrsit  ofLatade,  who  incurred  the  diapVea^urek  <il  'A-mR.. 
PomjMdoar  and  was  conBDed  for  fhirty-six  years  iu  the  "BaaXVW^*,  \>«Vy^

We  now  retom  to  Boom  XIII  and  Mcend  the  staireate  to  the  — 

Boeond  Tloor.  Six  small  rooms  here  are  dcToted  mainly  to  the  Sixox 
OF  PasxB  XV  187(^71.  Room  I,  Paintings,  drawings,  and  sketches,  by 
OufUUr.  —  Room  11  (to  the  right).  In  the  middle  is  a  relief-plan  of  the 
environs  of  St.  Oermain-en-Laye  (battlefield  of  Jan.  19th,  1871).  Xemorials 
of  Oambetta ,  including  a  de&th-mafk.  Uniforms  and  weapons  worn  by 
KeiMonier,  (}laretle,  Dubois,  Carolns-Dnran,  and  other  well-known  men 
as  Kational  Ouardt.  M8S.,  pictures,  and  photographs.  —  Room  III,  Re- 
mains of  a  bUloon  in  which  a  plenipotentiary  of  the  government  in 
Paris  eseaped  to  Austria.  Bepresentations  of  the  ambulance -service. 
Letters  sent  by  pigeon-post;  diminutive  newspapers;  provision -tickets; 
passe*.  Paintings,  including  the  ^orte  Maillot  (Nov.  1870),  by  Ed.  DetaUle. 
—  Roam  IV.  Specimens  of  foods  and  substitutes  for  food.  Death-mask  of 
the  painter  Begnault,  who  fell  in  a  sortie  at  Bnsenval  (1871).  This  room 
and  Rooms  V  and  VI  also  contain  satirical  paintings  and  newspapers ;  weap- 
ons ;  portraits.  Cabinet  with  fused  glass  and  metal  and  other  relics  of  con- 
flagrations. Also,  death-masks  of  Gustave  Flaubert  (1821-80)  and  Michelet, 
the  historian  (1798-1874).  In  B.  VI  are  memorials  of  Nicholas  U.'s  visit 
to  Paris  in  1896. 

At  "So.  29  Bue  de  Stfvign^,  in  what  was  once  the  Hdtel  de  Le  Peletier 
de  Sonsy  (erected  by  BtOUt  in  1687),  is  the  Bibliothique  Historique  de  la 
Yille,  founded  to  replace  the  library  destroyed  in  the  Hdtel  de  Ville  in 
1871.  It  comprises  about  200,000  vols,  and  16,000  MSS.  illustraUve  of  the 
history  of  Paris  and  the  Bevolution ,  besides  a  series  of  plans  of  Paris 
sinee  the  16th  century.  It  is  open  to  readers  on  week-days,  104  in  winter, 
and  11-6  after  Easter  (dosed  in  Saster  week  and  from  Aug.  16th  to  the  first 
Hon.  in  Oct.).    Public  lectures  on  the  history  of  Paris,  weekly  in  winter. 

Other  ancient  mansions  in  the  Bue  de  Sdvign^  are:  Ko.  62,  ffdUt  d« 
FltsuUotf  who  was  the  last  Pr^v6t  des  Marchands  (massacred  in  1789); 
it  is  decorated  with  sculptures  of  foliage,  urns,  etc. ,  Nos.  7  and  9,  EdM 
dm  ConuiUer  Jfie.  Fimon  (now  barracks ;  fine  facade  in  the  court  of  "So.  9),  etc 
^  The  building  in  front  of  the  library  (No.  27)  is  the  Xfc^  Victor  Hugo^ 
a  hifh-school  for  girls,  erected  on  the  site  of  the  Convent  des  Filles-Bleues, 
which  was  founded  by  the  Marquise  de  Verneuil,  mistress  of  Henri  IV. 

A  little  farther  on  the  Rue  des  Francs-Bourgeois  ends  at  the

The  Place  des  Vosges  occupies  the  site  of  the  court  of  the  old  Palais 
Toumslletf  where  the  tournament  at  which  Henri  II  was  aeeidental- 
iUed  took  place  in  1665  (see  p.  175).  It  then  became  a  horse-market 
witnessed  tike  duel,  in  1578,  between  the  three  minions  of  Henri  III 
the  three  favourites  of  tiie  Due  de  Guise.  Catherine  de  Mtfdieis  caused 
palace  to  he  demolished,  and  Henri  IV  erected  the  present  square.

The  N.  portion  of  the  Rub  du  Louvbb  (PI.  R,  20,  21 ;  III)  was 
aid  out  in  1888  (S.  portion,  between  the  Louvre  and  St.  Germain- 
'Auxerrois,  see  p.  91).  It  terminates  at  present  in  the  Rue  Etienne- 
liarcel,  not  far  from  the  Place  des  Victoires  (p.  207). 

The  H6tel  des  Fostes  et  TiUgraphes  (PI.  R,  21 ;  IIT),  near 
lere,  occupies  a  detached  quadrangle  of  immense  size.  It  was  rebuilt 
n  lo80-84.  The  main  entrance  is  in  the  Rue  du  Louvre,  through 
gallery,  65  yds.  long,  where  all  the  offices  dealing  directly  with  the 
nubile  are  situated.  Behind  is  the  loading-yard,  used  by  the  post- 
ehicles,  and,  adjoining  it,  the  yard  where  the  vehicles  are  housed 
the  sculptured  railing  was  designed  by  Bonifi).  The  sunk  floor  ac- 
ommodates  the  stamping-offices,  the  apparatus  for  the  pneumatic 
>08t,  and  the  stables ;  on  the  first  floor  are  the  sorting  and  distribut- 
ng  offices ;  on  the  second,  the  diligence  offices  and  official  dwell- 
Qgs ;  and  on  the  third,  the  archives  and  stores.  —  The Poste  Restante 
nd  general  inquiry  offices  are  at  the  end  of  the  gallery  (Rue  du 
iouvre  entrance),  on  the  right.  The  telegraph  office  is  also  on  the 
ight.  —  Postal  regulations,  etc.,  see  p.  33. 

In  the  centre  of  the  rear-fagade  of  the  post-office,  in  the  Rue  J.  J.  Rous- 
3ai],  a  marble  tablet  commemorates  the  ff6tel  dfHerrarty  in  which  I^a 
onta^'ne  died  (1695).  J.  J.  Rousseau  resided  after  1770  in  the  N.  part  of  this 
treet,  called  at  that  time  the  Rue  Platri^re. 

In  the  adjacent  Rue  Gutenberg  is  the  HdUl  des  TeUphonea, 
oilt  of  ^azed  bricks.  —  Opposite  the  post-office  is  the  building 
coupled  by  the  parcels  post  service  (p.  34). 

About  midway  between  the  Post  Office  and  the  Louvre  rises  the 
Umrse  de  Commerce  (PI.  R,  20 ;  ///),  formerly  the  Halle  au  BIS  or 
om-exohange,  converted  to  its  present  use  in  1888-89  by  Blondel. 
?he  nucleus  Is  a  spacious  rotunda,  dating  from  1762-67,  the  dome 
f  which  was  added  after  a  destructive  fire  in  1811.  Fronting  the 
Ine  dn  Louvre  is  a  new  facade,  with  four  Greek  columns,  65  ft. 
dgh,  above  which  is  a  pediment  with  sculptures,  by  Croisy.  The 
nterior  of  the  dome  is  embellished  with  frescoes  of  East^  ^^^\.^

B,  30,  23 ;  ]3I),  not  far  to  the  E.  of 
the  Bonise  de  Oummerce,  a  vast  structure,  ehleflr  of  Iron,  and 
covered  with  zinc,  were  erected  by  the  architect  Bollard  In  iSCl. 
These 'hallfl'conaiat  often  pavillona,  each  of  which  conlalna  250  ataUs 
18  ft  aqnare,  which  are  let  out  at  20  c.  perd9,y.  Between  the  pavillonH 
ran  covered  atieeta,  48  ft.  wide  and  48  ft.  in  height,  iDteiBected  bf 
a  boulevard  105  ft  in  width,  descending  towarda  the  Rue  de  RivoU. 
The  aix  E.  pavillone  occupy  a  apace  measuring  180  yds.  by  135  yds. 
Under  tlie  HalleE  are  celUis  12  ft.  high,  divided  iota  1200  rampait- 
menta^  these  are  ohloBy  used  for  tbe  atorat;e  of  goode,  etc;  some 
contain  municipal  electric  iDotois.  Tbe  front  pa\ilions  are  occupied 
by  reUil-dealors,  those  boblud  by  wholesale  morohanti ,  whose 
buaineaa  also  extends  into  tbe  neighbouring  streets  in  the  early 
moining-houiB. 

Tbe  best  limo  for  seeing  tbe  markets  ia  ia  tbe  small  houts,  Iht  wholeaala 
builneas  beglonlDg  al  3  a.m.  and  lasting  t[tl  8  (In  winter  J  to  9  a.m.),  Hogg 
aa  are  the  conaignDienls  of  food  disposed  of  bere,  botb  for  home  add  foraigm 
uaa,  tbey  by  no  means  reptesBBt  UiB  total  coaaumpUon,  wbiab  ia  furthur 
swollen  by  lbs  supplies  passing  Ihrongb  tbe  varioiis  covered  markela  dlatri- 
buled  over  llie  alj. 

To  the  S.E.  of  the  Haliea,  in  a  square  near  the  Boulevard  de 
S^aatopol,  rises  the  Fontaine  des  Innooenta.  ThU  graceful  structun 
of  the  Eenaiaianoe  period  Is  due  to  Pierre  LtKot;  the  older  ami p- 
tuiea  Bie  by  Jean  Ooajon.  It  was  originally  placed  against  the  cbord 
of  the  Innocents  (pulled  down  in  1783].  and  at  that  time  had  onlr 
three  arcades ;  but  it  was  reconatmcted  In  17dB  in  the  form  of  a 
aqoare  pavilion,  on  whii'h  occasion  the  naiads,  the  lion,  and  other 
ornamentations  by  Pajov  wore  added.  At  tbe  N.W.  forner  of  th« 
square,  the  facade  of  the  ofHce  of  Miles.  Lingi>res  (1T16],  which  had 
been  taken  from  aaothet  building  (of  the  Pompadour  period)  In  tbe 
Rue  Conrtalon.  near  the  Ualles,  has  been  re-eiected.

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The  ''Ghvreli  of  St  Eutaehe  (PI.  R,  21 ,  20 ;  lit),  situated  at  the 
PokUe  SUEuataehej  to  the  N.W.  of  the  Halles  Centrales  and  at  the 
end  of  the  Rne  Montmartre  and  Rae  de  Tnrhlgo,  Is  one  of  the  most 
important  churches  in  Paris.  Began  in  1532,  probahly  by  Pierre 
Lemercier,  and  completed  in  1642  from  designs  by  Ch,  David  j  it 
presents,  with  the  exception  of  the  main  portal  with  its  Doric  and 
Ionic  colnmns  (restored  in  1774-88),  which  is  dne  to  Maruart  de  Jouy, 
a  strange  mixture  of  degenerate  Gothic  and  Renaissance  architecture. 
Over  the  transept  is  an  open-work  campanile  known  as  the  'Plomb 
de  St.  Eustache'.  The  funeral  rites  of  Mlrabeau  were  solemnized  in 
1791  in  this  church,  whence  his  body  was  conveyed  to  the  Pantheon 
fp.  283) ;  and  here  was  celebrated  the  Feast  of  Reason  in  1793.  In 
1795  the  church  was  turned  into  a  'Temple  of  Agriculture\  Several 
eminent  men,  including  Colbert  (see  below),  Yoiture,  Benserade, 
Yaugelas,  Marshal  de  la  Feuillade,  Admiral  de  Tourville,  etc.,  lie 
buried  here.  It  was  entirely  restored  in  1846-54,  and  has  recently 
been  repaired. 

The  Imtbbiob  (entrance  by  the  chief  porUl  or  by  a  side-door  near  the 
Roe  Xontmartre)  consists  of  a  graceful  and  lofty  nave  and  double  aisles, 
and  is  348  ft.  in  length,  114  ft.  in  width,  and  108  ft.  in  height.  Six  of  the 
chapels  contain  old  frescoes  (laid  bare  and  restored  in  1846).  Those  in 
the  other  chapels  are  modem.  The  4th  chapel  contains  a  marble  relief  of 
the  Marriage  of  the  Virgin,  by  Triguetu  and  the  6th  an  Ecce  Homo  bjEtex 
(1867)  and  a  fignre  of  Resignation  by  Chatrous»e.  —  In  the  S.  transept  are 
frescoes  by  Signet:  on  the  right.  The  Resurrection,  St.  John,  and  Justice ; 
on  Uie  left,  Entombment,  St.  Luke,  and  Temperance.  —  At  the  end  of  the 
ambulatory  is  the  ChapelU  de  la  Vierge.,  added  at  the  beginning  of  the 
i9th  century.  Over  the  altar  is  a  *Statue  of  the  Virgin  by  PigalU^  which 
used  to  be  in  the  (}hurch  of  the  Invalides.  The  frescoes  (three  representa- 
tions of  the  Virgin  Mary)  are  by  Couture.  —  The  next  chapel,  with  frescoes 
by  Bixard^  contains  the  monument  of  Colbert  (d.  1683 1  see  p.xvii),  consist- 
ing of  a  sarcophagus  of  black  marble,  with  a  kneeling  figure  of  Colbert 
in  white  marble,  by  Coyxevox.  At  one  end  is  a  statue  of  Abundance  by 
CopuvoXy  at  the  other  end  one  of  Religion  by  Tubp.  —  The  five  other 
chapels  flanking  the  choir  contain  frescoes  by  Delorme,  Basset^  Perrut^ 
PUhon  (St.  Genevieve),  and  F,  Barrias  (St.  Louis).  —  The  short  N.  transept  is 
adorned  in  the  same  way  as  the  S.  transept:  bas-reliefs  by  J) were;  six  statues 
nf  Apostles  by  Crauk  and  ffuenon^  and  frescoes  by  Signal  (Crucifixion,  St. 
John,  and  Prudence  on  the  right;  C!hrist  bearing  the  Gross,  St.  Luke,  and 
Divine  Power  on  Uie  left).  Above  a  b^nitier  is  a  fine  group  of  two  angels 
and  Pope  Alexander  I.  (109-117),  by  whom  the  use  of  holy  water  was 
Introduced.  — -  Beyond  the  transept  is  the  chapel  of  St.  Eustace,  who  was  a 
ELoman  general  under  the  Emp.  Titus,  with  frescoes  by  Le  Hinaff.  —  The 
itained  ^lass  in  the  choir  and  apse  was  executed  by  Soijlignac  in  1631, 
Erom  designs  by  Ph.  de  Champaigne. 

St.  Eustache  is  perhaps  the  leading  church  in  Paris  for  Religious  Mutic 
which  is  performed  with  the  aid  of  an  orchestra  on  important  festivals. 

The  Rue  de  Turbigo  (PI.  R,  24;  III),  a  handsome  new  street 
beg:inning  at  the  Pointe  St.  Eustache  (see  above),  crosses  after  about 
200  yds.  the  Rue  Etienne-Marcel,  in  which  rises  the  Tour  de  Jean 
satu  Peur  (Duke  of  Burgundy,  1371-1419),  a  crenellated  tower  with 
pointed  arches  of  the  15th  century.  It  was  a  later  addition  to  th&

Beyond  St.  Nicolas,  hetween  the  Rae  St.  Martin  and  the  Bool,  de 
S^astopol,  U  the  pleasant  Squarb  deb  Abtb  bt  Mi^tibbs  (PI.  R, 
24;  III),  In  its  centre  rises  a  column  snrmoanted  by  a  Victory  in 
bronze,  by  Crauk^  with  a  pedestal  bearing  the  names  of  the  Crimean 
victories  (1854-65).  On  each  side  are  small  basins,  adorned  with 
bronze  figures.  A  statue  (by  M.  Moreau)  is  to  be  erected  here  to 
Th.  Z,  Oramme  (1826-91),  improver  of  the  electric  dynamo.  On 
the  S.  side  of  the  square  is  the  ThSdtre  de  la  Qatti  (p.  40) ,  built 
in  1862. 

The  Conservatoire  des  Arts  et  Metiers  (PI.  R,  24,  ///;  M^ro 
Stat.)  was  founded  by  decree  of  the  Convention  in  1794.  The  first 
idea  of  such  an  institution  is  attributed  to  Descartes  (1596-1650), 
and  it  was  put  in  practice  in  1775  by  the  celebrated  engineer 
Vaucanson^  who  bequeathed  to  the  state  in  1783  his  collection 
of  machines,  instruments,  and  tools,  for  the  instruction  of  the  work- 
ing classes.  The  museum  is  combined  with  a  technical  school,  the 
classes  in  which  are  free. 

Since  1799  the  coUectiou  has  occupied  the  former  Cluniac  Priory 
of8L  Martin-des-Champs,  built  in  1060  on  the  site  of  an  earlier  abbey 
(destroyed  by  the  Normans)  and  secularized  in  1789.  The  building 
was  restored  and  completed  in  1845.  The  former  church  and  re- 
fectory are  the  most  Interesting  of  the  extant  ancient  parts.  One 
of  the  towers  of  the  fortified  enceinte  has  been  re-erected  to  the  left 
of  the  facade  towards  the  Rue  St.  Martin.  Beside  this  tower  is  the 
Fontaine  du  VertboiSy  dating  from  1712  (restored  in  1886).  —  The 
facade  of  the  former  church  (p.  198)  may  be  seen  from  the  Rue 
St.  Martin,  through  the  railing.  In  front  of  it  is  the  Monument  of 
Botudngault  (1802-1887),  the  chemist  and  agricultural  writer,  con- 
sisting of  a  bust  on  a  pedestal  preceded  by  bronze  statues  of  Science 
and  an  Agriculturalist,  by  Dalou. 

The  entrance  is  in  the  Cour  d'Honneur,  Rue  St.  Martin.  The 
monumental  platform  in  front  is  a  modem  addition.  Beside  the  first 
staircase,  to  the  right ,  is  a  bronze  Statue  of  Papin  (1647-1714), 
discoverer  of  the  elasticity  of  steam,  by  Millet ;  to  the  left,  one  of 
Nic.  Leblanc  (1742-1806),  the  inventor  of  the  process  of  extracting 
soda  from  sea-salt,  by  Hiolle. 

The  old  Rtfeetory  (13th  cent.),  to  the  right  of  the  main  court,  a 
beautiful  Gothic  hall  with  aisles,  is  attributed  to  Pierre  deMontereau, 
the  architect  of  the  Salnte-Chapelle  (p.  262).  It  Is  decorated  with 
paintings  by  G6r6me  and  Steinheil.

The  Qnutier  dn  Tsmple  [PI.  R,  ^,'26,24,27^  III)  extends  to 
the  S.  of  the  E.  aecUon  of  the  Bue  de  Turbigo,  and  owes  its  name  to 
the  chief  itronghold  of  ttie  Knights  Templar  In  Fnnce,it  hich  passed 
to  tlie  Knights  of  St.  Juhn  irlien  the  poeBcsgions  of  the  Templars  were 
conEBCitedbyPbilLppBleRelin  13(3.  Part  of  it,  the  Tour  du  Temple, 
vaa  the  prison  of  the  royal  family  in  1792  and  17B3.  Napoleon  1. 
pulled  down  the  tower  in  1811,  and  the  remainder  was  done  away 
with  under  Napoleon  III.  —  Mitro  Station,  Appi.,  p.  33. 

The  site  of  the  Temple  ia  now  occupied  by  a  sqnare  and  &  few 
remains  of  the  Marchi'  ilu  Temple  (see  below).  The  Square  du 
Temple  is  embelliibed  with  five  bronze  statues^  Biranfer  (ITHO-- 
1857),  by  Donblematdi  the  'Betiarius',  by  Noel;  'This  age  la  piti- 
less', by  SchtEuewerl;  the  Harpooner,  by  F.  Richard:  and  Dtogenes, 
by  Mariotan.  The  haodBome  modern  building  at  the  E.  end  Is  the 
MairU  of  the  Srd  Arrondiiiement  (dn  Temple). 

Tha  mansloD  (buM  in  ie«7)  whiclk  nwd  tn  Mand  in  front  of  llie  towsr 

Iha  wiBjAbhS  ile  Chaulieu  11899-1720),  the  'Anacreoa  of  the  Templo",  waa 
a  freuueDt  guest.  In  IT^  the  Prince  de  Contl  gace  refuge  in  lUe  Temple 
(wtacb  was  invinl&hlE)  v>  J,  J.  KoiuBeaa,  against  wbam  a  ^lettra  da  caclut' 
had  been  inusil,  —  Tha  Uarchi  du  Ttmpte  wai  at  ooe  lime  Impintanl,  and 
Its  ilBlls  of  r^l-oB  dnihini  lent  II  a  [.tutareeiine  air.  It  has  been  Aemallibod, 
with  IhB  GKceplioD  of  the  GOrtloQ  botwecn  the  Ruae  Dupni:  and  Punic 
and  the  Itoe  de  Picardlc. 

To  the  right,  between  the  Ene  du  Temple  and  the  Rue  de  Tur- 
bigo, is  the  church  of  51.  EUtabtth,  founded  In  lfi28  by  MaHe  do 
M^dicia  and  enlarged  tn  1826.  The  fools  in  white  marble,  to  the 
right  of  the  door,  date  from  1664.  'Fhe  small  cupola  of  the  choir 
Is  adorned  with  an  Apotheosia  of  St.  Eliiaboth,  by  Alauz,  and  then 
are  paintings  by  Biennonry,  Hesse,  Roger,  and  Lafon ,  iu  a  chapel 
to  the  left  of  the  entrance.  There  arc  also  some  good  painliage  In 
the  ambulatory,  but  the  chief  feature  is  the  Hne  wood'Oaniiigs  ot 
Biblical  scenes  [16th  cent.),  which  were  brought  from  the  church  of 
St.  Vaast  at  Arras.  —  The  prolongation  of  the  Bue  de  Turbigo  to  the 
Bue  du  Temple  has  caused  the  disappearance  of  the  IIAtelduMaiquls 
de  I'Uoepital,  which  was  the  Garden  of  Papboa  under  the  Director. 

The  Riie  du  TempU  leads  tonacda  the  Hfitel  de  Ville  (p.  175).

HfiTBOPOLiTAiN  STATIONS  (Lincs  1  and  8  lAppz.,  pp.  29,  32):  Place  du 
PdlaU-Royal  (p.  90),  Place  de  la  Bourse  (p.  203).  —  BESTAuiuxTti  in  this 
part  of  P»is,  see  p.  20. 

Situated  immediately  to  the  N.  of  the  Palais-Royal  is  the  Biblio- 
th^qne  Rationale  (see  below).  It  is  entered  from  the  Kne  de  Kichelieii 
(PI.  R,  21;  //,  II])y  which  begins  at  the  Place  da  Th^atre-Fran^ais, 
and  passes  on  the  W.  side  of  the  Palais-Royal.  At  the  comer  of  the 
Rue  de  Richelieu  and  the  Rne  Molidie  is  the  Fontaine  Molihre,  erected 
in  1844  to  the  memory  of  the  famons  dramatist,  who  died  in  1673  at 
No.  40  Rue  de  RicheUeu  (tablet).  The  monument  was  designed  by 
VtaeoHli;  the  statue  of  Molidre  is  by  Sewrre,  while  the  muses  of 
serious  and  light  comedy  are  by  Premier, 

At  "No.  89  Bue  de  Richelieu  a  tablet  indicates  the  house  where  Diderot 
died  (see  pp.  87,  296);  No.  23bi8  is  similarly  designated  as  the  death-place  of 
the  painter  Uignard  (in  1695).  No.  25  is  a  charming  building  in  Ihe  Louis  XV 
style,  the  balcony  adorned  with  a  grotesque. 

After  crossing  the  Rne  des  Petits-Ghamps  (on  the  right  the  statue 
of  Louis  XIV,  p.  207)  we  skirt  the  W.  side  of  the  Bibliotheque  Natio- 
nale,  opposite  the  principal  entrance  to  which  (farther  on)  is  the  *  Fon- 
taine BichelieUj  or  Louvois,  in  bronze,  by  the  younger  Viseonti,  with 
statues  by  IRaffmann  representing  the  Seine,  the  Loire,  the  Garonne, 
and  the  Sa6ne.  It  stands  in  the  small  Square  Louvois,  on  the  site  of 
the  old  Grand-Op^ra,  which  the  Due  de  Berry,  son  of  Charles  X, 
was  about  to  Tisit  in  order  to  applaud  the  dancing  of  bis  mistress, 
Yirginie  Oreiller,  when  he  was  assassinated  by  Louvel,  in  1820. 

The  ^Bibliotheque  Rationale  (PI.  R,  21;  11),  formerly  called 

the  Bibliotheque  du  Roi,  and  afterwards  the  BibUothhque  Royale  or 

Jmpiriale,  is  probably  the  richest  library  in  the  world.  The  building, 

which  was  formerly  the  palace  of  Cardinal  Mazarin  (d.  1661),  dates 

from  the  17th  cent.,  though  the  greater  part  of  it  is  modem.   On  the 

completion  of  the  portion  in  the  Rue  Vivienne  it  will  occupy  nearly 

the  entire  block  of  buildings  bounded  by  the  Rues  de  Richelieu,  des 

Petits-Ghamps,  Vivienne,  and  Colbert.    The  handsome  fa^de  with 

its  court  and  railing,  which  we  notice  from  the  Rue  Vivienne,  and  the 

frontage  on  the  Rue  des  Petits-Ghamps  both  belong  to  the  edifice. 

At  the  comer  of  the  building  at  the  junction  of  the  Rues  Vivienne 

and  Ck)lbert  is  a  figure  of  Study,  by  Barrias. 

The  library  may,  perhaps,  be  dated  back  even  to  the  HSS.  collected 
by  the  Oarlovingians.    St.  Louis  (d.  1270)  had  a  library  in  a  side-chamber 
of  the  Sainte-Chapelle  (p.  262).    More  important  was  the  collection   of 
Charles  F.  which  was  Inventoried  in  1373  but  was  sold  to  the  Duke  of  Bed- 
ford in  1425.   The  real  founder  of  the  present  library  may  be  recognized  in 
Louis  J[JI(d.  1515),  who  collected  the  books  of  his  predecessor,  Charles  VIII, 
Ib  theCh&tean  of  Blois,  and  acquired  the.  libraries  of  the  Sforza  of  Milan 
and  of  the  Gmuthuuse  family  of  Bruges.

Case  IV,  in  the  centre  of  the  hall,  contains  the  greatest  treasures  of 
the  collection.  Above,  from  right  to  left  (window -side),  363.  So-called

S resenting  the  mysteries  of  Ceres  and  Bacchus,  from  the  treasury  of  the 
onvent  of  St.  Denis;  twelve  antique  gold  medals,  some  mounted  as  jewels. 
No  number,  *Pa1hre  de  Rennes,  a  cup  of  massive  gold,  found  near  Rennes 
in  1774,  with  reliefs  representing  the  drinking- contest  of  Bacchus  and 
Hercules  (triumph  of  wine  over  strength),  and  bordered  with  sixteen 
medallions  of  Roman  emperors  of  the  family  of  the  Antonines;  below, 
gold  ornaments  (probably  Etruscan);  379.  Cup  of  Chosroes  II.,  king  of 
Persia  (d.  579),  composed  of  medallions  of  rock-crystal  and  coloured  glass, 
with  Chosroes  en^roned  in  the  centre  (seen  better  from  the  reverse  side), 
also  from  the  treasury  of  St.  Denis,  where  it  was  known  as  the  *Cup  of 
Solomon' ;  309.  Bust  of  Constantine  the  Great  (?),  in  sardonyx  (part  of  a  sceptre ; 
used  formerly  as  a  conductor's  baton  in  the  choir  of  the  Ste.  Chapelle); 
to  the  right  and  left  of  this  bust,  small  busts  of  Augustus  and  Annius 
Verus,  in  agate;  below,  490.  Tr^sor  de  Tarse^  four  gold  medals;  351.  An- 
tique necklace  and  Roman  medals,  in  gold;  2539,  2540.  Trisor  de  Gourdon, 
a  small  paten  and  chalice  of  massive  gold  (6th  cent.),  found  at  the  village 
of  G-ourdon  (Gdte-d'Or),  dating  from  early  Christian  times.  Below,  2781. 
Angustus,  antique  cameo  in  medieeval  setting.  264.  *Apotheosis  of  Germanieus 
(^C^on^e  de  la  Ste.  Chapelle''),  the  largest  cameo  in  the  world,  consisting 
of  a  sardonyx  nearly  1  ft.  in  height,  with  twenty-six  figures.  *Medal  of 
EueroHdos,  Greek  king  of  Bactriana  (ca.  B.C.  200),  weighing  20  staters  or 
5Vtoa.  Troy  (until  its  discovery,  in  1827,  no  medal  had  been  known  to 
weigh  more  than  4  staters);  373.  Antique  Ship  in  sardonyx,  with  mediseval 
mounting;  below,  2089.  Julia,  daughter  of  Titus,  aquamarine  in  mediaeval 
setting.  At  the  end  to  the  right:  274  (to  the  left,  below),  Claudius;  240. 
Av^fustus;  308  (in  the  centre).  Triumph  of  Lictmus;  79.  Bacchus  and 
Ariadne,  set  with  pearls.  Next  the  window,  4th  Division,  288.  Augustus. 
The  remaining  divisions  of  the  case  contain  cameos  (*44.  Judgment  of 
Paris)^  gold  seals,  personal  ornaments,  and  Italic  and  early  Roman  coins. 

Opposite  the  windows  at  the  end ;  Bust  of  the  Abbi  J.  J.  Barthilemy 
(1716-96),  author  of  *Le  Voyage  du  jeune  Anacharsis  en  Grdce\

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iDg  of  167 lapidary  inscriptions:  Greek (incladingMycensBan  cylinders), Etrus- 
can, and  Boman,  presented  to  the  libra ry  in  1^.  —  At  the  first  window  to 
the  right  are  recent  acquisitions,  including  cameos,  medals,  etc. 

A  little  beyond  the  BibllotlL^ae,  Bue  de  Bichelien  58,  at  the 
comer  of  the  Rue  Colbert,  is  the  pictoresqne  but  neglected  old 
Hdtel  de  Neven,  Then  on  the  left,  No.  75,  a  17th  cent  mansion  with 
a  handsome  door  bearing  a  carved  escutcheon.  No.  101,  the  balcony 
of  which,  resting  on  sculptured  consoles,  is  adorned  with  a  grotesque, 
was  the  residence  of  the  Abb^  Barthelemy  (see  p.  205).  At  the 
comer  of  the  Boul.  des  Italiens  (No.  112)  is  an  old  portrait-relief  of 
Richelieu  with  an  inscription  of  1838. 


The  Sue  des  Petits- Champs  runs  between  the  Biblioth^que  and 
the  Palais-Royal.  Lulli,  the  musician  (p.  38),  lived  at  No.  45,  in 
a  house  built  by  Gittard  In  1671.  Then  comes  the  Rue  de  la  FeuiUade 
(on  the  right,  the  Banque  de  France,  p.  89),  which  ends  at  the  round 
Flaee  des  Yiotoires  (PI.  R,  21 ;  III).  This  Place  was  constrocted  in 
1685  from  J,  Sardouin-Mansart's  designs,  partly  at  the  expense  of 
the  Mai^chal  de  la  Feuillade  (1673-1725),  and  was  embellished  at 
the  time  with  a  gilded  statue  of  Louis  XIY.  The  monument,  with 
the  exception  of  the  groups  now  at  the  Invalides  (p.  303),  was 
destroyed  in  1792,  and  replaced  by  a  pyramid  inscribed  with  a  list 
of  victories  gained  by  the  republican  army,  from  which  the  Place 
derives  its  present  name.  The  pyramid  was  in  its  turn  displaced 
in  1806  by  a  statue  of  General  Desaix,  which  was  removed  in  1814. 
The  present  clumsy  monument,  a  bronze  Equestrian  Statue  of 
Louis  XI  Vf  by  Bosio,  was  erected  in  1822.  The  rider  is  garbed  as  a 
Roman  general,  with  a  wig,  and  the  horse,  in  a  rearing  attitude, 
rests  on  the  hind-legs  and  tail,  in  imitation  of  Peter  the  Great's 
monument  at  St.  Petersburg.  The  reliefs  on  the  pedestal  represent 
the  king's  passage  of  the  Rhine,  and  the  distribution  of  military 
bonours. 

The  facades  of  the  houses  in  the  Place  des  Victoires  were  built  by  Fredot. 
To  the  E.  of  the  Place  des  Victoires  the  Bue  des  Petits-Ghamps  is  pro- 
longed by  the  Rue  Etienne- Marcel  (p.  195),  which  crosses  the  Rue  du 
Louvre,  skirts  the  central  post-office  (p.  193),  and  is  continued  to  the 
Boul.  de  S^hastopol. 

A  few  paces  to  the  N.W.  of  the  Place  des  Victoires,  in  the 

Place  des  Petits-Phres,  is  the  church  of  Hotre-Dame-des- Victoires 

(PL  B,  21;  IIl)^  fouTided  in  1629  to  commemorate  the  taking  of  La 

Bochelle  from  the  Protestants  in  1627,  but  not  finished  until  1740. 

It  formed  part  of  the  monastery  of  the  bare>footed  Augustine  friars 

known  as  the  Tetits  Peres',  and  during  the  Revolution  was  used  as 

the  Exchange. 

The  altar  of  the  Virgin,  to  the  right  of  the  choir,  is  richly  decorated. 
The  walls  of  the  chapels  are  covered  with  votive  inscriptions  on  marble. 
The  ehoir  contains  some  admirable  wood -carving  and  two  pictures  ^i^'^

Titn&re  on  the  left.  The  Salle  des  Marisges  of  the  mairie  contUns 
paintings  by  Morean  de  Tours.

Two  additions,  on  the  N.  and  S., 
by  F.  Cavd,  were  bnUt  in  19M-3.  At  the  corners  in  front  are  al- 
legorical  statues  of  Oommerce  by  J.  i)umonJ  and  Cousalai  Justice 
by  i)urcl,'  at  the  back,  Industry  by  Fraditt  and  AgrlcDltnre  by 
Beurre.  —  Miitro  Slat.,  see  Appi.,  p.  32.

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for  traffic  and  partly  for  the  sake  of  clearing  away  the  narrow  streets 

which  lent  themselyes  too  easily  to  the  erection  of  barricades  in  times 

of  revolutionary  ferment    Be^nning  at  the  Gare  de  TEst  on  the  N., 

it  is  prolonged  by  the  Boulevards  de  S^astopol  (p.  84),  dn  Palais 

(p.  261),  and  St.  Michel  (p.  269)  to  the  Observatoire  (p.  334)  on  the 

S.,  thus  forming  one  of  the  main  arteries  of  Paris. 

At  the  intersection  of  the  Boul.  de  Strasbourg  and  the  Boulevard 

de  Mageata  (which  begins  at  the  Place  de  la  R^publique,  p.  84) 

rises,  on  the  right,  the  church  of  St.  Laurent  (PL  B,  24),  one  of  the 

most  venerable  in  Paris,  which  was  rebuilt  in  1429,  several  times 

restored,  and  finally  remodelled  in  1865-66,  when  two  bays  were 

added  to  the  nave  and  a  handsome  Gothic  facade  and  a  spire  were 

constructed  on  the  side  next  the  boulevard. 

The  choir  was  decorated  by  Blondel  and  the  high -altar  by  L^atttre» 
In  the  8.  transept  is  a  Martyrdom  of  St.  Lawrence,  by  Cfreuze;  in  the 
Ghapelle  des  Cat^chismes  (in  the  right  aisle  j  apply  to  the  verger)  is  a 

SaintSng  of  St.  Lawrence  on  his  way  to  torture,  by  Trexel.    The  Lady 
hapd  in  the  apse  (Chap.  Kotre-Dame-des-Malades)  is  adorned  with  namer- 
ous  votive  offerings. 

The  Square  St.  Laurent ,  to  the  right  of  the  church ,  contains  a 
pretty  group  (Brother  and  Sister)  by  A,  Lefeuvre, 

The  Gare  de  TEst,  or  de  Strasbourg  (P1.B,24;  see  p.  32)  faces 
the  end  of  the  Boulevard  de  Strasbourg.  This  handsome  structure 
(designed  by  Duquemay)  was  rebuilt  and  enlarged  in  1895-99, 
when  the  portion  abutting  on  the  Rue  du  Faubourg-St-Martin  was 
added.  In  the  centre  of  the  facade  is  a  demi-rose  window,  the  gable 
over  which  is  crowned  by  a  seated  figure  representing  the  city  of 
Strassburg.  The  pavilions  projecting  on  each  side  are  connected  by 
a  colonnade,  on  the  balustrade  of  which  is  a  dock-dial  with  statues 

of  the  Seine  and  the  Rhine. 

On  the  site  of  the  present  courtyard  the  Fair  of  St.  Lawrence  used  to 
be  held,  from  1662  to  Ihe  end  of  the  iSth  century.  It  was  a  monopoly  of 
the  Lazariflt  order  and  partook  of  a  religious  character.  Commemorative 
tablet  on  the  comer-pavilion  to  the  left  of  the  station. 

The  Rue  de  Strasbourg,  leading  to  the  W.  past  the  front  of  the 
station,  Joins  the  Boulevard  de  Magenta,  which  brings  us  in  5  mln. 
to  the  Rue  La  Fayette  (see  below). 

The  Oare  du  Herd  (PI.  B,24;  see  p.  31),  a  railway-station  cou'^ 
strueted  in  1863-64  by  Hittorff,  is  situated  in  the  Place  de  Roubaix, 
a  short  distance  to  the  right.  The  principal  part  of  the  extensive 
facade,  which  is  broken  by  three  enormous  arcades,  is  surmounted  by 
a  pediment  crowned  with  statues  of  Paris  (in  the  centre)  and  of  eight 
important  foreign  cities  connected  with  Paris  by  the  Ligne  du  Nord. 
—  On  the  other  side  of  the  court  lying  to  the  right  of  it  is  the  Station 
of  the  Ceintiw€j  which  is  connected  with  the  main  station  by  an  under- 
ground passage.

A  little  farther  on  the  Bug  La  Fayette  Is  joined  on  the  W.  (left) 
by  the  Rue  Je  Chahrol,  in  wbkh  Is  tbe  notorious  'Fort  Chabiol, 
which  defied  tbe  police  for  so  many  days  in  1899.  Then,  on  the 
right,  we  pass  the  Square  Uontholan  (Tl.  S,  2t),  embellished  wltk 
two  bronze  groups :  Eagle  and  vulture  contending  fc 
a  bear,  by  Cain;  and  a  Mountehanl  with  a  monkey  ('MonnaiG  d 
singe'),  by  Roland.

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The  qnarter  extending  to  the  S.  of  this  point  towards  the  Boule- 
vards is,  especially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  latter,  affected  by 
memhers  of  the  'haute  finance',  many  banks  and  handsome  private 
residences  being  situated  there.  On  the  left,  where  the  Rue  Drouot 
(p.  82]  begins,  are  the  offices  of  the  ^Figaro'  with  a  graceful  facade 
in  the  style  of  the  Spanish  Renaissance  and  a  statue  of  Figaro  by  J.  B. 
Amy,  The  Rue  Laffitte  (p.  81)  and  the  Rue  de  la  ChaussSe-d^Antin 
(p.  212)  are  the  principal  streets  in  this  neighbourhood. 

At  the  N.  end  of  the  Rue  Laffitte  appears  the  church  of  — 

Votre-Dame-de-Lorette  (PI.  B,  21),  erected  in  1823-36  by 
Hipp.  LtboM  in  the  simple  style  of  an  early-Ohristian  basilica.  The 
tympanum  of  the  Corinthian  portico  is  adorned  with  figures  of  Faith, 
Hope,  and  Gharlty,  by  Foyatier^  Lemaire^  and  Laitii, 

The  Intkbiob  Ib  more  elaborately  decorated  than  the  character  of 
a  basilica  would  warrant.  The  ^-Frescoes  in  the  four  comer-chapels  are, 
however,  admirable  in  their  classical  restraint.  To  the  right  are  the  Bap- 
tistery, i>y  A,  Roger  (ca.  1834),  and  the  Chapel  of  the  Eucharist,  by  F&in 
(18B2);  to  the  left  are  the  Chapelle  des  Korts,  by  Blondel^  and,  at  the  end, 
the  Lady  Chapel,  by  Orsel.  —  The  smaller  chapels  contain  paintings  by  Eesset 
(Adoration  of  the  Shepherds),  Johannot  (St.  Hyacinth),  Deviria  (Apotheosis 
of  St.  Genevi^Tc),  Sehnete  (frescoes),  and  others.  —  The  frescoes  in  the  nave 
and  on  the  triumphal  arch  represent  the  Four  Minor  Prophets  and  scenes 
from  the  life  of  the  Virgin,  by  huboity  Monvoitin^  and  others.  —  In  the  choir : 
on  the  left.  Presentation  in  the  Temple,  by  ffetm-,  on  the  right,  Jesus 
teaching  in  the  Temple,  by  Drolling.  In  the  apse :  Madonna  enthroned  and 
(dome)  Coronation  of  the  Virgin,  by  Picot.  In  the  spandrels,  the  Evan- 
gelists, by  Dehrme,  —  Fine  music  at  the  evening-services  in  May,  the  Ma- 
donna 8  month  (*mois  de  Marie'). 

IsTutre-Dame-de-Lorette  is  associated  with  the  'lorettes',  with  whom 
tliis  quarter  abounded,  and  whose  types  were  so  happily  hit  off  by  Gavami 
(see  below),  the  celebrated  caricaturist. 

The  Rue  de  Ohateaudun  leads  from  Notre-Dame-de-Lorette 

to  the  W.  to  the  church  of  La  Trinity  (p.  212).  —  In  the  Rue  de 

la  Victoire^  running  parallel  on  the  S.,  is  a  Synagogue  in  the  Neo- 

Romanesque  style,  built  by  Aldrophe  in  1865-74. 

In  the  PhM  St.  Georges  (PL  B,2i),  to  the  N.  W.  of  Notre-Dame-de-Lorette, 
was  the  residence  (No.  27)  of  Thiers,  rebuilt  at  the  expense  of  the  govern- 
ment after  it  had  been  fired  by  the  Communards  in  1871.  It  was  bequeathed 
in  1905  by  the  statesman's  sister-in-law  to  the  Institut  de  France,  and  is 
to  be  occupied  by  the  historical  section  of  the  library  of  the  Institut.  The 
foontain  which  adorns  the  Place  has  been  converted  into  a  Monument  to 
OcsoanU  (1S04-66),  with  a  bust  of  the  caricaturist  and  reproductions  of  some 
of  his  beiBt-known  creations,  by  D.  Puech  and  H.  Guillaume. 

Between  the  churches  of  Notre-Dame-de-Lorette  and  LaTrinite, 
in  the  Rue  de  La  Rochefoucauld,  No.  14,  is  the  Musie  Oustave 
Morean  (PLB,  21),  occupying  the  house  of  that  artist  (1826-98).  It 
contains  about  700  paintings  (some  of  them  unfinished)  and  4000 
drawings  by  this  original  painter,  whose  works,  much  as  their  merit 
has  been  discussed,  possess  an  undoubted  charm  of  their  own.  The 
museum  is  open  daily  10-4  except  Mon.  (visitors  ring  the  bell).  Direc- 
tor, M.  Bupp.

The  cbmch  of  La  Trinity,  lUie  Notce-Dame-de-LDiette,  sUnds  at 
the  upper  end  of  a  street  lunning  from  the  Boulevards,  the  Bue  dt 
la  Chavsile'd' Anlin  (p.  81),  generally  alluded  to  as  the  'OLauude 
d'Antln'. 

A  lablet  at  No.  13  Bue  de  U  ChauesJe-d'AnUn  mirk*  the  bouse  whuc 
Hirabean  died  In  1791.  JosrSphlae  de  Beauharoali  lived  at  So.  69  and 
Oeoeral  Foy  died  there  In  lE^  (Inscrlplian).  Mo.  3  (AsifoH-onl  PaUlari, 
seep.  16]  wa>  (he  barraeka  of  tbeOardeFrancalite;  Ruiaini  occupied  ft  li 
1B68.  In  this  alreel  also  llv«d  Ume.  d'Splnav,  Qrimm,  Keeker,  Hme.  lU- 
camio,  and  other  eelebrlUes. 

The  small  Sijaan  in  Croat  of  the  church  Is  cmbelllahecl  irlth  a 
group  oF  three  fountains,  the  itatues  on  which  represent  Faith,  Hops, 
and  Charily,  by  Ltquii»ne,  after  Duret. 

La  Trinlti  [PI.  B,  IJi),  a  church  In  the  latest  RenaiseaDce  style, 
wu  built  by  BalUi  In  1861-G7.  The  facade  has  a  porch  with  three 
large  arches,  above  which  rises  au  elegant  story  with  a  gallory  and  * 
rose  of  open-work,  sarmouiited  by  a  clock-tower  206  ft.  Id  height, 
flanked  with  two  lanterns.  Over  the  doors  of  the  porch  are  eiismel- 
palittiugt  by  Balit.  —  The  usual  entrance  Is  by  tbe  door  on  the  right.

As- 
sumption and  Isaiah  and  Ezeklel  (E.  Delaunayh  The  marble  group  of  the 
Kadonna  and  Child  is  by  DvhoU.  —  Bight  Aisle.  4th  Chap,  (near  the  choir), 
Death  of  St.  Denis  and  St.  Denis  carrying  his  head  (D.  Laugie).  3rd  Chap., 
St.  (Hnevi^ve  distributing  food  to  the  Parisians  and  Belierers  praying 
before  her  relics  (F.  Barrieu),  2nd  Chap.,  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  converting 
the  galley-slaves;  above,  Madonna  and  Child,  St.  Vincent  succouring  the 
inhabitants  of  Lorraine,  by  LeeomU  du  Jfouy.  1st  Chap.,  Intercession  for 
tbe  souls  in  Pu^atory,  £ntombment  {F,  BrUset).  —  La  Trinity  has  a  good 
choir  and  oi^an. 

The  Rue  8t.  Lazare,  which  starts  from  the  W.  side  of  the  sqaaie, 

forms  the  S.  boundary  of  the  Quabtibb  de  l'Eubofb,  so  called 

because  most  of  the  streets  are  named  after  European  capitals. 

The  Rue  de  Londres,  which  ascends  from  La  Trinity  to  the  right  of  the 
Bne  St  Lasare,  leads  almost  straight  to  the  Pare  Monceau  (p.  222),  vi^ 
the  curiously  shaped  Flac$  d€  PEuropt  (PI.  B,  18),  formed  by  the  junction 
of  six  streets  above  the  line  of  the  Cbemin  de  Fer  de  rOuest,  behind  the 
Gmtt  St.  Laaare.  Adjacent,  at  the  intersection  of  the  Rue  de  Madrid  and 
Bne  de  Rome,  is  a  M^tropolitain  station  (Appx.,  p.  82). 

The  Oare  St.  Laiare  (PI.  B,  18;  see  p.  32),  which  Is  reached 
from  the  BouleTards  more  directly  Yik  the  Rue  Anber  and  Rue  dn 
Havre,  is  a  large  and  handsome  building,  remodelled  in  1886-89  on 
plans  by  Lisch.  It  consists  of  two  main  parts,  connected  by  a  long 
open  hall,  and  of  the  H6tel  Terminut  (p.  4)  In  £ront,  facing  the 
street,  and  concealing  the  rest.  The  pavilion  in  the  Rue  d* Amster- 
dam is  for  the  main  line  traffic,  the  other  part,  in  the  Rue  de  Rome, 
for  the  Chemin  de  Fer  de  Geinture  and  for  the  Lignes  de  Banliene. 
The  waiting-rooms  are  on  the  first  floor;  the  registration  of  luggage 
takes  place  on  the  groundfloor,  on  which  are  the  principal  exits.  — 
M^ro  Station,  see  Appx.,  p.  32. 

Montmartre. 

MfiT&oPOLiTAiN  Stations  (Line  2N,  Appx.,  p.  30):  Place  d^Anvers  (see 
below),  for  the  basilica  of  the  Sacre-Gosur  (p.  2U)\  Place  Blanche  (p.  216) 
or  Flaee  de  Clichy  (p.  220),  for  the  cemetery  of  Montmartre.  —  Bestadrants, 
see  p.  21. 

The  heights  of  Montmartre  are  situated  to  the  N.  of  the  exterior 
boulevards,  which  offer  little  of  interest.  In  the  Boul.  de  Roche- 
chouart  (PL  B,  20),  to  the  E.  of  the  large  Colllgt  Rollin,  is  the 
small  Place  d^Anversj  which  is  embellished  with  a  column  bear- 
ing a  bronze  Statue  of  Armed  Peace^  by  Goutan,  and  with  bronze 
statues  of  Sedame  (1719-1797)  and  Diderot  (1713-1784),  by  Le- 
eolnte.  Opposite  the  college  is  the  ThSdtre  Trianon- Lyrique  (p.  41). 
Farther  to  the  E.  the  dome  of  the  Magasins  Dufayel  (PI.  B,  23)  is  con- 
spicuous. The  facade  on  the  other  side,  in  the  Rue  de  Glignancourt, 
near  the  Butte  Montmartre,  has  sculptures  by  Falgui^re  and  Dalou. 

The  Rue  de  Stelnkerque  leads  to  the  N.  from  the  PV«itft  ^  Kis^ei^ 
to  the  Place  and  Square  St.  Pierre  (PI.  B,  20),  co^eiiw^  l\ife  ^.  ^\«^^ 
of  the  Batte,  whence  the  summit  is  reached  by  "i^^LiVia  to  ^^  tv^^^i*

Tn  the  riekl  at  llie  iqnare,  oppuaite  llie  angle  rorm^d  hy  ths  Bue 
C baric i-Modiei  snd  Rae  Roossrd,  ii  bd  uiBci'^pliiiD  rscotdlDe  that  Cayier 
(1780-183!)  here  diEcoverel  aome  foasil  remiiiie  cDDnruiiDE  hit  pkltcontij- 
losical  llieariu. 

The  Sntte  Hoiitmaitre  is  a  hlU  fimoue  Id  the  snnsls  of  Farii, 
rising  to  a  height  of  340  ft.  above  the  Seine.  According  to  tradltioa, 
St.  DeniB,  the  flret  bishop  of  Paris,  and  his  compaDlons  auffeied 
martyrdoai  here  In  270,  and  Va&  name  of  the  bill  is  supposed  to 
have  once  been  Mom  MaHyninx.  Others  derive  the  name  from 
Mom  Martii,  from  a  temple  of  Mars  nhtch  la  aald  to  have  stood  on 
this  Elte. 

Tbe  LeiehLi  of  Montiuartre  domiaate  Ibc  ivliole  of  Paris.  It  was  from 
tbis  emlBencs  tbal  Hanri  de  Navure,  who  became  Henri  tV,  bombarded 
tbe  dt;  ia  1539  wben  it  via  in  tba  banila  ot  Ibe  Ugaa,  Uie  tiostUiliM 
ceaaiDg  UDli  nn  lbs  deatb  of  Henri  HI.  »bsrel>!  tbe  Fisocb  crtnva  rsiertad 
to  Ac  beaio^r.  Here  aJao  took  place  tbs  final  llTngBle  between  tbe  Frensli 
Iroopa  and  tbe  Pruielin  and  Baiglan  aUies  in  IBli.  On  IStb  Haieh,  ISTt, 
the  Ininrgent  SDldieit,  having  eiiUBinBted  Ibe  generals  CliSiDent'Thorau 
and  Lecomte  ,  tuak  pueseulan  uf  tbe  cannon  on  ManlmiTtTe,  irbieli  had 
been  enlrneled  to  a  body  of  Ibe  national  Qaarrl.  Thai  began  the  Com' 
■nnnSTd  nsbcUIon  ot  18th  Harcb  to  38tli  May,  1871  Th.  I».nnr..,u  -.» 
dialodged  by  the  yidorlauB  troopi  on  2ttli  Hay,  s 
mvtre  were  then  directed  agafnit  the  CornmuL- 
Bottei-Ciiaainont  (p.  3101  and  Pire-Lachalie  (p.  213). 

The  Baiiliqne  dn  Bneri-Coeui  fPl.  B,  20),  cro-wntiig  the  Bummil 
of  tbe  hill,  was  began  hi  1875  and,  thoagb  BtlJl  unfinished,  hse  been 
need  far  service  slnne  1891.  It  is  an  ItDpOBing  edibce  in  the  So- 
man esqiie -Byzantine  style,  fiom  designs  by  Abadie,  and  is  Eor- 
mounted  by  a  large  dome,  about  260  ft.  in  height,  irlth  a  clock-tower 
390  ft.  high  behind.  The  piogrese  of  the  building  has  been  slovr,  for 
very  extonsive  Bnbstruciutes  were  required  in  the  ancient  quarries 
of  gypaum  (yielding  'plaster  of  Paris'),  and  though  30,000,000  fr, 
(1,200,000 ^)  have  already  been  expended,  much  has  yet  to  be 
(siBod  by  subscription.  The  facade  1b  embBlllshed  with  two  sculptur- 
ed [clle&:  Ohiiit  and  the  Samaritan  Woman,  by  A.  d'Houdain,  and 
Mary  at  the  house  ot  Simon,  by  L.  Noii!.  The  tympana  of  the  porches 
also  have  reliefs:  Spear-thrust  of  Longinua.  by  Barrlaa,  Mosea  strik- 
ing the  lock,  by  Fagel,  and  St,  Thomaa  toachuig  the  Saviour's  wound, 
byll.  I.Bfabvre.  A  statuo  of  the  Sacr^-Ctcur,  by  Michel,  adorns  the 
niche  over  the  main  porch.  The  interior  deuorntion  ia  still  far  rrom 
complete,  bntilaitars  should  not  forget  that  they  are  In  a  consBurated 
church.  —  The  entrance  to  the  Crypt  (26  c),  extending  under  the 
entire  chnrcli,  is  to  the  W,  of  the  porch. 

To  the  right  of  the  facade,  in  a  (emporarj  ibed,  is  the  base  bell  known 
as  the  'fianvordt',  pvelented  by  the  province  of  Savoy  (adm  GO  c,  2fi  &  on 
Snn.  and  hoIii]a;H).  It  ii  ID  ft.  bigb  and  19  torn  In  weiKbt  wfthont  the 
tongue,  dlmeulons  exceeded  In  £ucouc  only  by  those  of  tbe  great  bell  ol 
Uojcow  (19  II.  high  and  200  tosi  In  weight). 

The  sBcont  of  the  Dome  (bOc.^  tkket-ofBce  to  the  left  of  the 
^f^ipj  ntty  be  made  at  the  toots  aTil^Blt-tDijss,  lytftto^iitttph* 
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magoifleent  *View  of  Paris,  as  good  from  the  second  platform  as  from 
the  top  of  the  lantern  (a  fatigoing  and  useless  climb  of  94  steps). 

The  prineipal  features  firom  left  to  right  are  as  foUowf :  immediately 
below,  the  dome  of  the  liaison  Dafayel  (p.  213);  in  the  foreground, 
St.  Yfaieeat-de-Paal  and  the  Gare  da  Nord ;  farther  off,  the  Bnttet- 
Chanmont,  the  two  towers  of  BeUeville,  the  tower  of  X^nilmontant, 
md  Pfae - TiachaJBe  with  its  'sugar- loaf*  and  crematorium f  to  the  right, 
nearer  ns,  the  Hairie  of  the  iOth  arrondissement;  beyond  St  Vincent- 
de-Panl,  the  campanili  of  St.  Ambroise,  the  Colonne  de  Juillet,  and  tibe 
dome  of  St.  Panics;  in  front,  the  Chapelle  des  Arts  et  X^tieri;  more 
remote,  still  to  the  right,  the  dome  of  La  Salpdtri^;  St.  Gervais,  the 
Hdtel  de  Yille,  Hotre-Dame,  the  Tour  St.  Jacques,  St.  Etienne-du-Xont,  and 
the  Pmfh^on;  next,  St.  Eustaehe  and  the  HiJles  Centrales,  with  the 
domes  of  the  Sorbonne,  the  Val-de-Grace,  and  the  Observatory;  nearer, 
the  twin  towers  of  St.  Sulpiee,  the  tower  of  St.  Germain- des-Prds,  ana 
the  Loavre;  in  the  distance,  the  tower  of  Xontrouge;  then  comparattvely 
near,  to  the  right,  the  imposing  Opera  House,  aboye  whidi  rise  the  spires 
of  Ste.  ClotUde;  to  the  left,  the  Yenddme  Column;  again  to  the  right,  the 
dome  of  the  church  of  the  Assumption,  tiie  gilded  cupola  of  the  Inyalides, 
and  the  Biffel  Tower  (3  M.  away);  nearer,  to  the  right,  the  campanile  of 
La  Trinity,  and  ttie  Madeleine;  ttien  the  dome  of  St.  Augustin,  the  towers 
of  the  Troeaddro,  the  Arc  de  Triomphe  de  TEtoile,  and  the  fort  of  Mont 
Val^rien.   On  the  horison  rise  the  hills  of  Chatillon,  Cltumart,  and  Meudon. 

In  front  of  the  basilica  stands  a  8tatut  of  iht  Chevalier  de  La 
Barre,  who  was  burned  aliye  in  1766,  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  for 
4mpiety*.   The  sculptor  was  Armand  Bloch  (1906). 

To  the  W.  of  the  church  is  a  very  large  Reservoir  (2,420,000  gal.) 
with  three  stories.  The  water  in  the  first  story  is  pumped  up  from 
another  reserroir  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  whither  it  is  brought  from 
Berey.  The  upper  stories  are  destined  for  spring-wate^  Yisitors 
apply  to  the  keeper,  to  the  left.  —  Behind  the  reserroir  lies  the  old 
ohnreh  of  8t.  Pierre~de-Monimartrey  a  relic  of  a  Benedictine  mon- 
astery founded  in  1147  by  Louis  YJ,  and  now  undergoing  restoration. 

The  entrance  is  in  Rue  du  Mont-Cenis  (PL  B,  20). 

To  the  right  of  the  church  is  a  Mount  Galyary,  from  the  old  convent 
of  Mont  Yal^rien  (adm.  25  c).  —  In  front  of  the  reservoir,  Bue  St.  Eleu- 
ih^  3,  to  the  left  of  the  cable-tramway  station,  is  the  Panorcma  du  f<acri- 
Coeur  (Ancient  Jerusalem,  the  Crucifixion),  by  0.  Pichat  (50  c),  and  on 
tJie  other  side  of  the  Sacr^Cceur,  Bue  Lamarck  18,  is  the  Diorama  of  Rome 
(adm.  50  c).  —  In  the  garden  of  the  Moulin  de  la  Galette  (p.  42)  are  two 
of  the  mediaeyal  windmills  for  which  Montmartre  was  famous,  both  in 
good  preserration. 

At  the  foot  of  the  Butte,  to  the  K.,  at  some  little  distance  from  the 
Saerd-CoBur,  in  the  Place  Ste.  Euphrasie  (PI.  B,  19),  are  the  church  of 
jr^trt'Drnm-de-Clignancourt  (1859-63)  and  the  handsome  Mairie  of  the  18ih 
AmmdUsemmt  (Butte-Montmartre),  in  the  Benaissance  style  (18^90). 

Descending  once  more  to  the  Bouleyards  ExtMeurs,  we  follow 
them  to  the  W.  for  about  3/4  M.,  to  the  Cemetery  of  Montmartre.  At 
the  end  of  the  Boul.  de  RDchechouart  is  the  little  Cirque  Medrano 
(p.  43),  at  the  comer  of  the  Rue  des  Martyrs,  on  the  right  of  which, 
in  the  Impasse  Gill,  is  seen  the  bust  in  stone  of  AndrS  QUI 
(d.  1883),  the  caricaturist,  by  Mme.  Montorgueil.  The  Bonl.  de 
Roehechouart  is  continued  westwards  by  the  Bouleyard  de  C\iO&;:<3 « 
The  Passage  de  raiys^e-des-Beaux-Arts  (PI.  B,  *Wy^,  Xfe^^Vci^  wvx.  ^^ 
it  on  X^e  light  (No.  22),  contains  a  Chapel,  w.t\i  «L\«t%fe  iNXa.^-^Na'^'^ 
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(8t.  Pierre  Fourier  teaching  ehildren)  by  PSrai 
(apply  before  9  a.m.;  fee).  Tbis  amlent  chapel  Is  now  tbe  crypt  of  tke 
handiDDie  new  CliUTCh  of  St,  John  tht  Enangeliit,  by  Bodena,  entarad 
from  the  Place  des  Abbesses.  In  the  Place  Is  a  bron«e  figure  of  n 
Lion  roaring,  by  Corditr.  —  Farther  on  in  tha  Baal,  de  Cliuhy  are 
(he  Place  Btanche  (Metro  Stat.j  and  the  Moulin  Bouge  (p.  41). 

The  shdrt  Arenue  Baekel  leads  to  the  right  (N.)  to  the  catnatery. 
This  approach  irai  lowered  in  1888,  when  tbe  Viadue  Ciadaineovrt 
was  carried  OTsr  the  eetDetery,  uniting  the  Rue  OanlAincourt,  to  (he 
N.  of  the  Butte  Motitinartre,  with  the  Boul.  de  Cllcliy. 


The  "Cemetery  of  Hantmu'tre,  or  Cimtliin  du  Nord  (PI.  B, 
17),  the  second  burial-ground  of  Fade ,  though  inferior  to  Ftre- 
Lacbaiae,  is  alio  worthy  of  a  visit.   Hours  of  adm. ,  see  p.  243. 

We  follow  tbe  main  avenue  In  a  straight  direction  to  the  Cabjki- 
Foua  DB  ti  CaDiK,  a  titular  space  with  a  column  eurmonnted  by  e 
funeral  urn,  bolow  which  are  Interred  tbe  Tiotiins  of  the  'coop  d'ftat' 
of  18&2.  To  the  left  of  the  Csrrefout  lies  the  vault  of  the  Cavaignat 
Family,  to  which  belonged  the  author  Qodefroy  (d.  1845),  the  general 
Eugine  [d.  1857),  president  of  the  republic  in  1848,  and  the  statei- 
man  Oodefroy  (d.  1905).  The  bronze  recumbent  flgnre  of  the  Hnt 
is  by  Rude.  To  the  right,  under  the  viaduct :  J.  Duprato  (d.  18S2), 
composer,  broDze  medallion  by  J.  Thomas ;  Cailagnary  (d.  1888), 
the  suthorV  bronze  bast  by  Rodin ;  BcyU  (Stendhal;  d.  18431,  autboi, 
medaUion  after  David  d'Angers.  On  the  N.  side  of  the  Carrefooi 
<B  the  conspiCHOQi  tomb  of  EmiU  Zola  (d.  1902;  comp.  p.  286),  the 
novelist,  with  a  monument  by  R.  Meunier  and  A.  Charpentier. 

The  AvBKUB  DuBuiSBDil  lead!  hence  to  the  right.  On  the  lightl 
Fe^en-PeTttn  (d.  1888),  painter,  with  a  bronie  bust  and  >  ttatae 
of  a  Jleber'girl  etrewlng  flowers,  by  GuUbert.  Under  the  vladact, 
Jean  Qlrdau  (d.  1891)  and  J.  L.  fierume  (d.  1904),  with  a  atatne 
of  Grief  by  the  latter.  Opposite  the  end  of  the  avenue,  Watdtck- 
RoiMHeuu(d.  1904),  theEtateaman.  It  y  the  wall  at  the  end,  M.Pof 
tier  (d,  ISyO),  with  a  bronie  atatue  of  a  woman  atrewiiig  flowers, 
by  L.  Morioe.  Near  by  is  the  grave  of  Frarv^itifat  Sarcey,  the  dra- 
matic critk  (d,  1S99).  —  We  next  pass  the  Avenue  do  la  Cloche,  U 
whiub  we  shal]  retorn  presently  (p.  218),  noticing  only  the  monn- 
mentof  JlfriIAac(d.  1697),  the  dramatist,  at  the  corner,  by  BartholomS. 

Tbe  Jrwish  Obubtbby  1b  a  little  farther  on,  to  tbe  right  of  the 
Aveaue  Cordier.  To  the  lelt,  near  the  entrance,  Pom  Familyx  with 
acaryatldbyBartholomif(1904)jDan(riOsiri»(d.l907ip.374),wiHi 
a  colossal  statnc  of  Moses,  after  Michael  Angelo,  by  A.  Herein.  — 
Farther  on  In  the  Avehue  Coriiibb,  on  the  left,  Guil.  (ittIUati<neI 
(d.  1867J,  the  painter  of  Oriental  subjects;  the  titles  of  bis  pictures 
are  inscribed  on  tbe  monument,  which  Is  adorned  with  a  statue  of  an 
A&lcan  jroman  and  a  bronze  Tae^fflim  ^'j  ^m\u.   Te  the  tljlit,

We  retrace  our  etepa  for  a  (ew  yarda  and  turn  to  the  right  Into 
the  Atbndb  CoBUiEn  again.  Left,  Htnri  ^urper  (d,  1861),  author  of 
the  'Yie  da  BohJme',  with  a  statue  of  Youth  by  Millet.  —  In  a  small 
alter,  Lottist  Thourel  (d.  1858),  with  recnmberit  figure  In  matble  by 
Oa^eUer. 

We  now  ascend  by  the  grave  of  Gozlan  (p.  217)  and  proceed 
towardBtherighttothe  AvbhububMovthobbnot.  Bight:  Duebust 
^Abranlit  (d.  1838),  wife  otMarEhalJunot,  and  their  gen;  medallion 
by  David  d'Angere.  Adjacent,  Ary  Sehtfftr  (d,  1858),  the  painter, 
a  chspol  in  which  also  leata  Emeit  Renan  (d.  1892),  aathor  and 
critic,  Spheffar's  nephew.  In  the  centre,  Alaandre  Duma*  tAe 
YoMnger  (d.  1895),  with  recumbent  statue  by  St.  Mareeaux,  under  a 
canopy.   To  the  right,  Aimi  MiUet  (d.  1891),  the  ecnlptoc. 

We  here  tarn  to  the  left  and  follow  the  Avbhdb  db  la  Oloobb. 
On  the  right:  Vielor  Maul  (d.  1884),  composer,  with  bninxs 
otnaroentation.  To  the  left:  D«  Bratti;  rfJnifttirt  (d.  1849),  a  bnal 
and  bas-reltef  in  bronze.  Farther  on,  JnUi  Simaa  (d.  1896),  phllo- 
BOpher  and  Atstosman.  Then,  a  little  to  thetJdc,  E.  GontaHi  (d.  1887), 
the  writer.  In  the  avenue  (left),  ^rmniid  AfniT(nl(d.  18B2),  member 
of  the  government  of  1848  and  president  of  the  National  Assembly. 
On  the  right,  in  the  second  row  of  graves,  reposes  Hei'nrtoi  Htin* 
(d.  1856),  the  poet,  monament  ana  bust,  by  Hasselrils.  In  the  flrat 
row,  elose  by,  Qreuu  (d.  1805),  the  painter.  —  Farther  on,  to  the 
left,  Violiet-U-D^e  (d.  1879),  architect,  and  Melihac  (p.  316). 

Opposite  is  the  Ohemln  Due,  crossing  the  GsBxtN  Tbotoh, 
whioh  traverses  the  most  iDteresting  part  of  the  cemetery.  Left: 
FHdir'K  LemaUre  (d.  1876),  the  actor,  with  bronze  bait  by  Ora- 
net;  right:  Troyon  (d.  1865),  the  painter ;  Aglae  Didier  (d.  1863), 
u-rlter.  —  Among  the  trees,  to  the  left:  H.  Dalaadf  (d.  1890),  dtam- 
atist,  bast  by  Guilbert;  Nefftwr  (d,  1876),  fonnder  of  'Le  Tempa', 
wJtA  a  bronze  statae  of  Qilel,  by  %>iTAtci\:!d.  YatAw  on,  Oorlatta 
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PatU  (d.  1889),  singer ,  medallion  by  Lormier.  —  In  the  main  walk, 
left:  ClapUaon  (d.  1866),  composer;  H.  Storks  (d.  1866),  recorder 
of  Oambridge,  marble  monument,  witb  medallion.  Anibroise  Thomas 
{d.  1896),  composer ;  Miry  (d.  1866),  author,  with  a  statue  of  Poetry, 
in  bronze,  by  L.  Durand.  —  In  the  Chemln  Baudin,  to  the  right, 
Bctudin,  *mort  en  defendant  le  droit  et  la  loi,  le  3  d^c.  1851 :  ses 
concitoyens,  1872* ;  a  handsome  recumbent  figure  in  bronze,  by  Mil- 
let (the  remains  are  now  in  the  Pantheon).  At  the  end,  Thiboust 
(d.  1867),  the  dramatist,  marble  relief  by  Mathieu-Meusnier.  A 
little  to  the  right ,  MaHin  Bernard  (d.  1883),  'representatiye  of 
the  people',  medallion  by  Mathieu-Meusnier.  —  To  the  right  of  the 
Ghemin  Troyon :  Rouvihre  (d.  1865),  actor ;  medallion  and  bas-relief 
by  Prtfault,  representing  the  deceased  as  Hamlet.  Left,  Chaudty 
(d.  1871),  editor  of  the  *Sidcle\  shot  by  the  Communards;  an  ex- 
pressiYe  medallion  by  Renaudot,  with  a  quotation  from  the  journal. 
Near  by,  Dr.  Charcot  (d.  1893).  Right,  Ward  Family ^  with  a  large 
Christ  in  bronze.  Left,  Mine  (d.  1879),  sculptor.  Right:  Rostan 
(d.  1866),  professor  of  medicine ;  marble  figure  in  high-relief,  by 
Sohrosder.  Larmoyer,  also  in  high-relief.  Left,  Mare-Lejeune,  a  chapel, 
surmounted  by  a  sarcophagus  with  four  symbolical  statues.  Behind, 
Duehease  de  Montmorency' Luxembourg  (d.  1829),  a  large  obelisk. 
Bight,  PoUgnae  (d.  1863),  artillery-officer,  a  large  and  rich  chapel. 

Those  whom  time  permits  may  descend  to  the  Aybnub  Samson  by  the 
flight  of  steps  a  little  farther  on.  Bight:  Scmtonid.  1871),  actor,  bronze 
bust  by  Crauk.  Farther  on,  beyond  the  Avenue  du  Tunnel,  to  the  left, 
Chutcne  Nadand  (d.  1893),  the  lyrist;  to  the  right,  Charles  Fourier  (see  below). 
Then,  in  the  3rd  row,  DupoM  de  Setmevop^  *chef  de  r^eole  magn^tique 
inodeme\  with  a  fine  marble  bast  by  Bracony  and  bronze  ornamentations. 
Adjacent,  to  the  left,  Oiutave  Ricard  (d.  1873),  painter,  with  a  marble  bust 
by  Ferru. 

The  Ayenue  Samson  bears  to  the  left,  and  leads  back  to  the  Garrefour 
de  la  Croix,  near  the  entrance. 

At  the  end  of  the  Arenue  des  Anglais,  the  first  diverging  to  the  right 
from  the  Avenue  Samson,  are  the  remains  of  the  composers  Offenbach 
(d.  1880),  under  a  rich  monument  of  porphyry  with  a  bronze  bust,  lyre, 
and  palm,  and  Lio  Delibes  (d.  1891),  with  a  medallion  by  Chaplain. 

Farther  on  in  the  Avenue  Samson ,  to  the  right,  Dtican^s  (d.  1833),  the 
author.  In  the  Avenue  Travot,  to  the  right,  Deiphine  Oay  (d.  1855),  the 
wife  of  Emile  de  Girardin,  founder  of  the  'Figaro';  General  Travot  (d.  1830), 
marble  bust  by  Dantan.  —  Then,  in  the  Avenue  Montmorency  on  the  right, 
the  brothers  Edmond  and  Jules  de  Ooncowt  (d.  1870  and  1896),  sarcophagus 
with  medallions.  —  In  the  Avenue  St.  Charles,  to  the  right  (2nd  row), 
Alfred  de  Vigny  (d.  1863),  the  poet,  and  farther  on  (5th  row),  Alphonsme 
Flessis  (d.  1847),  the  'Dame  aux  cam^lias"  of  Alex.  Dumas  the  Younger. 


From  the  cemetery  we  return  to  the  Boul.  de  Clichy.  Follow- 
ing it  to  the  right  we  pass  a  bronze  statne  (by  £.  Derr^,  1899) 
of  Charles  Fourier  (1772-1837),  the  founder  of  Fonrierism,  the  ob- 
ject of  which  was  the  establishment  of  socialistic  commnnities 
(^halanstdresQ  in  which  capital,  labour,  and  talent  should  comV^V^s.^ 
for  the  common  good.  To  the  right,  at  the  "be^imVii^  qI  ^^  '^'^'^ 
Caulainconit^  is  the  Hippodrome  (p.  43  j  xestaMiaiit,  'g.  ^V'^- 
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In  the  Plaeo  de  CUoliy  (S\.  B,  17;  Me'lro  StatO  riui  tte 
Monummt  of  Moneey,  arectod  in  1869.  This  coIobsM  gioup  in 
bronze,  b;  DoubUmard,  19  ft.  la  height,  on  a  pedestal  26  fC. 
high,  idotned  with  bas-iollefB,  TepTeeentB  Uaiehsl  Moncey  de- 
fending Ptiiia,  vith  i  dying  eoldier  beside  him,  in  leterenca  to 
the  fact  that  the  marshal  dletingniBhed  bimself  in  llie  defeooe  of 
the  capital  In  1814.

A  little  beyond  the  Plare  de  Clicby,  to  the  left  of  tbe  Bne  de 
Cltehy,  [|  the  Squart  BtHiot  (fornierly  Square  Vintimille;  PI.  B,  17), 
with  a  hronzB  Statue  of  BcrUot  (1803-1869),  by  Alt.  Lenoir. 

The  Baulevard  da  Baltgnodet  prolongs  the  Bout,  de  Cllchy  U 
the  W.  At  iti  intereection  vlth  the  Rue  de  Rome  (Mdtio  StaL) 
Btandg  the  CoUigt  Chaptal  [PI.  B,  14,  15),  a  handsome  bnildlng  in 
atone  and  coioored  bricks,  erected  in  1866-72  by  Train.  Fartbet 
on  begin  the  Avenue  de  Viiiien  (PI.  B ,  16;  Mftra  Stit.,  Appx., 
pp.  30,  32)  and  the  Boulevard  de  CoureeUa  (leading  to  the  Fart 
Monreau,  p.  232).  A  etatue  (by  Rodin)  to  Heary  Beequt  (1837-99), 
the  dramatist,  is  to  be  erected  a( 

9.  WsBtera  Qaarters,  to  the  N.  of  the  Champi-Elyaies, 

HftlBoroLri.TX  Stations  (Lrnea  3  fi  2  Nl,  sea  Appendii,  pp.  32,  30. 
TheBflnleTaTdHBiiHiniaiui(Pl.B,  18,  10;  Ii),  the  prolongation 
of  vhich  on  tbe  E.,  from  the  Rue  Taitbont  to  tho  Rue  Drouot  (about 
300  yds.),  will  eventnally  connect  it  with  the  Orands  BouloiaidB,  U 
008  of  the  imposing  modern  thoroughfares  of  Paris.  In  co[\]nnctioii 
vlth  tbe  Avenue  de  Frledland  (p.  76),  by  nhii'h  it  ii  continued  to  tb« 
(1^/4  M.)  Arc  do  Triomphe  de  I'Etolto,  it  forms  a  nohlo  street  ibont 
2  H.  tn  length,  and  is  the  most  direct  route  fr:>m  tbe  north-central 
part  of  tbe  city  to  (be  Bola  de  Boulogne.  It  owes  its  name  to  Baron 
Haussmann  (p.  ix\ll). 

Tbe  Chaebllb  EspiAtoiBE(FI.B,18| /i),  !n  a  square  on  the  left, 
hy  the  Rue  Pascjuler,  yat  erected  in  1820-2^,  from  designs  by  Fereitr 
and  fhntalne,  to  tbe  memory  of  Louis  XVI  and  Msrie  Atitolnetle, 
on  tbe  site  of  tbe  old  Demetery  of  tbe  Madeleine,  vbeTG  tbeli  re- 
joafns  lay  from  1793  to  1815,  when  they  wore  temoied  to  the  royal 
»«D/t  At  St.  Denis.  The  Swiss  BQaiiaTnaMitiei  on  Angnst  10th  w 
ai<o  5  Dried  there. 
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The  ehapel  (ftdm.  daily  12-4  and  freqaently  at  other  hours;  fee  to 
the  keeper)  contains  two  groups  in  marble.  That  on  the  right,  by 
Bo$i9^  represents  Louis  XVI  and  an  angel  who  addresses  him  with  the 
words,  *Fil9  de  St.  Limit ^  mwUtM  au  dell*  Below  is  inscribed  the  king's 
will.  The  group  on  the  left,  by  Cortot^  represents  the  Queen  supported 
by  Religion,  a  figure  which  Dears  the  features  of  Madame  Eliiabeth,  the 
king*s  sister,  who  was  guillotined  on  i2th  May,  1794.  Inscribed  on  the 
monument  it  the  last  letter  addressed  by  the  queen  to  her  sister-in-law 
(comp.  p.  184).  —  Orer  the  portal  is  an  allegorical  relief  by  Ltnurirej  re- 
ferring to  the  remoral  of  the  ashes  to  St.  Denis. 

Farther  on  the  Bool.  Hanssmann  Intersecti  the  Boulevard  Males- 
herbes,  from  which  the  Avenue  de  Messine  diverges  on  the  right  to 
tlie  S.  entrance  of  the  Pare  Moncean  (p.  222).  The  Statue  of  8hake- 
apeare,  In  bronze,  by  Panl  Fonrnier,  erected  at  this  point  in  1888, 
was  presented  to  the  city  of  Paris  by  Mr.  W.  Knighton. 

Tlie  Boulevard  MaleBherbes  (P1.B,  B,  18  j  //;  B,  16)  is  another 
Imposing  street,  extending  from  the  Madeleine  to  the  fortiflcations 
(iP/i  M.).  —  To  the  right  in  this  boulevard  rises  the  church  of  — 

St.  Augutm  (PI.  B,  15),  buUt  by  BaUard  in  1860-68,  in  a  mo- 
dernized Romanesque  style.  The  building  is  in  the  form  of  an 
irregular  triangle,  towards  the  base  of  which  rises  a  dome  80  ft.  in 
diameter  and  165  ft.  in  height,  crowned  with  an  elegant  lantern  and 
flMiked  with  four  dome-covered  turrets.  The  portal  consists  of  three 
arches  surmounted  by  a  kind  of  gallery  containing  statues  of  Christ 
and  the  Apostles,  by  Jouffroy,  above  which  are  a  rose-window  and 
a  triangular  pediment.  On  the  pillars  are  statues  of  prophets  and 
doctors  of  the  church,  also  by  Jouffroy. 

Ihtkuob.  The  church  has  no  sdsles,  properly  so  called.  The  nave 
preseryes  its  width  the  whole  way  back,  while 'the  increasing  width  of 
the  triangle  is  filled  with  chapels  increasing  in  depth  as  they  approach 
the  choir.  Above  are  galleries,  which  are  continued  under  the  dome. 
The  nave  is  covered  with  a  flat  ceiling,  borne  by  arcades  of  open 
iron-work,  and  the  columns  terminate  in  figures  of  angels.  The  high- 
altar,  standing  beneath  a  sumptuous  canopy,  is  placed  above  a  crypt, 
which  also  runs  under  the  nave.  The  very  short  transepts  terminate  in 
chapels.  In  the  nave  are  two  paintings  by  JO.  MaiUari:  Baptism  of  St. 
AngoBtine  (on  the  left),  Death  of  St.  Monica  (on  the  right).  The  mural  paint- 
ings are  by  Bignol  (in  the  cupola),  Bouguereau^  and  JBHsset;  the  stained 
glass  by  MariehtU  and  Lavergne. 

In  front  of  the  church  is  a  graceful  Monument  to  Joan  of  Arc  by 
Paul  Pubois,  a  replica  of  that  at  Rheims ;  the  inscriptions  on  the 
pedestal  are  In  the  old-French  of  the  period.  In  the  adjacent  square, 
a  bronze  group  by  Jtfbm&ur,  representing  *A  Rescue'. 

About  500  yds.  farther  on  the  short  Avenue  Vilasque%j  on  the  left 
of  the  BouL  Malesherbes,  leads  to  the  £.  entrance  of  the  Pare  Monceau 
(p.  222). — At  No.  7  Avenue  Y^lasquez  is  the  Musie  CemuBchi  (PI. 
B,  15),  bequeathed  in  1897  along  with  the  house  containing  it  to 
the  city  of  Paris  by  M.  H.  Gernuschl.  The  museum  (open  daily, 
except  Mon.,  10-4  or  5)  consists  of  a  valuable  collection  of  Chinese 
and  Japanese  works  of  art,  of  inferior  merit  to  that  lik  t\i^&  ^w&4^ 
Cfnimet  (p.  227),  but  interesting  on  account  of  t^e  biom^i^  ^^^Kt^% 
of  2400).  Keeper,  M.  J.  R.  d'Ardtnne  de  Tisac.  'No  c«A.i\ft®x^- 
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FinaT  Fluor.  Io  nfaich  ne  Dscend  by  the  sliircaae  lo  tba  UA,  Iwvtie 
stitkiandnmhteilaa.

Por- 
celain.   Bpantet.  —  A  Bide-itvrcase  desrends  lo  the  Qbookd  Flddb,  where 

The  *Fare  HonoMiii,  or  Pure  dt  Monceau  (PI.  B,  15).  eDcloied 
by  a  veijr  tundBDme  lajling,  has  fonr  eDtisDces,  the  chief  of  'nhieh 
li  itt  the  Boul.  de  CouKallBB  (MUto  Stat.},  where  ■  •mall  rotunda, 
aUo  called  the  Favillon  de  Chaitres,  has  been  placed. 

Tiie  pirk  owes  ila  name  to  a  properlj  houglil  in  1778  bl  Philippe 
d'OrlSani,    lomamed  Bgalll^,    father  of  Loni)  Philippe,    under  wbrae 

ti'les  of  the  most  brilliant  deacriptinn  were  celebrate il  ^ere.  'it  is  n'nw  a 
■mall  park,  tastefully  laid  out  by  Alphanil  (p.  xxvil)  in  tbe  Engliih  style. 

Tha  park  retains  a  few  yellea  of  Its  old  attractions ,  such  as  tbe 
Noumaeliie,  an  oial  piece  of  water,  (tanked  with  a  BemioiTCnlH 
Corinthian  eolonnade,  and  now  adorned  with  a  brouxe  glatue  ol 
Hylaa,  b;  Horlce  (18B01.  Not  far  off  Is  a  Maavmtnt  lo  Guy  de  Mau- 
ponanf  (18&0-93),  the  author,  with  a  figure  of  a  woman  reading  at 
his  feet,  by  Verlet.  Near  the  Miisie  Oeinuenhi  is  a  Monument  to 
Ed.  PailUron  (18D4-99),  the  dramatist,  with  a  buet  and  the  flgurv 
of  an  actress,  by  L.  Beriistamni  (1906).  To  the  right  of  the  Avenue 
Van  Dyck,  near  a  bubbling  spring,  te  the  tasteful  marble  monnment 
of  AmbroUe  Thomas  (1811-66),  by  PalguiSre;  the  compoaor  U  leated 
on  >  rook,  Mignon  offering  him  flowers.  lu  the  toansyarse  avenue  en 
therightBtBndBthemirbloMonmnm(oyOo«nod(1818-93),  byMerflW 
(1303)^  on  a  lofty  pedestal  is  a  bnst  of  the  compoeai,  wMlo  grouped 
around  are  figures  of  Majguerite,  Juliette,  Sappho,  andageulos  dis- 
courgltig  music.  Among  tbe  other  scalpturea  with  which  the  park  li 
ombellished  are  the  Young  Faun,  by  F,  Charpentitr ;  tha  Abandoned, 
by  V.ConBi;  to  thorlghtof  the  main  walk,  Boy  playing  with  marbles, 
by  Leaoiri  to  the  left,  the  Snske-Charmer ,  by  S.  de  2a  Vingtriei 
Wounded  lionesB,  by  Valloa;  farther  on,  to  the  right,  Wounded 
Oupid,  by  Mabillt;  to  tbe  left,  the  Sower,  by  CAapu,*  to  the  right, 
the  Mower,  by  Ownery;  behind,  the  Reaper,  by  Oauda.  Not  far 
off  is  a  MbnumenJ  to  Cfiopin  (1810-49),  with  reiief-portrnil  of  the 
composer  and  Uguies  of  Harmony  and  Miglil,  by  J.  Froment-Henrice 
(1906). 

Fmni  the  railings  of  tbe  Pare  Monceau  facing  (ha  Atenue  Taa  Dyck 
and  tbe  Acmui  EtOa  (PI.  0, 12)  we  observe  tbe  elided  domes  of  the  Snaiiaa 
Ohareb  (PI.  B,  12),  In  tbe  Kne  Daru.  Tliia  church  was  bnilt  in  OmJil 
'-  '"e  firjaDtlne-lImtDTila  style,  from  i  design  hy  aronrmiin,  and  la  in 
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(fee),  except  daring  serTiee  on  San.  and  Wed.  (11-12).  The  interior  conAists 
of  a  Teatibale,  a  nave,  and  a  sanctuary  closed  by  an  ^ikonostasis'*  adorned 
with  paintings  of  Christ,  the  Vixgin,  and  seyeral  Bnssian  saints,  by  the 
brothers  3orokint  and  by  Bronnikoff,  The  rest  of  the  chnroh  is  adorned 
with  pMntings  of  Scriptural  subjects  by  the  same  artists  and  of  prophets 
by  Vauilieff,  —  The  Avenue  Hoche  ends  at  the  Flae$  de  VEtoih  (p.  7a). 

The  BatignoUei  quaiter,  to  the  N.  of  the  Paic  Moncean,  wliich 
-was  incoipoiated  with  Paris  in  1860,  Is  a  favonrite  residence  for 
artists,  and  contains  many  handsome  and  tastefnl  private  residences. 
The  traveller  ifill  find  it  worth  while  to  inspect  the  Rue  Prony 
(PI.  B,  15,  11),  opposite  the  principal  entrance  to  the  park,  and 
several  of  the  side-streets  such  as  the  Sues  Fortuny  and  Montchaniny 
and  lastly  the  Avenue  de  Villiers  and  part  of  the  Boul.  Malesherhes. 
In  the  Place  Maleaherbes  (PI.  B,  14}  is  a  handsome  mansion  In  the 
style  of  the  16th  century.  In  the  gardens  flanking  the  avenue  are 
bronze  figures  of  the  Qenius  of  Music ,  by  Bailly,  and  the  Grief  of 
Orpheus,  by  Yerlet.  Farther  on  is  a  bronze  Statue  of  Alexandre  Dumas 
the  Elder  (1802-1870),  designed  by  Qustave  Dor^;  the  group  in 
front  represents  Beading  and  behind  is  a  Musketeer.  Opposite 
rises  the  fine  Monument  of  Alexandre  Dumas  the  Younger  (1824-95), 
by  B.  de  Saint-Marceaux  (1906);  around  the  pedestal  are  symbolic 
figures,  including  the  *Dame  aux  Camillas'.  The  Place  Malesherhes 
is  to  be  further  embellished  with  a  statue  of  General  Dumas  (1762- 

1807),  by  A.  Moncel,  and  will  then  be  called  Place  des  Trois-Dumas. 

In  the  neighbouring  Bue  de  Tocqueville  is  the  Ecole  de*  Eautes  Etude* 
(Utmmerddk*^  in  front  of  which  is  a  small  square  with  a  bronze  statue, 
by  Moncel,  of  Alain  Chartier  (1383-1U9),  the  poet. 

Vo.  145  in  the  Boulevard  Malesherhes  is  the  Lycd*  Caruot  (PI.  B,  11, 14), 
formerly  the  Ecole  Monge.  Farther  to  the  N.  is  the  Place  Wagram  (PI.  11), 
embellished  with  a  bronze  statue,  by  F.  de  St-Yldal,  of  A.  de  IfeuvilU 
(1885-1886),  the  military  painter.  The  Place  is  situated  above  the  Chemin 
de  Fer  de  Ceinture,  not  far  from  the  station  of  Courcelles  -  Ceinture 
(PL  Bj^l).  Close  by  is  a  monument  (bust  and  reliefs)  to  Bughte  Flachat 
(1802-73),  the  first  French  engineer  to  introduce  metal  in  the  construction 
of  buildings,  executed  by  A.  Boucher. 

To  the  E.,  near  the  station  of  BatignoUes  (Appx.,  p.  45),  is  the  Square 
de*  BaHgnoUe*  (PI.  B,  14),  one  of  the  largest  in  Paris,  but  not  otherwise 
interesting.  It  has  two  fountains  and  bronze  figures  of  Circe,  by  Michel, 
the  Gladiator,  by  Ferrarg,  etc^ 

The  Aybnub  db  la  Q&andb-Abm^b  (PI.  B,  9;  Mitropolitain 
Stat  J  see  Appx.,  p.  30),  in  a  direct  line  with  the  Avenue  des  Champs- 
Elys^es  on  the  E.,  leads  to  Neuilly. 

KeoiUy,  a  suburb  with  37,493  inhab.,  the  N.  portion  of  which 
was  occupied  prior  to  its  destruction  hy  the  mob  in  1848  by  the 
chateau  and  park  of  Louis  Philippe,  is  now  covered  with  numerous 
tasteful  viUas.  —  The  Fair  of  Neuilly^  from  about  mid- June  to 
ikiid- July,  is  very  characteristic  and  attracts  large  crowds  from  Paris. 

Immediately  beyond  the  fortifications  is  the  Porte  Maillfii.  ^V. 
B,  9;  terminus  of  Line  1  of  the  M^ro),  the  ^.lE..  fcutiwitfe  Nft  V^^ 
Bois  de  Boulogne,    A  monument  to  Alfred  dc  Muwet  ^  ^^  "^^'^'^ 
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[1810-67),  liy  P.  Grsnet,  was  ersctod  here  in  1906.  —  To  the  rigSt 
is  (he  Chapel  of  Bt.  FeTdinand  (PI.  S,  9),  t  mSiUEoleuDi  in  the  By* 
lantine  style,  erei;led  0[i  the  spot  where  Ferdinsnd,  Duke  of  Orleang, 
the  eldest  son  of  Louis  Fhillppe  siid  father  of  the  Coiote  de  Psiia, 
breathed  bli  last  in  1^42,  iti  coiiBequenee  of  a  fall  from  his  carriage. 
AdmiBaion  daily;  viEitors  ring  st  No.  13,  nesily  opposite  the  ohspal 
[tee].  Orel  the  high-altar  is  a  Descent  from  the  Cross,  In  marhle, 
by  TrijUfti.  To  the  left  is  the  Monument  of  the  Duke,  also  hy 
Triqueit,  bom  a  design  hy  Arj/Sehe/fer,  with  an  angel  hy  the  piince'i 
sister,  Marie  d-OHeani  (d.  1839].  Thw  sUined-glass  windows  wers 
designed  by  Ingra.  —  At  the  Eond-PDint  de  Is,  Rsvolte,  ne«i  the 
Forte  des  Ternes  (PI.  13, 9],  a  monument  by  Bartholdi  [1906]  oom- 
memorstes  tha  BalloonilU  of  the  Siege  of  1871.

At  the  8.W.  r.omer  of  the  Plac«  de  la  Concorde  [p.  6&)  be^ns 
the  Cours-io-Rfine  (PI.  E,  IB,  12;  //,  /),  a  promenade  formed  by 
Maile  de  Ufdlcls  in  1616,  and  constitaUng  with  the  Ouuf  dc  la 
Conflrenee  a  single  broad  avenue.  The  quay  derives  its  name  From 
an  old  gate  tbioogh  which  the  Spanish  ambassadors  entered  Paris 
In  1660,  to  confer  witli  Hazariu  on  the  betrothal  of  the  In&nta 
Maria  Tbereaa  with  Louis  XIV.  —  To  the  right  are  the  FelU  PalaU 
(p.  71)  and  the  Grand  Palais  [p.  74);  lo  Ihe  left,  opposite  the 
former,  is  a  Mouumeut  to  Armaad  Silveslrt  (1837-1901),  the  BO- 
vellet,  with  ■*  bust  and  a  groap  of  tha  Graces,  by  A.  Metcia'  [1906). 

The  "Pant  Alexuidm  IidIb  (PI.  R,  16,  iJ;  at  the  end  of  the 
Avenue  Aleiandie-Tiois),  leadili«  to  the  Esplanade  des  IniaUdee 
(p.  302],  Is  the  largest  and  haDdsomeat  bridge  in  Paris.  The  fonnda- 
tlon-Btone  was  laid  by  the  Ciar  Nichola*  II.  In  1696,  and  the  bridge 
was  completed  In  1900,  by  Hiial  and  Ally,  the  engUieeri,  and 
Gasiea-Bemard  and  Cousin,  the  architects.  The  bridge  consists  of 
'  ainfia  flat  staeJ  arch  362  ft.  in  leiieOi,  anA  KJSti  tv  '>ii  -<i\<ith.  At  tub.

end  is  a  massive  pylon ,  76  ft  liigli,  surmounted  by  gilded  groups 
of  Pegasi  led  by  Fame,  by  Frimiet  (right  bank)  and  Oranet  and 
Steiner  (left  bank) ;  these  are  flanked  by  groups  representing  France 
at  different  epochs  of  history,  by  Lenoir  and  Michel  (right  bank), 
Coutan  and  Marqueste  (left  bank),  and  by  Uons  led  by  children 
(Oardetf  right  bank ;  DaloUj  left  bank).  The  allegorical  groups  in 
the  centre  of  the  aioh  are  by  RScipon;  on  the  downstream  side  are 
the  arms  of  Paris ;  on  the  other  those  of  St.  Petersburg. 

Farther  on  is  the  Pont  dea  Invalidea  (PI.  R,  14,  15 ;  //),  dating 
from  1827-29  (restored  in  1854-55),  and  adorned  with  Yictories 
by  Di^ldt  and  Yillain. 

To  the  right,  at  the  corner  of  the  Cours-la-Reine  and  the  Rue 
Bayard,  is  the  little  Renaissance  palace  known  as  the  *Hai8on  de 
Fraiifois  Premier  (P1.R,  15;  /i),  now  private  property.  Francis  I. 
caused  this  building  to  be  erected  at  Moret,  near  Fontainebleau, 
in  1527,  for  the  reeeption  of  Diane  de  Poitiers  or,  according  to 
others,  for  his  sister  Margaret  of  Kavarre,  and  in  182o  it  was  trans- 
ferred to  its  present  site.  The  style  of  the  facade  recalls  that  of 
contemporary  buildings  in  Venice.  On  thegroundfloor  are  three  large 
arched  windows ,  to  which  the  three  square-headed  windows  of  the 
upper  floor  correspond.  The  ornamentation  on  the  pilasters  between 
the  windows  and  at  the  comers,  and  the  frieze  of  genii  and  me- 
dallions are  singularly  rich  and  elegant.  In  the  centre  of  the  frieze 
appear  the  arms  of  France  and  Navarre.  The  back  is  also  worthy  of 
inspection,  but  the  sides  have  been  modernized.  —  In  the  adjoining 
Bue  Bayard,  No.  17,  is  the  Scottish  Presbyterian  Church  (p.  57). 

To  the  If.  of  the  Gonrs-la-Beine  is  the  Ru*  Jean-Chmjon  which  attained 
a  melancholy  celehrity  in  May,  1897,  owing  to  a  terrible  fire  at  a  charity 
bazaar,  in  which  132  persons  perished.  A  memorial  chapel,  called  Notre 
Dame-de-Ooniolation  (PI.  B,  12  ^  /),  has  been  bailt  in  the  Lonis  XVI 
style,  from  0uilbert*8  designs,  on  the  site  of  the  disaster  (open  2-4  or  5 
except  Hon.  and  the  first  ^d.  in  each  month).  The  fine  diorama  in  the 
dome  is  painted  hjA.  Maignan;  the  scalptnres  are  by  Daillion^  HioUn^  Fran- 
ceteki^  Maes  Ezekiel^  etc.  Bas-reliefs  in  old  silver  adorn  the  Stations  of 
tbe  Cross.  There  is  a  monument  to  the  Dachesse  d^Alengon.  —  Close  to 
tbe  entrance  of  the  Rue  Jean-Goujon  is  an  Armenian  CTuxpel  (PI.  R,  15;  //), 
designed  by  A.  Guilbert  (1903-5)  in  the  style  of  the  temple  of  Akhtamar, 
the  facade  of  which  has  an  attractive  loggia  for  tbe  bells,  resting  apon 
two  heraldic  eagles.  In  the  central  rotunda  are  eight  fine  interlaced  arches, 
supporting  the  octagonal  tower.  The  pictorial  decoration  is  by  Paul  Leroy, 
the  painter  of  oriental  subjects. 

The  Font  de  TAlma  (PI.  R,  11,  12;  /),  at  the  end  of  the  quay, 
was  built  in  1856  and  named  in  memory  of  the  Crimean  campaign. 
The  buttresses  are  embellished  with  handsome  figures  of  a  zouave 
and  a  private  of  the  line  by  Diiboldt,  and  an  artilleryman  and  a 
chasseur  by  Aug,  Amaud,  From  the  bridge  the  Avenue  Montaigne 
leads  to  the  N.W.  to  the  Rond-Point  des  Champs-Elys^es  (p.  75). 

The  next  quay,  the  Quai  DebiUy,  which  is  called  after  the  ^e^^T- 
al  of  that  name  who  fell  at  the  battle  of  Jena,  lea^ft  to  tVei  loo^.  ^"^  ^2«\^ 
Tiocadtfro  Park,  passing  on  the  right  (No.  IS)  t\i©  ManulcnlV^tv  ^VX^-- 
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lalre  (vktualling-offltB),  formerly  the  Suronneria  (p.  3333,  ""d  W 
tLe  left  the  PaiterelU  Oebllly  or  dc  la  Manutenlion,  n  fontbrldge 
widened  in  1903-5.  Wo,  howeTer,  follow  the  ATenne  du  Troc»- 
d^ro  on  the  right. 

The  "MnaiB  OoIUAmi,  ot  BH^olc-OaUUTa  {PI.  R,  12 ;  J),  on  the 
right  of  the  Avenue  da  Trocsdeio,  Ib  an  Imposing  liolldiDg  la  the 
Itnliin  RenilBsance  Ityle,  by  Oinain,  emrted  liy  (he  mnniflcenee  of 
tha  Docheaa  of  OalliSrs  (d,  1888),  who,  bowever,  Babsequently 
beqne&thed  her  valnihls  art- (collections  to  the  city  of  Genoa,  The 
fajsde  towards  the  ayanuB  Is  embelllBhed  with  atitnes  of  Sculptoro, 
Atchltooture,  and  Piinling,  by  Cavelier,  Thomal,  and  Chapti.  There 
are  other  scnlptares  at  the  sides;  to  the  right,  Fan,  by  BtequtI, 
The  Earth,  by  A.  Bottchtr;  to  the  left,  EdueaHon  of  BacchuH,  by 
Ptrraud,  PatTonago  and  the  Fntnie,  by  hard.  In  front  of  the 
facade  is  the  Foantaln  of  April,  by  Pierre  Eoehe  (1906).  —  The 
entrance,  which  la  in  the  Rna  PtoRe-ChanDn  (No.  10),  Is  preceded 
by  a  small  square  with  a  bionzc  gronp  lepiesenting  'Vine',  b;  Hol- 
weck.  The  moBsum  ooDtnJnB  the  nadens  of  ■  mnaidpal  art-collec- 
tion, bat  Is  mainly  deTotad  to  temporaly  eihibltlonB  of  works  of 
applied  ait  (uiDslly  foe  eale).

Statuettes  by  SavkM^  Ltvaueur^  and 
others.  The  glass-cases  contain  works  of  art  by  Goulards  TonneUer^  Mad- 
rtuti,  Oh.  Bitaud  (rings),  etc.  At  the  end  to  the  left,  stained-glass  windows 
by  iTsnH  Carot^  etc.;  at  the  end  to  the  right.  Autumn,  a  stained -glass 
window  by  BudnieH.  Works  in  pewter,  by  Baffler^  Large  vases  of  ^flamm^ 
earthenware,  by  JkOpayreU  and  Letbro*.  —  The  Small  Booms  at  the  ends 
contain  a  Tapuity:  March,  from  the  studios  of  the  Faubourg  St.  Marcel, 
and  works  of  art  by  Marioton^  Bourgtot^  Th,  Bivitre^  Armand  Pointy  Detpret^ 
Lemalr$,  and  others;  and  (in  the  2nd  room)  vases  and  statuettes:  CJkirpmMsr, 
Song;  CarlU^  Youth;  BivUre^  Salammbd. 

Last  Boom,  next  the  vestibule,  varying  exhibitions. 

In  the  Place  d'l^na,  to  the  W.  of  the  museiuD,  an  Equestrian 
8t€Uue  of  Washington^  by  Dan.  French,  was  erected  in  1900,  at  the 
cost  of  the  women  of  America  (comp.  p.  280).   Here  also  is  the  — 

•Xngte  Ghiimet  (Pi.  R,  12;  i),  a  handsome  edifice  not  devoid 
of  originality,  with  a  rotunda  at  the  angle,  surmounted  by  a  colon- 
nade and  cupola.  It  contains  the  extensiye  and  valuable  collections 
presented  to  the  state  in  1886  by  M.  Em.  Guimet  of  Lyons,  con- 
sisting mainly  of  a  Museum  of  the  BeUgiona  of  India  and  Eastern 
AsiOj  bnt  including  also  a  Library  and  collections  of  Oriental  Pot- 
tery (comp.  pp.  168,  221)  and  of  Antiquities.  —  The  museum  is 
open  daily,  except  Mon.,  from  12  to  5  (4  in  winter),  and  is  divided 
into  the  Boissiere  section  and  the  I^na  section  (from  the  streets  on 
which  they  front).  Only  one  section  of  the  groundfloor  and  second 
floor  is  shown  on  any  one  day,  but  the  whole  first  floor  is  open  ^ 
OTory  day.  The  library  (27,000  vols.)  and  the  students'  room  are 
open  daily  12-4  or  5,  except  on  Sun.  and  Mon.  Curator,  M.  L.  de 
IdiUoui.  Explanatory  labels  are  attached  to  the  cabinets,  setting  forth 
the  general  divisions,  and  in  certain  cases  to  the  indiyidual  exhibits. 
Short  illustrated  catalogue  (1905),  1  fr. ;  descriptive  notice  of  the 
objects  found  at  Antinoe,  by  Al.  Gayet  (1902).  Sticks  and  umbrellas 
mast  be  given  up  (no  fee). 

Chround  Floor.  Rotunda.  In  the  centre  is  a  Boman  bust  of  Osiris, 
arooMd  which  are  busts  from  the  Villa  of  Hadrian,  near  Rome.  To  the  left, 
Oallo^Roman  sepulchral  altar  (Nimes),  etc.  Paintings  and  studies  by  F.  R^- 
gamey  and  L.  Dumoulin. 

Oaukxix  D^IiVA,  to  the  right:  *Chineie  foitery,  —  1st  Section:  Develop- 
mest  of  the  manufiusture.    Case  1.   Celadon  (the  earliest  specimens)  from 
Kankin  (i6th  eent.).    Case  2.    Chinese  pottery  and  turquoise-blue  enamels 
xuaaofiftetured  at  a  high  temperature.  Case  3.  ^Crackle'  porcelain.  Gases  4^5. 
Modem  ware  from  Nankin  and  Canton.    Case  6.    Imitations  of  ancient  por- 
celain.

—  Room  ni.  *  Salle  de  Jade  or  Gem  Room,  with 
ntimeroaa  articles  of  jade,  a  stone  highly  prised  in  China,  many  of  which 
come  from  the  imperial  Summer  Palace  in  Pekin.  The  highly  ornate  articles 
resembUng  crosiers  are  mandarins*  sceptres.  Many  other  yalnable  objects. 
Case  29  (to  the  right  on  entering).    Beautiful  urns  used  in  ancestor-worship. 

Galbbixs  sub  Goub  (i.e.  looking  on  the  court).  Indo-CMna  CoUectiotu. 
Ist  Section:  Cambodia  (mixed  Brahminism  and  Buddhism).  —  2nd  and 
3rd  Sections:  Laos,  Burma,  Siam  (pure  Buddhism),  Annam  and  Tonkin 
(mixture  of  Taoism  and  Baddhism).  Statues,  statuettes,  MSS.,  books,  musical 
instruments,  fans,  coins,  etc.  —  4th  Section:  Shamaidsm  (witchcraft);  Si- 
beriAi  Buddhism ;  and  religion  of  the  island  of  Amoy  (mulonettes  for 
mystery-performances).  —  Rotunda.  *Model  of  a  temple  in  Amoy;  religious 
scenes;  marionette-theatre.  —  The  second  gallery  (Salle  de*  Laqties)  con- 
tains the  end  of  the  Japanese  OolleetUmy  which  begins  in  Uie  Galerie  Boissiere : 
combs,  comic  statuettes,  medicine-boxes,  sabres  and  hilts,  lacquered  boxes, 
etc.  —  We  now  pass  through  the  Galerie  Boissiere,  in  order  to  begin  at 
the  end  next  the  staircase. 

Galxrib  BoissiftBB :  *Religioni  of  Japan.  —  Room  I.  Ist  and  2nd  Sec* 
tioBS :  fine  statue  of  Ida-Ten,  god  of  prayer  and  peace.  Shintoism  (to  the 
leff),  the  national  religion,  wldch  has  no  idols  but  only  symbols  of  the 
Supreme  Being,  and  the  temples  of  which  are  always  closed;  Buddhism, 
six  different  sects;  statues,  statuettes,  textile  fabrics,  priests*  vestments; 
fine  bronze  statuettes,  books,  paintings;  statuette  of  gilded  wood  (i2th  cent. ; 
Case  5)  and  kakemonos  (Case  T).  At  the  end  of  the  2nd  section  are  two 
statnes  of  the  god  of  travellers  (one  in  bronze,  the  other  in  black  wood) 
and  two  bronce  vases,  with  representations  of  the  death  and  ascension  of 
Buddha.  —  Boom  II.  Model  of  a  *Mandara  or  pantheon,  with  nineteen 
personages  representing  the  principal  Buddhas.  The  central  group  represents 
Dainiti,  the  highest  perfection,  and  beings  who  have  become  ^buddhas*, 
with  the  eye  of  wisdom  in  the  centre  of  their  foreheads ;  those  to  the  right 
and  left  represent  their  transformation  into  beings  whose  end  is  the  salva- 
tion of  souls  by  gentleness  or  by  violence.  Around  are  brasiers,  fountains, 
gongs,  statue  of  Sakya-Mooni  dying.  By  the  walls  are  seven  large  statues 
OB  pedestals  and  twelve  figures  in  carved  wood,  representing  the  hours  of 
the  day  and  the  signs  of  the  Zodiac.  —  Boom  III.  ist  Section:  Japanese  and 
Chinese  legends.  Curious  and  grotesque  statuettes,  often  of  admirable 
execution:  Case  14,  *Devil  turned  monk  in  his  old  age  (note  the  broken 
horn);  bell-bearer  with  long  legs;  fox  as  priest;  in  Case  15,  the  philosopher 
Tekiai  breathing  forth  his  soul;  in  Case  17,  gods  of  good  fortune.  — 
Shid  Section:  bronze  statue  of  Yiso,  guardian  deity  of  children;  historical 
arttcles,  very  interesting  statuettes;  lion  and  lioness  as  guardians  of  a 
temple  (13th  cent.) ;  wooden  statue  of  a  pilgrim  (to  the  left).  —  Boom  IV. 
Chapel  in  gilded  wood ;  statues  of  Amida,  one^f  the  immortal  'buddhas* ; 
weapons.  In  the  centre,  curious  figure  of  the  philosopher  Dharma  rising 
Ijrom  his  tomb.  Behind,  bronze  statues  (18th  cent.)  including  the  philo- 
sopher as  beggar  (the  little  flag  in  his  mouth  represents  his  soul);  men 
with  long  legs  and  arms.    At  the  back,  some  fine  lai^e  paintings. 

Beeond  Floor.   The  Rotunda,  supported  by  caryatides,  contains  Paint- 
ing9  (titles  given),  by  B^gamey.    'Collection  of  objects  found  in  1896-1903 
daring  the  excavations  in  the  Necropolis  ofAntino'e  or  Antinoupolis^  the  town  in 
Bgypt  founded  by  Hadrian  on  the  spot  where  his  favourite  Antinous  drowned 
hfanself.    Body  of  a  Greek  woman  named  Thais^  clothed  in  her  gala-dress,  with 
gold-embroidered  shoes  on  her  tiny  feet;  roses  of  Jericho,  bouquet  of  immor- 
telles, jar  containing  wine  from  Mike,  and  necklaces  of  real  pearls  found 
in  Thais's  sarcophagas.     This  Thai's  is  not  to  be  confounded  with  the 
celebrated  hetaira  of  that  name,  who  lived  in  the  4th  cent.  B.C.  —  Ad- 
jacent, Bodjf  of  the  hermit  Serapion^t  clothed,  with  enormous  lTo\iTVcv^^TQ>\vtA. 
Ms  arms,  legs,  and  waist,  the  last  connected  by    &  \>^t  -wW^i  NiX^«^  ^QVi.«x 
encircling  his  neck.    To  the  right  of  the  entrance,  paAuled.  &\iTOW^  v<*VCsv  NX^fc

A  little  to  the  right  of  the  Mmde  Qolmet  the  Avenno  d'Mna 
passes  tbe  Flact  dei  Elats-Utut  (PI.  R,  12;  1),  at  the  other  end  of 
which  is  a  line  hronie  Ormip  of  Washbigton  and  Lafayette,  by  B»r- 
tholdi,  ptesentBd  by  sDverjJ  AmerieauB  io  1895  iii  coniaieinoritioo 
of  the  aid  of  France  in  Eecuiing  the  indepeadeace  of  the  Oniled 
Statet.  Thenue  (he  Bue  Galiltfu  leads  (o  tbe  left  to  the  Avenue 
K1£her,  not  fai  from  the  Rue  Boiesti'Te  station  of  tbe  MSttopolitaiu. 

The  'TrooBdAra  (PI.  K,  8;  /)  is  a  height  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Seine,  opposite  thu  Champ- de-Msra,  hearing  the  name  of  oue  of  the 
forts  of  Cadiz  captured  by  the  French  In  1823.  Napoleon  I.  EDDten- 
plated  the  erection  of  a  palace  here  foe  tbe  king  of  Borne,  bnt  it  wu 
not  nntil  the  Exhlbition'of  1667  that  the  elte  was  levelled,  tbe  oon- 
strnctlon  of  the  present  edifice  and  the  Isylng-out  of  the  park  tietng 
postponed  until  th&t  of  1378, 

The  Avenue  du  Trocadero  ends  3,1  the  top  of  the  eminence ,  In 
the  Place  da  Ttocad6ro  (PL  B,  8,  9,  ',-  tramways  and  M^tropolluin, 
Bee  p.  2S4),  behind  the  palace.  This  Flaee  Is  the  conYerging'polui 
also  of  tbe  Avenue  KUber,  coming  from  the  Arc  de  Triompke  de 
rEtoile  (p.  75),  the  Avrmu  Malalcoff,  coming  from  the  At.  du 
Bols  de  BooJogne  (.p.  336|,  and  fbe  Avenue  Benri- Martin,  oomlng 
from  the  Bois  itself  [p.  236].  A  military  hand  plays  here  on  the 
third  Wed.  in  June,  July,  August,  and  Septeoiber.  —  'fhe  Avaxu 
d'/Fna,  on  tbe  other  hand,  leads  from  the  Musfe  Onlmet  to  the  part 
In  front  of  the  palace. 
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The  PAlaii  dn  Troe4dAro  (PI.  B,  8;  i)  is  a  huge  building  in 
the  Oriental  style,  designed  by  Davioud  and  BourdcUs.  The  cen- 
tral portion  consists  of  a  circular  edifice,  63  yds.  in  diameter  and 
180  ft.  in  height,  flanked  by  two  minarets  230  ft  high  and  two 
curved  wings  furnished  with  galleries,  220  yds.  in  length,  the  whole 
edifice  thus  presenting  the  appearance  of  an  imposing  crescent.  The 
terrace  In  front  of  the  central  building  is  embellished  with  six 
figures  in  gilded  bronze:  Europe,  by  Sehoenewerky  Asia  by  Fal^ 
guihre,  Africa  by  Delaplanehe,  N.  America  by  HioUe^  S.  America  by 
A,  MUlet,  and  Oceana  by  Moreau,  Below  the  terrace  gushes  forth  a 
large  *Oasoai>b,  which  descends  to  a  huge  basin  surrounded  by  a 
bull,  a  horse,  an  elephant,  and  a  rhinoceros  in  bronze,  by  Cain, 
BouiUardy  FrinUet,  and  Jaoqfiemart.  Under  the  arches  flanUng  the 
cascade  are  allegorical  figures  of  Water,  by  Cavalierf  and  Air,  by 
Thomcu.  On  a  level  with  the  spring  of  the  dome  is  another  gallery 
adorned  with  thirty  statues  representing  the  arts,  sciences,  and 
Tarious  industries.  The  dome  itself  is  surmounted  by  a  colossal 
statue  of  Fame,  by  A.  MereiS. 

The  Oalleries  (cafd-baffet)  and  Balconie*  command  an  admirable  view 
of  Paris  (best  at  sunset).  Visitors  may  ascend  by  a  lift  (JX>c.,  on  Sun. 
26  c.)  to  the  top  of  the  N.E.  tower.  Concerts  are  often  given  in  the  ela- 
borately-decorated 8alU  de*  Fetetj^vfhich.  contains  an  immense  organ  by 
Garaille-Coll  and  has  seats  for  6000  persons  (adm.  at  other  times  by  order 
from  the  secretary  of  the  Beaux-Arts,  Bue  de  Valois  3,  Palais-Royal). 

The  Palids  du  Trocaddro  contains  important  museums  of  Comparative 
Sculpture  (casts)  and  of  Ethnography.  —  The  *Ku8ee  de  Sculpture  Oomparee. 
or  Mu$4e  des  Moulages^  occupies  the  left  wing,  next  to  the  Place,  and  part  or 
the  right  wing  of  the  building.  It  is  open  as  a  rule  11-5  (in  winter  il-4), 
daily  except  Mon.  •,  the  library  (1200  vols.)  and  collection  of  drawings  by 
'Viollet-le-Duc  are  open  at  the  same  hours,  daily  except  Sunday.  The  casts 
illustrate  different  phases  of  sculpture,  from  Bomanesque  to  Gk)thic,  developed 
by  French  art,  and  are  arranged  chronologically.  Explanatory  labels  are 
attached  to  each  cast.  The  rooms  are  designated  by  letters  (A,  B,  etc.  -, 
corresponding  letters  in  the  catalogue).  Catalogue  (1900).  1  fr.;  Illustrated 
Catalogue  of  the  Monuments  of  the  14 -15th  cent.  (1892),  4  fr.  Curator, 
Jf.  (7.  Enlart,  In  the  Atelier  des  Houlages  good  copies  of  the  sculptures 
may  be  bought. 

The  KuB^e  Cambodgien,  or  Mutie  d€  Monuments  Khmen,  is  situated  in 
the  other  wing  of  the  palace,  beyond  the  Botunda  and  after  Boom  N  of  the 
Kus^e  de  Sculpture  Compar^e.  The  shortest  way  of  getting  from  one 
wing  to  the  other  is  to  pass  through'  the  Place.  —  This  collection,  which 
is  open  at  the  same  hours  as  tbe  museum  of  casts,  consists  of  original 
sculptures,  casts,  and  reproductions  of  Monuments  of  the  Ehmers,  the 
ancient  inhabitants  of  Cambodia.  Though  fantastic  in  conception,  their 
ideas  of  art  were  not  without  grandeur.  Their  subjects  were  taken  chiefly 
from  the  animal  and  vegetable  kingdoms,  the  'naga%  a  colossal  hydra  with 
•e?^en  heads,  the  three-headed  elephant,  and  the  lion  being  the  favourite 
motives.  The  finest  Khmer  monuments  date  from  the  6-llth  cent,  of  our  era. 

Boom  I.    At  the  end  of  the  room  the  entrance  to  a  Khmer  sanctuary 
is  reproduced,  veith  a  statue  of  Brahma  in  the  middle.    Bight  wall,  false 
door  from  Prah  Kou  (9th  cent.)  flanked  by  ^apsaras^  or  deified  bayaderes 
(Loley);  farther  on,  Brabman  deity  seated  on  a  seven-headed  *naga^  (Prak- 
han).    Opposite  the  door,  reconstructed  turret  from  the  temple  of  Bai'on 
at  Angkor-tom  (Siam),  adorned  with  the  quadruple  face  of  Brahuv«..  \a1\. 
wall,  false  door  from  Me  Boune ;  execution  of  a  condeicoift^  \fta.w  Xi'^   vsv 
elephant,  bas-relief  from  Prakhan.  —  Boom  II.    The  caa©  Vo  V\i^  \«i^^'  ^«'^- 
taina  an  Mncfent  helmet  from   Phnom-Pen«,    an  an^i(\xxe  l^Yvxaet   ^\».\.w«N.^«- 
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Tbe  Pabc  dd  TBocADiBo  slopes  down  froni  its  paUrc  to  Ibe 
Seine.  —  To  the  loft  of  lie  Tiocadifro  is  the  Aquarium,  proporly  s 
flsli- breeding  esUblletimeiit  (tench,  salmon,  etc.),  open  dally  104,  I 
except  Mod.;  entrance  Boul.  Deleseert.  Above  is  a  small  garden  ii 
the  Japanese  style.  The  pnblio  are  not  admitted ,  bnt  " 
Vienod  from  the  upper  part  of  the  park. 

Below  the  middle  of  the  park  the  Seine  1b  crosied  by  the  T 
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cent,  to  tlie  left,  i  atntae  of  Oaiu  by  CulUf ;  to  the  light,  »  n»h»- 
man,  with  tha  hei,d  and  the  lyre  of  Orpheus,  by  Longepied;  'Fngit 
Amor',  by  DamS,  etc.  A  military  band  plays  heie  on  Thnis.  in 
SRmmar{.eop.44). 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Bae  Franklin  (;PI.  R,  8{  /),  to  the  V/.  of 
theTrocaddro,  sUnda  tbe  Monumtnt  ofBinjamin  Franklin  (1700-90], 
piesenled  to  Che  city  in  1906  by  M.  J.  H.  Harje«.  The  seated  bronze 
statno  Is  by  J.  J.  Boyle;  the  leUefs  on  the  pedealal,  repreaeotiDg 
the  Reception  of  Franklin  at  the  French  court  in  1778  and  the 
SignatuiB  of  the  Treaty  of  Paris  in  178C,  are  by  Fr.  Brou.  Tbe  Rue 
Fianklia  ends  at  the  Boolovard  Celessert,  vhich  comes  from  tbe 
park  of  tbe  TrocidSro  and  is  uontinued  by  the  Eoe  du  Pssay  and  tbe 
Chemin  de  la  MuetCe  to  the  Raoelagh  (p.  233). 

From  the  BodI.  Deleiaert  tbe  Kus  KaTaouard  rnns  to  the  S.E.,  iiaislDi 
Ibe  Bae  BlnECr  (Pi.  B,  OJ,  in  whlcb,  al  Itae  corner,  U  ■  plaiiua  wilb  u  Id- 
■uiption  to  tbe  effect  tbat  Bm/amta  FrantHn  lived  here  ia  1777-85,  whw 
CDVOf  to  FiBDce,  sod  placed  on  tbe  hotua  Ibe  Orst  Ughtnlug-eondDctDr  erer 
laadc  In  Fianoe. 

To  the  S.  from  the  Bonl.  Delessert  the  Bne  Albooi  leads  past 
the  Square  Albonl  (M«tro  Stat.]  to  the  bridge  of  Pasty, 

The  "Tout  de  Faiiy  (PI.  R,  8 ;  I),  which  spans  Ibe  Seine  at  the 
upper  end  of  the  AUde  des  Cygnea  (see  below),  was  bnilt  in  I903-S 
Iti  place  of  the  old  Paaeerelle  de  Passy.  It  has  two  stages,  ihe  upper 
one  being  naed  by  tbe  Mittropotitain  jjailway.  The  bridge  is  embel- 
]Uhed  with  colossal  statuea,  reliefs,  and  four  floe  groups  by  6.  Miehtt, 
reprfseuting  the  'Blacksnitths  of  Indastrial  France'  and  the  'Itoatmen 
(nsutiE]  of  the  Seine'  (p.  280).  —  A  little  to  the  N.W.  is  the  Cbimp- 
de-Mars. 

The  AlUe  or  lie  des  Cygna  (PI.  B,  8,  7;  J)  eitenda  in  the  Seine 
from  Ibe  Pont  de  Passy  to  the  Pont  de  GrmeUe  (PI.  R,  4, 7),  between 
vhlch  the  river  is  crossed  also  by  the  viaduct  of  the  Ligne  du  Chanip- 
de-Mirs  (p.  233).  At  the  lower  end  of  the  island  is  a  redneedcopx 
inbronzeofthestatneofWAeTiyeniisAlmins  the  H'orW,by  Bartholdi, 
in  Mew  York  Harbour.   Steamboat  stations,  sen  AppK.,  p.  48. 

Antenil,  a  quiet  aaboiban  district  with  numerous  vitlaB,  like 
Passy,  lies  to  the  8.W.,  betweau  the  Seine  and  the  Bols  de  Boologne. 
A  pleaaant  route  leads  thither  from  the  Ranelagh,  passing  between 
the  Jakes  in  the  Bols  de  Boulogne  (p.  237)  and  the  tacecotirse  ol 
Antenil  (p.  237).  It  may  be  reached  also  from  the  atation  of  Pasgy 
Tii  the  handsome  Jiue  Motart  (^/g  M. ;  PI.  R,  5,  4),  which  is  trarened 
by  a  tramway.  From  the  atation  of  Autenil,  near  the  Bols  (_Pl,  R,  1], 
tramways  run  to  the  Madeleine,  St.  Snlplce,  and  Boulogne  (p.  346). 
!ere  begins  also  the  ImiuenBe  viaduct  of  the  Chemln  de  Per  da 
Oeiotnre,  l'/4  H.  long,  eonetmcted  tbrongbout  of  maeoiiry,  witb 
several  galleries  for  foot-pasaengers  beneath  tbe  line,  and  234  arcbBs. 
U  ends  with  the  Font-Viadac  d'Auteuil  or  du  Pai»t-du-/our 
fPJ,  G,  4),  where  the  viaduct  proper  rises  between  two  carriage-MJ^J 
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LongL^liamp  Tioecoiusi?^  liio  Porle  de  Si.  Cloud,  i 
TAvte  (p.  237) ;  and  the  Porte  de  Bvresnei ,  ne 
(p.  238). 

Tha  jlutnue  du  Bou-rfe-Bouiojme  (PI.  B,  R,  9, 6),  laadiiig  from  the 
Aic  de  I'EtoUe  to  the  W.,  is  thausDilioute  followed  byttie  TsshioaiLble 
crowd  in  carriages,  on  haieebaok,  oi  on  foot  procesdiDg  fiom  the 
GhampB-Elyetfes.  Tbis  i,veiine,  wMch  nas  Uid  out  in  1863  and 
named  the  Avenue  de  I'lmp^ratrice  In  hononr  of  the  young  EmpiaM 
Eugfnle,  la  ahont  140  yds.  in  breailth  (including  the  lide-alleya  and 
the  dividing  fitripa  of  tnrf|  and  is  ^l^  M.  long  vt  the  Porte  DaupftiiK. 
To  the  Tight,  near  the  beginning  of  Che  avenue,  la  the  Momtmtnt 
o/"AIpftand{i817-9I),  under  Mhoae  superintendence  the  impottanl 
woclis  whlclt  tcansfunned  a  large  part  of  Paiia  vieie  carried  out  (sea 
fii)l  he  1b  surrounded  by  his  collaborators  fiouvaid  and  Buet, 
Koll,  and  the  sculptor  Dalou,  «ho  executed  tlie  group. 
Mial  buUdlng  in  tliB  l.ouis  XVI  style  in  Ihs  Avenue  Malakaff, 
wuitu  .T«  eroM,  was  built  by  »»iuoii  fi>r  Count  BonI  Us  CasteUane.  At 
No.  SB  In  (he  At.  dn  Boia-da-BaQlogne,  farlbec  an,  od  His  left,  Is  the 
Jfiu^a  Dmnem,  wHere  Ae  dramas  auIHor  of  Ibst  Dame  (IBU-BB)  reiided. 
Tbe  callecUona  soioprisa  Chineae,  Japaneie,  and  Tonklneae  cnrloilUei  and 
ars  opsn  lo  lbs  public  dally  from  12  to  4  or  5,  eiuipl  Hod.  and  Sal. 

The  ■BdU  de  Boalogne  ^1.  B,  6,  3 ;  B,  6,  3,  %  1)  is  a  beaattful 
park  covering  an  area  of  %1W  acres,  bounded  by  the  fortifloatione  of 
Paris  on  the  E.  (see  p.  iiiy'],  the  Seine  on  the  W.,  Boutogna 
(p.  S46)  and  the  Boulevard  d'Auteuil  on  the  S.,  and  Neuilly  (p.  22B] 
on  the  N.  It  is  a  fragment  of  the  eiteneive  old  ForU  de  Rouvray. 
which  covered  nearly  the  whole  of  the  peninsula  formed  hy  the  Seinii 
on  which  Paris  is  built.  Princely  mansions,  like  (be  chSteaui  ot 
Madrid  (p.  238),  of  La  Muette  (p.  333],  of  BagaleUe,  and  the  cele- 
brated Abbaye  de  Longchampg  (p.  237),  wore  scattered  along  tha 
borders,  but  the  forest  itself  received  little  attention  and  was  long 
in  evil  odour,  being  the  resort  of  duellists,  enioldes,  and  rabben. 
In  1853  It  was  presented  by  the  state  to  tke  municipality,  the  iattet 
undertaking  to  reclaim  it  and  alio  to  maintain  It  in  tlie  future.  The 
aDthoriHes  accordingly  converted  it,  at  a  cost  of  220,0001.,  Into 
the  present  magniScent  park,  the  favourite  promenade  of  the  Paris' 
iana.  —  The  annexed  plan  will  enable  the  visitor  to  And  hla  wa 
without  dlffloulty. 

The  Boia  de  Boulogne  is  most  frequented  in  the  aftemoo 
between  3  and  5  o'clock  (later  iu  summer).  Tlie  approaches  lo  th 
principal  entrances  are  sometimes  so  thronged  with  carriages,  tc 
cars,  end  bicycles  that  It  ta  only  possible  to  proceed  at  a  walk.  — 
The  Fltt  da  Ftewa,  which  takes  place  on  May  90th  and  31bI,  Is  • 
brilUant  scene. 

Thebroad  ^fl^ciJeLonpehiinipIeadi  straight  from  the  PorteMalUot  I 
to  the  racecourse  (2M.;  p,  237).  Not  far  from  IhePorle  MalUol,  on  Ihe  I 
right,  is  the  Mare  d'ArmtnonnUCe,  with  the  Pavilion  d'Armenonvllle  J 
itMtanrant(p.l7).  —  The  Route  det  Erailea,  to  the  ttght  as  we  «     ' 
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from  the  Porte  Maillot,  is  reserved  exclusively  for  cyclists,  and  the 
Route  de  la  Longue- Queue,  between  the  Porte  de  Madrid  (p.  238) 
and  the  Oarrefoor  du  Ohateau-de-Bagatelle  (p.  238)  for  motorists  and 
cyelists  Jointly. 

The  spadLoos  Boute  de  Suresnes,  which  begins  at  the  Porte  Dauphine 
(to  tlie  light,  the  Pavilion  Ohinois,  p.  20),  leads  to  the  Carrefour  du 
Boui-dea-Laes  (ca.  ^g  ^0)  ^^®  ^^  ^^  finest  points  in  the  Bois  de 
Boulogne.  It  lies  at  the  lower  end  of  two  artificial  lakes,  the  Lac 
InfSfieur  Q/^  M.  in  length  and  100  yds.  in  width)  and  the  Lae 
Supifieur  \}li  M.  in  length  and  60  yds.  in  width),  which  are  fed  by 
the  Canal  de  TOurcq  (p.  241)  and  the  artesian  well  of  Passy  (p.  233). 
Two  brooks  issue  from  the  Lac  Inf^rienr,  one  of  which  flows  to  the 
Jardin  d'Acclimatatlon,  the  other,  or  *Biviere  de  Longohamp*,  to 
the  cascade  (see  below).  In  the  Lac  Inf^rienr  are  two  islands,  on 
one  of  which  is  a  oaftf-restanrant  in  the  form  of  a  Swiss  chalet.  It  is 
reached  by  a  ferry  (on  the  left;  10  c.  there  and  back).   Near  it  are 

boats  for  hire  (2-3  fr.  per  1/2  ^^ •>  see  the  tariff). 

Beyond  the  carrefour  the  Chemin  du  Lac  Inf^rieur  skirts  on  the  right 
the  J^ii^ffrc^hie  Bippique^  then  the  lawns  of  the  Croix  Catelan,  with  the 
chalet,  tennis-courts,  etc.  of  the  Bueing  Club  (p.  47).  In  the  vicinity  is  the 
RettaufXint  FaUkwd  (p.  17;  opened  in  1906)  in  an  elegant  building.  At 
the  Pr«fi  Catalan  is  the  TMdtre  de  Verdure^  a  natural  amphitheatre,  in  which 
open-air  plays  are  sometimes  performed  in  summer. 

Between  the  two  lakes  is  the  Carrefour  dea  Cascades,  and  at  the 
S.  end  of  the  Lao  Snptfrienr  is  the  Butte  Mortemart.  The  Champ 
de  Courses  d^Auteuil  (see  p.  45)  is  situated  here.  From  behind  the 
T&ee-standB  a  fine  view  is  obtained  of  part  of  Boulogne  and  the 
i^eights  of  St.  Glond.  —  Auteuil,  see  p.  234. 

On  arriving  at  the  upper  extremity  of  the  Lac  Sup^rieur  we  turn 

to  the  right  and  walk  along  the  margin  of  the  lake  to  the  Oarrefour 

de«  Cascades  (see  above).

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1 1/2  ^'0*  Matinees  (plays,  etc.)  at  the  Palais  du  Jaidin  d'Hlver  on 
Sun.  &  Thnrs.  at  2.15;  adm.  on  Sun.  21/2,  Thurs.  172^.  The  building 
includeB  the  Oaf S- Restaurant  du  Pa.lmarium  (preylous  inquiry  as 
to  prices  adyisable);  behind  it  are  the  Birds,  a  Parrot  House,  and 
the  Aquariums, 

Opposite,  or  to  the  right  as  we  enter,  are  two  8maU  Hothouses, 
the  Of/Ices  Q?l.  1)  of  the  company,  and  a  Museum  illustrating  hunting 
and  fishing,  adjoined  by  the  sale-rooms  and  the  Vivarium  (PI.  2), 
a  small  room  reserved  for  rare  animals.  Farther  on,  to  the  right,  is 
the  Sifhgerie,  or  winter  monkey-house  (PI.  3). 

To  the  left  are  the  Orallae,  or  wading-blrds :  storks,  flamingoes, 
cranes,  herons,  ostriches,  cassowaries,  marabouts;  then  pheasants. 
Behind  are  Vultures,  Aquatic  Birds  (swans,  geese,  ducks  of  all 
kinds),  and  the  Pigeon  House,  in  which  carrier-pigeons  are  reared. 
Then,  a  pavilion  with  caymans,  turtles,  a  python,  and  other  ser- 
pents. To  the  right  of  the  walk  is  the  Faisanderie  (PI.  4),  in  front  of 
which  is  a  statue  in  white  marble  of  the  naturalist  Daubenton  (1716- 
1799),  by  Godin.  This  building  contains  several  other  kinds  of 
birds  besides  the  pheasants.  Next  follow  the  Alpacas;  Antelopes ; 
Llamas;  Yaks;  various  kinds  of  foreign  Qoats;  and,  behind,  the 
PouUrit  (PI.  5),  a  semicircular  concrete  building. 

At  the  yf,  end  of  the  garden  are  the  Ecuries  (PI.  6),  or  stables, 
and  enclosures  connected  with  them,  containing  quadrupeds  trained 
for  the  purposes  of  the  garden  or  the  amusement  of  visitors.  A  great 
source  of  delight  to  children  here  is  a  ride  on  the  back  of  an  ele- 
phant or  dromedary,  or  a  drive  in  a  carriage  drawn  by  ostriches, 
lamas,  etc.  —  The  adjoining  lawn  (Pelouse  des  Exhibitioru)  is  used 
in  summer  for  encampments  of  foreign  tribes  and  the  like.  In  sum- 
mer, too,  the  monkeys  disport  themselves  in  the  Paradis  des  Singes, 

Farther  on  are  the  Quagga,  Zebra,  and  Giraffe  Houses.  A  little 
behind  are  the  Rabbit  Hutches,  To  the  side,  the  Porcupines,  Pacas, 
Agoutis,  Blue  Foxes,  and  various  other  animals.  We  here  reach  the 
Panorama  (PI.  7 ;  adm.  50  c).  Then,  to  the  left,  are  Antelopes, 
Kangaroos,  and  Llamas,  and  the  Reindeer  and  the  Cattle-shed,  to 
the  right.  Farther  on,  to  the  left,  are  the  basin  of  the  Ottaries  or  sea- 
lions  (PI.  8),  which  are  fed  at  3  p.m.,  and  a  rocky  enclosure  for 
Chamois  (PI.  9),  Mountain  Qoats,  and  other  climbing  animals. 
Behind  are  Antelopes,  Llamas,  and  Alpacas,  To  the  right  of  the 
circular  walk  is  the  Laiterie,  or  dairy.  The  Aquarium  (PI.  10)  is 
not  very  Interesting.  Behind  are  a  Seal,  the  Penguins,  the  fish- 
ponds, and  the  Myopotami, 

Farther  on  is  a  Cafe-Buffet  (PI.  11 ;  d^j.  or  D.  3V2  &•)>  opposite 
which  is  the  summer  Kiosque  des  Concerts  dfEii  (Sun.  &  Thnrs., 
3-5).    Then  come  the  Deer  Paddocks,  and  (in  summer)  the  Parrots, 
Finally,  to  the  right,  is  the  KenrUl  (PI.  13),  containing  thQiQw%\iV!rt^^. 
dogs,  whose  pedigrees  are  carefully  recorded.

TMb  ia  one  of  the  60  propylaa  boilt  by  Ledoux  at  the  acdei  of 
Loola  XVI  ouleide  the  gates  of  Paris  (see  also  pp.  253,  337);  U 
1«  now  occupied  by  the  ouatouis-otflce  for  the  Basain  de  la  Villette 
"  ..Ml).  ^  To  the  Bnttes  by  the  Rqb  Secritan  (PL  B,  36,  30)  ti 

ee  laVIUelts,  b1  tbe  lalerssctlOD  onlieRue  deVeaux  and  Iba  Bne  Granee- 
Bui-Bel]ei  (PI.  B,  37),  where  (he  old  Baxiiire  du  GombaL  itood,  tha  IMM 
ut  a  ibarp  baitlB  wiili  tha  alUed  Lrugps  in  ISU.  It  was  here,  in  the  13Lk 
cont.,  thai  the  OrtW  o/  JfrnltTaucDB  was  creeled,  on  which  Ilia  l>oa!B»  o( 
(riminals  were  auaponded  after  eieentloo.  Many  historical  parsonagai  anf- 
fered  Oii  Ignamia;,  inclndine  Adiolral  ColigDi  and  other  liDtinu  of  Ibl 
maiescre  of  St.  Bsrthulomew,  whom  Cbadea  X  brouehl  hia  whole  euurt  ts 
gluat  orer.  The  gibbet  was  pulUd  down  In  ITBl.  —  Al  tha  comer  oC  tlig 
Roe  Qrange-sui-BilleB  tnd  Rue  Skbst  rbes  the  large  Hdpllal  St.  Lai^ 
(PI.  B,  2T|  for  CDlaneouB  dlseaies  (IIKT  beds),  founded  by  Jlcnrl  IV  sad 
ballt  In  lBlT-i2. 

The  aplendld  park  of  the  *SutteB-Chaiimont  (Fl.  B,  30, 29),  tb« 
hills  ('buttes')  of  which  were  onea  a  barren  waste  ('calvl  monies'), 
with  eitenalve  quacriee  of  gypBam  (p.  214),  and  the  principal  dnmp- 
ing'ground  for  tbe  lefuae  of  the  city,  lies  at  the  W.  end  of  tbe  hill  ol 
BeUerille.  It  waa  planned  by  Alphand  (p.  iiril)  and  BarilUl  in 
1866-67,  and  extends  otbt  an  area  of  about  60  acies.  The  lorkl 
(hat  remuined  have  been  pictureaquely  altered  and  Burrounded  by 
a  small  lake,  while  the  adjacent  ragged  eurface  la  now  covered 
with  gardens  aod  walks  shaded  by  trees.  A  cascade  falling  from 
(he  height  of  100ft.  Into  an  BrtiBcial  Btalacdto  grotto  (formerlj 
the  entrance  to  the  quarrlee)  la  Intended  to  enhance  the  aCtiactions 
of  the  scene.  One  of  the  tooka  in  the  lake  is  suiiooDnted  by  a 
miniature  temple,  which  commands  an  admirable  view  In  the  direction 
of  St.  Denie  and  Moiitmatlre  (comp.  p.  214) ;  the  best  'View  of  the 
city  itself,  with  Its  ocean  of  houses,  is  obtained  from  the  second 
Bumnit  to  the  8.  An  Iron  euBpcn^ton-b ridge,  70  yds.  la  [engtb. 
IB  from  one  of  the  locka  to  ano^er,  while  above  that  is  anothet 
bridge,  built  of  brick,  which  goea  by  the  numa  of  the  'Ponl  det 
Suloliee'.     The  temple  may  aiso  ^)e  t»\ive4  \."i  v  ^a.th»jnong  ttl 
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rocks,  reached  by  a  boat  across  the  lake  (5  c.).  Here  and  there  are 
bronze  sculptures :  on  the  side  next  the  main  entrance,  The  Rescue, 
by  Solard;  Eagle-hunter,  by  Desca,  on  this  side  of  the  large 
bridge;  Corsair,  by  Og6^  near  the  great  waterfall;  Robber  of  the 
eagles'  nest,  by  L.  Qotsint  in  the  upper  part  of  the  park ;  nearer  the 
side  next  the  Rue  Secr^tan,  Wolf  Hunt,  by  Hiolin,  ^Egalitaire* 
(*Time,  the  Leveller^,  by  CapUer;  beside  the  small  cascade  beyond 
the  restaurant,  The  Ford,  by  C.  Leftvrt.  —  The  Chemin  de  Fer  de 
Ceinture  (p.  31)  is  carried  through  the  E.  end  of  the  park  by  a 
cuttlDg  and  two  tunnels;  in  the  vicinity,  the  BelleTille-Yillette  sta- 
tion (see  Appx.,  p.  46). 

There  are  three  Cctfi*-Rut(mrcmU  in  the  park,  one  near  the  suspension- 
bridge,  one  on  the  S.  side  of  the  hill  (with  view  of  Paris),  and  one  above 
the  railway  cutting.  A  military  band  plays  here  on  Son.  and  Thnrs.  in 
suBuner  (see  p.  44). 

tn  the  B^eville  quarter,  inhabited  by  the  working-classes,  to  the  8. 
of  the  Buttes-Chaumont,  is  the  church  of  8t.  Jean-Baptitte  (PI.  B,  33),  built 
in  the  Gothic  style  of  the  13th  cent,  by  Lcustu  (d.  iw'O,  uid  consecrated 
in  1869.  The  chief  portal  is  flanked  by  two  towers,  190  ft.  in  height, 
which  are  conspicuous  from  every  part  of  the  city.  —  A  cable-tramway 
descends  hence  to  the  Place  de  la  R^publique  (p.  84 ;  10  c).  —  To  the  N. 
of  the  Buttes  is  the  large  Afcdrie  of  the  19th  Arrondissemeni^  a  modern  build- 
ing in  the  style  of  Louis  xni  by  Davioud  and  Bourdais.  The  Salle  des 
Mariages  is  embellished  with  paintings  by  Gervex  and  Blanchon.  In  front 
is  the  Monummt  o/Jecmiiaci  (1815-95),  the  educationalist,  by  Mcusoulle.  In 
this  vicinity,  at  Rue  Hanin  29,  is  the  InstUut  Ophthalmologique  Rothschild 
(PI.  B,  30),  buUt  in  1904. 

The  Bassin  de  la  Villette  (PI.  B,  26,  29),  a  harbour  and  reser- 
Yoir  (16  acres),  over  80  ft.  above  the  lowest  water-level  in  the  Seine, 
is  formed  by  the  Canal  de  VOuroq^  which  connects  the  Ourcq,  an 
affluent  of  the  Mame,  with  the  Seine.  This  canal,  64  M.  long, 
which,  above  the  Bassin,  is  devoid  of  locks,  cuts  off  a  long  curve 
formed  by  the  river,  while  the  Canal  8t,  Denis,  4  M.  long,  a 
ramification  towards  the  N.E.,  shortens  the  water- route  between  the 
Upper  and  Lower  Seine  by  10  M.  The  Canal  8t,  Martin  (p.  181), 
3  M.  long,  with  9  locks,  continues  the  Canal  de  TOurcq  to  the  S. 

The  basin  is  crossed  by  a  lofty  Foot  Bridge,  the  single  arch  of  which 
haa  a  span  of  810  ft.  At  the  other  end,  in  the  Bue  de  Grimde,  is  a  hy- 
drauHc  Drawbridffe,  worked  by  the  water  of  the  canal.  In  the  Place  de 
Joinville,  to  the  right  of  the  Hue  de  Crimce,  is  the  church  of  St.  ChrUtophe 
(PL  B,  SB),  built  by  Lequeux  in  1841-44. 

The  Marehi  de  la  Villette  (PI.  B,  31),  the  cattle-market  of 
Paris,  is  nearly  55  acres  in  extent.  Visitors  are  freely  admitted  to 
the  market,  which  presents  a  busy  scene,  especially  on  Monday  and 
Thursday  mornings.  It  consists  of  three  large  pavilions,  the  central 
one  of  which  is  capable  of  containing  5080  oxen,  that  on  the  right 
about  2000  calves  and  5800  pigs,  and  that  on  the  left  31,300  sheep. 
Behind  the  market  are  stables  and  offices. 

The  Abattoir!  de  la  ViUette  (PL  B,  28-31),   the  principal 
slaughter-houses  of  Paris,  are  separated  from  the  c^A.VX.^-m^iNLftX.^)'^ 
the  Ganal  de  VOuieq.

■Fhe-Laohalse  (PI.  R,  32),  or  the  Omtliln  de  VEtt,  the  lirfs*  _ 
sad  most  interesting  of  the  Parisian  borlal-gioands  (see  pp.  21  ^^'' 
336),  U  named  after  Locltaise,  t,he  Jesuit  confessor  of  Louis  X'^^' 
wAoee cotintry-^eat ocoapied  tbeaiU  ott.^'fiBHmhdn^taL  ialii^'^J 
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the  ground  was  laid  out  as  a  cemetery,  the  precincts  of  which  have 
since  been  greatly  extended,  and  it  now  covers  an  area  of  about 
110  acres.  It  is  the  burial-place  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  N.E.  part 
of  Paris,  but  anyone  may  purchase  a  grave,  and  persons  of  distinc- 
tion from  other  parts  of  the  city  also  are  generally  interred  here. 

A  Coneesgion  d  perpituitij  or  private  burial-place,  of  2  square  metres 
or  about  22ys  sq.  ft.  (the  smallest  space  in  which  a  person  over  7  years  of 
age  can  be  buried)  may  be  secured  for  1000  fr.  The  charge  for  a  larger 
space  is  augmented  in  an  increasing  ratio,  the  price  of  each  square 
metre  beyond  two  being  1500  fr.;  beyond  four,  3000;  and  beyond  six, 
3000  fr.  A  ConcBSiion  Trentenaire,  providing  that  the  grave  shall  remain 
undisturbed  for  80  years,  costs  800  fr. ;  a  Concession  Temporaire^  for  5  years, 
costs  60  fr.  —  The  Fosse*  Communes  (for  paupers)  are  found  only  in  cemeteries 
outside  Paris.  —  All  burials  within  the  Department  of  the  Seine  are  un- 
dertaken by  the  Compagnie  des  Pompes  Funibres,  Rue  d^Aubervilliers  104. 

It  may  be  observed  here  that  it  is  the  invariable  custom  for  men  to 
take  offtheir  hats  on  meeting  a  funeral  procession,  whether  in  the  cemetery 
or  in  the  public  streets. 

Cemeteries  open  at  7  a.m.  and  close  at  7  p.m.  from  May  1st  to 
Aug.  31st;  6.30  in  April;  6  in  March  and  from  Sept.  1st  to  Oct.  15th; 
5.30  in  Feb. ;  5  from  Oct.  16th  to  Nov.  15th ;  and  4.30  from  Nov.  16th 
to  Jan.  31st.    A  quarter  of  an  hour  before  the  closing  of  the  gates  a 
bell  is  rung,  and  the  custodians  call  out,  ^On  ferme  lea  porte8\ 
Visitors  are  not  permitted  to  carry  anything  out  of  the  cemetery 
without  a  ^laissez-paaser*. 
\         A  general  survey  of  the  most  remarkable  monuments  may  be 
i    made  in  3-3^2  ^s.  by  following  the  itinerary  marked  on  the  plan  and 
attending  to  the  directions  given.   Alphabetical  list  of  the  principal 
tombs,  see  p.  247.    Conducteura  will  be  found  at  the  small  building 
to  the  right  on  entering,  but  their  services  (5  fr. ,  or  more)  are  un- 
necessary unless  the  visitor  is  much  pressed  for  time.  —  On  All 
Saints'  Day  (Jour  de  la  Toussaint)  and  All  Souls'  Day  {Jour  dea 
^orU;  November  1st  and  2nd)  the  cemetery  is  visited  by  about 
130,000  people. 

The  AvBNTJB  PniNciPALE,  with  its  borders  of  cypress-trees,  as- 
cends gradually  from  the  main  entrance.  On  the  left,  beyond  the 
^ist  cross-walk,  Rossini  (d.  1868),  the  composer  (whose  remains 
^ere  transferred  to  Florence  in  1887).  Then,  Alfred  de  Musset 
\^'  1857),  the  poet,  who  composed  the  beautiful  lines  on  the  monu- 
ment. Farther  on,  Climent  Thomas  and  Lecomte  (d.  1871),  the  first 
^ctims  of  the  Commune  (p.  214),  statue  of  La  Patrie,  by  Cugnot; 
*flttZ  Baudry  (d.  1886),  the  painter,  with  Fame  crowning  Baudry's

Retracing  our  steps,  -we  notice,  on  the  right  (opposite  Baudry), 
Th.  Couture  (d.  1879),  painter,  bust  and  genii  in  bronze,  by  £. 
Barrias;  Filix  Faure  (d.  1899),  President  of  the  Republic,  with 
recumbent  statue  under  the  French  and  Russian  flags,  by  St.  Mar- 
ceaux.  Higher  up,  J,  A.  J.  Falguitre  (d.  1900),  the  sculptor,  with 
a  relief  of  Inspiration,  by  Marquestej  Sergeant  Hoff(&,  1902),  with 
a  bronze  statue,  one  of  the  last  works  of  Bartholdi  (1904).  —  Chapel 
and  upper  part  of  the  cemetery,  see  p.  245. 

Retracing  our  steps  we  next  enter  the  Avbnuv  bit  Puits,  to  the 
left,  out  of  which  a  turning  on  the  right  leads  to  the  Jbwish  Cbme- 
TERT.  To  the  right,  Rachel  (d.  1858),  the  tragedian.  Farther  on,  to 
the  left  of  the  walk,  the  chapel  of  the  Rothschild  Family,  —  Then, 
to  the  left,  — 

AbiLard  and  Heloue  (d.  1141  and  1163).  This  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  monuments,  and  with  its  Gothic  canopy  is  conspicuous  from 
afar.  It  is,  however,  not  authentic,  having  been  reconstructed  firom 
casual  fragments.  The  recumbent  statues  on  the  sarcophagus  are 
supposed  to  represent  the  ill-starred  lovers.  —  We  now  follow  the 
Chbmin  Sbbb^,  to  the  right,  where,  beyond  the  Chemin  Lain^,  on 
the  right  (3rd  grave  in  2nd  row),  is  the  tomb  of  Rosa  BorUieur 
(d.  1899),  painter,  in  polished  granite.  Retracing  our  steps,  we  turn 
into  the  Cubmin  Lebbun.  On  the  left,  the  large  mausoleum  of 
Fr,  Lebrun  (d.  1824),  Duke  of  Placenza,  minister  under  Napoleon  L 
On  the  right,  Victims  ofJune^  1832 ^  who  fell  in  a  riot  instigated  by 
the  republican  faction.  —  We  then  come  to  the  — 

Grand  Rond,  from  which  five  avenues  radiate.  —  In  the  centre, 
Casimir  Pirier  (d.  1832),  a  celebrated  orator  and  minister  of  Louii 
Philippe,  bronze  statue  by  Cortot.  To  the  N,E.,  RaspaU  (d.  1878), 
the  famous  democrat  and  physiologist,  with  a  veiled  female  figure 
leaning  against  the  grating  of  a  dungeon,  an  allusion  to  the  death  of 
Raspaii's  wife  during  his  imprisonment  in  1848.  The  monument  ii 
by  Etex. 

We  skirt  the  Grand  Rond  to  the  S.,  passing  the  grave  of  the 
Moreau'  Vauthier  Family j  with  a  fine  statue  of  a  mourner  by  the 
sculptor  Moreau-Vauthier,  then  turn  to  the  left,  enter  Division  13, 
between  the  Avenue  Casimir-Pcfrier  and  the  Avenue  de  la  Cha- 
pelle,*  and  descend  the  Chemin  MiHiul  to  the  Chbmin  Dbmon.  In 
the  last,  to  the  right,  Chopin  (d.  1849),  the  composer,  with  me- 
dallion and  the  figure  of  Music,  by  CMsinger.  To  the  left,  Denon 
(d.  1825),  director  of  museums  under  Napoleon  I.,  bronze  statue 
by  Cartellier.  On  the  right,  Cherubini  (d.  1842),  the  composer,  bas- 
relief  by  Dnmont.  —  We  now  ascend  to  the  right  and,  opposite  the 
grave  of  Talma  (d.  1826),  the  tamou*  U«.%ft^\Mk^  -^i^  QUter  the  so- 
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called  'artists'  division*,  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  cemetery.  To  the 
right,  Tamberlick  (d.  1889),  the  tenor,  with  an  angel  strewing 
flowers,  by  Godebskl.  At  the  end  of  the  all^e,  DelilU  (d.  1813), 
the  poet,  a  neglected  but  Yery  picturesque  tomb. 

Ascending  now  to  the  Avsntti  db  la  Chapbllb,  we  follow  it  to 
the  left  (N.W).  In  front  of  the  Cemetery  Chapel  (which  contains 
nothing  noteworthy,  but  whence  we  have  a  fine  view  of  Paris)  is 
the  JfofMtmenf  de  Souvenir,  —  To  the  right  is  the  monument  of 
Thiers  (d.  1877) ,  the  celebrated  statesman ,  consisting  of  a  large 
and  elaborate  chapel  by  Aldrophe.  Above  the  fine  bronze  doors  is 
a  relief  of  the  Genius  of  Patriotism,  by  Ghapu.  The  interior  (which 
cannot  be  seen)  contains  a  group,  by  Merely,  representing  Thiers 
rising  to  answer  the  summons  of  Immortality,  and  reliefs,  by  Ghapu, 
of  the  Liberation  of  French  Soil  and  the  Genius  of  Immortality. 
The  sarcophagus  rests  in  an  open  crypt.  —  Farther  on,  to  the  left, 
in  the  Avenue  Feuillant  (right),  Louis  David  (d.  1826),  the  painter, 
with  medallion.  Then,  in  the  Avenue  de  la  Ghapelle,  to  the  right, 
Raymond  de  8hze  (d.  1828),  defender  of  Louis  X\I  before  the  Con- 
vention; CorteMier  (d.  1831),  sculptor,  bust  by  Rude,  bas-reliefs 
"by  Seurre.  — In  the  walk  behind  the  cemetery  chapel,  OuSrinot 
(d.  1892),  architect,  statue  of  a  weeping  woman,  by  Barrias. 

We  now  follow  the  Avenue  de  la  Ghapelle,  then  take  the  Ghemin 
du  Bassin  on  the  left,  and  farther  on,  theGHSMiNMoLiKRE  et  Lafon- 
TAINB.  At  the  beginning,  to  the  left,  Pradier  (d.  1852),  the  sculptor, 
with  bust  and  reliefs  by  his  pupils.  To  the  left,  in  the  Ghemin  Laplace, 
Cfros  (d.  1836),  painter.  To  the  left  of  the  path ,  Count  de  Valence 
rd.  1822),  lieut-general.  Behind,  Daubigny  (d.  1878)  and  Corot 
^d.  1876),  the  painters,  with  busts.  —  A  little  farther  up  the  Ghemin 
Molidre,  on  the  left,  the  tombs  of  La  Fontaine  (d.  1695),  of  the 
Fables,  decorated  with  bas-reliefs  and  surmounted  by  a  fox,  in 
bronze,  and  MoUkre  (d.  1673),  the  dramatist,  transferred  hither  in 
1817.  Farther  on,  to  the  right,  in  the  Ghemin  Gamille,  Alphonse 
Daudet,  the  novelist  (d.  1897),  bronze  medallion  by  Falguiore. 

We  return  to  Pradier^s  monument  and  turn  to  the  E.  into  the 
Ghxmik  du  Dragon.  To  the  left,  8.  Hahnemann  (d.  1843),  founder 
of  homcBopathy,  a  monument  in  red  granite  bearing  the  titles  of  his 
works  and  his  motto,  with  a  bronze  bust  after  David  d' Angers.  About 
140  yds.  to  the  right,  the  superb  mausoleum  of  the  Demidoffs^  a 
Russian  countess  and  prince.  To  the  left.  General  Fay  (d.  1825),  a 
famous  orator,  with  a  statue  and  reliefs  by  David  d'Angers.  Behind 
the  three  columns  is  the  common  grave  of  Manuel  (d.  1827),  popular

-  Farther  on,  to  the  right.  Marshal  Ney  (1769-1815;  p.  3B4).  the

Family,  a  small  Moorish  mausoleum  capped  with  a  urescent,  and  the 
tomb  of  Ismail  Eakky-Bty  (d.  190^).  On  the  left,  at  the  end  of  the 
Avenue  Transversale  No.  U,  is  the  grave  of  the  *Rud  Family,  with  s 
groap  and  medallion  by  Deachampi.

—  We  here 
turn  to  the  left  and  enter  the  Avenue  Giroulaibb.  To  the  right,  Jean 
Seynaud  (d.  1863),  philosopher  and  publicist,  with  figure  of  Im- 
mortality by  Chapu  and  bronze  medallion  by  David;  Call  (d.  1858), 
engineer,  a  large  domed  chapel.  To  the  left,  E,  Sputter  (d.  1896), 
Gambetta's  right-hand  man,  marble  group  symbolising  National 
Education,  by  Gasq.  To  the  right,  Nationat  Guards  kilted  at  Buzen- 
vol  (19th  Jan.,  1871),  and  Soldiers  who  fell  at  the  siege  in  1870-71, 
a  pyramid  of  granite  with  four  bronze  statues  of  soldiers  by  Schroeder 
and  Lefftvre.  To  the  left,  Mme.  Miolan-Carvalho  (d.  1895),  the 
singer,  monument  by  Mercitf.  To  the  left,  Ch.  Floquet  (d.  1896), 
statesman,  bronze  bust  with  a  figure  of  the  Republic  mounting  the 
tribune,  by  Dalou;  Anatote  de  la  Forge  (d.

—  In  the  Bae  de  Bagnolet,  to  the  right  of 
the  Bue  Belgrand  (see  above),  is  the  church  of  8t.  Oermain-dt-Charonne 
(partly  11th  cent.),  in  which  St.  Oenevi^re  (p.  388)  took  the  vows. 

About  Y2  ^*  ^0  ^^  ^*  0^  P^re-Lacliaise,  on  a  height  to  the  right 
of  the  Boul.  de  Mtfnllmontant,  rises  the  conspicaous  church  of  Notre- 
Dame'de-la-Croix  (PL  R,  30),  a  fine  Romanesque  edifice,  huilt  in 
1866-70  by  Hfiret,  approached  by  an  imposing  flight  of  steps,  with 
a  spire  over  the  portal. 

Kear  this  church  pass  the  Chimin  d»  Fer  d»  CeMure  and  the  tramway 
from  the  Opera  to  Bagnolet  (see  Appx.,  p.  4S).  —  The  MitropoUtcnn  runs 
tinder  the  Boul.  de  Belleville  and  the  BouL  de  M^nilmontant,  to  the  W.  of 
Notre-Dame-de-la-Groix  (PI.  B,  30).  —  It  was  on  this  portion  of  the  line 
(at  the  Ru9  de$  Couronnet  station)  that  the  frightful  accident  in  August,  1908, 
took  place,  when  upwards  of  80  persons  lost  their  lives. 

The  Bue  de  Mdnilmontant  and  Bue  8t.  Fargeau  (entrance  at  "No.  60)  lead 
to  the  E.  from  the  church  to  (1/4  hr.)  the  Biservoirs  de  la  Dhuis  or  de  MinU- 
numtant  (PI.  B,  86;  visitors  admitted),  which  supply  one-fifth  of  Paris  with 
water,  vie.  the  high-lying  quarters  on  the  right  bai^,  from  Charonne  to  Passy. 
The  DhuU^  76  M.  from  Paris,  is  a  tribut^  of  the  Surmelin,  which  itself 
Joins  the  Mame  near  Oh&teau-Thierry. 

The  Bonleyard  Voltaire  (PI.  R,  27,  31;  Metro,  Line  5;  tram- 
way Ti^,  which  begins  at  the  Place  de  la  R^publique,  leads  to  the 
Place  de  la  Nation  (p.  262).  At  its  intersection  with  the  Boul. 
Richard-Lenoir  stands  the  Monument  Bobillot^  erected  to  the  me- 
mory of  French  soldiers  killed  in  Tonkin  in  1883-85,  with  a  bronze 
statue,  by  Aug.  Paris,  of  Sergeant  Bobillot,  who  fell  at  Tuyen-Quan. 
—  A  little  farther  to  the  S.E.  in  the  Boul.  Voltaire  rises  the  hand- 
some Romanesque  church  of  St,  Ambroise  (Pi.  R,  29),  erected  by 

Ballu  in  1863-69.    The  facade  in  flanked  by  two  towers. 

The  Square  ParmenUer  (PI.  B,  29)  is  embellished  with  several  statues, 
viz.  The  Conqueror  of  the  Bastille,  by  Cfioppin;  The  Straw-binder,  by  Perrin ; 
and  *yon  omnes  morimur%  by  Pezieux. 

Farther  on  is  the  Place  Voltaire  (PL  R,  29),  with  the  Mairie  of 
the  11th  i4 rrondisaemcnt  (Popincourt)  and  a  bronze  statue  of  Ledru- 
BolUn  (1807-74),   *the  organiser  of  universal  suffrage',  by  Steiner. 

The  Rue  de  la  Roquette  (PI.  R,  25,  26,  29)  leads  from  the  Place 

Voltaire  to  Pere-Lachaise.     The  Prison  de  la  Roquette,  which  was 

once  used   as  a  pleasance  by  Henri  II  and  Henri  IV,   and  later 

became  known  as  the  place  where  prisoners  condemned  to  death 

awaited  their  execution,  was  palled  down  in  1899.  Up  to  that  time 

public  executions  took  place  opposite  the  prison,  and  the  stones  on 

which  the  guillotine  was  erected  may  still  be  seen,  opposite  the 

Prison  for  Young  Offenders  (on  the  other  side  of  the  street). 

On  24th  May,  1871,  during  the  Communard  *reign  of  terror',  the  Prison 
de  la  Boquette  was  the  scene  of  the  murder  of  the  venerable  M^t .  D%.t\kv^^ . 
Archbishop  of  Paris,   the  President  Bonjean,   the   A.\>\>&  T^fc^etT^^  Wi.

Beyond  the  city,  on 
the  right  bank,  are  the  Magaelni  6(niravx  dee  Vim  (Fl.  Q,  33).

It  itope  in  the  upper  part  of  Chuenton. 

The  Bteiunboat  Trip  ia  very  pleasant  In  flue  weather  (stations, 
BeeAppi.,  p.  48).  The  route  as  far  as  ihe  Pont  d'Austeriiti  ha* 
been  desnribed  at  p.  327  and  above.  Paseiog  beneath  the  PonI 
dt  Confiant  (see  above)  and  Ihe  PaaereUe  d' AlfOrlville ,  we  reach, 
near  a  lateral  canal,  the  confluence  of  the  Mame,  np  wblch  we  ateer. 
We  pass  under  tbe  bridge  of  tbe  Paris-Lyons  railway  and ,  sftitr 
atoppiog  at  Alfortvllle  (p.  258),  disembark  at  the  Pont  de  Charenton, 
nearly  '/a  M.  to  tbe  S.  of  the  Boia  de  Vincennes.

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Daumesnil,  the  train  stops  at  jBeut%(Pl.G,3l),  near  the  Place  Dau- 
ines]iil(p.254),  and  9XBtl-Air{2\,  G,  34),  where  there  is  a  connection 
with  the  Geinture  railway  (see  Appx.,  p.  46).  Both  these  stations 
are  within  Paris.  —  Next  comes  Bt.  Mand^,  a  locality  with  15,726 
Inhah.  situated  near  the  Bois  de  Yincennes  and  the  Lac  de  St.  Mand^ 
(p.  266),  with  two  refuges  for  the  aged  and  a  large  cemetery  (Rue  de 
Lagny,  to  the  N.  of  the  Rue  de  Paris ;  see  the  Map)  containing  a 
bronze  statue  by  Dayid  d' Angers  of  Armand  Carrtl,  who  was  killed 
in  a  duel  (1836)  by  Emile  de  Girardin. 

Yincennes.  —  The  RaUway  Station  is  in  the  Sue  de  Montreuil,  which 
leadf  on  the  right  (S.)  to  the  K.W.  corner  of  the  Ch&teau.  The  Rue  du 
Midi,  opposite  the  station,  leads  to  Ihe  Couts  Marigny  (see  below),  another 
way  to  the  Chateau  (S.  side). 

OAJtta-UjuijeATjBMXTS.  —  Ca/i  dt  la  Paix^  Gours  Marigny,  near  the  tram-

On  the  left  Ilea  the  Ckamp  At 
ManocuvTCi,  used  for  Infantry  diEll;  and  on  the  right  is  the 
Polygone  de  fATlilUrie.  At  a  croaaway  in  the  Champ  de  Han- 
ceuvrea,  to  the  S.  of  (he  Ecott  de  Pyroltchnie,  rises  a  modem  Pyramtd, 
where  the  oak  under  which  St.  Louis  administered  juitica  is  taid 
to  hare  acood. 

The  Ilist  walk  ou  tbo  right  leads  to  the  Lac  da  St.  Mandi,  near 
(he  village  of  that  name  (p.  2S5),  the  amallest  bat  prettiest  of  the 
lakes  Id  the  Boia.  wtt)i  beautifnil;  wooded  environs,  affarding 
chatinlng  walhb  (Cafe  du  Chaltt-du-Lac,  good).

THE  CITfi  AND  THE  LEFT  BANK  OP  THE  SEINE, 


The  CUi  (PI.  R,  20, 23, 22 ;  V)  is  the  most  ancient  part  of  Paris. 
Here  lay,  In  the  time  of  Cssar,  the  Gallic  town  of  Lutetia  Pariaiorum, 
and  the  Pails  of  the  Romans  and  the  Franks  was  confined  to  the 
same  site,  with  the  addition  of  a  small  settlement  on  the  left  hank 
of  the  Seine.  At  a  later  period  the  town  gradually  extended  on 
the  right  hank,  hat  the  Git^  still  retained  its  prestige  as  the  seat 
of  the  old  Royal  Palace  and  of  the  cathedral  of  Notre-Dame.  On 
one  side  of  Notre-Dame  rose  the  Episcopal  Palace  and  the  Hotel- 
Pieo,  originally  an  asylum  for  pilgrims  and  the  poor ;  on  the  other 
side  was  the  Oloitre  Notre-Dame,  or  house  of  the  Oanons,  who  play 
so  prominent  a  part  in  the  history  of  the  university.  In  the  Git^  the 
predominant  element  in  the  population  was  the  ecclesiastical,  while 
the  hnrgesses  and  the  men  of  letters  chiefly  occupied  the  districts  to 
the  N.  (right  hank,  la  ViUe)  and  S.  (left  bank,  VVniversiti)  respect- 
ively. —  The  Oittf  has  long  ceased  to  he  the  centre  of  Parisian  life, 
bat  it  possesses  the  two  finest  sacred  edifices  in  Paris,  the  Cathedral 
of  Noire-Dame  and  the  Sainte-Chapelle,  The  Hdtel-Dieu  still  exists, 
hat  the  site  of  the  royal  palace  is  occupied  by  the  PalaU  de  Justice, 

The  semicircular  part  of  Paris  which  lies  on  the  left  hank  of  the 
Seine  forms  fully  one-third  of  the  whole  city,  its  distinctive  feature 
eonslsting  of  numerous  learned  institutions ,  the  chief  of  which  is 
the  Sorhonney  or  university,  in  the  Quartier  Latin,  At  the  W.  end 
of  this  part  of  the  town  are  several  ministries  and  embassies,  the 
Chambre  de»  Diputit^  a  number  of  large  military  establishments,  the 
residences  of  the  old  aristocracy  (in  the  Quaftier  8t,  Oermain),  and, 
more  to  the  S.,  the  Palais  du  lAixembourg^  now  occupied  by  the 
Senate.  The  chief  objects  of  interest  on  the  left  bank  are  the 
MusSe  du  Luxembourg  with  its  gallery  of  modem  works  of  art,  the 
PantMonj  the  Musie  de  Clunyj  illustrating  mediaBval  and  Renais- 
sance-art, the  Jardin  des  Plantea,  and  the  Ildtel  des  Invalides,

DOSJ   to  be  colled   Lba  Qual   de  la  ScTcLiUe,  hum  tbe  deoleia  In  old  InKV    i 
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Qiud  des  Lnnettea,  whieh  name  it  partially  justified  by  the  opticians'  shops 
Sim  to  be  seen.  It  is  also  Icnown  as  the  Qnai  des  Morfondas  (*of  the 
chined*)  on  account  of  the  icy  blasts  which  sweep  it  in  winter.  —  Above 
the  Pont  au  Chan^  and  the  Pont  St.  Michel  (p.  269)  may  be  seen  (1907) 
the  works  in  connection  with  Line  4  of  the  MitropolUain^  the  tunnel  of 
which  is  to  pass  under  the  Seine  (see  Appx.,  p.  33). 

.  On  ihe  other  side  of  this  bridge  is  the  Bouleyabd  du  Palais, 
the  chief  thoroughfare  in  the  Cit^,  the  prolongation  of  which  on  the 
left  bank  of  ihe  Seine  is  formed  by  the  Bonleyard  St  Michel  (p.  269). 

The  *Palai8  de  Justice  {V\. R, 20 ;  F),  a yast  complexus  of  baild- 
ings,  has  occupied  since  the  15th  cent,  the  site  of  the  ancient  palace 
of  the  kings  of  France,  which  was  itself  preceded  by  that  of  the  old 
Roman  goyemors.  St.  Louis  (d.  1270)  presented  part  of  the  building 
to  the  Parlement,  or  supreme  court  of  Justice,  Charles  VII  adding 
the  remainder.  In  1618  and  again  in  1776  the  palace  was  so  much 
injured  by  fire  that  only  four  towers,  parts  of  the  basement,  and  the 
Sainte-Chapelle  (p.  262)  have  been  preserved.  The  Tour  de  fffor- 
logCy  at  the  comer,  dates  from  1298  and  is  adorned  with  sculpture/ 
by  Germain  PUon,  restored  in  1850.  Its  clock,  which  has  a  handsome 
dial,  was  reconstructed  in  1370  and  restored  in  1685  and  1850;  it  is 
perhaps  the  oldest  public  clock  in  France.  On  the  N.  side  are  the 
Tour  de  Cisar  and  the  Tour  d^ Argent,  and  farther  on  the  crenellated 
Tour  8t,  Louis  or  Bon-Bee,  The  Tours  de  Ctfsar  and  de  THorloge, 
which  formerly  stood  at  the  head  of  the  bridge  of  Charles  the  Bald 
(823-877),  now  flank  the  entrance  to  the  Conciergerie  (p.  263).  — 
The  buildings  at  the  corner  of  the  Boul.  de  Paris  and  the  Quai 
des  Orfevres  are  to  be  pulled  down  to  make  room  for  an  addition  to 
the  Palais  de  Justice. 

The  Palais  is  open  daily,  11-4,  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  visitors 
may  then  inspect  the  Salle  des  Pas-Perdus  and  the  Ste-Chapelle^  the  courts 
themselves,  which  are  also  public,  open  at  noon.  Besides  the  main  entrances 
in  the  Boulevard  du  Palais  and  the  Place  Dauphine  there  are  various 
side-entrances.  Host  of  the  courts  are  on  the  first  iloor.  The  Court  o/  Fint 
Jnttcmee,  with  its  offices,  lies  to  the  right  of  the  Salle  des  Pas-Perdus  (see 
below;  civil  courts)  and  to  the  left  of  the  court  of  the  Ste-Chapelle 
(p.  262;  criminal  courts).  The  Cour  de  Ca*$ation  is*  beyond  the  Salle  des 
Pas-Perdus  (see  below)  and  the  Appeal  Court  (p.  262)  beyond  the  court  of 
the  Sainte-Chapelle. 

The  Cour  du  Mai  or  Cour  d'Honneur^  adjoining  the  Boulevard 
du  Palais,  is  enclosed  by  a  handsome  railing  dating  from  1787  (re- 
stored in  1877).  This  court  owes  its  name  to  the  maypole  which  was 
annually  erected  there  by  the  lawyers'  clerks,  whose  association  was 
known  as  La  Basoche.  The  Doric  pediment  of  the  fa^de  is  adorned 
with  allegorical  figures,  and  is  covered  with  a  quadrangular  dome. 
Mounting  the  steps,  we  enter  the  — 

Oalerie  Marehande,  the  first  vestibule  of  the  Palais.  Neither  this 
nor  the  Cour  d^Appel  at  the  top  of  the  staircase  is  of  any  special 
interest. 

Turning  to  the  right  of  the  gallery,  we  enter  the  *^alle  de»  Y<v%- 
PerduB^  serving  as  a  vestibule  to  most  of  the  seveii  Ciml  CKa-mbw* 
constitutiii^  the  Cdurt  of  First  Instance.   Tliia  ^a.\\  ^Tft«.\.QTfe^  ^^^'yes 
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it  was  bomt  by  the  Ooninimiards  In  ISTl),  wlikh  coubIsIb  of  tMA 
laulted  gaJIerles,  is  one  of  the  largest  of  the  klnil  !n  silateDce, 
mtasoring  240  ft.  in  length,  90  ft.  In  oiiltt,  and  33  ft.  in  hoight. 
Bufofe  the  flro  of  1618  tbie  waB  tlie  grest  hUl  of  the  palace, 
vhere  the  'Bseoche'  was  privileged  to  perform  moral  playp,  satirical 
dramas,  and  farces.  On  the  right  side  le  a  monument  oreeted  to 
the  minister  MaUiherbes,  who  was  beheaded  In  1794,  the  defender 
of  LoniB  XT]  tiefare  the  revolatlanaTy  tribunal;  the  statue  ia  by 
J.  DumonI,  the  figures  embleiuatic  of  France  andFidelltj  are  by 
Bo«iD,  and  the  bae-ielief  by  Cortot.  Nearly  opposite  la  a  aimilar  mon- 
nment  to  Berry eT[i.i86S),  a  celebrated  advocate,  by  Chapv,  On  tbe 
left  Is  the  Frrmiire  Chambre  CivSU,  which  was  constructed  by  St.  Louis, 
restored  under  Louis  XJI,  and  since  alteiEd,  It  was  the  gilded 
chamber  or  'Grand'  Ohambie  du  Failemeat',  into  which  Louis  XIT 
made  liis  historical  entrance,  booted  and  spurred  and  wUp  in  liand. 
,The  revolutionary  tribunal  met  there  in  1793  and  passed  the  death- 
aentence  on  Marie  Antoinette  (see  p.  264). 

To  the  right  of  tbe  Valerie  Lamaignon,  wMch  begins  between 
tbe  Salle  des  Fas-Ferdus  and  tlie  Oalerie  MarcJiande,  are  the  Ihife 
halls  of  tbe  Cour  de  Caitation,  allwith  fine  ceilings  (best  dnys  for 
Tisltota,  Thura.,  Frld.,  &  Sat. ;  gratnlly  1  fr,).  Adjoining  tbe  Chambrt 
CrlminelU  is  the  Oaltrie  St.  Lomi,  adorned  with  a  Itatue  of  St, 
Louis  and  frescoes  by  Luc.  01.  Merson.  The  Chambre  Civile,  the 
most  magniflceat,  has  a  painted  and  gilded  cassetted  roof  and  ia 
adorned  with  paintings  in  tbe  spandri:Ta  (Glorification  of  Law,  by 
Baudry.  and  Law  and  Truth,  by  DcUmnay). 

At  tbe  end  of  the  gallery  Is  tbe  VatibiiU  dt  Harlay,  on  ths 
aide  neit  to  the  Place  Daupbine  (p.  200),  the  facade  of  which  U 
seen  on  the  way  to  the  Pont-Neaf.  Thla  hall  Is  embellished  with 
statues  of  four  mouaioba  who  were  eminent  aa  legislators :  St.  Lonli, 
Philip  Augustus,  ChacleDiagne,  and  Napoleon  I.  On  the  left,  a  bust 
of  Tiollet-le-Duc,  tbe  architect,  by  Cbapu.  The  staircaae  In  the  mid- 
dle, with  aflgureof  JnatlcB  by  Ftrraud,  leads  to  the  left  to  the  Cour 
(TAsiijfi,  with  a  celling  by  Lefebvre,  and  to  the  right  to  the  CluarJtrt 
dti  Appeli  de  la  Police  ComctioTMcUe.  On  the  landing.  Law,  by  Du«(. 

The  OuitTte  de  la  Prcmiin  Prtsidence,  parallel  to  the  Oaleri* 
l.amolgnon,  leads  from  tbe  Vestibule  de  Hailay  to  the  new  pitM  o( 
tbe  Palais.  To  Che  right,  about  halfway  along  tbe  gallery,  ia  the 
Prtmlite  CharrArt  de  la  Covr  d'A^tl,  handeomely  decorated  like 
those  of  the  Cour  de  Caseation,  with  a  ceiling-painting  (Justice)  by 
Bonnai.  At  the  end  are  two  gilded  Renaissance  scutcheons,  with 
allegorical  Hgures. 

The  four  Chambrei  dt  ta  Police  Corrtetiotmelie,  Nob.  8  and  fl  on 
the  flrat  floor,  Nos.  10  and  11  on  the  aecond,  have  a  apecial  entrance 
in  tie  Cour  de  U  Salnte-Cbapelle,  on  the  W.  Bide. 

Tha  ••Balate  -  Chapella  ,   llie  iQort  intoestliig  portion  of  the 
P'lala  de  Jngtloe,   lies  to  the  left  ot  flia  mVco  atfamca,  ^n  fta 
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same  conrt  as  the  Police  Oorrection nolle.  It  is  open  to  the  pnbllc, 
11  to  4  or  6  daily,  except  Mon.  and  holidays.  It  is  seen  to  adyan- 
tage  only  in  bright  weather.  This  was  the  ancient  palace-chapel , 
erected  in  1245-48  during  the  reign  of  St.  Louis  by  Pierre  de 
MorUereau  for  the  reception  of  the  sacred  relics  (see  p.  267)  now  at 
Notre -Dame,  which  St.  Louis  brought  back  from  the  Crusades  in 
1239.  The  chapel,  which  was  restored  after  1837,  chiefly  by 
YioUet-le-Duc,  Is  a  perfect  gem  of  Gothic  architecture,  but  un- 
fortunately is  partly  concealed  by  other  portions  of  the  Palais. 
In  1871  it  narrowly  escaped  destruction,  as  it  was  almost  entirely 
surrounded  by  a  blazing  pile  of  buildings.  The  only  service  now 
performed  here  Is  the  'Mass  of  the  Holy  Ghost',  celebrated  an- 
nually on  the  re-opening  of  the  courts  after  the  autumn  vacation. 
The  interior  consists  of  two  chapels,  one  above  the  other. 

The  LowsB  Ohapbl  (Chapelle  Basse)  was  used  by  the  domestics 
of  the  palace.  In  the  floor  are  tombstones  of  numerous  canons  of 
the  Ste-Chapelle.  A  spiral  staircase  ascends  to  the  — 

Upfbb  Ghapbl,  in  which  the  court  attended  divine  service. 

The  proportions  of  this  chapel,  which  is  66  ft.  in  height,  115  ft.  In 

length,  and  36  ft.  in  width,  are  remarkably  light  and  elegant.    The 

fifteen  large  windows  (49  ft.  by  13  ft.),  framed  in  beautiful  tracery,  are 

separated  only  by  the  width  of  the  buttresses.  The  magnificent  stained 

glass,  part  of  which  dates  from  the  time  of  St.  Louis,  was  restored 

by  Lusson  from  designs  by  Steinheil.  The  subjects  are  from  the  Bible 

and  the  lives  of  saints.   The  first  window  on  the  right  represents  the 

Legend  of  the  Gross  and  the  Translation  of  the  Grown  of  Thorns  and 

of  the  wood  of  the  Cross  (see  p.  267).  The  glass  in  the  rose-window, 

dating  from  the  15th  cent.,  represents  subjects  from  the  Apocalypse. 

The  polychrome  decoration  of  the  walls  harmonizes  well  with  the 

coloured  windows.  The  two  recesses  under  the  windows  of  the  fourth 

bay  were  reserved  for  the  royal  family.  From  the  little  grated  opening 

in  the  5th  bay  on  the  right  Louis  XI  used  to  join  in  the  service  without 

being  seen.   Against  the  pillars  are  placed  statues  of  the  Apostles 

(partly  restored).   Behind  the  altar  is  the  handsome  Gothic  canopy, 

in  wood,  where  the  sacred  relics  were  formerly  preserved.     It  is 

provided  with  two  small  spiral  staircase?.  —  We  quit  the  chapel  by 

the  portal,  turn  to  the  right,  and  pass  through  a  glass-door  (opened 

by  the  custodian)  into  the  Galerie  Marchande  (p.  261). 

The  Oonciergerie,  a  prison  famous  in  the  annals  of  France,  occupies 
the  lower  part  of  the  Palais  de  Justice  adjoining  the  Seine  (bell  at  the 
first  door  on  the  left  as  we  come  from  the  boulevard).  Most  of  the 
political  prisoners  of  the  first  Revolution  were  confined  here  before  their 
execution.  Profound  interest  attaches  to  the  small  chamber  or  cell  in 
which  Marie  Antoinette  was  imprisoned,  in  which  a  monument  was  placed 
in  1816.  We  pass  thence  into  the  cell  in  which  Robespierre  was  afterwards 
confined.  Beyond  these  is  the  ancient  chapel,  which  became  the  Hall  of 
the  Girondiata,  and  is  now  restored  to  its  old  use.  Other  celebT«.\&^  -^^v- 
soners  at  the  Conciergerie  were  Bailly  (p.  312),  Ma,\w\xet\>c%  V^.  'I^^'^^ni^- 
Roland,  CamiUe  Desmoulins  (p,  89),  Danton,  ¥a\>T<i  ^'^s\mi\.Vr«&^  ^^'s^^'*^^ 
Cadoud*/,  sad  me  Comte  de  la  Valette.     0\\x  J\lVeivUou  V»  ^xvf^xi^  \q  vw^     i

OppoBlte  tbe  Palais  de  Josttce,   on  tbe  E.  side  of  tbe  Bonl.  dn 
P&ialB,  riees  tbe  Tribunal  de  Cominerce  (Fl.  H,  20^  V),  trnilt  ttj 

Bailly  In  fbe  RenaisEanRe  st;1e  in  1860-66.  It  Is  Bnnnounted  by 
an  octagonal  dome ,  ISSrt.bi^b,  vhich,  being  in  the  line  of  the 
Itonlevaid  de  S^astopol  (p.  84),  la  lieibls  from  the  Oare  de  I'Est. 
The  interior,  open  to  the  pnblln  on  week-daye,  doEerves  a  -vjiilt.  Tbe 
OrHTid  Staircase  ascends  to  the  Aadisnoe  Chamber  and  the  Binh- 
roptcr  CoDita.  On  the  flrat  laodinK  are  statues  of  iDdnetrlal  Ait 
by  Pojcol,  MBP.hsnical  Art  by  Chapu,  TerreBtrial  Comraeroe  bj  Main- 
dron,  and  Mailtime  Commerce  by  Cabet;  and  at  the  top  aie 
Caryatides  hy  Dubut.  in  tbe  VcBlilute.  on  the  first  floor,  are  bnats 
of  L'Hflplta],  OhanceUor  of  France  (1505-7ii),  and  Colbert  (see  p.iTii). 
The  SolU  d'Audienet  on  the  llrat  floor,  to  tbe  left  of  tlie  ataircaas, 
wainscoted  with  oak.  ta  adorned  with  panels  in  imitation  of  porett- 
laJn  piliictng,  and  with  foiu  historical  plctnraa  by  Itobert-Flenry 
and  P.  Delince.  The  chief  hearings  are  on  Monday.  Enoloaed 
within  the  building  {to  tbe  left  of  the  grand  BtalrEaso  and  then  to 
the  right)  is  a  flno  Quadrangle  Burronildod  by  two  colonnades,  one 
above  the  other,  above  vhlch  are  Cuyatidea  by  Carrier-BelteQae 
supporting  the  iron  framawork  of  tbe  glaes-oaieied  roof. 

Tlie  hro«d  Rob  de  Liftecb,  opposite  the  principal  entrancn  to 
tlie  Palais  de  Justice,  leads  to  the  Hntpl-Dieii.  In  ttie  middle  la  i 
hronie  sUtae  of  T)..  Rtnaudot  [1586-1653),  phllsnthropist,  physlelan, 
and  founder  of  journalism  in  France  fsee  p.  265),  by  A.  Boacber 
(1&92).  ~  The  amall  'place'  ndornr^d  tilth  two  fonntoins,  behind 
the  Tribunal  de  Cnmmeriie,  to  tbe  left.  Is  aenaliy  the  scene  of  the 
chief  Fiower  Market  In  Paris  on  Wed.  and  Sat.,  and  of  a  Bird  MarM 
on  Sun. ;  it  present,  however,  it  is  orcupled  by  the  works 
tlon  with  the  new  line  1  nf  the  Mctrnpolitain. 

The  home  at  No.  B  In  ihe  Qnai  avz  Fleuri  tPI.  H,  23,  22;  Fl  ocearW 
the  t^  of  the  abode^of  Htloiw  and  Ab#bird_rBM_  p,  241 ;  tablet  at  No.  IIK 
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The  FrMoture  d«  Police  (PI.  B,  19,  20;  F)  occnpies  the  old 
munloipal  barracks  and  officers*  quarters  in  the  Bonl.  du  Palais, 
adjoining  the  Pont  St.  Michel  (p.  269).  There  are  three  main  depart- 
ments :  those  of  the  central  administration,  the  police-commissaries, 
and  the  city  police.  The  offices  are  open  from  10  to  4  or  5.  The 
Lost  Ptoperty  Office  (open  10-4)  is  at  Quai  des  Orf^Tres  36  (PL  R, 

20;  V),  heside  the  Palais  de  Justice. 

When  an  article  is  lost  the  hest  plan  is  to  write  to  the  Pr^fet  de  Police 
(no  postage-stamp  necessary),  famishing  as  fall  details  as  possible. 

At  No.  8  in  tbe  QtMrf  dv  MarcM-Neuf^  beyond  the  Qaai  des  Orf^vres, 
stood  the  honse  of  Th.  Kenaudot  (p.  264),  who  foanded  the  Gazette  de 
France  (see  p.  63;  tablet). 

The  H6tel-]>iea  (PI.  R,  22,  23;  F),  a  Uttle  farther  on,  with  its 
facade  towards  the  Place  da  Parvis-Notre-Dame  (see  below),  was 
re-erected  on  this  site  in  1868-78,  by  Diet.  It  stood  formerly  on 
the  right  of  the  Place,  on  either  bank  of  the  S.  arm  of  the  Seine,  and  is 
the  oldest  hospital  in  Paris,  or  perhaps  in  Europe,  having  been  founded 
about  660.  It  was  originally  a  nunnery  and  alterwards  an  asylum  for 
pilgrims.  This  hospital  is  admirably  fitted  up,  with  828  beds ;  three 
medical  chairs  are  attached  to  it. 

The  Plaob  du  Pabvis-Notrb-Dame  (PL  R,  22 ;  F),  in  front  of 
the  cathedral,  is  embellished  with  a  bronze  Equestrian  Statue  of 
Charlemagne^  the  horse  being  led  by  Roland  and  Oliver.  It  was  de- 
signed by  L,  and  C.  Rochet.    The  present  form  of  the  Parvis  dates 

from  the  reconstruction  of  the  H6tel-Dieu. 

Tbe  old  Parvis  was  much  narrower.  The  PeHt-Pont  here  spans  the  river 
in  the  place  of  one  of  the  two  ancient  Roman  bridges.  It  leads  to  the 
riatie  du  PetU-Pont^  the  site  of  the  Petit-Ghatelet  demolished  in  1782.  An  in- 
scription at  No.  2  records  that  the  *Toar  de  Bois'  which  stood  there  was  held 
in  ^6  by  twelve  Parisian  heroes  against  a  force  of  Normans. 

The  ^Cathedral  of  Notre-Dame  (PI.  B,  22;  F),  founded  in  1163 
on  the  site  of  a  church  of  the  4th  cent.,  was  consecrated  in  1182, 
bnt  tbe  naTO  was  not  completed  till  the  13th  century.  The  found- 
ation-stone was  laid  by  Pope  Alexander  III.,  at  that  time  a  refugee 
in  France.  The  general  appearance  of  the  building  is  rather  heavy 
and  squat,  but  this  is  owing  to  circumstances  that  could  hardly  have 
been  foreseen  by  the  architects.  The  spires  originally  projected  were 
never  added  to  the  towers ;  the  church  is  surrounded  by  lofty  houses 
instead  of  by  the  low-roofed  dwellings  of  the  period ;  and,  lastly,  the 
adjacent  soil  has  gradually  been  raised  to  the  level  of  the  pavement 

of  the  interior. 

In  1798  Kotre-Dame  was  converted  into  a  ^Temple  of  B.eason%  the 
scalptnres  were  mutilated,  and  the  statae  of  the  Virgin  replaced  by  one 
of  Liberty.    On  a  mound  thrown  np  in  the  choir  burned  the  'torch  of 
tmth\   over  which  rose  a  Oreek  Hemple  of  philosophy^  containing  the 
enthroned  figure  of  Beason  (represented  by  Maillard,  the  ballet-dancer), 
who  received  in  state  the  worship  of  her  votaries.     The  orgies  of  which 
the  church  became  the  scene  led,  however,  to  its  being  closed  in  the  follow- 
ing year.     In  17i)5  the  ^constitutional'  Catholics  re-opened  it  a8  &  ^\«.«:.%  ^^i^ 
divine  worship,  and  in  lfc02  it  was  definitively  handed  over  \o  VXife  oxVJcL^i^oT. 
Catholics.    After  1846  it  ww  restored  by  Lassus,  Vio\\et-\e-D>xc>  v^xl^l  V.<fc9.- 
v«riUwald. 
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The  *Fa9AU)i,  the  flneat  part  of  the  csthednl,  ittiag  bom  tte 
b^lnnliig  of  the  I3ch  century,  and  the  earileat  or  Ita  kind,  h« 
BBired  Bs  I  model  for  the  fafidas  of  many  other  ohoiohea  In  ttie 
N.E.  ot  France.  Tc  is  divided  Into  three  Teittcal  Bectiona  hy  plain 
bnt'trosgeB  and  consiata  of  three  stories,  excluelre  of  the  towers. 
The  three  Urge  recessed  poitaJa  are  adorned  with  scDlptniea,  which, 
so  far  SB  they  hare  sutelved  the  raiagea  of  tlie  Keiolntloii,  ore  fine 
apeelmens  of  early-Gothic  workmanitip.  Those  on  the  central  portal 
represent  the  Laet  Jadgment;  the  nol)le  modera  flgore  of  Ohrist  on 
the  pillar  in  the  middle  la  by  Q.  Dechaume.  In  the  pediment-gioap 
(Chrial  in  Olory)  the  angel  on  the  left  holding  the  nalU  la  a  maater- 
pieco  of  French  sculpture  of  the  13th  ooiiturj'.  The  portal  on  the 
right  fSO  la  dedicated  to  St,  Anne,  and  that  on  the  left  [S.),  by 
which  the  church  ii  generally  entered,  to  the  Virgin,  both  being 
adorned  with  appropriate  aculplnrea.  The  relief  ropreietiting  the 
hurial  of  the  Virgin  i»  noteworthy.  The  Hne  Iron-wort  of  the  doore 
should  also  be  observed.  TbU  story  It  connectod  vith  tha  one 
above  It  by  a  gallery  with  a  aeries  of  niches  containing  atatuea  of 
twenty-eight  klnga  of  larael  atid  Judah,  who  were  also  reputed  ti 
be  kings  of  France.  These  were  destroyed  daring  the  RevolQtlon  and 
re-execnted  In  the  mth  century.  Above  the  gallery,  in  the  centre, 
risBB  a  statue  of  the  Virgin,  with  two  augeU  bearing  lights,  to  th« 
right  and  left  of  which  are  Bgures  of  Adam  and  Eve.  —  The  centra 
of  the  second  story  ta  occupied  by  a  targe  rose-window,  42  ft.  In 
diameter,  with  the  simple  tracery  of  the  enrly-Qotbic  style.  At  thi 
aides  are  double  pointed  windows.  —  The  third  atory  is  a,  gallerj 
composed  of  pointed  arches  In  paira,  aboot  lb  ft.  In  height,  born* 
by  very  slender  cotumna,  each  double  arcl>  being  croiined  with  as 
open  trefoU.  Above  this  gallery  rnns  a  baluatrade,  surmounted  wltk 
flgures  of  monsters  and  animals  (see  p.  268) ;  and  the  lafsde  tlwB 
terminates  in  two  uncompleted  square  towers,  each  pierced  with 
a  pair  of  pointed  windows,  about  ^2  ft.  In  height.  —  Tlie  lateral 
pprtals  also  deserve  Inspection.  The  spire  above  the  crasa,  148  ft. 
in  height  ind  conatructed  of  wood  covered  nitli  lead,  was  erected 
in  1359.  The  exterior  of  the  choir  has  a  charmingly  light  anl 
elegant  effect,  with  ita  bold  Hying  butlresses  and  windows  sni- 
monnted  by  pedimeutB.    (Adjoining  fountain,  see  p.  268,  J 

Intebiok.  —  The  church,  which  cuDslsta  of  a  nave  and  doabit 
aiales,  crossed  byasingle,  short  transept,  is  139  yds.  long  and  52  yds. 
broad.  The  double  aisles  are  continued  round  the  choir,  alTordlnf 
the  earlieat  example  of  this  construction.  The  choir  is  Benilclrcnlsi 
In  form,  as  in  most  early-Gothic  churchea.  The  chapels  introduce) 
Into  the  spaces  between  tha  buttresses  of  the  aisles  and  oholt  are  il 
a  late-Gothlc  atyle.  The  vaulting,  1 10  ft.  high  in  the  nave,  ia  boriU 
by  75  pilJais,  most  ot  which,  unlike  those  in  other  Gothic  build'  f 
ingB,  are  round.  Above  tlie  InneT  »\s\m  tow*  a  tclfotlnni  borne  If  T 
IPS  smnH  columnB,  and  i^ie  deTesWn  v*  ^SbimA -nVh.  WUj*! 
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windows.  The  ancient  stained  glass  of  the  roses  oyer  the  principal 
and  lateral  portals  is  worthy  of  inspection.  The  pnlpit,  a  master- 
piece of  modem  wood -carding,  was  designed  by  VioUet-le^Due 
(1868).  To  the  right  of  the  S.  portal  are  two  black  marble  slabs  in 
memory  of  75  -victims  of  the  Commune  (p.  251). 

The  Choir  and  Sanctuary  are  separated  from  the  nave  and  am- 
bulatory by  yery  handsome  railings.  By  a  pier  to  the  right  of  the  en- 
trance is  a  medieval  statue  of  the  Virgin  (Ist  half  of  the  15th  cent.), 
the  real  ^Notre  Dame  de  Paris',  held  in  high  veneration  by  the 
faithful.  The  choir-stalls  and  the  reliefs  in  wood  (early  17th  cent.), 
chiefly  representing  scenes  from  the  history  of  Christ  and  the  Virgin, 
should  be  noticed.  In  the  sanctuary  are  a  modern  high-altar  (1874), 
a  Pietl  in  marble  (known  as  the  Vow  of  Louis  XIII),  and  statues 
of  Louis  XIII  and  Louis  XIV,  by  N,  and  O.  Coustou  and  Coyzevox. 

The  choir -screen  is  adorned  with  twenty-three  richly  coloured 
and  partly  gilded  ^Reliefs  in  stone,  representing  scenes  from  the 
life  of  Christ,  by  Jehan  Bavy  and  his  nephew  Jehan  le  BouteiUierj 
executed  in  1319-51.  These  are  notable  achievements  of  Gothic 
sculpture,  varying  somewhat  in  the  execution,  but  all  marked  by 
monumental  dignity,  calm,  and  beauty. 

The  choir-chapels  contain  a  nnmber  of  monuments,  chiefly  of  former 
archbishops  of  Paris.  Beginning  at  the  sacristy  (see  below) :  AreJib.  Affre 
(d.  1849:  see  p.  181),  by  Debay;  Archb.  Bihtmr  (d.  1757;  see  p.  287),  by  Du- 
bois; *GcmX%  d^ffareourt  (d.  1718),  by  A.  Pigalle;  Arehb.  Darbop  (d.  1871  •,  see 
p.  251) ,  by  Bonnassienx  ^  Cardinal  Morlot  (d.  1863) ,  by  Lescornel  \  Bishop 
JfaUffaM  d€  Buqf  (i.  1804),  with  a  fine  crozier,  behind  the  high- altar;  Card- 
inal de  Bellop  (d.  1806),  a  group  in  marble  by  Deseine;  Arehb.  de  Qudlen  (d. 
1838),  by  G.  Dechaume;  Cardinal  de  Noaillet  (d.  1729),  by  the  same;  Arehb. 
de  Jvigni  (d.  1811),  by  Cartellier ;  Arehb.  de  Beaumont  (d.  1781) ;  monument 
of  Mar  thai  Qnibriant  (d.  1643),  and  his  wife  Renie  du  Bec-Cripin. 

The  Organ,  built  in  1750  and  enlarged  by  A.  Gavaill€-CoU  in  1868, 
has  6000  pipes,  110  registers,  and  6  key-boards. 

The  Transepts  contain  frescoes :  on  the  right,  scenes  from  the  life 
of  the  Virgin,  apostles  and  fathers  of  the  Church ;  on  the  left,  bishops 
of  Paris,  with  monks,  by  Perrodin  (1869-70). 

The  Saoriaty,  which  contains  the  Treasuri/,  is  open  on  week-days  10.30 
to  4  or  5  (apply  to  the  sacristan  on  the  right  of  the  ambulatory).  It  was 
erected  in  1843-50  by  Viollet-le-Duc  and  consists  of  two  rooms,  at  the  end 
of  the  gallery  and  on  the  left,  which  occupy  the  site  of  the  old  archbishop'*s 
residence  puUed  down  in  1830.  A  sacristan  shows  and  explains  the  various 
objects,  with  the  usual  unsatisfactory  haste  of  such  guides.  Most  of  the 
objects  are  modem  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  of  the  more  recent 
acquisitions,  of  little  artistic  value.  The  communion  vessels,  in  the  medi- 
aeval style,  presented  by  Napoleon  III.,  are  noteworthy.  The  ancient  objects 
indvde  a  large  Greek  cross,  enamelled  (12th  or  13th  cent.),  silver  busts  of 
SS.  Bmiis  and  Louis  (14th  cent.),  a  Greek  chalice  of  the  same  period; 
German  chalice  of  the  15th  cent.;  chasubles  of  the  15-16th,  amphorse  of 
the  18th,  and  reliquaries  of  the  13-16th  cent.,  the  most  interesting  being 
that  containing  the  sacred  relics  (Crown  of  Thorns,  Nail  from  tbe  Gross, 
and  Fragment  of  the  True  Cross;  see  p.  263).  —  Among  the  objects  of 
Mstorieal  interest  are  the  coronation  robes  of  Napoleon  I.  and.  Wv^  \kV^Q^- 
stahied  dothes  of  the  archbishops  Afifre,  Sibonr,  and  'DarX^o^ .

At  the  SM.  end  of  the  He  dc  la  Clt«,  not  far  from  the  fountain 
just  described,  BUnda  the  Morga«  (olosnd  to  the  pablle),  a  BinUl 
bonding  re-erected  in  1864,  where  tlie  bodies  of  unknown  persom 
who  have  perished  in  the  rlier  or  otherwise  arc  exposed  to  tIbw  for 
IdentlflcBtlon.  They  are  placpd  in  a  reftiiferatoi  and  froren  at  a  tem- 
perature of  5-7"  Falir.  before  being  iaid  on  the  marble  ataba  in  the 
'ealle  d'expoattlon' ,  whloh  Is  kept  at  a  temp,  of  25°  and  is  shot  off 
from  the  pobild  by  a  itlatis  partition.  In  thle  congealed  oonditlon  tbey 
may  be  liept,  If  necessary,  for  three  months.  The  bodies  brODght  hen 
number  700-800  annually.

restored  by  Its  proprietor,  the  Huron  ClaremODt-Piehon  (yislton 
admitted  on  applicstlan).  —  The  Kue  des  Deni-Ponts  connects  thi 
Ooal  d'Anjou  with  the  Quaid'OrUarwi  (PI.  R,  22;  V),  where,  at  No.  ft 
la  an  old  houao  with  a  carved  doomsy,  the  BibUothique  Polotiabie  tl 
sitnated.  The  library  (public  resdlns-tODm  on  thelnd  floor  open  li-i( 
'--la  founded  in  1830,  anfl  liM^een  BMY^\Bn.w\WA\ii  (.inisll  mt 
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with  a  collection  of  relics  of  Adam  Miekiewicz  (1798-1855),  the  Polish 
poet,  who  was  professor  of  Slayonic  literature  at  the  College  de  France 
from  1840  to  1844.  A  tablet  at  No.  12  in  this  quay,  at  the  corner  of 
the  Rne  de  Bnd^,  marks  the  birthplace  of  FeUx  Arver$  (1806-1850), 
the  poet,  whom  a  single  sonnet  made  famous. 

In  the  Bne  St.  Louis  (No.  2)  stands  the  handsome  Hdtel  Lam- 
bert, built  in  the  17th  cent,  by  Levau  for  Lambert  de  Thorigny, 

and  now  belonging  (since  1832)  to  the  Princes  CzartoryskL 

In  the  absence  of  the  family  visitors  are  admitted  (preferably  10-11  a.m.) 
on  application  hy  letter  to  H.  le  Secretaire  de  THdtel  Lamhert.  The  splendid 
staircase  is  adorned  with  Oobelios  tapestry.  The  round  vestibule  is  panelled 
with  paintings  in  monochrome  by  /«  8uiur,  —  Galerie  d''Hercule:  Ksrriafre 
of  Hercules  and  Hebe,  by  Xs  Brun  (ceiling);  landscapes  on  the  wall-panels 
by  Fr,  Ferrier  and  paintings  in  grisaille  by  Le  StUur,  —  Small  room: 
Aurora,  by  Xs  Brun;  two  reliefs  by  BomUetto;  old  reliquary  of  carved 
ivory,  etc.  —  Study:  Three  charming  WattwMu;  grisailles  by  Le  Sueur; 
Credo ,  by  Frimiet.  —  The  ceiling^  of  the  bedroom  (formerly  the  Salle  des 
Ku^es)  is  painted  by  Le  Brun  and  contains  a  bed  in  the  Henri  II  style.  — 
VoUaire  was  once  a  tenant  of  the  Hdtel  Lambert,  ihen  belonging  to  the 
Marquise  du  Ch&t£let-Lomont. 

The  Bouleyard  Henri  lY  (p.  182)  runs  past  the  house ,  and  to 

the  right  is  the  Pont  Sully  (p.  182)  which  crosses  to  the  Boul.  St. 

Qermain  (p.  300)  on  the  left  bank,  close  to  the  Halle  aux  Yins  and 

near  the  Jardin  des  Plantes  (p.  327). 

16.  Qnartier  Latin. 

MAtkopolitain  (Line  4;  see  Appz.,  p.  33).  —  Bkstaukamts,  see  p.  21. 
The  quarter  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Seine,  to  the  S.  of  the  Oit^, 
which  comprises  the  5th  Arrondissement  (Pantheon)  and  the  E.  por- 
tion of  the  6th  (Luxembourg),  is  well  known  by  the  name  of  the 
QuABTiBB  Latin.  It  and  the  Git^  together  form  the  oldest  part  of 
the  town.  From  time  immemorial  learned  societies  have  had  their 
headquarters  here,  and  the  ^Quartier'  long  enjoyed  the  comprehensive 
title  of  'L'Unlyersit6'  (see  p.  259). 

Ab  we  approach  it  from  the  Glt^  by  the  Boul.  du  Palais  we  cross 
the  nazxower  arm  of  the  Seine  by  the  Pont  8t  Michel  (PI.  R,  20, 19 ; 
V),  which  oommands  a  fine  view  of  Notre-Dame,  on  the  left.  On 
the  same  side,  below  the  Quai  St.  Michel,  is  a  station  of  the 
Orltfans  line  (p.  32).  The  bridge  ends  at  the  Place  St.  Michel, 
where,  on  the  right,  we  observe  the  Fontaine  8t,  MieheLj  a  fountain 
^  I  86  ft.  high  and  49  ft.  in  width,  erected  in  1860  from  designs  by 
Davioud.  The  monument,  which  stands  against  a  house,  consists 
u\  of  a  triumphal  arch  in  the  Renaissance  style,  containing  a  group  of 
'^■I  St.  Michael  and  the  dragon  in  bronze,  by  buret,  placed  on  an  artill- 
.  fV  eial  rock,  from  which  the  water  falls  into  three  basins  flanked  with

The  BoqI.  St.  Michel  croBsea  the  Boulevard  St.  Qermain^p.  300), 
at  a  point  iboMt  331)  yds.  from  the  Seine.  Tltis  Is  one  of  the  buaiut 
epoCa  in  Patia.  Oq  tiie  left  are  tlie  gardens  in  front  of  the  ThenaM 
(p.  280)  and  the  H6tel  de  Cluny  Op.  373).  The  Bonl.  St.  Michel  then 
ikiitB  tlie  Place  de  la  Socbonne  (p.  38Q],  passes  the  E.  entrance  ' 
tlie  Lniemliancg  garden  [p.  3^),  and  ends  at  the  Canefoni 
nabBerraloire  (p.  334).

the  same  seyerely  plain  style  as  the  facades  of  the  Palais  de  Jastioe 
in  the  Place  Danphine  and  the  H6tel  des  Postes.  The  two  caryatides, 
hy  Crank,  represent  Medicine  and  Surgery.  The  old  part  of  the  huild- 
ing,  in  the  Rue  de  TEcole-dc-M^decine,  dates  from  the  18th  cent., 
and  possesses  a  handsome  court  flanked  with  an  Ionic  colonnade,  at 
the  end  of  which  rises  a  hronze  statue  of  Btchat^  the  anatomist 
(1771-1802),  designed  by  David  d'Angers.  In  the  vestibule  is  a 
group  by  BarrioM^  Science  unveiling  Nature.  In  the  gallery  next  to 
the  BouL  St  Germain:  Hippocrates  and  Hygieia,  by  J.  Thomas.  The 
Ist  Salle  des  Theses  contains  a  large  painting,  by  Rickety  of  the  foyer 
of  the  Theatre  Fran^  as  a  hospital  (1870-71).  In  the  Vesiiaire  at 
the  E.  end:  Hippocrates  refusing  the  gifts  of  Artaxerxes,  by  Qirodet 

(apply  to  the  concierge  on  the  right,  Place  de  TEcole-de-M^decine). 

The  collections  are  only  open  to  medical  men  provided  with  a  permit 
from  the  secretary.  —  In  the  main  building  are  the  Large  AmpkUheatre 
(1400  seats);  the  Library  (ca.  90,000  vols.),  which  is  open  to  students  and 
medical  men  daily,  except  on  Sundays,  holidays,  and  in  yacation  (ist 
Aug.-15th  Oct.),  11-6  and  7.90-10.30  o'clock-,  and  a  MuMtum  of  Comparative 
Anatomp.  named  Mus4e  Orfila  after  its  celebrated  founder  (1787-1853). 

In  Uie  open  space  to  the  W.  of  the  Ecole  de  M^decine  are  bronze 
statues  of  P.  Broca  (1824-1830),  surgeon  and  anthropologist,  by  P.  Ghoppin, 
and  of  Danlwi  (1759-1704)  as  ^organiser  of  the  national  defence',  by  A.  Paris. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  street  is  a  large  new  addition,  con- 
taining the  EcdU  Pratique  or  laboratories.  Adjacent,  to  the  left,  is 
the  former  refectory  of  an  old  Franciscan  monastery  (15th  cent.; 
visible  from  the  court  of  No.  7),  where  the  revolutionary  'Club  des 
Gordellers*  held  its  meetings,  now  occupied  by  the  Muiit  Dupuytren^ 
a  pathological  collection,  and,  on  the  fourth  floor,  by  the  MuaSe  Broca 

(anthropology). 

The  fine  17th  cent,  house  at  No.  6,  Bue  de  I'Ecole-de-M^decine,  once 
the  Aoiphith^ttre  de  St.  Gdme  (1694),  is  now  the  Eeok  dee  ArU  Dieoratifs. 

At  tile  comer  of  the  ancient  Bue  Serpente  and  the  modem  Bue  Danton, 
the  latter  beginning  near  the  Fontaine  St.  Michel,  is  the  Hdtel  dee  BocUtit 
Savontetj  where  meetings  of  learned  bodies  are  held.  The  Bue  Hautefeuille, 
to  the  right  of  the  Bue  Serpente,  contains,  at  Ko.  6,  the  H6iel  dee  Abbte  de 
Fecamp,  with  a  graceful  turret  surmounting  the  corner  of  the  Impasse  Haute- 
feuille, and  at  no.  9  a  15th  cent,  house  with  battlements  and  three  turrets, 
built.  It  is  said,  by  the  CSarthusian  monks.  —  In  the  Bue  St.  Andr^-des- 
ArU,  to  the  left  of  the  Bue  Hautefeuille,  beyond  the  Place,  No.  49  (tablet. 
higb  up),  is  the  site  of  Jeanne  de  Navarre's  mansion,  afterwards  occupied 
by  Jacques  Goitier,  physician  to  Louis  XI  and  the  dukes  of  Orleans-,  at 
Ko.  61  is  the  lane  called  the  Cour  du  Commerce^  in  which  (Nos.  4^8)  Karat's 
newspaper  ^L^Ami  du  Feuple^  was  printed  (1793).  Opening  off  this  lane, 
at  Vo.  obis,  on  the  left,  is  the  Cour  de  Rouen^  called  de  Rohan^  a  d^pendance 
of  tiie  palace  of  the  Archbishops  of  Bouen  (15th  cent.),  where  Henri  II 
built  a  house  for  Diane  de  FoiUers.  Near  the  beginning  of  this  ^cour'  is 
the  ba^e  of  a  tower,  forming  part  of  the  ramparts  of  Philippe  Auguste,  and 
farther  on,  on  the  right,  is  a  curious  well  called  the  Puits  de  Coitier  (sec 
above;  apply  to  the  concierge).  We  emerge  from  the  Cour  du  Commerce 
at  No.  190  Boul.  St.  Germain.

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Emperor  Conetintiua  ChloruB,  wlin  resided  in  Oaul  from  392 
Jiillkii  waa  proeUl mod  emperor  by  his  aoldlers  here  ia  ^Oi  aiid  ibis 
WRS  the  reaidence  of  the  eurly  Prankish  monBrcha  until  they  traua' 
ferred  their  BDat  to  the  Gltd  (p.  259).  The  only  relica  of  the  palue 
Btlll  eilstlnE  are  the  ruins  of  the  Tkermei,  or  btChs  ouce  eoiin«eted 
wlthitCp.2801.  About  133UtcBjue  Into  poBeeaaian  of  the  Beoedliltiiie 
Abbey  of  Cluuy  f  Dear  Mieon,  in  Burgnndy%  and  tlie  abbots  built 
IhemeelvOB  a  residence  on  fta  ruiua.  Tlie  present  USUI  de  Clany,  a 
remarkably  fine  speciioea  of  the  late-Gothic  style,  lu  wliicb  the 
Kenaiasance  iiifluence  is  apparent,  was  bultt  by  Abbot  Jacques 
d'Amboise  in  1490  and  retains  its  original  appaarauoe  almost  QU- 
altered.  James  V,  of  Scotland  and  Marie  d'Angletorre,  the  third  wifi 
of  Louis  f^l  (known  as  'La  Reine  Blanche'],  occupied  it  at  different 
timea.  Under  the  Bevolution  it  was  declared  to  be  'oalional  property', 
and  In  1833  vm  acquired  by  the  archsoIogiEt  Al.  du  Sommecatd 
iu  Older  to  accommodate  bia  valuable  colleotlon  of  medlsval  ajid 
BenalssaDce  works  of  art.  On  his  death  [1842]  the  edi&ce  and  eollec- 
tiODS  were  purchased  by  govetument  and  united  with  the  TheimBi, 
the  latter  being  presented  by  the  municipality  of  Paris. 

The  'Uluia  de  Cltuy  comprises  a  most  valuable  oollectlon  of 
■DedliBTal  objects  of  ut  and  products  of  industry.  As  there  art 
upwards  of  1 1,000  objects,  a  single  visit  wilt  hardly  aftocd  m  Idei 
of  even  the  most  tmpartaut.  The  museum  is  now  in  proce««  ot 
raorg animation,  and  ohangea  in  the  snaugement  of  the  eihlbUi  are 
frequent.

The  eatranoe  Is  at  No.  24  Rue  du  Sommerard,  adjoining  the 
ai^nare  ottbe  Sorbonne  (p.^O).  The  court  la  eacbsed  by  a  battle- 
meiited  wall.  We  enter  by  a  Urge  gate  ot  by  a  vaulted  po=tetn,  both 
adorned  with  taatefui  senlptare.  The  mdii  building  and  pro}ectili| 
wiuga  have  Qotiiic  windows  with  stone  mullioDs,  a  taDtcfiil  cornice, 
au  open-work  parapet,  and  graceful  doim or- windows.  In  the  middle 
of  the  facade  rises  a  short  and  massive  tower,  Tbe  left  wing  lial 
four  largo  Gothic  arcades.  In  the  right  wing  Is  the  entrance  to  the 
garden  (p.  280).  The  door  of  tbe  museum  ia  at  the  right  comer  ot 
the  main  building.

Archiepiscopal 
oioss  in  silver-gilt  filigree,  lavishly  enriched  with  jewels,  pearls,  and 
aJitique  cut  gems,  and  containing  eight  small  reliquaries  (Limoges, 
13th  cent.);  other  reliquaries  and  monstrances.  —  2nd  Glass  Case  on 
the  left:  *5299.  Set  of  rock-crystal  chessmen  (German;  15th  cent.); 
above,  5296,  5297.  Lions'  heads  in  rock-crystal;  1040.  Cover  of  a 
t>ook  of  the  Gospels,  ivory  with  gold  filigree  (9-12th  cent.);  5076. 
Silver  clasp,  gilded  and  enamelled,  a  German  work  of  the  14th  cent. ; 
no  number,  Coffer  in  silver-gilt  filigree  work,  embellished  with  pearls 
and  gems  (German;  13th  cent.);  5041.  Double  cross,  in  silver-gilt, 
adorned  with  precious  stones,  filigree  work,  and  reliefs  (13th  cent.).

Od  the  site  of  the  altar,  in  an  apso  projecting  like  sji 
oriel,  Urge  vooden  leliqnary  (15th  cent.)  and  marble  Bcnlptares  at 
the  14-16th  cantiirlee.  By  the  ceutral  pUlar,  flgura  of  the  MaJonoa 
[15th  cent.);  large  copper  reading-desk;  candelabrum  of  tbe 
14th  cenlnry.  At  the  end:  Wooden  dootway  (16th  cent.),  whence 
a  Btaircaae  descoiiJa  to  B.  VI  (p.  27J),  from  which  the  Thermea  are 
entered. 

The  Thennel,  or  rnine  of  the  hatha  once  belenglDg  to  the  an- 
cient palace  of  the  emperors  [p.  272),  are  on  the  aide  adjoining  the 
Boulevard  St.  Uichel.  The  fact  that  the  largest  hall,  which  was  the 
Frigidarium,  or  chamber  for  eold  baths,  is  65  ft.  Iti  length,  ST'/ift. 
in  breadth,  and  59  ft.  in  height,  will  serve  to  convey  aome  Idea 
of  the  imposing  dimensions  of  the  ancient  Roman  palace.  Moat  of 
the  antiquities  to  be  seen  here  preaent  bnt  little  interest.  We  leun 
from  a  inscription  on  a  fragroeniary  Roman  altar  (No  2;  to  the  right 
of  the  staircase),  dedicated  to  Jupiter,  that  as  far  bai:.k  as  the  time 
of  TiberloB  (d,  A.  D.  37)  there  existed  a  corporation  of  Pariiian 
watermen  [Hautae  Parisiaci).  To  the  left  la  a  itatuo  of  the  Entp. 
Julian  (comp.  p.  98,  No.  1151).  Opposite,  in  the  lower  part  of  the 
hall,  originally  occupied  by  the  piscina  or  swimming-bath,  It  ■ 
moBsic  of  the  QaliD'Buman  period.  At  the  aide  are  tombstonn  Of 
grand- masters  of  the  Order  oE  St.  John.

Opposite  the  Hotel  de  Olony,  on  the  other  side  of  a  small  square, 
laid  oat  in  1899,  containing  a  stone  group  by  Tony  NoBl  ('Pro  Patri* 
Moriturl'),  rise  the  new  buildings  of  the  Sorbonne. 

The*8orbonBe  (.PI,  K,  19;  V)  was  originally  a  kind  ofhoitel 
founded  by  Rabtrl  de  Sarian,  the  confessor  of  St.  LouIg,  In  1^3, 
far  the  reception  of  poor  atudeuta  of  theology  and  their  teachers ;  but 
it  soon  acquired  such  a  high  reputation  that  It  became  the  centra 
ot  the  scholastic  theology,  and  its  name  came  to  be  applied  to  the 
theological  faculty  itsell'.  This  eetablishment  has  exercised  consider- 
ahle  laBuence  on  CathoUciaro  in  ¥r»n«e.  "'K^Altt  -ilolently  hoaf/le  l» 
"',  B^/ormalJon,   the  Sotbonne  wm  \iMi\'j  \  ^      '"'"' 
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to  the  Jesuits;  and  for  a  long  period  it  rejected  the  authority  of 
the  'TTnigenitns'  hull  directed  against  the  Jansenists  (1713).  It 
opposed  l^e  philosophers  of  the  18th  cent,  of  whose  witticisms  it 
-was  frequently  the  butt,  until  it  was  abolished  hy  the  Revolution. 
In  180b  the  Sorhonne  was  made  the  seat  of  the  'University  de 
Fianee*  (under  which  term  the  French  included  the  authorities  who 
superintend  the  education  of  the  whole  country),  but  in  1896  it 
once  more  became  the  University  of  Paris,  the  various  provincial 
Academies  being  raised  at  the  same  time  to  the  rank  of  independ- 
ent universities.  There  are  about  130  class-instructors,  25  professors, 
and  170  fellows.  The  total  number  of  students  in  the  live  faculties 
is  nearly  12,000,  including  3-400  women.  The  lectures  are  open  to 
the  public  gratis. 

The  Sorbonne  was  erected  in  1629  by  Cardinal  Richelieu  for  the 
theological  faculty,  but  has  been  rebuilt  and  enlarged  since  1885, 
from  plans  by  Ninot.  The  edifice  is  a  vast  pile,  270  yds.  long  and 
110  yds.  broad,  and  is  now  mainly  devoted  to  the  Faculties  of 
Lttetiuure  and  Sdenee  (dea  Lettrea  et  dea  Sciences).  The  two  other 
faculties  belonging  to  the  university  (jurisprudence  and  medicine) 
oecupy  separate  buildings  (pp.  283,  270).  The  Main  Facade,  in 
the  Rue  des  Ecoles,  facing  the  H6tel  de  Gluuy,  has  two  pediments 
(Seienoe,  by  Mereii;  Literature,  by  Chapu)  and  eight  statues: 
Chemistry  (to  the  left),  by  Injalbert;  Natural  History,  by  Carlier; 
Physics,  by  Lefeuvre;  Mathematics,  by  Suehetet;  History,  by  Cor- 
donnier;  Geography,  by  Marqnestef  Philosophy,  hy  Longepied;  and 
ArchiBology,  by  Paris. 

Tl&e  YcsTiBULX  contains  stataes  of  Homer,  by  Delaplanehe,  and  Archi« 
medes,  by  Falgtiiire,  In  the  centre  are  the  principal  entrance  and  the 
staircase  to  the  galleries  of  the  great  amphitheatre.  On  the  right,  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Ybstibulb  dbs  Galxbibs  dxs  Lbttbbb  bt  dxs  Sciences: 
Panoramas  of  Venice  and  the  Place  de  la  Concorde,  by  Ch,  Poilpot  (1802)  ^ 
in  the  giJlery  leading  to  the  court  are  landscapes  by  the  same  artist. 
Opposite  the  church,  /.  /.  WeerU^  Decorative  panel  of  the  FSte  du  Lendit 
or  Farchment  Fair  of  St.  Denis  (16th  cent).  Goub  d'Honnbdb.  Seated 
stataes  of  Victor  Hugo,  by  Huguesy  and  Pasteur,  by  Marqueste.  Escalieb 
DX  LA  BibliothBqux  (ou  the  left  of  the  court) :  Right,  The  Dream ;  centre, 
Song  of  the  Muses  awakening  the  human  soul  *,  left.  Silence,  by  RochegroMB. 

The  Uppxb  Vestibulb  is  adorned  with  mural  paintings  illustrating 
Literature,  by  Flof^mg  (to  the  right  of  the  principal  door),  and  Science, 
by  Chartran  (to  the  left).  Flameng''s  paintings  represent:  Founding  of  the 
Sorbonnei  Abdlard  and  his  school;  Jean  Heysselin  establishing  the  first 
printing-press  at  the  Sorbonne;  Etienne  Dolet,  Amyot,  Ronsard,  Harot, 
Babel&is,  Bamua,  La  Boetie,  Brantome,  Budseus  jL'Estoile,  and  Montaigne ; 
Kidhelieu  laying  the  foundation  of  the  Sorbonne  church;  the  Rector  of 
the  Sorbonne  and  Henri  IV ;  the  great  writers  of  the  17th  cent. ;  Rollin, 
principal  of  the  College  deBeauvais  (at  Paris);  Quinet,  Villemain,  Guizot, 
Jfiehelet,  Cousin,  and  Renan.  At  the  side ,  a  statue  of  the  Republic,  by 
D«Iftomme.  Chartran^s  paintings,  also  beginning  at  the  door,  represent: 
Louis  IX  studying  mathematics*,  Ambroise  Par^  tying  arteries;  B.  Palissy 
teaching  Bodbaeralogy;  Buffon,  De  Jussieu,  and  Daubenton;  Pascal  and  Des- 
cartes; Lavoisier  and  Berthollet;  Cuvier^  Laennec,  inventor  ol  \.\v^  «lv.^'<iXv<2k- 
seopei  Arago.

The  Chubds  of  tub  Sobuonnh  (1635-59),  the  onl;  put  of  tlB 
original  building  tba.t  'has  been  preeerved,  wu  began  by  Oud. 
Rlcbellen  and  ia  iDrmoanted  by  i  conspicnona  dome.  TLe  pdncipal 
fajade,  which  Ie  adorned  with  Btatnes  *f  iloctora  of  the  chnroh,  looks 
on  to  the  PUce  de  la  Sorbonne,  on  tbe  side  of  the  Bool.  St  Michel. 

In  Ibo  inlerior,  to  the  right  of  Ibe  enlrinca,  li  tbe  tomb  of  thn  Doe 
de  Richelieu  (d.  iSSi),  miolaier  oJ  Louis  XVni.    On  Ibx  wall  to  ibe  left 

"be  letl  traneept,  a  large  picture  by  JV.  ^.  ^um;  Robert  de  Sorbon  (p.'iZSO) 
preaentiiE  Joung  sludcnta  of  theology  to  St.  Louis;  bIbo  a  Scour^g  of 
Cbrlsl,  in  marble,  by  the  yoDnesc  flonur.  Tbe  riibt  trenaept  contalu  the 
marble  'Tomb  of  Cardloal  Ricbellen  Id.  iB12),  by  Olraribm  <IB91),  ■  work 
of  admirable  Bniab.  Tbe  cardinal  i>  lepresenlHi  in  i  Bon^i-reenmbeDl 
potlore,  aupported  by  Eflligion,  while  adanoe  aits  by  in  an  attitnde  of 
grief.  Above  it  it  Biebelieu's  liai.  The  large  mural  pajniing  at  Hie  bulE, 
by  Ttmbal,  repreaeuts  Tbeology,  and  coalains  the  Dorlraits  of  Bobert  ile 
Sorboo,  St.  Bonavenlora,  Ab^Urd,  Danle,  B 

represent  Ibe  four  Uoctora  oiVOe  Church. 

Opposite  the  chutch  i>  the  Email  Place  dt  la  Sorbonne,  with  i 
atatue  ttt  Atigtale  Cumli!  [1798-1857),  the  fonndec  of  PoaitiTiia)  j  the 
bnst  and  alleeotical  flgures  are  by  A,  Injalbert  (1902).  Beyond ,  in 
tbe  Doul.  St.  Michel,  la  the  Lyclt  St.  Louis ,  built  hy  Bailly  on  tbe 
lite  of  the  Coilgge  d'Uaicourt,  which  was  fouoded  in  1380. 

Behind  tbe  Soibonne,  to  the  left,  in  the  Rne  des  Ecolea, 
U  the  CoUiK«  d»  Truioe  (PI.  E,  19i  V),  fomided  by  Francis  I.  in 
1530,  entirely  lebnllt  in  1611,  then  deatcoyed,  and  leconstrncled 
ill  177S  by  Ohalgiio.  It  was  again  reatoied  and  eitanded  in  1831-42. 
From  ilB  beginning  aa  i  mete  'eollege',  styled  'College  dee  troll 
laugoei',  It  haa  expanded  into  a  teaching  centre  with  42  pTofesaDi- 
ships,  and  its  Rurrlculum  embracea  every  branch  of  science.  The 
lectuiee  (free)  aie  InteudtMi  for  the  benefit  of  adnit  men  and  vomen, 
and  are  of  a  popular  character.  The  college  la  not  connected  wltb 
tbe  anlToreiCy,  but  ia  under  the  direct  control  of  the  miDieter  of 
cdncatioD.  —  A  btoiiiB  atatne  of  Claude  Bemard  (1813-78), 
the  pbyaiologlst,  by  Qulllaume,  haa  been  erected  in  front  of  the 
College.  Adjacent,  to  the  right,  la  a  bronze  statae  of  DaaU  (1265- 
1321),  by  Aub£.  In  the  court  on  the  side  next  the  Rue  St.  Jao^nei 
is  a  statue  of  Bucfaetia  (Budii  U67-1540),  one  of  the  leuned 
fonndeis  of  tbe  institution ,  by  Max  Bourgeois.  The  marble  stitue 
of  CAampollion  (;1790-I83'i(,  the  EsiB*«^o^st,  in  (ha  Teatiboie,  Is 
by  Butboldi. 
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We  now  aseend  the  old  Rae  St.  Jacques ,  to  the  right  of  the 
College  de  France.  On  the  right  is  the  massive  new  pile  of  the  Sor- 
honne,  with  the  tower  of  its  observatory ;  on  the  left  is  the  Lycie 
LouU'lC'Orand  (rebuilt  in  1887-96),  formerly  the  Oolldge  de 
Clermont  belonging  to  the  Jesuits.  Farther  on,  to  the  left,  is 
the  EeoU  de  Droit,  or  school  of  jurisprudence  connected  with  the 
university,  rebuilt  in  1892-97,  and  extending  to  the  Place  du 
Panth^n.  We  then  reach  the  wide  and  handsome  Bub  Soufflot 
(PL  R,  19;  V),  Vhich  leads  to  the  Jardin  du  Luxembourg  (p.  323) 
and  to  the  Pantheon.  At  the  end  of  this  street,  on  the  left,  is  the 
£.  facade  of  the  Ecole  de  Droit,  built  by  Soufflot  in  1771 ;  on  the 
right  the  Mairie  of  the  5th  Arrondissement  (1849).  In  the  Place  du 
Pantheon,  opposite  the  Ecole  de  Droit,  a  Statue  of  PUrre  Comeille 
(1606-84),  by  H.  Allouard,  with  a  figure  of  Tragedy  on  the  pedestal, 
was  erected  in  1907.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Panth(fon,  opposite 
the  Malrle,  is  a  fine  bronze  Statue  of  Jean  Jacques  Rousseau  (1712- 
1778),  by  P.  Berthet  (1889). 

The  ^Paath^n  (PI.  B,  19 ;  V)  stands  on  the  highest  ground 
(the  *Mont  de  Paris')  in  the  quarters  of  the  city  on  the  left  bank, 
occupying  the  site  of  the  tomb  of  St.  Qenevi^ve  (422-512),  the  patron 
ssint  of  Paris.  The  chapel  erected  over  her  tomb  was  succeeded  by 
a  church,  which  was  removed  in  the  18th  century.  The  present 
edifice,  designed  in  the  classical  style  by  Soufflot ,  was  built  in 
1764-90.  The  new  church  also  was  dedicated  to  St.  Genevieve,  but 
in  1791  the  Convention  resolved  to  convert  it  into  a  kind  of  memorial 
temple,  which  they  named  the  Tanth^on',  inscribing  on  it  the  words 
*Aux  grands  hommes  la  patrie  reconnaissanie\  Mirabeau  was  the 
first  of  the  illustrious  dead  interred  here  (April  15th,  1791),  then,  on 
10th  July  in  the  same  year,  the  remains  of  Voltaire  were  transferred 
hither.  The  building  was  restored  to  religious  uses  in  1806,  but 
was  again  made  a  temple  after  the  July  Bevolution  in  1830.  Once 
more  consecrated  in  1851,  it  was  finally  secularized  in  1886  for  the 
obsequies  of  Victor  Hugo. 

The  edifice  is  of  most  imposing  dimensions,  and  its  form  is  that 
of  a  Greek  cross,  370  ft.  long  and  276  ft.  wide,  surmounted  by  a 
dome  272  ft.  in  height  and  over  75  ft.  in  diameter.  The  dome  rests 
on  a  lofty  cylinder  or  drum  enclosed  by  an  open  Corinthian  colon- 
nade ,  and  is  crowned  with  a  lantern  which  is  again  capped  by  a 
small  dome.  The  total  height,  to  the  top  of  the  final  cross,  is  384 
feet.  A  huge  colonnade  consisting  of  twenty -two  fluted  Corin- 
thian columns ,  81  ft.  in  height,  resembling  that  of  the  Pantheon 
at  Rome,  forms  the  portico.  The  "'Tympanum,  118  ft.  long  and 
23  ft.  high,  was  executed  by  David  d' Angers  (d.  1856),  and  repre- 
sents France,  between  Liberty  and  History,  distributing  wreaths  to 
her  sons,  the  latter  forming  animated  groups  on  either  side. 

In  front  of  the  portico  is  a  large  bronze  ^guxe  ot  \\^«i*1\!AvX«^> 
by  Bodin  (1906).  — '  Under  the  portico  are  two  gioTi^^  Vkv  Tsv*.iXiV«v 
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br  Afaindron^  St.  Genetliia  implotLog  AttlU,t1is  leider  of  Ae 
HuiiB,  to  epace  tbe  city  of  Fuiei  and  the  Biptiem  of  CloiiB  by 
St.  RenigiaB.   The  three  doom  are  of  bTome. 

The  iKiBBjoa  (open  didly,  except  Mondiy,  10-6,  In  winter  10-4) 
Is  impresElTe.  Ou  each  side  of  ttie  aiaisa  te  a  Corlntbisn  colonnade, 
bearing  a  gailery ,  &nd  having  an  elevated  pavement  (notice  the  itepe, 
while  examining  the  paintings).  Ovei  tbe  centre  0/  the  edlllce  risei 
the  dome,  which,  accoidlng  to  SanfQot's  design,  was  to  have  rested 
on  colnmns,  bat  theae  pioved  too  weak  foi  the  weight  of  the  BOper- 
EUiictuTe.  J.  Rondtiet,  who  luocseded  SonfQot  in  1781,  substituted 
piers,  connected  by  massive  atcheB,  for  the  originai  coiumna,  to  the 
detriment,  however,  of  the  general  effect  produced  by  the  nive. 
Tlie  dome  consists  of  three  soctions,  one  above  the  other,  the  second 
of  which  is  adorned  with  paintings  by  Gros  (1831),  St,  Oene-vlive 
leceivlng  the  homage  of  the  Idngs  of  France:  Clovls,  Gharlemagns, 
Louis  the  Debonair,  and  Louis  X.T11I;  above,  Loals  XVI ,  Maile 
Antoinette,  Louis  XVn,  and  Princeea  Elizabeth,  the  'martyrs'  ot  the 
RevolntloQ.  The  paintings  in  the  spandrela,  by  Carvalbo,  after 
Girard,  represent  Death,  France,  Jaatice,  and  Glory. 

The  decoration  of  the  Pantheon  was  entrnited  to  Paul  Ohenaraid 
of  Lyons  in  1848,  but  his  cartoona,  now  In  the  Lyons  picture-gallery, 
were  never  eiecu  led  owing  to  the  rei'misEfration  of  the  chorcb.  The 
miatake  was  then  msde  of  giving  the  cammisaion  to  variona  aTtists 
of  Tory  dfverae  tendencies;  and  the  nataral  result  la  a  sad  want  of 
harmony  in  the  general  effect. 

On  the  wall  of  Ihe  nave,  to  the  right,  Preaching  of  Si.  Denit,  by 
OoKand,-  •Childhood  of  St.  GenevlSve,  by  Puvis  de  Chavatma 
(1877).  On  the  left,  Martyrdom  of  6t.  Denia,  by  Bonnat;  Attlla  on 
the  march  to  Paris,  and  St.  GenevlSve  encouraging  the  Pariiiani 
daring  the  approach  Of  Attila,  designed  by  Delaunay  (A.  1891)  and 
executed  by  CoureclUi-  Dumont.  Above  tbeae  and  the  following 
paintings  ate  smaller  compositions,  more  or  less  related  to  the  lower 
acenea  (here,  French  sainta).  Beside  the  prinoipai  door  are  statnei 
ofSt.  Denlg,  by  Perraud,  and  St.  BemigioB,  by  Caireiifl-.  At  the 
first  piers,  to  the  right  and  left,  statues  of  St.  Germain,  by  CUapit, 
and  St.  Martin,  by  CiAtt  and  Btequel. 

South  tranaept :  Ooronation  of  Charlemagne,  and  Charlemagne  at 
restorer  of  literature  and  acioure,  by  H,  Livy ;  at  the  end,  Pilgrimage 
to  St.  Genevlive  (1130)  and  ProceEBfon  with  her  reUcB  (1496),  by 
Maillot,  and  a  Gobelins  tapestry,  'Gratia  Plena' (pact  of  Ihe  old  church- 
decorations)  ;  to  the  left,  Baptism  of  CIovIb  and  hia  Vow  at  the  baltie 
of  Tolbiac,  by  Jos.  Blane.  —  We  then  pass  the  statues  ot  St.  Gre- 
gory of  Touts  (left)  hyFrimiel,  and  St.  liemard  (light),  tj  Jotiff'roy.

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On  the  vault  is  Ohrlst  Blowing  to  the  Angel  of  France  the  destiny 
of  her  people,  a  mosaic  hy  Hibert.  Between  the  pilasters  of  the  choir 
are  three  panels  ('Vers  la  Gloire')  by  DetaiUe  (1905).  On  the  other 
side,  *St.  Genevieve  watching  over  besieged  Baris,  and  St.  Gene- 
vieve bringing  provisions  to  Paris,  by  Puvis  dt  ChavanneB  (1898).  — 
Statae  of  St.  Genevieve,  by  QuUlaume;  farther  on  (left),  statae  of 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  by  Falguilre. 

North  transept:  to  the  right,  Joan  of  Arc  at  Domr^my,  before 
Orleans,  at  Bheims,  and  at  the  stake  in  Bouen,  by  Lenepveu;  at  the 
end,  Prayer,  The  Family,  Patriotism,  and  Charity  by  Humbert,  and 
a  piece  of  Gobelins  tapestry,  'Pro  Patria'.  On  the  left,  St.  Louis  ad- 
minlsteiing  justice,  founding  the  Sorbonne,  founding  the  hospital  of 
the  Qulnze-Yingts  (p.  181),  and  as  captive  of  the  Saracens,  by  CcibcmcL 

FoueaiMt  Pendulvm.  The  long  pendulum  suspended  from  the  centre 
of  the  cupola  is  a  reproduction  (placed  here  in  1902  by  the  Astronomical 
Society  of  France)  of  the  pendulum  used  by  the  Parisian  physicist  L^on 
Foucault  (d.  1868)  in  1851  to  demonstrate  the  rotation  of  the  earth  (comp. 
p.  335). 

The  DoHB  is  reached  by  a  staircase  in  the  left  (K.)  transept.  We 
ascend  139  steps  to  the  roof,  and  then  192  more  to  the  first  section  of  the 
dome^  through  the  large  opening  (23  ft.)  in  which  we  obtain  a  view  of  the 

gaintmgs  in  the  second  section  (see  p.  284).  —  We  may  now  ascend  by 
I  steps  more  to  the  lantern,  which  commands  a  magnificent  view  of  tbe 
city  and  environs,  but  less  interesting  than  that  from  the  Tour  St.  Jacques 
or  Notre-Dame,  as  its  position  is  not  so  central. 

The  entrance  to  the  Vaults  (Caveaux  ;a.im.  75  c)  is  at  the  E.  end  of 
the  building,  to  the  left.  We  first  notice  a  monument,  in  poor  taste,  to 
J,  J.  Rouueau  (1712-1778)-,  one  to  Voltaire  (1694-1778),  with  his  Btotue  after 
Houdon ;  and  the  simple  tomb  of  Sov/Jlot  (1713-1781),  the  architect  of  the 
Pantheon,  a  plaster-model  of  which  is  shown  beneath  the  left  transept. 
Farther  on,  to  the  loftiis  a  vault  in  which  are  placed  the  remains  of  General 
Laxof  Oamoi  (1753-1823),  'organizer  of  victory^  member  of  the  Convention, 
and  those  of  President  Camot  (1837-1894),  his  grandson,  General  Marceau 
(1769-1796),  La  Tour  d^Auvtrgne  (1743-1800),  *the  first  grenadier  of  France', 
and  Baudin  (p.  252).  Then  follow  the  tombs  of  Victor  Hugo  (1802-85),  Marshal 
Lannes  (1769-1809),  Lagrange  (1736-1813),  the  mathematician,  Bougainville 
(1729-1811),  the  circumnavigator,  Berthelot  (1827-1907),  the  chemist,  and  his 
wife,  and  a  number  of  senators  of  the  First  Empire. 

The  Bibliothiqne  Ste.  Genevieve  (PI.  R,  19;  F),  a  long  building 
on  the  N.  side  of  the  Place  du  Pantheon,  was  built  by  H,  Labrouatt  in 
1843-50.  On  the  walls  are  inscribed  names  of  celebrated  authors  of 
all  nations.  The  collection  of  books  was  founded  by  Cardinal  de  la 
Bochefoucauld  in  1624  in  the  Abbey  of  Ste.  Genevieve,  and  greatly 
augmented  by  the  library  of  Cardinal  Le  Tellier,  archbishop  of 
Bheims,  in  1710.  Declared  to  be  ^national  property'  in  1790,  it  was 
transferred  to  the  present  edifice  in  1850. 

The  vestibule  contains  busts  of  famous  French  authors.  —  In 
the  rooms  of  the  'Reserve'  on  the  groundfloor  are  cases  containing 
some  of  the  rarest  treasures  of  the  collection  (bindings  emblazoned 
with  coats-of-arms,  including  those  of  Mai'oli  and  Grolier,  illumi- 
nated MSS.,  elzevirs,  incunabula,  etc.).  —  On  tVie  ^X^vt^*.^^  Ns>  ^ 
bust  of  Qering,  who  in  1469  established  at  the  ^oxV>oivi^ei  \Jwi  ^^"sx 
FieBch  piiating-press.     Above  the  landing  is  a.  co^^,  'Vil  BaUe,  ^1 
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RtphBel'B  Schuol  of  Atlieni  In  the  Vatican.   At  the  aides 
goiical  medsllians  [iIgd  by  Baht),  and  hnets  dF  La  Rocbetoucsuld 
eni)  LsibTouste.   At  the  entiaiiae  to  the  read  log- to  om  Is  a  flne  piece 
of  Gobelins  tapestry,  Stndj  enrpiised  by  Night,  after  flalze. 

The  caulcing  of  the  Kiaiunq  Room  (Sallt  dt  Lecture),  oo  tlie 
first  floor,  is  home  by  eeveDteen  lion  girdeis,  eopported  In  tbe 
centre  by  sixteen  slender  columna.  The  room  ancomiaoilates  420 
readeiB.  It  Unpen  to  tliepublli^  dully,  except  in  the  Vacation  a  (Eattet 
weak  and  tst  to  16th  Sept.),  from  10  to  3,  and  (com  6  to  10  p.m.; 
In  tbe  Sfenlng  it  ia  frei^uenled  almost  eiclusiyely  hy  slttdents.

The  Rue  Vilelte,  lo  Ibe  V.  ot  the  Plicc  dn  Pantb£on,  eonUuns  al  Ko.  31 
tome  iolerEStinR  camaiDS  of  the  old  oalift  /'arlBl,  founded  in  1S91,  when 
tba  memberd  of  theUeue  and  the  Consell  dea  Selie  hold  Iboir  meetingl. 

Bt.  Stienne-da-Hont  (Tl.  B,  22 ;  10,  the  chnrch  to  the  N.E.  of 
the  Panthfion,  presenting  a  combination  oC  Gothic  aud  Renslasanno 
archil ecture,  was  erected  In  1617-41.  The  choir  U  Gothic,  while 
the  facade,  added  in  IfflO,  is  In  the  Henaissaiice  style.  To  the  left 
of  the  poitat  1b  a  square  tower,  Banked  with  a  round  turret,  probably 
part  of  an  earlier  bDllding.  In  1705  this  chnrch  became  tbe  'Temple 
of  Filial  Piety'  and  was  glten  oter  to  theTheophilanthtopisls. 

The  •Ihtebiob,  one  of  the  Dnest  of  all  the  chnrehea  of  Pari*, 
GongistB  of  a  uare  and  aisles  of  almost  eqnal  height.  Slender  ronnd 
pillars,  twelve  on  each  side,  united  by  a  gallery  lialfway  np,  bear 
theloftyvanltlng,  from  which  spring  the  ribs  terminating  in  pendent 
keystones,  that  over  tbe  transept  being  tho  most  beantlful.  The 
choir  is  separated  &om  the  nave  by  a  •Ju6<',  ot  rood-loft,  of  very 
line  woikmaiiship,  by  Biard  |  lfiOO-5),  —  The  Palpit,  by  LeHootfi, 
from  designs  by  iofcire  [d,  16o5),  is  borne  by  a  Samson,  and  adorned 
with  numerous  statuettes.  —  The  stained  glass  of  Che  upper  wludowi 
l9mostliiti>re6tlnsithEflneBtl8aBi:ribBdloPinflIsrier(l&68).  The  &tk 
chapel  on  the  right  contains  a 'Holy  Sepulchre' with  lifu-slze  liguiea  la 
terracotta,  dating  from  the  lOlh  centnty.  The  other  works  uf  ait,  with 
the  exception  of  the  sliined  glass  (p.  287 ),  are  of  less  inteieat.

More 
to  the  ri^  that  of  Jean  BaciQe  (d.  1699).  —  The  Lady  Ghapel  behind  the 
choir  (1660)  contains  four  large  frescoes  by  Caminadt  (scenes  from  the  life 
of  the  Virgin;  1869).  —  Behind  the  apse  (door  to  the  right)  is  the  OcOerie  dt 
VAn€i»n  CharmUr  (ehamel-honse;  so  named  from  ttie  cemetery  formerly  in 
front  of  the  church),  containing  some  magnificent  stained  glass  of  the 
16-17th  cent.,  including  the  'Mystic  Wine-pre«s\  attributed  to  Finaigrier, 
—  The  Ghapelle  des  Gat^hismes  (1861),  on  the  right,  is  decorated  with 
paintings  by  Oicuometti^  Timbal.  and  Biewnoury.  Flanking  the  entrance  are 
statues  of  St.  John  (right)  and  St.  Louis  of  Gonsaga  (left),  by  Ckajpu.  —  In 
the  1st  chi^.  to  the  left  of  the  choir  are  mural  paintings  of  the  16th  cent. : 
Martyrdom  of  10,000  soldiers  under  Maximian.  —  Archbp.  Sibour  was 
assassinated  at  the  high-altar  by  the  Abb€  Verger  in  1867. 

The  sqnaxe  tower,  In  the  transitional  style,  to  the  right  of 
St.  Etienne,  which  now  forms  part  of  the  Lyeie  Henri  IV  (PI. 
R  22,  19;  yj,  and  is  separated  from  the  ehnrch  by  the  Rue  GIoyIs, 
Is  a  relio  of  the  old  Abbey  of  Ste.  Geneyidve  (a  fragment  of  the 
fa^e  may  be  seen  In  the  Rne  Glotilde,  No.  1).  The  ancient  13th 
cent,  refectory  may  still  be  identified  in  the  Place  Ste.  Geneyldve. 

In  the  Rue  da  Gardinal-Lemolne  and  facing  the  lower  end  of  the 
Rne  Gloyis  Is  the  ColUge  dea  Eco88aU  (8coU  ColUgt),  the  great  seat 
of  Scottish  continental  learning  from  the  14th  cent,  and  latterly  a 
centre  of  Jacobite  Inflnence.  The  bnildlng,  dating  from  the  17th 
cent.,  is  now  occupied  by  the  Institution  Gheyalier,  a  private  school. 
The  Ohapel  of  St.  Andrew,  on  the  first  floor,  contains  the  tomb  of 
the  beaatifal  Duchess  of  Tyrconnel  and  a  memorial  erected  by  the 
Duke  of  Perth  to  James  11.  In  an  adjoining  room  are  portraits  of 
Prince  Charles  Stuart  and  his  brother.  Visitors  are  admitted  on 
application  to  the  concierge  (fee). 

Nearly  at  the  hack  of  St.  Etienne ,  to  the  N.E. ,  is  the  Ecole 
Polytechnique  (PI.  R,  22 ;  F),  for  the  education  of  military  and  naval 
engineers,  artillery  officers,  civil  engineers  in  government  employ, 
telegraphists,  and  officials  of  the  government  tobacco-manufactory. 
It  was  founded  by  Monge  In  1794.  The  course  of  study  covers  two 
years;  there  are  about  250  pupils. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  building  is  the  But  Monge,  which  con- 
nects the  Boul.  St.  Germain  with  the  Avenue  des  Gobelins  (on  the 
left  the  Ar^nes  de  Lut^ce ,  p.  283 ;  on  the  right  the  Place  Monge, 
p.  332).  At  the  angle  formed  by  the  Rue  Monge  and  the  Rue  des 
Eeoles  is  the  Square  Monge,  with  bronze  statues  of  Voltaire,  after 
Houdon  (1872),  and  F.  Villon,  by  Etcheto,  two  stone  statues  from 
the  old  H6tel  de  Yllle,  and  a  fountain  in  the  Louis  XY  style. 

A  little  lower  down,  to  the  right  of  the  Rue  Monge,  close  to  the 
BouL  St.  Germain,  is  the  Eglise  8t,  NicoUu-du-Chardonnet,  built  iu 
1666-1709,  with  a  tower  of  1625. 

The  Ist  chapel  to  the  right  contains  a  picture  by  Dugoffe,  Jesus  healing 
the  blind  man  at  Jericho,  and  one  by  Corot,  Baptism  of  Christ.    In  the

Maabcrt,  wliarB  a  modera  bronze  atalue,  by  Gnilbert,  commeniOTite» 
Elienne  Dolet,  a  pclnler  bamed  in  1516,  in  tbe  lelgn  at  FtsdcIb  I., 
for  'impiety  and  atbelBm'.  The  reliefs  repreasnt  Puis  reitailDS 
Froedom  of  Thongbt,  and  the  AnesC  md  Eieculion  of  Dolot.  Tbe 
inacrtptjon  on  one  tiie  mads :  'aoa  Dolet  ipse  dotet,  eed  pi*  tvbi 
dolot'.

The  quarter  on  the  left  bank  opposite  the  Loavre  and  Ihe  Tidl- 
erioe,  vilbln  ibe  Gtb  ArrondleEcment  (Luxembonig)  on  the  E.  ind 
tbe  7tb  (PaisiB -Bourbon)  on  tlio  W.,  la  the  residential  oentiB  of  tbe 
ITrencb  noblesse,  whose  stately  mansions  are  fonnd  principally  tg 
the  W.  portion  {p.  300).

The  Pont  des  Arts  (PI.  R,  20;  IV),  an  iron  bridge  for  foot-pn- 
songers  only,   coDstrneted  in   1802-4,   marta  the  E.  limit  of  tbe 
Quartler  St.  Germain.   It  derlyea  its  name  from  the  'Palais  des  Aid'. 
is  tbe  Louvre  vas  once  oalled.    It  commands  a  flno  Tiew  on  ~ 
sides.

theme  of  Alex. Dumas'  popular  drama  *La  Tour  de  Nesle*).  A  metal 
plate  at  the  corner  of  the  W.  wing  of  the  Institute  and  the  Quai  de 
Gonti  shows  the  plan  of  the  tower. 

The  Inititat  de  France  (PL  R,  20;  IV),  a  somewhat  clumsy 
edifice,  covered  with  a  dome,  Is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Seine,  at  the  S.  end  of  the  Pont  des  Arts  (Quai  de  Couti  23-25),  and 
opposite  the  Louvre.  The  crescent-shaped  facade  is  flanked  with 
wings  adorned  with  arcades.  In  front  of  the  Corinthian  portico 
rises  a  Statue  of  the  RepuUie,  by  Soitoux  (1860).  The  institution 
was  originally  founded  by  Cardinal  Mazarin  (d.  1661)  for  the  educa- 
tion of  youths  from  the  newly- acquired  provinces  of  Roussillon, 
Pignerol,  Flanders,  and  Alsace,  and  was  named  the  Colllgt  Matarin, 
but  was  popularly  known  as  the  ColUge  des  Quatre- Nations,  During 
the  Revolution  it  was  used  as  a  prison,  but  since  1805  it  has  been 
the  seat  of  the  Academies,  or  societies  of  savants,  who  had  hitherto 
met  in  the  Louvre.  Its  name  was  then  changed  to  the  Palais 
de  VInsUtut, 

The  Institut  de  France  embraces  five  different  academies :  the 
AcadinUe  Franfaise^  the  Acadimie  des  Inscriptions  et  Belles-Lettres^ 
the  Acadimie  des  Sciences,  the  Acadimie  des  Beaux-Arts,  and  the 
Acadimie  des  Sciences  Morales  et  Politiques,  Each  of  these  has  40 
ordinary  members,  except  the  Acadimie  des  Sciences,  which  has 
68;  and  all  except  the  Acadimie  Franfaise  have  honorary,  cor- 
responding, and  foreign  members.  The  great  annual  meeting  of  the 
Institut  is  held  on  Oct.  25th  iu  the  'Salle  des  Stances  Solennelles' 
(formerly  a  chapel)  under  the  dome,  which  is  adorned  with  statues 
of  French  authors,  scholars,  and  artists.  The  several  academies  meet 
in  separate  rooms  and  at  various  periods  (May,  July,  December, 
October,  and  April).  The  meetings  are  public,  but  cards  of  admission 
must  be  obtained  from  the  secretarial  offices.  The  building  may  be 
inspected  any  day  before  2  p.m.,  except  Sunday.  Each  ordinary 
member  receives  a  salary  of  1200  fr.  Vacancies  are  filled  by  the  votes 
of  the  members  in  whose  departments  they  occur ,  subject  to  the 

approval  of  government. 

The  history  of  these  ancient  corporations  is  not  very  perspicaoas. 
The  oldest  is  the  Acad£mie  Franvaisk,  which  originftted  about  1629  in  the 
meetings  of  a  group  of  learned  men  who  came  together  to  discuss  questions 
of  literary  and  scientific  interest.  It  received  state  -  recognition  from 
Cardinal  Bichelien  in  1634-35.  Its  main  function  is  to  perfect  the  French 
language  by  the  revision  of  the  Dictiormctire  de  V Acadimie^  and  to  supervise 
the  publication  of  a  Dictionnaire  Hutorique  de  la  Langue  Franqtd*e.  It  awards 
prizes  for  distinction  gained  in  various  walks  of  life.  Among  these  are 
the  two  Prix  MorUpon,  founded  by  the  Baron  de  Monty  on  (d.  1820) ;  one 
(ISfOOO  fr.)  being  allotted  to  the  person  of  French  nationality  who  has 
performed  during  the  year  the  most  virtuous  action,  and  the  other  (19,000  fr.) 
to  the  author  of  the  literary  work  published  within  the  preceding  two 
years  considered  most  useful  to  the  cause  of  public  morality.  0\X^^x 
smaller  prizes  bring  the  total  annual  distributiou  ol  ''pTV-x.  ^^  >iet\Av!  \si 
over  60,0(X)  fr.

The  facade ,  which  is  130  yds.  in  length ,  and  adorned  with  Ionic 
columns,  is  surmounted  by  allegorical  figures  by  Le  Comte,  PigalU^ 
and  Mouehy,  The  institution  of  the  mint  is  due  to  Charles  the  Bald 
(840-877).  —  The  Monnaie  contains  a  — 

Musis  MoNiTAmS)  or  collection  of  coins,  which  is  shown  on 
Tues.  and  Frid.,  1-3  p.m.  (ateliers,  see  below).  The  museum  is 
reached  by  the  handsome  staircase  to  the  right  of  the  entrance. 

The  Yestibdle  contains  specimens  of  the  metals  ased  in  coining.  — 
The  Gbanos  Salle  (decorated  in  the  Louis  XVI  style)  contains  the  mcst 
interesting  sj^eoimens.  On  each  side  of  the  entrance  are  medals  and 
plaquettes  by  modern  French  medallists.  At  the  windows  are  large 
vases  of  blue  Sevres  porcelain,  surrounded  by  circular  glass-cases  con- 
taining medals  by  Prud'homme,  Patey,  Chaplain,  and  Leinaire  (on  the 
right  side),  and  by  *Boty,  Soldi,  and  Lagrange  (left  side).  In  the  centre, 
ailver  pie'jes  from  the  Yang-tse-Kiang  (representing  very  high  values); 
coins  from  Cochin  China,  the  French  colonies,  etc.;  foreign  coins  and 
medals.  At  the  end  is  an  interesting  collection  of  f^eneh  Coint^  arranged 
chronologically,  from  the  earliest  times  down  to  the  present  day.  In 
front  of  the  fireplace  are  Chinese  and  Annamese  coins.  On  the  chimney- 
piece  is  a  bust  of  the  Republic,  in  biscuit  porcelain,  after  Injalbert. 
The  ceiling-painting,  by  J.  J.  Weerts,  represents  the  ^Triumph  of  the  Universal 
Exhibition  of  1888\ 

CoB&iDOR.  lilastrations  of  the  official  gold  and  silver  stamps  used 
in  the  18th  cent.;  medals  recently  struck  at  the  mint.  —  Kuoh  I. 
French  medals  from  the  16th  cent,  to  the  reign  of  Louis  XVI.  —  Room  II. 
MediUs  and  coins  of  the  (Consulate  and  First  Empire;  Kapoleon's  collection 
of  medals.  The  wax  models  of  the  reliefs  on  the  Venddme  Column  preserv- 
ed in  this  room,  and  the  small  model  (1:24)  of  the  column  itself,  afiord  a 
better  idea  of  the  details  than  the  originals.  A  bust  of  Napoleon  I.  by 
CKomova,  executed  in  1806,  and  a  cast  of  the  emperor^s  face  taken  20  hours 
after  death  are  also  shown.  —  Room  III.  3Iedals  struck  in  the  reigns  of 
Louis  XVIII,  Charles  X,  Louis  Philippe,  and  Napoleon  III. ;  large  medals, 
by  Borrel;  portrait  of  Andrieu,  the  engraver,  by  Delafontaine  (1798).  — 
Room  IV.  Foreign  coins. 

The  Ateliers,  with  their  steam-engines,  furnaces,  and  machinery,  are 
well  worth  visiting.  Visitors  must  be  provided  with  an  order  (avail- 
able for  5  pers.)  obtained  on  written  application  to  the  Director.  En- 
trance on  the  left,  by  the  arched  passage,  then  by  the  door  on  the  right 
side  of  the  court.  The  workshops  in  which  gold  and  silver  pieces  and 
medals  are  struck  are  shown^^he  whole  process  of  melting,  rolling,  cutting, 
and  minting  being  seen.  The  machines  invented  by  Thonnelier  are 
highly  ing^ous,  76  pieces  of  money  being  struck  by  each  of  them  per 
minnte.  The  *  Atelier  du  Monnayage^  contains  a  marble  figure  of  Abundance, 
by  Mouehy.  In  the  Monnaie  are  performed  also  all  the  operations  of  assaying 
and  stamping  the  gold  and  silver  wares  of  the  jewellers.  There  are 
farther  a  money-changing  office,  where  also  articles  of  gold  are  purchased, 
and  a  room  for  the  sale  of  medals  (comp.  p.  48),  which  even  non-purchasers 
may  visit. 

Betarning  to  the  Institut,  we  soon  reach  the  Rue  Bonaparte,  the 
seeond  street  to  the  left  beyond  that  building.  No.  14  in  this  street 
lathe  — 

Eeolo  deg  Beaux- Arts  (PI.  R,  17,  20;  /K),  founded  at.  tV^  \.Vxs\'i 
of  the  Berolution,  when  the  two  academies  oi  ftna  w\a  ^erte^  ws^aX.- 
gamated  (seep.  290)  (or  the  teaching  of  painting,  a<i\A^twTfe,  few^x^^- 
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ing,  and  architecture.  The  pupils  vlio  obtain  thcflTBtpilzei  ['grandi 
ptii  de  Homa')  in  the  diffsient  departmentE  are  seat  to  Rome  it  thfl 
eipense  of  goveniDient  for  four  yeara.  The  worts  they  eend  home 
are  exhibited  here  innnally  in  enmmer.  The  school  hsa  a  BtafT  oF 
33  profesBors,  and  I9  attended  by  about  2000  pupiU  of  dUferent 
nationalities.    The  present  director  is  M.  LSon  Bonnat,  the  painter. 

The  Palais  des  Beaui-Arta,  ereeted  In  1820-38  by  Debnl  and 
his  successor  Duban,  oconpies  the  site  of  the  old  Couvent  dei  Petiii- 
AugtutinB.  In  1860-62  a  new  ving  facing  the  Qui!  HaUquais  waa 
added,  and  the  old  Hdttl  Chlmay,  adjoining  this  wing,  was  acquired 
In  1885  for  the  pnpil«'  BtDdios.  It  la  open  to  the  publlo  on  Sun., 
12-4,  but  not  on  holidays;  somedmefi  also  on  week-days,  about 
2  p.m.,  oil  application  to  the  tonoierga,  who  provides  a  gnlda  (foo]. 

The  FisBT  CouttT,  the  entrance  to  which  is  Danked  by  boEts  o( 
P.  PugeC  and  K,  Pouasln,  by  Mtrcil,  contains  many  bandeome  frag- 
ments of  French  edlflces,  from  the  Oalio-Boman  period  down  to 
tha  16th  eantury.  These  are  tbe  remains  of  the  Mustfa  des  Mono- 
ments  founded  at  tbe  time  of  the  first  Revolution  by  the  painter 
Alex.  Lenoir  (d.  1839),  and  consisting  chiefly  of  tombstones  and 
reliefs  rescued  from  the  ruins  of  churches  and  chateaux.  In  1816 
Louis  XVni  dispersed  tbe  collection,  and  ordered  most  of  the  ob- 
jects to  be  restored  to  the  churches  or  their  original  proprietors. 
In  the  centre  of  the  court  is  a  Corinthian  column  in  red  marble,  sur- 
mounted  by  a  bronze  statue  of  Plenty  (16th  cent.).  On  the  wall  to 
the  left  is  a  fresco  painted  on  lava  by  tbe  brothers  Balte,  after  the 
work  formerly  In  the  Villa  Magliana  (p.  125;  No.  1512).  To  tbe 
right  (at  the  entrance  to  the  'MnaSa  de  la  Renaissance',  p.  293)  is 
the  celebrated  and  beautiful  portal  of  the  Gh&teau  d'Anet,  whioh  wai 
erected  for  Diana  of  Poitiers  by  Phitiberl  Dclorme  and  Jean  Ooajon 
in  154S,  by  order  oC  Henri  n.  Built  Into  the  wail  near  the  portal 
are  some  remains  of  the  Hotel  de  la  Trumouille  (14th  cent)  which 
used  to  be  in  the  Rue  des  BourdonnaiE. 

Tbe  Sbcohd  CoDBTis  separated  from  the  flrst  by  part  of  the  facade 
of  the  Chitean  of  QaUlon  (p.  442)  which  was  erected  in  1500-1B10 
by  Guiii.  Senault  and  Pierre  Fain  of  Bouen  for  Cardinal  d'Ambolae, 
minister  of  Louis  XII  and  one  of  tba  chief  promoters  of  the  Renais- 
sance in  France.  It  Is  in  a  mixed  Gothic  and  Renaissance  style, 
affording  a  good  Idea  of  the  characrter  of  the  ch&teau,  which  was 
destroyed  during  the  Revolution.  Beyond  It  are  other  fragmants  of 
French  aTChitectura  and  sculpture,  statues  copied  bom  antiques, 
and  a  fine  stone  basin,  13  ft.  in  diameter,  adorned  with  heads  of 
gods  or  heroes,  animals,  and  the  four  elements,  a  work  of  tbe  dose 
of  the  12th  cent.,  brought  from  the  abbey  of  St.  Denis. 

The  Pbincifal  liDiiDiNO,  the  'Fatadu  of  which,  designed  by 
Sudan  (1830),  is  one  of  tbe  best  eiamplts  of  modem  French  aichi- 
teotare,  oontsfne  chlaBy  casts  auA  ui^I^b  of  famous  antique  and 
Reaalssaiieo  worJis-ofw

On  the  groundfloor  Is  the  Mus^e  des  Antiques,  an  excellent 
collection  of  casts  of  antique  statues  and  copies  of  paintings  from 
Pompeii,  Herculaneum,  Delphi^  etc.,  in  addition  to  some  Roman 
statues  from  the  Villa  Medici,  including  a  torso  of  the  Minerva  Medici, 
after  a  Greek  work  from  the  time  of  Phidias.  —  We  next  enter  an 
inner  court,  roofed  with  glass,  and  pass  through  a  corridor  con- 
taining a  fine  Monument  of  Duban  (1797-1870),  the  architect 
(p.  292),  by  E.  Guillaume.  —  Behind  is  the  Amphithbat&b  (PL  1), 
adorned  with  the  celebrated  *H€micyle  of  Paul  Delaroehe  (d.  1856), 
an  encaustic  painting  which  represents  distinguished  artists  of  idl 
nations  down  to  the  end  of  the  i7th.cent.  and  contains  in  all 

75  figures  (13  ft.  in  height). 

On  a  lofty  throne  in  the  centre  are  the  great  Greek  masters,  Phidicu 
(the  senlptor),  Ictinut  (the  architect  of  the  Parthenon),  and  Apelles  (the 
painter).  Fonr  female  fignres  in  front  represent  (left)  Greek,  Gothic,  and 
(right)  Romanesque,  and  Renaissance  art.  —  The  Walters  Gallery  at  Balti< 
more  contains  a  reduced  replica  of  this  work  (see  Baedeker" t  United  State*). 

Opposite  the  H^micycle  is  a  large  painting  hy  Ingres,  represent- 
ing Romulus  victorioujs  over  Acron,  King  of  the  Sabines. 

The  rooms  on  the  first  floor  contain  numerous  copies  of  paintings 
of  all  schools,  small  casts,  models  of  buildings,  and  so  forth ;  the  gal- 
leries to  the  right  and  left  of  the  glass-roofed  court  are  adorned  with 
fifty-two  copies  from  Raphael's  logge  in  the  Vatican,  by  the  brothers 
Baize.  In  the  Salle  de  Louis  XI V  (PI.  3)  are  copies  of  celebrated 
paintings,  valuable  original  drawings,  engravings,  and  busts  of  artists. 
The  following  passage  contains  original  works,  portraits  of  artists, 
etc.  The  gaUery  here  affords  a  good  survey  of  the  H^micycle  of 
P.  Delaroehe.  —  Salle  du  Conseil  (PI.  4):  Portraits  and  busts  of 
artists,  including  those  of  the  sculptor  Dubois,  by  Falguihre^  the 
painters  Ger6me  and  Lenepveu,  by  Carpeaux  and  Injalbert,  the 
aurchitect  Gamier,  by  Carpeaux,  and  the  painters  Henner  and  Baudry, 
by  Dubois;  a  bronze  statuette  of  Meissonier,  by  F.  Gemito;  also  eight 
torch-holders  in  wood  (time  of  Louis  XIV),  and  a  clock  in  the  stylo 
of  Boule.  —  The  Library  (PI.  2)  comprises  over  20,000  vols,  and  a 
number  of  drawings.  Permission  to  use  it  may  be  obtained  by  written 
application  to  the  Director  of  the  Ecole. 

The  Adjacent  Building,  on  the  N.  side  of  the  first  court  (en- 
trance through  the  portal  of  the  Chateau  d'Anet,  p.  292),  contains 
the  old  chapel  of  the  Augustine  Monastery,  now  converted  into  a 
MusSe  de  la  Renaissance,  with  copies  of  paintings  and  casts  of 
sculptures  by  Italian  masters  of  the  14 -16th  centuries.  At  the  end 
is  a  copy  of  Michael  Angelo's  Last  Judgment,  by  Sigalon  (1836).  — 
In  the  VesUhule  des  Ecoles,  beside  the  chapel,  is  a  monument  to 
Ingres,  with  his  bust  in  bronze,  and  medallions  of  Flandrin  and 
Simart,  his  pupils,  by  E.  Ouillaume,  Adjoining  it  is  the  Cour  dxL 
MUrier,  with  galleries  containing  sculptures  exec\i.\.fe^  ^^^Qvc^a  Vi 
former  pupils  and  ca&ta  at  ancient  bas-ielieta.  kt  V\ifc  eviA  \.^^^ 
monument  of  Henri  Regnskult,  the  painter,  aM  o\i\vftT  -^TiyiV^V^^^ 
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doiine  tlie  defoni^e  of  Paris  inl870-TJ,  nith  a  eUtue  of  YOutb, 
by  Chapu. 

Opposite  this  wall  anatber  veatibnle  leads  to  tlie  Snllt  de  Mclpa^ 
mkne,  nncnpled  wjtii  the  remaiTlder  of  tbn  MiiB^s  dea  Copieg  and 
nesd  fni  the  exhibition  of  competitive  TTorks.  —  The  lOOmB  marked 
6,  6,  and  7  on  our  plan  CDntaln  the  works  that  have  gaineil  the  Grand 
Prix  de  RDme  since  the  end  of  tbe  ITtJi  century,  —  In  the  tv/i) 
BaiUs  d'Etpo.iftfon  (PI.  8),  next  the  quay,  the  worke  lent  from  Rome 
by  liDlders  of  the  Grand  Prls:  (p.  292}  are  annnaliy  exhibited  in 
Jnly;  Bualptnie  on  tbe  gronndHoor,  paintings  and  architectunl 
deslgllB  on  tbe  flcht  noor.  The  room  an  the  first  floor  ie  used  aleo 
for  private  exhibitions,  in  which  case  it  is  sometimes  entered  bam 
tlie  Qaal  Malagnaia. 

As  we  quit  tbe  Ecole  des  Seaux-Aiis  ne  notice  In  the  Rne  Bona- 
parte, on  the  tight,  the  Acadimie  dGHideoiiLe(Pl.R,20|  IV).  This 
does  not  form  part  of  the  Insiitut  (p.  289).  It  was  founded  in  1820, 
lis  beadguajters  being  situated  near  the  HApltal  de  laChadt«(p.298). 
This  new  huilding,  which  was  designed  by  J.  Rochtt,  was  opened  In 
1902.  The  facade  is  in  tbe  t'laeslc  style,  but  embellished  with  de- 
cotattone  adapted  from  medicinal  plants.  The  columns  In  front  are  of 
the  loule  order.  The  keystone  of  the  great  arch  over  the  piiiieipal 
entiance  is  adorned  with  a  bead  of  jSsculaplns,  from  an  antique  la 
the  Loovre,  Tbe  be»t  time  foe  seeing  the  interior  is  between  4  md 
6  o'clock  (fee).

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•St.  eernudn-dei-Prii  (PI.  R,  19;  IV),  on  the  E.  side  of  the 
'plaee*,  is  one  of  the  most  ancient  churches  in  Paris.  It  belonged 
to  the  powerful  abbey  of  St  Germain,  founded  in  642  or  543  by 
King  Ghildebert,  the  abbots  of  which  were  sometimes  cardinals  and 
eyen  kings,  as  in  the  case  of  Hugh  Capet  and  OaslmirV.  of  Poland, 
and  included  later,  after  its  conversion  to  the  tenets  of  St.  Maur, 
great  ecclesiastics  like  Mabillon  and  Montfaucon.  The  nave  is  a  relic 
of  an  edifice  of  the  end  of  the  11th  century.  The  choir,  consecrated 
in  1163,  was  afterwards  altered,  particularly  in  the  windows,  which 
show  a  tendency  to  Gothic.  Two  towers,  over  the  transept,  had  to 
be  partially  pulled  down  in  1821.  After  the  Bevolutlon  the  church 
fell  into  a  very  dilapidated  condition,  but  it  was  restored  after  1836. 

The  Intbbxob  was  painted  and  gilded  in  1852-56  in  (he  style  of  the 
11th  century.  To  the  right  of  the  entrance  is  a  copy  of  the  bronze  statue 
of  St.  Peter  at  Rome  \  to  the  left  of  St.  Peter,  a  marble  statue  of  Notre- 
Pame-de>Conso]ation,  presented  to  the  abbey  of  St.  Deni^  by  Queen  Jeanne 
d'Evreux  in  1340.  ^ 

The  ♦Frieze,  painted  in  1862-61  by  Sippolyie  Flandrin,  represents 
parallel  scenes  from  the  Old  and  New  Testament  (a  clear  day  is  indispens- 
able for  seeing  them  properly;  best  about  noon).  On  the  left  side  of  the 
entrance:  the  Burning  Bush  and  the  Annunciation;  the  Promise  of  a 
Bedeemer  and  the  Nativity;  the  Prophecy  of  Balaam  and  the  Adoration 
of  the  Magi;  the  Passage  of  the  Bed  Sea  and  the  Baptism  of  Christ; 
Xelchiaedek^s  offering  of  bread  and  wine  to  Abraham  and  the  Institution 
of  the  Bucharist.  —  On  the  other  side,  returning  towards  the  entrance: 
the  Sale  of  Joseph  and  the  Betrayal  of  Christ;  the  Offering  of  Isaac  and 
the  Death  of  Christ ;  Jonah  issuing  from  the  whale's  belly  and  the  Resur- 
rection; the  Scattering  of  the  nations  and  the  Dispersal  of  the  Apostles; 
the  Ascension  and  Preparations  for  the  Last  Judgment  (the  last  executed 
l)y  Hippolyte*8  brother  Paul).  —  In  front  of  the  choir  are  the  Four  Arch- 
angels. —  Most  of  the  archaic  capitals  on  the  columns  were  copied  from 
the  originals  which  are  now  to  be  found  in  the  garden  of  the  Hotel  de 
Clany  (p.  280).  Facing  the  pulpit  is  the  monument  of  H.  Flandrin  (d.  1864), 
with  a  bust  by  OudirU, 

The  S.  Tbahsept  contains,  on  the  right,  the  tomb  of  Olivier  and 
Iiouisde  Castellan  (d.  1644, 1669),  with  their  medallions,  by  Girardon.  To  the 
left,  above  the  altar,  is  a  marble  statue  of  St.  Margaret,  by  /.  Bourletin%). 

The  Choib  is  embellished  with  two  large  encaustic  paintings  on  a  gold 
ground,  begun  by  H,  Flandrin  in  1842,  and  finished  in  1861 :  on  the  left 
theBntry  of  Christ  into  Jerusalem;  on  the  right  the  Bearing  of  the  Cross; 
abore,  Christ  and  the  Virgin  in  glory;  Christian  and  Moral  Virtues.  Then, 
above  the  arcades,  the  Apostles;  the  angel,  lion,  bull,  and  eagle,  the 
symbols  of  the  Evangelists;  and  the  Lamb  of  the  Apocalypse. 

Choib  Chapblb.  In  the  first  chapel  is  the  monument  of  James, 
Duke  of  Douglas  (d.  1645).  —  The  following  chapel  contains  slabs  of  black 
marble  to  the  memory  of  the  philosopher  Descartes  (d.  1650),  the  learned 
Habillon  (d.  1707),  and  Montfaucon  (d.  1641),  all  of  whom  are  interred 
here.  —  Behind  the  high-altar  is  the  modern  Lady  Chapel,  with  grisaille 
paintings  of  the  Adoration  of  the  Magi  and  the  Presentation  in  the 
Temple,  by  Htim,  —  In  the  chapel  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul  a  tablet  com- 
memorates the  poet  Boileau  (d.  1711),  whose  remains  were  transferred  hither 
from  the  Sainte-Chapelle  in  1819.  —  The  first  chapel  on  the  left  contains 
a  monument  to  William,  Earl  of  Douglas  (d.  1611). 

In  the  N.  Tbaitseft,  the  monument  of  Casimir  V.  (d.  1672),  king  of  Po- 
land (see  above);  over  the  altar,  statue  of  St.  Francis  Xavier,  by  0,  Cotutou; 
aboye,  frescoes  by  Comu  (1870). 

The  comer  of  the  Rue  Bonaparte,  neat  t\ie  cila-xatVi,  \a  ^^qi:^'^^ 
with  a  heMtiful  Bign  T)y  A,  WiUette:  Bonapaitc  a.Ti^  Qi\or|* 
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To  the  N.  of  the  church,  at  the  norr^er  of  the  Rue  de  rAbtia<re, 
is  a  amsll  square  in  which  three  or  four  ircadts  fioiD  the  old  chapter' 
houEe  o(  the  sbhey  and  otlier  Oothiu  sculptures  &am  the  preoincti 
have  been  set  up.  Tlie  curious  old  sbhcy-cellua  may  be  entered  ^m 
the  Rue  de  TAbhaye  10  (apply  to  the  conderge).

The  email  s^nare  Co  the  9.  of  the  church  of  St.  Rerinaln  Is  em- 
bellished with  a  bronze  Statue  of  Bernaid  Paliiay  (1510-89),  by 
E.  Barrlasj  the  large  portal  in  the  wall  to  the  right  is  adorned  fith  & 
relief  in  Sevres  porcelain.  —  The  3.  side  of  the  chnrch  adjoius  the 
BoDl.  St.  Germain  (p.  300),  in  which  Is  a  SJahM  o/"Cii(foi  (1713- 
84},  in  broDxe,  by  Osutherin.  To  the  8.W.  runs  the  handsome  ifue 
de  ^ennci,  leading  to  the  Qsre  Montpatnaiee  fp.  336).

We  coQiluue  to  folloir  the  Hue  Boiiapute  (PI.  R,  16 ;  IV],  to  tha 
left,  and  in  a  few  minctes  more  reach  the  Placi  St.  SiiLncB 
(amnibns  stit.],  with  the  handaomo  Fonlaint  St.  Sulplce,  designed 
by  Viieonti,  and  erected  In  1847.  The  fountain  consists  of  throe 
boains,  ana  above  the  other,  and  Is  embellished  with  statues  of 
the  four  most  celebrated  French  preachers  of  the  JTth  and  18tb 
cent. :  Bossuet  (d.  ITOi),  FAioion  {d.  1715),  Maaaillon  (d,  17421. 
and  FltfcMer  (d.  1710).  —  The  long  bnilding  on  the  S.  side  Is  the 
former  Siminaln  dt  St.  Sulpiee,  founded  in  1646  by  Abbe  OUer, 
curd  of  St.  Sulpice,  for  the  training  of  priests  deroted  to  education 
('Sulptciens').  Tlie  Eeminary  was  closed  in  1906  and  is  to  be  oc- 
cupied by  the  collections  from  the  Lniembonrg.  The  court  is  to  ba 
covered  by  a  glass-roof  and  to  contain  tbe  sculptures.  —  On  the  V, 
la  the  Mairle  of  the  8th  AnondUitmtnl  (Lniembnurg) ;  the  ceiling- 
painting  In  the  Salle  dea  Fetes  is  by  H.  Lit-y. 

*Bt  BolpioB  (Pi.  R,  19;  IV)  is  the  richest  and  one  of  the  mosl 
important  churches  on  Che  left  bank  of  the  Seine.  The  tebuild- 
iiig  at  the  ediHce,  on  the  site  of  a  parish  church  of  the  12th  cent, 
B-flg  began  in  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV  from  the  deaigns  of  Oamart, 
eonOnaed  by  Levau  and  othew,  aw4  tom-jYttei  in  1733-49  by  the 
Floientiua  prchilect  Seroaftdoni.   Ite  tar.fcie,^  %en«Aw&^r^U) 
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is  eonsidered  one  of  the  best  of  its  period,  coiuiflts  of  a  Doric  and 
an  Ionic  colonnade,  placed  one  aboTe  the  other.  It  is  flanked  with 
^0  towers,  the  highest  of  which,  rebnilt  by  Ghalgrin,  and  2A0  ft. 
high,  is  alone  finished.  Five  flights  of  steps,  between  the  colomns, 
ascend  to  the  entrance.  Statues  of  SS.  Peter  and  Panl  flank  the 
central  portal.  Under  the  Convention  this  church  was  the  Temple 
of  Victory,  and  it  was  the  scene  of  a  banquet  given  to  General 
Bonaparte  in  1799.  When  the  gate  in  front  is  closed  visitors  enter 
by  the  S.  portal  or  by  a  small  door  to  the  left  behind  the  choir. 

The  Intkbior,  in  the  form  of  a  Greek  cross,  is  460  ft.  in  length,  184  ft. 
in  width,  and  106  ft.  in  height.  The  spherical  vaolting  is  borne  by  massive 
Corinthian  pillars.  The  eighteen  radiating  chapels  were  richly  adorned 
with  frescoes  in  the  19th  century.  Adjoining  the  second  pillar  are  b^ni- 
tiers  consisting  of  two  enormous  shells  (tridaehna  gigcu),  presented  to 
Francis  I.  by  ^e  Republic  of  Venice,  resting  on  rock-work  of  sculptured 
marble.

—2nd  Chapel :  Religion  solacing  a  dying  man,  and  Efficacy 
of  prayer  for  the  dead,  by  Heim,  —  3rd  Chapel:  St.  Roch  praying  for  the 
plague-stricken,  and  Death  of  the  saint  in  the  prison  of  Montpellier,  by  Abel 
de  Ptifol  (1821).  —  4th  Chapel :  Scenes  from  the  life  of  St.  Maurice ,  by 
Vinehon  (1822).  —  5th  Chapel :  Marble  monument  of  the  eur^  Languet 
(d.  1700),  by  Mieh.  aiodtz. 

LxvT  AiBLB.  ist  Chapel:  St.  Francis  Xavier  resuscitating  a  dead 
man,  and  Miraculous  cure  of  sick  persons  at  the  burial  of  the  saint,  by 
£<i/<m  (1809).  —  2nd  Chapel:  St.  Francis  de  Sales  preaching  in  Savoy, 
and  Ste.  Chantal  receiving  from  the  saint  the  constitution  of  a  new  order 
of  nuns  (*S<Burs  de  la  Visitation*),  by  Heese  (1860).  —  3rd  Chapel:  St.  Paul's 
Conversion,  and  St.  Paul  on  the  Areopagus,  by  Drolling  (1850).  —  4th  Chapel : 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul  recommending  foundlings  to  the  care  of  sisters  of 
charity,  and  The  saint  at  the  death-bed  of  Louis  XIII,  by  Guillemot  (1825), 
and  a  marble  group  by  E,  CabucJut  (1857).  — -  5th  Chapel :  Large  carved 
altar,  with  a  crucifix  and  confessionals  in  the  Louis  X\  style. 

TsANBXPT.  Left  arm :  Betrayal  by  Judas,  and  the  Crucifixion.  Right 
arm :  Resurrection  and  Ascension,  and  Prophets.  These  are  all  by  Signal 
(1872-76).  On  the  pavement  here  a  Meridian  Line  was  drawn  in  1743.  It  is 
prolonged  to  an  obelisk  of  white  marble  which  indicates  the  direction  of 
the  true  N.,  while  towards  the  S.  it  corresponds  with  a  closed  window, 
from  a  small  aperture  in  which  a  ray  of  sun -light  falls  at  noon  on  the 
vMTtieal  line  of  the  obelisk.  —  By  the  pillars  in  the  choir  are  eight  Apostles, 
two  Augels,  a  Scourging  of  Christ,  and  a  Mater  Dolorosa,  by  Boticliardon. 
The  seated  figures  above  the  doors,  by  Pradier^  represent  SS.  Paul  and 
John  the  Evangelist.

The  Gare  dn  Qnoi-d'Oraay  (PI.  K,  17,  i/,-  sec  p.  32],  th« 
terminus  gf  tbe  Orleans  Railway,  la  a  prominent  feature  on  the  right 
[E.)  of  the  Pont  de  Solftfrino,  TMa  huge  building,  completed  in  1000, 
has  taken  the  place  of  the  old  Cout  des  Complos,  wblch  was  burnt 
by  the  Communards  in  1871.  The  main  line  has  been  continued kithn 
from  the  old  tennlnns  on  tbe  Quni  d'Austerlitz  (p.  327),  a  distance 
of  about  2'/*M.,  nearly  2M.  of  which  are  nnderground .  The  arrival 
platform  ie  at  tbe  aide  facing  the  Sue  de  Bellechasse,  the  depulBN 
platform  being  neit  the  Seine.  There  la  a  handsome  n 
the  Orat  flgor,  reached  frem  the  cafif  below.  The  rest  of  the  buildln| 
is  occupied  by  a  Haiti  (p.  5).  The  adjocent  edifice  \s  the  Caiut  da 
DipSis  et  Conriynallon.'i. 

Opposite  tbiastationia  the  taste  fill  Palaiade  la,  Ligiond'HaniuiiT, 

fPl.  B,  17;  //].  bnilt  by  Rousseau  in  1782-89  tor  Prince  de  Salm- 

Kyrionrg,  and  re-eteoted  bf  public  aubsoription  after  Its  destroction 

by  Sre  during  the  Oommune.   Tte  4etQTs.&ou  wid  tbe  courtyard  art

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Directory.  Farther  on,  at  Rue  de  Lille  78,  is  the  German  Embassy 
(PL  R,  17;  //),  formerly  occupied  by  Prince  Eugdne  de  Bcauharnais. 

The  Chambre  del  D^put^i  (PL  R,  14;  IT),  otherwise  known  as 
the  Palais-Bourhon,  is  situated  on  the  Qua!  d'Orsay,  at  the  end  of 
the  BouL  St.  Germain  (p.  300),  and  opposite  the  Place  and  the  Pont 
de  la  Concorde  (p.  67).  The  palace  was  begun  in  1722  by  Girar- 
dini  for  the  dowager  Duchess  of  Bourbon,  daughter  of  Louis  XIY 
and  of  Mme.  de  Montespan.  The  Prince  de  Gond^,  the  grandson  of 
the  duchess,  enlarged  it  in  1777,  and  in  1790  it  was  declared  national 
property.  After  the  necessary  alterations  had  been  made  the  build- 
ing was  used  for  the  sittings  of  the  Council  of  Five  Hundred,  and 
afterwards  for  those  of  the  Corps  Ltfgislatif  and  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies,  which  has  581  members. 

The  original  fa^e  is  on  the  side  farthest  from  the  Seine,  in  the 

Bue  de  I'Uniyersit^.    The  little  square  in  front  of  it  is  embellished 

-with  a  marble  statue  of  Law,  by  Feuehhrea  (1855).    The  facade 

towards  the  river,  built  by  Poyet  in  1804-7,  is  in  the  style  of  a  Greek 

temple,  with  a  Corinthian  colonnade  of  twelve  columns.  To  the  right 

and  left  of  the  flight  of  steps  are  placed  statues  of  Themis  and  Minerva, 

and  on  massive  pedestals  in  firont  are  seated  figures  of  D^Aguesseau, 

Colbert,  L'Hdpital,  and  Sully.  On  each  side  of  the  portico  are  reliefs 

by  Bude  and  Pradier,  and  in  the  tympanum  a  group  by  Cortot,  which 

represents  France  with  the  constitution,  between  Liberty  and  Order, 

summoning  Commerce,  Agriculture,  and  Peace  to  her  aid. 

Intbbzob.  When  the  Chamber  is  sitting  visitors  are  admitted  only 
to  the  Salle  des  Stances,  for  which  they  require  a  ticket  from  the  ^se- 
cretaire de  la  qnestare*,  to  whom  application  should  he  made  by  letter 
or  through  an  ambassador.  The  public  entrance  (before  2  p.m.)  on  these 
occasions  is  in  the  small  building  to  the  right  of  the  grand  staircase  which 
ascends  from  the  quay.  At  other  times  the  building  is  open  to  the  public 
from  9  to  5 J  and  visitors  should  then  apply  to  the  left  in  the  court  be- 
hind, entered  from  the  Bue  de  rUniversit^ ;  they  are  escorted  by  an 
attendant  (fee).  —  The  Salle  dxs  Pas-Pbbdus  has  a  ceiling-painting  (Peace) 
by  BoTiMe  Vernet.  —  The  Sallx  dbs  S^akcss,  or  Assembly  Hall^  is  semi- 
drcolar  in  form,  and  is  borne  by  twenty  marble  columns,  behind  which 
are  the  public  galleries.  The  hail  is  embellished  with  a  reproduction  in 
tapestry  of  Ba^haers  School  of  Athens,  and  with  marble  stataes  of  Li- 
berty and  Public  Order,  by  Pnxdier.  —  The  Sallb  dks  ConfAbences  con- 
tains a  ceiling-painting  by  Heim^  representing  the  history  of  legislation  in 
France,  and  several  pictures:  President  Mold  arrested  by  the  factionists 
during  the  Fronde,  by  Vincent;  Opening  of  the  States-General  by  Philippe 
leBel,  by  Vinchon;  Self-sacrifice  of  the  burghers  of  Calais,  by -4ry  Scheffer. 
—  Hie  LxBBABT  is  adorned  with  ceiling-paintings  by  Eug.  Delacroix  (in  the 
cupolas,  Poesy,  Theology,  Legislation,  Philosophy,  and  the  Exact  Sciences ; 
in  the  lunettes  at  the  ends,  Attila  in  Italy  and  Orpheus  instructing  the  Greeks 
in  the  peaceful  arts).  —  In  the  Salle  des  Distributions  are  scenes  in  grisaille 
\iy  Abei  dt  Pujol.  —  The  Salle  Casimib-PAbieb  is  embellished  (vith  statues  of 
lUrabeau  and  Bailly  by  Jaley^  P^rier  by  Duret^  and  General  Foy  by  Desprez, 
and  bas-reliefs  by  Triqueti  and  DaXou. — The  Salle  du  Tbonb  contains  paint- 
ings of  Justice,  War,  Industry,  Agriculture,  and  the  Seas  and  Bivers  of 
France,  by  Eng,  Delaeroix, 

Adjoining  the  Palace  is  the  Hotel  de  la  Pr^fjidcnce  dc  la  CUaToibTe^ 

or  president's  residence,  built  about  1722  as  t\ie  maiiB\otv  ^lVi^"er$^Yt^ 

de  LMSssy,  and  incorpoiated  with  the  Palais-lio\iiboi\  \tl  \1*1^  \xsv^«t 
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tlie  name  of  Petit-Bourbon.  Farther  along  the  quay  is  the  Miniittrc 
da  AffalTU  Etraagira  TPl.  R,  U;  11),  or  Foreign  Omce,  a  hand- 
Bome  ediSce  Imilt  in  1849  by  Lai^ome'e.  Immedlatelr  beyond  is  the 
Esplanade  cleis  lavalides  (p.  30^). 

The  Rue  de  lille  and  Bue  de  rUnlversit^,  whiub  ran  paidlel  to 
theQuai  d'Oreay  on  the  S.  aatl  are  iDteiaectedbytheBoul.  St.  Germain, 
and  the  Sues  St,  Dominique ,  de  Grenelle  (p.  HOI],  and  de  Taienne, 
to  the  S.W.  and  3.  of  this  boulevaid,  present  a  somewliat  deserted 
appearance,  consieting  as  tbay  do  largely  of  private  liousee.  Maay  of 
tbeee  ore  old  mansions  of  the  French  nobility,  hidden  from  view  by 
the 'oours  d'honuanr'  In  front,  e.p.  in  thuRue  St.Dominiqi;e(Pl.B,  14, 
17  i  IV),  No.  45  and  No.  1  (with  an  oval  court,  built  by  O.  Botftand, 
1695);intheRuedeVareane(;Pl.  14,  17,  IG;  /K),  No.  ^7,  now  the 
Couveat  da  Saeri-Ciear,  and  No.  67,  formerly  the  Hfitel  de  Montmo- 
rency, now  the  Auttrian  Embatiy. 

In  tbe  Bonlevud  Bt.  OBno&in  (PI,  K,  17;  J  V),  which  was  begun 
under  Napoleon  III.  but  completed  after  his  time,  rises  the  Mirtlstirt 
de  la  GueweCPL  R,  14, 17 ;  //,  IV),  orWat  Offlue,  part  of  it  ocaupylng 
the  farmer  resideniie  of  President  Duret,  which  was  built  by  Aubi; 
in  1714  and  re-erected  by  Bouehot  in  1877.  It  was  inbabited  by 
Marshal  Richelieu  (1766),  Luclen  Bonaparte,  and  otber  personages. 
Near  it  Is  the  Mlniitire  des  Travaui  Publias  (PL  R,  17;  tV),  or  Offloe 
of  PublioWoilis,  formerly  Marsbal  Itoqnelaure'a  mangian,  conatmoted 
In  1726  by  I.eroux,  and  afterwards  tenanted  by  llie  Due  de  Bflhone- 
Snily  (1747)  and  OambacfirSa  (1812).  The  'annoie'  la  a  building  bf 
De  Ootte,  wMob  belonged  to  Marshal  Kellerminn. 

At  the  InlcrieetiDD  of  tbe  Kne  dn  Bao  anrl  Bnul,  Bt.  Oermain  Ii  ■ 
bronie  statue,  by  Damit.  of  Claudi  Ctapps  (1T63-1B05),  JOTimtor  of  (hi 
asrial  teUgraph.   —  Farlbcr  on  IhE  line  de  St-Tliomas-d'Ai^in  1ead<  tn 

d'Aqnln  (PI.  "      -     -  
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chapul  ia  adorned 
adminiJlerine  Jdflu™,  u,  -o-.™. 

At  No.  134,  on  the  left  side  ofthebouloTard,  isibe  QtograpUeH 
Soeiety,  witti  a  library  (ca.  60,000  vols,)  and  aouTenlrs  of  distlDr 
gulsbod  explorers  (adm.  daily,  1-4;  visUora  ring). 

Farther  on  the  Boul.  St.  Germain  passes  the  uhucch  of  9t.  Ger- 
main (p.  295),  tbe  Ecole  de  Mfidecine  (p.  270),  etc. 

The  EoB  dn  Bac  (PI,  B,  17,  16;  IV),  wMoh  enda  at  the  Pont- 
Royal,  is  one  of  the  oldest  streets  In  the  Faubourg  St.  GetmaJn.  IH 
name  recalla  an  old  ferry  ('bio').  The  lidttl  Le  Vaytr  it  de  BoutogM 
(No. 46)  has  a  handsome  <;ourt  and  a  sculptured  doorway;  &a  reTolD- 
tionlst  Barras  lived  there  In  1812.  At  No,  120,  ibeBSleldc  Clrmonlr 
Tonnerre  (1789 ;  flne  doors),  Chateaubriand  died  in  1848  (Inacrlptiou). 

Tbe  Rae  da  Bac  to  the  S.  of  the  Bool.  St.  Germain  is  croesed  b; 
theSuede  Greneltt,  in  whkli,  loftie\eUt.iASos.  67  and  68)  riset 
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SaUonSf  erected  in  1739  from  designs  by  Bouchardon.  It  consists 
of  a  crescent  in  tlie  centre  of  vMch  is  a  small  Ionic  portico,  adorned 
with  an  allegorical  group  in  white  marble  representing  the  City  of 
Paris  with  the  Seine  and  the  Mame.    In  niches  at  the  sides  are 

statues  of  the  Seasons  with  appropriate  reliefs. 

Kear  the  S.  end  of  the  Rue  du  Bac,  beyond  the  Rae  de  Varenne  Cp*  300), 
we  notice  on  the  left  the  huge  emporium  of  the  Bon  MarcM  (p.  48),  and 
on  the  right,  at  No.  128,  the  Siminaire  de>  Missions  Etrangeres  (PI.  U,  16; 
/F),  bnilt  in  1663  by  Bishop  Bernard  de  Ste.  Thdrdse  for  the  training  of 
Boman  Catholic  missionaries.  A  melancholy  sight  is  afforded  here  by  the 
Chamibre  de*  Martyrs  (shown  daily  except  Wed.,  from  1  to  i  or  6,  on  Sun. 
and  holidays  from  1  to  2.80),  which  contains  numerous  instruments, 
especially  from  China,  used  in  torturing  and  killing  Christian  martyrs,  blood- 
stained clothes  of  missionaries,   and  other  relics  (contribution  expected). 

The  main  frontage  of  the  Bon-Marchd  looks  into  the  Square  dee  Minagee^ 
with  a  marble  group  of  Sleep  by  M.  Moreau  and  'Presentiments',  by  Yiber, 
At  1^0. 16  in  the  Hue  de  Sevres  (PI.  R,  16;  /K),  which  skirts  it  on  the  S.W., 
is  the  Cowteni  de  VAbhaye-aux-Boie^  founded  in  1640.  Mme.  Rdcamier  re- 
tired thither  in  18U  and  lived  there  until  her  death  in  1849.  It  is  about 
to  be  pnUed  down.  At  No.  42  in  the  Rne  de  Sevres  is  the  ffdpital  Lainnecy 
formerly  the  Hospice  des  Incurables,  founded  in  1634  (interesting  court  and 
chapel).  Here  also  is  a  remarkable  Egyptian  fountain  (1st  Empire).  The 
EgUee  dee  Lcuarietee,  opposite,  contains  a  silver  reliquary  in  which  repose 
the  remains  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul.  A  little  beyond  are  the  Convent  des 
Oiseanz  and  the  Blind  Asylum  (p.  811). 

Betorning  to  the  Fontaine  de  Grenelle  through  the  Rue  du  Bac, 
we  follow  on  the  W.  the  Bue  de  Grenelle  (PI.  R,  17,  14 ;  IV).  The 
house  at  No.  76  had  for  its  occupants  Cardinal  d'Estr^es  (17th 
cent.),  Furstenberg,  Plessis-Richelieu, '  and  Galliffet.  No.  106  is  the 
Eglise  de  Pentemont  (1755),  since  1804  a  Protestant  church.  The 
MinisUre  de  VAgriculturej  du  Commerce  et  de  I'Industrie  occupies 
(No.  101)  the  old  H6tel  d'Argenson  (1700).  Nos.  138-140  (the  former 
H6tel  de  Ghatillon)  are  tenanted  by  the  Service  Qiographique  de  VAr- 
mit.  No.  127,  now  the  Archiepiscopal  Palace^  was  in  1740  the  H6tel 
de  Ghanac.  No.  79,  the  Russian  Embassy,  was  built  by  De  Gotte  for 
the  Duchesse  d'Estre'es  (1709). 

Ste.  Clotilde  (PI.  R,  14;  IV),  between  the  Rue  St.  Dominique 
(p.  300)  and  the  Rue  de  Grenelle,  one  of  the  finest  modem  churches 
in  Paris,  was  erected  in  1846-59  by  Oau  and  Ballu  in  the  Gothic 
style  of  the  14th  century.  The  spires  of  the  two  towers  rise  to  a 
height  of  226  ft. 

The  Intbbiob  consists  of  nave,  aisles,  transept,  and  ambulatory;  there 
are  no  lateral  doors.  Magnificent  stained-glass  windows  by  Mar&chal^  Oali- 
fnard.  Jourdv,  TMbaut,  Amaury  -  Duval,  Lusson,  and  JSeese.  The  two  small 
chapels  of  the  aisles  are  adorned  with  paintings  (named)  by  Delaborde. 
Under  the  windows  of  the  aisles  and  in  the  transept  are  bas-reliefs  by  Duret 
aad  PrcUUer,  forming  a  'Chemin  de  Croix\  —  The  chapel  of  Ste.  Val^re, 
the  martyr  of  Limousin,  to  whom  a  church  was  once  dedicated  on  this 
site,  is  in  the  right  (W.)  transept.  It  contains  scenes  from  her  history  by 
^ffi€pve«.  The  choir-screen  is  adorned  with  four  bas-reliefs  by  Quillaume, 
two  on  the  right  representing  Ste.  Valdre,  and  two  on  the  left  Ste.  Clotilde.

A  railing  separales  the  Place  from  the  outer  oDurt  o[  the  116tel  doa 
Invalides,  which  is  now  a  garden  enclosed  on  three  sides  by  a  dry 
moat.  A  'Batterie  Ttloraphalo'  plaoed  hehlnd  the  moat  is  used  In 
firing  salutes  on  grand  occasions.  There  are  also  a  howlbter  and 
eleven  nou-mouuted  guns.

The  garden  is  adorned  with  a  Statue  of  Prince  Eugene  de  BeaU" 
hamaU  (1781-1824),  viceroy  of  Italy  (1806-13),  In  bronze,  by  Du- 
mont,  formerly  In  one  of  the  boulevards. 

Some  of  the  statues  in  the  Square  des  Invalides,  to  the  E.  beyond  the 
court  may  be  noticed:^  An  ancestor  (Brennus,  the  Qallic  chief),  bronze  by 
AfoMOfiMe,  and  la  defence  of  hearth  and  home,  marble  by  Boiueau.  —  To 
the  W.,  in  the  Square  de  Latonr-Mauboarg,  the  Age  of  Bronze,  by  Ddhotnme. 

The  H6tel  des  Invalidefl  (PI.  B,  14;  iV),  the  oldest  institution 
of  its  kind,  was  founded  by  Louis  XIV  and  built  in  1670-75,  by 
Libiral  Bruant  and  J.  H.  Manaart.  The  dome  is  later  (see  p.  310). 
The  establishment  covers  an  area  of  about  30  acres,  and  was  in- 
tended to  accommodate  7000  inmates,  but  there  are  now  only  about 
50,  as  only  soldiers  absolutely  incapacitated  for  work  are  now  ad- 
mitted. Parts  of  the  building  have  been  devoted  to  other  purposes ; 
and  in  1898  tbe  headquarters  of  the  governor  of  Paris  were  trans- 
ferred bither. 

The  Facade  of  this  vast  edifice  rises  in  three  stories  and  is  about 
220  yds.  in  length.  At  the  principal  entrance  are  an  equestrian  figure 
of  Louis  XIV  in  bas-relief,  and  statues  of  Mars  and  Minerva,  in 
bronze,  all  by  Coiutou  the  Younger,  In  front  of  the  wings  are  placed 
four  groups  in  bronze,  by  Desjardins,  emblematical  of  four  eonquered 
nations.  These  formerly  belonged  to  the  monument  of  Louis  XIV  in 
the  Place  des  Victoires  (p.  207).  Above  and  in  the  dormer  windows 
are  various  trophies  In  stone. 

The  Cour  d*Honneur,  the  first  court,  is  enclosed  with  arcades, 
parts  of  which  are  adorned  with  paintings  by  B.  Masson^  representing 
scenes  from  the  epochs  of  Charlemagne,  St.  Louis,  Louis  XIV, 
and  Napoleon  I.  In  the  gallery  on  the  right  is  a  statue  of  General 
Paumesnil  (p. 255).  Opposite  the  entrance  is  the  church  (p.  309); 
on  the  right  the  Mus^e  d'Artillerie ;  on  the  left,  the  Mus^e  Historique 
(p.  307) ,  together  forming  the  Mus^e  de  FArm^e.  To  these  will 
shortly  be  added  the  Mus^e  de  la  Marine  (p.  167).  Changes  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  exhibits  are  not  infrequent. 

The  ^Xiis^e  d'Artlllerie  (admission,  see  p.  302)  is  a  most  com-  - 
plete  and  interesting  collection  (10,000  specimens)  of  weapons  and 
armour  of  all  kinds,  both  ancient  and  modern.

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Tlie  remainder  of  the  collection  is  placed  under  the  gates  and 
in  the  courts  on  each  side  of  the  corridor  mentioned  at  p.  805.  —  On 
the  left  is  the  Gou&  d'Anoodl^me  :  cannon  of  various  calihres,  in- 
cluding (on  the  right,  N  239)  a  German  piece  dated  1523;  N  49. 
Swivel-gun  bearing  the  name  of  Pierre  d'Aubusson  (d.  1503) ;  on 
the  left,  the  Griffln,  a  culverin  captured  at  Coblenz  in  1797,  cast  in 
1528,  and  -weighing  nearly  13  tons.  Bronze  statue  of  J.  B.  Oribeau- 
vol  (1715-1769),  first  inspector-general  of  ordnance,  by  Bartholdi. 
By  the  wall  here  is  a  chain  190  yds.  long,  and  3^2  tons  in  weight, 
used  by  the  Turks  at  the  siege  of  Vienna  in  1683  for  the  purpose 
of  strengthening  a  bridge-of-boats  over  the  Danube.  Under  the 
carriage-entrance  is  a  chain  with  fifty  iron  collars  for  prisoners, 
captured  in  the  Moroccan  camp  after  the  battle  of  Isly  in  1844.  — 
On  the  other  side  is  the  Oou&  db  la  Victoirb,  containing  modern 
cannon,  models  of  naval  cannon,  a  Russian  gun  and  carriage  from 
Sebastopol,  and  several  cannon  recovered  in  1872  from  Spanish 
galleons  which  foundered  in  the  Bay  of  Vigo  in  1702.  Ttien,  bronze 
and  brass  cannons,  mortars,  etc. ,  bearing  Anuamite  inscriptions  and 
'  the  emblem  of  the  *Roi  Soleil'  (Loiiis  XIV) ,  captured  at  Hu^  in 
1885  (probably  the  pieces  presented  by  Louis  XIV  to  the  Aunamite 
ambassador  at  Versailles).   To  the  left ,  armour-plates  pierced  by 

cannon-shots. 

The  staircase  (p.  305)  ascends  to  the  rooms  on  the  2nd  Floor.  The  four 
rooms  on  the  left  (Galebix  des  Costumes  dk  Gdee&e)  contain  72  models 
illuatrafing  Warlike  Aeeoutrements  of  prehistoric  times,  and  of  the  Oaols,  the 
Greeks,  the  Romans,  and  the  French,  from  Charlemagne  to  the  end  of  the 
l8th  century.  The  gallery  on  the  right  (Galebib  Ethnoqrapuique)  is 
occupied  by  an  interesting  collection  of  figures  of  savages  in  their  war* 
costumes,  representing  types  from  Africa,  America,  Asia,  and  Oceania. 

The  MoB^e  Historique  (adm.,  see  p.  302),  in  the  Gour  d'Honneur 
(p.  308),  opposite  the  Mus^e  d'ArtUlerie,  occupies  the  old  mess- 
rooms  on  the  groundfloor,  which  are  decorated  with  mural  paint- 
ings of  the  school  of  Van  der  Meulen,  dating  from  the  foundation  of 
'  the  Invalides,  and  the  two  corresponding  galleries  on  the  first  floor. 

Oround  Floor  —  Vbstibdlb,  where  sticks  and  umbrellas  must  be  given 
mp  (no  fee).  The  ceiling  is  decorated  with  a  remarkable  curtain  of  em- 
broidered silk  (the  dragon  worked  in  fine  gold)  taken  from  the  tent  of  the 
Empress  of  China  in  1900. 

Sallb  DBS  Tboph6bs  (originally  the  officers*   mess-room^   afterwards 
Salle  de  Torenne),  to  the  right.    The  exhibits  here  illustrate  the  Ancient 
Regime,  the  Ist  Republic,  and  tiie  1st  Empire.   Case  to  the  right :  Souvenirs 
of  Tarenne,  including  the  ball  that  killed  him  at  Sasbach  (1675).    To  the 
left  is  his  portrait  by  Ph.  de  Ghampaigne.    To  the  left  of  the  entrance.  Bust 
of  Lafayette  (1757-1834),  by  Houdon.    In  the  centre,  Equestrian  statue  of 
LoiUbXIV,  byB.  Baggi  (1830).    On  the  walls  are  busts  of  French  generals 
and  marshals.  —  Bight  wall.    Cases  i.  &2.    Honorary  weapons,  including 
those  of  Generals  Eellermann  (17d5-1820),  Hoche  (1768-97),   and  Augereau 
(1757-1818).

Snd  Floor.  Left  Side  (Oaltrie  de  La  Towr  d'Auverffne).  Six  rooms  con- 
taining uniforms,  arms,  portraits,  etc.,  illustrating  the  reigns  of  Louis  XYin, 
Charles  X,  and  Louis-Philippe.  Iq  the  2nd,  Bra,  and  6th  rooms  iilso  are 
three  reliefs:  Troops  bound  for  the  Crimea  murching  past  in  the  Place 
Venddme  (1865);  Duke  of  Orleans  arriying  at  the  Hotel  de  Ville  (1890); 
Attempt  on  the  life  of  Louis-Phllippe  (1835).  By  the  window  in  the  6th 
room,  British  medals  referring  to  wars  in  India,  presented  by  Lord  Curxon. 
—  Right  Side  (Oalerfe  d*Ast<u).  Six  rooms  with  figures  representing  spahis 
(Algeria),  Heharists  (Sahara),  sepoys  (India),  and  sharpshooters  from  Ma- 
dagascar, Tonkin,  etc.;  also  flags,  arms,  saddles,  etc.  from  French  colonies. 
Also,  in  the  3nd  Boom,  Beliefs  of  the  battles  of  Bouffarik  (1840)  and 
Mazagran  (1813);  caftan  of  Abd-el-Eader  (p.  856);  memorials  of  Gen.  Bu- 
geaud  (1784-1849)  and  Marshal  P^lissier  (1794-1864).  3rd  Boom,  Bust  of 
the  Due  d'Aumale  (p.  356),  by  G^rdme.  4th  Boom,  Bust  of  Gen.  Faidherbe 
(1818-89);  costumes  and  weapons  of  Soudanese  chiefs  (Samory  and  bis 
son;  1896-99).  5th  Boom.  Native  weapons  and  caparisons  from  Mada- 
gascar (expedition  of  1895-98).  6th  Boom.  J 1317.  Bich  sabre  of  Gia-Lorg, 
emperor  of  Annam,  found  in  a  tomb  near  Hu^  (1885).  In  the  centre, 
sketch-model  for  a  monument  to  Admiral  Courbet,  by  Falgui^re;  fine 
costumes. 

The  following  looms  are  open  only  to  visitors  proylded  with 

special  permits. 

Sallb  d''Honneub  or  Sallb  dbs  Mar&chaux,  situated  on  the  1st  floor, 
above  the  entrance  to  the  Gour  d''Honneur  (comp.  the  Plan).  Permission 
to  visit  it  may  be  obtained  on  written  application  (enclosing  stamp  for 
reply)  to  the  G^n^ral-directeur  du  Mus^e  de  TArm^e.  It  is  approached 
by  the  staircase  (PI.  J)  to  the  right,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Corridor  de 
Metz.  This  room,  long. used  as  a  library,  was  restored  to  its  original  con- 
dition in  1905,  when  its  fine  panelling  was  once  more  revealed.  Above  the 
doors  is  the  emblem  of  the  *Boi  Soleir  (Louis  XIV).  To  the  right  is  a 
replica  of  David^s  painting  of  Napoleon  on  the  St.  Bernard  (p.  362).  To 
the  left,  Gros^  General  Lariboiai^re  (1759-1812)  bidding  adieu  to  his  son 
before  ttie  battle  of  the  Moscova,  in  which  the  latter  was  killed.  Portraits 
and  busts  of  marshals  of  the  1st  Empire. 

The  Corridor  de  Bayonne  (comp.  Plan),  to  the  right  as  we  leave 
staircase  J,  leads  to  the  Cour  de  rinfirmerie,  behind  which,  on  the  left, 
is  the  Sallb  db  Lecture  et  dbs  Estampes  (adm.  as  above),  formerly  the 
Salle  St.  Louis.  To  the  right  is  the  Libbabt,  embellished  with  old  carved 
panelling. 

The  Galbbib  dbs  Plams-Bblibfs  dbs  Placesi  de  Guebbb,  on  the  4th 
floor  Tstaircase  E,  to  the  left  of  the  Corridor  de  Metz;  comp.  the  Plan),  is 
open  12-4  on  Tues.,  Thars.,  and  Sun.  in  June  and  July  only.  Orders  to 
view  it  (valid  for  4  pers.)  may  be  obtained  on  written  application  to  the 
G^^ral-diiecteur  du  Service  G^ographique,    Bue  de  Grenelle  140.    This 

faUery,  founded  by  Louvois,  contains  75  relief-plans  of  fortresses,  of  the 
6-18th  and  beginning  of  the  19th  cent.,  mostly  on  a  scale  of  1 :600.  Sketch- 
ing and  note-taking  are  strictly  forbidden. 

The  Gonr  d'Honnenr  is  bounded  on  the  S.  by  the  Eglise  des 
Inyalides.

From  the  S.E.  snglc  of  tbeOonvd'Honneur,  toHieriglit  as  we  qnlt 
the  uhaich,  the  long  Gonidor  do  Metz  leads  on  the  3.  to  the  apace 
in  front  of  the  Dume,  which  is  separated  from  the  Place  Tasbu 
T(p.  311]  by  a  wrought  iron  railing. 

The  *DAme  deg  Invalidea  is  a  eecond  oi  HDiiliaiy  chacch  huilt 
by  J.  H.  Maniart  in  16S3-170(>  ta  a  crowning  feature  of  the  enttn 
Blnicture,  and  as  an  'Eglise  Royale'  where  Iho  king  and  his  court 
could  attend  divine  aecvicD.  Tho  church  ia  a  eqaare  pile,  i9S  rt.  la 
breadth,  nunnonnted  by  a  nironlar  tower  with  twelve  windows  and 
a  lofty  dome,  above  whii-h  rile  a  lantern  and  cross,  34i  ft.  in  height. 
The  dome,  eonipleted  in  173&,  le  partly  gilded,  and  embellished 
with  reliefs  representing  military  trophies.  The  principal  entrance 
is  on  the  9.  aide  (adm.,  see  p.  303].  ' 

The  centre  of  the  interior  is  occupied  hy  an  open  circular  erypl 
in  which  il  tketomh  of  Napoleon.  In  the  middle  of  each  of  the  fonr 
walls  of  the  church  is  an  elliptical  apse,  while  the  angles  of  the  rect- 
angle are  occnpied  by  round  chapels,  raised  a  little  above  the  am- 
bulatory tliat  unites  them.  In  the  apses  on  the  right  and  left  are 
tomhs  of  loarshals  of  Louis  XIV,  and  in  the  anterior  round  chapelt 
are  sarcophagi  of  members  of  Napoleon's  family.  Abovp  tlie  eenltal 
crypt  rfses  the  dome,  supported  by  four  piers,  the  massive  eirnctore 
of  which  is  relieved  by  passages  and  columns.  The  drum  is  adomeii 
wilh  a  broad  decorative  frieze,  with  twelve  medallions  of  French 
kings,  above  which  are  as  many  large  windows.  The  dome  propa 
consists  of  two  sections.  The  first  of  these  la  divided  into  twelvt 
compartments,  painted  with  Bguies  of  the  Apostles  by  Jouc<Ml. 
Through  tiie  opening  in  the  middle  the  oppet  section  is  seen,  adorned 
vrithalargecompDsttionbyCA.iJeLa/b'"''  ^t.  Louis  offering  to  Christ 
the  sword  with  which  he  had  vanquished  the  foes  of  Christianity. 
This  second  cupola  is  lighted  from  above,  but  the  sky-lights  are  not 
visible.  The  Evangelists  in  the  spandrels  are  also  by  Dc  Lafoutl 
the  paintings  above  the  high  altar,  by  iV.  Cayptl.  The  outer  easing 
of  the  dome  Is  of  woodwork  covered  with  lead. 

The  Tomb  of  Knpoleon  I.,  ronatracled  in  1843-6.1  from  deaigni 
hy  Vurtmti  the  Vounptr.  is  directly  under  the  dome.  II  cjinsistoof  ai 
open  filreoJar  crypt  IH  It.  In  depth  and  3B  ft.  in  diametej.  In  tbi 
middle  is  the  sarcophs^  ol  Aie  em^^di,  '«W  va«  bora  at  AjMidtt 
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in  1769,  and  who  died  at  St.  Helena  in  1821.  His  remains  were 
bronght  to  Paris  in  1840.  The  sarcophagus,  which  measures  13  ft 
by  6V2  ft.,  with  a  depth  of  14^2  ft»)  was  hewn  out  of  a  single  block  of 
Siberian  porphyry.  On  the  mosaic  pavement,  which  represents  a 
wreath  of  laurels,  are  inscribed  the  names  of  battles  (BivoUy  Pyramids^ 
Marengo,  Au8terUt%,  Jena,  Friedland,  Wagram,  and  Moseova).  The 
tweWe  colossal  figures  surrounding  the  crypt,  and  symbolising  the 
principal  Napoleonic  victories,  are  by  Prctdier;  the  twelve  marble 
reliefs  are  by  Simart,  The  six  trophies  consist  of  sixty  flags  captured 
in  battle.  The  faint,  bluish  light  admitted  from  above  serves  to 
enhance  the  solemn  grandeur  of  the  scene. 

The  entrance  to  the  crypt  (closed)  is  at  ttie  back  of  the  high-altar. 
It  is  flaaked  by  two  colossal  statues  in  bronze  by  Dureiy  one  bearing  a 

?;Iobe,  tiie  other  a  sceptre  and  crown.  Above  the  entrance  are  these  words 
rom  the  emperor^s  will:  ^Je  desire  que  mes  cendres  reposent  sur  les 
bords  de  la  Seine,  an  milieu  de  ce  peuple  fran^ais  que  )'ai  tant  aim^\  On 
the  other  side  are  two  sarcophagi,  bearing  the  names  of  Duroc  (1772-1813) 
and  Bertrand  (1778-1844).  the  emperor's  faithful  frienda,  the  latter  even 
sharing  his  captivity  at  St.  Helena. 

The  two  Ghapsls  on  either  side  of  the  crypt  contain  monuments  of 
the  marshals  of  Louis  XIV :  Henri  de  La  Tow  dl'Auvergne,  Vicomte  de  Twenne 
(1611-75)*,  his  statue  in  marble  (by  Tuby  and  Maray)  was  brought  from 
•  St.  Denis }  the  bronze  relief  represents,  the  battle  of  Diirkheim  (1675). 
Sibaetien  le  Presire  de  Vauban  (1633-1707),  the  famous  military  engineer, 
with  a  statue  by  Etex  (1847).  —  The  Chapels  at  the  corners  are  sur- 
mounted by  domes  painted  by  B.  and  L.  Boullongne  and  M.  Comeille. 
The  chapel  on  the  right  contains  the  sarcophagus  of  Joseph  Bonaparte 
(1768-1<!^),  King  of  Spain ;  that  on  the  left  (nearer  the  entrance),  that  of 
Jir6me  Bonaparte  (1764-1860),  King  of  Westphalia,  with  his  statue  by 
E.  Gnillaume;  here  also  are  a  smaller  sarcophagus  with  the  ashes  of  his 
eldest  son,  and  another  in  which  the  heart  of  his  wife  is  preserved. 


In  front  of  the  Dome,  to  the  right,  is  the  hew  building  of  the 
Pharmade  Cenirale  de  VArmie,  constructed  in  the  17th  cent,  style. 
—  From  the  Place  Vauban  (PL  R,  13}  IV),  which  is  also  in  front 
of  the  Dome,  the  Avenue  de  Breteuil  leads  on  the  S.  to  the  Place  de 
Breteuil,  where  a  Monument  of  Pasteur  (p.  336),  by  Falguipre,  was 
erected  in  1904.  Pasteur  is  seated,  surrounded  by  figures  of  grateful 
human  beings  and  animals.  The  Avenue  de  Breteuil  ends  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Boulevard  Pasteur  (Avenue  de  Suffren  Station  on 
the  M^tro,  see  Appx.,  p.  31). 

To  the  E.,  at  the  intersection  of  the  Avenue  de  Villars  and  the  Boulevard 
des  Invalides,  is  the  church  of  St.  Tranpois-Zavier,  erected  in  1861-75  by 
Lnaaon  and  Uohard.  It  is  adorned  with  mural  paintings  by  Lameire,  E.  De- 
launay,  Cazes,  and  Bouguereau,  a  Virgin  by  Bonassieuz,  and  stained  glass 
by  llar^chal.     The  arrangement  of  the  interior  is  somewhat  peculiar. 

The  Rue  Monsieur  (PI.  R,  13;  /F),  to  the  E.  of  this  church,  contains, 
at  No.  12,  the  former  H6tel  des  Archives  de  TOrdre  de  St.  Lazare,  built  by 
Brongniart.    In  the  court  are  four  reliefs  by  Glodion. 

At  the  end  of  the  Boulevard  des  Invalides,  on  the  right,  is  the  Blind 
Asylum,  or  JntMution  dee  Jeunee  Aveuglee  (PI.

The  EoolB  HiUtaiTB  (PI.  R,  10;  /),  nhlcL  la  readied  from  the 
Place  VanbiQ  (p.  3HJ  by  following  the  Avenae  de  Tonrvllle  to  the 
W.  and  then  the  At.  de  Lonendsl  to  the  left,  1b  uilmpaBing  ediflco 
(lT61-823byOabrKI.  The  school  «u  foutided  in  1751  byLouUXT, 
'pour  y  clever  cinq  cente  gentllshommes  dans  toates  lea  adencet 
nfcese&lres  et  coiiTBnables  t  iin  ofBciei'.  In  1792  it  wsa  MUTBited 
Into  barrai^hB,  and  In  1865  It  wu  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  two 
wings;  the  EcoU  SttpMeure  dt  Outrrt,  a  training  Inetltotlon  for 
ofSi:eiB  fonaded  In  1878,  was  afterwsids  installed  there.  The  build- 
ing covers  an  area  of  '26  acres.  The  S.E.  facade  looks  on  to  the  PUm 
Fontenoy,  containing  a  monmnent  for  1871,  In  the  form  of  a  pyramid. 
The  fafade  on  the  N.W.  aide  poBaeeaee  a  Corinthian  portico  of  eight 
flnted  eolnmns,  43  ft.  In  height,  aurmounted  by  a  quadrangular  dome. 

The  Ecole  Mtlltaire  Is  bounded  on  the  8.W.  by  the  Avtmit  dt 
Suffrtn,  which  eiteiids  on  the  S.E.  to  the  Boulevard  Pasteur  (MStro, 
see  p.  32)  and  on  the  N.W.  to  the  Qual  d'Orsay  [p.  'il3),  passing 
the  WonI  H'fiMi(Pl.  R,10, /;  p.  43),  326  ft.  In  height,  erected  for 
the  Universal  Exhibition  of  1900. 

Farther  to  the  S.W,  are  the  Bmievanh  dt  GrtneUe  and  dt  Gari- 
iam  [Ft.  R,  7, 10,  13;  J),  uniting  the  Qua!  de  Crenelle  [p.  314)  with 
the  Boulevard  Pasteur  (see  above).  These  boule-varda  are  traversed 
throughout  by  ibo  vladnrts  of  Line  IS  of  the  MStropolitaiii  (ge« 
App:^.,  pp.  31,  32). 

The  Chunp-ds-Kua  (PI.  R.  8,  10,  11 ;  /),  which  is  IfOO  yds, 
in  length  and  &D0  yds.  in  width,  was  laid  out  about  1770  for  tba 
Ecole  Milltalre  and  was  used  for  military  manceavres.  The  groand 
was  occupied  by  the  EihibiHons  of  1867,  1878,  1889,  and  1900, 

The  former  GaUrle  da  MacUna,  a  survWa!  of  the  1889  and  1900 
Exhibitions,  which  It  is  now  proposed  to  detnoltsh ,  is  a  huge  hall 
450  yds.  long,  166  yds.  broad,  and  !60  ft.  high,  designed  by  F. 
Dutert  and  Oontaniln.  ^~  A  project  is  on  foot  Cor  oonvertlng  the 
Ohamp-de-Mars  into  a  park  eorrounded  on  all  sides  with  boilulon.

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On  being  told  that  he  was  trembling,  he  r^orted  *Oai,  mon  ami.  mais 
c'ert  de  froid\  Another  festival,  the  funons  Champ  d«  Mai^  was  eelebrated 
here  b}  Kapoleon  on  June  Ist,  1816.  Here  toof  in  Augnst,  1880,  Louis 
Philippe  presented  colours  to  the  National  Guard,  and  in  l863  Napoleon  III. 
distributed  to  the  army  the  eagles  which  were  to  replace  the  Gallic  cock. 

The  *Eiffel  Tower  (Tour  Eiffel;  PI.  R,  11,  I)^  or  Tow  de  Trois 
Cents  MHreSf  close  to  the  Seine  and  opposite  the  Trocadtfro ,  was 
bnUt  by  Eiffel  in  1887-89.  It  is  yisible  from  every  point  in  Paris 
and  the  environs.  This  enormous  stiaeture  is  the  loftiest  mon- 
ument in  the  world,  attaining  a  height  of  984  ft.,  or  not  far  short 
of  twice  the  height  (555  ft.)  of  the  Washington  Column  at  Wash- 
ington (Mole  Antonelliana  at  Turin  545  ft.,  tower  of  Ulm  cath- 
edral 52d  ft.,  Cologne  515  ft,  Rouen  495  ft.,  Great  Pyramid  451  ft., 
St.  Paul's  In  London  404  ft.).  —  The  hase,  resting  on  four  massive 
piers  of  masonry,  the  foundations  of  which  are  sunk  to  a  depth  of 
46  ft.  on  the  side  next  the  Seine,  and  29^2  ft.  on  the  other  side, 
forms  a  quadrangle  141  yds.  square  (Great  Pyramid,  250  yds.).  The 
g:irderB  which  stay  the  structure  of  interlaced  Iron-work  are  hollow. 
The  four  uprights  have  an  initial  inclination  of  54®,  and  beneath 
the  first  platform  are  united  with  each  other  by  round  spans.  Above 
the  First  Platform^  which  is  190  ft.  above  the  ground  and  is  over 
71  yds.  square,  the  four  uprights  are  still  distinct,  but  they  gradually 
approaeh  each  other  as  they  ascend,  and  finally  coalesce  into  a  single 
shaft  at  a  height  of  about  590  ft.  —  The  Second  Platform  is  placed 
at  a  height  of  380  ft.  At  680  ft.  is  a  kind  of  landing-place  or  floor. 
Even  as  It  approaches  the  top  the  tower  Is  33  ft.  square.  —  The 
Third  Platform^  at  the  foot  of  the  double  lantern  which  terminates 
the  tower,  905  ft.  from  the  ground,  supports  a  glass  pavilion,  54  ft. 
square,  capable  of  holding  800  people.  The  Lantern  rises  79  ft.  higher. 
A  staircase  ascends  within  it  to  a  circular  balcony,  19  ft.  in  diameter, 
above  which  again  is  the  electric  light,  which  is  seen  at  night  for  a 
distance  of  45  miles. 

The  A$emtt  of  the  tower  is  recommended  only  in  clear  weather,  when 
it  is  neither  cold  nor  windy.  The  tower  is  open  daily  from  10  a.m.  till 
dusk,  from  March  to  November  (in  winter,  see  below).  Visitors  ascend  to 
the  second  platform  (where  they  change  lifts)  by  staircases  or  lifts  (ateen- 
setws^  ibeyond  that  by  the  lift  alone.  The  staircases  (350  steps  to  the  first 
floor,  380  to  the  second)  are  in  the  W.  and  E.  legs  of  the  tower,  or  the 
first  on  the  right  and  the  second  on  the  left  as  we  come  from  the  Seine. 
The  Charge  is  the  same  for  the  staircases  or  lifts :  to  each  of  the  platforms 
1  fr.  ii,€.  in  all  3  fr.)i  on  Son.  and  holidays  1  fr.  to  the  first,  >/>  fr.  to  the 
second  and  third  (3  fr.  in  all).  —  The  terrace  of  the  4th  story  is  open  to 
the  public  on  Sun.,  Hon.,  Wed.,  and  Thursday.  —  In  winter  visitors  are 
allowed  to  ascend  the  staircases  to  the  first  two  platforms,  daily  from  12 
till  4  (1  fr.).  —  Restaurant  (d^j.  4  fr.  incl.  wine  or  k,  la  carte)  and  Theatre 
(seats  2-5  fr.)  on  ^e  first  platform,  which  is  open  till  11  p.m.  from  June 
1st  to  the  end  of  August.  Bars,  shops,  etc.  on  the  second  and  third  platforms. 

The  *View  from  the  top  is  very  extensive,  and  may  range  in  certain 
directions  56  H.  in  a  direct  line.  To  the  S.W.,  for  example,  we  may  see 
as  far  as  Ghartres,  to  the  N.E.  as  far  as  ViUers-Gotterets.  The  view  from 
the  first  two  platforms  is  bounded  by  the  hills  surrounding  Paris.

MBiie  de  M^dicts,  widow  of  Henii  IV,  baving  puichsged  in  1612 
the  ch&tesu  and  giounds  of  the  Due  de  Piney-LnKembouig,  com- 
missioned three  yearn  liter  the  arthltett  Salomon  Debrosie  10  hnild 
her  B  Urge  new  palace.  This  vaa  called  Ifae  F&Iaii  da  Ltuemboiug 
(PI.  K,  ID;  iK),  tbe  name  of  the  origind  owner  being  retained.  In 
the  eniploymenl  of  roatioa  pilnatera  and  in  the  trealment  of  the 
CDort  it  hears  some  Teseniblsnoe  to  tlie  PiUl  Palace  at  Floienu, 
Marie's  sncestTal  hooie,  bat  at  the  s&me  time  it  pteiettes  in  un- 
mistiluibly  French  chancier,  especially  in  the  comer-paviliona  with 
their  lofty  roofs.  The  principal  fafsde,  nesrly  100  yds.  long,  vhich 
notwithstanding  me.n7  restorations  still  reveals  the  original  design, 
looks  towards  the  Rue  de  ViDglrsrd  on  the  N.  side,  opposite  the  Riie 
de  Tournon.  Important  alterations  were  made  by  CKalgrin  in  1804, 
by  order  of  Napoleon  I.,  who  installed  his  Senate  in  this  paUne.  The 
facade  towards  the  garden,  formerly  similar  to  the  principal  front, 
was  restored  in  1836'41  by  A.  dt  Qitori,  who  adhered  as  fir  as 
possible  to  the  style  of  the  original  bnlldlng.  After  1S15  the  pilsce 
wflg  occnpied  by  the  Chamha  of  Petri,  then,  under  Nspoleon  HI., 
by  the  Stnate.  Since  1879  it  has  been  the  scat  of  the  latter  body, 
and  Is  known  as  the  Falaii  du  Sfnat, 

Prior  Id  the  Revolution  Ihe  palace  om  inhabited  bj  various  prjncsi 
and  princeiiet.  Converted  Into  a  priidn  under  ttae  CunTeation,  it  barbniired 
many  dlillneulsbed  vlcUms,  incladlng  Harilial  de  Hnalllei,  nbo  was  be- 
headed, loeetber  with  bis  wile,  »1  tbe  age  of  79,  the  Vicomle  de  Bsan- 
harnaii  and  his  wife  Josdnliine  {afterwards  BmpresH  of  Ibe  Frencb),  Hubert, 
Sxid,  DanlOD,  Canille  Deamoulins,  and  tbe  poet  Fibre  d'Eelsotlne.  In 
1735  11  became  tbe  PaldiDimetorial  J  Iben,  in  1790,  lbs  Palais  dn  ConsuUt, 
aniil  Bonaparie  mide  tbe  Tullfirles  his  reiidenee.  In  ISDO.

On  each  side 
of  the  president's  seat  is  a  painting  by  Blondel:  the  Peers  offering  the  crown 
to  Philippe  le  Long,  and  the  Estates  of  Tours  conferring  on  Loots  Xn  the 
title  of  *father  of  the  people*.  At  the  beginning  of  the  larger  semicircle  is  a 
statue  of  Charlemagne,  by  EteXy  and  one  of  St.  Louis,  by  Dumont.  —  Tde 
Galebib  des  Bdstss  contains  busts  of  former  peers  and  senators.  —  In  the 
Saixr  d'Attbntb  are  three  views  of  the  Luxembourg  garden  by  Victor  Maree 
(1906).  —  Bdysttb  (refreshment-room;  formerly  the  bedroom  and  ^cabinet 
dor^  of  Marie  de  M^dicis).  Paintings :  Ca^nel^  Bicheliea  and  Louis  XIII  \ 
Caminade,  The  Chancellor  de  L*H6pital  (see  p.  26A)  returning  the  seals  to 
Charles  IX;  Vinchon,  Achille  de  Harlay  rejecting  the  proposals  of  the  Due 
de  Guise;  ChampmarUn^  Charlemagne;  H.  Flandrin^  St.  Louis;  A.  Eeste^ 
Louis  XIV;  DeeaUne^  Allegorical  ceiling-paintings.  —  The  Salls  dbs  Pas- 
FxBDDB  or  DBS  CoNF^RBNCES,  formerly  the  throne-room,  was  completed  in 
1856  and  is  handsomely  decorated  in  the  Louis  XIV  style.  On  the  vaulting, 
in  the  centre,  the  Apotheosis  of  Napoleon  I.  hj  Alaux;  at  the  sides,  Peace 
and  War,  by  Brune ;  at  the  ends,  the  Apotheosis  of  the  kings  of  France,  by 
Lth0Mum.  Handsome  chimneypiece  of  1880  where  the  throne  once  stood. 
On  one  of  the  panels,  Daphne,  in  Gobelins  tapestry,  after  Albert  Maignan 
(1905).  —  Salox  Bomain  or  dks  Tapissbbies  Views  of  Rome  (painted 
on  cloth  in  grisaille).  —  Salle  dbs  (^mmissions.  Ceiling  -  paintings  by 
H.  Seheffer^  Jctdin^  and  Picot.  —  Escalibb  d^Honnbdb.  Twelve  Gobelins  and 
Beauvais  tapestries.  —  Salon  de  Jeanne  Hachbtte.  Statue  of  Jeanne  Ha- 
chette,  the  heroine  of  Beauvais,  by  Bonassievx.  —  Bobeadx  db  Coumission. 
L.  0.  Merton^  Design  for  stained  glass;  Ohavii^  Woman  aaleep;  modem 
pictures,  from  the  Luxembourg  Gallery,  by  E.  Dvez^  A.  de  Neuville,  H. 
Leroux^  and  others.  In  the  K.  wing  is  the  Gbandb  Galebib  or  Galbbie 
Est,  for  which  Bubens  painted  his  series  of  scenes  from  the  life  of  Marie 
de  If^dicis  (p.  132).  The  ceiling  is  adorned  with  an  Aurora  by  CaUet 
and  the  Signs  of  the  Zodiac  by  Jordtun*  (pupil  of  Bubens). 

Descending  to  the  groundflcor,  we  visit,  in  the  W.  part  of  the  palace, 
the  Sallb  du  Livre  d''Or  (wrongly  called  the  Salle  de  Marie  de  Medicis), 
in  which  was  kept  the  Mivre  d^or\  containing  the  names  of  the  members 
of  reigning  families.  This  room  consists  of  a  gallery  adorned  with  medal- 
lions attributed  to  Bubens's  pupils,  Van  Thulden  and  Van  Httden^  and  a 
room  ornamented  with  arabesques  with  figures  by  Oiovanni  da  Udine(f). 
The  two  ceiling-paintings  (Apotheosis  of  Marie  de  Medicis,  and  the  Queen 
establishing  peace  in  France)  are  attributed  to  Van  den  Hoecke  or  to  Jean 
MotnUr.  —  The  Chapel,  restored  in  1892,  is  richly  decorated  with  paint- 
ings by  Oigoux  (titles  given) ;  behind  the  altar  are  the  Twenty-four  Elders 
of  the  Apocalypse,  by  Abel  de  Pvjol;  under  the  organ,  a  Group  of  Angels, 
by  JaU^. 

To  the  W.  of  the  palace  is  a  wing  known  as  the  Ptiii-Luxtm- 
howg  (PI.  R,  19}  IV),  originally  the  residence  of  Richelieu  in  1622, 
now  that  of  the  president  of  the  senate.  The  pretty  Chapel,  adjacent, 
was  built  in  1622-31  and  belonged  originally  to  the  nunnery  of 
the  Filles  du  Galvaire. 

The  *Hiuie  du  Luxembourg  (PI.  R,  19;  IV),  a  collection  of 
Works  of  Contemporary  Artistaj  consisting  chiefly  of  paintings  and 
sculptures,  occupies  the  former  Orangery,  altered  and  enlarged,  to 
the  W.  of  the  Petit  -  Luxembourg.  The  works  exhibited  at  the 
Luxembourg  are  generally  transferred  to  the  Louvre,  or  sent  to  pro- 
vincial galleries,  about  ten  years  after  the  death  of  the  artists,  so 
that  a  eomprehensive  survey  of  modem  French  art  cannot  be  obtain- 
ed In  one  place.

On  stands  in  tbe  centre  of  the  third  room  are  drawings  by  P.  Flandrin^ 
FaiUin-LeUour,  and  M.  Ferret. 

The  last  room  but  one  on  the  S.  side  (PI.  7)  contains  collections  of 
paintings,  drawings,  etchings,  engravings,  or  lithographs  of  various  artists 
in  turn. 

The  *eard«n  of  the  Lnzembourg  (PL  R,  G,  16,  19;  iTOi  which 
was  formerly  of  much  greater  extent  than  at  present,  is  the  only  re- 
maining Renaissance  garden  in  Paris;  the  greater  part  of  it  was  plan- 
ned by  Dehrosse^  the  architect  (see  p.  3l4).  It  is  open  daily  from 
early  morning  till  dusk,  and  is  the  most  frequented  promenade  on 
the  left  hank  of  the  Seine.  Like  the  Tuileries  Garden  and  the  Palais- 
Royal,  it  has  its  military  band  in  summer,  the  latter  playing  under  the 
trees  near  the  Boul.  St.  Michel  on  Tues.,  Frid.,  and  Sun.,  from  4  to 
5,  or  from  5  to-6  (comp.  p.  44).  From  April  1st  to  Sept.  30th  the 
fountains  play  daUy,  at  other  seasons  on  Sun.  only.  The  principal 
entrances  are  on  the  sides  next  the  Boul.  St.  Michel  (p.  269) ,  the 
Rue  de  Vaugirard  close  to  the  Od^on  (p.  325),  the  Rue  du  Luxem- 
bourg, and  the  Av.  de  VObservatoire  (p.  325),  but  there  is  another 
on  the  W.  side,   close  to  the  exit  from  the  Luxembourg  Gallery. 

The  garden  contains  few  lawns  and  not  many  flowers.  Squares 
enclosed  by  trees,  and  open  spaces  for  children*s  games  and  for  the 
display  of  sculpture  are  the  prevailing  features.  On  the  terrace  of 
the  Museum  are  statues  belonging  to  it:  JJousitn,  Phaeton ;  Thomas, 
A  discovery  at  Pompei;  Trentacoste,  Sower;  Fr.  MacMonnies 
(Amer.),  Bacchante;  ChrUtophe,  Fate;  Maniglier,  Chaser  in  metal; 
CharpethiUr,  Improvisatore;  Steiner,  Shepherd  and  Faun;  Barthilemy, 
Goatherd;  E.  QuUlaume,  Mower.  Opposite,  on  the  lawn :  The  effort, 
a  large  leaden  statue  in  the  midst  of  rocks,  by  Pierre  Roche;  Source 
and  Stream,  by  Chatrofisse,  and  a  copy  of  the  Venus  de  Medici 
(formerly  at  the  fountain  of  that  name,  p.  324).  Behind  the  Museum : 
Sculpture  (Phidias),  by  A.  Millet;  Painting,  by  Franceeehi.  Between 
these,  in  the  middle  of  the  wall,  is  a  mosaic,  by  Ren6  Martin  et  Gie., 
of  Peace  crowning  the  names  of  modern  artists  from  David  to  Puvis 
de  Ohayannes.  After  the  contest,  by  Levasseur;  At  the  goal,  by  A. 
Boucher.  Farther  on  is  the  Monument  of  Eugene  Delacroix  (1798- 
1863),  the  painter,  by  DoZou.  It  consists  of  a  fountain  with  a 
bronze  bust,  and  bronze  figures  of  Time  bringing  fame  to  the  artist 
and  the  Genius  of  Art  applauding  him.  —  In  the  remaining  W.  ^att 
of  the  garden :  Triumph  of  Silenus ,  a  spirited  gtoxi^  \tv  \>ic>wLfc  \si 
DcUou  (near  the  Museum^;  near  by,  Bust  of  Gabriel  Vlcaxre  VV^ASi-

irttst ;  then,  Model  of  the  flRure  iif  Liberty,  by  BarWoidi  (see  p.  234) ;

ofa  btonie  bnet,  with  the  bust  of  a  wuman  on  the  pedestal,  by 
£.  Duboit.  On  the  Uirn  to  the  left,  A  Gaul,  by  an  anknown  aitiet. 
Beyond  the  crosa-valk,  od  the  right:  Poor  Cilibrlan  pilgrim,  by 
Pctmi  {1H47);  farther  on,  Monumnti  to  WaiUm  (1684-1731),  by 
(faujuM  (1896),  oonsisting  of  a  baetof  the  painlar,  in  pewter,  ullh 
a  lady  (in  marble)  of  the  time  of  Louie  XY  offering  him  flowers ; 
clOBB  to,  jtfonumeni  (o  Ftrdirtinut  Fabre  (1827-98),  the  poet,  by 
Marqvtfle  (1903);  his  bust  1b  borne  by  a  lofty  pedestal  at  the  foot 
of  which  are  a  girl  Vrlth  her  goat.  Then,  near  the  Rne  Augqste- 
Oomte,  Family  Joya,  by  DaiSon;  Boat  of  SaiutB-BeuTo  (1804-68), 
the  OTitio,  by  Pueeh  (1898);  Enstanlie  Ls  Suaur,  by  Evaon;  Wreit- 
len  l^bionze),  by  Oian;  higher  ap,  on  the  left,  Stage  (bronie), 
by  Ledue;  Uanumtnt  to  Ft.  Le  Play  (180*1-1883),  the  econo^l^l^ 
by^»ar(l906;  bToni;e;)j  Saga  (bronze),  by  Rlnj/eJ  iTiffEacA  ;  Urffi 
oolninn  with  an  allegorlBnl  capital  and  bas-teliefs,  by  E.  ifcrrif  (1906); 
Lion  and  Oetrich,  by  Cain. 

In  the  centre  of  the  garden  la  a  large  space  sunouuded  by  a 
leirace  and  balastrade  and  embellished  with  an  octagnnal  fountiin- 
basin.  To  the  right  and  left,  on  marble  calamus:  David  vietoriant 
over  Goliath,  Venns  leaving  the  bath,  Italian  works  of  the  16th  cenlBty' 
On  this  side  of  the  fountain,  as  we  return,  Archldamas  about  to  thiOK 
the  diaens,  by  Lemaire;  lo  the  right,  Valean,  by  Bridan  iht  EUtti 
Maiiua  amid  therniiisof  Carthago,  by  V.Vilami  in  front  of  the  Fi- 
lace.  Statue  of  Bailiy  (p.  312),  reading  the  eatb  at  the  Jeu  de  Paune 
(p.  it51),  in  bronze  by  Aabi,  etc.  There  are  also  various  copies  at  ui- 
tli^ne  statnary. 

The  torracel  aronud  the  parterre  are  cmheUUhed  with  twenty 
modern  statnes  in  marble  of  celebrated  Frenchwomen  (broDght  Iroiil 
the  Park  of  Sceaui,  p.  409),  the  Btlffneas  of  which  does  not  harmw- 
izewell  with  the  garden.  Their  names  are  i nscribed ,  At  the  end,  t« 
the  left:  Toil,  a  bronie  sUlue  by  OauthcTin;  'Maichand  de  Ma'qnei', 
by  Aitrvc  (188^;  the  twelve  niaaks  are  portralta  of  contemportulei. 
Incl.  Corot,  A.  Dumas,  Berlioi,  Carpeaui,  E.  Delacroix,  atd 
Baliae);  Velleda,  by  Maindron  (1844);  and  a  Khapeody,  by  Boif 
geoii.  Among  the  aenlptures  neater  the  railing  arc  the  Mormmttll  c/ 
Ueonlede  LMe  (1818-04),  the  poet,  by  Juech,  in  front  of  whilb  • 
monument  (by  Jaai  de  CfiiirmDif)  la  ID  be  ereoted  to  Alfred  de  VIgBTl 
farther  on,  to  the  right,  Manumtat  of  Gtorge  Sand  [i&H-lf,)  ,  IIm 
nDvelist,  by  Sieard;  a  Dancing  Faun,  In  bronze,  by  Lt^cme;  Btf 
carrying  a  little  girl  (broiise),  by  YalaU. 

The  beautiful  *Fontajhh  sii  M^niois ,  by  Dtbront,  in  the  Don) 

Dtyle,  with  imitations  of  stalactites,  riaee  on  the  same  aide.   ThrM 

Btcbe»  between  the  ROlumni  contain  sculptures  by  Otlin:  Polypht- 

a  mnpiieiag  Acia  and  QaVatea-^'GaMw  i.n\-j«>u\g  huntreMi    ~ 
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Blver-gods.  The  whole  spirit  of  this  structure  (restored  in  1846, 
bat  now  onfortanately  much  neglected)  is  curiously  Florentine.  — 
Behind  it  is  the  Fontaine  de  L6da^  with  a  bas-relief  by  A,  Valois. 

Farther  on :  Adam  and  his  family,  by  Qarraud  (1844) ;  Monu- 
ment of  Murger  (1822-61),  author  of  the  'Scenes  de  la  Vie  de  Bo- 
hSme*,by  H,  Bouillon  (1895);  Faun  with  an  amphora,  by  Crauk ;  and 
Bust  of  Thiodore  de  BanvUle  (1823-91),  the  poet,  by  J.  RouUeau. 


The  Th^&tre  deFOd^on  (PI.  R,  19,  IF;  see  p.  38),  opposite 
the  E.  part  of  the  garden  of  the  Luxembourg  but  facing  in  the  oppo- 
site direction,  is  a  building  in  the  classic  style  founded  in  1782  ou 
the  site  of  the  H6tel  de  Oond^,  but  rebuilt  or  restored  in  1808  and 
1819.    The  arcades  which  surround  it  are  partly  occupied  by  boolt- 

sellers*  shops. 

In  the  square  in  firont  of  the  Od^on  is  a  Monumatt  to  EmiU  AugUr 
M830-80),  the  dramatic  poet,  consisting  of  his  bust  and  bronze  statues  of 
Comedy,  the  Aventurifere  (one  of  Augier's  plays),  and  a  Child  brandishing 
the  whip  of  satire,  all  by  B.  Barriat. 

The  Bae  Bacine,  to  the  E.  of  the  Place  de  TOd^on,  leads  to  the  Bne 
Honsieur-le-Prinee,  containing,  at  "So.  10,  the  house  where  Auguste  Comte 
(see  p.  78S)  lived  and  died.    Bis  room  may  be  seen  (inscription). 

In  the  Bue  de  Vaugirardf  which  skirts  the  Luxembourg,  on  the  right 
(Ho.  70),  is  8t.  Joseph'det- Cannes ,  the  former  chapel  of  the  Carmelite 
monastery,  founded  by  Louis  XII,  notorious  for  the  massacres  of  Sept. 
1792.  The  crypt  (open  daily  at  10  a.m.  except  Tues.j  apply  at  the  sacristy 
to  the  left  of  the  high-altar^  fee)  still  shows  traces  of  these  atrocities  and 
contains  the  tombs  of  the  victims.  Adjoining  is  the  Institui  Oaiholique 
(PI.  B,  16;  77),  a  kind  of  free  university,  established  in  1875. 


Continuing  to  ascend  the  Boul.  St.  Michel  beyond  the  Luxem- 
bourg Garden,  we  pass  on  the  right  the  Ecole  SupMoore  des  Mines 
(PI.  B,  G,  19;  IF,  F),  in  the  old  H6tel  de  Vendome  (18th  cent.; 
'enlarged  in  I860),  which  possesses  a  valuable  Muaie  de  Min^ra- 
Icgie^  de  Oiologie,  el  de  PaUontologie  (open  on  Tues.,  Thurs.,  and 
Sat.,  1-4,  and  from  Oct.  to  July  on  the  1st  Sun.  of  each  month 
f^om  9  till  noon).  The  entrance  is  in  the  middle,  by  the  second  iron 
gate.  The  staircase  is  adorned  with  paintings  of  places  of  geological 
celebrity,  by  Hugard  (inscriptions).  —  Near  the  School  of  Mines,  at 
the  junction  of  the  Boul.  St.  Michel,  the  Rue  Auguste-Oomte,  and  Rue 
de  TAbbe-de-rEp^e  (p.  330),  rises  a  Monument  to  PelUtier  and 
Caventou,  the  discoverers  of  quinine,  by  Lormier  (1900). 

From  the  S.  gate  of  the  garden  of  the  Luxembourg  stretches  the 
pretty  Avenue  de  VObaervatoire  (PI.  G,  19),  the  fine  trees  and  flower- 
beds of  which  are  all  that  is  left  of  the  S.  portion  of  the  garden. 
Among  the  flower-beds  are  marble  groups  representing  Dawn  (by 
Jonifroy),  Day  (by  Perraud),  Twilight  (by  Crauk),  and  Night  (Diana 
-visiting  Endymion ;  by  Gumery).  —  On  the  right  side  of  the  avenue, 
in  the  Rue  Auguste-Gomte,  near  the  garden,  is  the  Lycie  Mbntoi^e. 
At  the  comer  is  the  Eeole  ColonlaUf  built  in  tbe  Moot\%V  %V3\^  'w^ 
1895-96.  Farther  on  ane  the  Eeole  de  Pharmacit  (^eiecte^^M  ^.^aud. 
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In  1876-66),  with  stitnea  ofVaoiinelin  anil Parmentlei  and,  in  the 
S«lle  dea  Pas  PotduB,  fine  fraiwaB  hj  Banard,  sod  the  Ctinique 
d'Accouchemtnt  Tamitr  (1881).  Here,  at  the  corner  of  the  Av.  dc 
rObforyatolre  and  Ihe  Rue  d'Asfias,  is  a  Monument  to  Dr.  Turniti 
(1828-1897),  a  marhle  baB-ralief  hy  D.  Pnech  (1905), 

At  Che  S.  end  of  the  aienoa  tlssa  the  hindsome  'Fontaine  de 
I'OblBTTatoize  (PI.  0,  19),  erected  in  1874  and  adoined  with  eight 
Bei-horsea,  by  Fremitt,  four  allegorical  figures  of  the  qnarters 
of  the  globe  hearing  an  anniliary  sphere,  by  Carpcaux,  and  walar- 
apoutlug  dolphins  and  tortoiftea.

298}  with  that  of  tho  (Joai  d'Austerlitz  (p.  327);  by 
Omnilms (U,  K, P,  or  T;  see  Appi.,  pp.  34, 3B) ;  by  the MitropoUUin 
(Line  5,  see  Appx.,  p.  33);  or  by  Tramviay  t  T  M,  T  A  I,  T  S  4,  or 
TS9;  Appi.,  pp.  38, 39,41).  la  fine  weather  it  is  preferable  to  go  b; 
Sltamboat  (see  Appi.,  p.  48).  a  route  which  affords  ttne  views  <rf 
the  banks  of  the  Seine,  and  at  the  aame  time  conveys  some  idea  of 
the  increasing  Importance  of  the  water-bame  commerce  of  Paris.

Opposite  are  the  similar  Quai  and  P(frt  d€  la  Rap4»^  so  called  from 
the  Sieur  La  Bap^,  commissioner  of  war  under  Louis  XV,  who  had  a 
eountry-honse  here.  The  Machine  BliwxMre  dTAtstterlUt,  on  the  quai,  mar 
he  inspected  with  an  order  from  the  Directeur  de  la  Vole  Publique  (Pre- 
fecture de  la  Seine). 

To  the  W.  of  the  Jardin  des  Plantes  is  situated  the  HaUe  aux 
Vins  (PI.  B,  22 ;  F),  a  huge  bonded  warehouse  for  wiae.  —  At  the 
£.  angle  of  the  Halle,  at  the  comer  of  the  Quai  St.  Bernard  and 
the  Bue  Gavier,  is  another  entrance  to  the  Jardin  des  Plantes,  a  third 
being  situated  at  the  W.  end  of  the  Bue  Ouvier.  Opposite  the  latter, 
near  the  (0)  omnibus-station,  stands  the  Fontaine  Cuviefy  built  in 
i840,  with  a  statue  of  Nature  surrounded  by  animals. 

We  quit  the  steamboat  at  the  Font  d'Austerlitz  (PI.  G,  B,  26;  F), 
erected  in  1802-7,  rebuilt  in  1866,  and  enlarged  in  1884-86.  At  the 
end  of  the  bridge  on  this  side  is  the  Ptoce  Valhubert,  in  which  are 
the  omnibus  and  tramway  offices.  The  *place'  owes  its  name  to 
General  Boger  Valhubert,  who  distinguished  himself  at  the  battle  - 
of  the  Simplon  (1799)  and  was  killed  at  Austerlitz  (1806).  On  the 
S.,  between  the  Quai  d' Austerlitz  and  the  Boul.  de  THdpital  (p.  329), 
is  the  Oare  du  Quai-dT Austerlitz  or  Qare  d'Orlians  (PL  G,  26;  V), 
which  is  traversed  from  end  to  end,  at  the  height  of  the  first  story, 
by  the  M^tropolitain  (Line  6;  see  Appx.,  p.  33).  The  Metropolitain 
then  crosses  the  Seine  by  means  of  a  single  iron  arch,  460  ft.  in  span 
and  98  ft.  high  in  the  middle.  The  principal  entrance  to  the  Jardin 
des  Plautes  is  on  the  W.  side  of  the  Place  Valhubert. 

The  Jardin  des  Plantes  (PI.  G,  B,  22,  25;  V),  which  covers  an 

irregular  quadrilateral  area  of  75  acres,  comprises  the  Jardin  Botan^ 

ique,  the  Minagerie,  or  zoological  department,  and  the  Oaleries,  where 

the  collections  are  housed,  besides  the  library,  laboratories  and 

lecture-hall.  Gomp.  the  annexed  Plan. 

The  Jardin  des  Plantes  was  founded  in  1635  by  Ouy  de  La  Broae^ 
physician  to  Louis  XO,  and  was  originally  nothing  more  than  a  Jardin 
de$  Herbes  MididnaUs.  The  celebrated  Buffon  (1707-88)  was  appointed 
director  of  the  ^Jardin  du  Boi\  as  it  came  to  be  called,  in  1739  and  he 
extended  its  sphere  by  founding  collections  in  every  department  of  natural 
history.  In  1^3  the  royal  menageries  were  transferred  thither,  and  in  1794 
the  library.  The  garden  was  then  called  Mutium  d*Hiiioire  NaturelU, 
The  *Acad^mie  d^Histoire  Katurelle^  attached  to  it  numbers  18  professors 
and  about  25  assistants. 

The  Botanic  Garden,  which  is  next  to  the  entrance  in  the  Place 
Valhubert,  contains  over  19,200  different  plants.  Many  of  the  trees 
now  common  in  Europe,  such  as  plane  and  chestnut  trees,  were 
introduced  and  naturalized  by  the  directors  of  the  Jardin  des  Plantes. 
Variously  coloured  labels  indicate  the  classes  (red),  the  families 
(yellow),  and  the  genera  and  species.  The  two  last  are  further  dis- 
tinguished by  coloured  bands  denoting  their  uses :  red  bands  if  they 
are  used  in  medicine,  green  if  they  are  edible,  blue  for  those  em- 
ployed in  the  industrial  arts,  yellow  for  ornamental  plants.^  aTid\sV^Oik 
for  the  poisonous  species.  To  the  left  of  the  eivtta.\icfe  wfc  ^iJoie.  kxv^- 
tomical  Galleries  (p.  329),  and  to  the  right  tlie  aqria-Wt  ■j.YaxvX.^.  ^wsSsvct^ 
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an  ii  the  Ecole  de  Bolanj^f,  open  cTally  except  Sod.  >nd  hoUdllli, 
6-11  s.^.  sad  1-6  p.m.  In  the  ceniro  Is  s  ilonei-bed.  Iii  the  S. 
pOTtion  are  the  Eeott  da  Mbrei  h  Pfpina,  or  plp-lieuing  trees,  uid 
the  E^oh  dta  Arbriaieaut  d'Omtment,  which  contuns  the  6ttt 
■ciflli  Introduced  Into  Europe.  This  was  brought  to  France  by  Jein  . 
Robin  in  1601,  and  plmted  here  in  1636. 

Kinsgerie.  ^  The  collection  embiBces  over  1400  animtli. 
The  Aniniaui  Firoces  are  lodged  In  the  E.  part.  Next  to  them  ue 
the  Anhnaw:  FaUibles.  A  little  beyond  the  Aulmaui  Frfrocos,  to  the 
right,  ia  the  Palaii  dei  Sinj/es,  or  monkey-bonEe.  Farther  on ,  to  tbe 
left,  the  Botondt  de>  Orand)  Animaux,  containing  elephants,  hippo- 
potami, glraHefl,  cameU,  etc.,  and  the  Fosae  aui  Our»,  or  bear-pit. 
—  Behind  the  rotnnda  are  the  Orande  Voliire,  or  aviary,  and  more 
3iTde  of  Prey,  and  the  Faltaaderie.  Then 
nd  the  CrocodUe  Pond  [In  snmmet);  In 
I  brour.ea :  The  Snake-charmer,  \iy  Mar- 
cliand,  and  The  crocodile-hunter,  by  ^Iftfiur  Botirgloia,  —  On  the  W. 
are  the  basin  of  the  Otlariei  or  Sea  Lions  (fed  at  3  p.m.^.  Behind 
this  Is  the  Orangery  (no  admission). 

Farther  to  the  W.  are  Vae  AmpUiUi&tre,  or  lecture-hall  (p.  320), 
with  accommodatlan  for  1200Btadente,  and  theoface  ot  the'Admini- 
■tralion',  where  the  tickets  mentioned  at  p.  326  are  ohCalneil.  In 
the  shnihbery  to  the  right  lisea  a  Lronze  group  by  Frimlet,  HunHng 
the  young  bear.  On  l^e  left,  tUe  statue  of  the  centenarian  cbemist  It. 
E.  Chevreul  (1786-1889),  by  L.  Fagel  (1901).  His  nnmeroua  dSaco.- 
eries  are  reworded  on  the  pedestal.  —  The  Labyrinlhe  U  a  small  hill 
at  the  N.W.  corner  of  the  garden.  On  the  E.  side  la  a  magniOceal 
Ctdar  of  Lebanon,  the  flrat  t«  be  Imported  lato  France,  planted  heiA 
in  1735  by  B.  de  Jusaien.  A  little  higher  up  is  a  monument  to  tlia 
memory  of  Daubtnton  (1T16-1S00).  an  eminent  naturaliat  and 
direntor  of  the  Jardin  dee  Flantes.  —  To  the  S.  are  the  Semi,  ot 
BothouMi  (adm, 

Salleries  (adoaiBsioa,  see  p.  326).  The  natural  history  galleriM 
of  theJardio  desPlantes  are  among  the  most  eitenalvo  In  existence. 
The  gallerleri  of  zoology  are  arranged  in  a  handsome  building,  com- 
pleted in  1889,  on  the  W.  aide  of  the  Botanical  Sardeii  -,  adjoining, 
on  the  3.  side  of  the  garden,  are  the  galleries  of  geology  and  botany 
and  the  library;  while  at  the  E.  end  of  the  8.  side,  in  a  bnlldipg 
(DOmpleted  iu  1398),  designed  as  the  first  part  of  a  palatial  ii 
that  Is  to  extend  (o  meet  the  older  galleries,  are  the  gallerie 
anatomy,  el 
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Tbibd  Floobs.    tnseets^  including  a  superb  collection  of  butterflies,  and 
CtmttaeeOt 

The  LiBBABY  comprises  about  220,000  vols.,  218(1  MSS.,  18,700  original 
drawings,  and  8800  maps  (open  daily,  ezc.  Sun.  and  holidays  104). 

The  Oallebt  of  Geology  and  Minebaloot  is  adorned  with  statuei  of 
Cuvier  (1769-1832  i  see  p.  214),  by  David  d' Angers,  and  HaUy  (1743-1822), 
the  mineralogist,  by  Brion,  and  some  large  landscape  paintings  by  Biard. 
On  the  right  is  a  magninrent  collection  of  Ameriean  precious  stones, 
presented  by  Mr.  Pierpont  Moi^n. 

The  Gallbbt  of  Botamt  contains  specimens  of  exotic  plants,  repro- 
ductions of  fruit  in  wax,  etc.  On  the  first  floor  are  the  herbaria,  accessible 
for  students  only:  they  include  the  herbaria  of  Alex,  von  Humboldt  (1806) 
and  Lamarck  (1885).  In  the  vestibule  is  a  statue  of  A.  de  Jussieu  (1636- 
1758),  by  Legendre-H^ral. 

Gallebibs  of  Cohfabative  Anatomy,  Palaeontology,  and  Anturo- 
poLOGY.  In  the  pediment  above  the  entrance,  at  the  E.  end,  are  the  three 
kingdoms  of  Nature,  by  Allar^  busts  of  naturalists,  and  animals  of  every 
description.  On  the  "S.  facade  are  bronse  and  marble  reliefs  of  aoimal 
life:  among  tbe  former.  The  Horse  tamed  by  Van,  by  Marquette^  and  a 
Nubian  killing  a  crocodile,  by  E.  BanHcu.  In  front  are  placed  two  bronze 
atatues  by  Frimiet^  The  Stone  Age  and  the  First  Artist. 

In  the  vestibule  is  a  Combat  between  a  man  and  a  gorilla,  a  flne 
marble  group  by  Frimiet.  —  The  interior  contains  AiUhropologieai  and 
Pdkuontological  ColUcHont  in  addition  to  the  Collection  of  Comparative  Ana- 
tomy,  founded  by  Cuvier,  in  which  all  the  races  of  mankind  with  their 
varieties  are  illustrated  by  skeletons,  skulls,  and  casts.  In  the  Amphithidtre 
(apply  to  the  guardian ;  fee)  are  a  ceiling-painting  by  Cormon^  representing 
the  progress  of  mankind  towards  enlightenment,  and  ten  paintings  of 
primseval  subjects. 

The  Paycllon  Gboboes-Yille,  which  succeeds  the  Galleries,  is 

a  small  museam  illustrating  the  Physiology  of  Plants  in  connection 

with  the  experiments  in  seed- culture  carried  out  by  Professor  Ville 

at  Vincennes.   Open  Sun.,  Thurs.,  and  Sat.,  11-4. 

To  the  W.  of  the  garden,  at  No.  36  Bue  Geo£froy-St-Hilaire,  is  the 
house  in  which  BufTon  (p.  327)  lived.  At  the  corner  of  the  Rue  Lacepede 
is  the  Hdpital  de  la  Pitie  (PI.  G,  22,  V;  680  beds),  dating  from  1612,  but 
largely  rebuilt  in  1792  - 1802.  It  was  originally  a  hospice  founded  by  Marie 
de  H^dicis  for  aged  beggars,  who  were  called  the  ^Enferm^8\  A  Nhp 
Hdpital  de  la  Pitiiy  intended  to  supersede  both  the  old  hospital  of  that 
name  and  the  Hotel-Dieu  (p.  265),  is  in  course  of  construction  to  the  S.  E. 
of  the  Hospice  de  la  8alp3tri6re  (see  below).  This  will  contain  994  beds  and 
the  main  entrance  will  be  in  the  Boul.  de  THopital.  —  At  No.  8  Bue 
LacdpMe  (at  the /end  of  the  court)  is  the  Musie  Qodefroy^  founded  by  the 
collector  M.  Godefroy  (to  whom  intending  visitors  should  apply  by  letter). 
The  museum  contains  fragments  and  photographs  of  old  Paris  buildings, 
pottery  of  the  12-13th  cent.,  Gallo-Roman  vases  found  in  the  Seine, 
statues,  etc. 

The  Boulevard  de  rH6pital  (PI.  G,  25,  22,  23),  between  the 
Place  Valhubert  (p.  327)  and  the  Place  d'ltalie  (p.  334),  is  traversed 
by  the  omnibus -line  P,  and  beneath  it  runs  Line  5  of  the  Metro 
(see  Appx.,  pp.  35,  33).  In  this  boulevard  is  situated  the  Hdpital 
de  la  SalpHrihre,  on  the  left.  This  vast  establishment,  originally  an 
arsenal  built  by  Louis  XIII,  has  been  converted  into  an  asylum  for 
aged  and  for  insane  women,  ?rtth  a  department  for  the  ttft*.tai^xsX.  ^"^ 
nervous  diseases  in  both  sexes.  It  includes  4b  "VAotYs  ^1  \s\s^^ft^xv^^ 
with  4682  windows  and  3818  beds.    The  pUiva,  \Tvc^\\^^^^^ ^'''•'^  ^'^ 
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the  uburch  witli  its  octsgonal  dome,  were  piepaied  by  Libera]  Braint 
ill  1657.  Iq  ftont  Is  »  bronze  Statue  uf  Dr.  Pinti  (1746-1826], 
an  eminent  benefictar  of  the  ineane,  by  L.  Ducand,  and  near  the 
entrance  is  a  Statue  of  Dr.  Charcot  [1825-93J,  the  nervB-BpeetaUiit 
aud  pioneer  of  liypnotism,  by  F&Ignifce.  The  large  amphitheatre 
GOntaius  a  painting  b;  Tony  Robert- FUuTj/,  in  which  Dr.  Flaol  is 
represented  as  delivering  the  insane  from  torture. 

rheBoiilBTaidBt.HaToel(Fi.  0,22)  diverges  here  to  the  right. 
pBBBing  ■  florae  Market  (Wed.  i  Sat.  aflecaoonj,  where  dogs  and 
bicyelea  alEO  are  sold  (on  Sun.),  and  ihtonzeStatutofJoanofArc, 
by  DhatrouBse.   The  boulevard  ends  at  the  Av.  des  Gobelins  (p.  331). 

AlmosL  oppdiltethe  Joan  of  Arc  ilaluc,  on  lbs  ligbl,  ii  ths  Kuo  Sci- 
plDD,  iFadlng  lo  the  Place  SclntoD.  Al  tbe  comer  CSo.  IB)  Is  the  Boulaaeeric 
da  BipttauT  el  Botplna  (Fl.e,22),  faiuided  Id  ITU  In  a  building  of  IHS 
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(Appx.,  lip.  3B,ltJi  or  by  tbe  OiisiBDa  Lissa  P  or  17  (Appi.,  p.  35). 

The  Rdb  dh  L'Altse-DB-i,'Ep^»  (Pi.  Q,  19 ;  V),  which  be^ns  &t 
the  Carrefoui  da  BouL  St,  Michel,  to  the  S.  of  the  »ole  dea  HInes 
(p.  326),  rune  towards  the  E.  Hero,  at  the  corner  oftheRueSt.JacqaeK, 
on  the  lett,  is  the  church  of  St.  Jaequt>-dv-HaiU,-Pa»,  dating  from 
the  i7th  cent.,  witli  a  sqnari:  tuwer  by  Daniel  Oittard. 

Tbence  we  fallow  the  Bne  8t.  Janqnea  (PI.  G,  IS],  whicb  rons 
to  th«  8.  At  No,  2'i4,  on  the  right,  is  the  Jtulilulion  dtt  SQurdt-Mutlt 
(adm.  on  Tuas.,  1-1^  p.m.,  by  perniiBaloii  of  the  director). 

In  Ike  court  is  a  Blatna  of  tba  AiM  de  VEpii  (1713  S9),  the  fouDder,  ht 
F<)]li  Harlin,  a  deaf  mute  (comp,  p.  Sl\.  This  eatablisbmenl,  which  hu 
been  a  gO'emnient  luililntion  aince  1791  and  waa  rebnJK  by  Psira  In  1830, 
occupiei  the  liU  at  a  commandery  of  Ihe  Frirea  Hospltaliera  de  St.  Jacqou- 

At  No.  lA^  In  the  eame  street  (on  the  left)  is  the  Manon  de  la 
Schola  Conforum,  for  ths  teachingotohuroh-inlJ8ic(i:oncerts,  p.  44). 
This  was  formerly  (1674)  a  monastery  of  Englleh  BenedictineB,  and 
Is  still  nnder  the  control  of  English  Roman  Catholic  bishops.  The 
remains  of  the  chapel  in  which  James  U.  was  buried  (ITOl),  aMloon 
of  the  17tb  cent.,  etc.  are  Blown  to  *lsitors(daily  after  1  p.m.;  fee)- 
AI  the  end  of  the  oourt  at  No.  234  (almost  opposite]  t«  a  doot 
.surmounted  by  a  pediment  and  Oauked  by  cnlnmus.  This  KU  the 
ealfiiiOB  to  the  Carmel,  the  convent  to  whinh  l.ouisc  ds  I>*  VUlUre, 
JnlaOeae  of  Louia  XIV,  rettied  in  iftlb. 
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The  Bne  du  Val-de-Grice,  on  the  right  a  few  yards  farther  on,  crosses 
the  R«9  NieoU  (PI.  G,  19),  at  No.  17  bis  in  which  are  remains  (cell-doors, 
staircase)  of  Louise  de  La  Valli^re^s  private  oratory,  in  the  Lonis  XIV  style. 

A  little  to  the  B.,  Bue  Gay-Lussac  41.  is  the  Miu^e  Pidagogiqw  (PI.  G, 
19 ;  F) ,  open  on  Thnrs.  firom  10  a.ni.  to  A  or  5  p.m.  It  comprises  a  Musie 
de  Fovpies ,  showing  the  costumes  of  the  ancient  proTinces  of  France  and 
of  several  foreign  countries.  —  The  EcoUNormaU  i9tf|>^riet/re(Pl.G,19;F), 
in  the  Bue  d^Ulm  (No.  45),  was  founded  in  1794  for  the  training  of  teachers 
for  the  4yc^es\    It  has  produced  many  famous  writers  and  savants. 

In  the  Rue  St.  Jacques,  farther  on  (Nos.  277, 279),  we  obserye 
the  VaJr^-Qrdct  (PI.  G,  19) ,  formerly  a  Benedictine  nunnery  of 
which  Notre-Dame  du  Yal-de-Grfice  was  the  patron  saint.  It  was 
founded  by  Anne  of  Austria ,  mother  of  Louis  XIY ,  in  accordance 
with  a  vow,  but  was  converted  into  a  military  hospital  in  1790,  with 
a  military  medical  sokool.  The  court  in  front  of  the  church  is  embel- 
lisbed  with  bronze  statues  of  the  two  Barons  Larrey  (father  and  son), 
the  famous  surgeons,  by  David  d' Angers  and  Falgui^re. 

The  Church  of  Val-de-Or&oe,  with  its  handsome  dome,  was  begun 
An  1645  by  Fr.  Mansart  on  the  model  of  St.  Peter's  at  Rome,  and 
continued  by  Lemercier  and  others.   It  was  completed  in  1666. 

The  chief  decorations  of  the  interior  are  in  sculpture;  the  relieflB  on 
the  vaulting  should  be  noticed.  The  dome,  133  ft.  in  height  and  53  ft.  in 
diameter,  was  painted  about  1660  with  a  fresco  (damaged)  by  P.  Mignard^ 
containing  QOO  figures  three  times  life-size,  and  representing  the  glory  of 
tiie  blessed.  The  canopy  over  the  high-idtar  is  a  copy  of  that  at  St  Peter's. 
—  Buried  in  the  crypt  are  the  hearts  of  the  princes  and  princesses  of  the 
royal  faroily,  the  princes  of  Orleans,  and  Queen  Henrietta,  wife  of  Charles  I. 
of  England. 

A  little  farther  on  the  Rue  St.  Jacques  crosses  the  Boulevard 
de  Port-Boyal  (PL  G,  19,22),  in  which,  on  the  S.  side,  are  the 
maternity  hospitals  of  Baudeloeque  and  La  MattmiU  (No.  119).  The 
latter  has  since  1814  occupied  the  buildings  of  the  old  abbey  of 
Port -Royal  de  Paris,  constructed  iu  1625  for  the  Bernardines. 
Beyond  them  is  the  Hdpital  Cochin  -  Annexe  (No.  Ill;  formeriy 
Hdpital  Ricord),  in  front  of  which  is  a  Statue  of  Dr,  Ph.  Ricord 
(1800-1889),  by  E.  Barrias.  —  At  No.  47  Rue  du  Faubourg-St- 
Jacques,  to  the  right  of  the  boulevard ,  is  the  Hdpital  Cochin  (809 
beds),  founded  in  1779  by  a  priest  of  that  name. 

The  Boul.  de  Port-Royal  terminates  on  the  E.  in  the  'carrefour^ 
where  the  Boul.  St.  Marcel  (p.  330),  the  Boul.  Arago  (coming  from 
the  Place  Denfert-Rochereau,  p.  337),  and  the  Ayenvb  des  (^obblins 
(PL  G,  22, 23)  converge.  —  At  the  N.  end  of  the  Avenue  des  Gobe- 
lins rises  the  church  ot'St,  Midard  (PI.  G,  22;  F),  of  the  16-17th 
cent.,  the  burial-ground  of  which  is  now  a  garden,  with  a  figure  of 
^Haymaking'  by  Barrau,  In  the  18th  cent,  it  was  famous  for  the 
pil^mages  made  to  the  tombs  of  the  Jansenlst  Nicole  and  of  Fran- 
cois de  Paris  (d.  1727),  to  which  miraculous  powers  were  ascribed  by 
the  *convulsionnaires'.  In  1732  the  authorities  closed  the  cemetery, 
which  gave  rise  to  the  witticism :  —

Four  ElxHiBiTiDH  Roous,  on  the  left  side  of  the  conrt,  conlain 
r,oUection   of  ancient  and  a  fi:w  modBru  tapestries,  placed  liere 
In  1878,   In  1871  the  CommnnsrilB  burned  a  great  part  of  the  fac- 
tory and  about  30O  of  the  most  valuable  tapeitriei.    Changes   are 
ancsEloiially  made.

We  next  visit  the  Workshops  (ateliersj^  where  the  weavers  are  at 
work  on  the  looms.  A  distinction  is  drawn  between  Qohelins  proper, 
which  is  made  in  the  first  room,  and  Tapis  de  la  Savonnerie,  to 
which  the  second  room  is  devoted.  The  latter  owe  their  name  to  a 
nianufactory  of  tapestry  founded  about  1601  in  an  old  soap-factory 
(^savonnerie^)  near  the  site  of  the  Trocad^ro  (p.  226),  which  at  first 
produced  only  carpets  with  oriental  designs;  it  was  amalgamated 
with  the  Gobelins  in  1827.  The  visitor  who  has  seen  nothing  but 
faded  old  Gobelins  tapestry  will  be  struck  by  the  beauty  and  bright- 
ness of  the  fresh  colours. 

The  looms  are  of  the  kind  known  as  *high-warp^  looms  (<k  haute  lice)^ 
in  which  the  warp-threads  are  vertical,  as  compared  with  4ow-warp*  looms 
(A  basse  lice).,  in  which  the  warp  -  threads  are  horizontal.  At  the  looms 
engaged  in  iroducing  Gobelins  tapestry  proper  the  reverse  side  of  the 
tapestry  is  turned  towards  the  workman,  with  the  outline  of  the  design 
drawn  on  the  stretcLed  threads.  A  mirror  placed  on  the  other  side  shows 
him  the  progress  he  is  making.    At  the  workman^s  side  are  the  picture  to 

copied  and  a  basket  with  wools  of  every  colour  and  shade  (about 
lAjOOCTtones  in  all).    The  weft-threads  are  inserted  by  means  of  a  shuttle. 

In  the  first  workshop  the  following  tapestries  should  be  noticed:  Nymph 
and  Bacchus  (/.  Lefehvi'e)\  Don  Quixote  (Ch.  Coypel). 

We  now  traverse  a  corridor  hung  with  antique  tapestry,  and  descend 
a  staircase  to  another  part  of  the  building,  containing  the  workshop  of  the 
Savonnerie  which  is  conducted  on  practically  the  same  lines  as  it  was  in 
the  17th  cent.,  and  contains  eight  looms.  Here  we  see  carpets  in  process 
of  manufacture.  In  weaving  the  Mapis  de  la  Savonnerie''  the  workman  has 
the  copy  in  front  of  him  and  works  on  the  right  side  of  the  tapestry.  The 
weft-threads  in  this  case  are  tied  and  then  cut,  producing  a  velvet  pile. 

The  number  of  workmen  (tapissiers  artistes)  now  employed  at  the  (lObe- 
lins  is  about  60.  Beginners  receive  about  1200  fr.  per  annum,  skilled  work- 
men as  much  as  3800  fr.,  besides  free  dwellings ;  foremen  receive 4000-5000  fr. 
Some  families  have  been  employed  for  generations  in  this  industry.  The 
work  requires  the  utmost  patience  and  the  most  practised  eye.  A  skilful 
workman  can  complete  8  or  even  3V2  square  yds.  in  a  year,  but  the  average 
annual  task  is  about  IV4  yds.  Many  years  are,  therefore,  sometimes  re- 
quisite for  the  execution  of  the  larger  designs,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that 
these  should  fetch  from  20007.  to  60002. 

We  leave  the  Gobelins  by  a  court  to  the  left,  where  an  old  CHArBL 

is  used  as  another  exhibition-room.

About  133 1  it  came  into  poaseeslon  of  the  Benedictine 
Abbey  of  Clniiy  (near  Micon,  in  BuTgimdy),  &nd  the  abbote  buiit 
tbemBfllvea  a  teaidenoe  on  its  inlns.  The  preaent  USUI  dc  CStiny,  a 
remirliBbly  fine  apedmea  of  the  laCe-Qothlc  Etyle,  lu  irhieh  the 
KenaissancB  iiiBuence  ia  apparent,  waa  built  by  Abbot  Jacqiiea 
d'Amboise  in  1190  and  retains  iU  orlgliisl  appearance  almoet  UU' 
altered.  James  V.  of  Scotland  and  Maris  d'Angleterre.  tha  third  wife 
of  Louis  XU  (known  as  'La  Reliie  Blanche'),  occnpied  It  at  dlffereDt 
times.  Under  the  Bevolution  It  wag  doctared  to  be  'national  pcoperty", 
and  in  1833  waa  acquired  by  the  aiobieologiBt  AL  da  Sammeiaid 
lu  order  to  acconuDodate  hia  valuable  eoUectlon  of  madlEBvaJ  and 
Kgnalssaace  worka  of  art.  Oq  hla  death  (1842)  the  edifice  and  ooller^ 
tions  were  purchased  by  goveinisent  and  united  with  the  ThennGS, 
the  tatter  being  pruaendid  by  the  muniolpallty  of  Paris. 

The  *MiiiiB  de  Cltiny  comprldes  a  moat  valuable  ooUeotlan  of 
medlsBval  objecta  of  ait  and  pioducts  of  industry.  Aa  there  an 
npwards  of  11,000  objects,  a  alngle  visit  will  hardly  afford  aa  Idea 
of  even  the  most  Important.  The  museum  ia  now  In  proceaa  at 
reorganization,  and  changes  in  the  arrangement  of  the  exhibits  are 
frequent.

ca.  1480).  On  the  site  of  the  altar,  in  an  apae  projecting  like  an 
oriel.  Urge  wooden  leliquary  (l^tb  cent.)  and  marble  scalptarea  of 
the  14-16th  centuries.  By  the  eentril  pillar,  figure  of  tho  Madonna 
(t5th  cent.);  large  copper  readlng-dcBk;  candeUhr»ni  of  the 
14tb  century.  At  the  end:  'Wooden  doorway  (15th  cent.),  whence 
a  staircasD  doacoiidB  to  R.  TI  (p.  274),  from  which  the  ThermeB  are 
entered. 

The  ThermeB,  or  rnlns  of  the  baths  once  belonging  to  the  an- 
cient palace  of  tho  amperora  (p.  'ill'),  are  on  lbs  side  adjoining  tho 
Boulevard  St.  Michel.  The  fact  that  tbe  largest  hall,  which  was  the 
Frigldarium,  or  ohanber  for  cold  baths,  ia  65  ft.  in  length,  ST'/jft, 
in  breadth,  and  59  ft.  In  height,  will  sorye  to  convey  soma  idea 
of  the  Impoaing  dlmenslDns  of  the  ancient  Roman  palace.  Host  of 
the  antiquitiea  to  be  aeen  here  present  hot  little  interest.  We  letm 
from  a  inscription  on  a  fragmentary  Roman  altar  (No  1;  to  the  right 
of  the  staircase),  dedicated  to  Jnpiter,  that  as  far  back  as  the  time 
of  Tiberlna  (d.  A.  D.  37)  there  eiialed  a  corporation  of  Parialan 
watermen  (Saitlae  PaHstaci).  To  the  left  is  a  atatue  of  the  Bmp. 
Julian  (eonip.  p.  98,  No.  1121).  Opposite,  in  the  lower  pan  of  the 
hall,  originally  occupied  by  the  piscina  or  awlmm<»g-bath,  Is  a 
mosaic  of  the  Qallo-Boman  period.  At  tho  aide  are  tombEtonea  of 
grand -iDastera  of  the  Order  of  St.  John.

K  The  *BOTbDnne  (PI.  R,  19;   V)   was  oiiginaliy  a  kind  of  hoatel 

^P  foonded  by  Robert  de  Sorbon,  the  confessor  of  St.  l.Dule,  In  1253, 

^H  for  the  reception  of  poor  students  of  theutogy  and  Ihelt  teachers;  but 

^^  it  Boon  acquired  such  a  high  reputation  that  It  became  the  centre 
^H  of  the  scholastic  theology ,  and  ita  name  came  to  be  applied  to  the 
^H  theological  licalty  itself.  This  establtahmeiit  has  exercised  conatder- 
^M  able  inllaeme  on  Calholidsia  In  Vtance.  \ntile  violently  hostile  ' 
^^L    tbe  Jieformation ,   the  SorboniiB  was  1\m4\-j  ■\»»_«n'i 
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to  the  Jesuits;  and  for  a  long  period  it  rejected  the  authority  of 
the  ^Unigenitus'  hnll  directed  against  the  Jansenists  (1713).  It 
opposed  the  philosophers  of  the  18th  cent.,  of  whose  witticisms  it 
was  frequently  the  butt,  until  it  was  abolished  by  the  Revolution. 
In  i80b  the  Sorbonne  was  made  the  seat  of  the  'University  de 
Fiance*  (under  which  term  the  French  included  the  authorities  who 
superintend  the  education  of  the  whole  country),  but  in  1896  it 
once  more  became  the  University  of  Paris,  the  various  provincial 
Academies  being  raised  at  the  same  time  to  the  rank  of  independ- 
ent universities.  There  are  about  130  class-instructors,  25  professors, 
and  170  fellows.  The  total  number  of  students  in  the  five  faculties 
is  nearly  12,000,  including  3-400  women.  The  lectures  are  open  to 
the  public  gratis. 

The  Sorbonne  was  erected  in  1629  by  Cardinal  Richelieu  for  the 
theological  faculty,  but  has  been  rebuilt  and  enlarged  since  1885, 
from  plans  by  Ifinot.  The  edifice  is  a  vast  pile,  270  yds.  long  and 
110  yds.  broad,  and  is  now  mainly  devoted  to  the  FaeuUUs  of 
lAUtaltwt  and  Science  (dea  Lettres  et  des  Sciences).  The  two  other 
faculties  belonging  to  the  university  (jurisprudence  and  medicine) 
occupy  separate  buildings  (pp.  283,  270).  The  Main  Facade,  in 
the  Rue  des  Ecoles,  facing  the  H6tel  de  Gluuy,  has  two  pediments 
(Science,  by  Mercii;  Literature,  by  Chapu)  and  eight  statues: 
Chemistry  (to  the  left),  by  Jnjalbert;  Natural  History,  by  Carlier; 
Physics,  by  Lefeuvre;  Mathematics,  by  Suchetei;  History,  by  Cor^ 
donnier;  Geography,  by  MarquesUi  Philosophy,  Siy  Longepied ;  and 

ArchiBology,  by  Parii. 

The  VxBTiBULx  contains  statues  of  Homer,  by  Delaplanehe,  and  Archi- 
medes, by  Falguiire.  In  the  centre  are  the  principal  entrance  and  the 
staircafe  to  the  galleries  of  the  great  amphitheatre.  On  the  right,  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Vestibulb  dbs  Qalbbibs  des  Lbttbbs  bt  dxs  Sciences: 
Panoramas  of  Venice  and  the  Place  de  la  Concorde,  by  Ch.  Poilpot  (1902); 
in  the  gallery  leading  to  the  court  are  landscapes  by  the  same  artist. 
Opposite  Xb&  church,  /.  J,  Weerts^  Decorative  panel  of  the  F^te  du  Lendit 
or  Parchment  Fair  of  St.  Denis  (16th  cent).  Godb  d^Honnxub.  Seated 
statues  of  Victor  Hugo,  by  Eugues^  and  Pasteur,  by  Marqueste.  Esoalieb 
DX  La  BiBLiOTHftQUE  (ou  tiie  left  of  the  court) :  Right,  The  Dream  \  centre. 
Song  of  the  Muses  awakening  the  human  soul;  left,  Silence,  by  Rochegrout. 

The  TJppxB  Vestibule  is  adorned  with  mural  paintings  illustrating 
Literature,  by  Flapnug  (to  the  right  of  the  principuL  door),  and  Science, 
by  Chartran  (to  the  left).  Flameng''s  paintings  represent:  Founding  of  the 
Sorbonnei  Abdlard  and  his  school;  Jean  Heysselin  establishing  the  first 
printinc-press  at  tbe  Sorbonne;  Etienne  Dolet,  Amyot,  Ronsard,  Marot, 
Rabelais,  Ramus,  La  Boetie,  Brantdme,  Budeeus  ,L''Bstoile,  and  Montaigne : 
Biehelieu  laying  the  foundation  of  the  Sorbonne  churchy  the  Rector  of 
the  Sorbonne  and  Henri  IV ;  Uie  great  writers  of  the  ITth  cent. ;  Rollin, 
priiioipal  of  the  College  deBeauvais  (at Paris);  Quinet,  Villemain,  Guizot, 
jJOdielet,  Cousin,  and  Renan.  At  the  side,  a  statue  of  the  Republic,  by 
J>§1kom»e.  Ghartran*s  paintings,  also  beginning  at  the  door,  represent: 
Louis  IX  studying  mathematics*,  Ambroise  Par^  tying  arteries;  B.  Palissy 
tcachiiie  mineralogy!  Buffon,  De  Jussieu,  and  Daubenton ;  Pascal  and  Des- 
eartes;  Lavoisier  and  Be'rthollet;  Cuvier;  Laennec,  inventor  of  i\;i%  «\.%>iX^^- 
seopet  Arago.

The  Church  of  imi  Sobbonmh  (1635-59),  lie  only  part  of  tba 
original  building  that  has  been  pfeaerved,  wu  begun  by  Card. 
Bieheliea  and  i>  auiioaQnted  by  a  conapicaoai  dome.  The  principal 
fa;ade,  which  la  adorned  vith  statneg  of  doctOTB  of  the  chnioh,  laoka 
OD  to  the  Pla<iB  de  U  Sorbonne.  on  the  side  of  the  BodI.  St.  Michel. 
ie  Richelieu  (d.  IM),  miniaier  of  Looi.  XVUI. '  On  lhe  wall  to  lhe  Islt 

the  left  transept,  a  large  picture  by  ^.  A  ^u«.' Robert  dc  Sorhon  (p.' 280) 
presenting  young  slnaents  of  theology  to  SI.  Louli-,  also  a  Bcourging  of 
Christ,  in  marble,  by  Ihe  youoger  Romtf.  Th«  right  trnneapt  contatH  ths 
marble  -Tomb  ol  Cardinal  KicHelieo  (d.  IBl!),  by  Oirariaa  (16S1),  ■  work 
at  admirable  Qolah.  Th«  cardinal  ii  represented  In  a  aemi  -  rr eombenl 
pogtnre,  supported  by  Religion,  while  Seienee  slti  by  In  an  attllDda  at 
grief.  Above  it  la  Biebelleu's  bat.  The  Ur^e  moral  painting  at  Ihahaek, 
by  TiinAal,  repreaents  TheolOEI,  and  contains  the  portraits  of  Kobart  da 
Sorbon,  St.  Bonaveulura,  AMIurd,  Danle.  fioaguet,  Pascal,  andothera.  The 
Bpandreis  of  the  dome  are   painted  by  PJtH,  di  CfiampaifnM\  Ihe  moaatev 

Opposite  tho  church  ia  the  Gmall  PUtct  dt  la  fior&ormc,  with  a 
Btatue  of-lupuite  Comle  (1798-1857),  the  founder  of  Positirfiin;  tbl 
bust  and  allegorieai  figuree  are  hy  A.  Injalbert  (1903).  Beyond ,  in 
the  Boul.  St.  Miobel,  la  Ihe  Lj/cleBt.  Louis,  built  by  BaiUy  an  tba 
site  of  Che  College  d'Harcourt,  which  was  founded  in  il&Q. 

Behind  the  Soibonne,  to  tbe  left,  in  the  Rue  dee  Ecolei, 
Is  the  CoUige  da  France  [V\.  K,  li);  10,  founded  by  Franeia  1.  in 
1530,  entirely  rebuilt  in  1611,  then  dealroyed,  and  recoDitmeted 
in  1778  by  Ghalgrin.  It  nas  again  teatored  and  extended  In  11)31-42. 
Fium  Its  beginuing  as  a  mete  'college',  styled  'GollSge  des  tioit 
lauguea',  it  his  expanded  into  a  teaching  cenae  with  42  professor- 
ships,  and  its  curricaloin  embraces  every  branch  of  science.  The 
iecluies  (free)  ate  intended  for  the  beneSC  of  adult  men  and  wDmen, 
and  are  of  a  popular  character.  The  college  is  not  connected  with 
the  nnliorflity,  but  Is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  minister  of 
education.  —  A  bcoDze  stoCne  of  Claudt  Bernard  (1813-78), 
the  phyaiologlBt,  by  QDiUaume,  baa  been  erected  In  front  of  the 
College.  Adjacent,  to  the  right,  is  a  bronze  atatne  of  Dante  (1265- 
1321),  byAabri.  In  IhecDurton  theaidenextche  RneSLJacqnes 
ia  a  statue  of  Budaeun  {Budi;  1467-1540),  one  of  the  learneil 
foandem  of  (be  institution ,  by  Mai  Bourgeois.  Tho  nacbio  atatue 
af  CAampoUion  (1790-1832\  Ite  aHB(Ji\utlst.  i"  tbe  vestibnle,  is 
by  Bmrtbvldi. 
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We  now  ascend  the  old  Rue  St.  Jacques ,  to  the  right  of  the 
Golldge  de  France.  On  the  right  is  the  massiye  new  pile  of  the  Sor- 
honne,  with  the  tower  of  its  observatory ;  on  the  left  is  the  Lyeie 
Louia-le-Orand  (rehuilt  in  1887-96),  formerly  the  OoUdge  de 
Clermont  belonging  to  the  Jesuits.  Farther  on,  to  the  left,  is 
the  Eeole  de  Droit,  or  school  of  jurisprudence  connected  with  the 
university ,  rebuilt  in  1892-97 ,  and  extending  to  the  Place  du 
Pantheon.  We  then  reach  the  wide  and  handsome  Bub  Soufflot 
(PI.  R,  19;  F),  Vhich  leads  to  the  Jardin  du  Luxembourg  (p.  323) 
and  to  the  Pantheon.  At  the  end  of  this  street,  on  the  left,  is  the 
E.  facade  of  the  Ecole  de  Droit,  built  by  Soufflot  in  1771 ;  on  the 
right  the  Mairie  of  the  6th  Arrondiasement  (1849).  In  the  Place  du 
Pantheon,  opposite  the  Ecole  de  Droit,  a  Statue  of  Pierre  Comeille 
(1606-84),  by  H.  AUouard,  with  a  figure  of  Tragedy  on  the  pedestal, 
was  erected  in  1907.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Pantheon,  opposite 
the  Mairie,  is  a  fine  bronze  Statue  of  Jean  Jacques  Rousseau  (1712- 
1778),  by  P.  Berthet  (1889). 

The  ^Fanthion  (PI.  R,  19;  7)  stands  on  the  highest  ground 
(the  ^Mont  de  Paris')  in  the  quarters  of  the  city  on  the  left  bank, 
occupying  the  site  of  the  tomb  of  St.  Genevieve  (422-512),  the  patron 
gdnt  of  Paris.  The  chapel  erected  over  her  tomb  was  succeeded  by 
a  church,  which  was  removed  in  the  18th  century.  The  present 
edlfloe,  designed  in  the  classical  style  by  Soufflot ,  was  built  in 
1764-90.  The  new  church  also  was  dedicated  to  St.  Genevieve,  but 
in  1791  the  Convention  resolved  to  convert  it  into  a  kind  of  memorial 
temple,  which  they  named  the  Tanth^on*,  inscribing  on  it  the  words 
*Aux  grands  hommes  la  patrie  reconnaissante\  Mirabeau  was  the 
flzst  of  the  illustrious  dead  interred  here  (April  15th,  1791),  then,  on 
10th  July  in  the  same  year,  the  remains  of  Voltaire  were  transferred 
hither.  The  building  was  restored  to  religious  uses  in  1806,  but 
WIS  again  made  a  temple  after  the  July  Revolution  in  1830.  Once 
more  consecrated  in  1851,  it  was  finally  secularized  in  1885  for  the 
obsequies  of  Victor  ^ugo. 

The  edifice  is  of  most  imposing  dimensions,  and  its  form  is  that 
of  a  Greek  cross,  370  ft.  long  and  276  ft.  wide,  surmounted  by  a 
dome  272  ft.  in  height  and  over  75  ft.  in  diameter.  The  dome  rests 
on  a  lofty  cylinder  or  drum  enclosed  by  an  open  Corinthian  colon- 
nade, and  is  crowned  with  a  lantern  which  is  again  capped  by  a 
small  dome.  The  total  height,  to  the  top  of  the  final  cross,  is  384 
feet.  A  huge  colonnade  consisting  of  twenty- two  fluted  Corin- 
thian columns,  81  ft.  in  height,  resembling  that  of  the  Pantheon 
at  Bome,  forms  the  portico.  The  ^Tympanum,  118  ft.  long  and 
23  ft.  high,  was  executed  by  David  d' Angers  (d.  1856),  and  repre- 
sents France,  between  Liberty  and  History,  distributing  wreaths  to 
her  sons,  the  latter  forming  animated  groups  on  either  «l^^. 

In  £ront  of  the  portico  is  a  large  bronze  fignie  ol  W^^IVwk^^^-* 
\)y  Rodin  (1906).  — '  Under  the  portico  axe  two  gioTi-^^  Vtvtxv*.^'^^^ 
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by  Idaindron:  St.  aeDeiiSie  Imploring  AtClU,  the  losdei  of  Aa 
Hnna,  to  ap&TB  the  city  of  Puis;  and  the  BBptlim  at  Oloiia  by 
St.  RsmigicB.   The  tbree  doori  are  of  bronze. 

The  Inthbioe  fopen  dally,  etcept  Monday,  10-6,  In  winter  10-4] 
la  impressive.  On  each  side  of  tha  aisles  la  i  Corinthian  colonnade, 
bearing  a  gallery,  «nd  having  m  elevated  pavement  [jiotlce  the  eteps, 
while  examining  the  paintings).  Over  the  centre  oF  the  edllloe  rlsei 
the  dome,  vhlch,  acoording  to  Sonfflot's  design,  was  to  have  reited 
on  columns,  bnt  these  proved  too  weak  for  the  weight  of  the  anpet- 
struetuie.  J.  Handel;!,  who  succeeded  SoufQotln  1781,  snbstituted 
pters,  cenneeted  by  massive  arches,  for  the  original  columns,  to  the 
detriment,  however,  of  the  general  effect  produced  by  the  nave. 
The  dome  consists  of  three  eoctions,  one  above  the  other,  the  eecocd 
of  which  ia  adorned  with  paintings  by  Groi  (1821],  St.  OeneviiiTe 
receiving  the  homage  of  tlLe  kings  of  France :  Clovis,  Charlemagne, 
Lonla  the  Debonair,  ami  Louis  XVIll;  above,  LouU  XVI,  Made 
Antoinette,  Louis  SVIl,  anil  Princess  Elizabeth,  the  'martyrs'  of  the 
Revolntion.  The  paintings  in  the  spandieU,  by  Carvalho,  after 
QlraTd,  represent  Death,  France,  Justice,  and  Olory. 

The  decoration  of  the  Panlhfion  was  entrusted  to  Paul  Chenavard 
of  Lyons  In  1848,  bnt  his  cartoons,  now  in  the  Lyons  picCure'gallery, 
were  never  eieeuted  owing  to  the  reiwnsoptatiou  of  the  chorch.  The 
rolttahe  was  then  made  of  giving  the  commission  to  various  artists 
of  very  diverse  tendencies;  and  the  natural  result  Is  a  sad  want  of 
harmony  in  the  general  effect. 

On  the  wall  of  the  nave,  to  the  tight.  Preaching  of  St.  Denla,  by 
Oaliand;  ■Childhood  of  St.  Oenevieve,  by  Puvii  de  Chavanna 
(IBTT).  On  the  left,  Martyrdom  of  St.  Denis,  by  Bonnat ;  AtUla  on 
the  march  to  Paris,  and  St.  Genevieve  enconragiag  the  Parliians 
during  the  approach  of  Attila,  designed  by  Dilaunay  (d.  1891)  and 
executed  by  CouraeUei-  Dumont.  Above  these  and  the  following 
paintings  are  smaller  compositions,  more  or  less  related  to  the  lower 
scenes  (here,  French  saints).  Beside  the  principal  door  are  stataes 
of  St.  Denis ,  by  Ptrraud .  and  St.  Remlgins,  by  Cavelier.  At  the 
first  piers,  to  the  right  and  left,  etaCues  of  St.  Qermain,  by  Chapv, 
and  St.  Martin,  by  Cobet  and  Beaiuet. 

Sooth  transept:  Coronatlou  of  Charlemagne,  and  Charlemagne  is 
restorer  of  literature  and  science,  by  H.  Uvy ;  at  the  end,  Pilgrimage 
to  St.  Genevieve  (1130)  and  ProceESlon  vrilh  her  reUcs  (1496).  by 
MalUot,  and  a  Gobelins  tapestry,  'Gratia  Plena'  (part  of  the  old  churoh- 
decoratioDs);  to  the  left.  Baptism  of  Glovis  and  bis  Tow  at  the  battle 
of  Tolbiac,  by  Jos.  Blane.  —  We  then  pass  the  statues  of  St.  Gre- 
gory "t  Tours  (left)  by  Frhniit,  and  St.  Bernard  (right),  by  Jov/proy.

North  transept:  to  the  right,  Joan  of  Arc  at  Domr^my,  before 
Orleans,  at  Bheims,  and  at  the  stake  in  Bouen,  by  Lenepveu;  at  the 
end,  Prayer,  The  Family,  Patriotism,  and  Charity  by  Humbert^  and 
a  piece  of  Gobelins  tapestry,  ^Pro  Patria\  On  the  left,  St.  Louis  ad- 
ministering justice,  founding  the  Sorbonne,  founding  the  hospital  of 
the  Quinze-Yingts  (p.  181),  and  as  captive  of  the  Saracens,  by  Cabcmel. 

Foucaulft  Pendulum.  The  long  pendulum  suspended  from  the  centre 
of  tbe  cupola  is  a  reproduction  (placed  here  in  1902  by  the  Astronomical 
Society  or  France)  of  the  pendulum  used  by  the  Parisian  physicist  L^on 
Foucault  (d.  1868)  in  1851  to  demonstrate  the  rotation  of  the  earth  (comp. 
p.  835). 

The  DouB  is  reached  by  a  staircase  in  the  left  (N.)  transept.  We 
ascend  139  steps  to  the  roof,  and  then  192  more  to  the  first  section  of  the 
dome,  through  the  large  opening  (23  ft.)  in  which  we  obtain  a  view  of  the 
paintings  in  the  second  section  (see  p.  284).  —  We  may  now  ascend  by 
94  steps  more  to  the  lantern,  which  commands  a  magnificent  view  of  tlie 
city  and  environs,  but  less  interesting  than  that  Arom  the  Tour  St.  Jacques 
or  Kotre-Dame,  as  its  position  is  not  so  central. 

The  entrance  to  the  Vaults  iCaveaux;&dm.  75  c)  is  at  the  E.  end  of 
the  building,  to  the  left.  We  first  notice  a  monument,  in  poor  taste,  to 
J.  J.  Rouueau  (1712-1778);  one  to  Voltaire  (1694-1778),  with  his  statue  after 
Houdon;  and  the  simple  tomb  of  Sou//lot  (1713-1781),  the  architect  of  the 
Pantheon,  a  plaster-model  of  which  is  shown  beneath  the  left  transept. 
Farttier  on,  to  the  left,  is  a  vault  in  which  are  placed  the  remains  of  General 
Latar€  Oamot  (1753-1823),  ^organizer  of  victory^  member  of  the  Convention, 
and  those  of  President  Camot  (1837-1894),  his  grandson,  Oeneral  Mareeau 
(1769-1796),  La  Tour  d'Auvergne  (1743-1800),  *the  first  grenadier  of  France\ 
and  Baudin  (p.  252).  Then  follow  the  tombs  of  Victor  Hugo  (1802-86),  Marshal 
Lannes  (1769-1809),  Lagrange  (1736-1813),  the  mathematician,  Bougainville 
(1729-1811),  the  circumnavigator,  Berthelot  (1827-1907j,  the  chemist,  and  his 
wife,  and  a  number  of  senators  of  the  First  Empire. 

The  Bibliothbqae  Ste.  GeneviWe  (PI.  R,  19  j  7),  a  long  buUding 
on  the  N.  side  of  the  Place  du  Pantheon,  was  built  by  H.  Ldbrouste  in 
1843-50.  On  the  walls  are  inscribed  names  of  celebrated  authors  of 
all  nations.  The  collection  of  books  was  founded  by  Cardinal  de  la 
Rochefoucauld  in  1624  in  the  Abbey  of  Ste.  Genevidve,  and  greatly 
augmented  by  the  library  of  Cardinal  Le  Tellier,  archbishop  of 
Bhelms,  in  1710.  Declared  to  be  'national  property'  In  1790,  it  was 
transferred  to  the  present  edifice  in  1850. 

The  vestibule  contains  busts  of  famous  French  authors.  —  In 
the  rooms  of  the  'Reserve'  on  the  groundfloor  are  cases  containing 
some  of  the  rarest  treasures  of  the  collection  (bindings  emblazoned 
with  eoats-of-arms,  Including  those  of  MaKoli  and  Grolier,  illumi- 
Dated  MSS.,  elzevirs,  incunabula,  etc.).  —  On  the  ^\.^\t^^^^  *\^  ^ 
bust  of  Qering^  who  in  1469  established  at  th^  ^^i\iQ\i\i^  \X^^  ^^^"^ 
Wrench  pzioting'press.     Above  the  landing  is  a.  toY^,\>l  BoXtut,  ^^ 
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Rsphaera  School  of  Alliena  In  the  V»tlcan.   At  the  aldea  a 
gorical  medallions  (aUo  by  Bahr),  mi  bnate  of  Lb  RDnbefouaiuld 
nod  LabiouBte.

The  vaulting  oC  the  RgiurNci  Boom  fSalle  de  Lectart),  on  the 
flcst  floor,  ia  boina  by  aeventeen  Iron  glcdeia,  supported  In  the 
eentie  by  aiiteen  slender  ooliimnB.  The  room  ai'.CQDinioilatea  420 
readers.  It  la  open  to  the  piiblir  daily,  except  In  Che  facationa(EaEter 
week  and  lat  to  16th  Sept.),  from  10  to  3,  and  from  6  1o  10  p.m. ; 
In  the  eyeninn;  It  ia  frequented  aJmost  eicluslTely  by  aCndeats.

Ths  Bus  VaUUe,  »  the  N.  of  tbe  Place  da  Pantheon,  doDlsins  at  Ho.  H 
sous  Int^reaUng  remains  of  tbe  old  Calltgi  FnrUt,  fOanded  In  lS9t,  wbsre 
the  merabsrl  of  the  Ligue  and  tbe  Conseii  doi  Seite  held  tbelr  meetings. 

St.  Etisiuie~dii-Hont  (Pi.  B,  22  i  V),  Che  chnich  Co  the  N.B.  of 
the  Pajithjon,  presenting  a  combination  of  Gothic  aod  RsniiBssnee 
arehltectare,  w»a  erected  in  1517-41.  The  choir  is  Gothic,  while 
the  fsfade,  added  la  1620,  Is  In  the  Benilsaauce  Btyle.  To  the  left 
□f  tbe  portal  Ua  square  tower,  Baaked  with  around  turret,  probablf 
part  of  an  earlier  building.  In  1795  thla  churrh  became  the  'Temple 
of  Filial  Piety'  and  was  given  over  to  Ihe.TheophlUnthropisU. 

The  ♦Intkbioe,  one  ot  the  flneat  of  ali  the  eharchea  of  Paris, 
oonsUta  ot  a  nave  and  aisles  of  almost  equal  height.  SlendeT  round 
pillars,  twelve  on  each  side,  united  by  »  gallery  halfway  up,  bear 
the  lofty  vaulting,  from  which  spring  the  riba  terminating  in  pendent 
keystones,  that  over  the  transept  being  the  most  beaatlful.  The 
choir  is  aeparated  from  the  nave  by  a  "Jubl,  or  rood-loft,  ot  very 
flne  workmanship,  by  Blard  (1600-6).  —  The  Pulpit,  by  Le»taiard, 
from  designs  by  Lofti«  (d.  I655J,  Is  borne  by  a  Saiuaon,  and  adorned 
with  nutaerous  elatuettes. —  The  atained  glass  of  the  op  pec  windows 
■  terestinRi  theflnestl8a8cribedtoPinaiifrifr(15B8).  The5th 
chapel  on  the  right  contains  a'Holy  Sepulchre'  with  life-size  flguies in 
erracotta,  dating  from  the  16th  century.  The  other  works  of  art,  with 
the  eieeptlon  of  the  stained  glass  (p.  287),  are  of  less  Interest.

More 
to  the  right,  that  of  Jean  Baciae  (d.  1699).  —  The  Lady  Chapel  behind  the 
choir  (1680)  contains  four  large  frescoes  by  Ccaniwide  (scenes  from  the  life 
of  the  Virgin;  1839).  —  Behind  the  apse  (door  to  the  right)  is  the  QcOerie  d« 
VJncitn  Chamier  (charnel-house;  so  named  from  the  cemetery  formerly  in 
front  of  the  church),  containing  some  magnificent  stained  glass  of  the 
16-17th  cent.,  including  the  ^Mystic  Wine-pre«s\  attributed  to  Pinaiffrier. 
—  The  Ghapelle  des  Gat^chismes  (1861),  on  the  right,  is  decorated  with 
paintings  by  CfiacotnettL  Timbdl.  and  Biennoury.  Flanking  the  entrance  are 
statues  of  St.  John  (right)  and  St.  Louis  of  Gonsaga  G^ft),  by  Chapu.  —  In 
the  1st  chap,  to  the  left  of  the  choir  are  mural  paintings  of  the  loth  cent. : 
Martyrdom  of  10,000  soldiers  under  Maximian.  —  Archbp.  Sibour  was 
assassinated  at  the  high-altar  by  the  Abb^  Verger  in  1867. 

The  square  tower,  in  the  transitional  style,  to  the  right  of 
St.  Etienne,  which  now  forms  part  of  the  Lyeie  Henri  IV  (PI. 
B.  22,  19;  YJ,  and  is  separated  from  the  church  by  the  Bne  GIoyIs, 
is  a  relic  of  the  old  Abbey  of  Ste.  Geneyidve  (a  fragment  of  the 
facade  may  be  seen  in  the  Rne  Clotilda,  No.  1).  The  ancient  13th 
cent,  refectory  may  still  be  identified  in  the  Place  Ste.  Gene^i^ye. 

In  the  Bne  dn  Gardinal-Lemoine  and  facing  the  lower  end  of  the 
Bne  GloTis  is  the  ColUge  du  Ecossaia  (Scott  College),  the  great  seat 
of  Scottish  continental  learning  from  the  14th  cent,  and  latterly  a 
centre  of  Jacobite  Influence.  The  building,  dating  from  the  17th 
cent.,  is  now  occupied  by  the  Institution  Ghe^alier,  a  private  school. 
The  Chapel  of  St.  Andrew,  on  the  first  floor,  contains  the  tomb  of 
the  beautiful  Duchess  of  Tyrconnel  and  a  memorial  erected  by  the 
Duke  of  Perth  to  James  II.  In  an  adjoining  room  are  portraits  of 
Prince  Charles  Stuart  and  his  brother.  Visitors  are  admitted  on 
application  to  the  concierge  (fee). 

Nearly  at  the  back  of  St.  Etienne ,  to  the  N.E. ,  is  the  Ecole 
Polytechnique  (PI.  B,  22 ;  F),  for  the  education  of  military  and  naval 
engineers,  artillery  officers,  civil  engineers  in  government  employ, 
telefraphists,  and  officials  of  the  government  tobacco-manufactory. 
It  was  founded  by  Monge  in  1794.  The  course  of  study  covers  two 
yean;  there  are  about  260  pupils. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  building  is  the  Rue  Monge,  which  con- 
nects the  Boul.  St.  Germain  with  the  Avenue  des  Gobelins  (on  the 
left  the  Ardnes  de  Lut^ce ,  p.  283 ;  on  the  right  the  Place  Monge, 
p.  332).  At  the  angle  formed  by  the  Rue  Monge  and  the  Bue  des 
Eeoles  if  the  Square  Monge,  with  bronze  statues  of  Voltaire,  after 
Hovdon  (1872),  and  F.  Villon,  by  Etcheto,  two  stone  statues  from 
the  old  H6tel  de  Yille,  and  a  fountain  in  the  Louis  XV  style. 

A  little  lower  down,  to  the  right  of  the  Bue  Monge,  close  to  the 
BonL  St.  Germain,  is  the  Eglise  St,  Nicolas-du-Chardonnet,  built  iu 
1666-1709,  with  a  tower  of  1625. 

The  1st  chapel  to  the  right  contains  a  picture  by  Dtsgoffe,  Jesus  healing 
the  blind  man  at  Jericho,  and  one  by  Corot^  Baptism  of  Christ.    In  the

The  quarter  on  the  left  bank  opposite  the  Louvre  and  the  Tuil' 
eries,  -wlibin  the  6th  Arrondisaemont  (Luxetubourg)  on  the  E.  and 
the  7th  (Palais -Bourb on)  on  the  W.,  is  the  residential  centra  ot  the 
French  noblesse,  whose  stately  maUBtons  are  found  prindpaUy  in 
the  W.  portion  (p.  300).  Until  (be  end  of  the  17th  cent,  it  lay  out- 
side the  dty'fortiacatlons,  which  sunounEled  the  UniierBit  J  only  on 
the  left  bank;  and  the  name  of  Faubourg  St.  Sermofn  datoa  froa 
that  period. 

The  Pont  dea  Arts  (PI.  R,  20;  IV),  an  iron  bridRe  for  foot-pas- 
sengers only,  coDStrooted  in  1303-4,  marks  the  V.  limit  of  the 
Qunrtler  St.  Qcrnialn.  It  derives  Its  name  from  the  'Palais  dea  Aits', 
as  the  Louvre  was  once  ealled.  It  oommands  a  floe  view  on  both 
sides.  —  On  the  right,  between  this  bridge  and  the  Pont  do  Oarrouipl 
and  as  far  as  the  Pont-Koyal,  extends  Ihe  Port  81,  liicolai,  a  quay 
alongside  vhich  one  or  two  merchant 'vessels  from  Liverpool  0( 
London  are  generally  moored ,  representing  the  partial  tealizatJon 
tif  the  eommercial  ideal  of  'Paris  a  sea-port'  ('Paris  port  de  mer'); 
coiop.  also  p.  326.  —  On  the  other  side  of  the  bridge,  to  the  left 
of  the  lastltat  (p.  Q3^),  once  stood  the  famous  Totir  dt  Nale,  whlol 
frodftfon,  unsupported  by  oiULci\sq,  A.^KtA^oii  u  tha  iceaQ  dl  tti 
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l>lood-stained  orgies  of  Margaret  of  Bargandy,  wife  of  Louis  X  (the 
theme  of  Alex.Dmnas'  popular  drama  *La  Tour  de  Nesle').  A  metal 
plate  at  the  corner  of  the  W.  ^ring  of  the  Institute  and  the  Qua!  de 
Oonti  shows  the  plan  of  the  tower. 

The  Institat  de  Trance  (PI.  R,  20;  /F),  a  somewhat  clumsy 
edifice,  covered  with  a  dome,  is  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Seine,  at  the  S.  end  of  the  Pont  des  Arts  (Quai  de  Gonti  23-25),  and 
opposite  the  Louvre.  The  crescent-shaped  facade  is  flanked  with 
wings  adorned  with  arcades.  In  front  of  the  Corinthian  portico 
rises  a  Statue  of  the  RepuhliCj  by  Soitoux  (1850).  The  institution 
was  originally  founded  by  Cardinal  Mazarin  (d.  1661)  for  the  educa- 
tion of  youths  from  the  newly- acquired  provinces  of  RoussiUon, 
Pignerol,  Flanders,  and  Alsace,  and  was  named  the  CoUhge  Mazarin^ 
bat  was  popularly  known  as  the  Collhge  des  Quatre- Nations,  During 
the  Revolution  it  was  used  as  a  prison,  but  since  1805  it  has  been 
the  seat  of  the  Acadimiesj  or  societies  of  savants,  who  had  hitherto 
met  in  the  Louvre.  Its  name  was  then  changed  to  the  Palais 
dc  VInstituU 

The  Institut  de  France  embraces  Ave  different  academies :  the 
Aeadimie  Fran^aise,  the  Acadimie  des  Inscriptions  et  BelleS'Lettres, 
the  Aeadimie  des  Sciences,  the  Aeadimie  des  BeauX'-ArlSf  and  the 
Aeadimie  des  Sciences  Morales  et  Politiques.  Each  of  these  has  40 
ordinary  members,  except  the  Aeadimie  des  Sciences,  which  has 
68;  and  all  except  the  Aeadimie  Fran^aise  have  honorary,  cor- 
responding, and  foreign  members.  The  great  annual  meeting  of  the 
Institut  is  held  on  Oct.  25th  iu  the  'Salle  des  Stances  Solennelles' 
(formerly  a  chapel)  under  the  dome,  which  is  adorned  with  statues 
of  French  authors,  scholars,  and  artists.  The  several  academies  meet 
in  separate  rooms  and  at  various  periods  (May,  July,  December, 
October,  and  April).  The  meetings  are  public,  but  cards  of  admissiou 
must  be  obtained  from  the  secretarial  offices.  The  building  may  be 
inspected  any  day  before  2  p.m.,  except  Sunday.  Each  ordinary 
member  receives  a  salary  of  1200  h.  Vacancies  are  filled  by  the  votes 
of  the  members  in  whose  departments  they  occur ,  subject  to  the 

approval  of  government. 

The  history  of  these  ancient  corporations  is  not  very  perspicaoas. 
The  oldest  is  the  Acad£mie  Fbanvaisu,  which  originated  about  1629  in  the 
meetings  of  a  group  of  learned  men  who  came  together  to  discuss  questions 
of  literary  and  scientific  interest.  It  received  state  -  recognition  from 
Cardinal  Richelieu  in  1631-35.  Its  main  function  is  to  perfect  the  French 
language  by  the  revision  of  the  Dictiontutire  de  r Aeadimie,  and  to  supervise 
the  publication  of  a  DicHonnaire  BUtorique  de  la  Langue  Franfoite.  It  awards 
prises  for  distinction  gained  in  various  walks  of  life.  Among  these  are 
the  two  Friz  Montpony  founded  by  the  Baron  de  Montyon  (d.  1820)  \  one 
(18,000  fr.)  being  allotted  to  the  person  of  French  nationality  who  has 
penormed  during  the  year  the  most  virtuous  action,  and  the  other  (19,000 fr.) 
.10  the  author  of  the  literary  work  published  within  the  preceding  two 
years  considered  most  useful  to  the  cause  of  public  morality.  Othe^ 
smaller  prizes  bring  the  total  annual  distribution  ol  ^-yxix  ^^  N^T\.xi^  Vq 
over  00,000  fir.

B,  20;  iF),  or  La  Monnaie,  the 
Parisian  Mint,  ia  a  large  builcUng  to  the  S.E.  of  the  Institut  and 
near  the  Pont-Neuf  (p.  269),  erected  in  1771-79  by  J,  D,  Antoine. 
The  facade,  -which  is  130  yds.  in  length,  and  adorned  with  Ionic 
columns,  is  surmounted  by  allegorical  figures  by  Le  Comte,  Pigalle, 
and  Mouchy,  The  institution  of  the  mint  is  due  to  Charles  the  Bald 
(840-877).  —  The  Monnaie  contains  a  — 

MusBB  MoNixAiBB,  or  coUectiou  of  coins,  which  is  shown  on 
Tues.  and  Frid.,  1-3  p.m.  (ateliers,  see  below).  The  museum  is 
reached  by  the  handsome  staircase  to  the  right  of  the  entrance. 

The  Vestibule  contains  specimens  of  the  metals  ased  in  coining.  — 
The  GsANDS  Salle  (decorated  in  the  Louis  XVI  style)  contains  the  most 
interesting  specimens.  On  each  side  of  the  entrance  are  medals  and 
plaqnettes  by  modern  French  medallists.  At  the  windows  are  large 
vases  of  bine  Sevres  porcelain,  surrounded  by  circular  glass-cases  con- 
taining medals  by  Prad'homme,  Patey,  Chaplain,  and  Lemaire  (on  the 
right  side),  and  by  •Roty,  Soldi,  and  Lagrange  (left  side).  In  the  centre, 
silver  pieces  from  the  Yang-tse-Kiang  (representing  very  high  values); 
coins  from  Cochin  China,  the  French  colonies,  etc.;  foreign  coins  and 
medals.  At  the  end  is  an  interesting  collection  of  JF^ench  Cointj  arranged 
ehronologically,  from  the  earliest  times  down  to  the  present  day.  In 
front  of  the  fireplace  are  Chinese  and  Annamese  coins.  On  the  chimney* 
piece  is  a  bust  of  the  Republic,  in  biscuit  porcelain,  after  Jnjalbert. 
The  eeiling-painting,  by  J.  J.  Weerts,  represents  the  ^Triumph  of  the  Universal 
Exhibition  of  1889\ 

CosKiDOs.  Illastrations  of  the  official  gold  and  silver  stamps  used 
in  the  iSth  cent.;  medals  recently  struck  at  the  mint.  —  Koom  I. 
French  medals  from  the  16th  cent,  to  the  reign  of  Louis  XVI.  —  Room  II. 
Medals  and  coins  of  the  Consulate  and  First  Empire;  Napoleon's  collection 
of  medals.  The  wax  models  of  the  reliefs  on  the  Venddme  Column  preserv- 
ed in  this  room,  and  the  small  model  (1 :  24)  of  the  column  itself,  afiord  a 
better  idea  of  the  details  than  the  originals.  A  bust  of  Napoleon  I.  by 
Gomova,  executed  in  1806,  and  a  cast  of  the  emperor^s  face  taken  20  hours 
aftar  death  are  also  shown.  —  Rook  III.  Sledals  struck  in  the  reigns  of 
Louis  XVIII,  Charles  X,  Louis  Philippe,  and  Napoleon  lU. ;  large  medals, 
by  Borrel;  portrait  of  Andrieu,  the  engp-aver,  by  Delafontaine  (1798).  — 
Soon  IV.  Foreign  coins. 

The  Atkliess,  with  their  steam-engines,  furnaces,  and  machinery,  are 
well  worth  visiting.  Visitors  must  be  provided  with  an  order  (avail- 
able for  5  pers.)  obtained  on  written  application  to  the  Director.  En« 
traaee  on  the  left,  by  the  arched  passage,  then  by  the  door  on  the  right 
side  of  the  court.  The  workshops  in  which  gold  and  silver  pieces  and 
medals  are  struck  are  shown,  the  whole  process  of  melting,  rolling,  cutting, 
and  minting  being  seen.  The  machines  invented  by  Thonnelier  are 
highly  ingenious,  76  pieces  of  money  being  struck  by  eaeh  of  them  per 
minute.  The  ^Atelier  du  Monnayage^  contains  a  marble  figure  of  Abundance, 
by  JfotfcAy.  In  the  Monnaie  are  performed  also  all  the  operations  of  assaying 
and  stamping  the  gold  and  silver  wares  of  the  jewellers.  There  are 
farther  a  money-changing  office,  where  also  articles  of  gold  are  purchased, 
and  a  room  for  the  saile  of  medals  (comp.p.  48),  which  even  non-purchasers 
by  visit. 


Returning  to  the  Institut,  we  soon  reach  the  Rue  Bonaparte,  the 
seeond  street  to  the  left  beyond  that  building.

The  worlia  they  send  home 
ue  exhibited  heie  annutkll;  in  Eommer,  The  eohool  h&«  *  «ti.ff  of 
33  pTOfeason,  and  is  attended  hy  sboiit  2000  pupiia  of  dilTeieDt 
nationalities.    The  present  dirtr.toi  is  M.  L<iati  Bunnnt,  the  pitnler. 

The  Falals  des  Dcaus-Arts,  erected  in  ]e20'33  by  Debret  and 
his  aaccesGDC  Duban,  oconples  the  site  of  the  old  Couvent  det  Pttiii- 
Atiguitini,  In  1860-62  a  new  wing  fnciag  the  Qnal  Halaqoals  wat 
added,  «nd  the  old  E6tct  CMmay,  adjoining  ihia  wing,  was  acqaired 
in  18S5  for  the  pupila'  atudlos.  It  la  open  to  the  public  on  Sun., 
12-J,  but  not  on  holidays ;  aQmeCliaee  also  on  week-daya,  about 
2  p.m.,  on  application  to  the  cancierge,  who  providea  a  gnide  (fee). 

The  FissT  CouBT,  the  entrance  to  uhlch  la  flanlied  by  busts  of 
P.  Puget  and  S.  PouBEln,  by  MercU,  contains  muiy  handsome  frag' 
menta  of  French  edlftcea,  from  the  GallQ-Komi,u  period  down  to 
the  16th  cantnry.  Theee  are  the  lemalna  of  the  Muafe  des  Monn- 
metits  founded  at  the  time  of  the  Orat  Revolution  by  the  painter 
Alex.  LcTioir  [d,  1839),  and  consisting  chleDy  of  tombstooes  and 
reliefa  rescued  from  the  Tolns  of  chuTchea  and  chUeaui.  In  1B16 
Louis  XVIII  diapereed  the  collection,  anii  ordered  most  of  the  ob- 
Jecta  to  be  restored  to  the  churches  or  their  original  proprietors. 
In  the  centie  of  the  court  U  a  Corinthian  coloxua  In  red  muble,  soi- 
mounted  by  a  bronze  atatue  of  Plenty  (^16th  cent.].  On  the  wall  to 
the  left  la  a  fresco  painted  on  lava  by  the  brothers  Batte,  tStei  the 
work  formerly  in  the  Tllla  Migliana  [p.  125;  No.  1512].  To  the 
Tight  (at  (he  entrance  to  the  'MuB^o  de  la  RensiBsance',  p.  293)  fa 
the  celebrated  and  beautiful  portal  of  the  Chiteau  d'Anet,  which  was 
erected  for  DIaJia  of  Poitiers  by  PhiUbert  Dclorme  and  Jean  Ooujon 
ia  1D48,  by  order  of  BenrI  11.  Built  into  the  wall  near  the  portal 
are  some  remains  of  the  Hotel  de  U  Trfmouille  (14th  rent.)  which 
uESd  to  be  in  the  Rue  des  Bourdonnals. 

TheSacoHiiCouBTls  separated  from  the  first  by  part  of  the  fagade 
of  the  ChSteau  of  GaUlon  (p.  442)  which  was  erected  in  1600-1610 
by  OulU.  Senault  and  Pierre  Fain  of  Rouen  for  Cardinal  d'Araboise, 
mitiUter  of  Louis  XII  and  one  of  the  chief  promotera  of  the  Benais- 
Eance  In  France.  It  Is  in  a  mixed  Gothic  and  Renaissance  style, 
affording  a  good  idea  of  the  character  of  the  ch&teau,  which  was 
destroyed  during  the  Revolution.  Beyond  it  are  other  fragments  of 
French  architecture  and  sculpture,  statues  copied  from  antiques, 
and  a  fine  atone  baain,  13  ft.  in  ditmetei,  adoroed  with  heads  of 
I,  animals,  and  the  four  elements,  a  work  of  the  close 
if  the  12th  cent.,  brought  from  the  abbey  ot  St.  Denia. 

The  Phincifai:  Buildikq,  the  'Facade  of  which,  deaignad  by 
Jfaian[i&30),  Is  one  of  the  bist  eiamplea  of  modem  :Preneh  ucM- 
teeinre,  contains  chlell;  caaU  uni  co^jles  of  famous  antiqite  >nd 
**iaalMsace  works  of  art. 
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On  the  groundfloor  is  the  MusSe  des  Antiques,  an  excellent 
collection  of  casts  of  antique  statues  and  copies  of  paintings  from 
Pompeii,  Herculaneum,  Delphi,  etc.,  in  addition  to  some  Roman 
statues  from  the  Villa  Medici,  including  a  torso  of  the  Minerva  Medici, 
after  a  Greek  work  from  the  time  of  Phidias.  —  We  next  enter  an 
inner  court,  roofed  with  glass,  and  pass  through  a  corridor  con- 
taining a  fine  Monument  of  Duhan  (1797-1870),  the  architect 
(p.  292),  hy  E.  Guillaume.  —  Behind  is  the  Amphithbatbb  (PI.  1), 
adorned  with  the  celebrated  *Himicyle  of  Paul  Delaroehe  (d.  1856), 
an  encaustic  painting  which  represents  distinguished  artists  of  sdl 
nations  down  to  the  end  of  the  17th  .cent,  and  contains  in  all 
75  figures  (13  ft.  in  height). 

On  a  lofty  throne  in  the  centre  are  the  great  Greek  masters,  Phidia* 
(the  scnlptor),  Jetinus  (the  architect  of  the  Parthenon),  and  Apellet  (the 
painter).  Fonr  female  fignres  in  front  represent  (left)  Qreek,  Gothic,  and 
(right)  Romanesque,  and  Renaissance  art.  —  The  Walters  Gallery  at  Balti- 
more contains  a  reduced  replica  of  this  work  (see  Baedeker's  Untied  StcUe*). 

Opposite  the  H^micycle  is  a  large  painting  by  Ingres,  represent- 
ing Romulus  Yictorioujs  over  Acron,  King  of  the  Sabines. 

The  rooms  on  the  first  floor  contain  numerous  copies  of  paintings 
of  all  schools,  small  casts,  models  of  buildings,  and  so  forth ;  the  gal- 
leries to  the  right  and  left  of  the  glass-roofed  court  are  adorned  with 
fifty-two  copies  from  Raphael's  logge  in  the  Vatican,  by  the  brothers 
Baize,  In  the  Salle  de  Louis  XIV  (V\.  3)  are  copies  of  celebrated 
paintings,  valuable  original  drawings,  engravings,  and  busts  of  artists. 
The  following  passage  contains  original  works,  portraits  of  artists, 
etc.  The  gallery  here  affords  a  good  survey  of  the  H^micycle  of 
P.  Delaroehe.  —  Salle  du  Conseil  (PI.  4):  Portraits  and  busts  of 
artists,  including  those  of  the  sculptor  Dubois,  by  FalguihrCy  the 
painters  Ger6me  and  Lenepveu,  by  Carpeaux  and  Injalbert,  the 
architect  Gamier,  by  Carpeaux^  and  the  painters  Henner  and  Baudry, 
by  Dubois;  a  bronze  statuette  of  Meissonier,  by  F.  Oemito;  also  eight 
torch-holders  in  wood  (time  of  Louis  XIV),  and  a  clock  in  the  style 
of  Boule.  —  The  Library  (PI.  2)  comprises  over  20,000  vols,  and  a 
number  of  drawings.  Permission  to  use  it  may  be  obtained  by  written 
application  to  the  Director  of  the  Ecole. 

The  Adjacent  Building,  on  the  N.  side  of  the  first  court  (en- 
trance through  the  portal  of  the  Chateau  d'Anet,  p.  292),  contains 
the  old  chapel  of  the  Augustine  Monastery,  now  converted  into  a 
MusSe  de  la  Renaissance,  with  copies  of  paintings  and  casts  of 
sculptures  by  Italian  masters  of  the  14 -16th  centuries.  At  the  end 
is  a  copy  of  Michael  Angel  o's  Last  Judgment,  by  Sigalon  (1836).  — 
In  the  Vestibule  des  Ecoles,  beside  the  chapel,  is  a  monument  to 
Ingres,  with  his  bust  in  bronze,  and  medallions  of  Flandrin  and 
Simart,  his  pupils,  by  E,  Ouillaume.  Adjoining  it  is  the  Cour  du 
Mdrier,  with  galleries  containing  sculptures  exftcxjitft^  ^x'^wckft  Vi 
former  pupils  and  ca&ts  ot  ancient  bas-ie^ieta.  K\>i\ift  c^^  \%^^ 
monnmeat  of  Henri  Regnault,  tho  painter,  aiv^  o\i\xei  -^tx^^^V^^^

by  Chapti. 

Oppojite  this  wall  another  veatlliolB  leads  to  the  Snlle  de  Mrlpo- 
men;,  occnpled  with  the  ie[nB.iiider  of  thn  Musde  des  Copies  sad 
Tued  for  the  eihibition  of  competitive  woits.  —  The  rooniB  mirked 
5,  6,  and  T  0T1  our  plan  contain  the  votks  that  have  gained  ttie  Qisnd 
Pils  de  Rome  Einiie  the  end  of  the  17th  century.  —  In  the  two 
8aUad'EzpoBttlon(Fi.  8],  next  the  quay,  the  wo rke  sent  from  Rome 
by  halderi  of  the  Orand  Prli  (p.  292)  are  annnally  exhtbltsd  In 
Joly;  icnlptnre  on  Iha  gronnitfloor,  paintings  and  architeclursl 
designs  on  the  Bret  floot.  The  room  on  the  flrel  floor  Is  uaod  iTeo 
tor  private  I'xhibltiona,  in  vhich  case  it  la  sometimcB  entered  from 
the  Qu»l  Mdaqaaig. 

As  wo  qu!t  the  Ecole  dcs  Bcaux-Ails  we  notice  in  tlio  Rue  Bona- 
paile,  on  the  right,  the  Aoadimie  de  M4deBine(Pi.E,20;  IV).  This 
does  not  form  part  of  the  Inatitut  {p.  589).  It  was  founded  in  1820, 
lis  headquarters  being  eitnated  near  the  H6pital  de  1aCharIt£^.298). 
This  new  bnilding,  which  waa  designed  by  J.  Rocket,  was  opened  in 
ldO!2.  The  ra<;ade  is  in  the  classic  style,  hnt  embelliBhed  \dth  de- 
corationB  adapted  from  medicinal  plants.  The  columns  In  front  are  of 
the  Ionic  order.  The  keystone  of  the  great  arch  over  the  priocipa] 
entrance  la  ndamed  with  a  head  of  .^scnlaplna,  from  ui  antique  In 
the  LoQvie.  The  best  time  for  seeing  the  Interior  ia  between  4  and 
6  o'clock  (fee).

In  the  SalU  <Iu  CohhH.  above 
the  eblnmay piece,  Sa  a  portrait  (atlrihuteil  to  Tmanj  o!  tbe  great  Belnao 
anatomlgt  Veaallna  (IBlted).  On  the  opposite  aide,  overlooking  tlie  court 
(with  a  sepirate  entrance),  ara  three  laburaloriM  for  the  preparation  of 
vaccine,  bealileB  ubemlcal  and  bncleriological  laboratoiiee;  the  etables  have 
accummodBtion  for  twelve  heifers,  from  which  the  lymph  is  eitraoled. 

The  Rae  Bonaparte  lea.ds  to  tbo  3.  to  the  little  Plate  St.  Germain- 
des'Fris  fpj.  j^  10 ;  iV),  t.  tusy  aetitia  uf  i.\va  omnibus  and  tram- 
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*St.  Oermain-deB-Fr^B  (PI.  B,  19;  iy\  on  tlie  E.  side  of  tlie 
'place',  is  one  of  the  most  ancient  churches  in  Paris.  It  belonged 
to  the  powerful  ahbey  of  St  Germain,  founded  in  542  or  543  by 
King  Ghildebert,  the  abbots  of  which  were  sometimes  cardinals  and 
even  kings,  as  in  the  case  of  Hugh  Gapet  and  GasimirY.  of  Poland, 
and  included  later,  after  its  conversion  to  the  tenets  of  St  Maur, 
great  ecclesiastics  like  Mabillon  and  Montfaucon.  The  nave  is  a  relic 
of  an  edifice  of  the  end  of  the  11th  century.  The  choir,  consecrated 
in  1163,  was  afterwards  altered,  particularly  in  the  windows,  which 
show  a  tendency  to  Gothic.  Two  towers,  over  the  transept,  had  to 
be  partially  pulled  down  in  1821.  After  the  Bevolution  the  church 
fell  into  a  very  dilapidated  condition,  but  it  was  restored  after  1836. 

The  Intbsiob  was  painted  and  gilded  in  1852-56  in  the  style  of  the 
11th  centnry.  To  the  right  of  the  entrance  is  a  copy  of  the  bronze  statue 
of  St.  Peter  at  Rome  \  to  the  left  of  St.  Peter,  a  marble  statue  of  Kotre* 
Pame-de-Gonsolation,  presented  to  the  abbey  of  St.  Deni^  by  Queen  Jeanne 
d'Evrenx  in  1340. 

The  ♦Frieze,  painted  in  1852-61  by  Hippolytt  Flandrin,  represents 
parallel  scenes  from  the  Old  and  New  Testament  (a  clear  day  is  indispens- 
able for  seeing  them  properly;  best  about  noon).  Oni  the  left  side  of  the 
entrance:  the  Burning  Bush  and  the  Annunciation;  the  Promise  of  a 
Redeemer  and  the  Nativity;  the  Prophecy  of  Balaam  and  the  Adoration 
of  the  Hagi;  the  Passage  of  the  Bed  Sea  and  the  Baptism  of  Christ; 
]lelchisedek*8  offering  of  bread  and  wine  to  Abraham  and  the  Institution 
of  the  Bucharist.  —  On  the  other  side,  returning  towards  the  entrance: 
the  Sale  of  Joseph  and  the  Betrayal  of  Christ;  the  Offering  of  Isaac  and 
the  Death  of  Christ ;  Jonah  issuing  from  the  whale's  belly  and  the  Resur- 
rection; the  Scattering  of  the  nations  and  the  Dispersal  of  the  Apostles; 
the  Ascension  and  Preparations  for  the  Last  ^Judgment  (the  last  executed 
by  Hippolyte*8  brother  Paul).  —  In  front  of  the  choir  are  the  Four  Arch- 
angels. —  Host  of  the  archaic  capitals  on  the  columns  were  copied  from 
the  originals  which  are  now  to  be  found  in  the  garden  of  the  Hotel  de 
Cluny  (p.  280).  Facing  the  pulpit  is  the  monument  of  H.  Flandrin  (d.  1864), 
with  a  bust  by  Oudini, 

The  S.  Tbaitskpt  contains,  on  the  right,  the  tomb  of  Olivier  and 
Louis  de  Castellan  (d.  1644, 1669),  with  their  medallions,  by  Qirardon,  To  the 
left,  above  the  altar,  is  a  marble  statue  of  St.  Margaret,  by  /.  BourUt  {Xl%). 

The  Choir  is  embellished  with  two  large  encaustic  paintings  on  a  gold 
gronnd,  begun  by  H.  Flandrin  in  1842,  and  finished  in  1861:  on  the  left 
the  Entry  of  Christ  into  Jerusalem ;  on  the  right  the  Bearing  of  the  Cross ; 
alMlTe,  Christ  and  the  Virgin  in  glory;  Christian  and  Moral  Virtues.  Then, 
above  the  arcades,  the  Apostles;  the  angel,  lion,  bull,  and  eagle,  the 
aymbols  of  the  Evangelists;  and  the  Lamb  of  the  Apocalypse. 

Ghoib  Chapels.  In  the  first  chapel  is  the  monument  of  James, 
Duke  of  Douglas  (d.  1645).  —  The  following  chapel  contains  slabs  of  black 
marble  to  the  memory  of  the  philosopher  Descartes  (d.  1650),  the  learned 
XabiUon  (d.  1707),  and  Montfaucon  (d.  1641),  all  of  whom  are  interred 
biire.  —  Behind  the  high-altar  is  the  modern  Lady  Chapel,  with  grisaille 
paiAtings  of  the  Adoration  of  the  Magi  and  tlie  Presentation  in  the 
Temple,  by  Helm,  —  In  the  chapel  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul  a  tablet  com- 
memorates the  poet  Boileau  (d.  1711),  whose  remains  were  transferred  hither 
from  the  Sainte-Chapelle  in  1819.  —  The  first  chapel  on  the  left  contains 
a  monument  to  William,  Earl  of  Douglas  (d.  1611). 

In  the  N.  Tbansbpt,  the  monument  of  Casimir  V.  (d.  1672),  king  of  Po- 
land (see  above);  over  the  altar,  statue  of  St.  Francis  Xavier,  by  0.  Cowtou; 
tOnore,  fireiooes  by  Oomu  (1870).

We  ramtinue  to  follow  the  Bua  Bonaparte  {Pi.  R,  16;  /F),  to  the 
left,  and  in  a  few  mitiiitea  more  leaeh  the  Plaqb  St.  Bm^PlOB 
(omniboi  stat,),  with  tbe  handsome  Fontaine  St.  Sulpiee,  designed 
by  Viicontl,  and  erected  in  1847.  The  foantain  eaDsiats  of  threa 
basins,  one  above  the  other,  and  ia  embellished  with  etataes  of 
the  four  most  celebrated  French  preachers  of  the  17th  and  18th 
cent.;  Boasuet  [d.  1701),  Fgneion  (d.  1715),  MaasUlon  (d.  1742), 
and  Fie'ehier  (d.  ITIO).  ~  The  long  boilding  on  the  S.  Bide  is  the 
former  Siminaire  de  St.  Sulpiee,  founded  in  1646  by  Abba  Oiler, 
curd  of  St.  Snlpice,  for  the  training  of  priests  devoted  to  edncation 
('Sulpiciens').  The  seminary  was  closed  Ih 
copied  by  t1:e  collectione  from  th<!  I.Diemboni£.  The  conrt  is  to  be 
covered  by  a  glisa-roof  and  lo  contain  the  sculptures.  ~  On  the  W. 
Is  the  Mairie  of  the  SIA  Jirondi.'iemsni  (Luiembourg) ;  the  oeillng- 
painting  In  the  Salle  des  Fetes  is  by  H.  Lery. 

■St.  Siapiee  (Tl.  R,  19;  /K)  Is  the  richest  and  one  of  the  molt 
important  churchcB  on  the  left  back  of  the  Seine.  The  rebnlld- 
iag  ot  the  edifice,  on  the  site  of  a  parish  cliorch  of  the  12tti  (sent,, 
was  begun  In  the  reign  of  Loala  XIV  from  the  designs  of  Oamart,    1^ 
eontlitaed  by  Leaau  and  otheis,  mi  Mic-^VMel  tn.  1733-49  by  the    l'^ 
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is  considered  one  of  the  best  of  its  period,  consists  of  a  Doric  and 
an  Ionic  colonnade,  placed  one  above  the  other.  It  is  flanked  with 
two  towers,  the  highest  of  which,  rebuilt  by  Chalgrin,  and  240  ft. 
high,  is  alone  finished.  Five  flights  of  steps,  between  the  columns, 
ascend  to  the  entrance.  Statues  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul  flank  the 
central  portal.  Under  the  Convention  this  church  was  the  Temple 
of  Victory,  and  it  was  the  scene  of  a  banquet  given  to  General 
Bonaparte  in  1799.  When  the  gate  in  front  is  closed  visitors  enter 
by  the  S.  portal  or  by  a  small  door  to  the  left  behind  the  choir. 

The  Intxbior,  in  the  form  of  a  Greek  cross,  is  460  ft.  in  length,  184  ft. 
in  width,  and  108  ft.  in  height.  The  spherical  vaolting  is  borne  by  massive 
GoriBthian  pillars.  The  eighteen  radiating  chapels  were  richly  adorned 
with  frescoes  in  the  19th  century.  Adjoining  the  second  pillar  are  b^ni- 
tiers  consisting  of  two  enormons  shells  (tridaehna  giga»\  presented  to 
Francis  I.  by  tiie  Republic  of  Venice,  resting  on  rock-work  of  sculptured 
marble.

Tbanbkpt.  Left  arm :  Betrayal  by  Judas,  and  the  Crucifixion.  Right 
arm :  Resurrection  and  Ascension,  and  Prophets.  These  are  all  by  Signal 
(1872-76).  On  the  pavement  here  a  Meridian  Line  was  drawn  in  1743.  It  is 
prolonged  to  an  obelisk  of  white  marble  which  indicates  the  direction  of 
the  true  N.,  while  towards  the  S.  it  corresponds  with  a  closed  window, 
from  a  small  aperture  in  which  a  ray  of  sun-light  falls  at  noon  on  the 
▼ertleal  line  of  the  obelisk.  —  By  the  pillars  in  the  choir  are  eight  Apostles, 
two  Angels,  a  Scourging  of  Christ,  and  a  Mater  Dolorosa,  by  Bouchardon, 
The  seated  figures  above  the  doors,  by  Pradier^  represent  SS.  Paul  and 
John  the  Evangelist.

The  Font  dv  Ounniel  (PI.  R,  17, 30  j  II,  IV),  or  Pont  dei  Saiali- 
Fires,  as  It  used  to  be  called,  connects  the  Qual  du  Louvre  with  th« 
Ouai  Voltaira,  and  was  nonatmcted  in  1832-34  by  Falonctau.  It  li 
embellished  -with  colossal  atatnei  aftec  iVtilot .-  Plenty  and  Indostij 
on  the  right  bank,  the  Seine  and  the  City  of  Parie  on  the  left.  Nat 
Ut  From  here  U  tbe  Ecole  ies  fieiiux-Arta  fp.  291). 

Peres,  in  whicU  ii  Ilia  BSpital  dt  la  OharM  (PI,  a,  IT;  /K)-  —  In  Iha  Bga 
de  Lills,  Id  Ibe  W.  dF  ihe  Bna  iet  Saints  -  Perea.  Is  Ihe  EeaU  du  Landau 
Orieuala  (Ho.  S),  founded  b;  Uie  Convention  in  ITBBi  the  court  cooubl 
B  ilatne  of  Ibe  Hbolar  Sflreitri  dt  Sary  (1753-1338),  b;  Eochet.  No.  U, 
built  in  leoe,  U  the  Malion  du  ilonr^  da  Poila  (PI.  E,  ITt  IT). 

The  five  arches  of  the  Pont-BoyaJ  (PI.  R,  t7j  J/),  bnllt  In  1686, 
span  the  river  opposite  the  PavlUon  de  Flore  (p.  69),  on  the  Quit 
dea  Tatleries. 

Near  it,  facing  the  central  eiit  of  the  Jardin  des  Tnilerlea  (p.  67), 
ts  the  Pont  de  Solfirino  [PI.  E,  17;  //),  witii  three  Iron  archw, 
erected  In  1868-59.  —  Pont  de  la  Concorde  and  PoiU  Alexandre  IH, 
see  pp.  67,  224. 

The  Gars  dn  ftnaJ-d'Orsay  [PI.  R,  17.  II;  see  p.  32),  flie 
terminna  of  the  Orleans  Railway,  Is  a  prominent  featore  on  the  dghl 
(E.)  ot  tie  Pont  de  Soltfrino.  This  huge  building,  completed  In  19O0, 
has  taken  the  place  of  the  old  Cour  des  Comptes,  which  was  burnt 
by  the  Communards  in  1871.  The  main  line  has  been  continued  hlthet 
from  the  old  terminus  on  the  Qusl  d'Aualerlte  (p.  337),  a  dlatanre 
of  about  2'/4  M.,  nearly  2  M.  of  which  are  onderground.  The  sirlvsl 
platform  ts  at  the  aide  facing  the  Hue  de  Bellechasae,  the  departure 
platform  being  next  the  Seine.  There  Is  a  bindaome  restaurant  on 
tile  llrat  floor,  reached  from  the  rafo  below.  The  rest  of  the  bujldin| 
is  occQpled  by  a  Hottl  [p.  6).  The  adjacent  edifice  is  the  Caisie  (to 
Dep6tt  <t  Coniignation). 

Opposite  this  Btation  Is  the  taateful  Falais  de  la  Ligion  d'Honaanti 

(PI.  K,  17;  II),  bnUt  by  Rousseau  in  1782-89  for  Prince  de  Salm- 

Kyrbonrg,  and  ro-erected  by  public  sabacrlptlon  after  its  deetmctlov 

by  Sre  daring  the  Commune,   live  ictaiiVum  ind  the  courtyard  »rs 

nalevotthy.     Mine,   de  BW*\  te\4  \iei  Kw^ftiiM  V«fe  Muiat  the 
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Directory.  Farther  on,  at  Rue  de  Lille  78,  is  the  German  Embassy 
(PI.  R,  17;  J/),  formerly  occupied  hy  Prince  Eugftne  de  Beauhamais. 

The  Chambre  deB  D^put^  (PI.  R,  14;  //),  otherwise  known  as 
the  Palais-Bourbonj  is  situated  on  the  Qaai  d'Orsay,  at  the  end  of 
the  Boal.  St.  Germain  (p.  300),  and  opposite  the  Place  and  the  Pont 
de  la  Concorde  (p.  67).  The  palace  was  begun  in  1722  hy  Oirar- 
dini  for  the  dowager  Duchess  of  Bourbon,  daughter  of  Louis  XIY 
and  of  Mme.  de  Montespan.  The  Prince  de  Cond^,  the  grandson  of 
the  duchess,  enlarged  it  in  1777,  and  in  1790  it  was  declared  national 
property.  After  the  necessary  alterations  had  been  made  the  build- 
ing was  used  for  the  sittings  of  the  Council  of  Five  Hundred,  and 
afterwards  for  those  of  the  Corps  L^gislatif  and  the  Chamber  of 
Peputies,  which  has  581  members. 

The  original  facade  is  on  the  side  farthest  from  the  Seine,  in  the 

Bue  de  PUniversit^.    The  little  square  in  front  of  it  is  embellished 

-with  a  marble  statue  of  Law,  by  Ftuch^rea  (1855).    The  facade 

towards  the  river,  built  by  Poyet  in  1804-7,  is  in  the  style  of  a  Greek 

temple,  with  a  Corinthian  colonnade  of  twelve  columns.  To  the  right 

and  left  of  the  flight  of  steps  are  placed  statues  of  Themis  and  Minerva, 

and  on  massive  pedestals  in  f^ont  are  seated  figures  of  D'Aguesseau, 

Colbert,  L'Hdpital,  and  Sully.  On  each  side  of  the  portico  are  reliefs 

by  Bude  and  Ptadiety  and  in  the  tympanum  a  group  by  Cortotj  which 

represents  France  with  the  constitution,  between  Liberty  and  Order, 

Bummoning  Commerce,  Agriculture,  and  Peace  to  her  aid. 

Intbbiob.  When  the  Chamber  is  sitting  visitors  are  admitted  only 
to  the  Salle  des  Stances,  for  which  they  require  a  ticket  from  the  *se- 
cT^taire  de  la  qnestare*,  to  whom  application  should  he  made  hy  letter 
or  through  an  ambassador.  The  public  entrance  (before  2  p.m.)  on  these 
occasions  is  in  the  small  building  to  the  right  of  the  grand  staircase  which 
ascends  from  the  quay.  At  other  times  the  building  is  open  to  the  public 
from  9  to  5;  and  visitors  should  then  apply  to  the  left  in  the  court  he- 
hind,  entered  from  the  Rue  de  TUniversit^;  they  are  escorted  by  an 
attendant  (fee).  —  The  Salls  des  Pas-Pebdus  has  a  ceiling-painting  (Peace) 
by  Horace  Vernet.  —  The  Salle  des  S£akcbs,  or  At*embly  Hall,  is  semi- 
eireolar  in  form,  and  is  borne  by  twenty  marble  columns,  behind  which 
are  the  public  galleries.  The  hall  is  embellished  with  a  reproduction  in 
tapestry  of  Saphaers  School  of  Athens,  and  with  marble  statues  of  Li- 
berty and  Public  Order,  by  Pradier.  —  The  Salle  des  CoMFfiBBNCss  con- 
tains a  ceiling-painting  by  ir«im,  representing  the  history  of  legislation  in 
France,  and  several  pictures:  President  Hold  arrested  hy  the  factionists 
dnrlvg  the  Fronde,  by  Vincent;  Opening  of  the  States-General  by  Philippe 
le  Bel,  by  Vinchon ;  Self-sacrifice  of  the  burghers  of  Calais,  hy  Jay  Scheffer, 
—  The  LiBBABT  is  adorned  with  ceiling-paintings  by  Eug.  Delacroix  (in  the 
eapolas,  Poesy,  Theology,  Legislation,  Philosophy,  and  the  Exact  Sciences;  . 
in  the  lunettes  at  the  ends,  Attila  in  Italy  and  Orpheus  instructing  the  Greeks 
in  the  peaceful  arts). — In  the  Salle  des  Distbibutions  are  scenes  in  grisaille 
"bjJJM  de  Pujol.  —  The  Salle  Gasihib-PAbibb  is  embellished  with  statues  of 
lurabeau  and  BaiUy  hy  Jaley^  Pdrier  by  Duret^  and  General  Foy  by  Deeprez^ 
uid  bas-reliefs  by  Triqueii  and  Dalou. — The  Salle  du  Tbone  contains  paint- 
ings of  Justice,  War,  Industry,  Agriculture,  and  the  Seas  and  Rivers  of 
France,  by  Buff,  Delacroix. 

Adjoining  the  Palace  is  the  Hdtel  de  la  -Pr^sidcnce  dA  la  CKaxKbTe^ 

or  piesident^s  residence,  bnUt  about  1722  as  tTie  mwisvoiv  ^ilYi^^^^'tt^ 

de  iMSoy,  and  incorporated  with  the  Palals-BoMiVioii  Vo.  VTl^  xov^et 
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the  namo  of  FetitSaarboa,    F&rtbei  (long  the  quay  is 
ifai  ^//iiirM  Elrangira  (PI.  R,  14;  //I,  or  Foreija  Offlto,  a  hand- 
enua  ediflca  bailt  in  1S45  by  Lacom^e.  ImmedUtel;  bejond  is  tha 
Esplanade  des  lavalldea  [p.  30^). 

The  Rue  de  Lille  and  Hue  de  I'TTniveigite,  vhich  run  parallel  to 
tiie  Quai  d'Oisay  on  the  8.  and  are  Intersected  by  the  Boul.  St.  Geimain, 
and  the  Ruea  St.  Dominique ,  de  Orenelle  (p.  301),  and  de  Tsionne, 
to  the  S.W.  &ad  S.  of  this  boulcTaTd,  present  a  eomewbaC  deserted 
appearance,  consisting  aa  they  do  largely  of  private  houses.  Many  oF 
these  are  old  munsiana  of  the  French  nobility,  hidden  from  view  by 
the  'cours  d'honnenr'  in  front,  e,p.  In  tbcBae  3t  Dominique  (PI.  B,  14, 
17;  IV),  No.  4B  and  No.  1  (with  an  oval  court,  built  by  Q,  Boffrand, 
1695)iintheRuedBVaroiine(PI.  14,17,  16;  iV),  No.?7,  now  ihe 
Covvent  da  Sacri'  Canr,  and  Ko.  57,  formerly  the  Hotel  de  HgntmOT 
rency,  now  the  Auilrlan  Embanni. 

In  the  Bonlevud  St.  Benuln  (PI.  R,  17 ;  i  V),  which  was  begun 
under  Napoleon  IIL  but  completed  after  bii  time,  rlsea  the  SGntMrt 
detoGuerre{Pl,B,  14,17;//,  (f  ),orWarOflli;e,  part  of  it  occupyln| 
tha  former  residence  of  President  Duiel,  which  was  built  by  Aubcy 
in  1714  and  te-erected  by  Bonohot  in  1877.  It  was  inhabited  by 
Marshal  fiictaelieu  (1765),  Luclen  Bonaparte,  and  other  personagetl. 
Near  it  is  the  MiniiUrc  dei  Travaui:  PahUcs(n.  11,17;  IV),  oi  Ofaoe 
of  FuiilioWoika,  formerly  Manbal  Roquelanro's  mansion,  oonetnteted 
in  1720  by  Leroni,  and  afterwards  tenanted  by  the  Due  de  B(!thiin&- 
Sully  (1747)  and  Oambacfiria  (1812).  The  'anneia'  is  a  building  by 
De  Ootte,  which  belonged  to  Marshal  Ecllermann.

At  No.  184,  on  the  left  side  of  thebonloTard,  la  the  G(opropM«jI 
Society,  with  a  library  (ca.  60,000  vote.)  and  lanyenirs  of  distln- 
guisbod  enplorera  (adm.  daily,  1-4;  vigitora  ring). 

Farther  on  the  Boul.  St.  Germain  passes  the  church  of  St.  Ger- 


Royal,  is  one  of  the  oldest  streets  in  the  Fauboarg  St.  Qermatn. 
name  recalls  an  old  ferry  Cbac').  The  liSlel  Le  Vaytr  et  de  BoiUognl 
(No. 46)  has  a  handsome  enurtand  a  sculptured  doorway;  the  reiolu- 
ttonlflt  Barraa  lived  there  In  1813.  At  No.  120,  themWiie  Cttmonl- 
Tortnem  (1789 ;  flne  doors),  Chateaubriand  died  in  1848  (Inscription) 
The  Rue  da  Bac  to  the  9.  of  the  Boul.  St.  Germain  is  crossed  ij 
tbe  Sat  de  Orenelle,  in  wlilclv,  lo  fl\e  \eft  {tX  Noa.

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Saisons,  erected  in  1739  from  designs  by  Bouchardon.  It  consists 
of  a  crescent  in  tbe  centre  of  which  is  a  small  Ionic  portico,  adorned 
with  an  allegorical  group  in  white  marble  representing  the  City  of 
Paris  with  the  Seine  and  the  Mame.    In  niches  at  the  sides  are 

statues  of  the  Seasons  snih  appropriate  reliefs. 

Kear  the  S.  end  of  the  Rue  da  Bate,  beyond  the  Bne  de  Varenne  (p.  300), 
we  notice  on  the  left  the  huge  emporium  of  the  Bon  MarcTU  (p.  48),  and 
on  the  right,  at  No.  128,  the  Siminaire  des  Miaaiona  Etrangeres  (PI.  U,  16; 
ivy,  bnilt  in  1683  by  Bishop  Bernard  de  Ste.  Thdr^e  for  the  training  of 
BomAn  Catholic  missionaries.  A  melancholy  sight  is  afforded  here  by  the 
Chamibre  des  Martyrs  (shown  daily  except  Wed.,  from  1  to  4  or  6,  on  Sun. 
and  holidays  from  1  to  2.90),  which  contains  numeroos  instruments, 
especially  from  China,  used  in  torturing  and  killing  Christian  martyrs,  blood- 
stained clothes  of  missionaries,   and  other  relics  (contribution  expected). 

The  main  frontage  of  the  Bon-Harchd  looks  into  Uie  Square  des  Minages^ 
with  a  marble  group  of  Sleep  by  M.  Moreau  and  'Presentiments',  by  Viber. 
At  No.  16  in  the  Bne  de  Sevres  (PI.  B,  16;  7F),  which  skirts  it  on  the  S.W., 
is  the  CouneiU  de  VAhhaye-CMX-Bois^  founded  in  1610.  Mme.  B^camier  re- 
tired thither  in  1814  and  lived  there  until  her  death  in  1849.  It  is  about 
to  be  pulled  down.  At  No.  42  in  the  Bne  de  S6vres  is  the  Hdpital  Laiwnee^ 
formerly  the  Hospice  des  Incurables,  founded  in  1634  (interesting  court  and 
chapel).  Here  also  is  a  remarkable  Egyptian  fountain  (Ist  Empire).  The 
JSgUse  des  Xoeorittes,  opposite,  contains  a  silver  reliquary  in  which  repose 
the  remains  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul.  A  little  beyond  are  the  Convent  des 
Oiseanx  and  Uie  Blind  Asylum  (p.  311). 

Returning  to  the  Fontaine  de  Grenelle  through  the  Rue  du  Bac, 
we  follow  on  the  W.  the  Bue  de  GreneUe  (PI.  R,  17,  14 ;  IV).  The 
house  at  No.  75  had  for  its  occupants  Cardinal  d'Estr^es  (17th 
cent.),  Furstenbergj  Plessis-Richelieu,  *  and  Galliffet  No.  106  is  tlie 
EglUe  de  Pentemont  (1755),  since  1804  a  Protestant  church.  The 
Ministere  de  VAgrictUturej  du  Commerce  et  de  ^Industrie  occupies 
(No.  101)  the  old  Hdtel  d'Argenson  (1700).  Nos.  138-140  (the  former 
Hdtel  de  GhatUlon)  are  tenanted  by  the  Service  Oiographique  de  fAr- 
mee.  No.  127,  now  the  Archiepiscopal  Palace,  was  in  1740  the  H6tel 
de  CShanac.  No.  79,  the  Russian  Embassy,  was  built  by  De  Cotte  for 
the  Duchesse  d'Estrees  (1709). 

8to.  Clotilde  (PI.  R,  14;  IV),  between  the  Rue  St.  Dominique 
(p.  300)  and  the  Rue  de  Grenelle,  one  of  the  finest  modem  churches 
in  Paris,  was  erected  in  1846-59  by  Oau  and  Ballu  in  the  Gothic 
style  of  the  14th  century.   The  spires  of  the  two  towers  rise  to  a 

height  of  226  ft. 

The  IVTSBioB  consists  of  nave,  aisles,  transept,  and  ambulatory  \  there 

are  no  lateral  doors.    Magnificent  stained-glass  windows  by  Marichal^  Oaii- 

mortf,  Jaurdfy  Thibauty  Amaury- Duval,  Lusson,  and  Hesse.  The  two  small 
■^^  chapels  of  the  aisles  are  adorned  with  paintings  (named)  by  Delaborde. 
b       Uader  the  windows  of  the  aisles  and  in  the  transept  are  bas-reliefs  by  Buret 

aad  Fradier,  forming  a  'Chemin  de  Croix\  —  The  chapel  of  Ste.  Yal^re, 
*  the  martyr  of  Limousin,  to  whom  a  church  was  once  dedicated  on  this 
.'-  site,  is  in  the  right  (W.)  transept.  It  contains  scenes  from  her  history  by

K,  11:  II,  IV),  abaul 
550  yde.  in  length  and  270  yds.  in  width,  ombelliahed  with  several 
rows  of  elm-trees,  lies  between  the  Seina  and  the  H6t«l  d 
lalides.  The  Pont  AlexoBdre  Hi  [p.  'i'iA')  places  it  in  direct  com- 
muiilFadoD  with  the  Champs-El ys^oi.  Near  the  btldge,  np-ai 
adjoining  tho  Foreign  Office  (p.  300)  is  the  Gandalnwiida  (p. 32).' 
—  To  the  W.  are  the  Font  des  Imaltdee  (p.  225)  and  the  forraer

The  garden  is  adorned  with  a  Statue  of  PHnce  Engine  de  Beati- 
hamaia  (1781-1824),  viceroy  of  Italy  (1806-13),  in  bronze,  by  Du- 
mont,  formerly  in  one  of  the  bonlevards. 

Some  of  the  statues  in  the  Square  des  Invalides,  to  the  E.  beyond  the 
court  may  be  noticed:^  An  ancestor  (Brennus,  the  Gallic  chief),  bronze  by 
MatMovUe^  and  In  defence  of  hearth  and  home,  marble  by  Boisseau,  —  To 
theW.,  in  the  Square  de  Latour-Maubourg,  the  Age  of  Bronze,  hj  Delhomme. 

The  H6tel  des  Invalides  (PL  R,  14;  IV),  the  oldest  institution 
of  its  kind,  was  founded  by  Louis  XIV  and  buUt  la  1670-75,  by 
Libiral  Bruant  and  J.  H.  Manaart,  The  dome  is  later  (see  p.  310). 
The  establishment  covers  an  area  of  about  30  acres,  and  was  in- 
tended to  accommodate  7000  inmates,  but  there  are  now  only  about 
60,  as  only  soldiers  absolutely  incapacitated  for  work  are  now  ad- 
mitted. Parts  of  the  building  have  been  devoted  to  other  purposes ; 
and  in  1898  the  headquarters  of  the  governor  of  Paris  were  trans- 
ferred hither. 

The  Facade  of  this  vast  edifice  rises  in  three  stories  and  is  about 
220  yds.  in  length.  At  the  principal  entrance  are  an  equestrian  figure 
of  Louis  XIV  in  bas-relief,  and  statues  of  Mars  and  Minerva,  in 
bronze,  all  by  Coustou  the  Younger,  In  front  of  the  wings  are  placed 
four  groups  in  bronze,  by  DesjardinSy  emblematical  of  four  eonquered 
nations.  These  formerly  belonged  to  the  monument  of  Louis  XIV  in 
the  Place  dea  Victoires  (p.  207).  Above  and  in  the  dormer  windows 
are  various  trophies  in  stone. 

The  Cow  d'HonneuTj  the  first  court,  is  enclosed  with  arcades, 
parts  of  which  are  adorned  with  paintings  by  B,  Maason^  representing 
scenes  from  the  epochs  of  Charlemagne,  St.  Louis,  Louis  XIV, 
and  Napoleon  I.  In  the  gallery  on  the  right  is  a  statue  of  General 
Danmesnil  (p. 265).  Opposite  the  entrance  is  the  church  (p.  309); 
on  the  right  the  Mus^e  d'Artillerie ;  on  the  left,  the  Mus^e  Historique 
(p.  307) ,  together  forming  the  HuB^e  de  PArm^e.  To  these  will 
shortly  be  added  the  Mus(fe  de  la  Marine  (p.  167).  Changes  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  exhibits  are  not  infrequent. 

The  *]Cn8ie  d'Artillerie  (admission,  see  p.  302)  is  a  most  com-  - 
plete  and  interesting  collection  (10,000  specimens)  of  weapons  and 
armour  of  all  kinds,  both  ancient  and  modern.

Swivel-gun  bearing  the  name  of  Pierre  d'Aubusson  (d.  1503) ;  on 
the  left,  the  Griffin,  a  culverin  captured  at  Cobleiizin  1797,  cast  in 
1528,  and  weighing  nearly  13  tons.  Bronze  statue  of  J.  B,  Oribeau- 
vai  (1715-1769),  first  inspector- general  of  ordnance,  by  Bartholdi. 
By  the  wall  here  is  a  chain  190  yds.  long,  and  3^2  tons  in  weight, 
used  by  the  Turks  at  the  siege  of  Vienna  in  1683  for  the  purpose 
of  strengthening  a  bridge-of-boats  over  the  Danube.  Under  the 
carriage-entrance  is  a  chain  with  fifty  iron  collars  for  prisoners, 
captured  in  the  Moroccan  camp  after  the  battle  of  Isly  in  1844.  — 
On  the  other  side  is  the  Goub  de  la  Yictoire,  containing  modern 
cannon,  models  of  naval  cannon,  a  Russian  gun  and  carriage  from 
Sebastopol,  and  several  cannon  recovered  in  1872  from  Spanish 
galleons  which  foundered  in  the  Bay  of  Yigo  in  1702.  Then,  bronze 
and  brass  cannons,  mortars,  etc. ,  bearing  Anuamite  inscriptions  and 
-  the  emblem  of  the  *Roi  Soleil'  (Louis  XIV) ,  captured  at  Hu^  In 
1885  (probably  the  pieces  presented  by  Louis  XIV  to  the  Aunamite 
ambassador  at  Versailles).   To  the  left ,  armour-plates  pierced  by 

cannon-shots. 

The  staircase  (p.  305)  ascends  to  the  rooms  on  the  2nd  floor.  The  four 
rooms  on  the  left  (Galebik  des  Costumes  dx  Guebse)  contain  72  models 
Sllufltrafing  Wewliie  AeeotUrements  of -pTehiatoric  Umea^  and  of  the  Gauls,  the 
Greeks,  the  Romans,  and  the  French,  from  Charlemagne  to  the  eod  of  the 
l8th  century.  The  gallery  on  the  right  (Galebib  Ethnogbaphiqde)  is 
occupied  by  an  interesting  collection  of  figures  of  savages  in  their  war* 
costumes,  representing  types  from  Africa,  America,  Asia,  and  Oceania. 

The  Xusie  Historique  (adm.,  see  p.  302),  in  the  Gour  d'Honneur 
(p.  303),  opposite  the  Mus^e  d'ArtUlerie,  occupies  the  old  mess- 
rooms  on  the  groundfloor ,  which  are  decorated  with  mural  paint- 
ings of  the  school  of  Van  der  Meulen,  dating  from  the  foundation  of 
the  In^alides,  and  the  two  corresponding  galleries  on  the  first  floor. 

Ground  Floor  —  Vbstibdlb,  where  sticks  and  umbrellas  must  be  given 
mp  (no  fee).  The  ceiling  is  decorated  with  a  remarkable  curtain  of  em- 
broidered silk  (the  dragon  worked  in  fine  gold)  taken  from  the  tent  of  the 
Empress  of  China  in  1900.

(Algeria),  Meharists  (Sahara),  sepoys  (India),  and  sharpshooters  from  Ma^ 
dagascar,  Tonkin,  etc.;  also  flags,  arms,  saddles,  etc.  from  French  colonies. 
Also,  in  the  3nd  Boom,  Beliefs  of  the  battles  of  Bouffarik  (1840)  and 
Kazagran  (18i3);  caftan  of  Abd-el-Eader  (p.  366):  memorials  of  Gen.  Bu- 
geaud  (1784-1849)  and  Marshal  P^Ussier  (1794-1864).  3rd  Boom,  Bust  of 
the  Due  d^Aumale  (p.  356),  by  G^rdme.  4th  Boom,  Bust  of  Gen.  Faidherbe 
(1818-89):  costumes  and  weapons  of  Soudanese  chiefs  (Samory  and  bis 
son;  1896-99).  5th  Boom.  Native  weapons  and  caparisons  from  Mada- 
gascar (expedition  of  1895-98).  6th  Boom.  J 1317.  Bich  sabre  of  Gia-LoDg, 
emperor  of  Annam,  found  in  a  tomb  near  Hu^  (1885).  In  the  centre, 
sketch-model  for  a  monument  to  Admiral  Courbet,  by  Falgai6re;  fine 
costumei. 

The  following  rooms  are  open  only  to  visitors  provided  with 
special  permits. 

Sallk  d'^Honxibub  or  Sallb  dbs  MARficHAux,  situated  on  the  1st  floor, 
above  the  entrance  to  the  Gour  d'^Uonneur  (comp.  the  Plan).  Permission 
to  visit  it  may  be  obtained  on  written  application  (enclosing  stamp  for 
reply)  to  the  G^n^ral-directeur  du  Mus^e  de  TArm^e.  It  is  approached 
by  the  staircase  (PI.  J)  to  the  right,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Corridor  de 
Metz.  This  room,  long. used  as  a  library,  was  restored  to  its  original  con- 
dition in  1906,  when  its  fine  panelling  was  once  more  revealed.  Above  the 
doon  is  the  emblem  of  the  'Boi  Soleir  (Louis  XIV).  To  the  right  is  a 
replica  of  David^s  painting  of  Napoleon  on  the  St.  Bernard  (p.  362).  To 
the  left,  Gros,  General  Lariboisi^re  (1759-1812)  bidding  adieu  to  his  son 
before  tiie  battle  of  the  Moscova,  in  which  the  latter  was  killed.  Portraits 
and  busts  of  marshals  of  the  1st  Empire. 

The  Gorridor  de  Bayonne  (comp.  Plan),  to  the  right  as  we  leave 
staircase  J,  leads  to  the  Gour  de  rinfirmerie,  behind  which,  on  the  left, 
is  the  Sallb  db  Lectdbe  et  dbs  Estampes  (adm.  as  above),  formerly  the 
8aUe  St.  Louis.  To  the  right  is  the  Libbabt,  embellished  with  old  carved 
panelling. 

The  Galbbib  dbs  Plans-Bblixfs  dbs  Plages  de  Gdbbbb,  on  the  4th 
floor  Tstaircase  E,  to  the  left  of  the  Gorridor  de  Metz;  comp.  the  Plan),  is 
open  12-4  on  Tues.,  Thurs.,  and  Sun.  in  June  and  July  only.  Orders  to 
view  it  (valid  for  4  pers.)  may  be  obtained  on  written  application  to  the 
G^^ral-directeur  du  Service  G^ographique ,  Bue  de  Grenelle  140.  This 
gallery,  founded  by  Louvois,  contains  75  relief-plans  of  fortresses,  of  the 
i6-18th  and  beginning  of  the  Idth  cent.,  mostly  on  a  scale  of  1 :600.  Sketch- 
ing and  note-taking  are  strictly  forbidden. 

The  Gonr  d'Honnenr  is  bounded  on  the  S.  by  the  Egllse  des

The  *DAms  dOB  Invalidei  Is  a  sedotid  or  anxiliaiy  ehnrch  built 
by  J.  a  Maruart  in  1693-170(»  aa  ■  tiowning  featore  of  the  ontdW 
ilructnre,  and  aa  an  'Eglise  Koyale'  where  the  king  and  hie  Mult 
conid  attend  divine  lerTice.  The  chnrch  It  a  aqiuie  pile,  198  ft.  In 
breadth,  iurmount«d  by  a  pirciil»r  tower  with  twelve 
a  lofty  dome,  above  which  rise  i  lantern  and  erosa,  344  ft.  in  height, 
Tho  dome,  completed  in  1735,  le  partly  gilded,  and  embellished 
with  reliefs  representing  military  trophies.  The  princ'  ' 
is  pn  the  8,  side  (adm.,  see  p.  302]. 

The  centre  of  the  interior  is  occapied  by  an  open  oircnlai  crypl 
in  which  ii  the  tomh  of  Napoleon.  In  the  middle  of  etich  of  the  four 
walls  of  the  Bhorch  la  an  elliptical  apse,  while  the  angles  of  the  rert- 
angle  are  occnpied  by  roand  rhapels,  raised  a  little  above  the  am- 
bulatory that  nnitcB  them.  In  the  apses  on  the  right  and  left  are 
tombs  of  marshais  of  Louis  XIV,  and  in  the  anterior  loond  chipeli 
are  sarcophagi  of  membera  of  Napoieon's  family.  Above  tic  central 
crypt  rises  the  dome,  supported  by  four  pieri,  the  a  '  '  ' 
of  which  is  relieved  by  passages  and  columns.  The  drum  is  adorned 
with  a  broad  decorative  frieze,  with  twelve  medallions  of  French 
kings,  above  which  are  as  many  large  windows.  The  dome  piopH 
cotiaiste  of  two  sectiona.  The  first  of  these  Is  divided  into  tweivs 
compartments,  painted  with  flgurea  of  the  Apostles  by  JDunend, 
Through  (he  opening  in  the  middle  the  upper  section  is  seen,  adorned 
with  a  large  composition  by  Cft.deLa/biM.-  St.  LonlBoiferiing  to  Christ 
the  sword  with  which  he  had  vanquished  tha  foes  of  Chriatisnitj. 
This  second  cnpol*  is  lighted  from  above,  hut  the  sky-lights  are  n 
visible.  The  'Gvangelista  in  the  spandrels  are  also  by  Dr  Lafon 
the  paintings  above  the  high  altar,  by  H.  Coupct.  The  onter  casini 
of  the  dome  Is  of  woodwork  covered  with  lead. 

The  *Tomb  of  Dapoleon  I.,  conBtmi-ied  in  1843-53  from  desigoi 
hy  yiiconli  the  Tnunijcr,  is  dlrently  under  the  dome.  It  I'onsistE  of  u> 
open  circular  crypt  20  ft.  in  depdi  and  36  ft,  in  diameter-   In 
BiUdie  it  the  sarcophagus  ot  Ae  em^eint, ^>ta -«»  bom  atAJae«k 
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in  1769,  and  who  died  at  St.  Helena  in  1821.  His  remains  were 
bronglit  to  Paris  in  1840.  The  sarcophagus,  which  measures  13  ft. 
by  6V2  ft.,  with  a  depth  of  14^2  ^t-*  was  hewn  out  of  a  single  block  of 
Siberian  porphyry.  On  the  mosaic  pavement,  which  represents  a 
wreath  of  laurels,  are  inscribed  the  names  of  battles  (BivoUy  Pyramids, 
Marengo,  AuaterUta,  Jena,  Friedland,  Wagram,  and  Moseova).  The 
tweWe  colossal  figures  surrounding  the  crypt,  and  symbolising  the 
principal  Napoleonic  victories,  are  by  Pradier;  the  twelve  marble 
reliefs  are  by  Simart,  The  six  trophies  consist  of  sixty  flags  captured 
in  battle.  The  faint,  bluish  light  admitted  from  above  serves  to 
enhance  the  solemn  grandeur  of  the  scene. 

The  entrance  to  the  crypt  (closed)  is  at  the  back  of  the  high-altar. 
It  is  flaaked  by  two  colossal  statues  in  bronze  by  Dur€l,  one  bearing  a 
globCf  the  other  a  sceptre  and  crown.  Above  the  entrance  are  Uiese  words 
from  the  emperor'*s  will:  ^Je  ddsire  que  mes  cendres  reposent  sur  les 
bords  de  la  Seine,  au  milieu  de  ce  peuple  franpais  que  i'ai  tant  aim^\  On 
the  other  side  are  two  sarcophagi,  bearing  the  names  of  Durot  (1772-1813) 
and  Bertremd  (1778-1844),  the  emperor's  faithful  friends^  the  latter  even 
sharing  his  captivity  at  St.  Helena. 

The  two  <5hapsls  on  either  side  of  the  crypt  contain  monuments  of 
the  marshals  of  Louis  XIV :  Henri  d€  La  Tow  cTAuvergne,  Vtcomie  de  Twenne 
(1611-76);  his  statue  in  marble  (by  Tuby  and  Ifarsy)  was  brought  from 
St.  Denis;  the  bronze  relief  represents  the  battle  of  Diirkheim  (1675). 
SihfUtien  It  Prettre  de  Vauban  (1633-1707),  the  famous  military  engineer, 
with  a  statue  by  Etex  (1847).  —  The  Chapels  at  the  comers  are  sur- 
mounted by  domes  painted  by  B.  and  L.  Boullongne  and  M.  Gomeille. 
The  chapel  on  the  right  contains  the  sarcophagus  of  Joseph  Bonaparte 
(1768-1<$44),  King  of  Spain ;  that  on  the  left  (nearer  the  entrance),  that  of 
Jir^tne  Bonaparte  (1764-1860),  King  of  Westphalia,  with  his  statue  by 
S.  Guillaume;  here  also  are  a  smaller  sarcophagus  with  the  ashes  of  his 
eldest  son,  and  another  in  which  the  heart  of  his  wife  is  preserved. 


In  front  of  the  Dome,  to  the  right,  is  the  hew  building  of  the 
Pharmacie  Centrale  de  VArm6e,  constructed  in  the  17th  cent,  style. 
—  From  the  Place  Vauban  (PI.  R,  13;  IV),  which  is  also  in  front 
of  the  Dome,  the  Avenue  de  Breteuil  leads  on  the  S.  to  the  Place  de 
Breteuil,  where  a  Monument  of  Pasteur  (p.  336),  by  Falguiere,  was 
erected  in  1904.  Pasteur  is  seated,  surrounded  by  figures  of  grateful 
human  beings  and  animals.  The  Avenue  de  Breteuil  ends  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Boulevard  Pasteur  (^Avenue  de  Suffren  Station  on 

the  M^tro,  see  Appx.,  p.  31). 

To  the  B.,  at  the  intersection  of  the  Avenue  de  Villars  and  the  Boulevard 
des  Invalides,  is  the  church  of  Bt.  Franpois-Xavier,  erected  in  1861-75  by 
I/HMon  and  Uohard.  It  is  adorned  with  mural  paintings  by  Lameire,  E.  De- 
Isunay,  Gazes,  and  Bouguereau,  a  Virgin  by  Bonassieuz,  and  stained  glass 
by  Jfarochal.    The  arrangement  of  the  interior  is  somewhat  peculiar. 

The  Rue  Monsieur  (PI.  R,  13;  /F),  to  theE.  of  this  church,  contains, 
at  No.  12,  the  former  Hdtel  des  Archives  de  TOrdre  de  St.  Lazare,  built  by 
Brongniart.    In  the  court  are  four  reliefs  by  Clodion. 

At  the  end  of  the  Boulevard  des  Invalides,  on  the  right,  is  the  Blind 
Asylvm,  or  Institution  des  Jeunes  Aveugles  (PI.  R,  18,  IV;  admission  by 
permission  of  the  director,  except  during  the  vacation  in  Aug.  and  Sept.). 
Thia  handsome  edifice  was  erected  in  1839-43.    The  relief  in  th.«  WifiL^VDLxn&.^ 
by  /enffrvjf,  represents  YoleiMn  HaHjf  (d.

The  EMie  Militaire  (PI.  R,  10;  /),  which  Is  re.ched  from  the 
Place  Tanban  (p.  311)  by  followttig  the  ATPnne  de  Tanrvllle  to  the 
W.  uid  then  the  Ai.  de  Lowend&l  to  the  left,  is  an  ImpoBlng  edlfloe 
(1761-82)  by Ga6rW.  The  school  wsafoaudedlii  1751  byLools  XV, 
'pouc  y  rilevei  cinq  rents  gentllEhninaieB  dans  toales  lea  aeienoei 
n^oesi&lrei  st  CDiiieaables  k  uii  oFScler'.  In  1792  it  naa  eonierted 
into  buraRks,  and  In  18G5  it  waa  enlarged  by  the  addltlDa  of  two 
winga;  the  Kcole  RupMeure  dc  Outrre,  i,  training  inBtitntlon  foi 
offlcen  founded  in  1878,  waa  aftertvards  installed  there.  The  build- 
ing coven  an  area  of  'iB  aores.  The  S.E.  fajade  looks  on  to  the  PUre 
Fontenoy,  contalningamonnmentfoilSTf.ln  thefonnof  apyramid. 
The  facade  on  the  M.W.  side  poBseaseB  a  Corinthian  portico  of  eight 
flnted  eolnmns,  43  ft.  In  height,  stumonnted  by  a  qaajraagnlar  donie. 

The  Ecole  MlliuSre  Is  boonded  on  the  8.W,  by  the  Atwiu*  *; 
Sv/fren,  which  eitends  on  the  S.R,  to  the  Booleiard  Pasteur  [MStro, 
see  p.  32)  and  an  the  N.W.  to  the  Qua!  d'Orsay  (p.  313),  passing 
the  Giant  Wheel  (PI.  R,  10,  /;  p,  43),  326  ft.  in  height,  erected  for 
the  Universal  Bibibition  of  1900. 

Farther  to  tbe  9.W.  are  ths  Boulevards  de  Grenelle  and  de  Omi- 
ham  [PI.  R,  7, 10,  13;  /),  nnltingthe  Qu»i  do  Grenelle  (p.  314)  with 
the  Bonlevard  Pasteur  (see  above).  These  honlevards  »to  traTataed 
thronghont  liy  the  Ttarin^ts  of  Line  IS  of  the  Hritropolitain  (s» 
Appx.',  pp.  81,  3*2). 

The  tauunp-de-Hu-*  (PI,  K,  8,  10,  11 ;  7),  whkh  la  1100  ydi. 
In  length  and  550  yds.  in  width,  waa  laid  o»t  about  1770  for  the 
Ecole  Milltalre  and  waa  used  for  military  maniEnvrae.  The  ground 
was  occupied  by  the  Eihibitlona  of  1867,  1878,  1889,  »nd  1900. 

The  former  UaUrle  dte  lHachina,  ■  sDrvival  of  the  1889  and  19O0 
Exhibitions,  which  It  is  now  proposed  to  demolish  ,  is  a  huge  hall 
i60  yds.  long,  1G5  yds.  broad,  and  160  ft.  high,  disigned  by  F. 
Dulert  and  Oontamln.  —  A  project  is  on  foot  for  converting  the 
Champ-de-Mars  Into  ■  pu-k  aturonnded  on  all  sides  with  buUaioga.

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On  being  told  that  he  wm  trembling,  he  retorted  ^Ooi,  mon  ami,  mais 
c^est  de  froid\  Another  festiyal,  the  famoos  Champ  d€  Mai^  was  celebrated 
here  b>  Kapoleon  on  June  1st,  1816.  Here  toO)  in  August,  1S30,  Louis 
Philippe  presented  colours  to  the  National  Guard,  and  in  1862  Napoleon  III. 
distributed  to  the  army  the  eagles  which  were  to  replace  the  Gallic  cock. 

The  *Eiffel  Tower  (Tour  Eiffel;  PL  R,  11,  i),  or  Tour  de  Trots 
Cents  Mhtresj  close  to  the  Seine  and  opposite  the  Trocad^io,  was 
built  by  Eiffel  in  1887-89.  It  is  visible  from  every  point  in  Paris 
and  the  environs.  This  enormous  structure  is  the  loftiest  mon- 
ument in  the  world,  attaining  a  height  of  984  ft.,  or  not  far  short 
of  twice  the  height  (555  ft.)  of  the  Washington  Column  at  Wash- 
ington (Mole  Antonelliana  at  Turin  545  ft.,  tower  of  Ulm  cath- 
edral 52d  ft.,  Cologne  515  ft,  Rouen  495  ft.,  Great  Pyramid  451  ft., 
St.  Paul's  In  London  404  ft.).  —  The  base,  resting  on  four  massive 
piers  of  masonry,  the  foundations  of  which  are  sunk  to  a  depth  of 
46  ft.  on  the  side  next  the  Seine,  and  29^2  ^t.  on  the  other  side, 
forms  a  quadrangle  141  yds.  square  (Great  Pyramid,  250  yds.).  The 
girders  which  stay  the  structure  of  interlaced  iron-work  are  hollow. 
The  four  uprights  have  an  initial  inclination  of  54^,  and  beneath 
the  first  platform  are  united  with  each  other  by  round  spans.  Above 
the  First  Platfomij  which  is  190  ft.  above  the  ground  and  is  over 
71  yds.  square,  the  four  uprights  are  still  distinct,  but  they  gradually 
approach  each  other  as  they  ascend,  and  finally  coalesce  into  a  single 
shaft  at  a  height  of  about  590  ft.  —  The  Second  Platform  is  placed 
at  a  height  of  380  ft.  At  680  ft.  is  a  kind  of  landing-place  or  floor. 
Even  as  it  approaches  the  top  the  tower  Is  33  ft.  square.  —  The 
Third  Platform,  at  the  foot  of  the  double  lantern  which  terminates 
the  tower,  905  ft.  from  the  ground,  supports  a  glass  pavilion,  54  ft. 
square,  capable  of  holding  800  people.  The  Lantern  rises  79  ft.  higher. 
A  staircase  ascends  within  it  to  a  circular  balcony,  19  ft.  in  diameter, 
above  which  again  is  the  electric  light,  which  is  seen  at  night  for  a 
distance  of  45  miles. 

The  Ascmt  of  the  tower  is  recommended  only  in  clear  weather,  when 
it  is  neither  cold  nor  windy.  The  tower  is  open  daily  from  10  a.m.  till 
dusk,  firom  March  to  November  (in  winter,  see  b^ow).  Visitors  ascend  to 
the  second  platform  (where  they  change  lifts)  by  staircases  or  lifts  (a§een- 
sewTiJibejonA.  that  by  the  lift  alone.  The  staircases  (350  steps  to  the  first 
floor,  380  to  the  second)  are  in  the  W.  and  E.  legs  of  the  tower,  or  the 
first  on  the  right  and  the  second  on  the  left  as  we  come  from  the  Seine. 
The  Charge  is  the  same  for  the  staircases  or  lifts :  to  each  of  the  platforms 
1  fr.  (i.*.  in  all  3  fr.)*,  on  Son.  and  holidays  1  fr.  to  the  first,  i/s  ^r.  to  the 
•eeond  and  third  (2  fr.  in  all).  —  The  terrace  of  the  4th  story  is  open  to 
the  public  on  Sun.,  Hon.,  Wed.,  and  Thursday.  —  In  winter  visitors  are 
allowed  to  ascend  the  staircases  to  the  first  two  platforms,  daily  from  13 
till  4  (1  fir.).  —  Bettaurant  (d^j.  4  fr.  incl.  wine  or  k  la  carte)  and  Theatre 
(seats  2-6  fr.)  on  the  first  platform,  which  is  open  till  11  p.m.  from  June 
Ist  to  the  end  of  August.  Bars,  shops,  etc.  on  the  second  and  third  platforms. 

The  *View  from  the  top  is  very  extensive,  and  may  range  in  certain 
directions  65  H.  in  a  direct  line.  To  the  S.W.,  for  example,  we  may  see 
as  far  as  Chartres,  to  the  N.E.  as  far  as  Villers-Gotterets.  The  view  from 
the  first  two  platforms  is  bounded  by  the  hills  surrounding  ¥«s\&.

Mirie  de  M£dkis,  widow  of  Henri  IV,  haying  purchased  In  1612 
the  chitGau  snd  grounds  of  the  Dnc  de  Finry-Lun-einbonrg,  com- 
missioned  three  years  later  the  architect  Salomon  Dehrone  to  build 
her  a  large  new  palace.  This  vas  called  the  Falkii  ds  LnxemlwuK 
(P\.  R.  19;  /K],  tlie  name  of  the  original  owner  being  retained.  In 
the  eniployment  of  ruetlca  pilasters  and  in  the  treatment  of  the 
Ronct  it  beuB  some  resembliiioe  to  the  Pitti  FaUce  at  Florence, 
Marie's  ancestral  home,  but  at  the  satna  time  it  preserves  an  on- 
mlaUkably  French  character,  especially  in  the  comer-paTiliona  with 
their  lofty  roofs.  The  principal  facade,  nearly  lOOyds.  long,  which 
notwithstanding  many  reBtorations  etlll  reveals  the  original  design, 
looks  towards  the  Rue  de  Tangiraid  on  the  N.  side,  opposite  the  Rue 
de  Tournon.  Important  alteratione  were  made  by  Chalgrin  in  IBOl, 
by  order  of  Napoleon  I.,  who  installed  his  Senate  in  this  palace.  The 
fa(»de  towards  the  garden,  formerly  similar  to  the  prinoipa)  front, 
was  restored  in  1836-44  by  A.  de  QUorl,  who  adhered  as  far  as 
poflsiblo  to  the  style  of  the  original  building.  After  1815  the  pslscc 
was  occupied  by  the  Chitmbtr  of  Pceri,  then,  under  N.ipoleon  III., 
by  the  Senate.  Since  1879  it  has  been  the  seat  of  the  latter  body, 
and  is  known  as  the  PalaU  du  Sinat.

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Turgot  (d.  1781),  d'Aguesseau  (d.  1751),  L'Hdpital  (d.  1673),  Colbert  (d.  1683), 
Mol^  (d.  1865),  Malesherbes  (d.  1794),  and  Portalis  (d.  1855).  On  each  side 
of  the  president's  seat  is  a  painting  by  Blondel:  the  Peers  offering  the  crown 
to  Philippe  le  Long,  and  the  £state«  of  Tours  conferring  on  Louis  XII  the 
title  of  'father  of  the  people'.  At  the  beginning  of  the  larger  iemicircle  is  a 
statue  of  Charlemagne,  by  Btex^  and  one  of  St.  Louis,  by  Dumont.  —  Tfie 
Galebib  DBS  BusTBS  coutains  busts  of  former  peers  and  senators.  —  In  the 
Sallr  d'Attente  are  three  views  of  the  Luxembourg  garden  by  Victor  Marec 
(1906).  —  BuvBTTB  (refreshment-room;  formerly  the  bedroom  and  'cabinet 
dord^  of  Marie  de  M^dicis).  Paintings :  Cabanel^  Richeliea  and  Louis  XIII ; 
Caminade^  The  Chancellor  de  L'Hopital  (see  p.  264)  returning  the  seals  to 
Charles  IX;  Vinchon^  Achille  de  Harlay  rejecting  the  proposals  of  the  Due 
de  Guise;  Champmariin,  Charlemagne;  H.  Flandrtn^  St.  Louis;  A.  Hesse, 
Louis  XIY;  DecaUne^  Allegorical  ceiling-paintings.  —  The  Sallb  dbs  Pas- 
Pbbdus  or  DBS  CoNFiftBENCES,  formerly  the  throne-room,  was  completed  in 
1866  and  is  handsomely  decorated  in  the  Louis  XIV  style.  On  the  vaulting, 
in  the  centre,  the  Apotheosis  of  Napoleon  I.  by  Alaux;  at  the  sides,  Peace 
and  War,  by  Srvne;  at  the  ends,  the  Apotheosis  of  the  kings  of  France,  by 
Lehmann,  Handsome  chimneypiece  of  1880  where  the  throne  once  stood. 
On  one  of  the  panels,  Daphne,  in  Gobelins  tapestry,  after  Albert  Maignan 
(1905).  —  Salon  Bomain  or  dbs  Tapissbbies.  Views  of  Rome  (painted 
on  cloth  in  grisaille).  —  Salle  des  Commissions.  Ceiling  -  paintings  by 
H.  Bcheffer^  Jadin^  and  Picot,  —  Escalieb  d'Honnbub.  Twelve  Gobelins  and 
Beauvais  tapestries.  —  Salon  de  Jeanne  Hacbxtte.  Statue  of  Jeanne  Ha- 
chette,  the  heroine  of  Beauvais,  by  Bonassieux.  —  Bcbeadx  db  Commission. 
L,  0.  Merson,  Design  for  stained  glass;  Ghavet,  Woman  asleep;  modern 
pictures,  from  the  Luxembourg  Gallery,  by  B.  Duez,  A.  de  NeuvilU^  H. 
Leroux^  and  others.  In  the  E.  wing  is  the  Gbandb  Galebib  or  Galebib 
Est,  for  which  Bubens  painted  his  series  of  scenes  from  the  life  of  Marie 
de  If^dieis  (p.  132).  The  ceiling  is  adorned  with  an  Aurora  by  CaUet 
and  the  Signs  of  the  Zodiac  by  Jordaens  (pupil  of  Bubens). 

Descending  to  the  groundflcor,  we  visit,  in  the  W.  part  of  the  palace, 
the  Sallb  dd  Livrb  d''Or  (wrongly  called  the  Salle  de  Marie  de  Medicis), 
in  which  was  kept  the  'livre  d'*or\  containing  the  names  of  the  members 
of  reigning  families.  This  room  consists  of  a  gallery  adorned  with  medal- 
lions attributed  to  Bubens's  pupils.  Van  Thulden  and  Van  Huden^  and  a 
room  ornamented  with  arabesques  with  figures  by  Oiovemni  da  Udine(f). 
The  two  ceiling-paintingj  (Apotbeosis  of  Marie  de  Medicis,  and  the  Queen 
establishing  peace  in  France)  are  attributed  to  Van  den  Hoeeke  or  to  Jean 
MotrUer.  —  The  Chapel,  restored  in  1892,  is  richly  decorated  with  paint- 
ings by  Qigoux  (titles  given) ;  behind  the  altar  are  the  Twenty-four  Elders 
of  the  Apocalypse,  by  Abel  de  Pvjol;  under  the  organ,  a  Group  of  Angels, 
by  Jaley. 

To  the  W.  of  the  palace  is  a  wing  knowu  as  the  PtiiULuxtm- 
bowg  (PI.  R,  19  J  IF),  originally  the  residence  of  Richelieu  in  1622, 
now  that  of  the  president  of  the  senate.  The  pretty  Chapel,  adjacent, 
was  hnllt  in  1622-31  and  belonged  originally  to  the  nunnery  of 
the  Filles  du  Calvaire. 

The  *Xiiiie  du  Lnxemboarg  (PI.  R,  19}  IV),  a  collection  of 
Works  of  Contemporary  Artists,  consisting  chiefly  of  paintings  and 
BCiilptnres,  occnples  the  former  Orangery,  altered  and  enlarged,  to 
the  W.  of  the  Petit  -  Luxembourg.  The  works  exhibited  at  the 
Luxemhonrg  are  generally  transferred  to  the  Louvre,  or  sent  to  pro- 
▼ineial  galleries,  about  ten  years  after  the  death  of  the  artists,  so 
that  a  comprehensive  surrey  of  modem  French  art  cannot  be  ohtA-vc^- 
ed  in  one  place.  It  is  proposed  to  tiansfet  t\\^  wjWfccW^TA  \»  *^^

On  atands  in  the  centre  of  the  third  room  are  drawings  by  P.  Flandriny 
Fantin-LeOour,  and  M.  Ferret. 

The  last  room  but  one  on  the  S.  side  (PI.  7)  contains  collections  of 
paintings,  drawings,  etchings,  engravings,  or  lithographs  of  various  artists 
in  turn. 

The  *earden  of  the  Luxembourg  (PI.  R,  G,  16,  19;  IV),  which 
was  formerly  of  much  greater  extent  than  at  present.  Is  the  only  re- 
maining Renaissance  garden  in  Paris ;  the  greater  part  of  it  was  plan- 
ned by  Debrosse,  the  architect  (see  p.  3i4).  It  is  open  daily  from 
early  morning  till  dusk,  and  Is  the  most  frequented  promenade  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Seine.  Like  the  Tuileries  Garden  and  the  Palals- 
Royali  it  has  its  military  band  in  summer,  the  latter  playing  under  the 
trees  near  the  Boul.  St.  Michel  on  Tues.,  Frid.,  and  Sun.,  from  4  to 
5)  or  from  5  to-6  (comp.  p.  44).  From  April  Ist  to  Sept.  30th  the 
fountains  play  daily,  at  other  seasons  on  Sun.  only.  The  principal 
entrances  are  on  the  sides  next  the  Boul.  St.  Michel  (p.  269) ,  the 
Rue  de  Vaugirard  close  to  the  Od^on  (p.  325),  the  Rue  du  Luxem- 
bourg, and  the  Ay.  de  TObseryatoire  (p.  325),  but  there  is  another 
on  the  W.  side,   close  to  the  exit  from  the  Luxembourg  Gallery. 

The  garden  contains  few  lawns  and  not  many  flowers.  Squares 
enclosed  by  trees ,  and  open  spaces  for  children's  games  and  for  the 
display  of  sculpture  are  the  prevailing  features.  On  the  terrace  of 
the  Museum  are  statues  belonging  to  it:  Housiin,  Phaeton ;  Thomas, 
A  dlsoovery  at  Pompe'i;  Trentacoste,  Sower;  Fr,  MacMonnies 
(Amer.),  Bacchante;  Christophe,  Yaie',  Jlfantplier,  Chaser  in  metal; 
ChofpeniUr,  Improvisatore;  Steiner,  Shepherd  and  Faun;  BarthSlemy, 
Goatherd;  E,  OuUlaumey  Mower.  Opposite,  on  the  lawn :  The  effort, 
a  large  leaden  statue  in  the  midst  of  rocks,  by  Pierre  Roche;  Source 
and  Stream,  by  Chatrousse,  and  a  copy  of  the  Venus  de  Medici 
(formerly  at  the  fountain  of  that  name,  p.  324).  Behind  the  Museum : 
Sculpture  (Phidias),  by  A,  Millet;  Painting,  by  Francesehi.  Between 
these,  in  the  middle  of  the  waU,  is  a  mosaic,  by  Ren6  Martin  et  Gie., 
of  Peace  crowning  the  names  of  modern  artists  from  Da-vid  to  Puvis 
de  Ohavannes.  After  the  contest,  by  Levcuseur;  At  the  goal,  by  A, 
Bouehtr.  Farther  on  is  the  Monument  of  Engine  Delacroix  (1798- 
1863),  the  painter,  by  Dafou.  It  consists  of  a  fountain  with  a 
bronze  bust,  and  bronze  figures  of  Time  bringing  fame  to  the  artist 
and  the  Genius  of  Art  applauding  him.  —  In  the  remaining  W,  i^&xi 
of  the  garden:  Triumph  of  Silenus,  a  spirited  gto\r^  \Ti\il^\^•L^^s^ 
DiUau  (near  the  Museum);  near  by,  Bust  of  Gabriel  VlcaWt  VN^j^-

Mixrqutsle  (1903);  his  bURt  is  borne  by  a  lofty  pcdeelal  at  the  toot 
of  which  are  a  girl  with  lier  goat.  Then,  near  the  Hue  Angntle- 
Comte,  Family  Joya,  by  DaiUon;  Bwst  of  Saliito-BeuTe  (1804-69), 
the  otitic,  by  RmcA  (1898);  Enetache  La  Snaor,  by  Hiutan;  Wrest- 
len  (.bronze),  by  Otlin;  higher  op,  on  the  left,  Stage  (bmnu) 
by  Lediui,-  Monumtnl  to  fV.  ie  P(oy  (1806-1883),  the  economiit, 
by  i4i/ar  (l^JOB ;  bronie);  S&^a.  [btovize),  hy  Bingcl  d'HUach  ;  laife 
coluuiu  with  an  allegorical  capital  and  bas-ieliefa,  by  E.  I>i!iTf'[1906);

In  tho  centre  of  the  garden  Is  a  Urge  epace  euiroundeil  by  a 
terrace  uid  baltiEtrade  and  embellished  with  an  octagonal  fonntaiu' 
basin.  To  tho  rigbt  and  left,  on  marble  colnianc:  David  Tletoitous 
over  Ooliatb,  Venua  leaving  the  bath,  Italian  works  of  the  16th  centoir. 
On  thlasideoCthe  fountain,  as  weietum,  Archldaiaiia  about  to  tlmv 
the  discus,  by  Lcmnirti  to  the  right,  Volcan,  by  Bridan  Ihs  £M(r, 
MaiiuB  amid  the  ruins  of  Carthage,  by  V.  Vilain;  in  front  of  the  ft- 
l«ce,a(alufo/'Boiiij/[p.312),  reading  the  oath  at  the  Jeu 
(p.  361),  in  bronze  by  AvJii,  etc.  There  are  also  vsilous  co 
tiqne  atatnary. 

Tho  torracoa  around  the  parterre  are  embclliBhed  with  twenty 
modem  statues  In  marble  of  celebrated  Frenchwomen  (brought  fma 
tbe  Park  of  Sceanx,  p.  409),  tbe  stltFnegs  of  whtrh  does  not  harmoB- 
ize  well  with  the  garden.  Their  names  are  Inscribed .  At  the  end,  ID 
the  left:  Toil,  a  bronze  stalne  by  'j'autAcrin,-  'Marnhand  de  Ma-qoei', 
by  A)fruc  (1d83  ;  the  twelve  masks  are  portraits  of  conlemporailn, 
Ind.  Corot,  A.  Damai,  DeiUoz,  Carpcaux,  E.  Delacroix, 
BalEao);  Telleda,  by  Malndran  (1844);  and  a  Rhapsody,  by  Bk 
fKoia.  Among  the  suulpturea  neaier  the  railing  are  the  iUbnunu«l e/ 
Leconttde  ttifa  (1818-94),  the  poet,  by  Jueeft,  So  front  of  whk1l> 
monument  (by  Joii  de  Chatmoy)  Is  to  be  erected  to  Alfred  de  Vlfnl- 
farther  00,  to  the  right,  Jfonmntnl  o/ Georj/^  5and  (1804-76) ,  Un 
noTCligt,  by  Sieard-.,  a  Dancing  Faun,  in  bronze,  by  Liquet 
carrying  a  little  girl  (bronie),  by  Valoii. 

The  beaatiful  'FoNTAiKBDRMiDiois,  byDtbront,  In  the  Dsrlr 
ityle,  with  imitations  of  stalactites,  riaes  on  the  same  side.  Tbiw 
illebe»  between  the  cotumnt  f.i)iit&tn  sculptures  by  Otlfn;   Polyptie- 

Burprising  Acts  t.nd  QkUta&',¥a.au«.ft^^>i«a%hiuilraM;r 
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River-gods.  The  whole  spirit  of  this  structure  (restored  in  1846, 
but  now  unfortunately  much  neglected)  is  curiously  Florentine.  — 
Behind  it  is  the  Fontaine  de  Lida^  with  a  bas-relief  by  A,  Valois. 

Farther  on :  Adam  and  his  family,  by  Qarraud  (1844) ;  Monu- 
ment ofMurger  (1822-61),  author  of  the  'Scenes  de  la  Vie  de  Bo- 
blme*,by  H,  BouiUon  (1895);  Faun  with  an  amphora,  by  Crtmk ;  and 
Bust  of  Thiodore  de  BanvUU  (1823-91),  the  poet,  by  J.  RouUeau. 


The  Thi&tre  de  TOdion  (PI.  B,  19,  IV;  see  p.  38),  opposite 
the  E.  part  of  the  garden  of  the  Luxembourg  but  facing  in  the  oppo- 
site direction,  is  a  building  in  the  classic  style  founded  in  1782  on 
the  site  of  the  H6tel  de  Oonde,  but  rebuilt  or  restored  in  1808  and 
1819.  The  arcades  which  surround  it  are  partly  occupied  by  book- 
sellers* shops. 

In  the  square  in  front  of  the  Od^on  is  a  Monument  to  Emile  Auffier 
(1830-80),  the  dnunatic  poet,  consisting  of  his  bust  and  bronze  statues  of 
Comedy,  the  Aventuri^e  (one  of  Augier's  plays),  and  a  Child  brandishing 
the  whip  of  satire,  all  by  E.  Barriai, 

The  Bue  Bacine,  to  the  E.  of  the  Place  de  TOd^on,  leads  to  the  Bue 
Mbnaiear-le-Prince,  containing,  at  No.  10,  the  house  where  Auguste  Comte 
(see  p.  282)  lived  and  died.    £Us  room  may  be  seen  (inscription). 

In  the  Bue  de  Yaagirard,  which  skirts  the  Luxembourg,  on  the  right 
(Vo.  70),  is  8t.  Joseph'det-CartMSf  the  former  chapel  of  the  Carmelite 
monastery,  founded  by  Louis  xn,  notorious  for  the  massacres  of  Sept. 
1793.  The  crypt  (open  daily  at  10  a.m.  except  Tues.;  apply  at  the  sacristy 
to  the  left  of  ttie  Idgh-altar;  fee)  still  shows  traces  of  these  atrocities  and 
eoBtalns  the  tombs  of  the  vietims.  Adjoining  is  the  InsiUui  Oatkoli^e 
(PI.  B,  16;  /F)i  a  kind  of  free  university,  established  in  1875. 


Continuing  to  ascend  the  Boul.  St.  Michel  beyond  the  Luxem'> 
boorg  Garden,  we  pass  on  the  right  the  Ecole  Sup^enre  des  Kinei 
(PI.  B,  G,  19;  IV,  V),  in  the  old  H6tel  de  Vendome  (18th  cent.; 
'eolarged  in  I860),  which  possesses  a  valuable  Muait  de  MmSra- 
iogie,  de  Qfologie,  et  de  Paliontologie  (open  on  Tues.,  Thurs.,  and 
Sat.,  1-4,  and  from  Oct.  to  July  on  the  1st  Sun.  of  each  month 
firom  9  till  noon).  The  entrance  is  in  the  middle,  by  the  second  iron 
gate.  The  staircase  is  adorned  with  paintings  of  places  of  geological 
eelebrity,  by  Hugard  (inscriptions).  —  Near  the  School  of  Mines,  at 
ike  Junction  of  the  Boul.  St.  Michel,  the  Bue  Auguste-Oomte,  and  Bue 
de  TAbbe-de-rEp^e  (p.  330),  rises  a  Monument  to  PeUetier  and 
Caventou,  the  discoverers  of  quinine,  by  Lormier  (1900). 

From  the  S.  gate  of  the  garden  of  the  Luxembourg  stretches  the 
pretty  Avenue  de  tObservatoire  (PI.  G,  19),  the  fine  trees  and  flower- 
lieds  of  which  are  all  that  is  left  of  the  S.  portion  of  the  garden. 
Among  the  flower-beds  are  marble  groups  representing  Dawn  (by 
Joufliroy),  Day  (by  Perraud),  Twilight  (by  Crauk),  and  Night  (Diana 
yrlsiUng  Endymion ;  by  Gumery).  —  On  the  right  side  of  the  avenue, 
Id  the  Bue  Auguste-Gomte,  near  the  garden,  is  the  Lycie  Mbivloignft. 
At  the  eomer  is  the  Eeole  Colonlale,  built  in  tVie  tlLooi\&\i  «Xi\^  v\^ 
1896-96.  Farther  on  are  the  Eeole  de  Pharmacit  (c^tee.\A^\^l  B.\^)a>vd. 
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In  1876-86),  wiih  eUtarg  of  Vinqoelin  and  FuioeDtier  utd,  in  tka 
Salle  dc«  Pu  PecdoB,  fine  fr«icoea  by  Btmtard,  uid  the  Cliniyut 
d'Aecoudument  Tamiw  {1881).  H*re,  »t  the  comet  *f  the  Ax.  de 
I'ObcerTitolre  and  ibe  Boe  d'Aatu,  i«  a  Jfonumail  to  Dr.  Tornirr 
(IS^S-tSST),  a  matUe  bii-ieUef  by  D.  Pnech  (1905).

The  Jardin  dee  Planlea,  which  lg  at  some  dittance  from  the  cc 
of  the  city,  may  he  reached  by  the  RaOicay  connerting  Ae  Qnu 
d'Onay  station  [p.  298)  with  that  of  the  Qual  d'AoMerlitx  (p.  'All);  bl 
Omnihw  {O,  K,P,  or  T;  see  Appi.,  pp.  34, 36) ;  by  (he  JVelropoJilani

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unloading.  Opposite  are  the  similar  Quai  and  Port  de  la  Bap4»,  so  called  from 
the  Sieur  La  Bap^e,  commissioner  of  war  under  Louis  XV,  who  had  a 
country-house  here.  The  Machine  Elivatoire  cTAiuterlite,  on  the  quai,  may 
he  inspected  with  an  order  from  the  Directeur  de  la  Vole  Publique  (Pre- 
fecture de  la  Seine). 

To  the  W.  of  the  Jaidin  des  Plantes  is  situated  the  HalU  aux 
Vins  fPl.  B,  22  j  F),  a  huge  bonded  warehouse  for  wine.  —  At  the 
E.  angle  of  the  Halle,  at  the  comei  of  the  Quai  St.  Bernard  and 
the  Rue  Ouvier,  is  another  entrance  to  the  Jardin  des  Plantes,  a  third 
being  situated  at  the  W.  end  of  the  Rue  Ouvier.  Opposite  the  latter, 
near  the  (Q)  omnibus-station,  stands  the  Fontaine  Ouvier ,  built  in 
1840,  with  a  statue  of  Nature  surrounded  by  animals. 

We  quit  the  steamboat  at  the  Font  d'Ansterlitz  (PL  G,  R,  25;  F), 
erected  in  1802-7,  rebuilt  in  1856,  and  enlarged  in  1884-85.  At  the 
end  of  the  bridge  on  this  side  is  the  Place  Valhubertf  in  which  are 
the  omnibus  and  tramway  offices.  The  ^place*  owes  its  name  to 
General  Roger  Yalhubert,  who  distinguished  himself  at  the  battle  - 
of  the  Simplon  (1799)  and  was  killed  at  Austerlitz  (1805).  On  the 
S.,  between  the  Quai  d' Austerlitz  and  the  Boul.  de  rH6pital  (p.  329), 
is  the  Oare  du  Quai-d^ Austerlitz  or  Qare  d'Orlians  (PI.  G,  25;  F), 
which  is  traversed  from  end  to  end,  at  the  height  of  the  first  story, 
by  the  M^tropolitain  (Line  5;  see  Appx.,  p.  33).  The  M^tropolitain 
then  crosses  the  Seine  by  means  of  a  single  iron  arch,  460  ft.  In  span 
and  98  ft.  high  in  the  middle.  The  principal  entrance  to  the  Jardin 
des  Plantes  is  on  the  W.  side  of  the  Place  Yalhubert. 

The  Jardin  des  Plantes  (PI.  G,  R,  22,  25;  F),  which  covers  an 

irregular  quadrilateral  area  of  75  acres,  comprises  the  Jardin  Botan^ 

ique^  the  MSnagerie^  or  zoological  department,  and  the  Qaleries^  where 

the  collections  are  housed,  besides  the  library,  laboratories  and 

lecture-hall.  Gomp.  the  annexed  Plan. 

The  Jardin  des  Plantes  was  founded  in  1635  by  Quy  de  La  Brotte^ 
pbyaician  to  Louis  Xm,  and  was  originally  nothing  more  than  a  Jardin 
de$  Sm-het  Midieinalu.  The  celebrated  Buff  on  (17U7-88)  was  appointed 
director  of  the  *Jardin  du  Boi\  as  it  came  to  be  called,  in  1739  and  he 
extended  its  sphere  by  founding  collections  in  every  department  of  natural 
hittOTv.  In  1793  the  royal  menageries  were  transferred  thither,  and  in  1794 
tb6  library.  The  garden  was  then  called  Mui^im  d*Hi$toire  NaturelU, 
Tlie  'Acad^mie  d'Histoire  Naturelle'  attached  to  it  numbers  18  professors 
and  about  25  assistants. 

The  Botanic  Garden,  which  is  next  to  the  entrance  in  the  Place 
Talhubert,  contains  over  19,200  different  plants.  Many  of  the  trees 
now  common  in  Europe,  such  as  plane  and  chestnut  trees,  were 
introduced  and  naturalized  by  the  directors  of  the  Jardin  des  Plantes. 
Vaiiously  coloured  labels  indicate  the  classes  (red),  the  families 
(yellow),  and  the  genera  and  species.  The  two  last  are  further  dis- 
tinguished by  coloured  bands  denoting  their  uses :  red  bands  if  they 
are  used  in  medicine,  green  if  they  are  edible,  blue  for  those  em- 
ployed in  the  industrial  arts,  yellow  for  ornamental  plant&^  ^w^\A.^O&. 
for  the  poisonous  species.  To  the  left  of  the  eivtcv(i<&«  «:t^  ^^  kxv^- 
tomieal  GaUeriear  (p.  329),  and  to  the  right  tlie  a<vu%.WG  ^\wvXa.  ^  w!es^««^ 
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on  IB  tlie  EcoU  dt  Bolanigue,  open  dally  eittept  San.  M)d  hoIldiOfi 
6-11  a.,lD.  and  l-6p.iD.  In  Ilie  csncre  ia  i  Oower-tied.  In  the  S. 
portion  are  the  EcoU  det  Arbrea  b  Bfpins,  or  pip'bewlng  treei,  and 
the  EeoU  da  Arbrisieavx  d'OmtmenI,  vhich  containa  the  first 
sMcis  introdaced  Into  Europe.  This  was  brought  to  Fr&nce  by  Jem 
Robin  In  1601,  and  planted  here  in  1636. 

HinkgerlB,  —  The  collection  emhracee  over  1400  snimala. 
The  Anbnaux  Firocn  are  lodged  in  the  E.  part.  Next  to  tliem  are 
the  Animatti  Palilblea.  A  little  heyond  the  Anlmaui  Ftfrocas,  to  tlie 
right,  la  the  Palaii  dea  Singa,  or  monkey-houBe,  Farther  on ,  to  the 
left,  the  Katonde  dei  Grandi  Animaux,  containing  elephants,  hippo- 
potami, giialTes,  camele,  etc.,  and  the  Foiie  aux  Ouri,  or  bear-plL 
—  Behind  the  rotunda  are  the  Orandt  Voliire,  at  aviary,  and  more 
tu  the  N.  the  cages  of  the  Birdi  of  Prey,  and  the  Faiiandtrie.  Then 
come  the  Reptile  Boute  and  the  CrocodUe  Pond  (in  aummer);  in 
front  of  the  former  are  two  bronzes  :  The  Suake-chamiei,  by  Itlar- 
chand,  and  The  crocodila-tunler,  hy  Arthur  Bourgeoit.  —  On  the  W. 
are  the  basin  of  the  OllaTici  or  8ta  Lions  (fed  at  3  p.m.]).  Behind 
this  la  the  Orangery  (no  admissioa). 

Farthei  to  the'W.  mihe  AmflMhUXtre,  or  lecture-hall  (p.339], 
with  accommodation  for  1200atadent!,  and  theofQce  of  the'Admfni- 
ilrufion',  vhere  the  tickets  mentioned  at  p.  328  are  obtained.  In 
the  ahrubbeiy  to  the  right  ilees  a  bronze  group  by  Fremiti,  Hunting 
the  yontig  hear,  Ou  the  left,  the  Btatue  of  the  cenleuariiii  cbemiEt  M. 
,  K.  CAeur™;  (1786-1889),  by  L.Fa^el  (1901).  His  nnmerous  diacov- 
eries  are  recorded  on  the  pedestal.  —  The  Labyrinthe  i>  a  Email  hill 
at  the  N.W.  corner  of  the  garden.  On  the  E.  ilde  ia  a  magnificent 
Cedar  of  Lebanon,  the  first  to  be  imported  into  France,  planted  here 
In  173^  by  B.  de  Jnesien.  A  little  higher  up  ia  a  monument  to  the 
memory  of  Daubenton  (1716-1300),  an  eminent  naturalist  and 
director  of  the  Jardin  dea  Plantes.  —  To  the  8.  are  the  Scttm,  or 
Satboufca  (adm.  see  p.  3'26). 

Oalleriei  (admiasioti,  see  p.  326).  The  natural  history  gallerlM 
of  the  Jardin  dea  l^antes  are  among  the  most  extensive  iu  existence. 
The  galleries  of  zoology  are  arraiiged  In  a  handsome  bnilding,  com- 
pleted in  1889,  on  the  W.  aide  of  the  Botanical  Garden ;  adjoining, 
on  the  3.  aide  of  the  garden,  are  the  galleries  of  geology  and  botany 
and  the  llbriry;  while  at  the  E.  end  of  the  8.  aide,  in  a  building 
(completed  In  1898),  designed  as  the  Qrst  part  of  a  palatial  range 
Uiat  la  to  extend  tu  meet  the  older  galleriea,  are  the  galleries  ol 
oomparatlve  anatomy,  etc.

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Tbihd  Floors.  Insect*^  including  a  superb  collection  of  butterflies,  and 
CfusUtceo, 

The  LiBBABT  comprises  about  220,000  vols.,  218Ct  HSS.,  18,700  original 
drawings,  and  8800  maps  (open  daily,  exc.  Sun.  and  holidays  10-4). 

The  Gallery  of  Geologt  and  M inrralogt  is  adorned  with  statuei  of 
Cuvier  (1769-1832;  see  p.  214),  by  David  d' Angers,  and  HaUy  (1743-1822), 
the  mineralogist,  by  Briou,  and  some  large  landscape  paintings  by  Biard. 
On  the  right  is  a  magnificent  collection  of  American  precious  stones, 
presented  by  Mr.  Fierpont  Morgan. 

The  Gallery  of  Botany  contains  specimens  of  exotic  plants,  repro- 
ductions of  fruit  in  wax,  etc.  On  the  first  floor  are  the  herbaria,  accessible 
for  students  only:  they  include  the  herbaria  of  Alex,  von  Humboldt  (1805) 
and  Lamarck  (1885).  In  the  vestibule  is  a  statue  of  A.  de  Jtusieu  (16S6- 
1758),  by  Legendrc-H^ral. 

Galleries  of  Comparative  Anatomy,  Pal/eontoloqy ,  and  Anthro- 
pology. In  the  pediment  above  the  entrance,  at  the  E.  end,  are  the  three 
kingdoms  of  Kature,  by  Allar,  busts  of  naturalists,  and  animals  of  every 
description.  On  the  K.  facade  are  bronze  and  marble  reliefs  of  animal 
life:  among  the  former.  The  Horse  tamed  by  Man,  by  Marqueste^  and  a 
Nubian  killing  a  crocodile,  by  E.  BanHcu.  In  front  are  placed  two  bronze 
atatues  by  Frimiet^  The  Stone  Age  and  the  First  Artist. 

In  tile  vestibule  is  a  Combat  between  a  man  and  a  gorilla,  a  fine 
marble  group  by  Frimiei.  —  The  interior  contains  Anthropological  and 
Pakuoniologieal  Colhetiont  in  addition  to  the  Collection  of  ComparcUive  Ana- 
tomv,  founded  by  Cuvier,  in  which  all  the  races  of  mankind  with  their 
varieties  are  illustrated  by  skeletons,  skulls,  and  casts.  In  the  Amphithidtre 
(apply  to  the  guardian ;  fee)  are  a  ceiling-painting  by  Cormon^  representing 
the  progress  of  mankind  towards  enlightenment,  and  ten  paintings  of 
primeeval  subjects. 

The  Pavillon  Gbobgbs-Villb,  wbich  succeeds  tbe  Galleries,  is 

a  small  museum  iUustrating  the  Physiology  of  PlarUs  in  connection 

with  the  experiments  in  seed- culture  carried  out  by  Professor  Ville 

at  Ylncennes.   Open  Sun.,  Thurs.,  and  Sat.,  11-4. 

To  the  W.  of  the  garden,  at  No.  36  Rue  Geoflfroy-St-Hilaire,  is  the 
house  in  which  BufTou  (p.  32?)  lived.  At  the  corner  of  the  Rue  Lacepede 
is  the  Hdpital  de  la  Pitie  (PI.  G,  22,  V;  680  beds),  dating  from  1612,  but 
largely  rebuilt  in  1792-1802.  It  was  originally  a  hospice  founded  by  Marie 
de  M^dicis  for  aged  beggars,  who  were  called  the  *Enferm^s\  A  Jfiw 
Bdpital  de  la  PitU^  intended  to  supersede  both  the  old  hospital  of  that 
name  and  the  Hotel-Dieu  (p.  265),  is  in  course  of  construction  to  the  S.  £. 
of  the  Hospice  de  la  SalpStri6re  (see  below).  This  will  contain  994  beds  and 
the  main  entrance  will  be  in  the  Boul.  de  THdpital.  —  At  No.  8  Rue 
Lac^pMe  (at  the /end  of  the  court)  is  the  Mus&e  Qodefroy^  founded  by  the 
colleetor  M.  Godefroy  (to  whom  intending  visitors  should  apply  by  letter). 
The  museum  contains  fragments  and  photographs  of  old  Paris  buildings, 
pottery  of  the  12-13th  cent.,  Gallo-Roman  vases  found  in  the  Seine, 
statues,  etc. 

The  Boulevard  de  PHftpital  (PL  G,  25,  22,  23),  between  the 
Place  Valbubert  (p.  327)  and  the  Place  d'ltalie  (p.  334),  is  traversed 
by  the  omnibus -line  P,  and  beneath  it  runs  Line  5  of  the  Metro 
(see  Appx.,  pp.  35,  33).  In  this  boulevard  is  situated  the  Hdpital 
de  la  SalpHriire,  on  the  left.  This  vast  establishment,  originally  an 
arsenal  built  by  Louis  XIII,  has  been  converted  into  an  asylum  for 
aged  and  for  insane  women,  with  a  department  for  tlve  \>x^«X\£a\^  ^"^ 
nervous  diseases  in  both  sexes.  It  includes  4b\!\o^Ya  ^1  \s\s?s\ft^»s?»-. 
with  4682  windows  and  3818  beds.    T\ie  -pirns,  \T\c^v\^^^^%^'«»^'^^^

icpreeented  aa  dellveriiig  the  inaaue  from  torture. 

The  BoiilevardSt.KaToel(Fi.  0,22)  diverges  here  to  the  right, 
paaaing  a  Sotk  Afarfc«l  (Wed.  tc  Sat.  aFteriioon),  where  doga  and 
McyDles  also  arc  aold  (on  Sun.),  and  t\iTatize  Statut  of  Joan  of  Arc, 
by  Glistrausie.   The  baulevurd  ends  at  the  Av,  des  (.tobelini  (p.  331).

The  Kdb  db  L'Anm^-DB-L'Ep^K  [Fl.  0,  19;  V),  which  begins  at 
the  Carrefour  ia  Bool.  St.  Miuhei,  to  the  S.  of  the  Ecole  dea  Mfnea 
(p.  326),  runa  towards  the  E.  Hero,  atthecomer  of  the  Ene  St.  J«oquet>, 
on  the  left,  is  the  uhnrcli  of  51.  Jacquta-clu'Baut-Piu,  dating  from 
the  J7th  sent.,  with  ■  sqnaru  tower  br  Daniel  Glttard. 

Thence  we  foUow  the  Sue  Bt.  Jacqnea  (PI.  G,  19),  which  ram 
to  the  S.  At  No.  2ril,  on  the  right,  is  the  ImtiUtlion  da  Sonrdt-Miieli 
(adm.  on  TneB.,  2-4  p.m.,  by  permisBioii  of  the  director). 

In  the  eaort  ia  a  iialne  iif  tbe  Am  it  rsptt  (1713  8S).  (he  fonnder,  by 
FiSUt  Martin,  ■  deaf  mnte  (comp.  p.  ST|.  This  eitabllBhineDt.  whieh  hu 
been  a  eovemment  iDilituIIoo  alnce  ITSl  and  was  rebuilt  by  Peyn  in  11433, 
oecapiei  the  alia  of  a  connDnnder;  of  the  Freret  Hoapilallers  de  St.  Jaoilqu- 
du-aaot-Pag.    [1  ecntalng  some  palmlngg  and  leulplurcs  eiecnted  by  pnpili. 

At  Mo.  269  in  the  same  street  (on  the  left]  la  the  Afaiaon  dt  la 
Sohola  Cantorum,  for  tba  teacUngof  oliiirch-inu9lc(conierta,  p.  44). 
TliiB  was  formerly  (1674)  a  monastery  of  English  BenedicUnea,  and 
is  still  nnder  the  control  of  English  Roman  Catholic  bishops.  Tbe 
remains  of  the  chapel  in  which  Jamee  II.  was  bnried  (1701),  a  itloon 
of  (he  17th  cent.,  etc.  are  shown  to  vlsiiota  (daily  after  1  p.m.  ;  feu). 
Al  the  end  of  the  court  at  No.  284  (almost  oppoeite)  li  a  door 
sunaounled  by  a  pediment  and  Hanked  by  columns.  This  waa  the 
eiilmiioe  to  the  Cftrmel,  tbe  convent  la  vUch  l.onlae  deLmValUira, 
laletieaa  ofLoulM  XIV,  nVMi  iK  V&lb^ 
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Tbe  Bne  du  Yal-de-Grace,  on  the  right  a  few  yards  farther  on,  crosses 
the  Rue  Jfieole  (PI.  G,  19),  at  ISo.  17  bis  in  which  are  remains  (cell-doors, 
Staircase)  of  Louise  de  La  Valli^re^s  private  oratory,  in  the  Louis  XIV  style. 

A  little  to  the  E.,  Bue  Gay-Lussac  41,  is  the  JMe  Pidagogigw  (PI.  G, 
19;  F),  open  on  Thurs.  from  iOa.m.  to  4  or  5  p.m.  It  comprises  a  Miuie 
de  Foupies ,  showing  tbe  costumes  of  the  ancient  proyinces  of  France  and 
of  seyeral  foreign  countries.  —  The  Ecole  Normale  iSvp^riewrs  (PI.  G,  19;  F), 
in  the  Bue  d*Ulm  (No.  45),  was  founded  in  1794  for  the  training  of  teachers 
fw  the  ^lyc^es"*.    It  has  produced  many  famous  writers  and  savants. 

In  the  Rue  St.  Jacqaes,  farther  on  (Nos.  277, 279),  we  observe 
ike  Val-de-Ordee  (PI.  G,  19) ,  formerly  a  Benedictine  nunnery  of 
which  Notre-Dame  dn  Yal-de-Grfice  was  the  patron  saint.  It  was 
founded  by  Anne  of  Austria ,  mother  of  Louis  XIY ,  in  accordance 
with  a  vow,  but  was  converted  into  a  military  hospital  in  1790,  with 
*  military  medical  schooL  The  eonrt  in  front  of  the  church  is  embel- 
lished with  bronze  statues  of  the  two  Barons  Larrey  (father  and  son), 
the  famous  surgeons,  by  David  d' Angers  and  Falgui^re. 

The  Church  of  Yal-de-Orfcoe,  with  its  handsome  dome,  was  begun 
An  1645  by  Fr.  Mansart  on  the  model  of  St.  Peter's  at  Rome,  and 
continued  by  Lemtrcitr  and  others.   It  was  completed  in  1666. 

The  chief  decorations  of  the  interior  are  in  sculpture;  the  relief^  on 
the  vaulting  should  be  noticed.  The  dome,  133  ft.  in  height  and  53  ft.  in 
diameter ,  was  painted  about  1660  with  a  fresco  (damaged)  by  P.  Mignard, 
containing  2(X)  figures  three  times  ljfe-s;ze,  and  representing  the  glory  of 
tiie  blessed.  The  canopy  over  the  high-altar  is  a  copy  of  that  at  St  Peter's. 
—  Buried  in  the  crypt  are  the  hearts  of  the  princes  and  princesses  of  the 
royal  fanily,  the  princes  of  Orleans,  and  Queen  Henrietta,  wife  of  Charles  I. 
of  England. 

A  little  farther  on  the  Rue  St.  Jacques  crosses  the  Boulevard 
de  Port-Boyal  (PI.  G,  19,22),  in  which,  on  the  S.  side,  are  the 
maternity  hospitals  of  Baudelocque  and  La  MatemiU  (No.  119).  The 
latter  has  since  1814  occupied  the  buildiugs  of  the  old  abbey  of 
^ort-Koyal  de  Paris,  constructed  in  1626  for  the  Bernardines. 
Beyond  them  is  the  Hopital  Cochin  -  Annexe  (No.  Ill;  formerly 
H6pital  Ricord),  in  front  of  which  is  a  Statue  of  Dr,  Ph.  Ricord 
(1800-1889),  by  E.  Barrias.  —  At  No.  47  Rue  du  Faubourg-St- 
Jacques,  to  the  right  of  the  boulevard ,  is  the  Hdpital  Cochin  (809 
beds),  founded  in  1779  by  a  priest  of  that  name. 

The  Boul.  de  Port-Royal  terminates  on  the  E.  in  the  'carrefour' 
where  the  Boul.  St.  Marcel  (p.  330),  the  Boul.  Arago  (coming  from 
the  Place  Denfert-Rochereau,  p.  337),  and  the  Aybnue  des  Gobblins 
(PI.  G,  22, 23)  converge.  —  At  the  N.  end  of  the  Avenue  des  Gobe- 
lins rises  the  church  of '8t,  Midard  (PI.  G,  22;  V),  of  the  16-17th 
cent.,  the  burial-ground  of  which  is  now  a  garden,  with  a  figure  of 
'Haymaking'  by  Barrau.  In  the  18th  cent,  it  was  famous  for  tbe 
pilgrimages  made  to  the  tombs  of  the  Jansenist  Nicole  and  of  Fran- 
cois de  Paris  (d.  1727),  to  which  miraculous  powers  were  ascribed  by 
the  'couvulsionnaires'.  In  1732  the  authorities  closed  the  cemetery, 
which  gave  rise  to  the  witticism  :  — 

*-De  par  U  Roi^  difmu  &  Di«u^ 
Ife  /aire  miracle  en  ce  lien.''

In  the  Avenae  dea  Gobelins,  to  the  S.  (No.42,  ou  the  right),  is

We  next  visit  the  Wohkshops  (atdiersjj  where  the  weavers  are  at 
work  on  the  looms.  A  distinction  is  drawn  between  Oobelins  proper, 
which  is  made  in  the  first  room,  and  Topis  de  la  SavonnerUf  to 
which  the  second  room  is  devoted.  The  latter  owe  their  name  to  a 
manufactory  of  tapestry  founded  about  1601  in  an  old  soap-factory 
(^savonnerie^)  near  the  site  of  the  Trocad^ro  (p.  226),  which  at  first 
produced  only  carpets  with  oriental  designs;  it  was  amalgamated 
with  the  Gobelins  in  1827.  The  visitor  who  has  seen  nothing  but 
faded  old  Gobelins  tapestry  will  be  struck  by  the  beauty  and  bright- 
ness of  the  fresh  colours. 

The  looms  are  of  the  kind  known  as  ^high-warp^  looms  (d  haute  lice)^ 
in  which  the  warp-threads  are  vertical,  as  compared  with  4ow-warp*  looms 
(it  baue  Hce)^  in  which  the  warp -threads  are  horizontal.  At  the  looms 
engaged  in  [  rviducing  Gobelins  tapestry  proper  ihe  reverse  side  of  the 
tapestry  is  turned  towards  the  workman,  with  the  outline  of  the  design 
dji«wn  on  the  stretcLed  threads.  A  mirror  placed  on  the  other  side  shows 
him  the  progress  he  is  making.  At  the  workman^s  side  are  ttie  picture  to 
be  copied  and  a  basket  with  wools  of  every  colour  and  shade  (about 
14,(XX]r tones  in  all).    The  weft-threads  are  inserted  by  means  of  a  shuttle. 

In  the  first  workshop  the  following  tapestries  should  be  noticed:  Nymph 
and  Bacdins  (/.  Le/ebvre)\  Don  Quixote  (Ch.  Coypel). 

We  now  traverse  a  corridor  hung  with  antique  tapestry ,  and  descend 
a  staircase  to  another  part  of  the  buUding,  containing  the  workshop  uf  the 
Savonnerie  which  is  conducted  on  practically  the  same  lines  as  it  was  in 
the  17th  cent.,  and  contains  eight  looms.  Here  we  see  carpets  in  process 
of  manufacture,  in  weaving  the  Mapis  de  la  Savonnerie''  the  workman  has 
the  copy  in  front  of  him  and  works  on  the  right  side  of  the  tapestry.  The 
weft-threads  in  this  case  are  tied  and  then  cut,  producing  a  velvet  pile. 

The  number  of  workmen  (Uxpi$tieri  arHttes)  now  employed  at  the  Gobe- 
lins it  about  60.  Beginners  receive  about  1200  fr.  per  annum,  skilled  work- 
men as  mnch  as  3900  fr.,  besides  free  dwellings ;  foremen  receive  4000-5000  fr. 
Some  families  have  been  employed  for  generations  in  this  industry.  The 
work  requires  the  utmost  patience  and  the  most  practised  eye.  A  skilful 
workman  can  complete  8  or  even  3V2  square  yds.  m  a  year,  but  the  average 
annual  task  is  about  IV4  yds.  Many  years  are,  therefore,  sometimes  re- 
quisite for  the  execution  of  the  larger  designs,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that 
these  should  fetch  from  20002.  to  6000/. 

We  leave  the  Gobelins  by  a  court  to  the  left,  where  an  old  Chafbl 

is  used  as  another  exhibition-room.

At  the  end  of  the  Avenne  de  robaervatoiie,  to  the  S.  of  the  fonn- 
taln  [p.  326),  Is  the  Gamfonr  de  I'Obaervntoire  (PI.  G,  19),  in  the 
middle  of  which  rises  a  monniaent,  by  Pueoh,  to  Franea  Qaimier 
(1839-73),  the  eiploreraud  oonqueior  of  Tonkin,  with  allegorinal 
gronps  in  bronze.  The  Statai  of  Sty,  by  Rnde,  to  the  right,  marlte 
the  spot  where  the  marshal  vaa  shot  by  order  of  the  Chamber  of  Peers 
on  7th  Dee. ,  1815,  for  having  esponsed  the  cause  of  Napoleon  I.  on 
the  letnm  of  the  latter  from  Elba.  To  the  left  is  the  Bat  BuUUr 
(p.  42),  gaudily  dacoiated  In  terracetta,  with  the  approptiate  inscrip- 
tion: 'fialtavit  Bt  placuit'. 

The  AveDue  de  I'Obscrvatoiie  craseee  tho  Boul.  Montpamasse 
(p.  336)  and  the  Boul.  de  Fort-lfoyal  (p.  331;  station  on  the  Llgne

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runs  through  the  centre  of  the  bnildiDg ,  and  the  latitude  of  the  S.  facade 
is  held  to  be  that  of  Paris  (48'60'N.).  The  copper  dome,  to  the  left,  which 
contains  the  large  telescope  (16in.  in  diameter,  dOft.  long),  is  42ft.  in  dia- 
meter, and  is  constructed  so  as  to  revolve  round  its  yortical  axis.  Other 
parilions  on  the  S.  side  are  also  equipped  with  astronomical  instruments, 
including  a  powerful  telescope  with  an  aperture  of  3ft.  11  in.,  and  a  photo- 
graphic telescope  constructed  by  H.  Henry.  The  depth  of  the  cellars  is 
equal  to  the  height  of  the  building  itself  (88 ft);  they  are  maintained  at  a 
con^wnt  temperature  (84^  Fahr.)  and  are  connected  with  the  platform  by  a 
vertical  shaft,  in  which  meteorological  and  magnetic  instruments  are  kept. 
TMs  shaft  was  used  by  Foucault  in  his  experiments  with  the  pendulum 
(see  p.  286).  —  The  observatory  is  shown  on  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month 
at  2  p.m.  precisely,  by  permission  of  the  director ,  M.  Loewy  (obtained  on 
written  application,  with  stamp  for  reply).  ^Visitors  are  shown  the  small 
Astronomical  Museum  and  the  prlndpsd  apparatus. 

The  Boulevard  Montpamasse  (PI.  G,  16,  B,  13)  leads  to  Notre- 
Dame-des- Champs,  completed  in  1875,  and  to  the  Boul.  des  Invalides 
(p.  311),  passing  on  the  way  the  Gare  Montpamasse,  at  the  S.  end 
of  the  Bue  de  Bennesj  which  begins  at  St.  Germain-des-Pr^s  (p.  295). 

The  Gare  Montpamasse  (PI.  G,  16)  is  the  joint  terminus  of  the 
Chemin  de  Fer  de  VOuest^  for  the  lines  to  Versailles  (on  the  left  bank) 
and  to  Brittany,  and  of  the  main  system  of  the  Chemin  de  Fer  de 
I'Etat,  The  suburban  (Versailles)  booking-office  is  on  the  right, 
that  for  more  distant  stations  on  the  left,  whence  a  staircase  ascends 
to  the  waiting-rooms  on  the  first  floor.  —  In  the  Place  du  Maine, 
behind  the  terminus,  is  a  station  of  the  Metropolitain  (Appx.,  p.  32). 

In  the  Bue  Dutot  (Ko.  25),  about  Vs  M.  to  the  S.W.  of  the  Garo  Mont- 
pamasse, is  the  Pasteur  Institute  (PI.  O,  13),  founded  in  1886  by  the 
eminent  scientist  of  that  name  (1822-1896)  for  the  study  of  microbes,  vac- 
cines, and  serums  for  infectious  diseases.  The  present  directors  are 
Drs,  Rovx  and  Jfetchntkoff.  —  In  front  of  the  Institute  ^is  the  statue,  by 
Truffot,  of  Jupille,  the  shepherd,  struggling  with  a  mad  wolf.  (JupUle  was 
one  of  the  first  patients  at  the  establishment.)  P!asUw''s  Tomb  lies  beneath 
the  platform,  in  a  spacious  crypt  adorned  with  marble  and  mosaics;  visitors 
are  admitted  on  the  Ist  and  8rd  Sat.  in  each  month  from  1  to  4  p.m.,  and 
on  All  Saints^  Day.  —  Opposite  are  an  InstUuU  for  Infectious  Diseases  and  a 
Laboratory  of  Biolofficdl  Chemistry  belonging  to  the  Pasteur  Institute. 

To  the  S.E.  of  the  Gare  Montpamasse,  between  the  Avenue  du 
Maine,  the  Boulevard  Edgar-Quinet,  and  the  Boul.  BaspaU,  is  the 
Cemetery  of  Montpamasse.  The  Metropolitain  has  stations  on  the 
two  last-named  boulevards  (Appx.,  p.  32);  one  at  the  end  of  the 
Boe  de  la  Galt^,  the  other  near  the  end  of  the  Rue  Gassendl  (p.  336). 

The  Cemetery  of  MontpamaB8e,or  Cimetihre  du  8ud(PL  G,  16), 
has  its  principal  entrance  in  the  Boulevard  Edgar-Quinet  This  is 
the  third  of  the  great  Parisian  burial-grounds.  Compared  with  the 
cemeteries  of  Pdre  -  Lachaise  and  Montmartre,  it  is  uninteresting. 
Adm.,  see  p.  243.  A  plan  of  the  cemetery  may  be  seen  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  main  avenue,  to  the  left.

Sipp.  Inbat  (d.  1867),  architect.  At  the  end  of  the  Avenue  de  TEst,  to  the 
right:  Mnu.  CcUard-Bigi  {jSl.  1871),  painter,  a  pretty  Renaissance  temple  by 
DestaillearandDoussamy,  with  a  statue  by  Franceschi.  Adjacent:  Duban 
(d.  1870),  architect,  with  a  medallion ;  opposite,  Caruette  iTAligny  (d.  1871), 
painter,  bust  by  Etex. 

Between  the  avenues,  near  the  office  at  the  entrance,  Comte  de  Oatpari 
(d.  1879),  consul  in  Venezuela,  with  a  bronze  stele  and  bust  by  G.  Gesari  \ 
Perraud  (d.  1876),  sculptor,  with  bust.  In  the  Avenue  du  Kord,  to  the  left, 
Jae9u$s  Lisfranc  fd.  1847),  surgeon  and  professor,  with  a  bust  and  reliefs 
by  Elshoecht.  —  Near  the  N.W.  comer  of  the  cemetery,  Fr.  Buet  (d.  1869), 
M'riter,  with  a  medallion.  —  In  the  Avenue  de  TOuest,  at  the  end  of  the 
Avenue  Transversale :  Dumont  d*Urv%lle  (d.  1842),  the  navigator,  who  was 
burnt,  together  with  his  wife,  in  a  railway- accident  (see  inscription). 

The  Place  Denfert-Rochereau  (PI.  G,  17),  to  the  S.E.  of  the 
MontparaaBse  cemetery,  used  to  be  called  the  Plact  d*Enfer^  but 
the  name  was  changed  in  hononi  of  Colonel  Denfert-Rocherean 
(1823-78),  the  valiant  defender  of  Belfort.  It  is  adorned  with  a  huge 
Lion  in  embossed  copper,  by  Bartholdi,  a  replica  of  that  erected  at 
Belfoit  CA  la  Defense  Nationale,  1870  et  7i').  The  two  Pavilions 
belong  to  the  old  city  ^barri^re'  (comp.  p.  240);  their  friezes  are 
worthy  of  notice.  In  the  square  beside  the  pavilion  on  the  left  is 
a  statue,  by  Al.  Charpentier,  of  Chatlei  (1792-1845),  the  painter, 
and  beside  the  pavilion  on  the  right  are  a  bronze  statue,  by  Morice, 
of  F.  F.  Raspail  (1794-1878),  the  famous  chemist  and  democrat,  and 
a  bronze  bust,  by  Boucher,  of  L,  TrarUux  (1840-1904),  Senator  of 
the  Gironde.  —  Near  the  beginning  of  the  Rue  Froidevaux  is  a  M6tro 
Station  (Appx.,  p.  32). 

The  Place  Denfert-Rocheieau  is  the  converging-point  of  the  Boule- 
vards Raspail,  Arago,  and  St.  Jacques,  the  Avenues  de  Montsouris 
(p.  388)  and  d'OrMaus,  and  several  smaller  streets.  —  The  BouL 
AragOf  where  there  is  a  bronze  statue,  by  Oliva,  of  Francois  Arago 
(1786-1853),  the  astronomer ,  begins  at  the  Avenue  des  Gobelins 
(p.  331),  and  passes  the  Hopiktl  Broca  (262  beds),  the  Prison  de  la 
Santi,  and  the  Faculti  de  Thiologie  Protesiante  (transferred  from 
Strassburg).  —  The  Station  de  Paris  -  Denfert,  between  the  Boul. 
St.  Jacques  and  the  Avenue  de  Montsouris,  is  the  principal  station 
for  the  Ligne  de  Sceaux  (p.  408). 

In  the  court  of  the  right-hand  pavilion  of  the  Place  Denfert-Rochereau 
is  the  prindp^  entrance  to  the  Oatacombs  (PI.  G,  17),  to  which  visitors 
are  admitted  at  intervals  (generally  the  1st  and  Srd  Bat.  of  each  month) 
by  the  special  permission  of  the  Directeur  des  Travaux,  Hdtel  de  Ville 
(enelofe  stamp  for  reply).  Each  visitor  must  carry  a  torch,  which  may 
be  bought  at  the  entrance  (50  c),  with  a  guard  of  cardboard  to  protect 
the  clothes  from  the  melting  wax.  Overcoats  and  thick  shoes  are  desir- 
able. The  visit  occupies  about  1  hr.,  and  the  exit  is  usually  made  at 
No.  92  Rue  Dareau,  near  the  Avenue  de  Montsouris  (PI.  G,  20).  —  The 
Catacombs  were  formerly  subterranean  quarries,  worked  as  far  back  as  the 
Roman  period.  They  extend  under  a  great  part  of  the  quarters  on  the 
left  bank.  Several  streets  in  the  S.  quarters  of  Paris,  situated  above  th«.««k 
quarries,  having  begun  in  1774  to  show  symptoms  ot  &Vn>&Vu^.^  %\.«^^  ^«^«.

The  Pare  de  KostiODrii  (PI.  0,  21),  completed  In  1878,  afford! 
■n  attractive  public  promenade  for  tbo  S.  Bide  of  tbe  town,  bat  it 
smaller  and  lees  plcluresqoe  than  the  Buttes*Chanmont  on  tlie 
N.E.  Bide.  It  JB  about  40  acres  in  area,  adJoioB  tbe  fortlflcatlaDB, 
and  Is  Intoreooted  by  tbe  Sceaux  and  Oelnture  lines  of  rail-way.  The 
principal  entrance  is  at  the  comer  of  the  Avenne  Reille  and  the  Bua 
Gazan.  Near  tbe  entrance  from  the  At.  Hontaonris  la  >  bronie 
figure  representing  '1789',  by  Aug,  Parii.  Higher  np  are  the 
Straw  Binder  and  a  Desert  I'ragedy,  broniea  by  Lotlit  Pierre  and 
Gardet.  To  tbe  left,  Dear  tbe  Sceaux  railway,  ie  a  amall  Obeliii 
erected  to  Colonel  Flatleri  and  bis  companions,  slain  by  the  Ton- 
■legB  In  1881  while  making  Butveya  with  a  view  to  the  constnictlon 
of  ■  railway  throngh  tbe  Ssharsi.  At  tbo  foot  of  the  bill  Is  ■  lake 
fed  by  a  small  cascade.  Above  the  lake,  In  front  of  a  paTilioii,  la  > 
marble  group  by  Btcx  (Sblpwreflked) ;  on  the  bank.  Laundress,  b; 
Choppin,-  and  to  tbe  E.  of  the  Obserratory,  the  i>tafr  of  Age,  abronu 
group  by  J.  Eicoula,  On  the  bigbesC  ground  stands  a  reproduetiim 
of  the  Bardo,  or  palace  of  tbe  Bey  of  Tunis,  a  pictareaqne  Hoorieh 
ediBce,  now  used  as  iti  observatory.  The  park  command!  ai 
sive  view  of  Paris,  psrtinularly  of  the  Mil  of  Ste.  QanevlSie  (Pan- 
theon) and  tbe  valley  of  tbe  Bl^vre.  Beyond  tbe  precincts  of  the 
city,  to  tbe  S.E.,  are  the  Fort  and  Hospice  de  Bicetre  (p,  408).  — 
A  military  band  plays  In  this  park  on  Sun.  in  enmmer  (p.  44).

Visitors  to  these  W.  suburbs  may  choose  among  three  lines  of  Bail'- 
way^  the  Steamboat  service  (p.  844),  and  the  Tramway.  The  steamboat  is 
preferable  in  fine  weather.  —  The  Tkauwat  (Llgne  de  Versailles,  TAB, 
see  p.  349,  and  Appx.,  p.  39)  follows  a  somewhat  uninteresting  route 
through  a  busy  and  populous  quarter^  cars  leave  the  Quai  du  Louvre 
every  1/2  b^>  ^^  oftener  (at  5  and  85  min.  past  the  hour),  the  journey 
occupying  40-50  min.  j  fares,  inside  50,  outside  85  c.  The  lines  to  St.  Cloud 
and  Sevres  diverge  on  reaching  the  Point-du-Jour.  —  On  Sun.  and  holi- 
days all  modes  of  conveyance  are  apt  to  be  overcrowded.

Trains 
run  at  least  once  an  hour;  some  of  them  are  provided  with  refreshment- 
bars  (see  the  time-table).  —  This  line  is  recommended  in  preference  to 
the  Ligne  de  Versailles  (p.  341)  because  its  stations  at  St.  Cloud  and  Sevres 
are  more  conveniently  situated.  —  Our  description  of  the  route  begins  at 
the  Gare  St.  Lazare;  for  passengers  from  the  Gare  des  Invalidei  the  order 
14,  of  ftourse,  reversed,  l^o  reduction  on  return  tickets,  which  may  be  used 
for  either  terminus. 

The  tiain  passes  under  the  bridge  of  the  Place  derEurope  (p.  213). 
To  the  right  is  the  goods-station,  on  the  level  of  the  bridge,  to  which 
the  tracks  are  raised  by  elevators.  We  pass  througli  a  short  tunnel.

12  M.  Les  MoulineauXj  a  dependency  of  Issy  (p.  342),  on  the 

left  bank  opposite  Billancourt.  —  To  the  right  are  Issy  and  the  line 

to  Versailles  vial  Viroflay.   We  now  pass  under  the  Ghemin  de  Fer 

de  Geinture,  enter  Paris,  and  stop  at  the  stations  of  Javel  (at  the

9^2  ^*  St.  Clond-Montretout.    The  station  is  situated  above 

the  town,  which  is  reached  by  steep  streets,  near  the  new  quarter 

of  Montretout  (on  the  right,  p.  346),  the  name  of  which  recalls  the 

last  great  sortie  made  by  the  Parisian  troops  on  Jan.  19th,  1871. 
At  the  end  of  Montretout  nearest  to  Suresnes,  to  the  left  of  the  Boule- 
vard de  Versailles,  is  the  huge  R4gervoir  de  MontretoiU,  or  de  VAvre^  con- 
Btrncted  in  1888,  with  two  basins,  each  capable  of  holding  3,280,000  cubic  ft. ; 
the  water  if  brought  from  the  Avre  and  other  affluents  of  the  Eure  by  an 
aqueduct  68  M.  in  length.  —  The  8t.  Cloud  Racecouree  (p.  45)  is  situated 
at  some  little  distance  in  the  rear.  On  race-days  special  trains  stop  at  a 
platform  1/4  H.  from  the  entrance.  A  little  farther  on,  about  1  M.  from 
the  Font  deSuresne«,  is  the  station  of  Val  d"  Or-St-Cloud  (p.  348;  see  Appz., 
p.  44). 

Beyond  St.  Gloud  we  thread  a  short  tunnel,  and  pass  on  the 
light  a  branch-line  to  Marly-le-Roi  and  St.  Germain  (p.  373).  Then 
a  longer  tunnel.

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1b  shown.  A  Monument,  by  Bartholdi ,  with  a  statae  of  Gambetta 
and  figures  of  Alsace  and  Lorraine,  rises  behind  the  t111»,  and 
contains  the  heart  of  Gambetta.  The  Churchy  on  the  left  of  the  road 
from  Sevres  (see  the  Map,  p.  346),  contains  models  of  statnes  by  Pra- 
dier,  Rnde,  and  Duret;  a  St.  Jerome  and  several  small  pictures  by 
Gorot;  an  Eoce  Homo  by  Aug.  Hesse,  etc.  In  the  middle  of  the 
village  stands  a  Chdteau,  dating  from  the  end  of  the  18th  century. 
Near  the  end  of  the  Rue  de  Yersallles,  to  the  left,  are  the  pictur- 
esque Ponds  and  a  Monument  to  Corot  (1796-1875),  in  whose  paint- 
ings they  figure  so  often.  Close  by  is  his  father^s  coantry-honse,  in 
which  the  artist  usually  spent  the  summer. 

Extension  of  the  line  to  Versailles,  see  p.  348. 

III.  Ligne  de  Versailles  (Bive  Gauche).  Trains  every  hour  from  the 
Qar€  Jifontpamasse  (PI.  G,  16:  p.  336;  on  the  rig^L^Banlieue^X  to  Mntd<m, 
in  20  min.  (60  or  40  c);  to  Sevres,  in  25-30  min.  C75  or  SOc).  PaMengers 
alight  at  Bellevue  (same  fares),  the  nearest  station  to  the  porcelain-fjictory. 
No  redaction  on  return-tickets. 

This  line  crosses  and  corresponds  with  the  Ohemin  de  Fer  de 
Celnture  at  the  (i^/4  M.)  Ouest-Ceinture  station  (see  Appx.,  p.  46). 
— r  2  M.  Vanves-Malakoff,  between  Yanves,  to  the  right  (see  below), 
and  Malakoff  (p.  408).  On  the  left  and  right  of  the  line  rise  the 
forts  of  Yanves  and  Issy. 

3  M.  Clamart-Boas-Mendon.  The  station  is  Vs  ^*  ^  ^^^  ^* 
of  the  village,  to  which  an  electric  tramway  plies  (10  c.).  At  the 
W.  end  of  the  village,  on  the  left,  near  the  church  and  the  wood, 
is  the  Hospice  Ferrari,  for  about  100  old  men,  built  by  the  Dachesse 
de  Galli(^ra  (p.  226),  and  endowed  by  her  with  a  sum  of  80002. 
A  monument  in  the  Place  Marquis  commemorates  the  founders  of 
tho  liospict  Schneider.  Pretty  walk  to  the  Bois  de  Clamart,  to  the  E. 
of  the  Bois  de  Meudon. 

Glamart  is  connected  with  Paris  also  by  a  Tramway  (TS2;  Appz., 
p.  41),  starling  in  the  Place  St.  Qermain-des-Pr^  (p.  294);  the  journey 
occupies  i  hr.  8  min.,  fare  45  or  25  c.  This  tramway  passes  iMy-Les-Kon" 
lineauz  (16,639  inhab.)^  served  also  by  the  steamboat-stations  Point  da 
.Tour  and  Pont  de  Hillanconit  (Appx.,  p.  48).  In  the  Bue  Bmest-Benan 
at  Tssy  is  the  rew  building  (  f  the  Manufaeture  des  Taba«s,  transferred 
hither  from  the  Q.uai  d^Orsay  in  190i.  This  establishment  empl^s  aboat 
r.!00  people,  of  whom  ICOO  are  women,  and  produces  about  3300  tons  of 
tobacco  yearly.  Visitors  aie  admitted  on  Thurs.  (public  hoUdaya  excepted), 
on  applying  shorily  before  2  o'clock. 

The  Champ  de  Manoeurre*  d*Iuy  (PI.  G,  b\  for  the  garrison  of  Parin, 
Ueii  towards  the  Seine  (p.  344*,  adm.  prohibited).  The  tramway  then  skirts 
the  Lyc4e  MichiUt  {V\.  G,  9),  in  a  chateau  oftheCond^  built  in  1698,  and 
traverse!)  the  village  of  Vanvet  (10,915  inhab.). 

Tramways  (soo  above,  and  Appx.,  pp.  41,  43).  From  St.  Philippe-du- 
Roule  to  Vonves,  TS5.  From  Porte  d'Orl^ans  to  Porte  de  St.  Cloud,  via 
Ts5y  and  Vaiives. 

The  line  skirts  the  hills  above  the  Seine.  Fine  Tiew ,  to  tbe 
right,  of  Paris  and  tho  river  a  little  before  Meudon  and  at  Bellevue. 
Tho  tTHin  crosses  the  tIvot  bv  a  viaduct  120  ft.  high,  above  the  line

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47s  M.  Headon-Val-Fleury,  —  The  Station  lies  to  the  N.E.  of 
the  terrace.  It  may  he  reached  also  hy  the  Ligne  des  Moalineaax  (p.  339) 
or  hy  steamhoat  as  far  as  the  station  of  mllevue-Fvmeulaire^  whence  a  cable- 
tradiway  (10  o.^  Sun.,  up,  20c.)  ascends  to  within  1  H.  (to  the  X.)  of  the 
terrace. 

(^▲rAs-BBSTAUBANTS:  at  Hendon,  in  the  Avenne  de  Mendon  or  da 
Gh&teau  and  at  the  upper  station.  In  the  wood:  at  the  Ermitage  de  Ville- 
bon,  li/i  M.  from  the  terrace,  on  the  S.W.,  and  at  the  Captulerie  (p.  344). 
Heudon  is  famed  for  its  firituru  and  fncUdotte*  offish,  the  former  being 
prepared  like  whitebait,  the  latter  served  with  a  brown  sauce. 

Meud<m,  a  small  town  with  9702  Inhab. ,  consists  of  Mendon 

proper,  on  the  slope  of  the  hill  which  is  crowned  by  the  chateau  \  of 

a  new  quarter  near  the  station  of  Mendon,  with  numerous  prettily 

situated  villas ;  of  Bas~Mtudon^  on  the  bank  of  the  Seine  (steamr 

boat-station),  with  several  manufactories,  glass-works,  etc.;  oi  Lt 

Valj  to  the  E.,  a  little  higher  up;  and  of  Fltury^  with  its  large 

orphanage  founded  by  the  Duchess  of  Galli^ra  in  1886,  on  the  slope 

of  the  Bois  de  Glamart  (see  p.  342).    Rodin,  the  sculptor,  has  his 

studio  here. 

The  seigniory  of  Meudon  is  of  venerable  origin.  In  1663  it  came  into 
possession  of  Card,  de  Lorraine,  who  built  himself  a  splendid  chateau 
(designed  by  Ph.  Delorme).  In  1696  the  property  passed  into  the  hands 
of  Louis  XIV,  when  it  became  the  residence  of  the  Dauphin,  who  em- 
bellished it,  and  also  built  a  smaller  ch&teau  in  the  neighbourhood,  which 
he  had  designed  for  him  by  J.  H.  Hansart.  The  Dauphin  died  at  Meudon 
in  1711,  as  did  a  later  dauphin  (the  eldest  son  of  Louis  XVI)  in  1789. 
The  ch&teau  of  Delorme  was  demolished  in  1803.  The  second  chateau, 
afterwards  occupied  by  the  Empress  Marie  Louise,  the  King  of  Rome 
(1812),  and  lastly  Prince  Napoleon,  son  of  the  former  king  of  Westphalia 
(d.  18b'0),  was  set  on  fire  by  a  shell  during  the  bombardment  of  Paris  in  1871. 
From  the  battery  which  the  Germans  mounted  on  the  terrace  they  could 
throw  shells  into  the  fort  of  Issy  and  on  to  the  city-ramparts. 

The  Terrace  and  the  Bois  are  the  chief  attractions  of  Meudon. 
At  the  intersection  of  the  Avenue  Jacqueminot,  which  leads  from  the 
station,  and  the  Rue  de  la  R^publique,  which  traverses  old  Meudon, 
is  a  modern  Monumtnt  of  Rabelais  fl 483- 15 63),  who  after  his  many 
wanderings  was  appointed  by  Card,  du  Bellay,  in  the  last  year  of  his 
life,  curtf  of  Meudon;  the  bust,  in  bronze,  is  by  Truph^-me.  The 
Avenue  Jacqueminot  ends  at  the  Avenue  de  Meudon  (or  du  Chdleau)^ 
bordered  hy  four  rows  of  lime-trees,  which  begins  at  Bellevue 
(p.  344),  heyond  the  railway  on  the  left  bank,  about  i/2  M.  from  the 
terrace.  At  the  heginning  of  the  latter  is  a  Monument  du  Centenairej 
a  symbolical  bronze  bust  by  G.  Courbet  (1889). 

The  *Tbbbace  of  Meudon,  supported  by  huge  walls,  commands 
a  beautiful  view  of  Paris,  similar  to  tbat  obtained  from  the  top  of 
the  park  at  St.  Cloud  (p.  347).  The  CMteau,  at  the  end  of  the 
terrace  on  the  right,  was  restored  after  1871  and  fitted  up  as  an 
Observatory.   The  public  are  not  admitted. 

The  Bois  db  Meudon  lies  on  the  heights  to  the  W.  of  the  terrace, 
and  extends  as  far  as  the  valley  of  Sevres,  Chaville  ,  ^.w^'^^T^'^^-vi., 
and  along  the  heights  beyond  the  dale  ot  MexLOioii,  ^\»  \^vx.«t.  ^«s\.

The  H6tel  de  VilU^  abont  ^/2  M.  from  the  bridge,  In  the 
Grande-Rue  on  the  right,  Is  an  old  palace  of  the  dukes  of  Brancas, 
with  carved  wood-work,  paintings,  and  sculptures,  restored  since 
1892.

♦PoRCBLATN  Manupactory  was  fouudod  in  1738  at  Vincennes 

by  the  brothers  Dubois,  assisted  by  a  royal  subsidy.   Transferred  to 

Sevres  in  1766,  it  has  been  the  property  of  government  since  1759, 

and  now  (since  1876)  occupies  a  building  in  the  park  of  St.  Cloud, 

near  the  bridge.   Adm.,  see  above. 

The  produce  of  the  factory  was  at  first  confined  to  soft  porcelain,  and 

these  early  specimens  ('Porcelaine  de  France*,  or  *Vieux-S6vres')  were  highly 

prized.    In  1710,  however,  the  hard  porcelain  of  Dresden  began  to  oust  it 

from  the  public  favour,  but  the  timely  discovery  of  a  deposit  of  kaolin 

jie&r  Limoges  coon  enabled  the  Frenchmen  to  compete  on  even  terms.    In 

^*69  the  chemist  Macquer  submitted  to  the  Academic  des  Sciences  the  first 

successful  specimens  of  hard  porcelain  produced   at  Sevres.     Louis  XV, 

*<ie  Harquise  de  Pompadour,  and  the  Gomtesse  Dubarry  took  the  keenest 

|nteirest  in  the  new  departure,  and  certain  shades  of  colour  were  named 

t?     their  honour  ('bleu  de  roy',  *rose  Pompadour*,  and  'rose  Dubarry*). 

^^^er  Louis  XVI  and  Napoleon  I.  the  fashion  reverted  to  the  more  classic

The  Council  of  Five  Hundred  held  their  meet- 
ings there,  when  on  9th  Koy.,  1799,  Bonaparte  dispersed  the  assembly, 
and  three  days  later  caused  himself  to  be  proclaimed  First  Consul.  Xapo* 
leon.  when  emperor,  frequently  stayed  at  St.  Cloud.  In  1815  the  second 
capitulation  of  Paris  was  signed  at  the  chftteau ,  and  in  1890  Charles  X 
issued  thence  the  famous  proclamations  abolishing  the  freedom  of  the 
press,  dissolving  the  Chambers,  and  altering  the  law  of  elections,  which 
caused  the  revolution  of  July.  St.  Cloud  afterwards  became  the  prin- 
cipal summer-residence  of  Kapoleon  III. 

From  the  'Plact  d^Atmes  (tramway  stat.,  p.  339),  at  the  bridge, 
the  Bue  Dailly  and  then  the  Roe  Yangnyon  (to  the  left)  lead  to  the 
H6UI  de  VWe  and  the  Church,  The  latter,  a  modem  Gothic  edifice 
with  a  tall  spire,  has  frescoes  in  the  choir  by  J.  Daval-le-Oamns  (Life 
of  St.  Olodoald).  The  Gothic  arch  on  the  house  opposite  tbe  church- 
porch  is  a  relic  of  the  ancient  church.  In  front  of  the  church  is  a 
Bust  of  Gounod  (p.  222),  by  Oarpeaux  (1907).  —  The  Orande  Avenue 
and  the  Avenue  du  Palais  to  the  left  of  the  Place  d'Armes  lead  to  the 
park  and  terrace.   Foot-passengers  follow  the  former  (the  lower  one). 

The  ♦Pakk  of  St.  Cloud,  -970  acres  in  area,  is  but  little  fre- 
quented during  the  week.  In  the  lower  part  is  the  Grande  Cascade j 
designed  by  A.  Lepautre  and  J.  H.  Mansart.  and  adorned  with 
statues  of  the  Seine  and  the  Marne.  The  ^Jet  Giant\  or  great  jet, 
to  the  left  of  the  cascades,  rises  to  the  height  of  138  ft.  The  festival 
of  St.  Cloud  (File  des  Mirlitons)^  held  in  the  upper  part  of  the  park, 
lasts  for  five  weeks  in  September  and  October.  Another  annual 
fete  takes  place  in  the  spring  (first  three  Sun.  in  May). 

The  path  ascending  on  the  right  of  the  cascade  leads  to  the 
Terrace  of  the  former  palace,  the  ruins  of  which  were  cleared  away 
in  1893,  and  the  TrocaderOj  or  old  private  garden,  with  the  old 
PaviUon  du  Prince- Imperial  (caf^.  —  The  AlMe  du  Chateau,  to  the 
S.  of  the  terrace,  leads  in  5  min.  to  a  platform  commanding  a  beau- 
tiful ♦View.  The  platform  is  still  known  as  the.  *Lanterne  de 
Diogene',  from  a  belvedere-tower,  which  was  destroyed  in  1871  but 
is  shortly  to  be  rebuilt.  (On  the  right,  the  Chalet  de  la  Lanteme^ 
with  rfmts.  and  *gaufres'.)  The  Seine,  with  the  Pont  de  St.  Cloud 
on  the  left,  lies  below;  fringing  its  bank  is  the  small  town  of  Bou- 
logne ,  beyond  which  is  the  Bois  de  Boulogne ;  farther  on  are  the 
Arc  de  Triomphe  and,  in  the  background,  Montmartre  with  the  church 
of  the  Sacr^-Cceur;  the  Trocadero  and  the  towers  of  St.  Vincent- 
de-Paul  rise  high  above  the  ocean  of  houses,  while  more  to  the 
right  are  seen  the  Eiffel  Tower,  the  Giant  Wheel,  the  gilded  dome 
of  the  Invalides,  St.  Sulpice,  the  Pantheon,  the  Val-de-Grace,  and, 
farther  still  to  the  right,  the  Viaduct  of  Auteuil.  —  From  the  S.  end 
of  the  Avenue  du  Chlteau  we  may  descend  by  the  path  on  the  left 
to  the  main  road  of  Sevres,  passing  the  Pavilion  de  Breteuil,  seat  of 

the  'Commission  Internationale  du  Metre'  (no  adm.).

Fares, 
inside  1  fr.  (including  correspondance),  outside  86  c.  Two  or  ^ree  cars  are 
coupled  together,  the  first  going  to  St.  Cloud,  the  others  to  Sevres  and 
Versailles.  Departures  from  the  Quai  du  Louvre  at  6  and  35  min.  past  each 
hour.  Ketum  from  Versailles  at  15  and  46  min.  past  each  hour. 

The  united  lines  to  St.  Cloud  and  to  Sevres  and  Versailles  skirt 
the  Quais  du  Louvre,  des  Tuileries,  de  la  Conference,  DehiUy,  and 
de  Passy,  and  follow  the  Avenue  de  Versailles  as  far  as  the  Point- 
du-Jour  (PI.  G,  1),  where  the  front  carriage  is  switched  on  to  the 
Boulogne  and  St.  Cloud  branch-line.  The  rear  carriages  pursue  their 
journey  to  Shvres  (p.  344),  ChaviUe,  and  Viroflay,  where  we  pass  under 
the  viaduct  of  the  Invalides- Versailles  line.  We  reach  Versailles  by 
the  long  avenue  from  Paris,  which  ends  at  the  Place  d'Armes  (p.  351).

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gOTemment,  and  it  wm  from  here  that  Marshal  Macmahon  directed  the 
operations  of  the  ^Versaillais^  as  the  government  troops  were  called, 
against  the  outbreak  of  the  Gommane.  The  Chambers  transferred  their 
headquarters  to  Paris  in  1879,  and  since  then  Versailles  has  relapsad  into 
its  former  tranquillity,  except  on  the  occasions  of  the  meetings  of  the 
^Gongr^s*  (p.  334)  to  elect  the  presidents.  —  Versailles  is  the  birthplace  of 
the  Abb^  de  FEp^e  (p.  330),  Louis  XVI,  Louis  XVIQ  (d.  1824),  Charles  X 
(d.  1836),  the  sculptor  Houdon  (d.  1828),  General  Hoche  (d.  1797),  and 
Berthler,  Prince  ofNeuch&tel  (d.  1815).  —  Comp.  ^Le  Chateau  de  Versailles, 
histoire  et  description',  by  L.  Dustieux  (2  vols.;  2nd  ed.,  Versailles,  1885). 

The  three  main  streets,  the  Avenue  de  Paris,  in  the  middle ,  the 
Av.  de  St.  Cload,  to  the  N.,  and  the  Av.  de  Sceaux,  to  the  S.,  radiate 
from  the  Place  d' Armes,  in  front  of  the  palace.  The  Avenue  de  Paris 
Is  the  most  Important^  and  contains  the  Prefecture  (1863-67)  and  the 
H6UI  de  VUlej  in  the  Louis  XV  style  (1900).  —  To  the  S.  of  the 
Avenue  de  Sceaux  is  the  Eglise  St.  Liouis,  of  the  18th  cent.,  con- 
taining the  monnment  of  the  Due  de  Berry  (d.  1820),  by  Pradier, 
and  some  stained  glass  from  Sevres,  after  Dev^ria.  In  front  rises  the 
bronze  statue  of  the  Ahh6  de  VEpie,  by  Mlchaut.  Near  the  N.  end 
of  the  Avenue  de  Sceaux  a  side-street  leads  to  the  Jeu  de  Paume 
(see  p.  350),  constructed  in  1686.  It  accommodates  a  *Mus^e  de  la 
Revolution'  (open  12-4  except  Mon.).  The  statue  in  front  of  the 
entrance  Is  that  of  Bailly,  who  read  the  famous  oath  to  his  colleagues ; 
It  was  executed  by  St.  Marceaux.  At  the  end  of  the  room  Is  a  copy 
of  David's  ^Serment  du  Jeu  de  Paume',  and  on  the  walls  are  Inscribed 
the  names  of  the  700  signatories  to  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings. 

The  BotUevard  de  la  Reine^  on  the  N.,  Is  another  wide  thorough- 
fare. It  is  Intersected  by  the  Rue  du  Plessis^  which  passes  the  station 
of  the  Rive  Drolte,  and  ends  at  the  Square  Houdon  on  the  N.,  embel- 
lished with  a  statue  of  J.  Houdon^  the  sculptor,  by  Tony  Noel  (1891). 
—  To  the.S.  <ot  the  Boul.  de  la  Reine,  as  we  go  towards  the  Place 
d'Armes,  are  the  church  of  Notre-Dame,  built  in  1684-86  by  J.  H. 
Mansart,  who  Is  buried  here,  and  a  Statue  of  General  Hoche,  by 
Lemaire. 

The  Place  d^Armes  is  bordered  on  the  B.  by  the  old  palace-stables, 
now  converted  into  barracks,  and  on  the  W.  by  the  railing  of  the 
Ooor  d'Honneur  (p.  353). 

Palace  and  Huseum. 
The**F&lace  orCh&teau  of  Ver8ailleB,the  celebrated  residence  of 
Lonis  XIV,  owes  Its  origin  to  a  hunting-chliteau  built  for  Louis  XIII 
In  1624  by  J.  Lemercier,    This  was  a  square  structure  of  brick  and 
stone,  and  It  Is  still  preserved  In  the  marble  court  of  the  present 
palace  (at  the  end  of  the  Oour  Royale,  p.  353).  Louis  XIV,  too,  was 
drawn  thither  by  the  attractions  of  the  chase,  and  as  early  as  1662 
began  to  give  his  famous  summer  entertainments,  to  which  Moliere 
and  his  company  of  players  lent  an  added  Interest.    A%  "tt^fc  OQAXasc^

tbow  bnge  additioni  that  flnull;  enabled  him  to  provide  not  onl; 
an  ImpciBing  scat  of  goveinuieat  within  the  walls  of  hii  psl&ce, 
hut  alfo  I.  pennanent  leBidBoca  for  the  entire  court,  gurrounded 
with  everythlnf  that  art  rould  supply  or  laluiy  demiad  in  the 
puisnit  of  pleaauTB.  Lrmii  Leiau  (d,  16703,  the  king's  tirat  architect, 
added  two  E,  wings  to  the  'petit  chSteau',  which  he  bad  been 
iuBtiacted  to  respect  as  much  a^  pDsalhle;  J,  H.  Mamairt  added  a 
atory  to  Levan's  buildingi,  built  the  'Galerie  dea  GUeai'  (1679) 
on  a  terrace  raised  to  the  level  of'the  Qret  story  of  the  gaiden- 
fa^de  oC  the  oiiginal  chateau,  and  In  1680  ereii^  the  long  S.  wing, 
aa  a  reaidence  for  the  mlnisteia  and  seccelarieB  of  state.  The  new 
palace  was  practically  completed  when  Lonla  ]I1T  tranafeired  bla 
residence  thither  on  May  6tb,  1682.  The  cbStean,  however,  was 
Btill  found  Co  he  too  Bmall,  and  In  1684--8S  Manaait  added  aaother 
long  wing .  on  the  N.  Recent  calculations  eatimate  the  cost  of  pre- 
paring  the  site,  laying  out  the  park  and  gardens,  and  building  and 
decorating  the  palace  at  20  miUion  pounds,  and  the  anntjil  charge  for 
its  malotenanco  at  116,000/.  The  present  cost  of  mainleHance,  gardens 
and  fountains  included,  is  about  26,000 1. 

The  palace,  aa  thus  transformed,  had  room  for  10,000  inmates; 
Ite  tanger  (afade,  towards  the  E^'den ,  la  635  yda.  in  length  and 
is  pierced  with  376  windowe.  The  pavilions  In  the  neo-daesli: 
atf  !e,  on  each  side  of  the  Goui  Royale,  were  erected  reapectivel)' 
by  Qahtiel,  under  Looia  XV,  and  by  Du/'our  under  Lonis  XVIll, 
and  aerionsly  mar  the  uniformity  of  the  whole  as  seen  from  the 
Cour  d'Honneur.  Gabriel  also  began  the  theatre  (Opira)  in  1753, 
at  the  end  of  the  N  wing,  but  it  was  not  cnmpleted  nntU  1767-70. 
During  the  Revolution  the  royal  fumitore  was  sold  and  the  piolutH 
were  transferred  to  the  Louvre.  Louis  Philippe,  in  1833-37,  tram- 
formed  the  palace  Into  a  ^eat  oational  rouseuiii  of  'all  the  glories 
of  France'. 

The  CouB  D'UoKNBua  . .  separated  from  the  Place  d'Arnies  by  > 
railing.  The  gioupa  which  adorn  the  pillars  at  the  entrance  are  em- 
blematical of  the  victories  of  Louis  XIV  over  Austria  (the  eagle)  aud 
Spain  (the  lion).  In  the  centre  stands  a  bronze  Equeitrian  Statue  ef 
LouiiXJV,  [heboraebyOanelller,  the  Bgure  byPetltot,  Aronnd  the 
court  are  placed  sixteeii  coloseal  Stalutt  of  statesmen  and  marshals  of 
France,  some  of  which  atood  on  the  Font  dc  la  Concorde  until  1837. 

Bearing  obliquely  to  the  right  and  crossing  the  Rue  des  R^aep- 
Tolrs  we  reach  the  Oous  ii£  tx  Ceafgi.i.b,  between  the  Pavitlon 
BabrUl  (see  abava)  and  the  Chapel.  The  eiteiior  of  the  latter,  with 
Its  high-pitched  roof  and  numerous  atataes  of  apostles  and  aainti, 
ahonld  be  noticed.  The  Entrance  to  the  mosenm  is  at  the  W.  cad 
of  the  Coar  de  la  Cbapclle.

Tiine  will  he  saved 
by  adhering  to  tlie  order  of  the  following  description.  The  descrip- 
tions of  the  less  important  rooms  are  printed  below  In  smsiler  type. 

The  'CuAFiii.,  to  the  rigltt  as  we  enter,  may  he  inspected  ftotn  the 
groonddoor  by  applying  to  the  chief  custodian  (fee),  but  is  better  aeen 
from  tbe  first  floor  (p.  355).  It  was  begon  by  jlfoTuart  in  1699  and 
completed  by  Robert  it  Cottr  in  1710,  and  is  a  masterpiece  ot  the 
pompous  style  of  the  period.  It  is  richly,  bat  not  imdoly  adorned 
with  sculptures,  hroozes,  gilding,  and  paintings.  On  the  laidtlng 
oC  the  roof,  at  the  end,  is  a  Resurroction  by  CharUt  dt  Lafottt;  in 
the  centre,  Ood  the  Father,  by  N.  Coypct.  OiBT  the  royal  gallery, 
a  Descent  of  the  Holy  Qhoat,  by  Jouventt,  On  the  ceilings  of  the 
fli do-galleries  are  the  Apostles,  by  Louis  and  Bon  BoaClfingne.  Holy- 
water  sloups  by  Coii»toa.  The  seten  altars  are  adorned  with  hu- 
relieta  In  bionie  by  Adam,  Vinat-he,  Bouchardan,  SUveitn,  LaiJaUe, 
and  8lodt%. 

In  the  vestibule  of  the  chapel  is  a  large  relief  by  CoKitou  of  the 
FaesagB  ot  the  Rhine  under  Lonis  XIV.  We  pass  thence  Into  the 
hiatorlcil  museutn,  the  loou^e  of  wV\t>i^ti^i?,Taf  laced  the  suites  of 
^^lafutmenta  and  entieao\5 loTrnftA-] Vow.  ^^^^^^ 
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Sallbs  DBS  Tablbaux  d'Histoibb  DBPUI8  Glotis  jusqu'a 
Lovu  XYI  (PI.  2-12),  containing  historical  paintings  by  Delaroche, 
Rougetf  Johannot,  Ary  Scheffefy  SchnetSj  and  Vinchon,  and  a  few 
older  works  by  J,  B,  Martin^  Parrocel ,  and  after  Lehrun  and  Van 
der  Mexdtn,  —  From  the  staircase  (13)  we  enter  (to  the  right)  the 
Galbbib  db  Pibbbb  (16),  a  long  corridor  containing  casts  of  royal 
funereal  monuments.  —  To  the  left  is  the  entrance  to  the  five  — 

*Sallbs  DBS  Gboisadbs  (sometimes  closed).  These  rooms,  re- 
markable for  their  sumptuous  decoration  (arms  of  crusaders),  con« 
tain  a  number  of  good  paintings  of  the  time  of  Louis  Philippe.  — 
1st  Saloon  (PI.  19).  On  the  right,  Oallait,  Coronation  of  Count 
Baldwin  of  Flanders  as  Greek  Emperor  (1204) ;  Larivihre,  Battle 
of  Ascalon  (1177).

These  have  been  altered  in  various  ways  and 
no  longer  contain  their  original  furniture  and  pictures,  but  most 
of  the  ceilings,  the  gilded  stucco  ornamentation,  the  panelling,  etc. 
remain  practically  unaltered  and  convey  an  admirable  idea  of  the 
elaborate  %ouiB  Quatorze'  style  of  decoration.  Visitors  should  note 
the  repeated  occurrence  of  the  sun-disc,  the  emblem  of  the  ^Rol 
Soleir.  Since  1906  some  of  the  walls  have  been  hung  with  ^Tapest- 
ries  representing  the  'Histoire  du  Roi',  woven  after  paintings  by 
Le  Brun  and  Van  der  Meulen  (see  p.  358).  On  the  other  walls 
are  battle-pieces  by  Van  dcr  Meulen^  Parrocel,  etc.,  and  portraits. 
"We  first  enter  the  — 

Salon  d.'Hbboulb  (PL  105) ,  which  was  incorporated  with  the 
royal  apartments  under  Louis  XV.  The  Apotheosis  of  Hercules  on 
the  ceiling  (60  ft.  by  55  ft.),  by  Lemoyncj  includes  142  figures. 
Mignard,  Louis  XIV  on  horseback.  The  frame  now  enclosing 
Louis  XIV's  Passage  of  the  Rhine,  after  Le  Brun,  originally  be-» 
longed  to  Veronese's  great  Banquet  at  the  house  of  Simon  the 
Pharisee,  now  in  the  Louvre. 

The  following  room  (Salon  db  l'Abondance;  PL  106)  is  th6 

first  of  the  ^grands  appartements'  of  Louis  XIV.  The  ceiling^paint- 

Ing  (Abundance)  is  by  Houaase, 

Rooms  No8. 197  and  138,  on  the  left,  contain  drawings  in  gouaclie  from 
the  campaigns  in  the  Netherlands  (1745-4yB).  —  In  Boom  139 :  O.  Bertrand, 
Obsequies  of  President  Garnot;  A.  Morotf  Battle  of  Beichshofen;  A.  de 
Jfiuvillej  Battle  of  Ghampigny  (1870),  fragment  of  a  panorama.  Model  of 
the  statne  of  Bailly,  erected  at  the  Jea  de  Paume  (p.  351). 

Salon  db  ViNUS  (PL  107),  with  a  ceiling-painting  by  Houaase, 
representing  Venus  subduing  all  the  other  deities.  Statue  of 
Louis  XIV  by  J.  Warin.  —  Sallb  db  Dianb  (PL  108  j  Billiard 
Boom),  with  ceiling-painting  by  Blanehard  representing  Diana  as 
goddess  of  hunting  and  navigation.  On  the  vaults^  ^aiw&xi'^  Xi^-^ 
Audran,  De  Lafoaae,  and  -Sarostn.  BuBta  oil»om%X\^  \il  B€nv\tv^.^ 
of  Colbert  and  the  Grand  Dauphin  by  Coyneoox^  €^1^.  —  ^h.vs$«.^"^ 
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Mabs  (PI.  109-,  Ball  and  Music  Rnom),  witli  a  Soe  celUogl 
Attdran  (Mm  In  a  chariol  drawn  by  wdlvea),  Houasse  (Honori  ot 
«i>t),  ind  /ouvetKltBeneflte  of  nsr).  Above  tba  doDn  are  tno  paint- 
ings (ram  the  Hlatolre  da  Roi  (bbo  p,  1)57,  by  8.  Youei):  Coronfttton 
of  LoniB  XIV,  and  Meeting  of  Lool*  XIV  and  Philip  IV.  {in  the 
letinuB  of  Louis  aie  ContI  and  luienne,  in  tbat  of  Philip  ia  Velaa- 
qnei].  —  Sat.os  ob  MHacuaii(Pl.  110;  Bedchainher),  with  ceiling 
by  J.  B.  de  Ohampalync :  Mercnry  in  a  chaTJot  drawn  by  two  couke. 
TipestriBB  from  the  'Uistoire  du  Roi' :  Capture  of  Liale  in  Elaoders, 
EaUyof  LouiaXIV  into  Unnkick,  Capture  of. Maieal  in  Loi  rains. — 
Sjllon  ti'AFOU.aN  (Pt.  Ill ;  Throne  Room),  with  ceiling  by  Ch,  de 
Lafoiat:  Apollo  lo  b  fonr-horse  chariot,  eacorted  by  the  Seaaona. 
We  now  enteithe*SAT.oHnHi,AGnBBBH  (PI.  112),  which  together 
with  the  Galeiie  des  Qlacei  and  the  Salon  de  la  PaiK  ooenpiea  the  W. 
elde  of  the  central  pile.  Ceiling- paintings  by  XcBmn:  in  the  onpola, 
France,  hurling  thunderbolts  and  carrying  a  shield  with  a  portrait 
of  LoaJaXlV;  Inthe  apandreU,  Bellona,  Spain,  Qenoanr,  and  Hol- 
land oowering  in  terror.  The  vatls  are  lined  with  coloured  marbles 
and  embelliahed  with  bronie  reliefs.  On  the  en  trance- wall  Is  an 
equestrian  relief  in  stucco  of  Louis  XIV,  by  Coymox.  Six  por- 
phyry bnstl  of  Roman  ampeiora. 

The  •Oalheih  DBS  Qlaobs  (PI.  1 13),  23S  ft.  long,  35  ft,  wide, 
and  i2  ft.  high,  WB9  eompleted  in  1684.  It  was  decorated  in  tlie 
moat  liTiah  style  by  Charles  Le  Brun  and  other  famous  attlsta  of  tile 
day.  Opposite  the  seventeen  Urge  arched  windows,  which  command 
a  beaatiful  view  of  the  gardens,  are  as  many  bevelled  minora  In  the 
Venetian  style,  set  in  elegant  framea  by  Cvcei.  The  walls  are  faced 
with  the  finest  marble  and  adorned  with  large  trophies  in  bromie-gilt, 
modeUed  by  Coy%tvoi:.  The  capitals  of  the  pilasters  separating  the 
windowB  and  arcades  are  of  the  'French  order',  an  invention  of  Lt 
Srun.  The  four  large  niches  contained  antique  EtaCnes.  but  these  are 
now  replaced  by  modern  works.  The  cornice,  in  gilded  Etncco,  moat 
of  which  was  carved  by  Coysevoi,  is  decorated  with  tie  crowns  of 
Fiance,  the  collars  of  the  orders  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  St,  Micltael.  etc. 
Tlie  paintings  on  the  semi-circular  vault  are  due  to  Le  Brun  (1679- 
82).  Besides  the  six  large  subjects  in  the  middle  and  the  two  im- 
mediately below  on  either  side,  eighteen  smaller  paintings  iill  the 
intervening  spaces.  The  series  reprEsonta  the  events  of  Loula  XIV's 
reign  from  1661  to  1678,  and  is  concerned  more  especially  with  that 
monarch's  wars  against  Germany,  Holland,  and  Spain.  The  large 
central  composition  depicts  the  king  as  ruler,  with  Meroniy  proclaim- 
ing his  sovereignty  to  the  world.  On  the  side  next  the  garden, 
'Paste  (pomp)  des  puieaanoea  vol  slues  de  la  France'  (vii,,  Qerminy, 
Holland  and  Spain).  The  subjects  of  the  large  paintinga  beginning 
from  the  Salon  de  la  Querie.  are  as  follows;  Above  the  door,  Alli- 
ance of  Holland  with  German-j  awia^t^Q^^ftTiV  On  the  ceiling, 
Paagage   of  the  Rhine  t^^BTi")  Mi  CKS^.>l.■ta  qI  UtoasAfiiA^wae 
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right,  Land  and  naval  annaments;  on  the  left,  ,LoniB  ordeiing 
foui  fortresses  in  Holland  to  be  attacked  (council  of  war  with  the 
Duke  of  Orleans,  Gond^,  and  Tnrenne).  On  the  other  side  of  the 
central  painting:  Resolution  to  make  war  on  Holland  (1671);  (1.) 
Franche-Comttf  conquered  for  the  second  time,  Capture  of  Ghent 
and  the  fruitless  efforts  of  the  Spaniards  after  that  eyeut  (1678). 
Ahove  the  door  of  the  next  room,  Holland  abandoning  the  alliance 
with  Germany  and  Spain  and  accepting  peace  (Peace  of  Nymwegen, 
1678).  These  compositions,  in  which  allegory  is  wedded  to  history, 
recall  the  large  pictures  by  Rubens  in  the  Louvre.  The  whole  of  the 
appointments  in  this  hall,  including  tables  and  other  articles  of 
furniture,  were  in  solid  silver.  —  King  William  of  Prussia  was  pro- 
claimed German  Emperor  here  on  Jan.  18th,  1871. 

The  companion-room  to  the  Salon  de  la  Guerre  is  the  Salon  de  la 
Paix  (p.  360),  leading  into  the  Appartements  de  la  Reine  (p.  360). 
But  we  enter  first,  by  the  nearest  door  to  the  Salon  dela  Guerre,  the  — 

Sallb  dv  Gonseil  (PI.  125).  This  was  originally  two  rooms, 
used  by  Louis  XIY  as  a  study  and  a  'wig-room' ;  they  were  united 
in  1753  and  the  present  decorations  were  then  executed  by  A.  RouS" 
seau.  The  room  contains  a  time-piece  with  very  ingenious  mechan- 
ism, by  Morand  (1706),  and  a  handsome  table. 

The  Cabinets  IntAbisubs  db  Louis  XV  bt  db  Lodis  XVI,  or  Pbtits 
Appabtbmbnts  do  Boi,  to  the  left,  are  shown  by  one  of  the  custodians  (fee). 
The  original  decorations  by  VerWeehi  still  remain ,  bat  scarcely  any  of  the 
old  furniture,  except  tiie  clocks.  The  first  room  (PI.  126)  was  the  Bedchamber 
of  Louis  XV,  in  which  he  died  in  1774.  It  contains  portraits  of  Louis  XV 
and  his  queen,  by  Quentin  de  la  Tow;  also  three  Gobelins  tapestries  from 
the  *X)on  Quixote'  series  (1760  and  1752).  Ball  at  Don  Antonio's  house, 
The  puppet-show,  and  Dorothea  disguised  as  a  shepherd.  —  The  Salon^ 
or  Cabinet  dee  Pendules  (PI.  127)  contains  a  meridian-circle  of  Louis  XYTs 
time  and  a  plan  of  Versailles  in  mosaic.  —  On  the  left,  the  Ccibin^  dee  Chasees 
(PI.  128)  overlooks  the  court  where  the  slaughtered  game  was  piled  up. 
It  contains  another  tapestry  of  the  ^Don  Quixote'  series.  Adjoining  it  is 
the  Salle  A  Manger  of  Louie  XVI,  in  which  are  eight  Sevres  porcelain 
•Plaques,  from  the  'Chasses  de  Louis  XV*  series  (1779-81),  after  Oudiy. 
Then  come  three  more  small  rooms  one  of  whidi  was  the  Library  of 
Louis  XVI  (PI.  129). 

The  *fiBDOHAMBB£  OF  Louis  XIY  (PI.  124)  retains  practically 
the  original  decorations  and  furniture  of  1701,  but  of  the  pictures 
only  two  (the  Evangelists,  by  Valentin ;  above)  are  of  the  period. 
The  chlmneypleces  date  from  Louis  XV.  The  richly  adorned  bed  of 
Louis  XIV,  who  died  in  it  on  Sept.  1st,  1715,  after  reigning 
72  years,  is  enclosed  by  a  magnificent  railing.  The  goddesses  of  fame 
and  the  figure  of  Gallia  are  by  If,  Couitou^  the  portrait  of  the  queen 
by  Mignwrd.  —  "We  now  enter  the  — 

Sallb  db  l'CBil-db-Bobuf  (PI.  123),  first  so  called  in  the  reign 
of  Louis  XV  from  its  oval  window,  where  the  courtiers  used  to 
await  the  ^Uvtr'  of  the  king,  and  celebrated  as  the  scene  of  numerous 
Intrigues.  The  rich  frieze  of  gilded  stucco,  with  puttl,i%  Vj  ¥Vomx«^> 
Van  Cleve,  and  others.   One  of  the  paintin^^,  \i^  15owe\,  Tvs\jt«^««^*^

Adjoining  the  Snlle  de  TtEil-iIe-BcBuf  uo  the  AxTiaHAiiBBB 
(PI.  121),  wLere  the  king  diiiad  when  he  did  not  take:  his  roeila  in 
priTste,  aad  the  8ai.lk  deh  Gaboes  nn  Roi  (PL  120),  contilning 
pictnren  or  battles  and  vIbwb  of  Versailles  In  1^8. 

The  8ai,o(j  bb  w  Paw  (PI.  114),  at  the  end  of  the  Gilerie  dea 
QUcee,  also  has  celilng-piin tings  by  Lt  Bnm:  In  the  eentie  is 
France,  sntroandEd  by  Ahundani'e  and  other  allegOrlMl  BgnreB;  ou 
the  spsndicla,  Spain,  France,  Holland,  and  Germany  rejoicing  In 
the  peace.  On  the  eiit-wall:  LfmayTit,  LoiiU  XIV  vlth  the  helm 
of  state.  — ■  We  now  pass  into  the  — 

Gbands  Affastbmbnts  db  la  Reinb  (PI.  115-117),  the  de- 
corations of  which  are  more  interesting  than  the  pictures.  The 
Chambeb  iiB  i,A  Rbinb  [PI.  115),  where  Queens  Maria  Thereia 
(d.  1683).  Maria  Lescrinaka  (d.  1768),  and  Marie  AutDir.ette(n70- 
8S)  have  slept,  hag  a  tasteful  ceiling  by  Fr.  Bouefttr  (1734).  Painl- 
Ingsr  Lebnin,  Maniage  of  Louis  XIV  and  Maria  Theresa;  Afitr 
Walltau,  Birth  of  the  Dauphin;  Oitu,  Marriage  of  tbe  Qanphin; 
Mme.  Ltbran,  Marie  Antoinette;  Nattier,  Marie  Leacidnska.  At  the 
end  Is  an  old  Gobelins  tapestry:  Esther's  swoou.  —  Tiio  Salok  ub 
la-Kbine  (pi.  116),  also  called  Salon  dt»  Noblts,  where  the  queea 
lield  her  great  receptions,  has  a  OBiling- painting  by  Michel  CoT- 
neilh:  Mercury  protecting  Science  and  Art.  Paintings  hyCulJn,  Dt 
Bive,  and  Chriiloplu.  Tapeitcies  from  tho  'Hiatoire  du  Itoi' :  Kenew- 
al  of  the  Swiss  alliance;  Coronation  of  Louis  XIV  at  Rheims. 
—  The  Salon  du  Qoanu  CoirvsaT,  or  AntichambTC  de  la  Belne 
(PI.  117),  has  flue  ceiling-decoration,  attar  XcBrun,  tepresenting 
Darius  at  the  feet  of  Alexander,  Belowi  LtBrun,  Louis XIV  ou 
horseback  \  Le  Brun  and  Van  der  MeuUn,  Defeat  of  the  Spaniards  at 
Bruges  by  Turenne  (1667);  Olford  (1834),  Portrait  of  PUlip  of 
France,  Duke  of  Attjou,  proclaimed  King  of  Spain  as  Philip  V. 
to  1700.  —  The  Sallb  bbb  GiauHa  db  la  Rbihb  (PI.  118)  was 
the  room  invaded  by  the  mob  ou  Uct.  6th,  1789,  when  three  guards 
sacrlfloedthemeeWesto  saTetho  ^ueen.  It  contains  busts  of  LouU  XVI 
and  Marie  Antoinette,  etc.,  and  a  Que  portrait  of  the  Duchess  of 
Burgundy,  by  Sanlerre,  also  (on  a  table)  a  painting  by  Oirardon 
(Winter).  The  ceiling-paintings  by  Noel  Coyptt  represent  Jupiter 
accompanied  by  Justice  and  Peace,  Ptolemy  Phlladolphus,  Alexan- 
der Severus,  Trajan,  and  Solon.  —  Doors  in  this  and  the  following 
•oi  lead  to  the  Escalier  de  Marbre  (p.  362). 
OuASDB  SaxIiB  DBS  OABitBE  (E\.l4QV  The  celling- painting  by 
t^aUel  is  an  Allegorical  lepieaBUt&tiQa  ot  ^^<t  \.%'&'¥ii>usk(]:q.    Viv 
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tnres :  to  the  left,  Bollf  Gentenary  Festival  of  the  States  General  at 
the  Bassin  de  Neptune  (p.  368)  in  1889.  To  the  right,  David,  Na- 
poleon  distribating  Eagles  to  the  Army  in  1804 ;  behind ,  Oro8y 
Battle  of  Abonkir  (1799).  In  the  centre:  Last  Moments  of 
Napoleon  I.,  by  7.  Vela,  in  white  marble  (1866).  Busts  of  Napo- 
leon I.  and  his  family. 

On  Maundy  Thursday  the  king  used  to  perform  in  this  room  the 
ceremony  of  washing  the  feet  of  thirteen  poor  chUdren,  in  presence  of  the 
clergy.  Here  also  the  National  Guard,  under  Lafayette,  took  the  oath  of 
fidelity  to  Louis  XVI  on  Oct.  6th,  1789. 

The  door  to  the  right  in  this  room  gives  upon  rooms  leading 

to  the  S.  wing  of  the  Palace  (see  below).   We,  however,  turn  to  the 

left,  and  enter  the  — 

Appabtbments  db  Madame  de  Maimtekon  (PI.  143-141),  rearranged  in 
1905.  The  severe  style  of  the  decoration  in  tliese  rooms  admirably  reHecis 
the  character  of  their  famous  occupant  (p.  350).  Gbamd  Cabinet  (PI.  143). 
Portraits:  Rigaud,  Ph.  de  Gourcillon  (d.  1720),  Marquis  de  Dangeau  and 
author  of  M^moires  of  the  court  of  Louis  XIV,  Elisabeth  Charlotte  of 
Bavaria  (1652-1722) ,  Princess-Palatine  and  Duchess  of  Orleans ;  Mignard^ 
Philippe  of  France,  Duke  of  Anjou,  as  a  child ^  Ch.  Le  Brun^  Turenne 
(p.  811).  Above  the  chimneypiece  U  a  fine  portrait  of  Mme.  de  Maintenou, 
by  Ferd.  Elle.  Scenes  from  the  life  of  Louis  XIV,  by  A.  Coppel,  L.  de  8%l- 
vestre^  etc.  —  In  the  passage  to  Room  142:  Portrait  of  Francoise  d'Aubignd, 
Marquise  de  Maintenon,  as  St.  Francesca  Romana,  after  Mignard  ^  Ambas- 
sadors from  Morocco  at  the  Comddie  Italienne  in  1682,  by  A.  Coypel.  — 
Petit  Salon  (PL  142).  Portraits:  CI.  Le/ebvrey  J.  B.  Martin  (d.  1735), 
known  as  'Martin  des  Batailles'  from  having  painted  several  of  the  victories 
of  Louis  XIV  for  Versailles j  Vivien,  Fdnelon  (1651-1715);  /.  Fr.  de  Troy, 
J.  Hardouin-Mansart,  the  architect  (p.  353);  Unknoum  Artists,  Racine,  Mo- 
li^re;  Rigaud,  Keller  brothers,  celebrated  bronze-founders  of  the  period; 
Carlo  MarattOy  Andr^  Le  Kotre,  the  landscape  gardener  (p.  366)  •,  J.  Nocret, 
Duchesse  de  La  Valliere  (1644-1710) ,  favourite  of  Louis  XIV.  —  Grand 
Salon  (PI.  141).  Among  the  numerous  portraits:  CI.  Lefehvre  (16()6), 
J.  B.  Colbert,  the  financier;  P.  Mignard,  Ed.  Colbert,  inspector  of  the 
royal  buildings;  Rigaud,  M.  Dedjardins,  the  sculptor,  P.  Mignard,  the 
painter;  PA.  Lallemant  (1672),  CI.  Perrault,  inspector-general  of  the  royal 
buildings;  8t.  Andri  (1670),  Louis  XIV.  —  We  retrace  our  steps  through 
Rooms  142  and  143,  and  enter  the  S.  wing. 

The  next  two  rooms  are  anterooms  leading  to  the  S.  wing  of  the 
palace.  In  the  first  (PI.  144)  are  battle-scenes  from  the  campaigns 
of  1792-93,  by  Engine  Lami\  in  the  second  (PI.  145)  are  por- 
traits of  celebrated  soldiers,  represented  according  to  the  rank 
they  held  in  1792.  In  the  latter  also  is  a  column  in  Sevres  por- 
celain, embellished  with  paintings  and  crowned  with  a  statue  of 
yictoiy,  which  was  presented  by  the  city  of  Paris  to  Napoleon  I. , 
on  the  occasion  of  his  marriage  with  Marie  Louise  (1810). 

We  cross  the  landing  of  the  Escalier  des  Princes  (PI.  147),  on 
which  are  placed  a  beautiful  group  of  the  Three  Graces,  by  Ptadievy 
and  a  statue  of  Napoleon  I.,  by  Cartellier,   We  then  enter  the  — 

South  Wing.  —  FiBST  Floor.  This,  like  the  N.  wing  (p.  354), 
was  originally  occupied  by  two  stories  of  small  apartments.  —  We 
begin  at  tiie  —

The  •Gardeni  (pomp.  M»p,  p.  3601,  »t  the  back  of  iLe  Falaca  of 
VerMlUes,  which  ate  roatbad  by  the  paSBsges  to  the  W.  of  the  Oout 
de  la  Chapelle  sod  the  Coiir  des  Frincea,  are  partly  at  least  in  the 
same  eandition  as  vhen  flcst  laid  ont  In  1667-B8  by  Le  NBtTt,  the 
most  famoxiB  land  scape -gardener  of  hU  time.  A  moie  artificial  etyU 
caD  hardly  be  oonceived.  The  chief  object  seems  to  have  been 
to  snbjeot  iiatnre  to  the  laws  of  symmetn',  md  to  praotiae  geo- 
metry, architectme,  and  snolptore  upon  lawns,  trees,  and  ponds.  On 
the  other  hand  the  grouDda  are  interesting  on  aoconnt  of  Ibeii  quaint, 
solemn,  old-fashioned  appearance,  whinh  harmonizes  admirably  with 
the  heaiy  and  formal  architeoture  of  the  palaoe,  an  d  1b  til  perfect  keep- 
ing with  the  QotioiiG  of  art  which  prevailed  in  the  time  of  LonisXIV. 
The  nnmber  of  scnlptarea.  In  marble,  bronze,  and  gilded  lead,  nai 
enormous.  Nearly  100  sculptors  were  employed,  under  the  direction 
of  Lc  firuii  and  Mignard,  and  though  many  of  their  works  have  heen 
dEBtroyed  we  can  aUli  form  a  Tcry  fair  Idea  of  the  effect  produced 
by  such  an  extraordinary  wealth  of  piaatlc  decoration.  Towardi  the 
end  of  September,  when  the  stately  old  treea  put  on  their  TUieel 
tints,  the  aeeae  from  the  terrace  In  front  of  the  palace  ts  one  of  un- 
usual splendour,  not  untlnged  with  melancholy,  and  has  inspired 
poets  like  Alfred  de  Musset  and  Terlaino.  The  playing  of  the  foun- 
tains always  attracts  fast  crowds  of  spectators.

Near  the  ateps  descending  to  the  lower  part  of  the  garden  are 
two  large  haalna,  the  Fontaine  di  Diane  to  the  right,  and  the  fbn- 
tain£  du  Point-dti'Jour  to  the  left,  both  adorned  with  groups  of  ani- 
mals in  bronze,  by  Van  CUvc  and  Souscan,  and  other  sculptures, 
by  0.  Marsy,  Deijardini,  Magnier,  etc.  —  This  point  commands  * 
Burvey  of  the  ta;ade  of  the  palace. 

Beyond  the  Parterre  du  Midi  two  BightE  of  marble  steps,  103 
la  DDinber,  descend  to  the  OrangcTy,  \iaiUlo  1684-86  by  Uansarl. 
Tbe  orange-treea,  nnmbeting  about  Vlflft,  mo  &\s^iwA.<ftiaiift!Oal 
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the  gardens  in  summer.  One  of  them  is  s&id  to  date  from  1421. 
Farther  on  is  the  large  Pihce  d^Eau  des  8ui8$e8,  ca.  750  yds.  long 
and  256  yds.  wide,  which  was  excavated  by  the  Swiss  guards  of 
Lonis  XIY.  At  the  end  is  a  poor  equestrian  statue  of  Louis  XIY, 
by  Bernini,  transformed  by  Girardon  into  a  Marcus  Gurtius.  Beyond 
the  pond  extends  the  BoU  de  Satory. 

The  former  Potag§r  du  Jlop^  or  vegetable-garden,  fonnded  by  the  famous 
La  Quintinie  (1626-88),  the  gardener  of  Louis  XIY,  near  the  Pi^e  des  Suisses 
on  the  side  next  the  town,  was  converted  in  1873  into  a  School  o/SoriieuUure, 
whose  graduates  are  eagerly  sought  after  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

At  the  foot  of  the  steps  which  descend  opposite  the  Parterre 
d^Eau  is  situated  the  large  circular  Baasin  de  Latonty  constructed 
by  B.  Marsy,  consisting  of  several  steps  of  red  marble,  on  which 
there  are  gilded  frogs,  lizards,  and  tortoises  spouting  water  against 
a  line  group  in  white  marble  of  Latona  with  Apollo  and  Dianas 
According  to  the  myth,  Latona  having  besought  Jupiter  to  chastise 
the  peasants  of  Lycia  for  refusing  her  a  draught  of  water,  the 
god  metamorphosed  them  into  frogs.  Grouped  round  the  basin 
are  numerous  statues  and  hermsB.  On  the  left,  Melancholy,  by  La 
Perdrix. 

We  proceed  straight  on  by  the  Tapis-  Vert,  a  long  lawn  leading 

to  the  Baasin  d^ApoUon  (127  yds.  by  90  yds.),  with  a  group  of  the 

sun-god  in  his  chariot  (popularly  known  as  the  *Ghar  Embourb^), 

environed  with  tritons  and  dolphins.   The  figures,  by  Tuby,  after 

Le  Brun,  are  in  lead.    The  various  groups  in  the  park  in  which 

Apollo  figures  (p.  368)  were  meant  as  flattering  allusions  to  the  ^Roi^ 

Soieil'  (Louis  XIV).  —  The  cruciform  Grand  Canal,    about  1  M. 

in  length  and  68  yds.  in  width,  extends  on  the  N.  to  near  the  Grand 

Trianon  (on  the  right;  p.  369). 

To  reach  the  Tricmon*  hence  we  follow  the  All^e  d^ApoUon  to  the  right, 
beyond  the  railing,  as  far  as  the  Avenue  de  Trianon,  where  the  entnoice 
(p.  369)  is  situated.  The  other  avenues  are  not  open  all  the  way.  —  Kear 
the  beginning  of  the  Grand  Canal,  at  the  end  of  the  AU^e  de  la  Reine,  is 
a  small  Cafi-Re»tcnarant  (d^j.  3  fr.). 

Ab  we  proceed  towards  the  terrace  from  the  Bassin  d'Apollon  we 
notiee  the  Boaquei  de  la  Colonnade  (PI.  3;  restored),  containing 
several  basins  of  marble  beneath  a  marble  colonnade  of  32  columns 
and  adorned  in  the  centre  with  the  Rape  of  Proserpine,  in  marble, 
by  Giiardon  ri699),  after  Le  Brun.  Farther  on,  the  Salle  dea  Mar- 
ronniera  (PI.  2),  with  marble  statues  of  Antinous  and  Meleager, 
and  busts  after  the  antique.  Then  the  Bosquet  du  JSoi,  with  several 
statues  (open  May  Ist-Oct.  31st,  after  10  a.m.);  the  Bassin  du  Miroir; 
and  the  Bassin  de  VHiver^  with  Saturn  and  small  satyrs,  by  Girardon. 
Farther  up,  in  the  same  walk  leading  to  the  terrace,  the  Bassin  de 
VAutominey  with  a  Bacchus  and  small  satyrs,  by  the  brothers  Marsy. 
Near  it  is  the  Boaquei  de  la  Seine  (open  like  the  Bosquet  du  Roi, 
see  above),  adorned  with  statues,  where  Cardinal  d^B.^\v'W!L^.NS5^ 
is  laid  to  have  met  the  lady  who  passed  Ivei^^M  ^^  ^-e*^*:^^  ^"^'x 
tolnette  in  connection  with  the  notoiioTxa  aS^  ^^  ^^  ^^ssvwA. 
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necklace.    Neii  fan  Bueln  de  I.atone  ue  tlie  SalU  dt  Bal  o 
BoaaiUea  [PI,  1),  ind,  laitly,  the  Qatnconce  du  Midi,  with  terminal 
flguT^i  sftei  Pouedn.    A  band  frequently  plays  here  In  sommar. 

Ou  the  N.  Elde,  or  to  the  left  of  the  Tapia-Yert  aa  we  re-ascend, 
ire  the  Batiin  ^Eaetlade  (PI.  41,  wbars  the  giant  [by  J3.  Marti/), 
half-huried  beneath  Etna,  spoata  forth  a  jet  of  water  75  ft.  in 
height ;  and  the  Obelisk  [PI.  4),  a  fountain  deriving  its  name  froni 
the  form  of  the  Cent  Tuyaux,  or  hundred  jeta  of  water.  In  the 
vralk  aacanding  in  the  middle  ia  the  Baasin  de  Flare  or  du  PritiUmpa, 
byTaby.  Neit  the  TapJa-Tert  liea  Ibe  Bo)gu«l  du  Dfiinei,  Farther 
up  is  the  Quinaonce  du  Nord.  The  Bassin  de  V'Eti,  the  eecond  baala 
In  the  walk  aecending  ill  tbe  middle,  has  a  Ctrei  and  Oapidi,  by 
Begnandin.  —  The  Boiquet  det  Baini  d^Apollon  [PI.  5 ;  open  like 
the  Bosqnet  do  Bol.  aec  p.  367^,  to  the  right,  tbe  oioal  intereaCiDg  of 
all,  wie  remodelled  in  1778  after  Hubert  Robert.  A  grotto  in  it  con- 
tains a  group  of  Apollo  attended  by  nympha,  by  Oirardon  and  Re^ 
iiaudin.  The  two  groups  of  the  Steeds  of  Apollo,  at  the  sides,  are 
by  Qa^ria  and  the  brotberg  Maiay.

Wo  now  ratnm  to  the  Parttrre  du  Nord,  beside  the  Parterre 
d'Ean  [p.  366),  which  also  Is  adorned  with  copies  of  antique  broniei 
and  allegarical  statues  (Four  quarters  of  the  globe,  Scasoni,  etc,]. 
In  the  centre  is  the  Fontaine  de  la  i'tjramid^,  by  Oirardon. 

Beyond  the  Parterre  du  Nord,  to  the  N.,  Is  anotbec  sloping 
parterre,  at  the  beginning  of  whir.b  ia  the  Bath  of  Diana,  a  square 
basin,  with  lead-reliefs  by  Oirardon;  adjacent  are  statues  of  The 
Choleric,  by  Honzean,  and  The  Sanguine  (fiuta-pkying  fam],  by 
Jonvenet.  Tlien  the  AlUe  d'Eau  or  (i«  Marmouiets,  consistiiig  of 
22  graceful  groaps  of  children  and  young  eatyrs  sopporting  basins 
whence  the  water  descends  into  the  Baaiin  du  Dragon  (the  dragon 
by  the  brotbera  Marly,  leetored  <n  1S80  by  Tony  Noel),  and  thenu 
to  the  'Baiain  de  Neptune,  the  largest  in  Uie  grouads  (comp. 
pp.  348,  366).  It  was  <^ompIeted  In  1684,  but  the  scniptures  which 
adorn  It  date  only  bom  Louis  XY's  IJine:  In  the  middle,  Meptuno 
and  Amphitrite,  by  the  elder  Adam  ;  On  the  right,  Pcoteus  guarding 
the  floaka  of  Neptune,  by  Bouchnrdon ;  the  Ocean,  by  Lemoyne ;  at 
either  end,  a  dragon  bearing  a  Cupid,  by  Qirardon,  etc 

Hear  the  Baailn  da  Ifeptnns,  on  tlie  same  sMe  ai  the  palae«,  li  tka 
Btiq'utt  dt  rJrc-de-TWoinpAi  (PI.  6),  nitta  a  slalne  of  France  EwtweeD  Spaii 
and  Giirmuiy.  b;  Oa\^iavx  aid  Ttibt-  Tbe  other  itatDcs  haTa  been  braaBbt 
hilbcr  from  'boirioetK'  nhlcb  are  now  dlrmanUcd. 

To  the  E.  of  the  Baasin  de  Neptune  is  an  exit  giving  on  the  Sue 
(fes  Rrfaerrofra  [p.  363;  tramway  totberailway-stationa,  ieep.  349); 
m  tbe  W.  is  an  esit  to  ttia  Menuo  de  Trianon. 
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The  Trianons. 

The  Atbnue  db  Tbianon  is  the  principal  approach  to  the  Grand 
TiianoQ,  which  adjoins  the  park  of  Versailles  on  the  N.,  ^/^  M.  from 
the  palace  and  IV2  ^*  f'om  the  station  of  the  Rive  Dioite.  Tram- 
way (see  p.  360)  to  the  Ail^e  St.  Antoine,  then  through  the  railing 
in  front  of  the  station  and  down  the  avenue  opposite. 

The  errand  Trianon,  a  handsome  villa  of  one  story,  was  erected 
by  Louis  XIV  for  Madame  de  Maintenon  in  1687-88 ,  from  plans 
by  J.  Hardouin- Mansart.  It  occupies  the  site  of  the  hamlet  of 
Trianon,  parchased  in  1663  by  the  king,  who  was  fond  of  coming 
here  and  entertaining  a  select  circle  with  dinners,  balls,  sports,  and 
comedies.  The  attractive  interior  is  adorned  with  paintings  by  Mig- 
nard,  Le  Brun,  Boucher,  Rigaud,  Van  Loo,  Ooypel,  etc.,  and  other 
works  of  art.  JBntrance  at  the  end  of  the  AU^e  de  la  Reine,  on  the 
left.  Admission  see  p.  348;  little  time  is  allowed  for  a  close  in- 
spection. 

The  Salon  des  Glaces  contains  a  table  with  a  top  made  of  a  single 
piece  of  oak,  over  9  ft.  in  diameter.  The  4th  room  (Salon  de  Famille)  has 
portraits  of  Louis  XV  and  Marie  Lesczinska,  by  /.  B.  Van  Loo.  The  'grand 
vestibule*  in  the  middle  portion  is  adorned  with  a  marble  group  by  V.  Vela 
(1862),  representing  the  Union  of  France  and  Italy.  In  this  room  Mar- 
shal Bazaine  was  tried  and  found  guilty  of  treason,  the  Due  d'Aumale 
presiding,  in  1873.  In  the  following  room,  on  the  rii^ht :  £!iex,  Olympia 
deserted  (marble).  Two  rooms  farmer  on  we  notice  four  vases  in  Sevres 
porcelain  imitating  Japanese  ware  ^  on  the  chimneypiece,  an  antique  cameo 
jn  oriental  alabaster  with  a  relief  (Sacrifice  to  Pan)*,  paintings  by  Bon 
Boullongne^  N.  Coypely  and  others.  The  handsome  malachite  vases  in  the 
next  room  were  presented  to  Napoleon  I.  by  the  C/.ar  Alex^inder  I.  Then 
comes  a  room  with  four  pictures  by  Boucher:  Neptune  and  Amymone, 
Venus  and  Vulcan,  Fortune-teller,  and  Fishing.  —  The  apartments  in  the 
wing  on  the  left,  called  the  Trianon- sous- Boi$^  are  not  shown.  —  Finally, 
we  pass  through  Napoleon  I.'s  apartments,  whete  we  see  (in  the  drawing- 
room)  a  table  of  Roman  mosaic  given  him  by  Pope  Pins  VIl. 

The  Garden  OP  the  Grand  Tbianon  is  open  to  the  public  like  the 

rest  of  the  grounds.  We  enter  it  by  a  door  to  the  right  of  the  fagade, 

or  from  the  garden  of  the  Petit  Trianon,  behind  the  Salon  de  Musique 

(p.  370),  to  the  left.    The  little  cascade  here ,  called  the  Buffet  de 

V Architecture ,  in  three  tiers  of  red  marble,  with   basins  of  white 

marble  and  statuettes  and  ornaments  in  gilded  lead,  was  designed 

by  J.  Hardouin-Mansart.   The  Plafond  de  Mamart^  or  Le  Mlroir^  to 

the  left,  with  two  dragons  and  four  groups  of  children,  is  by  Hardy. 

The  Grandes  Eaux  dk  Trianon  (comp.  p.  348),  consisting  of  the  above- 
mentioned  fountains,  the  Fer-vi-Cheval^  and  some  smaller  fountains,  play 
simullaneously  from  4  to  5  o'clock. 

To  the  right  of  the  Grand  Trianon  is  a  Mds^b  des  Voitdres  (open 
at  the  same  times  as  the  Trianon).  It  contains  eight  state-carriages,  viz. 
those  used  bv  Napoleon  I.  at  his  coronation,  as  first  consul,  and  at  his  second 
marriage;  •Coronation-carriage  of  Charles  X,  restored  by  Napoleon  III.  for 
the  baptism  of  the  Prince  Imperial;  carriage  used  at  the  baptism  of  the 
Comt«  de  Chambord  and  the  marriage  of  Napoleon  III. ;  carriage  used  at 
the  baptism  of  the  King  of  Rome;  ambassadors*  state-carriage;  carrla^^s^ 
used  by  the  Czar  and  Czarina  in  Paris  in  1898.  Romtv^  \.\k«k  xQv^\si.  ^^^ 
gala-harness  and  historic  sledges,  e.g.  those  of  "MLairift  K^Vq\w«X\.«. ^  T*^?!^.

The  'Jardln  Pranjaia',  Id  Iho  left,  throngh  whid)  tha  Pelil  Triaoon 
»u  entered,  contains  Ihe  'Pavilion  FnncaJi',  built  under  Louis  XV,  In 
which  Ihcre  is  a  lai^e  amnmBt  dining-room. 

A  Ylalt  should  be  paid  to  the  'Qakuhh  of  Tan  Fgtit  TuAnoN 
(open  all  day),  with  Its  'liimlet'  [nsnal  entrance  by  the  door  on  tliB 
right  of  the  court).  It  was  laid  out  in  the  EngliBb  gtyle  for  Marie 
Antoinette  and  contains  some  fine  eiotla  trees,  planted  by  B.  da 
Josaien.  A  turning  to  the  riglit,  by  tbe  rivulet,  leads  to  a  'Temple 
of  Love',  with  a  Onpid  aftei  BotichaTdon  (original  in  the  LoDvn, 
p.  114],  and  other  remains  of  the  original  garden. 

The  Hamltt  (ri^stored  in  1890],  as  the  iiine  or  ten  rtisUe  eottagu 
grouped  ronnd  an  aitiflr.ial  Uke  are  nailed,  was  bailt  by  Mique  and 
H.  Eobal  in  1782-86  for  the  conrt-lsdies  wlio  wished  to  Indulge  tn 
the  idylliu  life  which  hecame  the  fasMon  in  consequence  of  J.  J, 
Bonsseau's  book,  'Lo  Devin  du  Village',  or  Village  Soothsayer.  Theie 
are  a  'maisoii  du  Seigneur',  another  tor  the  'balUi'  oc  hallitt,  a  'pai^ 
Bonage',  a  'mill',  a  'boodoir',  a  'dairy- house',  a  'tour  de  Marlborough', 
the  Duke's  name  being  frequently  in  French  moutlia  at  that  time,  a 
'keeper's  house',  and,  farther  Oil,  a  'fannhouse'.  —  The  walk  on  Ike 
other  side  of  the  take  leads  back  to  tlie  vicinity  of  the  ehStean, 
where  there  la  a  'salon  de  muslqne',  with  an  ornamental  pond, 
rockeries,  etc.

Fkou  ViuAiLLug  TU  St.  Oiumii-Eif-LiiE.  —  1.  By  the  Chemin  dt 
f'r  lit  eraiHU-OaiUurc,  iii/;  M.,  In  '/i-l  br.  (fares  3  fr.  6,  I  fr.  60,  1  fr. 
iffiO.  —  The  train  starts  from  the  Gare  del  Cbantleri  (p.  Sie),  threads 
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^8  M.  Bt.  Oyr  (4353  inhab.),  with  a  celebrated  military  school  founded 
in  1806,  attended  by  750-800  pupils  from  16  to  30  years  of  age  and  fur- 
nishing about  400  officers  to  the  army  every  year.  The  school  occupies  the 
*Maison  d^Education^  for  girls  established  here  by  Mme.  deMaintenon,  for 
which  Badne  composed  his  ^Esther*  and  ^Athalie*.  Bt.  Cyr  is  also  reached 
by  tramway  (p.  350)  from  Versailles.  —  57s  M.  Bailly,  —  Beyond  (7  M.) 
Noity-le-Roi  the  train  enters  the  Forest  of  Marly  (p.  373).  Short  tunnel, 
beyond  which  we  enjoy  a  fine  view,  to  the  right,  of  the  forest  —  At  (Si/s  M.) 
St-ycmrLa-Bretiehe'-Forit-de'Marlp  we  join  the  line  from  Paris  to  St  Ger- 
main via  Marly  (p.  372).

The  two  principal  attractions  of  St.  Oermain  are  the  view  from  the 
terrace  and  the  Museum  of  Antiquities,  open  on  Tues.,  Thurs.,  and  Sun. 
(p.  376). 

The  Steamboat  Journey  from  Paris  is  pleasant  but  much  longer 
(4  hrs.)  than  the  railway  route  (see  below).  The  steamer,  named  the 
^Touritte*,  starts  in  summer  (1st  May -30th  Sept.)  from  the  Pont-Boyal 
(p.  298;  left  bank)  at  10.30  a.m.,  and  leaves  Le  Peeq  at  5  p.m.  (in  Sept. 
4  p.m.);  outward  fare  3,  return-fare  47* fr.  D^j.  on  board  4  or  6,  D.  5  or  7  fr. 

A,  By  the  Dibbct  Railway. 

13  M.  Chemin  de  Fer  de  VOuest.  Trains  start  from  the  Gare  St.  Lazare 
(p.  213 ;  booking-office  upstairs  in  the  central  portion)  about  30  times  daily. 
The  JGamey  occupies  30-50  minutes.  Fares  1  fr.  50,  1  fr.  5  c.;  no  reduction 
on  return-tickets,  which,  however,  are  available  for  the  line  viH  Marly-le- 
Boi  (p.  372). 

From  Paris  to  (32/4  M.)  AsnUres,  see  p.  339.  From  this  point  to 
(5*/2  M.)  La  Garenne  -  Betons  there  are  two  distinct  lines ,  with 
different  stations,  which  the  trains  follow  alternately.  To  the  left 
diverges  the  line  to  Versailles,  to  the  right  that  to  Argenteuil  (p.  390). 
The  St.  Germain  railway  passes  numerous  villages  and  country- 
houses.  —  5^2  M.  La  Oarenne-Bezons.  The  village  of  Bezons, 
11/4  M.  distant,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  3eine,  contains  a  15th  cent. 
chnrch  and  a  chateau  of  Louis  XIY's  time.  The  road  to  Bezons 
passes  Petit  -  Nanterre ,  with  its  large  Reformatory.  —  The  line  to 
Rouen,  Havre,  and  Dieppe  (see  p.  443)  diverges  to  the  right.  Fine 
view  on  the  left,  where  Mont  ValMen  (p.  348)  Is  conspicuous. 

7Y2  M.  Kanterre  Is  an  old  country-town  (14,140  Inhab.),  where, 
according  to  tradition,  St.  Genevieve,  the  patron-salnt  of  Paris, 
was  born  in  422  (p.  283).  About  1/3  M.  from  the  station,  in  the 
Rue  dn  Ghemln-de-Fer,  to  the  left,  Is  the  church,  dating  from  the 
13- 14th  cent.,  but  extensively  restored  and  altered  in  the  17th  cent- 
ury. Near  It,  in  the  courtyard  of  a  school,  is  the  miraculous  well 
of  St.  Genevi^Te.  Annual  pilgrimage  on  Sept.  16th.  A  ^RosiftTe^' 
festiral  Is  held  here  on  Whit-Monday.  In  the  PUcfe  ^ek\«.^  ^X.^^  tv^^-t 
the  church,  to  the  S.,  is  a  fountain  In  memory  oi  3.  B.  V.«m»^^x«i^  ^ 
henetBCtor  of  the  town.  —  Steam- tramway,  see  p.  ^1^. 
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8V2  M.  Bneil  (p.  373).  The  station  Is  about  Vs  M.  from  tlie 
centre  of  the  town  (steam-tramway,  p.  373).  —  The  train  crosses 
the  Seine,  which  is  divided  here  })y  an  island  into  two  arms. 

9V2M.  Chaton  (H6t. -Restaurant  du  Soleil-d^Or;  CafS-Restaurant 
de  I'Hotel-de-  VilU;  others  near  the  station)  is  a  village  of  4514  in- 
habitants. The  pretty  country  from  Ohatou  to  Le  Pecq  is  a  favourite 
summer-retreat  of  the  Parisians  and  abounds  in  villas.  The  church 
(restored)  was  founded  in  the  13th  century.  The  Square  de  la  Mairie 
is  adorned  with  a  bust  of  the  Republic,  by  Firmln  Bate  (1902).  On 
the  river -bank  is  an  18th  cent,  chateau  designed  by  Soufflot.  — 
On  the  other  side  of  the  railway  is  the  modern  village  of  (1  M.) 
Croiaay,  2M.  iiom  Bougival  (see  below).  An  omnibus  plies  in  summer 
16  times  dally  to  Croissy  (30  c),  Bougival  (30  c),  and  Louveciennes 
(see  below). 

IOY2M.  Le  Visinet  {Cafis-Restauranta  de  la  Qart  and  du  Chalet, 
Rue  de  TEglise,  near  the  station),  a  modem  village  (pop.  5414)  built 
for  the  most  part  in  an  old  park.  It  possesses  a  convalescent  home 
for  women  and  a  race-course. 

12  M.  Le  Pecq  (pop.  1791),  partly  on  the  slope  of  the  hill  below 
St.  Germain,  with  two  chateaux  (Grandchamps  and  Rocheville)  and 
a  chalybeate  spring.  In  the  cemetery  is  the  monument  of  the  com- 
poser Filicien  David  (1810-76),  by  Millet  and  Chapu.'  Omnibus  to 
Montesson,  30  c.  Lift  to  the  terrace  of  St.  Germain  (p.  379;  up  15  c, 
down  10  c,  with  bicycle  16  &  20  c).   Steamboat,  see  p.  371. 

The  train  now  reorosses  the  Seine,  here  again  divided  into  two 
arms  by  an  island,  and  ascends  a  steep  gradient  passing  over  a 
viaduct  and  through  two  tunnels  to  (13  M.)  St,  Oermain-en-Laye 
(p.  375). 

B.  Railway  via  Mably-lb-Roi, 

24  H.  Chemin  de  Fei'  de  VOuest^  from  the  Gare  St.  Lazare,   as  above 
in  lV3-i»/«  hr.  (fares  1  fr.

From  Paris  to  (9^/2  M.)  St.  Cloud  the  train  follows  the  line  to 
Versailles  (right  bank,  p.  348),  which  then  diverges  to  the  left.  — 
Beyond  (10 V2  M.)  Qarches  (associated  with  the  sortie  from  Mon- 
tretout,  p.  341)  the  train  passes  the  chateau  of  VilUneuve-VEtang 
(now  a  branch  of  the  Institut  Pasteur,  p.  335),  the  racecourse  and 
park  of  La  Marche  (steeplechases),  and  the  Hospice  Brezin,  Tunnel. 
—  121/2  M.  l^awcrcsson  (pop.  1016).  Another  tunnel.  To  the  left, 
the  stud-farm  of  M.  Edm.  Blanc  and  the  Chdteau  of  Beauregard. 
We  then  obtain  a  good  view,  to  the  right,  of  the  valley  of  the  Seine 
and  St.  Germain-en-Laye. 

141/2  M.  Bougival-la-Celle-St' Cloud  (pop.  3547),  prettily  situated 

wear  the  beautiful  forest  of  La  Celle-St-Cloud.    Bougival  lies  about 

^4  M.  below  the  station  (see  p.  375).   To  the  left  is  the  Aqueduct 

of  Marly  (p.  373).    Tram>Na.v  iiom"^\^\Vj  \a  Rueil  (station  opposite 

the    hridgc).  —  15  M.  Lou-occieunea,  ^N\\V'a.%fe  m^TSMSsskWi^ua  large 
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villas  and  a  chaTcli  of  the  13th  cent.,  partly  rebuilt,  with  a  painting 
(St.  Genevi&ve)  by  Mme.  Lebrnn.  Conspicuous  on  the  top  of  a  hill 
to  the  W.  is  the  Aqueduct  of  Marly,  constracted  under  Louis  XIY 
to  bring  to  Yersallles  the  water  raised  by  the  hydranlio  machine  at 
Marly  (p.  376),  but  never  completeid.  —  The  train  now  passes 
through  a  tunnel  and  some  cuttings,  and  crosses  the  road  and  tram- 
way-line from  Rueil  to  Marly-le-Roi  (p.  376)  by  a  viaduct  930  ft. 
long  and  145  ft.  high.    Good  view  of  St.  Germain. 

16  M.  Marly-le-Boi  (660  ft.;  pop.  1568;  H6t.  des  TroU-Cou- 
ronnei),  once  noted  for  its  ch&teau,  built  by  Louis  XIV  in  1679- 
90  and  destroyed  in  1793.  The  remains  include  the  Abreuvoir^  a 
large  basin  near  the  tramway- station,  parts  of  the  extensive  garden- 
walls,  and  the  small  Park,  the  nearest  entrance  to  which  is  at  the 
end  of  the  avenue  ascending  to  the  right  from  the  Abreuvoir.  The 
Villa  Montmorency,  at  the  top  of  the  village,  with  its  array  of  ten 
sphinxes  in  red  granite,  belongs  to  M.  Victorien  Sardou,  the  dramatic 
author,  r—  The  Forest  of  Marly  contains  the  shooting-preserves  of 
the  president  of  the  republic  (visitors  are  requested  to  shut  the 
gates  after  them),  besides  a  stud  and  a  racecourse. 

171/2  M.  UEtang-la-Ville  (Restaurant  Yvon;  H6t. -Restaurant 
Au  Pavillon-Bleu),  a  small  village  situated  in  a  valley,  has  an  in- 
teresting church  of  the  11th,  12th,  and  15th  centuries.  We  reach  the 
Forest  of  Marly  (see  above)  from  this  point  in  1/4  ^r.  by  turning  to 
the  left  and  passing  under  the  railway;  but  the  next  station, 
(I8V2  M.)  St'Nom-La-Bretiche-ForH'de-Marly,  is  within  the  forest 
itself.  Here  the  line  joins  the  Orande  Ceinture  line  (p.  370).  Fine 
view  of  St.  Germain  to  the  right.  —  20^/2  M.  Mar eil- Marly.  Beyond 
the  next  station,  Fourqueux,  to  the  "W.,  is  the  Forest  of  St.  Oermain, 
From  (22^2  M.)  8t-0ermain- Orande- Ceinture,  1  M.  from  the  cha- 
teau, the  line  makes  a  wide  curve  to  (24  M.)  St-Oermain-Ouest 
(p.  376),  the  terminus,  beside  the  chateau.

—  23/4  M.  Rond-Poini  de  la  De- 
fense, near  the  Monument  de  la  Difense  de  Paris  (p.  340).  —  3^2  ^^ 
Rondi-Point  des  Berglres ,  a  stopping-place  not  far  from  the  railway- 
station  of  Puteaux  (p.  340).  We  cross  the  plain  to  the  N.  of  Mont 
Valtfrien  (p.  348).

The  ohoich  may  be 
reached  either  by  the  Roe  de  Maorepaa,  which  contloaea  the  Avenue 
dn  Ohamln-de-Fer  beyond  the  road,  to  Ihe  8.,  ot  by  turning  to  Ihe 
left  as  we  leaie  the  tram» ay-station  (Jtneil-TUte),  and  then  to  the 
right  by  the  Rue  de  i'Hutel-de-Ville.  The  CAurcb,  in  theRenaUsaiice 
Btyle  (lestored  In  1857),  uontatng  the  mouuineut«  of  the  Empress 
Josephine  (see  belon)  and  hei  daughter  Queen  Hortense  (d.  lUST), 
mother  of  Napoleon  111.,  with  atatues  by  CaxttUitf  and  BarMim. 
The  bandaome  organ-loft  Is  by  Baccio  d'Agnalo  o!  Florence  (15th 
cent.].  The  relief,  in  bronze<gilt,  over  the  high-altar  came  from  tlie 
chattel  of  La  Mdmaisan.

Is  about  '/a  M.  to 
the  8.W.  of  the  tram  way -atatian  ( by  the  At.  du  Chateau  anil  (lien 
to  the  right).  The  Chateau,  whioli  waa  built  In  the  middle  of  the 
18tb  cent,  and  remodelled  by  Percler  and  Fontaine,  la  celebmted 
aa  the  ceildeDce  of  the  Empress  Joaephine,  who  withdrew  there 
after  her  divorce  in  1809  and  died  there  in  1814.  Maria  Christina, 
Queen  of  Spain,  oncupled  Ihe  chateau  until  1867,  and  it  was  a 
tavouiiti:  reaoit  of  the  Empress  Eiigfnie.  The  ehutuin  and  what  is 
left  of  the  park,  whieb  had  been  partly  cut  up  Into  lofs,  were  put- 
cbaacd  and  presented  to  the  nation  In  1900  by  M.  Oairla  (p.  21C). 
Viaitors  ate  admitted  daily,  except  Mon.,  10-6  [10-4  in  winter), 
and  are  conducted  by  an  attendant  (fee).

Celle- St -Cloud  (IV2  M.;  p.  372),  skirting  the  chateau  of  La 
Jonchdie,  which  belonged  to  Louis  Bonaparte.  The  tramway  next 
passes  a  fine  groye  of  chestnuts,  and  a  wood  (to  the  left)  with  the 
Etang  de  8t,  Cucufa,  IY4  M.  from  the  station. 

8  M.  Boogival,  a  village  (pop.  2584)  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Seine,  much  frequented  by  rowing  parties.  Part  of  the  Church, 
which  possesses  a  handsome  Romanesque  bell-tower,  dates  from  the 
13th  century.  On  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Seine  are  Croissy  and 
Oiatou  (p.  372).  —  Railway-station,  see  p.  372. 

8^2  M.  La  Machine,  a  suburb  of  Marly,  is  named  from  the  hy- 
draulic machine  by  which  Yersailles  and  St.  Cloud  were  supplied 
with  water.  The  old  machinery,  constructed  by  a  Dutchman  named 
Ranneken  at  a  time  (1685)  when  mechanical  science  was  in  its  in- 
fancy, is  said  to  have  cost  4  million  francs.  This  apparatus  was  re- 
placed in  1855-59  by  a  stone  dyke,  6  iron  wheels,  and  12  forcing- 
pumps,  by  means  of  which  the  water  is  driven  up  in  a  single  volume 
(ca.  25,000  cubic  metres  per  day)  to  the  reservoir,  situated  8/4  M. 
from  the  river  and  505  ft.  above  it.  Visitors  are  admitted  (fee).  On 
the  other  side  of  the  river  is  the  model  Jersey  Farm,  belonging  to 
M.  Hugo  (ferry). 

At  (9V2  M.)  Port-Marly  the  tramway-line  quits  the  banks  of 
the  Seine. 

A  branch  of  the  steam-tramway  to  (IV4  M.)  Marly-U-Roi  (p.  873)  ascends 
to  the  S.,  passing  under  the  Viaduct  of  Marly  (p.  873). 

The  main  line  follows  the  highroad  to  St.  Germain ,  on  the  S. 
side  of  which  it  ascends,  traverses  the  Place  Royal e  and  the  Avenue 
Gambetta,  turns  to  the  left  into  the  Rue  Thiers ,  and  halts  in  the 
Place  du  Chateau.  —  IIV2  ^*  ^^*  Oermain-en-Laye.

St.  Germain  (280  ft.),  a  quiet  town  with  17,297  inhab.,  is  noted 
for  its  beaatiful  situation  and  healthy  air,  which  as  far  back  as  the 
12th  cent,  caused  it  to  be  a  favourite  summer  residence  of  the  kings 
of  France.  It  is  much  frequented  in  summer  by  Parisians,  and  there 
are  a  number  of  English  residents. 

The  Ch&teaa  (PI.  E,  3)  owes  Its  origin  to  a  fortress  built  on  this 
site  by  Louis  le  Gros  (1108-37)  to  command  the  Seine.  The  pretty 
Gothic  chapel,  which  is  still  in  existence,  was  completed  in  1238 
by  Pierre  de  Montereau  (see  p.  263),  in  the  reign  of  St.  Louis. 
During  the  wars  with  England  the  castle  was  destroyed.  It  was 
restored  by  Charles  V,  but  the  present  building,  whose  gloomy 
strength  contrasts  strikingly  with  the  cheerful  appearance  of  other 
contemporaneous  edifices,  dates  from  the  time  of  Francis  I.,  who 
here  celebrated  his  nuptials  with  Claude,  daughter  of  Louis  XIL 
It  was  designed  by  Pierre  Chamhiges  (pp.  92,  175)  and  Ouillaume 
OuiUain.  Henri  II  began  another  chateau,  completed  by  Henri  IV; 
but  this  was  destroyed  in  1776,  with  the  exception  of  the  Pavilion 
Henri  IV  (PL  E,  F,  3 ;  see  p.  376).  Louis  XIV  was  bom  here  in 
1638,  and  he  retired  hither  after  the  death  of  his  mother  Anne  of 
Austria  (p.  88)  in  order  to  escape  from  the  uncongenial  atmosphere 
of  Paris.  Finding  the  space  inadequate,  however,  he  constructed  the 
sumptuous  palace  of  Versailles  (p.  351).  The  chateau  was  afterwards 
occupied  forl2  years  by  the  exiled  king  James  II.  of  England,  who 
died  here  in  1701  (comp.  p.  330).  Napoleon  I.  converted  it  into  a 
school  for  cavalry-officers,  and  it  was  afterwards  used  as  a  military 
prison.  The  restoration  of  the  chateau  on  the  original  plans,  which 
was  begun  in  1862  by  E.  Millet,  Is  now  in  the  hands  of  MM.  Lafollye 
and  Daumet.  The  exterior  was  completed  in  1906.  The  monumental 
gate  is  adorned  with  two  figures  of  Faroe,  by  1).  Puech^  after  a  bronze 
of  the  time  of  Henri  HI. 

The  *Mus^B  DBS  Antiqxjit^s  Nationalbs,  which  the  chltean 
now  contains,  embraces  an  interesting  collection  of  objects  ranging 
in  date  from  the  dawn  of  civilization  in  -France  to  the  period  of  the 
Carlovingians.  The  museum  is  open  to  the  public  on  Sun.  from 
10.30  a.m.,  on  Tues.  and  Thurs.  from  11.30  a.m.,  to  4  or  5  p.m., 
jxTid  to  strangers  on  other  days(Mon.  excepted)  by  special  permission. 
The  exhibits  arc  provided  with  explanatory  notices,  and  there  are 
also  a  good  catalogue  (1 Y2  fr.)  and  an  illustrated  guide  (1  fr.)  by  the 
curator  M.  Sal.  Reinach  (1898),  besides  two  illustrated  catalogues 
(5  fr.  each)  of  the  quaternary  epoch  and  the  Roman  bronzes,  and  one 
of  the  Musoe  Chretien  (early-Christian  objects;  2  fr.).  —  'Vestiairc' 
optional. 

GjtouND  Floor.  —  The  princival  entrance  is  through  the  court,  on  the 
Jcft,  but  in  winter  and  in  rainy  ■wca.Vtke.T  ^dixcvv^m'ft.  is  by  a  small  door  in 
the  restibule  to  the  left,  -wliich  opens  on  Uoom  ^  V^.^TV^. 
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The  CiiAFEL,  to  the  right  of  the  court,  contains  the  Mtisie  ChriHen: 
Early-Christian  and  Gallo- Roman  sculptures  and  inscriptions  (4-9th  cent.)^ 
casts  (a  few  originals)  of  Christian  sarcophagi  from  the  S.  of  Gaul,  pagan 
types  (heads  of  Medusa,  etc.)  assimilated  to  Biblical  subjects :  46,206.  Baptism, 
27,108.  Jonah  and  heads  of  Medusa,  46,198.  Christ  and  the  apostles,  and 
the  three  sarcophagi  of  SS.  Francov^e,  Quiterie,  and  Seurin  (so-called); 
*20,560.  Christian  altar  of  the  5th  cent,  (at  the  end,  left),  adorned  with 
doves,  lambs,  and  the  cross  flanked  by  the  letters  a  and  u>.  On  the  walls 
are  Christian  funeral  inscriptions  and  a  few  Jewish  inscriptions  with  the 
seyen-branched  candlestick. 

Rooms  8  and  ii,  to  the  left  of  the  principal  entrance :  Casts  of  bas- 
reliefis  and  of  the  medallions  from  the  Arch  of  Constantine  at  Rome  (origi- 
nally on  a  monument  to  Trajan);  models  of  Roman  engines  of  war  capable 
of  throwing  projectiles  to  distances  of  340  and  175  yds. ;  pirogues,  etc.  — 
Rooms  A^  B^  and  (7,  to  the  right  of  the  entrance  :  Casts  of  bas-reliefs  from  the 
Arc  d'Orange  and  the  Julian  tomb  at  St.  Remy,  near  Aries.  Room  B  also 
contains  a  medallion  of  a  mosaic  found  at  Autun  in  1830,  representing 
Bellerophon  and  the  Chimeera  (restored  at  Sevres).  —  Rooms  2),  E^  and  F 
are  not  yet  open  (F  will  bo  devoted  to  ancient  pottery  and  D  to  mill- 
stones, etc.).  —  We  now  return  to  the  entrance,  and  ascend  the  handsome 
brick  and  stone  staircase  to  the  entresol. 

Entbssol.  Room  XIX  (the  last  on  the  right).  Gallic  mile-stones  and  geo- 
graphical inscriptions.  —  RoomXX.  Celtic  and  Roman  inscriptions;  sepul- 
chral stones  (cippi),  etc. — Room  XXI,  Gallic  mythology  (interesting).  By  the 
end-wall,  to  the  right  of  the  door,  24,  414.  Cernunnos,  a  god  in  an  attitude  re- 
sembling that  of  Buddha  (relief).  Middle  window,  three-headed  deities  in  stone 
and  bronze.  Last  window  but  one,  17,321.  Altar;  behind  it,  to  the  left  at  the 
extreme  end  window,  35,224,  26,248,  etc..  Reliefs  and  effigies  of  Epona.  — 
Room  XXII^  on  the  other  side  of  the  staircase.  Sculptures  relating  to  the 
Roman  legions  in  Gaul.  —  Room  XXIII.  Building  materials,  etc.  — 
Room  XXIV  and  adjoining  passages.  Cinerary  urns,  coffins,  etc.  — 
Rooms  XXV  &  XXVI.  Sculptures  illustrating  Gallic  costumes,  arts,  and 
pursuits.  In  the  latter  room,  entrahce-wall,  left:  8276.  Gauls  making  fans 
(similar  to  Japanese  fans);  2B,920.  Gallic  veterinary  surgeon  (?)  bearing 
on  his  arm  a  'hipposandaJ\  or  shoe  for  sore  hoofs  (found  at  Nancy); 
90,364.  Roman  bireme  (or  gaUey)  from  the  time  of  Augustus;  24,437.  Stele 
of  Blussus,  a  Rhine  boatman  (original  at  Mayence.) 

FiKST  Floor.  Rooms  I-III ,  to  the  right,  contain  objects  of  the  pre- 
historic or  bone  and  flint  period.  Room  I:  Cut  flints  and  bones  of  animals 
either  altogether  extinct  or  no  longer  found  in  France.  Cases  1-15  (1  on 
the  left  of  the  fireplace)  contain  objects  found  in  alluvial  deposits  and 
the  open  country ;  Cases  16-33  contain  tools  and  bones  from  caverns , 
the  first  shelter  of  primasval  man.  In  Case  12,  between  the  second  and 
third  windows .  arc  dififerent  types  of  flint  implements  (from  St.  Acheul, 
in  the  Somme  department).  Cases  22,  25,  26.  Bones  of  reindeer  with  pic- 
torial carvings,  curious  specimens  of  prehistoric  art.  In  the  middle,  casts 
of  the  heads  of  the  woolly  rhinoceros  (R.  tichorinus),  cave-lion  (Fells 
spelsea),  great  cave-bear  (Ursus  speleeus),  urus  (Bos  primigenius),  and  the 
so-called  Irish  elk  (Megaceros  hibernicus);  also  a  tusk  and  molars  of  the 
mammoth  (Elephas  primigenius).  On  the  walls  next  the  court  are  large 
frames  with  casts  of  works  of  art  of  the  -reindeer  period'  (drawings  on 
bone  and  horn).  On  the  end- wall  is  a  map  of  Gaul  at  that  period.  By  the 
right-hand  windows  are  fragments  from  the  floor  of  a  cave  in  Pdrigord, 
-with  fossilized  bones,  bits  of  stone  knives,  and  remains  of  food.  —  Room  II. 
Hegalithic  monuments  and  implements  of  the  polished-flint  period.  Models 
of  dolmens!  and  'raenhirs"  (V20  of  the  real  size),  the  former  being  used  as 
burial-places  and  the  latter  as  memorial-stones;  objects  found  in  dolmens; 
implements  and  ornaments  in  bone,  earthenware,  stone,  and  ivory.  — 
Room  III,  Dolmen  from  the  tumulus  of  Gav'rinis ,  Brittany,  and  casts  of 
the  unexplained  characters  from  the  tumulus.  To  the  lei\.  oi  ^^^^  tsv-mAsSV- 
piece  is  an  interesting  collection  of  flint  arrow -\\ead.B. 

Adjoining  tbia  room  is  the  QaleHe  de  Hars  ox  Salle  de»  FUt*.,  ^^^SS\\ 
lag  tJbo  whole  height  of  the  first  and  second  aloTiei,    IX  '^»  ^o.  -^xo^^^  ^^ 
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bone.  Nos.  22-25.  Spatulas,  pins,  needles,  etc.  in  bone,  strigils,  bronze  bits, 
etc.  In  the  centre  is  a  bronze  lampstand  found  at  St.  Panl-Trois-Ch&teaax 
(Drdme).  On  tbe  mantelpiece,  a  bronze  bust  of  Jalins  Pacatianns,  from 
Vienne.  By  the  window,  female  head  in  ivory  (Avignon).  Room  XVIII 
(closed).    Roman  bronzes. 

The  Church  of  St.  Germain  (PI.  D »  3),  situated  opposite  the 
ch&teaa,  contains  a  simple  monument  in  -white  maible,  erected  by 
George  lY.  of  England  to  the  memory  of  James  II.  (p.  376).  The 
monument  was  restored  by  order  of  Queen  Victoria.  —  In  the  small 
Pkice  to  the  right  of  the  facade  of  the  chateau  is  a  bronze  statue  (by 
Mercif)  of  Thiers  (1797-1877),  who  died  at  St.  Germain. 

The  Hdtel  de  Villc  (PI.  D,  3),  in  the  Bue  de  Pontoise,  near  the 
station,  contains  a  small  library  and  collection  of  old  pictures  on 
the  second  floor  (open  daily,  except  Mon.,  10-12  and  1-4).  —  In 
the  adjoining  square  is  a  Statue  of  the  Republic,  by  Granet. 

The  *Terrace  (PI.  E,  F,  2, 1)  of  St.  Germain,  beyond  the  castle 
and  the  adjoining  ^parterre',  extends  for  1^2  ^*  along  the  edge  of 
the  forest  at  a  height  of  200  ft.  above  the  Seine.  It  was  constructed 
by  Le  Ndtre  in  1672,  and  commands  a  magnificent  survey  of  the 
valley,  the  winding  river,  and  the  well-peopled  plain.  The  middle 
distance  resembles  a  huge  park  sprinkled  with  country-houses.  In 
the  'parterre',  to  the  left  of  the  railway-station,  is^  marble  statue  of 
Agrippina,  by  MailUtj  and  on  the  other  side,  near  the  terrace,  one 
of  Yercingetorix ,  a  reduced  copy  of  the  statue  at  Alise-Ste-Reine 
(see  p.  378).  Below  the  terrace  appears  Le  Pecq  (lift  j  see  p.  372) 
beyond  which  is  Le  Y^sinet.  Montmartre  is  visible  on  the  horizon, 
and  to  the  right,  the  Eiffel  Tower,  but  the  rest  of  Paris  is  concealed 
by  Mont  YaMrien.  Farther  to  the  right,  on  the  hill,  is  the  aqueduct 
of  Marly  (p.  373).  Beyond  Le  Y^sinet  are  the  hills  on  which  lies 
Montmorency.  —  A  band  plays  in  the  kiosque  on  the  terrace  on  Sun. 
In  summer  at  3.30,  and  on  Tues.  and  Thurs.  at  8.30  p.m. 

The  beautiful  Forest  of  St.  Germain  is  about  11,000  acres  in 
extent,  being  6  M.  long  from  S.W.  to  N.E.,  and  2V2-4V2  M.  broad 
from  S.E.  to  N.W.  The  main  avenue  leads  to  (2  M.)  Les  Logesy  a 
school  for  daughters  of  members  of  the  Legion  of  Honour  holding 
the  rank  of  non-commissioned  officers  or  a  position  corresponding 
thereto  (comp.  p.  385).  Near  it  Is  held  the  popular  FHe  des  Logea, 
which  begins  on  the  Sunday  after  Aug.  25th  and  lasts  ten  days.  The 
Pontoise  road,  striking  to  the  right  beyond  Les  Logos,  leads  to 
(S  M.)  Aehhres  Station  (see  p.  380  and  the  Map).  It  crosses  half- 
way the  road  from  Poissy  to  Maisons-Laffitte  (p.  391) ,  and  passes 
farther  on  near  the  Faisanderie.  —  The  Chdteau  du  Vol  (17th  cent.), 
near  the  N.  end  of  the  terrace,  is  also  worth  seeing.

8t.  Denis,  a  pioaperous  indnBtrial  town  of  00,808  inhab.,  wilJl 
building-yards,  uhomical  factories,  etc.,  ia  situated  near  the  right 
hank  of  the  Seine,  on  the  Canal  St.  Denis  (p.  241)  and  the  riven 
Ootdt  and  Bouillon.  It  is  chiefly  celebrated  as  the  buiial-plaoe  of 
the  kings  of  FrancB, 

Tbe  Importance  of  tbe  town  dates  from  the  fosodation  ot  Its  B 

odicline  ahbey  by  DDgoberl  I.  (r).  esS).    nnder  the  OirlOTlnglan  dyni 

Ibe  mnnks  of  St.  Dsnil   are  found  eoncominE  thenHclfei  with  poUli 

M  well  as  with  spiritual  maHcie.    ^IheT.  Ptpiit  rt.  Bhorl  look  poaieaa 

of  Ibt  throne    of  Franco  in  Ibl  ^e  teut  Fukrod,  k>iA>et  of  St.  Daula, 

Kome,  to  proenre  the  papnl  eonfiimfcttQa  atWit'ii'it.  T:teMi».-n\i*»K  e 
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«9tef>Aen //.  took  refuge  here  from  the  Lombards,  and  anointed  Pepin'*s  sous 
Charlemagne  and  Carloman.  Here,  in  presence  of  his  nobles,  Pepin  banded 
over  bis  dominions  to  his  sons  before  he  died.  The  members  of  the  house 
of  Capet  also  favoured  this  abbey.  Louie  VI  (d.  1137),  whose  best  adviser 
was  the  penetrating,  sagacious,  and  liberal  abbot  Suger  (see  below),  solemnly 
adopted  the  Ort>?amfneCauriflamma\  from  its  redand  gold  colours),  or  standard 
of  St.  Denis,  as  the  banner  of  the  kings  of  France.  It  was  suspended  above 
the  altar,  whence  it  was  removed  only  when  the  king  took  the  field  in  per- 
son. Its  last  appearance  was  on  the  unfortunate  day  of  Agincourt  (p.  xvi). 
Abilard  (p.  2ii)  dwelt  in  this  abbey  during  the  12th  cent.,  until  he  became 
abbot  of  Paraclete  near  Nogent-sur-Seine.  During  the  absence  of  Louie  VII 
on  a  crusade  in  the  Holy  Land  (1147-49)  Suger  became  the  administrator 
of  the  kingdom,  and  used  his  power  to  increase  the  dependance  of  the 
nobility  on  the  throne.  Among  the  other  merits  of  this  renowned  abbot 
is  that  of  having  collected  and  continued  the  chronicles  of  the  abbey. 
The  Maid  of  Orleane  hung  up  her  arms  in  the  church  of  St.  Denis  in  1429. 
In  1693  Henri  IV  abjured  Protestantism  in  this  church,  and  in  1810 
Napoleon  I.  was  married  here  to  the  Archduchess  Marie  Louise. 

The  railway- station  (PI.  A,  B,  3)  is  ^j^  M.  from  the  cathedral 
(omnibus,  15  c.)  To  reach  the  lattei  we  cross  the  Canal  St.  Denis 
(^p.  241)  and  follow  the  Rue  du  Chemin-de-Fer,  and  then  the  Rue 
de  la  R^publique.  At  the  beginning  of  the  latter  stands  the  parish 
church  of  St.  Denis  de  VEstrie  (PI.  B,  2,  3) ,  in  the  style  of  the 
13th  cent.,  built  by  VioUet-le-Duc  In  1864-68.  We  then  cross 
the  Rue  de  Paris,  which  intersects  the  town  from  N.  to  S.  To  the 
left  is  the  H6tel  de  Ville  (PI.  C,  3),  in  the  Renaissance  style,  built 
in  1883. 

The  *Oathbdral  or  Basilique  of  St.  Denis  (Pi.  0,  3),  converted 
into  a  parish  church  in  1895,  traditionally  occupies  the  site  of  a 
chapel  erected  about  the  year  275  above  the  grave  of  St.  Dionyslus, 
or  St.  Denis  (p.  214),  to  which  the  faithful  (including  St.  Genevieve, 
p.  283)  resorted  from  far  and  near.  Dagohert  I,  (p.  380)  substituted 
a  church  for  the  chapel,  and  also  built  an  abbey,  where  he  and  his 
successors  were  buried.  Several  later  reconstructions  took  place,  one 
at  the  hands  of  Pepin  the  Short  (d.  768).  The  Abbot  Suger  (1121-52) 
decided  to  build  on  a  more  magnificent  scale,  discarding  all  but  the 
crypt  and  a  few  columns  of  the  former  structure.  Suger's  building 
marks  the  beginning  of  the  Gothic  tendency  in  architecture,  the 
development  of  which  from  the  Romanesque  style  can,  to  a  certain 
extent,  be  traced  here.  In  the  facade  round  and  pointed  arches  alter- 
nate, whereas  In  the  other  portions  Gothic  arches  only  are  found. 
The  choir,  consecrated  in  1 144,  is  surrounded  by  radiating  chapels, 
a  feature  of  the  Romanesque  style,  and  at  the  same  time  exhibits 
the  Gothic  buttress-system  in  an  advanced  stage  of  development. 
A  thorough  restoration,  necessitated  by  the  instability  of  the  found- 
ations and  also  by  a  Are,  was  carried  out  from  1230  onwards  by 
the  abbots  Eudes  CUment  and  Mathieu  de  Venddme ,  whose  leaning 
to  the  Gothic  style  was  still  more  marked.  The  upper  part  of  the 
choir,  the  whole  of  the  nave,  and  the  transept  were  entltebj  t^\smSNJ^.

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Pliilippe  were  in  bad  taste ;  but  under  Napoleon  III.,  who  in  1859 
entnuted  the  work  of  restoration  to  ViolUt-le-DuCy  one  of  the 
greatest  Gothic  architects  of  modern  times,  it  regained  much  of  its 
ancient  magnificence. 

The  West  Fagade  formed  part  of  the  building  consecrated  by 
Abbot  Suger  in  1140.  It  contains  three  recessed  portals  decorated 
with  sculptures ,  which,  however,  were  freely  and  somewhat  un- 
skilfully restored  in  the  19th  century.  Those  of  the  central  portal 
represent  the  Last  Judgment,  and  the  Wise  and  Foolish  Virgins; 
those  of  the  S.  portal ,  St.  Denis  in  prison ,  after  a  painting  in 
the  Louvre  (p.  139),  and  the  Months ;  and  those  of  the  N.  portal 
(modem),  St.  Denis  on  his  way  to  Montmartre  and  the  signs  of  the 
Zodiac.  The  bronze  doors  are  all  modem.  The  battlements  along  the 
top  of  the  facade  were  erected  for  defensive  purposes  during  the  14th 
century.  Behind  them  rises  the  high-pitched  roof  of  the  nave,  sur- 
mounted by  a  statue  of  St.  Denis.  On  the  right  and  left  are  two 
towers ,  one  of  which  (the  left)  does  not  rise  higher  than  the  battle- 
ments. —  The  statues  of  princes  and  the  Martyrdom  of  St.  Denis  on 
the  portal  of  the  N.  transept  are  in  better  preservation. 

The  *Intebior  consists  of  nave  and  aisles,  crossed  by  a  simple 

transept.   Length  355  ft.,  breadth  130  ft.    The  dim  twilight  of  the 

VeatibuUj  which  dates  from  Suger*s  time  and  Is  borne  by  heavy 

columns,  forms  a  striking  contrast  to  the  airy  and  elegant  Nave 

of  the  13th  cent.,  with  its  slender  columns,  its  triforium,  and  its 

thirty -seven  large  windows,  each  33  ft.  high.    The  stained  glass 

is  nearly  all  modem,  except  that  In  the  Lady  Chapel.    The  High 

Altatf  and  the  altar  behind  it,  known  as  the  ^Confession  de  St.  Denis' 

(with  the  relics  of  the  saint),  are  modern  imitations  of  the  style  of 

the  13th  century. 

The  Church  of  St.  Denis  is  chiefly  important  and  interesting  as 
the  Bdbial  Ghubch  of  thx  Fbxnch  Kings,  nearly  all  of  whom  from 
Dagnibtrt  I.  Are  interred  here  with  their  families  (comp.  p.  881).  The 
monaments,  damaged  during  the  freqaent  alterations  of  the  church  and 
more  especially  during  the  Revolution,  were  replaced  in  1816  with  the 
aid  of  the  fragments  preserved  hy  A.  Ijenoir  (p.  292),  ^nd  were  restored 
by  Viollet-le-Duc.  They  now  form  an  imposing  collection  of  French 
mediaeval  and  Renaissance  sculpture.  Visitors  are,  unfortunately,  allowed 
too  little  time  to  study  details ,  hut  casts  of  some  of  the  finest  tombs 
may  be  seen  in  the  ^Mus^e  de  Sculpture  Gompar€e\  at  the  Troca- 
ddro  (p.  231).  —  Hours  of  admission,  see  p.  380. 

N.  SxpB.  *Tomh  of  Louis  XII  (d.  1515)  and  his  consort 
Anne  de  Bretagne  (d.  1514),  executed  in  1516-32  by  the  Juste 
family,  of  Tours.  This  is  a  shrine  in  the  Renaissance  style,  with  open 
arcades  resembling  those  of  the  Yisconti  monument  at  the  Gertosa 
nearPavia.  The  king  and  queen  are  represented  twice:  below  on 
the  sarcophagus  in  a  recumbent  posture,  executed  in  a  rude,  realistic 
manner,  and  again  in  a  kneeling  attitude  above.  Beneath  th&  «.x<(>V^% 
are  statues  of  the  Twelve  Apostles.  At  the  coiiv«iX%  wl^  ^^%wl\r."5^ 
figures.   On  the  pedeat&l  are  small  reliefs  ot  t\vft  feiital  ol"Usv>Ns»"**^^ 
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into  Milan  (1499),  his  passage  of  the  Genoese  moantains  (^1507), 
his  victory  oyer  the  Venetians  at  Agnadello  (1509),  and  their  final 
submission.  —  Then,  to  the  right,  a  fine  *8piral  Column  by  Barth, 
PrieuTf  commemorating  H^nri  III  (d.  1589).  Behind  it  is  another 
column  with  three  genii,  by  Jean  Picart  and  Qiov,  delta  Robhia,  which 
contains  the  heart  of  Francis  11.  From  this  point  we  see,  to  the 
right  of  the  high-altar,  the  tomb  of  Dagobert  I.  (d.  638),  an 
interesting  monument  of  the  13th  cent.,  with  curious  allegorical 
reliefs  representing  the  king's  soul  leaving  his  body  and  its  reception 
in  heaven,  a  recumbent  statue  of  Dagobert  (modern),  and  erect 
statues  of  Sigebert,  Dagobert's  son  (modern),  and  *Queen  Nantilde 
(13th  cent.).  The  adjacent  coloured  Madonna  (14th  cent.)  was 
brought  from  the  church  of  St.  Martin-des- Champs.  —  To  the  left, 
*Tomb  of  Henri  ii(d.  1559)  and  his  queen  Catherine  de  MSdieis 
(d.  1589),  the  masterpiece  of  the  architect  Pierre  Lescot  and  the 
sculptor  Germain  Pilon,  executed  in  1564-83.  This  tomb,  of  white 
marble,  is  in  the  same  style  as  that  of  Louis  XII,  with  twelve 
columns  and  twelve  pillars.  The  deceased  are  represented  tvrice: 
by  nude  marble  figures  on  the  tomb  and  by  bronze  figures  in  a 
kneeling  posture  above  the  entablature.  At  the  corners  are  bronze 
statues  of  Faith,  Hope,  Charity,  and  Good  Works,  by  Ponce  Jacquiau. 
The  reliefs  are  by  Regnaudin  and  Roussel.  Behind  are  monuments 
of  the  family  of  Valois.  —  We  now  ascend  some  steps. 

Choiu.  To  the  right  of  the  steps  are  the  Tombs  of  Blanche  and 
Jean^  the  children  of  St.  Louis,  interesting  works  in  embossed  and 
enamelled  copper.  The  former  was  originally  in  the  abbey  of  Poissy 
(p.  443),  the  latter  in  the  abbey  of  Royaumont.  —  Above,  to  the 
left,  is  another  monument  to  Henri  II  and  Catherine  de  Medicis  (see 
above):  recumbent  marble  figures  on  a  bronze  couch.  It  is  said  that 
in  her  old  age  the  queen  disapproved  of  the  nude  figures  on  the 
other  monument,  and  caused  these  robed  and  elderly  effigies  to  be 
executed.  —  The  chapels  round  the  choir,  to  which  we  now  pass, 
contain  no  monuments ;  but  the  liady  Chapel  has  ancient  stained- 
glass  windows,  a,  mosaic  pavement  dating  from  the  12th  cent.,  and 
sculptured  scenes  from  the  life  of  Christ.  —  Opposite  the  sacristy 
is  the  interesting  Tomb  of  Fridigonde  (d.  597),  of  the  11th  or 
12th  cent.,  which  was  formerly  in  the  Church  of  St.  Germain-des- 
Pres.  The  figure  of  the  queen  is  represented  by  a  kind  of  mosaic, 
formed  of  small  pieces  of  differently  coloured  marble,  the  shape  being 

outlined  by  thin  strips  of  copper. 

The  SackisTt  (adm.,  p.  380),  to  the  S.  of  the  choir,  was  adorned  in 
the  I9th  cent,  with  ten  paintings  relating  to  the  history  of  the  abbey.  — ^" 
On  the  left  is  the  Trkasuky,  now  containing  little  that  is  not  modern. 
Chief  among  the  ancient  relics  are  a  copper  altar-piece,  in  repouss^  work, 
of  the  12th  cent.,  and  a  gilt  copper  cross  (divided  lengthwise  into  two 
sections),   dating   from   the   13th   centurv.  —  On  quitting  the  sacristy  we 

descend  sixteen  steps  on  the  left  ttt  the  S.  transept,  and  thence  by  a  flijjht 

of  slops  on  the  right  to  the  Crypt  (p.  ?>?S^. 

In  the  chapel  to  the  right  of  t\\ft  v,\\o\t  \s\)Q.^Moivu.\uM>.l(i(  Berirand 
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du  Ouesclin  (d.  1380),  one  of  Francois  most  heroic  warriois  in  her 
contests  with  England.  In  the  left  eye  is  indicated  the  wound 
which  the  constable  received  in  battle.  The  tomb  of  his  companion- 
in-arms,  the  Constable  Louis  de  Sancerre  (d.  1402),  is  close  by.  — 
Two  Interesting  reliefs  ^re  from  Ste.  Oatherine-du-Val-des-Ecoliers 
refer  to  a  vow  to  erect  a  church  of  St.  Catharine,  taken  by  the  ^sergents 
d'armes'  at  the  BatUe  ofBouvines  (1214).  The  fraternity  of  sergeants- 
at-arms  (who  discharged  certain  ceremonial  functions  at  tournaments, 
etc.)  was  founded  by  Charles  V,  and  this  monument  probably  dates 
from  a  period  posterior  to  that.  —  Statue  of  Charles  V  (d.  1380), 
by  Andr^  Beauneyeu  (1364).  —  Tomb  of  JRenie  de  Longueville,  a 
daughter  of  Francois  II,  Duke  of  Longueville,  who  died  (1515)  at 
the  age  of  seven  years ,  from  the  Eglise  des  C^lestins.  Opposite 
are  the  monuments  of  Philippe  le  Hardi  (d.  1285)  and  Philippe  le 
Bel  (d.  1314).  —  To  the  left,  ^Monument  of  Francis  I.  (d.  1547), 
with  kneeling  figures  of  the  king,  his  wife  Claude  (d.  1524),  and 
their  children  on  the  entablature,  and  scenes  from  the  battles  of 
Marignano  and  Ceresole,  in  relief,  on  the  pedestal.  This  monument 
Is  in  the  same  style  as  that  of  Louis  XII,  and  is  still  more  sumptuous. 
It  was  carried  out  by  Philihert  Delorme,  The  sculptures  are  by  Pierre 
Bontemps  (the  children),  Marchand  (the  recumbent  figures),  Jacquiau, 
etc.  —  *l7rn,  containing  the  heart  of  Francis  I.,  a  masterpiece  in 
the  Renaissance  style  by  Pierre  Bontemps,  representing  tiie  Arts 
and  Sciences  and  adorned  with  exquisite  reliefs.  This  work  was 
originally  destined  for  the  Abbey  des  Hautes-Bruylres  near  Ram- 
bouiUet.  —  Monument  of  Liouis  d'Orlians  (d.  1407)  and  Valentine 
de  AfiZan(d.  1408),  erected  by  their  grandson,  Louis  XII,  in  the 
Eglise  des  C^estlns,  and  due  to  Milanese  artists,  -r-  Monument  of 
Charles  d^Etampes  (d.  1336),  a  masterpiece  of  the  14th  century. 

The  Cbtft  was  built  by  Suger  for  the  bones  of  St.  Denis  and  his  two 
fellow-martyrs.  The  central  part,  under  the  sanctaary,  is  occupied  by 
the  burial-vault  of  the  Bourbons,  which  was  formed  by  Henri  II  and 
now  contains  the  coffins  of  the  following  royal  and  princely  personages: 
Lewis  XVI,  Maris  Antoinette,  Louis  XVII I^  Adelaide  and  Vietoire  de  France; 
the  Due  de  Berry  and  two  of  his  children-,  Louis  Jos^h  and  Louis  Henri 
Jos^h,  the  last  two  princes  of  the  house  of  Condd;  lastly,  Louis  VII^ 
and  Louise  of  Lorraine,  wife  of  Henri  III,  which  were  brought  from  else- 
where. —  In  the  crypt-chapels  and  by  the  external  wall  of  the  central 
part  of  the  crypt  are  a  few  indifferent  statues,  including  a  Statue  of  Marie 
AntoiaeMe,  a  kneeling  figure  in  a  ball  dress,  by  Petitot;  a  Statue  of 
Louis  XVI,  by  Gaulle;  a  Status  of  Diana  of  France,  of  the  16th  cent.,  etc. 

The  extensive  buildings  which  adjoin  the  church  belong  to  the 
old  Abbey,  which  was  transformed  by  Louis  XIV  and  Louis  XV. 
Since  1809  they  have  been  the  seat  of  the  Maison  d'Education  de 
la  Legion  d^Honneur  (PI.  C,  3),  a  school  affording  a  free  education 
to  500  daughters  of  officers,  members  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  down 
to  the  rank  of  captain,  and  also  of  ciyilian  members.

Enghien  (130  ft.),  a  pretty  little  modern  town  with  4067  inhab., 
is  pleasantly  situated  on  the  banks  of  a  wooded  lake  (^2  M.  long, 
1/4  M.  broad),  and  near  the  forest  of  Montmorency.  It  enjoys  some 
reputation  for  its  Sulphur  Springs,  discovered  in  1776,  which  have 
proved  beneficial  in  diseases  of  the  mucous  membrane  and  of  the  skin. 
The  Etablissement,  at  the  W.  end  of  the  Grande-Rue,  is  well- 
organized.    Opposite  is  the  Casino.  —  Enghien  is  a  great  resort  of 

Jewish  families  from  Paris. 

St.  Oraiien,  a  village  situated  about  1  M.  beyond  the  lake,  to  the  right, 
is  uninteresting.  The  church  contains  a  modern  monument  to  Marshal 
Gatinat  (1637-1712;  by  Nieuwerkerke) ,  who  owned  the  chateau  behind  the 
church,  and  two  pretty  groups  of  children  in  bronze,  by  Mme.  Bertaux; 
also,  tlie  tomb  of  Princess  Mathilde  (d.  1904),  with  a  replica  of  her  bust 
by  (Jarpeaux.    Tramway,  see  above.

Montmorency y  an  ancient  town  with  5419  inhab.,  is  a  favonrite 
summer-resort  of  the  Parisians,  chiefly  owing  to  its  beautiful  forest. 
It  is  noted  for  its  vegetable  produce  and  cherry-orchards. 

Montmorency  has  given  its  name  to  an  illustrioas  ducal  family,  which 
traces  its  descent  from  the  10th  cent.,  and  has  counted  among  its  members  6 
constables  of  France,  12  marshals,  4  admirals,  several  cardiniUs,  etc. 
Their  castle  was  devastated  at  the  Bevolntion  and  pulled  down  in  1814. 

The  Avenue  Emlle  leads  from  the  station  to  the  Place  du  March ^, 
traversing  the  modern  quarter  of  the  town,  in  which  a  Monument  to 
Jean-Jacques  Rousseau^  by  Carrier-Bell euse,  is  to  be  erected.  To 
the  left,  in  the  Rue  Carnot,  is  the  HStel  de  VUle,  formerly  the  Hotel 
Abatucci  (18th  cent.),  surrounded  by  a  public  garden  containing  a 
fine  cedar  of  Lebanon. 

On  the  first  floor  is  a  BoDSSBAn  MDSsnu,  open  free  on  Sun.  2-4  (fee 
50  c.  on  week-days).  Bousseau^s  furniture  and  writing-table  are  shown, 
together  with  the  two  reading-lamps  which  he  used  at  night  in  the  open 
air,  his  death-mask  by  Houdon^  views  of  his  various  residences,  several 
busts  and  statues,  autographs,  and  handsome  editions  of  hia  works.  — 
The  Mv tie  Municipal^  in  the  same  building,  contains  portraits  and  autographs 
of  Gretry  (see  below)  and  Adam  Mickiewics  (p.  268),  who  is  buried  at  Mont- 
morency^ a  genealogical  table  of  the  Montmorency  family;  fossils,  etc. 

The  Rue  Gretry  leads  to  the  E.  from  the  H6tel  de  Ville  to  the 
Ermitage  (see  below). 

The  old  town,  with  its  steep  and  winding  streets,  extends  to 
the  S.  In  the  Justice  de  la  Paix  is  the  Municipal  Library  (open  on 
Sun.  &  Thurs. ,  2-4).  The  Church,  with  its  small  but  conspicuoiu 
spire,  dates  from  the  14th  cent,  and  contains  the  tombs  of  two  Polish 
generals.  In  the  Rue  du  Temple  we  pass  an  interesting  Renaissanee 
House,  with  fine  sculptures. 

The  names  of  the  Avenue  Emile,  which  begins  at  the  station,  and  the 
Boulevard  de  TErmitage,  which  rans  thence  to  theE.,  recall  the  BrmUagt 
de  Jean-Jacgue*  RoussecMi  which  Mme.  d''Epinay  presented  to  the  philosopher, 
and  where  he  and  Ther^se  Levasseur  lived  from  1766  to  1757.  The  house 
is  now  private  property  and  not  accessible  to  visitor/*.  It  may  be  reached 
from  the  station  in  10  min.  via  the  Bue  Grdtry  (see  above),  opposite  the 
*Vrai  Bestaurant  de  rErmitage\  Bousseau  lived  in  the  house  to  the  right 
of  the  entrance  (Bue  de  TErmitage  50),  which  now  consists  of  one  story 
only,  and  there  wrote  ^Emile'  and  ''Le  Gontrat  Social\  and  completed  his 
'Nouvelle  Heloise\  Gretry,  the  composer,  occupied  the  same  house  from 
1798  till  his  death  in  1813. 

To  the  N.E.  of  the  Boulevard  de  TErmitage  is  the  Chdtaigneraie 

a  fine  group  of  chestnuts,  where  the  above-mentioned  restaurant  is 

situated. 

The  F0RB8T  OP  MoNTMOBBNOY,  which  begins  at  the  Oh&taigneraie, 

covers  a  very  irregular  tract,  about.  ti^Q^  ^ct.«k«  in.  extent.  The  forest 

consists  mainly  of  chestnuts  aii^  \s  ^omVw^Xfc^Vi^^l^wUof  Uont- 
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moreney  and  MonUignonj  whicli  form  part  of  the  outer  fortiflcations 
of  Paris.  The  pleasantest  route,  well-marked  and  easy  to  follow, 
ascends  to  the  N.  of  the  station  and  skirts  the  S.  slope  of  the  forest 
to(lV2M.)  AndiUy,  The  church  in  this  village  contains  copies 
of  old  pictures ,  one  of  which ,  Mt.  Olympns ,  has  been  described  by 
Ronssean.  From  the  hill  Just  above  the  prospect  extends  to  the 
heights  of  Montmartre,  Mont  Yal^rien,  and  St.  Germain-en-Laye. 
About  Y2  ^'  to  the  N.E.,  beyond  the  fort  of  Montlignon,  we  reach 
the  Croix-Blanehe  (restaurant),  whence  we  may  descend  by  the 
Carre  four  du  Pont  d'Enghien  (caf^- restaurant)  to  (I72  M.)  the 
Chdteau  de  la  Chaise^  with  the  scanty  ruins  of  a  castle  of  the  14th 
century.  This  spot  is  about  4  M.  to  the  N.W.  of  Montmorency  and 
nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  forest.

The  train  passes  the  lake  of  Enghien,  embosomed  in  trees,  on 
the  left,  and  the  racecourse  (p.  387)  on  the  right.  Fine  view  on 
the  same  side.  On  a  height  in  the  distance  rises  the  tower  of  the 
Ch&teau  de  la  Tour,  above  St.  Prix  (see  below).  —  8  M.  (from  Paris) 
8t.  Oratien  (p.  387).

An  omnibus  runs  between  Ermont 
and  Margency  (2  M. ;  40  c),  Andilly  (2'/2  M. ;  50  c. ;  see  above), 
Montlignon  (2^2^',  ^Oc.),  and  Saint-Prix  (SVqM.;  60  c).  The  last 
of  these  pretty  villages  was  the  temporary  abode  of  Sedaine  (d.  1797), 
the  dramatic  author,  P.  L.  Courier  (d.  1825),  the  pamphleteer,  and 
Victor  Hugo.  Railway  to  Pontoise  and  to  Valmondois,  see  below. 

The  line  now  turns  to  the  S.  Beyond  (10  M.)  Sannois  the  train 
descends  between  the  hills  of  Orgemont  (460  ft.)  on  the  left  and  of 
Sannois  and  Oormeilles  on  the  right  (p.  390).  —  12  M.  Argenteuil, 
and  thence  to  Paris,  see  p.  390.

Montlgny,  about  I'/j  M.  to  the  S.W.,  la  more  convenieutlf  leaohed 
by  the  Hub  next  deacrtbeil.  —  IBM.  Fierrtlayt,  Farther  on  ajuuc- 
tion-Iine  hiancboB  off  to  the  right  towards  Beanmont  (p.  396).  — 
18  H.  St-Oum-l'AumBne  [p.  392).  —  On  the  light  ve  have  a  One 
Tiew  of  PoHtoiBB.  To  the  left  our  line  la  joined  by  tbat  from  AohSras 
(aeep.3tf2).  The  HuincrosBes  the  Oiit.  —  IS'/iM.  Ponfoi«(p.  392).

6  M.  &iBsntaniI  (SoUil-d'Or,  with  resUuTant,  near  the  bridge; 
Cafii-Bestauranli,  at  the  station),  an  andtent  town  with  17,375 
inhab.,  owes  its  origin  to  a  nnnnery  fonnded  in  the  Tth  centuiy. 
Theodadi,  daughter  of  OhArleniBgno,  vsa  one  of  the  abbesses,  and 
UfloTee,  beloved  of  Aboard,  chose  It  aa  her  retreat  Tbe  Qarea  de 
I'Oueat  and  de  Qrande  Ceinture  are  on  the  N.E.  of  the  town.  The 
Cfturcli  at  tiie  other  end.  Is  a  inodern  building  in  the  Bamanesqne 
Etyle,  and  claims  to  poaaesa  the  sesmleaa  coat  of  oni  Lord  fdiatlact 
from  the  seamless  rube  oc  upper  garment  at  Treves),  vfliich,  it  il 
alleged,  was  presented  by  Charlemagne  to  tlie  ancient  convent.  A 
feMlral  in  hononr  of  the  relic  ia  celebrateil  in  the  fir^t  vaei  atMif, 
The  wine  of  Argeutenil  la  mediocre,  but  its  aaparagna  is  jnstly  aets- 
brated.  — Argenteuil  is  the  headq^narters  of  pleisure'boat  sailing  near 
Paris.   Steamboat  to  Paris  l'/g&-   Tramway  to  Aaniirea, 

Below  Argeotiiuil  an  Aqueduct  ttrldgt  cactics  ths  liquid  tewags  of  Pull 
acnu)  IhB  Seine ;tli«Aiinp,  on  ttiBleftbank,  ralseilttolbebdebtoftbepliia. 

The  PontDlse  railway  then  crosses  the  Dgne  de  Orande  Celntnre, 
and  diverges  to  the  left  from  the  Ermont  line,  making  a  wide  curre 
to  the  N.,  and  then  to  tbe  N.W.,  traverelng  tbe  vineyards  of  Argen- 
teulL  To  the  right  alretch  the  fDrtiQed  Heii/hts  of  Sanaoit  (;44ri  ft.) 
and  CormeiUii  (546  ft.),  commanding  a  fine  view,  to  the  W.,  of 
the  valley  of  the  Seine.  —  lO'/^  M,  Cormeitfu-en-fariiii  (omtilhua 
to  Pontolee  station,  1  fr.),  a  large  village  (pop.  2654)  piutnresquelif 
situated  on  the  S.W.  slopes  of  the  hill  of  the  same  name.  Near 
the  ohnrch  [13th  and  15th  cent.;  modern  tower)  is  a  bust  of 
Daguem  (1787-1851).  tbe  pioneer  of  photography,  a  native  of 
Cormeillei  [oomp,  p.  416).  We  traverse  another  deep  cntUng 
and  two  vladncCa.  To  tbe  right  are  the  curiam  Suite  de  la  TuiU 
(396  ft.)  and  AfonHjrn^  (other  station,  see  above),  prettily  situated 
at  tbe  end  of  tba  heights  of  OormeiUes,  about  1  U,  from  Hecblay. 
The  obnri-ii  ofMontlgnv  wintilni  botob  ^trnd  wood-carvings  of  the 
'  time  Of  Loiila  XV.  —  Wijj"tt,  HtAlo.'^  W«^A'Sil^,».tVA»^wltb 
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a  oonspicnous  chuich  (12th  cent.),  on  the  steep  right  bank  of  the 
Seine,  opposite  the  forest  of  St.  Geimain-en-Laye. 

1572  ^*  Conflans-Sainte-HonoTine  (^Cafi- Restaurant  on  the 
quay)  is  a  large  village  (3212  inhab.)  picturesquely  situated  on  the 
steep  right  bank  of  the  Seine.  On  the  height  are  an  ancient  tower, 
the  Chwreh  (12-16th  cent.),  containing  the  Ghapelle  Ste.  Honorine 
with  a  shrine  and  relics  of  the  saint  (9th  cent.),  and  a  chateau.  The 
festival  of  St.  Honorine  takes  place  on  Feb.  27th.  The  confluence 
of  the  Seine  and  Oise,  from  which  the  village  takes  its  name,  is  about 
1/2  M.  lower  down,  near  the  station  of  Oonflans-Fin-d'Oise  (p.  392). 

The  continuation  of  the  line  to  Mantes  (p.  443)  here  diverges  to 
the  left,  while  our  line  turns  to  the  N.  —  17  V2  M.  Eragny-NeuviUe, 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Oise.   Here  we  join  the  following  route. 


0.  Via.  MjlISOns-Lappittb  and  Achi^b^s.  —  From  Paris  to 
(3  M.)  AsnilreSy  see  p.  339.  On  the  left  is  the  line  to  YersaUles,  on 
the  right  that  to  ArgenteuiL  —  572  M.  La  Qwrenne-Bezons^  see  p.  871. 
Here  the  line  to  St.  Germain-en-Laye  (p.  375)  diverges  to  the  left. 
To  the  right  is  the  reformatory  of  Petit-Nanterte^  and  farther  on  are 
Argenteuil  and  the  heights  of  Montmorency,  Sannois,  and  Gormei lies. 
We  again  cross  the  Seine.  —  8 M.  HouiUes'CarTilres-St'Denis.  The 
former  of  these  villages  (3824  inhab.)  lies  near  the  railway ,  to  the 
right,  the  latter  (1661  inhab.)  about  1 1/2  M.  to  the  left.  The  church 
of  Garridres  contains  an  interesting  stone  altar-piece  (12th  cent.). 
To  the  left  we  see  St.  Germain.  —  10  M.  8artrouville  (p.  392).  To 
the  right  is  the  chateau  of  Maisons.    We  again  cross  the  Seine. 

IOV2  ^*  Maisons-Laffitte.  —  HdTSL  du  Solsil-d'Ob,  at  the  end 
of  the  Avenue  Longueil.  —  Gap&s-Bestaobants  :  du  Pavitton-de-V Horloge^  at 
the  end  uf  that  avenue-,  du  Pare,  behind  the  preceding,  at  the  entrance  to 
the  park.  —  Post  A  Teleffraph  Of/ice^  Avenue  Longueil.  —  Electric  Trarmoay 
to  Paris  (Porte  Maillot) ,  in  the  same  avenae ,  near  the  station.  —  Omnifm* 
to  8t.  Germain  (p.  375),  vi&  Garrieres-sous-Bois. 

Maisons-Laffitte,  so  called  from  the  former  owners  of  its  chateau, 
is  a  town  with  6730  inhab.,  situated  near  the  forest  of  St.  Germain, 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Seine,  mostly  in  a  park.  The  broad  Avenue 
Longueil,  beginning  near  the  station,  leads  past  the  Mairie  and  a 
modem  church  to  the  chateau. 

The  Chdteau  de  Maisons,  which  was  erected  by  Fr.  Mansart  in 
1642-51  for  Ren^  de  Longueil,  Surintendant  des  Finances ,  after- 
wards belonged  to  the  Comte  d'Artois  (1777),  Marshal  Lannes,  and 
M.  £afiitte,  the  banker  (1818).  It  was  purchased  by  the  state  in 
1905,  and  is  now  being  converted  Into  a  museum  of  decorative 
art  of  the  17th  cent,  (comp.p.  153).  Visitors  (ring  at  the  side-door) 
are  shown  the  rooms  once  occupied  by  the  Grand  Gond^  and  the 
king,  in  which  cabinets  by  Boule ,  bronzes  by  Gaffleri,  and  works 
by  Poussin,  etc.  are  to  be  exhibited.  A  large  portion  of  the  format 
park,  parcelled  out  in  building-lots  by  M.  Liv.tft.U^,  \»  t^qtw  ^\.\i5Aa.^ 
with  the  villas  of  Parisian  flnanciers. .

Wo  neit  pan  throngh  the  lower  pitt  of  the  forest  of  St.  Ger- 
main. —  At  {13i/s  M.)  Achirei  (buffetj,  I'/i  M.  ftom  the  village 
of  tlliit  Tiame  and  not  far  from  the  race-  courao  of  St.  Qotmaln,  onr 
line  diverges  to  tbe  right  from  those  of  the  Grande  Ceintaie  and 
Koaen,  both  of  which  pass  (3  M.^  Poisaf  (p.  443).  Farther  on  is 
a  Gtation  for  tbe  VUSayi  of  Achira,  bejand  which  we  again  cios* 
the  Seine ,  near  its  coullaenoe  with  the  Oiit.  To  the  left  is  the 
hill  of  the  Bautil  or  Bautie  {566  ft.;  fine  view). 

16m.  Conflani-Fin-d'Oisc,  about  >/jM.  tromthe  vllUgp  (p.S91). 
Neaithe  station  tho  Otae  la  crossed  byasaapeusion-hTidge  (toll  Oc). 
To  reaoh(l'/aM.)^Tidrisy  we  cross  the  bridge  and  lorn  to  the  left. 

Oar  line  again  follows  for  a  short  distance  the  left  bank  of  tbe 
Olse,  passing  under  tho  lofty  viaduct  of  the  line  to  Mautea.  The 
river  a  little  farther  on  makes  a  detour  of  6  M.  ^  IS'/j  M.  Eragny- 
SetiviUt,  where  we  Join  the  line  from  Paris  vli  Argenteuil  and 
Conflans  (p.  391).  Then  Si-Ouen-rAiimBne  Ceee  p.  393).  To  the 
right  is  ibe  Nord  line  to  Paris  and  Beaumont ;  to  the  left  tbe  line 
to  PontoUe,  crossing  the  stream.

FontoiM,  the  firiva  Iiarae  of  the  Oallo-Roman  perioil,  is  an 
enoient  town  with  8180  Inhab.,  plotureaquely  situated  on  a  haighi 
on  tbe  right  bank  of  the  Oise,  at  Its  conHaence  with  the  Viosne. 
It  was  frequently  the  residence  of  the  Capetian  kings.  Aa  the 
capital  of  the  Volln  (Veliocasaei)  It  was  frequently  involved  in 
the  wars  of  the  kings  of  France  with  the  kings  of  England  and  the 
dokes  of  Normandy,  and  also  in  the  civil  struggles  of  later  date. 
The  only  remains  of  its  foitiflcatlons  are  the  walls  of  the  ancient 
cbitean,  which  protented  the  town  on  tho  side  next  the  river. 

On  leaving  the  station  we  see  facing  us,  on  an  eminence,  the 
Chvreh  of  St.  Maelou,  with  a  handsome  flight  of  steps  in  front  of  it. 
At  the  top  of  the  steps  Is  a  msrhle  stilue,  by  Lemot,  of  Oeftrid 
Lealere  (1772-1802),  a  native  of  Pontoise,  husband  of  Pauline  Bona- 
parte and  so  brother-in-law  of  Napoleon  1.  The  church  is  a  Golhie 
edlflce  of  the  I2th  cent.,  reconstructed  in  tho  lB'16th  oentDries. 
The  Homanesque  influence  la  atlll  apparent  in  the  choir  and  transept. 
The  tower  (of  1547)  terminates  in  a  lantern  in  the  Renaissance 
■  ■  "■  beautiful  Flamboyant  roae-wlndovf  In  the  W.  facade 
aboald  be  noticed.   Tho  CbapeWaieUPaaBioD,  to  the  left  on  enter- 

ooQtilns  a  MVy  Stpulehre,  to  fee  tVjSa  tifhat 
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with  eight  stataes  and  groups  of  the  Resurrection  and  the  Holy 
Women.  The  Stained  Olast  Windows  date  from  1545,  with  the 
exception  of  those  adjoining  the  tomb,  which  were  executed  in 
1864  by  Didron.  Opposite  the  pulpit  is  a  Descent  from  the  Gross, 
'byJouvenet,  and  the  choir  contains  some  rather  heavy  wood-carvings 
of  the  Renaissance. 

In  the  Rue  Lemercier,  not  far  from  the  Hotel  de  Ville,  which 
is  on  the  side  next  the  valley  of  the  Oise,  is  a  MusiCj  established  in 
a  small  15th  cent,  mansion,  containing  antiquities,  fayence,  and  works 
by  Savine,  Rude,  Gerard,  L.  Robert,  P.  Delaroche,  etc. 

The  road  to  the  left,  at  the  end  of  the  square,  leads  to  the 
Promenade^  at  the  end  of  which  is  a  mound  commanding  a  fine 
view.  —  The  Church  of  Notre-Damej  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town, 
dating  from  the  16th  cent.,  contains  the  tomb  of  St.  Gautier  (Wal- 
ter), founder  of  the  Abbey  of  St.  Martin  de  Pontoise  (11th  cent.), 
a  curious  monument  of  1146,  with  a  statue  of  the  saint.  —  The  Fair 
of  St.  Martin  is  held  at  Pontoise,  Nov.  ll-13th.  Above  the  station  is 
a  Stone  Bridge^  commanding  a  good  view  of  the  town  and  connecting 
it  with  St-Oueu-l'Aumdne  (see  below).  Between  the  two  bridges 
is  a  large  Hospital,  the  chapel  of  which  has  a  good  picture,  by  Phil. 
de  Ghampaigne,  of  the  healing  of  the  lame  man. 

From  Pontoise  to  Dieppe ,  via  QUors^  comp.  p.  443  and  see  BaedekerU 
Northern  France. 

From  Pontoise  to  Beaumont. 

12Vs  M.  Railway  in  30-36  min.  (fares  2  fr.  25,  1  fr.  50  c,  1  fr.). 

The  train  crosses  the  Oise  and  enters  (72  M.)<S<-0u«n-rilum6fie. 
This  station  is  farther  from  the  town  than  those  mentioned  at  pp.  390 
and  392.  Farther  on,  to  the  right,  is  the  ChQteau  de  Maubuisson, 
on  the  site  of  the  Gistercian  abbey  of  that  name,  founded  by  Blanche 
de  Gastille  in  the  13th  century.  It  Includes  a  huge  barn  and  a  tower 
of  the  13th  or  14th  cent,  (atone  comer  of  the  park).  —  IV4  M. 
Epluehet,  We  again  cross  the  Oise.  —  2^2  M.  Chaponval.  —  41/2  M. 
Auvets  (H6t.  Lebrun),  a  prettily-situated  village  (pop.  2402)  with 
an  interesting  church  of  the  12-1 3th  cent,  (interior  restored).  It 
is  much  frequented  by  artists,  especially  Americans,  and  there  is 
good  fishing  in  the  Oise.  Near  the  church  is  a  bust  (by  Fagel ;  1906) 
of  Daubigny  (1817-78),  the  painter,  wlio  lived  at  Auvers.  About 
1  M.  to  the  right,  on  the  other  bank  of  the  river,  lies  Miry  (p.  395), 
on  the  line  to  Yailmondois.  —  6  M.  Valmondois  (see  p.  395).

—  On 
the  left  is  the  line  to  Pontoise.  —  10  M.  Ermont-Halte,  The  forest 
of  Montmorency  crowns  the  hUls  on  the  right.  —  10  V2  M.  Oros-Noyer. 

12  M.  8t-Leu-Tavemy  (3156inhab.)  formerly  possessed  a  chateau 
and  park,  belonging  to  Louis  Bonaparte,  King  of  Holland,  and  after- 
wards occupied  by  the  last  Prince  of  Gond^,  who  hanged  himself  there 
In  1830.  The  first  street  to  the  right  of  the  station  leads  to  the  Church, 
containing  the  tombs  of  Charles  Bonaparte,  father  of  Napoleon  I., 
Louis  Bonaparte,  and  two  of  the  latter's  sons.  In  the  apse,  the  marble 
Monument  of  King  Louis,  by  Petitot  (apply  to  the  sacristan,  Grande- 
Bue  47).  At  the  end  of  the  Grande-Rue,  to  the  right  of  the  church, 
is  a  Place,  whence  a  street  diverges  on  the  left  to  the  monument  of 
the  Prince  de  Condi,  a  column  surmounted  by  a  cross  and  adorned 
with  two  angels. 

1272  M.  Vaucelles.  —  13  M.  Taverny  (2743  inhab.),  to  the  left,  at 
the  foot  and  on  the  slope  of  a  hill  adjoining  the  forest  of  Montmo- 
rency and  commanding  a  line  view.

The  interior  contains  a  handsome  stonf  altar 
in  the  Benaissance  style  and  wood-carvings  of  the  same  period 
fby  the  S.  door),  representing  the  martyrdom  of  St.  Bartholomew.  — 
14i/2  M.  Bessancourt,  with  a  church  of  the  13th  and  15th  centuries.  — 
15  M.  FripUlon.  —  15V2  M.  SognoUes.  —  16  M.  Mery-sur-Oise.  The 
village  (pop.  1849)  is  1/2  M.  from  the  station.  The  church  of  St.  Denis 
is  of  the  15th  cent.;  the  chateau  has  belonged  to  the  Lamoignoii 
family  since  1798.  Superb  view  of  the  valley.  —  17^2  M.  M6riel, 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Oise. 

The  ruined  Abbaye  du  Val,  1  M.  to  the  E.,  presents  various  features  of 
interest  to  archaeologists  and  others.  It  is  reached  by  following  the  road 
beyond  the  village,  and  then  turning  to  the  left.  The  abbey,  a  Cistercian 
establishment  secularized  in  1791,  now  contains  a  manufactory,  to  the  pro- 
prietor of  which  application  for  permission  to  enter  must  be  made.  The 
chief  remains  consist  of  an  edifice  of  the  12th  cent.,  with  two  stories,  con- 
taining the  refectory  and  chapter -house,  and  one  of  the  walks  of  the  old 
cloisters. 

The  railway  crosses  the  Oise  and  joins  the  line  to  Pontoise. 

I8V2M.  Valmondois,  the  junction  of  the  Pontoise  line  (p.  393)  and 
of  a  branch-line  to  Marines  and  Nesles. 

201/2  M.  Lisle-Adam  (Ecu  de  France,  near  the  bridge.^T2eaa.8>l^,V 
a  pleasant  little  town  of  3639  inhab.  on  tYie  \el\^wft>8.  q1  ^^  QtV^'b^ 
which  hereform5  two  islands,  and  at  the  loot  ol  t\vft  %\o^<i^  ^Q-*««.<b.^>5»n 
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the  forest  of  Lisle- Adam.  Its  origin  dates  from  a  castle  built  in  1069 
on  tlie  larger  of  the  two  islands  and  destroyed  daring  the  Revolution. 
The  celebrated  Yilliers  de  Tlsle-Adam,  grandmaster  of  the  order  of 
St.  John  of  Jerusalem  (d.  1534),  was  a  scion  of  the  family  that  held 
this  castle.  —  The  railway-station  is  at  Parmain^  on  the  right  bank, 
connected  with  the  town  by  a  bridge  spanning  the  islets,  on  one  of 
which  is  a  private  chateau  containing  some  old  pictures. 

Following  the  left  bank,  we  pass  near  a  fountain  decorated  with 
a  bust  of  the  landscape-painter  Jules  Dupri  (1812-89),  by  Marqneste, 
and  reach  the  Chvboh,  a  Renaissance  edifice  of  the  16-17th  cent, 
restored  in  the  19th  century.  The  pulpit  was  executed  by  a  German 
artist  in  1560.  The  choir-stalls  date  from  the  same  period,  while 
the  altar-piece  in  carved  wood  (in  a  chapel  to  the  left),  represent- 
ing the  Passion,  is  of  the  15th  century.  —  The  fine  avenue  to  the 
left,  beyond  the  church,  ascends  to  the  forest,  which  affords  pleas- 
ant walks. 

The  valley  now  expands  and  ceases  to  be  picturesque.  —  21  M. 
Jouy-le-Comte.  —  The  church  of  (23  M.)  Champagne^  on  the  left, 
has  a  fine  spire  of  the  13th  century. 

25  M.  Beaumont-Sur-Oise.  —  Hot.  des  Quatre-Fils-Atmon,  oppo- 
site the  bridge,  d^j.  3,  D.  3V2,  pena.  SVz  fr.  \  Hot.  du  Grand-Csrf^  Hot.  do 
Paon.  —  Cqfi  du  Commerce;  Ga/4  de  V Hdtelrde-yuie. 

Beaumont^  a  small  town  with  3848  inhab. ,  lies  V2  ^*  ^om  the 
railway,  on  a  height  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Oise.  In  the  10th  and 
11th  cent,  it  had  for  territorial  lords  the  Counts  of  Beaumont,  but 
it  was  ceded  to  St.  Louis  and  afterwards  became  an  appanage  of  the 
Oond^.  The  Parish  Churchy  reached  by  a  flight  of  steps,  is  an  inter- 
esting building  of  the  13th  cent,  with  double  aisles  surmounted  by 
galleries.   The  lateral  tower  was  finished  in  the  Renaissance  style. 

Passing  the  church-tower,  following  the  streets  to  the  right, 
and  turning  again  to  the  right  at  the  H6tel  de  Yllle,  we  reach  the 
Place  du  Chdteau  or  Promenade,  adjoining  which  is  part  of  the  old 
wall  of  the  chUeau,  with  round  towers  at  the  corners. 

From  Beaumont  to  Oreil  (p.  434),  19V2  M.,  in  Vs  ^^.^  via  Bruyiret^  Boran^ 
Pricy^  and  St.  Leu-d" Esserent  (Gothic  church  of  the  I2th  cent). 


28.  From  Paris  to  Chantilly. 

Visitors  to  Paris  should  on  no  account  omit  an  excursion  to  ChaniiUt/ 
(on  Thurs.,  Sat.,  or  Sun.,  see  p.  398),  where  they  may  wander  through  the 
chateau  at  their  leisure,  untroubled  by  any  official  conductor,  an  advantage 
they  do  not  enjoy  at  Fontainebleau  (p.  421). 

CiiEHiN  DE  Feb  do  Nord  (station,  PI.  B,  24;  see  p.  31),  2572  M..  in 
Va-l'A  hr.  (fares  4  fr.  60,  3  fr.  10  c,  2  fr. ;  return  -  tickets  6  fr.  90,  4  fr.  95, 
3  fr.  25  c).  Excursion  return- tickets  are  issued  (ticket-office  Ko.  21)  on 
the  days  when  the  chateau  is  open,  for  6  fr.  15,  4  fr.  30,  2  fr.  80  c. ;  but 
tbey  are  available  for  certain  trains  only. 

From  Paris  to  (4^/0  M.")  St.  Denis,  see  p.  380.   Branch-Line  to 
Enghien  fMoiitmorency,  St.\ie\A,ei\.c^."^,^fe^^.^^^.  ^«^Qnd  the  Canal 
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St.  Denis  (p.  241)  rise  the  fort  of  the  Double  Couronne  du  Nord  and 
the  Fort  de  la  Briche^  on  the  right  and  left.  —  7  M.  Pierrefttte-Staim, 
The  village  of  Pierrefitte  (2755  Inhab.)  is  situated  on  a  height  com- 
manding a  view  of  the  entire  valley  of  Montmorency.  Tramway  to 
St.  Cloud,  see  p.  346.  Stains  is  a  village  with  2959  inhab.,  to  which 
the  Epinay-St.  Denis  tramway  is  about  to  be  extended. 

91/2  M.  ViJUera-U-Bel-Oonesse.  VtUiers-le-Bel  (pop.  1723),  2  M. 
to  the  W.  of  the  station,  with  which  it  is  connected  by  a  steam- 
tramway  (30  c),  lies  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  of  Ecouen  (p.  394).  Oo- 
nesse  (pop.  2757),  2  M.  to  the  E.  of  the  station,  has  a  church  of  the 
12-13th  centuries.  Omn.  between  these  villages,  30  c.  (Sun.  40  c). — 
From(1272M.)  Ooussainville  an  omnibus  (70  c.)  .plies  to  Mareil-en- 
France,  A^/2  M.  to  the  N.W.,  with  the  old  chateau  of  the  Dukes  of 
Gesvres.  Fontenay-lhs-Louvres^  on  the  way  thither  (2^2  M.),  has  a 
church  of  the  12-13th  centuries.  —  15  M.  Louvra,  with  a  16th  cent, 
church.  —  18 Y2  M.  Survilliers. 

A  diligence  (1  fr.)  plies  hence  to  Kortefontaine  (Hdt,  de  la  Providence), 
a  village  41/2  31.  to  the  E.,  with  a  Chdteau  and  fine  ParJe^  which  belonged 
at  one  time  to  Joseph  Bonaparte.  Visitors  are  admitted  on  Sun.  to  the 
chief  portion  of  the  park. 

The  train  now  enters  the  Forest  of  Coye.  —  22^/2  M.  Orry-Coye, 
11/4 M.  from  Orry-la-ViUe  (omnibus)  to  the  S.E.,  and  I3/4  M.  from 
Coye^  to  the  N.W.  From  the  station  we  may  walk  through  the  wood 
to  (15-20  min.)  the  Etang  de  la  Beine-Blanche  (p.  404;  comp.  the 
Map),  aiid  thence  to  Chantilly. 

The  train  crosses  the  valley  of  the  Thh)e  by  a  handsome  stone 
Viaduct  of  15  arches,  commanding  a  fine  view.  To  the  right  are  the 
Etang  and  the  Chateau  de  la  Reine-Blanche  (pp.  404,  405).  Farther 
on  the  train  enters  the  Forest  of  Chantilly  (p.  404).  —  To  the  right, 
as  we  reach  (25^2  M.)  Chantilly ,  we  notice  the  extensive  siding 
for  the  special  trains  on  race- days. 

Chantilly. 

The  Station  is  V4  M.  to  the  S.W.  of  the  town  (see  Map  of  the  Foret 
de  Chantilly,  near  the  left-hand  margin).

The  drivers  usually  demand  IVz  fr.  to  the  town,  and  3  fr.  to  the 
eb&tean,  which  is  barely  10  min.  drive  from  the  station  (previous  bargain 
essential).    Livery  stables:  Courboiny  fferlem^  etc.

ChantiUy,  A  town  with  4791  Inhsb.,  w«B  rsmnns  espeeiftlly  in 
the  17th  and  Igth  cent,  u  the  lesidenre  of  Che  Coiidds,  and  Is  no* 
widely  known  for  Its  important  raco-meetings,  wWcli  are  Tieid  Id  May 
■Tid  October.  It  cODlainB  large  establlsbments  for  the  breeding  of 
raoe-horseB,  in  i^onneotion  witli  which  a  conaldeTsble  Englisli  colnn; 
has  settled  in  tbe  town.  The  ailk  Ure  to  which  the  name  of  Ohan- 
tllly  !e  given  is  now  made  chiefly  in  the  depactment  of  Caltsdns. 

Qnitting  the  station,  we  cross  tho  Paris  and  Amiens  road,  whlcll 
leads  to  the  left  to  the  Qrande-Kiie.  Ae  the  town,  however,  con- 
taine  nothing  notewocthy,  we  may  proceed  at  once  to  the  (l'/4  H.) 
Chitean,  by  the  Route  dn  BoiR-Bourillon,  beyond  tba  railing  oppo- 
site tbe  Rue  de  la  tiare,  or  by  the  Avenue  de  I'Aigle,  leading  to  tiM 
right,  close  by. 

The  Peloust,  or  taee-pouree,  to  the  S.  of  tbe  town,  which  we  readi 
in  l/i  hr.,  la  about  116  acrei  in  area,  and  presents  a  busy  seene  IB 
the  morning  when  the  hiirsea  are  being  eierciEfid.  To  the  eight  wa 
see  the  Branii  Slandi,  to  tike  left,  farther  on,  the  Slablei  of  tin  Condfy 
(p.  404).  Wo  may  ettike  anrosa  the  race-course  to  tliE  (S/tM.J  chite«^ 
but  the  Avenne  de  i'Aigie,  which  passes  behind  the  Qiand  Stands, 
is  an  easier  route  {I'omp.  the  Map). 

A  broad  moat  containing  some  ancient  catp  separates  the  laco- 
course  bom  tbe  castle-gronnde,  which  we  enter  through  a  huid- 
gome  iroQ  gate.  The  eitensiie  building  rising  on  the  right  is  thg 
ChUcau  d'Enshlen,  built  la  1770  to  accommodate  the  numeroDl 
guests  of  the  OondJe,  Opposite  is  the  equeeCrlan  statue  of  Anne  dt 
Montmorency  (p.  403).   The  chitoau  proper  rlsi 

The  *ClL4teaa  do  Choutilly  conaista  of  two  main  dlviBions:  th« 
Chiteltt  or  Cupilatnfrie,  built  about  1560,  probably  by  Jtan  BxdlaiH, 
for  the  Constable  Apne  de  Montmorency,  and  the  Grand  OhSUait, 
built  in  1876-82  in  place  of  tbe  sinsUer  chateau  destroyed  doilu; 
the  Revolution,    The  present  remarliable  stractnre  nas  designed  by 
Darnnct  for  the  Duke  Henri  d'Anmale  (1822-97),  the  fonrtli  son  q{ 
Louis  Philippe,  and  heir  to  (he  last  of  the  Condfs.    Under  its  roof 
the  duke  gathered  the  art-treasures  and  heirlooms  of  his  family  and 
the  YalOttble  collections  of  paintings,  scoipture,  furniture,  and  ■ 
tiquMes  which  he  bad  amassed  during  fifty  years,  bequeatlking  at  1 
death  the  building  and  its  conteiits  to  the  Instttnt  de  France.     1' 
Muiit  Condi,  as  it  is  now  called,  is  one  of  the  moat  Important  objeclt 
"Interest  In  l^e  eniiions  ai Paris.  —  Curator,  M.  O.  Macon.

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in  1386-93  by  the  D'Orgemont  family,  it  came  by  inheritance  to  the  Mont- 
morency family  (see  p.  398),  and  the  Conttable  Anne  de  Montmorency  (1493- 
1567),  who  shared  the  campaigns  and  the  artistic  tastes  of  Francis  I.,  em- 
ployed Pierre  Chambige*  (p.  xl)  to  alter  and  embellish  the  chateau,  to  which 
the  Ghatelet  (p.  398)  was  afterwards  added.  Duke  Henri  of  Montmorency, 
Anne^s  grandson,  was  executed  in  1632  for  his  connection  with  the  rebel- 
lions duke  of  Orleans,  and  his  possessions  passed  to  his  brother-in-law, 
Prince  Henri  II  of  Bourbon  -  Cond^.  Under  Louis  II  of  Condi  (1621-86), 
known  as  the  *■  Grand  Condff  for  his  warlike  exploits  in  Alsace,  the  l^ether- 
lands,  and  S.  Germany,  Chantilly  became  the  scene  of  magnificent  fStes, 
which  were  suspended  by  tbe  banishment  of  Gond^  in  1654  for  his  com- 
plicity in  the  wars  of  the  Fronde,  only  to  be  renewed  with  fresh  splendour 
after  his  return  in  1660.  Mme.  de  S^vigad  describes  (in  her  95th  letter)  the 
gorgeous  reception  given  here  to  Louis  XIV  in  1671,  and  relates  the  suicide 
of  Yatel,  the  prince''s  mattre  d'hdtel^  because  the  fish  failed  to  arrive  in  time 
for  the  royal  banquet.  Embellished  by  Afansart  and  surrounded  by  a  park 
laid  out  by  Le  Ndtre  in  16G3,  Chantilly  at  this  time  rivalled  the  most  sumpt- 
uous royal  palaces,  while  Bacine,  tf  oliere,  La  Fontaine,  F^nelon,  and  Bolleau 
were  amongst  its  most  frequent  guests.  Of  the  buildings  planned  by  Louis 
Henri  of  Bourbon-Condi  (1692-1740),  minister  of  Louis  XV,  only  the  stables 
(p.  404)  were  completed.  The  Chateau  d'Enghien  dates  from  the  timo  of 
his  son  Louis  Joseph  (1736-1818).  During  the  Revolution  the  Grand  Chateau 
'  was  demolished.    Tbe  last  of  the  Cond^s  died  in  1880  (see  p.  395). 

The  Porte  de  la  Herse  admits  iis  to  the  Cour  d'Honneur,  where 
we  are  confronted  by  the  Peristyle^  the  entrance  to  the  bnilding 
(sticks  and  nmbrellas  must  he  left).  To  the  left  of  the  Grand  Vesti- 
bule (PI.  1)  is  the  grand  staircase  (p.  403) ;  In  front  is  the  Chatelet 
(p.  402).   We  ascend  the  steps  on  the  right  to  the  —

—  We  then  pass  through  the  door 
on  the  right  of  Room  13,  cross  the  picture-gallery,  and  enter  the  — 

Galbbib  db  PsYOHi.  At  the  entrance,  wax  bust  of  Henri  lY, 
by  O,  Dupri  (1610).  *Stained-glas8  windows  (grisaille)  illustrating 
the  story  of  Cupid  and  Psyche,  from  the  'Golden  Ass'  of  Apuleius, 
in  44  designs  executed  in  1541-42  after  cartoons  of  the  School  of 
Raphael  (by  Mich.  Ooxie?),  for  the  Chateau  d'Ecouen.  The  inscrip- 
tions are  copied  on  the  adjoining  walls.  On  the  opposite  wall  are 
about  66  portrait-drawings  of  the  16-17th  cent.,  including  a  number 
by  Clouet^  and  drawings  by  Oiulio  RomanOy  Raphael,  and  Van  Dyek, 
Also  a  copy  of  Michael  Angelo'8  Last  Judgment. 

*SANTnABio  (PI.  15),  the  small  room  to  the  right,  lighted  from 
the  top,  containing  the  gems  of  the  collection.  At  the  end,  from  left 
to  light,  *39.

(on  the  large  vail  to  the  left  of  the  entrance);  four  othai  portraits. 
The  glass-caeea  at  the  sides  contain  old  flags,  neapons  (Italian  knife], 
and  Boavenlw.  By  the  flreplaoe,  Kape  of  Europs,  a  mosaio  troui 
Heri'nlanenm,  The  furniture  in  this  and  seTeral  of  the  othei  idcuii 
is  npholstered  In  valuable  Beanvais  •Tapeetry.  —  Bbdkodm  (PI,  19), 
with  decorative  painlinga  hy  J.  B.  Bnet  and  BebeB;  •Commode  by 
Eiaener,  with  bronze  decorations  by  Hernieu  (companion-piece  to  ths 
one  in  the  Louvre,  p.  153).  —  Geand  Caeinbt  [PI.  20).  LonlgXV] 
■Fnmltnre,  bronze  Tase  of  1847,  etc.  —  Salon  dbs  Singbb  (PI. 21), 
ED  called  from  the  decorative  paintings  of  apea  attired  in  fashion- 
able costumen  of  the  18tk  cent.,  attributed  to  Chr.  fluel(comp.  p.  186). 
Louis  XVI  fnmltnre.  ^  Qalbbib  dd  Pbikcb.  351-363.  Paintings 
by  Sanvtur  Lecomti,  lUnstrating  the  battles  of  the  Grand  Condj 
(1686-92;  Insuriptlone'),  In  the  centre  is  a  nophy  of  arms,  with  ■ 
portrait  fflo,  307;  bj  SicHa]  and  a  medallion  (by  Coyitwx)  of  the 
prince  (1686).

We  return 
to  the  antechamber,  and  enter  (on  the  righQ  the  — 

LiBBABT,  a  gallery  containing  about  13,000  volumes.  Some  of 
the  most  interesting  MSS.  are  exhibited  in  Case  16 :  near  the  middle, 
Breviary  of  Queen  Jeanne  d'Evreux,  virife  of  Charles  le  Bel  (ca.  1830) ; 
below,  *Book  of  hours  of  the  Due  de  Berry ,  with  miniatures  by 
Netherlandish  artists  (ca.  1415),  and  Psalter  of  St.  Louis  (1214); 
also  line  bindings.  On  the  chimneypieee  is  a  terracotta  bust  of  the 
Grand  Gond^,  by  Coyxevox, 

To  the  S.  of  the  Grand  Vestibule  is  the  Gkand  Staiboase  (PL  22), 
descending  to  the  groundfloor,  which  is  not  shown:  iron  and  copper 
balustrade,  of  admirable  workmanship,  by  the  brothers  Moreau; 
two  Gobelins  tapestries  (Jason  and  the  bull,  after  De  ^oy,  and  a 
Pastoral,  after  Boucher)-,  four  light-holders  by  Chapu,  The  ceiling- 
painting,  representing  Hope,  is  by  Maillart,  —  Gallbry  leading 
TO  THB  Chapbl  (PL  23) :  to  the  right,  two  antique  chasubles  and 
two  antique  dalmatics ;  to  the  left,  drawings  by  Durer  (Annunciation) 
and  DomenUhino  (Flight  into  Egypt),  and  cartoons  by  Seh.  del  Piombo 
(Head  of  Christ)  and  Baphael  (Madonna).  —  The  — 

*Chapbl,  a  sumptuous  structure  in  the  Renaissance  style,  with 
marquetry  and  wood -work  of  1548,  contains  an  altar  by  Jean 
Bullant  and  Jean  Qoujon^  brought  from  the  Ch&teau  d^Ecouen,  and 
embellished  with  a  marble  relief  of  Abraham's  offering.  The  fine 
stained  glass  (1544),  representing  the  family  of  the  Constable  Anne, 
was  also  brought  from  the  Ohiteau  d'Ecouen.  In  the  apse  (Tour  de  la 
Ghapelle)  behind  the  altar  is  the  mausoleum  of  Henri  II  de  Coud^, 
father  of  the  Grand  Cond^,  by  J.  Saratdn,  with  six  bronze  statues 
or  groups  and  thirteen  bas-reliefs  (1662);  at  the  back  is  a  cippus 
containing  the  hearts  of  several  princes  of  Cond<^. 

The  *Park  (adm.,  see  p.  398)  was  laid  out  for  the  most  part  by 
Le  N6trej  who  began  the  work  in  1663,  and  was  soon  afterwards 
chosen  to  design  the  gardens  of  Versailles  in  the  same  style.  The 
terrace  is  embellished  with  an  equestrian  statue  in  bronze  of  the  Con- 
stable Anne  de  Montmorency,  by  P.  Dubois  (1886),  surrounded  by 
groups  of  stags  and  dogs,  by  Cain. 

To  the  E.  of  the  terrace  we  enter  the  *Parc  de  Silvio',  with  its 

numerous  shady  avenues  affording  beautiful  vistas.  In  about  8  min. 

firom  the  terrace  (guide-boards)  we  reach  the  charming  little  Maison 

dt  SUvie,  a  17l^  cent,  hunting -lodge,  which   contains  portraits, 

tapestries,  furniture,  hunting-scenes,  etc. ;  also  two  paintings  from 

the  history  of  the  house,  by  0.  Merson. 

The  poet  TMopMU  d$  Viau  (1590-1626),  condemned  to  death  in  1623 
for  his  'Pamasse  Satlrique\  was  here  concealed  by  Marie  Felice  des  Ursins, 
Ihiehess  of  Montmorency,  whom  he  afterwards  celebrated  in  his  verses 
under  the  name  of  *Silvie  .  The  house,  which  was  restored  by  the  Grand 
Condd  in  1684,  was  the  scene  of  the  romantic  amours  of  KlU.  d*  C>\«mvvn\N 
sister  of  Duke  Louis  Henri,  and  M.  de  IfeUtn,  w\io  w«a  WA^^X^i  ^  ^"^^^ 
wliUe  hnntinf  in  i72i. 
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Thence  ve  procesd  in  a  N.  direction,  ciDsslng  the 
Morfondus,  to  (8  min.]  the  Hamlet,  reiembling  SaX  of  tlie  Pel 
Tiisaon  (p.  3T0)j  during  the  last  qn&rterof  the  18tb  cent,  this  vnt 
the  sfiene  of  m»ny  'Mte«  chinipotiei!'.  —  The  psrlt  on  the  other  side 
of  the   Canal  de  la  Manche,  with  tlie  little  chAtein  of  La  NotuUt 
SI.  Flrmin  and  the  'Vtrtugadin,  Is  not  ascesaible  to  the  publiu. 

Wfl  follow  the  8.  bank  of  the  Canal  flea  Morfoiidna  to  the  central 
part  of  the  p&rk,  with  n  ciicuiir  basin  around  whkh  are  the  beal 
Btitues  in  the  part :  Le  N6tr6  andMoliSre,  by  T.  IVocl;  Boasuet,  bj- 
Oiiii£aame  ;  La  BrnyKre,  by  Thomas;  Bacchus  and  Hebe,  by  Dtaeine; 
Pluto  and  FcoBerpino,  by  Chnpu;  the  Grand  Oondj,  by  Ooyzevoe. 

Le  Ndtre'i  park  originsllj  eitanded  on  the  W,  as  far  aa  the  toira 
□fChintlUy,  bat  about  1820  an  SngiiiAearilmvaB  laid  out  here,  Id- 
uluding  a  Temple  of  Venus,  an  Island  of  Cupid,  and  other  erectioni 
of  the  Eecond  half  of  the  13th  cantnry.  In  this  direction  (pianards] 
is  a  building  hnoirn  aa  the  Jnt  dt  Puunii  (1757),  which  contalOB 
■  conalderable  numhet  of  poJntings,  draninga,  and  aculptiirea; 
tapestries;  gala  carriages;  military  eonvenirB;  Abd-el-Kadvr's  tenl 
[comp.  p.  356] ;  tvo  leaden  doga  brought  from  Orleans  floaae  at 
Twiokenham,  cefeireii  in  by  Pope  in  biapoain 'The  Alley';  and  other 
Euriosities.  —  After  3.30  p.m.  visitore  may  quit  the  park  b;  tha 
adjolniDg  gate  (near  the  stables). 

Immedialely  outaiile  is  the  Porte  St.  Denit,  an  iinflnishod  gato- 
way,  ttirough  whiclk  we  enter  the  main  street  of  the  town.  Heie,  to 
the  left,  are  the  Cburcb  (i68T-S0J  and  the  eitttniieStabteifEatiriet) 
of  the  Oond^s,  which  date  from  1719-36  and  have  socommodatioa 
for  260  horses.  They  are  empty  at  present,  but  may  be  visited  ot 
the  same  hoore  as  the  ohateaa  (eotc.,  Ho.  16,  Graude-RnB;  fee],  — >- 
An  equestrian  statue  of  the  Due  d^Aumalt,  by  J.  L.  G^rlime,  vtt 
ere<:ted  in  1899  to  the  W.  of  the  stables.  The  bronze  reliefs  on  tbe 
pedestal  represent  the  Submission  of  Abd-el-Kador  (1847)  and  thg 
Capture  of  the  Smohh  (1843;  comp   p.  356]. 

A  pretty  view  of  tbe  park  witli  Ui*  oliSleiia  Id  the  backeronnd  11 
i>bU<Dfd  bam  Ike  Sealis  road,  about  ■/■  M.  fTDm  tbe  shnicta  of  GbaoliUj: 
vie  lake  tbe  rned  to  the  N.  <ippuBlte  the  chorcb,  turn  to  lbs  right  hejosj 
the  Gina!  de  In  Mmdie,  and  proceed  !□  tho  E,,  belween  th«  booaes  al 
Vimua  (rail.  etatioD,  p.  lOfi)  aod  tbe  K.  wall  of  the  park,  to  •  poiol  abon 

Tbe  Forest  of  Ohantilly  (6126  acres ;  guide-posts)  Is  well  kepi 
but  occupies  tot  tbe  moat  part  a  Oat  site,  and  the  thick  layei  ot 
sand  which,  in  the  interests  of  the  horse- train  era,  covers  most  of 
the  roads  and  patha  renders  walking  disagreeable.  The  paved 
Route  de  Louvres  and  another  road  to  the  left  at  the  lion  lead  In 
about  1  hr.  from  the  chateau  to  the  Carrefovr  de  la  Table,  an  open 
space  where  twelve  roads  meet,  with  a  large  stone  table  la  the 
centre.  —  The  Etang  dt  In  Stine-Blanehe  or  de  ComeUe  is  an  oblong; 
sieet  of  water,  fed  by  tlieTlifevB,  a  Bmall  tributary  of  the  Oise,  lying 
between  tbe  Forest  ot  Chtnlill^  ani  ttie^<iT«*\otClQ^8.    Neu,  " 
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lower  end  is  the  Chdteau  de  la  Reine-Blanche,  a  small  modern  Gothic 
hunting-lodge  built  in  1826  on  the  site  of  an  anoient  ch&teau  once 
occupied  by  Queen  Blanche,  mother  of  St.  Louis.  A  little  farther 
on  is  the  large  railway-viaduct,  mentioned  at  p.  397.  Near  this 
point  is  the  station  of  Orry-Coye  (p.  397),  where  we  may  join  the 
railway  to  Paris;  but  the  express  trains  do  not  stop  there. 


The  Ghemin  de  Fer  du  Nord  goes  on  to  CreU  (p.  434 ;  31 V2M.  from 
Paris),  a  very  important  station  and  the  junction  of  five  lines,  see 
Baeddcer's  Northern  France,  —  Visitors  able  to  spare  more  than  one 
day  for  the  Chantilly  excursion  are  recommended  to  visit  Senlis  and 
Cr^py-en-Valois  on  the  return- journey  to  Paris. 

f^oMOHANTLLLY  TO  CttitPY-BN-VALois  VIA  Sbnlis,  22 V2  M.,  rail- 
way in  IV4  ^'  (fares  4  fr.  5,  2  fr.  70, 1  fir.  76  c).  This  line,  Uke  the 
Nord,  crosses  the  valley  of  the  Nonette  by  an  imposing  viaduct  of 
36  arches,  72  ft.  in  height,  and  then  diverges  to  the  right.  —  2^2  ^* 
St.  Maximinj  3  M.  Vineuil;  41/2  M.  St.  lirmin. 

8M.  Beiilin(^H6tels  du  Orand-Cerfj  du  Nord,  de  France,  aU  in  the 
Rue  de  la  Republique)  is  an  old  town  with  7115  inhab.,  with  tortuous 
streets  but  surrounded  by  handsome  boulevards,  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Nonette.  It  was  the  Roman  Civitas  Sylvanectensium,  the  residence 
of  the  governor,  and  afterwards  of  the  early  Merovingian  kings.  From 
the  6th  cent,  until  the  Revolution  it  was  the  seat  of  a  bishopric. 

Senlis  is  worthy  of  a  visit  on  account  of  its  mediaeval  monuments, 
particularly  its  *  Cathedral,  which  is  reached  from  the  station  by 
crossing  the  boulevard  and  following  the  Rue  de  la  Republique  as  far 
as  the  second  turning  to  the  right.  This  is  a  handsome  Gothic  building 
of  the  12th  cent.,  with  a  facade  of  the  13th,  altered  in  the  16th  cent- 
ury. The  tower  (255  ft.  in  height),  pierced  by  lofty  bays,  is  justly 
admired  for  its  light  and  elegant  form.  The  side-portals  are  in  the 
Flamboyant  Gothic  style.  The  interior  includes  a  chapter-house  of 
the  14th  century.  —  Opposite  the  portal  is  a  house  in  the  grounds 
of  which  are  some  remnants  of  the  Oallo-Roman  Walls  which  were 
flanked  by  28  towers,  and  of  the  Royal  Palace,  erected  on  the  ruins 
of  the  Roman  governor's  residence.  A  partial  view  of  these  may  be 
obtained  also  from  the  side^street  to  the  right  —  The  former  Bishop's 
Palace  (now  the  Ghambre  des  Notaires),  with  an  ancient  Gothic 
chapel  (12th  cent.),  lies  to  the  right  of  the  choir  of  the  cathedral,  on 
the  Roman  wall.  —  In  the  neighbourhood,  to  the  right,  is  the  former 
CSiureh  of  St.  Frambourg,  a  fine  Gothic  edifice  of  the  12th  cent., 
possessing  neither  aisles  nor  transept.  It  is  now  a  riding -school. 
—  The  Church  of  St.  Pierre  (12-16th  cent.),  on  the  other  side  of 
the  cathedral,  is  used  as  a  market;  one  of  its  towers  is  surmounted 
by  a  15th  cent,  spire,  the  other  by  a  dome.  —  St.  Viricent,  in  the 
Rne  de  Meaux,  not  far  from  the  Porte  St.  Vincent,  with  «.  \\ax!AawKsfc 
belfry  (12th  cent.),  now  serves  as  a  cb&peY  ^ot  ^^  fe<5.<:^ft^*a^X5«^ 
college  i^athaB  BapeiBeded  the  old  Ahhayt  dc  St.  VlnceiM,  t^xjS*''^.

21VsM.C<»nniart(n-JuIU>/is  the  station  for  Qammartin-en-Ooelti 
withleOO  luhab,,  situated  on  a  height  Si/aM.  to  the  N.W.  (omn.  40  c), 
and  ambrai^ing  a  view  of  26  M.  round.  In  thi:  churth  ot  Notre-Danu 
are  ptesereed  the  ashes  of  Antoine  de  Cbab amies,  Oount  of  Dammartili 
(1411-88),  the  heroic  companion  of  Joan  of  Arc,  and  'Grand  Puetlei' 
(pintler)  ot  France.  About  1  M.  to  the  S.  of  tiie  station  is  the  CoWff 
de  JuiUy,  Conndedlnlhel7th  cent,  by  the  fathers  of  the  Oratory.  Amonl 
its  pupils  have  been  many  celebrated  men,  *.  g.  D'Artagnan  (IGll- 
73),  MarsbU  VUlais  (1653-1734),  and  Montesquiea  (1680-1766). 
Tbe  refectory  of  the  coUege  tonViins  ■frintlnga  of  Loola  XVa  IIdk 
and  oomotes  dating  from  Ibe  tim«  o'!  UiM.\«l>r4  ^.sSriAcsn  «d^^J

be  made  bence  to  ErmenonyiUe. 

IrmenoiiTiUe  (Craix-d'Or),  a  yiUage  (498  inbab.)  3  M.  to  the  N.W., 
near  the  forest  of  the  same  name,  is  known  aa  the  spot  where  J.  J. 
Ronaaeaii  died,  or  possibly  committed  suicide,  in  1778,  while  staying  with 
the  Karquis  de  Girardin.  The  ChdUeui^  now  the  property  of  Prince  Badai- 
wiU,  at  the  B.  end  of  the  village,  was  embellished  in  the  18th  cent,  by 
Count  B.  de  Girardin ;  it  is  shown  by  special  permission  only.  The  Park,^ 
intersected  by  the  road  which  continues  the  principal  street  of  the  village, 
was  one  of  the  finest  laid  out  in  tiie  18th  cent,  and  is  more  in  the  English 
style  than  in  that  of  Le  Ndtre.  The  most  interesting  part  is  the  Grand 
Pare,  to  the  left  of  the  road  and  in  front  of  the  chateau  {  it  is  open  to  the 
public  on  Sun.  and  Thurs.,  and  visitors  are  admitted  also  on  other  days 
on  application.  The  He  des  Peupliers,  in  a  lake  here,  contains  the  empty 
tomb  of  Bousseau,  his  remains  having  been  removed  to  the  Pantheon 
(p.  286)  in  1794. 

301/2  M.  NanteuU'U'Haudouin,  —  35  M.  Ormoy-ViUers, 
38  yL  Cr^y-en-Valois  (Hdteh  des  Trois-Pigeons^  de  la  Qare), 
a  town  witb  5213  inbab.,  was  tbe  ancient  capital  of  the  YaloiB, 
wbieb  belonged  to  a  younger  biancb  of  tbe  royal  family  of  France. 
It  snffered  greatly  in  tbe  wars  against  the  Englisb  in  the  14-1 5th  cent- 
uries. A  few  traces  still  remain,  on  a  bill  to  the  left  of  the  station- 
gate,  of  the  Chdteau  des  VcUois.  Among  other  interesting  buildings 
are  the  old  collegiate  church  ot  8t,  Thomas  (begun  after  1180  and 
dedicated  to  Thomas  I.  Becket),  with  a  facade  of  the  13th  and  a 
tower  of  the  15th  century;  the  parish  church  of  St.  Denis,  in  the 
Komanesque  and  Gothic  styles,  with  a  modern  belfry;  and  the  18th 
cent.  Town  Oates.  In  the  interior  of  the  latter  church  the  choir  (15th 
cent.),  the  pulpit,  and  the  other  ancient  wood-carvings  should  be 
noticed.  —  In  the  Rue  St.  Denis,  which  leads  hence  back  to  the 

centre  of  the  town,  are  some  quaint  houses.

30.  From  Paris  to  Sceaux. 

An  excursion  to  Seeattx  and  Robinson  and  a  stroll  through  tbe  Bois  de 
VerrUres  are  recommended  to  those  who  are  interested  in  ttie  beauties  of 
tbe  outlying  districts  of  Paris  as  distinct  from  the  historic  haunts  to  which 
the  ordinary  tourist  usually  confines  himself. 

A.  By  Tramway  {TBI;  Appx.,  p.  41),  5Vj  M.,  in  1  hr.  5  min.  (fares 
45  or  25  c).  The  cars  start  at  St.  Oermain-des-Prii  (p.  295)  and  stop  at 
Fowlenaff-imx-B.osee  ('correspondance^  with  other  tramways  and  omnibuses, 
whic^  are  usually  crowded  on  Sun.  and  holidays  in  fine  weather).  From 
ihb  terminus  we  have  fully  1  M.  to  walk  to  Sceaux  by  a  pleasant  road, 
but  bere  is  a  tramway  from  the  Champ-de-Mars  to  Chdtenay  via  Montrouge 
(p«  ^^>.  Bagneux  (p.  408),  Fontenay-aux- Roses,  and  Sceaux  (see  Appx., 
p.  A3). 

The  Vmnway  follows  the  wide  Rue  de  Rennes  to  the  Gare  Mont- 
pamasse  5,  335^   jt  then  turns  to  the  left  into  the  Boul.

To  the  left  of  tbe  Rue  Bw 
cicBut  Is  tbe  ChurrK,  and  to  the  left  of  that  a  Bust  of  La  Fojiiaiit, 
erected  in  1894  by  tbe  'Rosatl',  a  poetic  fellowship  whose  beadquarMn 
are  at  Fontenay-aaii-RoBes.

The  line  is  earrlod  by  a  tunnel  under  the  Boul.  St  Michel  to  lif 
station  of  Porl-Royoi  (p.  331),  situated  at  the  Oarrefoiir  de  rObsW 
vato!ie[p,  334).  Thence  another  tunnel  takes  it  boueacb  the  AveaM 
de  rObsetvatolre  and  the  Roe  and  Place  Denfert-Rochereau  (p.^Stl 
to  the  station  of  PaTliSenfert  (PI .  G,  20),  the  former  Qare  de  Setata. 
Tbe  railway  then  crosses  several  viaducts  and  traverses  tb^^  parll  of 
Moiitaoniis  (p.  333).  View  on  the  left  of  tbe  valley  of  tbe-^*vM  and 
tbe  heights  of  Belleville,  ia/4  M.  £ceatix-CeJnlur<,  thejunoliou  fw 
tbc  Chemlii  de  Fer  de  Ceinture  (Paro-de-Montsonia  Stat.;  t« 
Appi..,  p. 45).  To  tbel.ett,otttiide  tbe  fortiftoitions.are  liefortA

SVs  M.  ArcueU,  a  village  (8426  inhab.)  in  the  valley  of  the 
Bttvre,  with  a  church  of  the  13-15th  centuries. 

To  the  left,  visible  both  on  reaching  and  quitting  the  station,  is  the 
large  Aqaednot  of  Aroueil,  consisting  in  fact  of  two  aqueducts,  one  above 
the  other,  with  a  total  height  of  135  ft.  The  name  of  the  village  is  derived 
from  ftn  ancient  aqueduct  (Areuli)  constructed  here  by  the  Romans,  on  the 
aito  of  which  Salomon  Debrosse  (1613-24)  built  another  aqueduct,  ilO  yds. 
lOiBg,  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  water  from  the  village  otEungU  to  the 
garaen  of  the  Luxembourg.  In  1868-72  a  second  and  larger  aqueduct  was 
plaeed  on  the  top  of  this  for  conveying  the  water  from  the  reservoir  of 
La  Vanne  (p.  388). 

On  the  right  appear  Bagneux,  Foutenay-aux-Koses,  and  the  fort 
of  Ch&tillon  Qp.  408).  To  the  left  are  L'Hay  and  CheviUy^  also  scenes 
of  contests  during  the  siege  of  Paris. 

6Vs  ^*  Bonrg-la-Beine  (^Bestaurant-Cafi  Perdereaux ,  in  the 
-  Place ;  Caf6  Jouffroy^  Grande-Rue  66),  with  4181  inhab.,  is  a  favourite 
summer  residence,  with  Udo  nursery-gardens.  In  the  Place  Con- 
dorcet,  about  2  min.  from  the  station,  is  a  marble  bust,  by  Tru- 
pheme,  of  Condorcet  (1743-94),  the  philosopher,  who  poisoned 
himself  in  prison  here  to  escape  the  ignominy  of  the  srafTold.  — 
A  branch-line  to  the  left  runs  through  the  Bievre  valley  to  Palaiseau- 
Lisnours  (see  p.  411). 

6  M.  Seeaux  (see  below).  The  railway  now  describes  a  curve 
to  the  N.,  passing  (7  M.)  Fontenay-aux- Rosea  (p.  408J.  —  7^2  M. 
Seeaux^Bobinsonj  a  station  between  the  town  of  Seeaux  and  Robin- 
son (p.  410). 

Seeaux  (Hdtel  de  VEtoile-du~Nord;  Restaurant  du  Pare,  near 
the  church),  a  small  town  with  4541  inhab.,  pleasantly  situated 
upon  a  hill  amid  charming  scenery.    The  Chateau  of  Seeaux^  built 
by  Colbert ,  afterwards  became  the  property  of  the  Due  du  Maine, 
son  of  Louis  XIY  and  Mme.  de  Montespan.    During  the  first  half 
of  the  18th  cent,  it  was  celebrated  for  the  brilliant  fetes  given  here 
by  the  Duohesse  du  Maine  to  the  little  court  of  wits  and  ^grands  seig- 
neurs' she  assembled  around  her.  The  chateau  was  destroyed  at  the 
Revolution.    A  small  piece  of  the  Park  (near  the  churrh)  has  been 
preserved  and  is  open  to  the  public  (band  on  Sun.,  1-5).     The 
Chuireh  contains  a  Baptism  of  Christ,  by  Tuby.  Beside  it  are  monu- 
^^  ments  to  Florian  (1755-94),  the  poet  and  fabulist,  who  is  buried  in 
*  ;    the  cemetery  of  Seeaux,  to  the  Provencal  poet  Aubanel  (1828-86), 
■    and  to  the  author  Paul  Arftne  (1843-96).   About  V4  ^r-  farther  on  is 
i    the  LycSe  Ldkanal,    A  War  Monument  (1870-71)  was  erected  here 
in  1902.  —  Seeaux  is  the  meeting-place  of  the  'Cigaliers'  or  T<^bres', 
a  society  whose  aim  it  is  to  keep  alive  and  foster  the  literature  of 
the  Provencal  language.  —  Conveyances  (SO  c."^  \si«&vi\.  vj,^0^  X-x-^iKw  \vsv 
Robinson  (26  mln.).

Branch-lines  run  hence  to  (9V2  M.)  Versailles  (p.  349),  (11  M.)  VaUn- 
ton^  and  (8V2  M.)  Juvisy  (j^,  415),  via  (3  M.)  L<mgjumeau  (p.  413). 

11  M.  Palaiiean  (^Eeu  de  France,  Grand'  Rue),  on  the  Yvette, 
an  ancient  place  (pop.  2808),  which  owes  its  name  to  a  Merovingian 
palace  presented  in  754  by  P^pin  le  Bref  to  the  abbey  of  St  Germain- 
des-Pr^s,  and  now  destroyed.  In  the  Place  de  la  Mairie  is  a  bronze 
statue  by  Lefeuvre  of  Joseph  Bara ,  a  boy-volunteer  killed  by  the 
Vend^ens  in  1794  (see  p.  308).  The  Church,  behind  the  town- 
hall,  dates  from  the  13th  cent.,  but  has  a  doorway  of  the  12th. 

The  train  now  descends  the  pretty  valley  of  the  Tvette,  which  is 

flanked  by  wooded  hills,  and  stops  at  Le  Rocher,  station  for  Villelor^ 

(Restaurant  de  I'Ermitage),  to  the  E.  —  13  M.  Lox^re.    We  cross 

the  Yvette.    Fine  view  to  the  right  and  retrospect  to  the  left.  — 

Le  Ouichet,  —  15  M.  Orsay,  a  large  village  Unely  situated  to  the 

left;  151/2 M.  Bures;  171/2  M.  Qif;  I8V2M.  CourctUe.  —  20 V2  M. 

8i,  Bemy-Us'Chevreuse,  the  station  for  the  valley  of  Ghevreuse ;  to 

the  right  are  seen  the  ruins  of  Ghevreuse  chlLteau. 

The  railway  here  quits  the  valley  of  the  Tvette.  —  231/2  M.  (from  Paris) 
Boullap-let-  Troux  (3  H.),  whence  an  omnibus  plies  to  (4  M.)  Cernay-la-Ville 
(p.  412).  —  26  M.  lAmovrs  (2V2H.),  a  large  village  where  Francis  I.  built  a 
royal  palace,  afterwards  the  residence  of  the  Buchesse  d^Etampes,  Diane 
de  Poitiers,  and  Richelieu. 

The  road,  passing  through  the  village  of  St.  Remy,  crosses  the 

Yvette  and  turns  to  the  left.    A  shorter  and  pleasanter  footpath 

leads  along  the  railway-line  to  the  left,  passes  the  Chdteau  de  Cou- 

hertin,  and  then  runs  straight  through  a  meadow. 

CheYreilBe. —  HStel  du  Gbakd-Coubbibb,  Buede  la  Maine*,  de  la  Cboix 
Blancbb  ;  DK  L'^EspfiBANCB.  —  Omnibtu  to  Dampierre  (p.  412),  La  Verri^re, 
Levy-St-Nom,  and  Mesnil-St-Denis.  —  Carriages  at  Follain's. 

Chevreuse,  a  small  place  (pop.  1826),  was  the  capital  of  a  barony, 
afterwards  (after  1545)  a  duchy,  which  subsequently  came  into  the 
hands  of  the  Guise  family.  Marie  de  Rohan-Montbazon  (1600-79), 
wife  of  Olaude  de  Lorraine,  Duke  of  Ghevreuse,  took  a  prominent 
part  in  the  intrigues  of  the  Fronde  under  Louis  Xlll.  The  Ruined 
Chdteau  rises  265  ft.  above  the  town,  to  which  it  lends  a  picturesque 
appearance.  It  is  reached  by  a  fatiguing,  sandy  path.  Th^  tqI^^ 
consist  mainly  of  a  massive  donjon  and  two  tow  era,  iio^  ^^«tA^^NS«^ 
ivy.    The  view  from  the  top  is  very  attractive.  —  tVv^^  CKwcV  V^s* 
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some  fair  mural  paintings  by  M.deCoubertin.  Opposlta  the  3.  portd    | 
is  anoglval  RomsDeBqaedooiwayof  the  indent  Priory  of  SI.  SatnrrUn. 

The  road  from  OhaweuBeto  DampierrB  (omn.,  see  p. 411),  thougli 
pictotesque,  is  aimosC  entirely  deatitnte  of  shade.  On  the  right  rise 
wooded  hills,  and  on  the  heighu  to  the  left  is  the  modern  CMt«au 
de  BeviUtri.  The  ChSUau  dt  Mavvibre,  near  the  left  side  of  the 
loiA  Caitbei  on.  dates  from  the  18th  century.  Ve  skiit  the  long 
wall  concealing  the  ChtlUaa  ile  BeapttiK'MTt  on  the  left,  and,  beyond 
a  milt  on  the  Yvette,  reacii  the  Tillage  of  Dampiene. 

Sampiane  [Hitti-Rataarant  St.  Pitrre;  omnthns,  see  -p.  410),  a 
village  ot  680  Inhab.,  is  noted  toi  Its  magnificent  'Chdttau,  belong- 
ing to  the  dn<»l  family  of  I..D7ne9.  The  nelghbonnng  ChuivA  con- 
tains the  biuial  vault  of  the  Dues  de  Lnynes,  in  a  closed  ;tbapel  to 
the  left  of  the  cboli,  and  an  elegant  IGth  ceat.  staircase  in  carved 
wood  (restored),  to  the  right  of  the  organ.

clude the  fares  within  Paris,  which  are  collected  separately  in  the  cars, 
the  Arps^on  line  from  outside  the  fortifications  belonging  to  another  com- 
pany. —  The  electric  tramway  running  parallel  to  ours  does  not  go  beyond 
Antony  (see  below). 

The  Tramway  d'Ajpajon  proper  begins  at  the  Porte  d'OrlSana 
(Pi.  G,  18)  and  followg  in  the  main  the  OrWans  road.  The  halts  in- 
dicated below  are  those  of  the  electric  tramway.  We  pass  Le  Ordnd- 
Montrouge,  an  uninteresting  manufacturing  village  (three  stations), 
Areueilj  and  La  Croix-d'Areueil^  to  the  W.  (p.  409).  To  the  right  is 
the  Fort  de  Montrouge,  beyond  which  is  the  extensive  Cemetery 
of  Bagneux,  Fine  view,  to  the  right,  of  Bagneuz  and  Fontenay-aux- 
Roses;  to  the  left,  the  double  aqueduct  of  Aroueil  (p.  409).  —  La 
Grange  d^Ory.  —  2  M.  BagneuXy  at  which  the  steam-tramway  halts ; 
tlie  village  (p.  408)  lies  about  8/4  M.  to  the  W.  The  line  descends 
rapidly  to  La  Fateneerie,  a  station  Just  outside  Bourg-la-Beine. 

3  M.  Bourg-la-Reine  (p.  409),  station  in  the  Place  Condorcet.  — 
In  the  upper  part  of  the  town,  not  far  from  the  Lyc^e  Lakanal  (to 
the  right)  is  the  station  of  Petit-Chamhord  (Sceaux;  p.  409).  — 
A^iM.  La  OroiX'de-Bemy.  About  IV4M.  to  the  E.  Is  Fremes-Us- 
BungUj  with  large  prisons.  —  Farther  on  is  Antony  (p.  410),  where 
the  tramway  has  a  stopping-place  before  reaching  the  (6M.)  princi- 
pal station.  The  Pont'S Antony,,  heyond  the  Blevre,  is  a  third  station. 

The  steam-tramway  continues  to  ascend  the  Orleans  road  to  Le 
PeUt'Masty,  a  station  IV4  M.  to  the  left  of  Massy  (p.  411).  Fine 
view  of  the  valley  of  the  Blevre.  —  7  M.  Wiasous,  on  the  Grande- 
Geinture  line  from  Noisy-le-Seo  to  Versailles.  The  tower  of  Mont- 
Ih^ry  is  seen  In  the  far  distance  on  the  right,  and  shortly  after  re- 
appears on  the  left.  Beyond  Morangis jWith.  its  old  chateau,  the  line 
descends  towards  the  valley  of  the  Yvette.  |Near  Chilly  -  Maxarin 
formerly  stood  a  chateau  of  the  Due  de  Mazarin  (d.  1713),  nephew 
of  the  famous  cardinal.  ChiUy-Qrande-CeintuTe,  We  descend  a  steep 
Incline. 

10 V2^  Longjiuneaii  {H6tel8t»  Pierre ^  Grande-Rue;  du  Cadran^ 
near  the  tramway-station),  an  old  town  with  2343  inhab.,  in  ^e 
valley  of  the  Yvette,  noted  for  the  peace  concluded  In  1568  between 
the  Roman  Catholics  and  the  Protestants  (the  *Paix  Fourr^e'  or 
'Petite  Paix*).  In  the  Place  de  la  Malrle,  reached  by  the  Grande-Rue, 
rises  a  monument,  by  P.  Foumler,  to  Ad.  Adam  (1803-66),  composer 
of  the  opera  'The  Postilion  of  Longjumeau'.  Farther  on  is  the  Church 
(13-14th  cent.).    The  Chdteau  d^Engeval  is  modem.

Tramways,  see  Appx., 

jpp.  41,  42,  43.  —  6V2  M.  Vitry  (pop.  9894);   the  station  is  1/2  M. 

from  the  centre  of  the  village,  wMch  is  on  tibie  line  of  tramway.  It 

possesses  a  church  of  the  13-14th  centuries.    The  Moulin  Saquet  (to 

'  *  the  W.)  played  an  important  part  in  the  siege  of  Paris  in  1870-71. 

We  now  approach  the  Seine. 

6^/4  M.  ChoiBy-le-Boi  (Hdtel  dea  VoyageurSy  at  the  end  of  the 
Rue  du  Pont;  Beataurant  Pomp€idotw,  on  the  right  bank,  near  the 
bridge),  a  pleasant  town  with  11,607  inhab.,  known  in  connection 
with  its  chateau,  which  Mile,  de  Montpensier  built  in  1682,  and  which 
was  subsequently  acquired  by  Louis  XY.  It  was  completely  destroyed 
at  the  Revolution.  Near  the  bridge,  before  the  station,  on  the  left 
bank,  is  a  bronze  8tattit  of  a  Fighting  Sailor^  by  Hercule,  com- 
memorating the  combats  at  the  'Gare  aux  Boeufs'  in  1870.  The 
Rue  du  Pont  passes  a  little  to  the  left  of  the  former  BuUdithga  of  the 
CMtteaUj  now  occupied  by  a  porcelain  manufactory.  The  Mairie  and 
the  Church,  on  the  right  of  the  street  farther  on,  date  from  the  18th 
century.  At  the  point  where  the  street  ends  in  the  handsome  Avenue 
de  Paris  is  a  bronze  statue,  by  L.  Steiner,  of  Rouget  de  Lisle,  author 

of  the  'MarseUlaise',  who  died  at  Ghoisy  in  1836. 

From  the  Avenue  de  Paris  to  Scecnuc  (p.  409),  5V4  M. ;  to  La  Croix-de- 
Bemv  (p.  413),  5M.  From  the  bridge  to  (h'iUil  (p.  417),  3  H.-,  to  Bonneuil 
(p.  418),  3S/4  M. 

Beyond  Ohoisy  the  railway  passes  under  the  Ligne  de  Grande- 
Ceinture.  —  91/2  M.  Ablon  (pop.  1332),  a  village  about  1 1/4  M.  to 
the  S.W.  of  Villeneuve-St-Georges  (p.  418)  by  the  left  bank  of  the 
Seine.  Steamboats  to  Paris,  see  above.  —  lOi/2  M.  Athis-Mons 
(pop.  2612),  near  the  confluence  of  the  Orge  and  the  Seine.  The 
ChdUau  d'Athia  was  inhabited  by  St.  Louis  and  Philippe  le  Bel.  —  To 
the  left  is  the  railway  from  Paris  to  Gorbeil  (p.  419). 

12Vs  M.  Juvisy-Bur-Orge  (^Hdtel  BeUe-Fontaine,  at  the  station), 
a  town  with  3611  inhab.,  and  a  station  used  by  both  railways  (comp. 
alfo  p.  419).  The  park  of  the  old  Chateau  was  laid  out  by  Le  N6tre, 
and  now  eontains  M.  Oamille  Flammarion's  observatory  and  dimato- 
logical  station  (visitors  admitted  on  application). 

Onx  line  now  ascends  the  pretty  valley  of  the  Orge,  which  is 
crossed  by  the  Pont  dea  BeUea-Fontainea,  consisting  of  two  bridges 
one  alMTe  the  other,  built  in  the  18th  century.

the  viaduct  is  spanned  by  a  Bridge  oonnecting  Nogont  and  Cltam- 
pigny  (p.  417).  Le  Pcneux  has  annual  fetes  on  the  last  Son.  in 
June  and  the  flrst  Sun.  In  July.  In  front  of  the  chuich  stands  a  ATiin- 
vment  of  Watteau,  who  died  at  Nogent  in  1721.  To  the  S.,  in  the 
Mame,  lies  the  lie  de  Beaati,  where  Charles  YII  is  said  to  havs 
erected  a  chateau,  whicli  he  preeonfed  to  AgnJs  Sorel  with  the  tide 
of  'Dame  de  Beauts.  The  Jardin  Colonial,  a  large  school  of  agricul- 
ture, is  in  the  Avenue  de  la  BeUe-QabrieUe.  On  the  N.,  towards 
Fonlanay-aous-Bois  (see  above),  rises  the  Fori  of  Nogent.

The  latter  is  also  connected  with  Paris  by  the  Villemomble  tramway  (see 
Appx.,  p.  44).  —  To  the  N.  of  Neuilly-Plaisance  lies  the  Plateau  d^Avron 
i(Si75  it.;  view),  which  played  a  part  during  the  siege  of  Paris  in  1870. 
Beyond  are  Villemomble  and  Le  Raincy^  two  neighbouring  localities  on 
the  line  to  Nancy  (8  M.  from  the  Gare  de  TEst),  both  traversed  by  tramways 
.(see  Appx.,  pp.  44,  42).  Le  Raincy  is  a  modern  town  of  7129  inhab.,  with 
numerous  villas  built  in  the  former  park  of  the  chateau,  which  belonged 
to  the  Orleans  family.  To  the  8.  of  Keuilly-Plaisance  is  Newlly-mr-Mame 
i(9V2M.  from  Paris),  a  village  with  3118  inbab.  and  a  filtering  -  station  of 
the  Compagnie  des  Eaux,  on  the  Chemin  de  Fer  Nogentais  from  Vincennes 
to  Ville-Evrard  (see  Appx.,  p.  44). 

7  M.   Joinville-le-Pont  {Cafes-Restaurants  de  la  Ttte-Noire^  h  la 

Source^  botli  on  the  quay)  is  a  village  of  6016  Inhah.  on  the  right 

bank  of  the  Mame,  the  chief  boating-centre  on  the  river,  and  a 

favourite  summer-resort.    The  partially  subterranean  Canal  de  St. 

Maufj  nearly  8/4  M.  in  length,  which  cuts  off  a  large  bend  in  the 

Mame  (see  below)  and  is  therefore  of  great  importance  to  navigation, 

begins  herej  it  was  constructed  in  1809-26.   Joinville  possesses  a 

national  farm  (*La  Faisanderie'),  the  Villa  Palissy,  etc.   The  stands 

on  the  Yincennes  racecourse  are  6  min.  from  the  station. 

Tramways  run  hence  to  St.  Maur-les-Foss^s  (IV4  M.),  Gharenton,  and 
Ghampigny  (iVs  M.),  and  from  St.  Maur  to  the  Porte  de  Vincennes  (M^tro- 
politain).; 

8  M.  8t,  Maur-leS'Fotses  (Gaf^s  at  the  Gare  du  Pare  and  the  Gare  de 
Ghampigny),  a  town  of  23,036  inhab.,  spreads,  with  its  dependencies 
(Le  Pare,  La  Pie,  La  Varenne,  St.  Hilaire,  and  Ghampignol),  over  the 
bend  which  the  river  makes  between  it  and  Joinville.  St.  Maur  was 
the  seat  of  a  Benedictine  abbey  founded  in  638,  which  possessed 
relics  of  the  saint  who  gave  his  name  to  the  town.  The  treaty  which 
put  an  end  to  the  'Gnerre  du  Bien  Public'  was  concluded  here  in 
1466.  A  pilgrimage  to  Notre-Dame  des  Miracles  takes  place  on  the 
2nd  Sun.  In  July.  St.  Maur  is  also  the  station  for  Criteilj  an  old  place 
-with  4923  inhab.,  a  short  distance  away.

(6666  inhab.)  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Mame,  here  steep  and  prettily 
wooded.  The  station  is  at  Champignoly  on  the  right  bank.  The  Ghemin 
de  Fer  de  Grande- Geinture,  which  joins  the  Ligne  de  I'Est  via  Nogent- 
sur-Mame,  has  another  station  at  Le  Plant-de-  Champigny^  on  the  left 
bank,  near  the  road  leading  to  the  new  bridge  of  Nogent-sui-Marne

Hodbs  of  Admission  to  thb  Palagb:  daily  from  10  to  6  o** clock  in 
summer  and  from  11  to  4  in  winter  (Oct. -April),  gratis.  The  custodian  who 
shows  the  apartments  (fee)  is  to  be  found  at  the  entrance,  or  in  the 
principal  court,  or  in  the  offices  to  the  left  of  the  railing  (PI.  3).  The 
Tisit  takes  about  an  hour. 

Fontainehleau  is  a  qniet  place  with  broad,  regalarly  laid  out 
streets,  and  14,160  inhabitants.  It  is  now  a  fashionable  and  some- 
wbat  expensive  summer-resort.  Its  celebrated  palace  was  one  of 
[*  the  favourite  royal  residences. 

In  the  Rue  Grande,  leading  from  the  station,  is  the  Church  (Pi.  1),

Dtiorme,  and,  iltlloagh  of  enonnnils  extent,  Is  lesi  impoibig 
In  ippfuance  than  other  ehSCeaux  of  tliis  period,  aa,  exrept  in  Bone 
of  the  paiiiiona,  Iheie  Is  only  one  story  above  the  gtonndfloor.  The 
interior  decoration,  howeTer,  Is  deservedly  mncb  admired ;  It  li 
the  atyie  of  Oiulio  Romano  and  was  executed  by  Italian  and  Frenrh 
artiets  (Ecbool  of  FontainebJean).  Henri  IV  (d.  IHIO]  and  his  ion 
Lonis  XllI  (d.  1643)  made  considerable  additions,  but  slnoe  thil 
period  it  has  Dndergone  little  allaratlon.  It  was  a  favonrite  letl- 
denco  of  Napoleon  I.,  bot  after  1816  it  was  ranch  neglected.  LonU 
Philippe  and  Napoleon  In.  spent  large  sums  in  restoring  It.  — 
Ourator,  M.  Gporgea  d'Eiparbos.

The  OouESD  Ceieyal-Blanc,  hynhichne  enter,  derltes  its  ni 
from  a  cast  nf  a  statue  of  Hirnits  Anrellus  {nt,  Home),   which  o 
stood  in  it.   It  is  sometimes  oalled  the  Cour  des  Aditux  fioxa  htvlftE 
been  the  Bcene  of  Napoleon's  parting  from  the  grenadiers  of  his  Olil 
ODaidon20thAprU,  1814,  after  hlsabdication.   Bere,  t< 
Haroh,  1813,  on  his  return  from  Elba,  the  emperor  reviewed  An 
same  troops  before  marching  with  them  to  Paris. 

The  central  part  of  the  palace  is  approached  by  the  mi 
EteaUer  dv  Fer-A-Chtval,  so  named  from  its  horseshoe  form,  i 
was  consttucted  by  .1.  Lemercier  in  1634.  Below  is  the  usual  enl 
for  visitors.

Affabtehents  uh  NAror.£oN  PnBuieB,  on  the  aide  of  the  gardu>l 
naif  to  the  Orangery.  These  consist  of  an  antecbsjuber,  with  piiol*! 
ings  above  the  doors  bj  BoxicTwr,  wid  elolures  of  the  period  of  J.  1-1 
J>«Wdj  senretary's  room,  ■viYOi  li»50\eo\C»  twa^iigi  wdtlng'da'' 
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bath^rooiU)  with  mirrors  adorned  with  paintings  by  BarthiUmy^ 
bronght  firom  the  apartments  of  Marie  Antoinette  at  the  Petit- 
Trianon  ;  room  in  which  Napoleon  signed  his  abdication  in  favour 
of  his  son  on  4th  April,  1814,  on  the  small  round  table  in  the  centre; 
study,  with  a  ceiling  by  J.  B,  Regnaultj  representing  Law  and 
Justice;  bedroom  with  a  handsome  chimneypiece  of  the  time  of 
Louis  XYI,  Napoleon's  bed,  and  fine  furniture  and  bronzes. 

To  the  left  is  the  *Salle  du  Gonseil,  of  the  period  of  Louis  XY, 
decorated  by  Boucher  and  Van  LoOy  and  containing  furniture  covered 
with  Beauvais  tapestry.  —  Then  the  *Salle  du  Tbone  ,  with  a 
handsome  ceiling,  containing  a  chandelier  in  rock  crystal  (time  of 
Oharles  IX),  wainscoting  executed  in  the  reigns  of  Louis  XIII  and 
Louis  XIV,  and  a  bust  of  Napoleon  I.  by  Canova. 

We  next  enter  the  *Apfabtements  de  Marie  Antoinette  :  her 
boudoir,  with  two  fine  ivory  vases ;  her  bedroom,  adorned  with  silk 
hangings  presented  by  the  city  of  Lyons  and  containing  the  cradle  of 
the  King  of  Rome  (adorned  with  a  figure  of  Victory)  and  a  jewel- 
case  of  Marie  Louise ;  the  music-room,  with  a  small  round  table  in 
Sevres  porcelain;  saloon  of  the  ladies-in-waiting,  with  Louis  XVI 
furniture  and  Beauvais  tapestry. 

We  now  reach  the  GAiiSRiE  de  Diane,  or  de  la  Biblioth^que 
(30,000  vols.),  a  haU  94  yds.  in  length,  constructed  under  Henri  IV 
and  restored  by  Napoleon  I.  and  Louis  XVIII.  It  is  adorned  with 
paintings  representing  mythological  scenes,  by  Blondel  and  A.  de 
Pujol^  a  portrait  of  Henri  IV  by  Mausaissey  etc.  The  central  glass- 
case  at  the  entrance  contains  a  facsimile  of  the  abdication  of  Na- 
poleon I.   To  the  left  of  the  entrance  are  Monaldeschi*s  sword  and 

coat-K)f-mail. 

Under  the  Galerie  de  Diane  is  the  old  Oalerie  de*  Cer/tj  which  is 
not  shown  to  visitors.  It  was  in  this  room  in  1657  that  Queen  Christina 
of  Sweden,  while  a  guest  at  the  French  court  after  her  abdication  (1654), 
caused  her  unfortunate  equerry  and  favourite  Count  Monaldeschi  to  be 
put  to  death  after  a  pretended  trial  for  treason. 

We  are  next  conducted  (usually  through  the  Galerie  de  Diane)  to 
the  Salons  de  Reception,  running  parallel  to  Marie  Antoinette's 
apartments ,  and  overlooking  the  Cour  Ovale  (p.  425).  The  ante- 
chamber is  embellished  with  Gobelins  tapestry  of  the  Louis  XIV 
period,  and  the  following  apartment  (Salon  des  Tapisseries)  with 
very  ancient  tapestry  from  Flanders  (myth  of  Psyche),  etc.  The 
chamber  of  Francis  I.,  which  contains  a  handsome  chimneypiece, 
partly  of  the  16th  century,  has  a  coffered  ceiling,  and  is  also  adorned 
with  Flemish  tapestry  (royal  hunting-parties). 

The  beautiful  Salon  Louis  Tbeize,  in  which  Louis  XHI  was  born, 
is  decorated  with  paintings  by  Amhroise  Dubois  (d.  at  Fontainebleau 
in  1615)  from  the  story  of  Theagenes  and  Charicles,  and  contains  a 
mirror  of  Venetian  glass,  said  to  be  the  earliest  mirror  introdwt^^ 
into  France,  and  an  ivory  jewel-case  that  beloiige^to  kwxvfc  ^1  Kv^av.^"^- 
—  The  Salle  St.  Louis  contains  fifteen  pietwxes  Te\»X\w?.  Vi  ^^\\^«^  ^"^ 
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Henri  IV,  and  i  mirble  telip,/,  by  Jacquct,  ot  Honri  IV  on  hoTia- 
bacfc.  —  In  [heSjLONDBB  Jiux,  oroBB  Aidbb-ub-Oabp,  a  Louis XIV 
clonk  end  two  cleats  in  carved  ebony  of  tie  16-I7th  centuries.  — 
The  Sallb  dbs  Oaedgb,  the  Ust  of  this  series,  contiins  s  bandEome 
climneypiece,  partly  by  O.  Ptlon,  idorned  witl  s  bust  ut  Henri  IV 
and  RtituDS  of  Power  and  Peace,  and  a  fine  modem  Qooriag. 

The  EBCij.lBS.  DV  Rot,  or  grand  staircase,  occupying  the  site  of  ■ 
(onner  bedioom,  Is  adorned  itith  paintings  by  NIc,  dtll'  Abbale,  after 
Primatlccto,  lia  m&Eter,  and  restored  or  entirely  repainted  by  A,  dt 
Pajal.  The  subjects  are  from  the  life  of  Alaiander.  The  Conr  OtbIo 
(p.  425)  is  well  seen  from  the  landing.  —  In  the  Pabsaqb  and 
Antbuuahurk  are  paintings  by  BouUongne  (Yenus  and  Cupids),  and 

The  Apr*BTBMEKTS  DB  Maoahb  de  Mainthson  are  leas  interest- 
ing. In  the  ealon  is  a  flre-acreen  worked  by  the  ladies  of  SI.  Cyr,  » 
Uoale  tablo,  and  chairs  coreied  In  tapestry.  —  Thence  a  passage 
leads  to  the  — 

•0A1.FBIB  jjBnEKHlDEUs,  Or  Sallb  heb  FStbb  (liS  by  33  ft.J, 
constructed  by  Francis  1.,  and  richly  decorated  by  Uenri  II  for  Diane 
de  PoltierB.  The  ciescent  and  the  monogram  D  H  freqneaO;  recur  In 
lie  ornamentation.  The  mythological  frescoes  afUr  Primaticeio  by 
his  pupil  Sie.  delX  Abbott  have  been  restored  by  Alaux,  and  have 
tins  lost  mooh  of  their  originality.  At  the  end  of  the  hall  is  a 
handtiome  chimneypiece.  The  vrindoirs  afford  a  pleaiiant  suney  of 
the  gardens. 

Retracing  out  steps  to  the  Salon  St.  Louis,  we  tnrn  to  the  left 
into  the  Galerib  db  Fran;o[s  Pbehibb,  irluch  mns  parallel  with 
the  apartments  of  Napolsoti  I.  on  the  side  next  the  Gour  de  la  Fon- 
taine [p.  4253.  The  gallery  is  embellished  with  fourteen  large  com- 
positions by  Ro»o  Boisi,  representing  allegoriGal  and  mythologioal 
scenes  reialing  to  tie  history  and  adTentures  o(  Francis  I.  The 
paintings  are  separated  from  each  other  by  bas-reliefs,  earyattdas, 
trophies,  and  medallions.  Tie  salamander,  being  the  king's  heraldic 
emblem,  and  his  initial  F  frequently  reenr. 

The  VBSTiDDtE  d'Honneob,  between  the  Esealier  dn  Fer-i- 
Cle^al  (p.  422)  and  the  Galerie  Franjois  Premier,  possesses  two 
handsome  oaken  doors  of  the  time  of  Lonis  SJII  and  fonr  modem 
doors  in  the  same  style.  It  contains  also  a  Jewel-casket  in  BSvres 
porcelain  of  the  time  of  Louis  Plillppe  and  a  statue,  in  onyi  a 
silver,  by  Cordirr. 

To  the  left  are  the  Appabtbuchts  i>us  Rbikbs  Mbbbb  and  of 
Pins  VII.  These  were  successively  occupied  by  Catherine  de  M*- 
diols  [d,  1688),  by  Anne  of  Aastria  (d.  1666),  mother  of  Louis  XIV, 
and  by  Pope  Pius  VII.,  who  was  a  prisoner  here  from  Jane,  1812, 
to  Jan.,  1814.  We  pass  througl  an  antechamber  with  chairs  and 
hangings  in  Oordovan  lesthei  ani  k  mi^uWlMnt  Louis  Sill  cheat; 
the  flre-place,  Bacctimal,  t^v  N.  HolU.  — "lVaTOBW.ioima,iii*tak 
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^as  set  apart  for  the  officers  of  the  houseliold,  is  adorned  with  Gobe- 
LinB  tapestry  (Story  of  Esther)  of  1740  and  has  a  commode  by 
QoutUlre,  —  The  Salon  de  Re'ception,  also  hung  with  Gobelins,  and 
romished  with  chairs  upholstered  in  Beanvais  tapestry,  has  a  *Geil- 
Lng  in  the  Louis  XIII  style.  —  The  furniture  in  the  bedroom  of  Anne 
of  Austria  (with  similar  hangings)  is  of  the  Empire  period.  —  Beyond 
this  are  two  small  rooms,  the  first  of  which  contains  a  portrait  of 
Pius  YII.  after  David,  and  the  second  two  commodes  in  Ijie  style  of 
Boule  (one  by  RUsener),  —  Then,  the  pope's  bedroom  (the  arrange- 
ment has  been  altered),  and  two  saloons  with  Gobelins  tapestry.  — 
Traversing  an  antechamber  we  enter  the  Galerie  dbs  Fastes,  con- 
taining a  few  ancient  pictures,  Gobelins  tapestry,  and  portraits  of 
Louis  XY  and  Marie  Lesczinska  by  0.  Van  Loo. 

Lastly  we  reach  the  Galerie  dbs  Assibttbs,  which  is  some- 
times shown  to  visitors  first.  It  derives  its  name  from  the  quaint 
style  in  which  it  was  decorated  by  order  of  Louis  Philippe  with  plates 
}f  porcelain  bearing  views  of  royal  residences,  etc.  Frescoes  by 
A,  DiiboU  have  been  transferred  hither  from  the  Galerie  de  Diane. 

Visitors  are  sometimes  shown  the  ChapeUe  Haute  de  8t.  Satumin, 

containing  the  tribune  of  Henri  II  and  some  ancient  paintings  restored 

In  1895,  and  the  ChapeUe  Basse, 

On  tbe  groundfloor,  to  the  rightf  in  the  main  building  is  a  Ohinese 
Kuaeiim,  open  at  the  same  hours  as  the  palace.  The  entrance  is  in  the 
Cour  de  la  Fontaine  (see  below).  The  collection,  which  is  valuable,  was 
Oegun  after  the  French  expedition  to  China  in  1860.  —  Room  1.  Pertume- 
sensers ;  jardiniere  in  cloisonne  enamel;  lustre^  copper  dragons  and  pigoda; 
low-reliefs  in  jasper ^  lacquer  panels;  elephants^  tasks.  In  the  glass-cases: 
srown  of  the  king  of  Siam;  handsome  ewer,  etc.  —  Room  II.  Wooden 
pagoda;  valuable  jewels,  including  a  belt;  gold  knife,  fork,  and  spoon 
presented  by  Louis  XY  to  the  Siamese  ambassadors;  jewel  of  the  order 
of  the  elephant;  mandarin's  collar  in  jade,  etc.  —  Room  III.  Palanquin; 
weapons  and  armour;  flags,  etc. 

Gardens.  The  principal  entrance  is  by  the  Cour  de  la  Fontaine,  reached 
through  the  large  door  lo  the  right  of  the  Escalier  du  Fer-k-Ciieval.  This 
B0urt}ard  is  flanked  on  three  sides  by  buildings  (on  the  K.  the  Galerie 
Frjii^ois  Premier,  p.  424),  and  on  the  S.  by  a  pond  filled  with  carp,  whose 
greed  is  proverbial. 

On  the  right  lies  the  Jardin  Anffkds^  laid  out  under  Napoleon  I. 

On  the  left,  beyond  the  pond,  rises  the  Porte  Dorie,  It  is  adorned  with 
frescoes  after  Prima^ecio  (restored  by  Pieot).  This  forms  one  of  the  en- 
traaees  to  the  Cour  Ovale,  or  du  Donjon  (not  open  to  the  public),  which  is 
interesting  on  account  of  its  fine  colonnades  of  the  early  French  Renais- 
sance. —  The  Parterre,  another  garden  beyond  the  pond,  was  designed  for 
Louis  XIV  by  Le  Ndtre  and  contains  ornamental  ponds  and  sculpture.  — 
The  Oowr  Henri  Quaire,  to  (he  1?.,  is  now  occupied  by  the  Ecole  d' Apfiication 
U  VArtiUerie  el  du  Qinie.  Farther  on,  to  the  £.,  is  the  Canal  (1312  yds.  long), 
formed  by  order  of  Henri  IV.  —  To  the  N.E.  of  the  Parterre  is  the  Park, 
ivith  a  Labyrinth  at  the  end  and  the  King'e  Vine,  on  the  left  wall,  which 
idds  its  quota  to  the  crop  of  grapes  (^chasselas  de  Fontalnebleau'),  amounting 
4>  about  29,000  bunches  annually,  for  which  the  place  is  famous.

There  ira  two  fine  points  of  \lew  In  the  E.  part  of  tie  forest,  tt 
the  N.  of  Fontatnebleau ;  the  •CVol.c-du-Caiuaire,  ibout  1  M.  abov( 
the  town,  which,  seen  thence,  presents  a  myat  picturesque  appeatonoe, 
and  Clio  'Tour  Denccourt,  whlcli  commanda  a  wide  panoiauis  but 
does  not  Include  the  town  itself.  The  tower  Is  reached  in '/ibi.  [ 
tbe  railway-station  (p.  421)  or  In  */(  hr.  from  the  town.  Tbe  ii 
from  tlie  tatter  leads  vii  the  Rue  Oiande  and  tbe  Melun  road ;  lion 
tbe  latter  the  Olemln  du  Calvalia  diverges  to  the  right,  6  or  7  min, 
from  the  town,  almost  opposite  tbe  chapel  of  Nolre-Damt  de  Bonie- 
coUTK  (left].  —  At  the  Catrefour  de  la  Croli  -  d'Augaa  (I'/a  M.)  we 
follow  the  Chemin  de  FoQtaine-lB-Port  to  tbe  rlghti  about  i/a  M. 
farther  on  a  post  Indicateathe  way  to  theTanrDenecourt  on  tbe  light. 
Tbe  tower,  which  ia  provided  witl  a  belvedere  frfmts.),  bears  a  relief 
medallion,  in  bronie,  of  Denecomt  (d.

Visitors  seldom  eitend  their  eionrsion  beyond  the  Rocheri  (I 
Oorges  de  Franchard,  3  M.  from  the  town  [cair.,  seep.  421).    At  tbi 
N.W,  end  of  the  Rue  de  France  (3/(  M.)  we  follow  the  broad  n   " 
diTerging  to  the  left  from  the  highroad  to  Paris  (which  leads  to  ' 
Oios-Fouleau  and  the  Nid  de  I'Aigle,  see  above).   Carriages  tnm 
the  left  at  the  Route  Rniide.   Pedestrians  quit  tbe  road  after  35  m 
by  a  briiile-path  to  the  left  ("Route  de  la  Fosse-Rate  an),  which  thej  I 
follow  for  5  min.,  then  turn  to  tbe  right  by  another  padi  lending  in  I 
5  min.  more  to  tbe  Baltnirant  de  Franchard  (inquire  ta  to  prices).

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manding  a  view  of  the  whole  gorge.  Harried  visitors  may  engage  one 
of  the  gnides  to  he  fonnd  here,  taking  care  to  make  a  distinct  bargain 
(usually  1 V2  fr')'  ^^®  visitor  returns  to  the  town  by  the  same  route. 

An  excursion  to  the  Roehefs  et  Oorgea  d^Apremont^  the  principal 
seat  of  the  fire  of  1904,  and  the  fine  timber  of  the  neighbouring 
Bas^BriaUy  to  the  N.  of  the  Gorges  de  Franchard,  is  not  less  interest- 
ing than  the  above.  It  requires  4-5  hrs.  from  Fontainebleau  and 
about  1  hr.  less  from  the  Gorges  de  Franchard.  Between  the  Rochers 
d'Apremont  and  the  MorUs  Oircvrd^  another  chain  of  hills  on  the  S., 
extends  the  Dormoir^  a  plain  partly  wooded  and  partly  covered  with 
rocks  and  heath,  one  of  the  most  beautifal  parts  of  the  forest,  and  a 
favourite  sporting « rendezvous.  In  the  upper  part  of  the  Gorges 
d'Apremont  is  situated  the  Caveme  des  Brigands,  where  refreshments 
and  souvenirs  of  the  forest  are  sold  (bargaining  necessary).  Farther 
to  the  N.  is  the  highroad  to  Paris,  already  mentioned,  which  leads  in 
the  direction  of  Fontainebleau  past  the  Hauteurs  de  la  SoUe  to  the 
carrefour  of  the  BeUe-Croix,  near  the  Mare  h  Piat,  and  to  the  Oros 
Fouteau  (p.  426),  etc. 

Barbison  or  BarUzon  (Hdiel  de  la  Foret,  board  7  fr.  per  day,  R.  4-15  fr. ; 
Edt.  de*  Channettes^  B.  from  3,  B.  1,  d^j.  3,  D.  872,  pens,  from  7  fr.;  Hdt. 
de  VBxpoaiiUn^  d^j.  2V21  I>-  3,  pens.  6-8  fr.j  H6t.  de  la  Clef -d' Or ^  R.  2-4, 
d^j.  2V2,  D.  3,  pens.  6-9  fr.)  is  about  »/«  M.  to  tbe  W.  of  the  Bas-Brdaa, 
and  connected  by  tramway  with  Melun  (p.  419;  in  >/4  br.)-  It  is  a  happy 
hnnting  -  ground  for  artists  and  has  inspired  many  canvasses,  including 
those  of  Th.  Rousseau  and  J.  F.  Millet,  but  is  now  chiefly  interesting  for 
the  paintings  by  various  artists  which  decorate  the  walls  of  the  hotels. 
On  a  rock  on  the  edge  of  the  forest  is  a  medallion,  by  Chapu^  in  memory 
of  Millet. 

Among  the  interesting  points  in  the  S.  part  of  the  forest  may  be 
mentioned  the  Bocher  d'Avon^  near  the  palace-park,  between  the 
road  to  Moret  and  that  to  Marlotte,  and  the  Oorge  aux  Loups  and  the 
Loifig-Rocher,  near  the  verge  of  the  forest,  in  the  direction  of  Mar- 
lotte and  Bourron. 

The  village  of  Uarlotte  (E6UI  Mallet^  pens.  6-8  fr.),  >/«  K-  farther  on 
and  6V2  M.  from  Fontainebleau,  is,  like  Barbison,  a  favourite  resort  of 
artists.  The  nearest  station  is  Montigny-aur-Loingy  on  the  line  to  Montargis, 
>/4  M.  to  the  E.,  whence  we  may  return  to  Fontainebleau  via  Moret.  — 
About  V4  ^>  to  the  W.  of  Marlotte,  and  also  near  the  forest,  is  Bourron 
(Hot.  de  la  Paix,  pens.  6  fr.),  suitable  for  a  stay  of  some  time,  with  a  station 
at  the  junction  of  the  lines  from  Montargis  and  Malesherbes.  —  For  Moret^ 
also  much  frequented  by  artists,  see  Baedeker'' e  Northern  France.

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Boulogne-aur-Mer,  so  called  to  distlngalsh  it  from  Boulogne-sur- 
Seine  near  Paris,  the  Oessoriaeum  oi  Bononia  of  the  Romans,  is  an 
important  seaport  and  the  largest  town  in  the  department  of  Pas- 
de-Galais,  sitnated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Liane,  -with  a  population  of 
49,945,  of  whom  oyer  1000  are  permanent  English  residents.  Its 
numerous  schools  enjoy  a  high  reputation.  The  town  is  diyided  into 
the  Haute ^VUU,  or  old  town,  on  the  height  to  the  E.,  and  the  much 
larger  Basse -ViUe,  including  the  harbour.  The  part  of  the  Basse- 
Tille  on  the  left  or  W.  hank  of  the  Liane  is  known  as  CapScure. 

The  Harbour  f  especially  the  E.  part  near  the  Douane  (PI.  D,  2), 
presents  a  very  busy  scene.  Boulogne  stands  next  to  Marseilles, 
Havre,  and  Bordeaux  among  the  seaports  of  France.  Its  commer- 
cial importance  is  increasing,  and  in  1879  extensive  operations 
were  begun  with  the  view  of  enlarging  the  port,  but  their  completion 
bas  been  deferred  owing  to  lack  of  funds.  Vessels  are  now  able  to 
«nter  and  clear  at  low  water.  The  West  Pier  stretches  into  the  sea 
for  a  distance  of  765  yds. 

The  Oare  Maritime  (PI.  D,  2),  on  the  quay  of  the  Folkestone 
steamers,  is  connected  with  the  Qrande  Qare,  or  principal  railway 
station  (PI.  D,  E,  4),  by  a  short  branch-line.  On  the  right  bank  of 
the  Liane,  Immediately  beyond  the  Pont  Marguet  (PI.  E,  3),  is  a 
bronze  statue,  by  Lafrance,  of  FridMc  Sauvage  (1786-1857),  who 
Is  regarded  by  the  French  as  the  inventor  of  the  screw-propeller. 
Thence  the  Quai  Cfambetta  runs  to  the  N.  to  the  Halle  (PI.  E,  3) 
and  the  Douane  (PI.  D,  2).  Near  the  Halle  is  a  statue  of  Edward 
Jermer^  the  discoverer  of  vaccination,  by  Eug.  Paul  (1858). 

'fhe  Fish  Market  is  held  early  in  the  morning  in  the  Halle.  The 
fishermen  and  their  families  oecupy  a  separate  quarter,  La  Beurriire^  on 
the  W.  side  of  the  town ,  and  form  one-tentii  of  the  population.  They 
partly  adhere  to  the  picturesque  costume  of  their  ancestors,  and  differ 
somewhat  in  character  and  customs  from  the  other  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

The  Etablissement  db  Bains,  with  its  Garden  and  handsome 
Casino  (PI.  D,  1,  2),  lies  farther  to  the  E.  Adm.,  see  p.  428. 
The  garden  is  always  open  to  visitors,  but  non-subscribers  pay  20  c. 
for  admission  on  concert-days.  —  Between  the  shadeless  beach  and 
the  cliffs  runs  the  Boulevard  Salnte-Beuve  (PI.  D,  1,  2),  named  in 
honour  of  the  famous  critic  (1804-69),  who  was  a  native  of  Boulogne. 

The  East  Pier,  or  Jet6e  de  VEst  (PI.  B,  0,  1,  2),  which  extends 
650  yds.  into  the  sea,  is  a  favourite  evening-promenade.  —  On  the 
cliff  is  the  ruined  Tour  d'Odre  ('Turris  Ardens' ;  PI.  D,  1),  a  Roman 
beacon-tower  built  under  Caligula  in  40  A.  D. 

We  now  return  to  visit  the  town.  The  Rue  Victor-Hugo  (PI. 
E,  3)  and  its  continuation  the  Rue  Nationale  contain  the  principal 
shops.  The  Rue  Adolphe-ThierSj  parallel  to  the  Rue  Victor-Hugo, 
begins  at  the  Place  DaUon  (PI.  F,  3),  in  which  rises  the  church  of 
8t.  Nidiolas  (17-18th  cent.).  This  square  is  the  chief  tramway- 
centie  (p.  42o).  The  Orande-Rue  ascends  from  WAs  -^^N^N.  \a  ^Ow?^ 
Haute -Ville. 
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Tho  Muteum  (PL  F,  3),  In  the  Orsnde-Itiie.  cunUlnB  ethnogr  ^ 
l<al  and  nstursl  hIsWry   BoUeotloQS,   aome   Egypdau  autiquitl 
aud  a  pIotuie-galEery  (open  in  inmiuer  dully,  except  Tnei.,   11-J  , 
iu  winter  on  Son.,  Wad.,  Thuri.,  and  Sat.).    The  Pvblie  Ubrargl^ 
on  the  second  floor,  coDtaiQs  66,000  tole.  tind  240  MSS.  (open* 
dally,  eicept  Frid.,  10-4). 

At  the  top  of  the  Graiida-Rno,  on  the  loft,  Is  the  Sotii-Prifte' 
tun  (PI.  F,  SJ,  in  front  of  which  is  >  coloEsal  bust  of  Benil  II, 
by  David,  coaimem orating  the  rastiir&tioa  of  the  town  to  France  by 
the  EiigllBh  In  the  reign  of  that  manarch  (1550).  In  the  BouUt/ard 
MaritUe,  fsrther  on  (PI.  Q,  2),  atanda  a  bronze  atstDO,  by  Jacque- 
mut,  otAag.  Uariettt,  the  eminent  Egyptologist,  who  waa  a  natice 
of  Boulogne  (1821-81).  A  little  to  the  N.  la  a  pablin  park  known 
as  La  TinlsUtriei  (PI.  F,  2;  concerta  In  Bnmmer).  Cloae  by  is  the 
Boulot/ne-'nnUUaia  Etailon  (p.  436)  on  the  railway  to  Calali. 

The  HiDTB-YiLl-H  (PL  F,  Q,  2,  3),  enclosed  by  ramparts  {13th 
cent.),  la  entered  by  three  gateways  :  tbt  Parte  da  Dunei,  the  Porte 
de  Calaii,  aud  tho  pletnrelqne  fori!  OayoU.  The  Hfliel  it  Vitit 
(PI.  U,  3)  was  erected  In  1734  on  the  site  of  an  ancient  castle,  in 
whicb  the  cruaadet  Godfrey  de  Bouillon  was  born  in  1065. 

The  church  of  Notrt-Diime  fPl.  G,  2),  a  building  in  the  degraded 
Italian  atyte,  erected  lo  1827-6B,  oecupiea  the  aite  of  a  Qothlo  ohnroh 
which  waa  destroyed  In  1793.  Handaome  high-altar  in  mos&Io 
work,  and  richly  ornamented  Lady  Chapel.  Ourious  erypt  (adm. 
1  fr.).  The  laulern  which  surmonuts  the  dome  is  crowned  with  ■ 
colossal  statae  of  the  Virgin  ,  which  forms  the  most  oonspMaDUB 
point  in  the  whole  town.  Eilensivo  *Ylew,  comprising  tho  'dalles', 
the  piatoan  traversed  by  the  railway  to  Calais ,  iQ  the  foreground 
Napoleon's  Oolumu,  and  iu  the  distance,  in  clear  weather,  the  white 
cliffa  of  the  Eugiiah  coast.  Thu  entcaune  to  the  staircase  ia  by  a 
door  to  the  right,  at  the  3.  portal  (adm,  1  tr.). 

The  Ch&teau  [PL  Q,  2),  in  which  Louis  Napoleon  was  ooikflned 
after  the  attempted  insurrection  of  1840,  la  the  aneieiit  citadel  of 
Dotilogne,  and  dates  from  the  13th  century.  It  ia  now  converted 
into  barraoka  (no  admission). 

The  Ccmel«ry  of  the  Haute -Ville  (beyond  PL  0,  2)  contains  the 
graves  ot  Sir  HaTTlt  l^icolat,  Baiil  UonXagut,  and  n 
Englishmen. 

-  ,  lEOl  NjpolDon  r.  Miembled  an  army  of  ITS.OOT 
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Kapoleon's  Column,  or  the  Colonne  de  la  Grande- Armie^  of  the  Doric  order, 
172  ft.  in  height,  constrticted  by  Marquise,  situated  2  M.  from  Boulogne  on 
the  road  to  Calais  (comp.  PI.  G,  1),  was  founded  in  1804  to  commemorate 
the  expedition  against  England ,  the  first  stone  being  laid  by  Marshal 
Soult  in  the  presence  of  the  whole  army.  The  first  empire  left  the 
monument  unfinished,  and  in  1821  Louis  XYIII  caused  the  work  to  be 
resumed,  intending  that  the  column  should  commemorate  the  restoration 
of  the  Bourbons  \  but  it  was  not  completed  till  1841 ,  when  its  original 
destination  was  revived.  The  summit  is  occupied  by  a  statue  of  the 
emperor,  one  of  Bosio's  finest  works.  The  pedestal  is  adorned  with 
reliefs  in  bronze,  representing  emblems  of  war.  The  view  from  the  top 
resembles  that  commanded  by  the  dome  of  Notre-Dame  (custodian  Vs  frO>

169  M.  Chkmih  db  Fek  du  Kobd.  Express  in  d-8>/4«  other  trains  in 
4V2-7S/4  hrs.  (fares  28  fr.

Quitting  the  handsome  station  of  Boulogne,  the  train  traverses 
the  valley  of  the  Liane.  At  (1 Y4  M.)  Outreau  the  line  from  the 
Gare  Central e  joins  that  from  Boulogne-Tlntelleries  (p.  430).  Several 
large  cement-works  are  passed.  3M.  Pont-de-Briquea;  5V2^-  ^^s- 
digneul  (junction  for  St.  Omer).  —  171/2  M-  Ktaples  (E6t.  Joos; 
Vasaeur)  is  the  junction  for  Arras. 

From  Staples  an  electric  tramway  plies  to  (8V2  M.)  Le  Touquet  or 
Paris-Plage  CBdt.  Chdteau  du  Touquet,  R.  &  B.  from  7,  D.  41/2  fr. ;  Cfrand- 
Hdiely  pens.  7-15  fr.  •,  mt.  des  Bains,  6-12  fr.  ^  des  Dunes,  6-12  fr.^  Clarisse, 
6-8  fir.),  a  frequented  sea-bathing  and  golfing-resort  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Ocmcfie, 

The  train  crosses  the  Bate  de  la  Canche  by  a  viaduct.  20 V2  M. 
8t.  Josse;  821/2  M.  Rang  du  Fliers- Verton ,  the  junction  for  the 
sea-bathing  place  of  Berck;  28  M.  ConchU-le- Temple;  34  M.  Rue, 
Near  (40^/2  M.)  Noyelles,  in  the  midst  of  a  dreary  expanse  of  sand, 
the  Somme  was  crossed  by  Edward  lU.  before  the  battle  of  Cr^cy 
In  1346. 

Branch-line  to  the  right  to  (SVz  M.)  Cayeux,  via  (4  M.)  8L  VaUry-sur- 
Somme  (Casino-Grand-Hotel),  whence  William  the  Conqueror  set  out  for 
England  in  1066.    Another  branch-line  runs  to  (6  M.)  Le  Crotoy. 

49  M.  Abbeville  (Hot.  de  la  TUe-de-Boeuf,  good;  de  France;  de 
la  Qare)  is  a  cloth-manufacturing  town  with  20,388  inhab.,  on  the 
Somme,  and  oonnected  with  the  sea  by  means  of  a  canal.  The  prin- 
cipal building  is  the  Gothic  Church  of  St.  Vulfran,  founded  in  the 
IBth  century.  The  Flamboyant  portal  of  the  Church  of  St.  Oilles 
is  also  interesting.  The  Musie  Boucher-de- Perthes  contains  pre- 
histoiio  antiquities,  old  furniture,  china,  and  about  1600  paintings 
of  the  French,  Flemish,  and  Dutch  Schools,  while  the  Musie  d* Abbe- 
ville et  du  Ponthieu  has  objects  of  natural  history,  paintings,  and 
antiquities. 

From  Abbeville  branch-lines  run  to  (58V2  H.)  Biihune,  viS  Bt.  Riqnier; 
to  (19  M.)  Dompierre-sur'Authie,  vii  Cricy-en-FoniMeu ;  and  to  (28  M.)  Eu; 
§ee  Baed9ker^$  Northern  France. 

The  scenery  becomes  more  picturesque  as  the  train  ascends  the 

fertile  valley  of  the  Somme.   —  541/2  M.  Pont-Rem,^,  —  ¥\«va.

Amieni ,  the  ancient  capital  of  Plcardy,  now  that  of  the  depatl- 
ment  of  the  Samme,  with  90,758  inhab. ,  and  one  of  the  prinolpBl 
manafactoring  towna  in  Fiance  ,  li  eltunted  on  the  Somme  and  iti 
affloents  the  Arve  and  the  StlU.  These  etreams  [otm  iiatneioiu 
canals  in  the  lower  pait  of  the  town,  tho  lodDatiial  q^uaiter.  The 
piindpal  mannfactai'ea  are  linen,  woollen  stoiTB,  silk  thread,  cash- 
meiaa,  and  valvet.  The  central  part  of  the  town  Is  surronnded  by 
handeome  bonlevaids  on  the  site  of  the  former  fortlScations,  ol 
which  the  Citadel  [PI.  E,  1)  is  the  only  relic.  In  1802  the  Peact 
of  Amiens  between  France  and  England  was  concluded  hera.  On 
2Dth  Nov.,  1870,  the  Prussians  defeated  the  French  near  Amiens, 
and  entered  the  town  oti  the  followine  day. 

The  exit  from  tho  station  la  In  the  boulevards,  opposite  the  Bni 
de  Noyoii,  which  we  follow  to  the  Plaok  St.  Denis  [PI.  F,  0, 4),  em- 
helUshod  with  a  hronie  Etatoe  of  »ii/reme  Du  Cimgt,  the  eminenl 
philologist  [1610-88),  by  Candion.  The  Biie  Vlotor-Hogo  leadl 
hence  to  tho  right,  passing  the  rnodfltn  Palaii  dt  Juiliee,  to  the  — 

"OATHBDaii.[Pl.F,  31  one  of  tho  mostimposlngGothkchurclia 
In  Europe,  erected  in  I220~12ti9  by  tho  architects  Bobtrt  de  Lu- 
tarchei,  Tkomai  de  Cormanl,  tad  his  sou  RegnauU.  Leugtii  470  ft,, 
length  of  transept  213  ft.,  width  of  nave  lU  ft.  The  heavinesi 
cf  the  building  la  luaufflcleutly  relieved  by  the  lofty  spire  over  tbi 
transept,  393  ft.  In  height,  or  145  tt.  above  the  roof ,  re-erected  in 
1529.  The  two  uncompleted  towers  of  the  W.  fafade  belong  to  the 
13th  and  l&tb  cent,,  the  former  heine  IBl  Tt.,  tho  latter  210  ft.  ia 
height,  hat  like  the  central  splie  they  are  too  small  for  the  edIOre. 
The  principal  W.  portal,  one  of  the  Qnest  parts  of  the  bnilding,  wai 
completed  towards  the  end  of  tho  11th  ceutnry. 

Tbe  'Facaqe  coeUInl  tbree  lotlr  recetied  porohu,  rlchljr  adumiid 
trllb  relleta  and  statucl.  The  'Btao  Dtiu  d-An(>n'  la  an  admirable  ifun 
of  the  Barioai  which  sepMtAee  l.\is  a.Mi>  o(  (ha  eanlnl  portal.  Abo" 
(fie  porlaU  are   a  hanflsome  entttij,   ^Vtiiw  ™niMin%  lm«l»^«W^  i 
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ossal  statueA  of  kings  of  Judah,  a  magnificent  rose-window  38  ft.  in  dia* 
meter,  and  still  higher  a  gallery  connecting  the  towers. 

The  *Intebior  consists  of  nave,  transept,  aisles,  and  choir,  all  flanked 
with  chapels.  The  nave  rises  to  the  very  unusual  height  of  147  ft.,  being 
suTpaased  in  this  respect  by  the  cathedral  of  Beauvais  alone.  The 
yautin^  is  borne  by  126  remarkably  bold  columns,  tapering  towards  the 
top.  The  stained  glass  in  the  rose -windows,  trifonum,  and  choir  is 
ftneiaiit.  The  organ-loft  dates  from  1425,  but  has  been  modernized.  The 
bronze  *l[onuments  of  the  two  bishops  who  founded  the  church,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  nave,  are  fine  works  of  the  13th  century.  The  wall  of 
the  ehoir  is  adorned  with  ^Beliefs  representing,  on  the  N.  side  the  history  of 
John  the  Baptist,  on  the  S.  side  the  life  of  St.  Firmin,  sculptured  in  1489 
and  1590.  Behind  the  high-altar  is  the  ^Bn/ant  Pleurew\  a  much  admired, 
bat  overrated  weeping  angel,  by  Blasset.  At  the  entrance  to  the  choir 
^ftre  large  marble  statues  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  and  San  Carlo  Borromeo. 
The  transept  contains  some  interesting  reliefs,  painted  and  gilded  (beginning 
of  the  16th  cent.). 

The  *  Choir  BtalU^  110  in  number,  are  fine  specimens  of  carving  executed 
in  1606-22.  There  are  no  fewer  than  3650  figures.  The  subjects  are  mainly 
Scriptural,  but  also  represent  different  worldly  occupations. 

At  the  back  of  the  church  rises  a  bionze  statue  of  Peter  the  Her- 

mU  (P1.F,  3),  or  Pierre  of  Amiens,  the  promoter  of  the  first  crusade. 

The  Bue  Robert- de-Luzarches  leads  to  the  S.  from  the  cathedral 

.to  the  Bue  des  Trois-Gailloax,  with  the  best  shops  and  the  Theatre 

(PL  F,  4).    From  the  Place  Oamhetta  (Pi.  E,  3,  4),  with  a  gilded 

clock-towei,  at  the  W.  end  of  the  Rue  des  Trois-Galllonx,  the  Rue 

.^  de  la  B^publique  runs  to  the  S.  to  the  boulevards;  while  the  Rue 

^^pel&mbre  leads  to  the  N.W.  to  a  square  in  which  rise  the  Belfry 

(PI.  E,  3),  an  eccentric  edifice  of  1748  (restored  in  1865),  and  the 

B6tel  de  Ville  (PI.  E,  3),  lately  enlarged  and  almost  entirely  rebuilt. 

The  *Mu8Se  de  Picardie  (PL  E,  4),  in  the  Rue  de  la  R6publique, 

Is  open  on  Sun.,  Tues.,  &  Thurs.,  12  to  4  or  5  (at  other  times  for  a 

fee).  The  collections  on  the  groundfloor  Include  medlnval  carvings ; 

Bom^i  antiquities  (tomb-relieis.  leaden  coffins,  bronzes,  glass);  a 

fine  mosaic  found  at  Amiens  in  1857,  with  interesting  arrangement 

'  of  colours;  fayence  from  Neveis  and  Beauvais;  a  few  Greek  antiqui- 

^  ties  (statue  of  Diana;  mosaic  of  Apollo);  and  modern  sculptures.   In 

I  the  Orande  Salle  Centrale  and  In  nine  rooms  on  the  first  floor  is  the 

^  picture  gallery,  comprising  chiefly  works  by  French  masters  of  the 

I  19th  cent,  and  a  valuable  collection  of  Flemish  paintings.    The 

(  staircase  is  adorned  with  mural  paintings  by  Puvis  de  Chavarmes.  — 
In  the  same  street  is  the  Bibliothhque  Communale  (PL  E,  4). 
I  lu  a  street  running  parallel  with  the  Boul.  du  Mail,  to  the  N. , 
I  is  a  monument  called  the  Illustrations  Picardes  (PL  F,  4),  consisting 
•  of  a  figure  of  Picardy,  surrounded  with  statues  and  busts  of  eminent 
f  natives  of  that  province.  —  On  the  W.  side  of  the  town  is  the 
fr  pleasant  Promenade  de  la  Hotoie  (PL  A-C,  2,  3).  The  churches  of 
t  St,  Oermain  (PL  E,  3)  and  St.  Leu  (PL  F,  2)  are  Gothic  structures 
I  of  the  15ih  and  16th  cent.,  with  elegant  towers.

Calais  J  a  town  with  59,743  Inhab. ,  including  8t,  Pierre-lha- 
Calais,  and  a  fortress  of  the  first  class,  deriyes  its  chief  importance 
from  its  harhonr  and  its  traffic  with  England,  to  which  it  is  the  nearest 
port  on  the  French  coast.    DoTer  is  18  M.  distant.    About  260,000 
traTellers  pass  through  the  to'wn  annually.    The  1500  English  resi-^ 
dents  are  chiefly  engaged  in  the  tulle-manufactories  (see  below). 
The  Harbour^  which  is  accessible  at  all  states  of  the  tide, 
has  been  doubled  in  size  by  extensive  new  works,  completed  at 
a  cost  of  2,400,0002.   The  Old  Harbour,  with  the  former  railway- 
station,  lies  nearest  to  the  Place  d'Armes;   the  imposing  *Nev> 
Harbour  farther  to  the  E.  The  Oare  Maritime  (PI.  0,  2),  where  pass- 
engers from  England  find  the  train  for  Paris  waiting,  is  situated  on 
the  N.E.  side  of  the  Avant-Port  (PI.  B,  0,  2],  and  is  connected  by 
:  a  short  branch-line  with  the  Oare  Centrale  (see  below). 
■        The  old  H6tel  de  VilU  (PI.  B,  0,  3),  in  the  Place  d'Armes,  was 
I  erected  in  1740  on  the  site  of  an  earlier  building  of  which  the  tower 
.still  remains  (15th  cent.)*    It  is  adorned  with  small  busts  of  the 
Due  de  Guise,  *libtfrateur  de  Calais  en  1558',  and  Richelieu,  the 
founder  of  the  citadel  in  1634.    It  contains  a  small  Musie  of  paint- 
ings, antiquities,  and  natural  history  (adm.  free  on  Sun.  and  holidays 
ftnd  on  Mon.,  Thurs.,  &  Sat.,  10  to  4  or  5). 

The  church  of  Notre-Dame  (PI.  0,  4),  on  the  E.  side  of  the 
lown,  dating  from  the  12th  and  (chiefly)  14th  cent.,  has  been  modern'* 
The  handsome  marble  altar,  an  Assumption  by  Seghers  (1628), 
d  a  Descent  from  the  Cross  by  Rubens  (?)  may  be  inspected. 
At  the  end  of  the  Ruede  Guise,  leadings,  from  the  Place  d'Armes, 
the  Hdtel  de  Guise  (PI.B,  0,4),  in  the  English  Tudor  style,  orig- 
ally  founded  by  Edward  III.  as  a  guildhouse  for  the  wool-staplers. 
The  Oare  Centrale  (PI.  B,  5)  lies  between  Calais  proper  and 
*.  Pierre.    Near  it,  on  the  St.  Pierre  side,  are  a  pretty  Park  and 
e  Place  Centrale  (PI.  0,  6),  with  the  ^Monument  des  Enfants  du 
laisis',  by  Maugendre-Villers  (1904). 
St.  Pib&be-L]^s-Calais  is  the  industrial  and  commercial  part  of 
ais.    Its  prosperity  is  due  chiefly  to  its  extensive  manufacture 
tulle  and  lace,  an  industry  which  was  introduced  from  Notting- 
am  in  1818.    The  Church  of  St.  Pierre  (PI.  D,  7),  built  in  1862- 
',  and  the  Hdtel  de  Ville  are  both  situated  in  the  Place  Crdveccsur.

Dieppe,  with  32,840  inbab.,  1b  aidiited  in  t  valley  formed^'  ti 
riDgea  of  lofty  vhite  cbalk- cliffs,  at  tbe  montli  of  tbe  Arqui 
la  aplte  ot  tha  vicinity  of  Havre,  Dieppe,  with  its  deep 
batbout,  Btill  BhrriBB  on  a  oonaideriblo  trade  in  coals  with  Eaj 
land  and  !□  tlmbeT  with  Norway  and  Sweden.  Dieppe  ti  also  • 
/■siilanable  w«toilng-pUce,  \ieVDt  a.nnntlly  visited  by  anmeiaiii'l 
Engltib,  as  well  k  FtchcV  Iaai\.\\6*. 
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The  Oare  Maritime  (PL  D,E,2)  and  the  Steamboat  Quays  are  on 
the  N.  Bide  of  the  Avant-Port,  or  outer  harhonr.  To  the  S.W.,  beyond 
the  Batsins  Duqueme  and  BMgny,  lies  the  Central  Station  (PI.  0, 3) ; 
and  to  the  E.,  between  the  Bassin  Dnqnesne,  and  the  suburb  of  Le 
PoUet  (PI.  Ey  3),  inhabited  by  sailors  and  fishermen  said  to  be  of 
Yenetian  origin,  are  several  basins  of  more  recent  date. 

Along  the  N.  side  of  the  town ,  between  the  handsome  Boule- 
vard  Maritime  (PI.  G-E,  1),  laid  out  in  1901 ,  and  the  Rue  Aguado 
in  which  are  the  principal  hotels,  stretches  La  Plage  (PI.  G,  D,  E,  1), 
a  handsome  promenade ,  2/3  M.  long.  At  its  W.  extremity  are  the 
Casino  and  the  Etdblitsement  des  Bains  (PI.  C,  1).  The  Gasloo,  the 
principal  attraction  foryisitors,  is  a  handsome  brick  and  glass  struc- 
ture replete  with  every  convenience  and  including  a  small  theatre 
(adm.  in  the  forenoon  50  0.,  afternoon  1  fr..  evening  or  whole  day 
o  fir. ;  less  for  subscribers).  The  terrace  in  front  is  reserved  for  sub- 
scribers; below  it  are  the  bathing-boxes.  In  fine  weather  the  scene 
is  Tery  amusing. 

On  a  precipitous  white  cliff  at  the  W.  extremity  of  the  Plage  rises 
the  handsome  Castle  (PI.  B,  1,  2),  with  its  massive  walls,  towers, 
and  bastions,  erected  in  1433  as  a  defence  against  the  English.  In 
1694,  however,  it  was  unable  to  resist  the  cannonade  of  the  English 
fleet,  then  returning  from  an  unsuccessful  attack  on  Brest,  and  the 
unequal  contest  resulted  in  the  total  destruction  of  the  town.  Visitors 
admitted  daily  8-11  and  1.30-5  (fee).  The  view  firom  the  castle  is 
very  extensive. 

The  church  of  St.  Remy(P\.  5;  G,  2),  not  far  from  the  castle, 
in  a  mixed  style  of  the  16th  and  17th  cent.,  restored  in  1860-63, 
contains  huge  round  columns  and  some  good  sculptures.  —  The 
church  of  St.  Jacques  (Pi.  4 ;  G,  D,  2),  the  patron-saint  of  fishermen, 
in  the  Place  Nationale,  is  an  interesting  florid  Gothic  edifice  dating 
from  the  12-16th  centuries.  It  has  a  fine  portal  and  contains 
numerous  rich  sculptures  and  stained  -  glass  windows.  Near  the 
church  is  the  Statue  of  Duquesne  (PL  15  ;  D,  2),  a  celebrated  admiral 
and  native  of  Dieppe  (1610-88),  by  Dantan  (1844).  —  To  the  E.  of 
the  entrance  to  the  harbour  is  the  modern  Gothic  church  of  Notre- 
Dame-dc-Bon-Secours  (PL  F,  2).  —  The  Musie  (PL  11 ;  G,  1) 
contains  local  antiquities,  a  natural  history  collection,  and  a  few 
pictures,  besides  a  collection  of  art  and  a  library  recently  presented 

by  Saint-Saens,  the  composer,  a  native  of  the  town. 

The  most  interesting  point  in  the  environs  of  Dieppe  is  the  ruined  castle 
of  Arqnea,  situated  4  M.  to  the  S.  E.,  and  memorable  as  the  scene  of  a 
Victoiy  gained  by  Henri  IV  over  the  League  in  1589.  The  excursion  may 
be  made  by  train,  by  excursion-brake  (there  and  back  2  fr.),  or  by  carriage 
(6-6  fr.).  The  *yiew  from  the  castle  embraces  the  valleys  of  the  Arques^ 
tbe  Bithune^  and  the  Eaulne.

MoBie-Bibliofh^qae  (PI.  0,2),  containing  a  collection  of  Italian, 
Dutch,  and  modem  French  pictnres,  hesides  scnlptnres  and  a  ceramic 
collection.  The  Mns^e  is  open  daily  from  10  (on  Mon.  from  12)  to  4 
or  6;  gratis  on,  Thnrs.,  Snn.,  and  holidays,  other  days  1  fr.  —  The 
Municipal  Library  (open  daily,  10-5),  at  the  hack  of  the  Mns^e, 
contains  132,000  printed  yoIs.,  3500  MSS.,  2700  coins  and  medals, 
and  ahont  2()00  portraits  of  eminent  natives  of  Normandy. 

The  adjacent  church  of  8t.  Laurer^t  (PL  D,  2j  15-16th  cent.), 
with  a  fine  tower,  has  heen  converted  into  shops.  The  church  of 
St.Qodard  (PI.  D,^),  behind  St  Laurent,  partly  of  the  16th  cent.,  con- 
tains admirable  modem  stained-glass  windows  and  mural  paintings. 

From  the  Mus^e  the  Rue  Thiers  leads  to  the  E.  to  the  Flace  de 
VE6Ul~dt"Villt.   HeresUnds  — 

•*Bt.  Onen  (PI.  D,  E,  2),  one  of  the  most  beautiful  Gothic  churches 
in  existence ,  surpassing  the  cathedral  both  in  extent  and  in  ex- 
cellenoe  of  style.  Most  of  It  was  built  in  1318-39,  but  the  W,  Portal^ 
flanked  by  two  towers  282  ft.  in  height,  was  erected  in  1848-51. 
The  *Tower  over  the  tilansept,  268  ft.  in  height,  is  surmounted  by 
an  octagonal  open-work  lantern,  terminating  in  a  gallery  (♦View). 
The  N.  facade  has  no  lateral  portal,  but  the  S.  *^Portail  des  Mar- 
mousets'j  so  called  from  the  heads  with  which  it  is  adomed,  deserves 
minute  inspection.  The  reliefs  over  the  door  represent  the  Death 
and  Assumption  of  the  Virgin.  Above  this  portal  is  a  magnificent 
rose-window,  still  higher  is  an  arcade  with  six  statues,  and  the 
whole  is  crowned  with  a  pediment  bearing  a  statue  of  8t.  Ouerk 

(d.  678),  Archbishop  of  Rouen. 

The  proportions  of  the  interior  (453  ft.  in  length,  84  ft.  in  width ; 
transept  138  ft.  in  length;  106  ft.  in  height)  are  remarkably  pleasing. 
The  walls  appear  to  be  almost  entirely  displaced  by  the  numerous 
windows,  13d  in  number,  all  filled  with  stained  glass.  The  unusually 
lofty  triforium  is  exceedingly  beautiful.  In  the  nave  and  transepts  are 
three  fine  rose-windows,  also  filled  with  stained  glass. 

The  verger  (fee)  shows  the  choir  -  chapels ,  and  points  out  several 
Spots  which  command  fine  views  of  the  interior.  The  whole  of  the 
interior  is  reflected  in  the  b^nitier  near  the  W.  door.  The  visitor  should 
ascend  to  the  triforium  and  to  the  outer  gallery  (1  fr.  each  person). 

At  the  back  of  the  church  and  the  adjoining  H6tel  de  Vllle  is  a 
pleasant  garden  to  which  the  public  are  admitted.  The  Chambre  aux 
ClercSj  a  Norman  tower  of  the  11th  cent.,  adjoins  the  church  on 
this  side,  and  probably  formed  part  of  an  earlier  church. 

The  H6tel  de  Villa  (PI.  D,  E,  2),  on  the  N.  side  of  the  church, 
a  building  in  the  Italian  style,  was  formerly  the  dormitory  of  the 
abbey  of  St.  Ouen.  In  front  of  the  edifice  rises  an  Equestrian  Statue 
of  Napoleon  /.,  by  Vital-Dubray.

To  the  left  are  the  mins  of 
the  castle  of  CMteauneufy  constructed  by  Philip  Angnstns. 

The  long  tunnel  between  (82  M.)  Bonnihres  and  BoUehoise  cuts 
off  the  wide  circuit  which  the  river  describes  here. 

At  the  oh&teau  of  (84  M.)  Boany  Sully,  the  celebrated  minister 
of  Henri  IT,  was  born  in  1559.  It  was  afterwards  the  property  of 
the  Duchesse  de  Berry,  who  resided  in  it  from  1818  to  1830. 

921/2  M.  Mantes  (Orand-Cerf;  Bocher  de  Cancale),  a  pictur- 
esque town  with  8000inhab.,  is  sumamed  ^La  JolU\  The  lofty 
towers  of  the  Gothic  church  of  ^Notre-DamCf  dating  from  the  end 
of  the  12th  cent.,  are  conspicuous  objects  in  the  town.  The  portal 
is  richly  sculptured.  The  old  tower  of  St.  Maclou  (14th  cent.)  is 
also  interesting.  It  was  at  Mantes  that  William  the  Conqueror  re- 
ceiyed  by  a  fall  from  his  horse  the  injury  of  which  he  afterwards 
died  at  Rouen  (1087).  —  Line  to  Paris  via  Argenteuil^  see  pp.  391 ,  390. 

The  line  continues  to  skirt  the  banks  of  the  Seine,  and  fre- 
quently commands  fine  views.    Several  unimportant  stations. 

108  M.  Foissy  (Buffet;  E6tel  de  Bouen;  Restaurant  de  VEstur- 
geon),  a  town  with  7400  inhab.,  was  the  birthplace  of  St.  Louis 
(1215-70),  who  frequently  styled  himself  *Louis  de  Poissy'.  Here 
in  1561  a  conference  was  assembled  by  order  of  the  States  General, 
with  a  view  to  adjust  the  differences  between  the  Roman  Catholic 
and  Protestant  parties.  Their  deliberations,  however,  led  to  no  re- 
sult, owing  to  the  strong  condemnation  of  the  Calvinists  by  the  Sor- 
bonne.  The  principal  church  is  a  fine  building  of  the  transition- 
style  of  the  12th  century.  Poissy  is  also  a  station  on  the  Ligne  de 
Grande  Ceinture  (p.  380). 

Ill  M.  AehhreSf  in  the  forest  of  St.  Germain  (p.  392),  the  junc- 
tion of  the  direct  line  to  Dieppe  (vift  Pontoise,  p.  392).  At  (114  M.) 
Maiaons-LaffiUe  (p.  391)  the  Seine  is  again  crossed.  Near  (120  M.) 
Colorribes  the  line  recrosses  the  Seine.  St.  Germain  with  its  palace 
is  a  conspicuous  object  on  the  hill  to  the  right. 

The  Seine  is  crossed  for  the  last  time  at  Asniirea  (p.  339),  where 
the  lines  to  Argenteuil  and  Versailles  diverge.  The  train  passes  Clichyj 
intersects  the  fortifications  of  Paris,  and  beyond  a  short  tunnel  under 
the  Place  de  I'Europe  reaches  the  Gare  St.  Lazare  at  —

C.  -4),  vkere  pasten^en  from  England  disembaik.  and  intei- 
sectinjr  the  town  from  S.  to  N..  is  the  centre  of  trafific.  The  quay 
is  continued  to  the  W.  by  the  Chanss^e  des  Euts-Unis,  t-erminating 
in  the  X'lr^jvelU  JtUt  (PL  B,  5>  near  the  Hotel  Fnseati.  which 
c/>mmand§  a  fine  view,  an  i  is  a  faTonrii*  proraenade. 

At  the  S.  end  of  the  Kne  de  Paris  rises  the  Mutft  ^^PL  C,  41 
hnllt  In  1W5  Topen  on  Sun.,  M:^d.-  Tues.,  Thuis..  and  Sat,  10  to  4 
or  5.30;  on  Wed.  and  Frid.  on  applicatirnu  containing  a  collection 
','f  p%intinrs,  sculptures,  casts,  coins,  et^. 

Farther  up  the  Kue  de  Paris,  on  the  right,  is  the  church  of  Xotre- 
Dame  tFl.  C,  4),  huiU  in  \he  16th  c^nt.  in  a  transition  style. 
Farther  on  is  the  Place  Gamhelta  VV\.  ^.^>,  Vs^m.^^  wv  the  E.  by

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the  Basiiin  du  Commerce  and  on  the^W.  by  the  Orand  ThSdtre^  and 

embellished  with  statues  by  David  d' Angers  of  Bemardin  de  St,  Pierre 

(1737-1814),  author  of  'Paul  and  Virginia',  to  which  the  reliefs  refer, 

and  Caabnir  Delavigne  (1794-1843),  the  dramatist,  both  natives  of 

HftTie.  —  At  the  N.  end  of  the  Rue  de  Paris  is  a  Jardin  PuhliCy 

1>eyond  which  is  the  handsome  modem  H6tel  de  Ville  (PI.  G,  2). 

The  fonner  Palais  de  Justice,  in  the  Vieux  March^  (PI.  G,  4),  to  the 

E.  of  the  Rue  de  Paris,  now  contains  an  important  Museum  of  Natural 
EigtoTf  (open  on  San.  and  Thars.,  10  to  4  or  5). 

The  Boulevard  de  Strasbourg  (PI.  F-A,   2),  which  passes  in 

front  of  the  H6tel  de  Ville,  stretches  from  the  Railway  Station  (PI. 

F,  2),  on  theE.,  to  the  sea,  on  theW.,  passing  the  Palate  de 
Juitieej  the  SouS'Prifecture ,  and  the  Bourse,  a  fine  Renaissance 
edifice  on  the  S.  side  of  the  Place  Gamot  (PL  D,  2). 

The  extensive  HABBOXTn  and  Dooxs  (PI.  G-G,  2-5)  deserve  a 
vUit.  Between  1837  and  1887  over  5,000,000Z.  were  spent  upon 
them,  and  extensive  additions  are  projected.  The  oldest  dock  is  the 
small  Bassin  du  Roi,  excavated  in  1669.  The  largest  is  the  Bassin 
de  VEure  (PI.  £,  F,  3, 4, 5),  70  acres  in  area,  constructed  in  1846-56, 
wfaeze  the  huge  Transadantic  steamers  lie.  The  Canal  de  Tancarville 
WM  constructed  to  connect  the  Seine  directly  with  the  harbour,  and 
to  enable  ships  to  escape  the  'barre*  or  tidal  wave  in  the  estuary. 

As  Havre  itself  contains  little  to  interest  travellers,  those 
who  have  a  few  hours  at  their  disposal  may  ascend  the  C6te  d'ln- 
gouvUU  (cable-railway,  p.  444),  on  the  N.  The  ♦View  is  specially 
fine  at  sunset  and  at  night  when  the  town  and  harbour  are  lit  up. 

—  An  electric  tramway  (p.  444),  starting  from  the  Rond-Point,  runs 
to  8te,  Adrease  (H6tel  Marie- Christine ;  H6tel  des  Phares),  a  favourite 
little  bathing-place  21/2  M.  to  the  N.W.  Visitors  should  alight  at  the 
^Qnatre  Chemins'  or  the  Rue  des  Bains,  and  proceed  to  the  light- 
house, Phare  de  la  Hhve,  which  commands  a  fine  view. 

Steamers  ply  three  or  four  times  daily  from  Havre  in  S/4-I  hr.  (fares  3  fr., 
1  fir.  00, 86  c.)  to  Tronville-rar-Mer  (Hdtels  de$  Boches-JToires,  de  Paris,  Belle- 
MM,  de  la  Plage^  on  the  beach;  Tivoli,  Bras-d'Or,  in  the  town;  and  many 
others),  pleasantly  situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Touques  and  now  the  most 
fashionable  watering  place  on  the  coast  of  Normandy.  Pop.  6300.  The 
■eaaon  lasts  from  Jane  to  Oct.,  and  is  at  its  height  in  Aug.,  when  living 
here  Is  extremely  expensive.  The  Casino  or  Salon  is  a  large  and  hand- 
some stmctore,  with  concert-rooms,  ball-rooms,  and  a  fine  terrace  on  the 
shore.  The  beach  is  excellent.  A  number  of  handsome  villas  have  sprang 
up  in  the  environs.  —  Deauville  (Hotel  du  Casino)  and  a  number  of  less 
pretending  watering-places  sprinkled  along  the  coast  also  afTord  good 
sammer-qaarters  (see  BaedekerU  Northern  France).

3</s  M.  Harfleur(R6t,  des  Armes),  the  first  station,  once  an  im- 
portant seaport,  has  long  since  yielded  up  its  traffic  to  Havre.  Its 
old  harbour  has  been  filled  np  by  the  deposits  of  the  Lizarde ;  the 
new  harbour,  1/2  M.  away,  is  connected  with  the  Canal  de  Tancar- 
vllle  (p.  445).  In  1415  the  town  was  taken  by  Henry  Y.  of  England, 
to  whom  the  foundation  of  the  fine  Gothic  church  is  attributed.  From 
Harfleur  a  branch-line  runs  to  (2^4  M.)  MontiviUierSy  an  industrial 
town  with  an  old  abbey-church.  —  Beyond  (15^2  M.)  BeuteviUe- 
Briautij  from  which  a  branch-line  runs  to  (8V2  M.)  LiUebonne  (H6- 
tel  du  Commerce),  the  train  crosses  a  lofty  viaduct 

19y2M.  Bolbee-Nointot  is  the  station  for  Bolbec^  a  thriving  manu- 
facturing town  with  11,820  inhab.,  2  M.  to  the  S. 

31  M.  Yvetot  (R6tel  des  Yictoires ;  du  Chemin-de-Fer,  at  the 
station)  is  another  manufacturing  place,  with  7352  inhab.,  the 
ancient  counts  or  soi-disants  kings  of  which  are  playfully  described 
by  Btfranger. 

36  M.  MotUville  is  connected  with  the  Dieppe  railway  by  a 
branch-line  to  Clirea  (16  M.).  Another  branch  runs  to  (20  M.)  St. 
Valiry-en-CauXf  frequented  as  a  bathing-place.  —  The  pleasant  vil- 
lage of  (42V2  M.)  Pavilly  is  commanded  by  the  restored  ch&teau  of 
EsnevaL  The  train  quits  the  undulating  and  fertile  table -land  of 
the  Pays  de  Caux.  and  descends  to  the  viaduct  of  BarentM,  570  yds. 
in  length,  and  100  ft.  above  the  level  of  the  valley.  From  r44  M.) 
Barentin  (H6t.  du  Qrand-St-Pierre)  a  branch-line  runs  to  (18  M.) 
Caudebec.  The  train  soon  enters  a  tunnel,  nearly  1V2^«  ^^  length, 
beyond  which  it  reaches  (49  M.)  Malaunayf  where  the  Dieppe  line 
diverges.  From  this  pointto  (55  M.)  Rouen  and  to  ParU  (142  M.  from 
Havre),  see  pp.  438-443.
